In  pursuance  of  a  warrant  calling  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Norwood  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  to  meet  on  the  18th 
day  of  January  A.D.  1915,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood  met  and  were  called  to  order  at  five  forty-five  o’clock  in 
the  morning  by  the  moderator.  The  town  clerk  then  read  the 
warrant  calling  the  meeting  and  the  return  of  the  constable, 
who  served  the  same  upon  the  inhabitants.

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Specimen  Ballots,  Cards  of  Instruction,  etc. 

In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  governing  elections,  Everett  Hall  was  fitted  up  as  a 
polling  place,  a  space  railed  off,  and  compartments  provided  for 
the  convenience  of  voters  in  marking  their  ballots  and  each 
compartment  was  supplied  with  cards  of  instructions  and  other 

necessary  facilities.  , 

Cards  of  instructions  and  specimen  ballots  were  also  posted 

in  different  parts  of  the  building  outside  the  rail.  The  Town 
Clerk  delivered  to  the  ballot  clerks  one  sealed  package  marked 
2000  official  ballots  January  18,  A.D.  1915,  and  one  package 
marked  five  hundred  ballots  for  school  committee  only,  January 
18  A.D.  1915,  and  took  their  receipt  therefor.  The  Ballot  Cler  s 
were  provided  with  duplicate  sets  of  lists  of  registered  voters so 
the  town,  one  for  men  and  for  women  voters,  as  prepared  by  t  e 
registrars  of  voters  for  use  at  this  election.  They  were  also 
supplied  with  the  official  ballots  taken  from  the  packages  re¬ 
ceived  from  the  Town  Clerk  and  stationed  at  the  entrance  to  the 
polling  place  with  instructions  to  deliver  such  ballots  only  to 
voters  whose  names  were  found  and  checked  on  the  voting  is  . 
The  ballot  box  used  in  elections  was  then  opened  m  public 
meeting,  examined  by  the  Moderator  and  other  election  officers 
and  found  to  be  empty.  The  register  was  set  at  zero  and  the

At  six  o’clock  A.M.  on  motion  by  Town  Clerk,  \oted:  that 

the  polls  be  now  opened  for  the  election  of  officers  designated  m 
article  one  and  to  vote  on  the  question  of  license,  and  by  vote 
the  polls  were  kept  open  until  forty-five  minutes  past  four 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  after  due  notice  they  were  e- 

clared  closed.  .  .  ,  ,, 

By  unanimous  consent  of  the  moderator,  town  clerk  and  other 

election  officers,  the  ballot  box  was  opened  at  ten  forty  o  clock 
A.M.  for  the  purpose  of  removing  the  ballots  to  be  counted. 

Total  Vote  Cast. 

The  ballot  box  was  opened  at  the  close  of  the  polls  and  the 
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register  stood  at  thirteen  hundred  seventy-three  (1373).  The 
names  checked  on  th'e  voting  list  by  the  ballot  clerks  at  the  en¬ 
trance  to  the  polling  place  and  by  the  checkers  at  the  ballot  box 
were  counted  and  compared  and  found  to  agree,  and  the  total 
number  of  names  so  checked  was  thirteen  hundred  seventy- 
three  (1373)  one  of  which  was  a  woman’s  vote  for  School  Com¬ 
mittee  only;  which  were  sorted,  counted  and  declaration  thereof 
made  in  open  town  meeting  at  six  twenty-five  o’clock  in  the 
evening  as  follows:

Article  2.  Committee  on  Good  Roads.  Mr.  Walter  Berwick 
reported  for  Committee. 

Norwood,  Mass.,  Jan.  18,  1915. 

Gentlemen: — At  the  last  town  meeting,  December  23,  1914, 
on  motion  by  Mr.  James  A.  Hartshorn,  a  committee  of  three 
were  appointed  by  .the  Moderator  to  consider  the  subject  matter 
of  article  seven  of  that  warrant  which  reads  as  follows:  “  To  see 
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if  the  town  will  vote,  to  protest  against  the  present  condition  of 
the  State  Highways  as  unsafe  and  unfair  and  to  be  recorded  as 
desirous  that  all  roads  in  the  future  be  so  constructed  or  repaired 
as  to  be  safe  for  both  horses  or  automobiles  or  take  any  other 
action  in  the  matter,”  your  Committee  reports  as  follows: — - 

The  present  condition  of  the  state  highway  in  many  places 
is  a  serious  interference  to  the  farmer  and  any  business  using 
horsedrawn  vehicles,  not  to  mention  the  cruelty  to  the  horse. 

The  man  who  drives  for  pleasure  is  entirely  robbed  of  his 
rights. 

In  case  of  fire,  complete  loss  of  property  or  a  conflagration 
might  occur  as  horsedrawn  apparatus  would  certainly  be  de¬ 
layed  and  might  be  unable  to  reach  its  destination  until  too  late. 

These  roads  that  are  dangerous  for  horses  are  nearly  as 
dangerous  for  automobiles  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  prevent 
skidding  on  them. 

The  expense  to  the  town  resulting  from  these  conditions  is 
worth  considering.  The  state,  after  a  highway  is  constructed, 
will  do  nothing  to  prevent  the  danger  from  their  slippery  sur¬ 
face,  no  matter  how  dangerous  such  highways  may  be,  and  the 
town  has  to  sand  or  gravel  these  highways;  about  the  method 
of  construction  they  are  not  consulted,  and  the  process  is  expen¬ 
sive. 

Also  the  man  whose  horse  is  injured  from  falling  naturally 
seeks  some  redress,  being  unable  to  sue  the  State,  turns  to  the 
Town.  Therefore  lawsuits  are  bound  to  result,  both  trouble¬ 
some  and  expensive,  regardless  of  the  result. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  strongly  recommends  and  urges 
that  immediate  action  be  taken  and  that  this  town  protests 
the  present  condition  of  the  State  Highways  as  unsafe  and 
unfair  and  goes  on  record  as  desiring  that  all  roads  in  the  future 
be  so  constructed  or  repaired  as  to  be  safe  for  both  horses  and 
automobiles.

Moved,  That  no  structure  be  erected  on  Washington  street 
between  Railroad  avenue  and  Guild  street  within  75  feet  of 
said  Washington  street,  unless  the  same  is  stone,  brick  or  ce¬ 
ment,  in  such  proportions  as  the  building  inspector  may  deem 
proper,  and  that  the  minimum  height  of  said  structures  be  two 
stories,  and  not  less  than  25  feet  over  all.

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT.

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  in  said 
County: 

Greeting: — 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town 
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affairs,  to  assemble  in  Everett  Hall,  in  said  town  on  Thursday 
the  25th  day  of  February,  A.D.  1915,  at  7.30  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon,  then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles, 

namely : 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  current  financial  year. 

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water 
mains  on  West  street  subject  to  the  usual  guaranty  and  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  said  purpose.  (On  petition  of  James 
A.  Hartshorn  and  others.) 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  extend  the  water 
mains  on  Oak  Road  subject  to  the  usual  guaranty  and  raise 
and  appropriate  money  for  said  purpose.  (On  petition  of 
John  W.  Schaeffer,  Jr.  and  others.) 

Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  remove  the  tree  in 
Lenox  street  on  the  easterly  side  and  opposite  the  land  of 
Patrick  Dempsey  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for 
sa:d  purpose  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.  (On  peti¬ 
tion  of  Patrick  Dempsey  and  others.) 

Art.  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  that  none  but  citizen  la¬ 
bor  be  employed  in  the  Highway  Department  or  take  any  other 
action  in  the  matter.  (On  petition  of  John  Conley  and  others.) 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  by  way  of  gift 
from  the  Norwood  Press  Committee  a  sum  of  money  and  de¬ 
termine  the  use  to  be  made  of  the  same  or  take  any  other  action 
in  the  matter. 

Art.  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
adjust  any  and  all  claims  whether  for  land  damages  or  better¬ 
ments  assessed  relating  to  the  new  highway  located  on  the 
westerly  side  of  the  railroad  location  and  extending  from  Clap- 
boardtree  street  in  Westwood  to  Washington  street  in  Norwood 
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and  to  determine  the  basis  of  such  adjustment  or  take  any  other 
action  in  the  matter. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  gravel  Press  avenue 
from  Washington  street  about  480  feet  west  and  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  said  purpose  or  take  any  other  action  in 
the  matter.  (On  petition  of  Benjamin  Cushing  and  others.) 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  as 
by-laws  of  the  town  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter : 

FIRE  LIMIT  BY-LAWS. 

Sec.  1.  For  the  prevention  of  fire  and  the  better  protection 
and  preservation  of  the  lives  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and 
others,  the  territory  within  75  feet  from  the  property  line  on 
either  side  of  Washington  street  between  Guild  street  and  a 
line  one  hundred  feet  north  of  Railroad  avenue  and  on  either  side 
of  Market  street  between  said  Washington  street  and  Nahatan 
street  is  hereby  established  as  a  fire  limit. 

Sec.  2.  In  these  by-laws  the  term  “  First  Class  building 
type  A  ”  shall  have  the  following  meaning: 

A  first-class  building  type  “A”  shall  consist  of  fireproof 
material  throughout,  with  floors  constructed  of  iron,  steel  or 
reinforced  concrete  beams,  filled  in  between  with  terra  cotta  or 
other  masonry  arches,  or  with  concrete  or  reinforced  concrete 
slabs.  Linoleum  may  be  used  for  floor  covering  provided  it  is 
cemented  to  the  floor;  wood  may  be  used  only  for  isolated  fur¬ 
ring  bedded  in  mortar. 

Sec.  3.  Every  building  under  twenty-one  feet  in  height 
measured  from  the  highest  part  of  the  curb  opposite  the  build¬ 
ing  to  the  lowest  point  of  the  roof  that  is  erected  in  the  fire 
limit  determined  by  section  one  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  be  a 
first-class  building  type  “A.” 

Sec.  4.  No  building  within  the  fire  limit  determined  by  sec¬ 
tion  one  shall  be  altered  if  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed 
alteration  shall  exceed  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  a  like  new 
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building  without  making  said  building  as  altered  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  these  by-laws  as  to  new  buildings  in  said  fire 
limit. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  these  by-laws,  if 
not  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense.  (On  request  of 
committee  on  building  laws,  James  IVf.  Folan,  chairman.) 

And  you  are  directed  to  serve  this  warrant  by  posting  attested 
copies  in  ten  public  places  in  this  town,  seven  days  at  least  be¬ 
fore  the  day  of  said  meeting.  Hereof  fail  not,  and  make  due 
return  of  this  warrant  with  your  doings  thereof  to  the  Selectmen 
on  or  before  the  time  and  day  of  said  meeting.

FIRE  LIMIT  BY-LAWS. 

I 

Sec.  1.  For  the  prevention  of  fire  and  the  better  protection 
and  preservation  of  the  lives  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  and 
others,  the  territory  within  75  feet  from  the  property  line  on 
either  side  of  Washington  street  between  Guild  street  and  a  line 
one  hundred  feet  north  of  Railroad  avenue  and  on  either  side 
of  Market  street  between  said  Washington  street  and  Nahatan 
street  is  hereby  established  as  a  fire  limit. 

Sec.  2.  In  these  by-laws  the  term  “  First  Class  building 
type  A  ”  shall  have  the  following  meaning: 

A  first-class  building  type  “A"  shall  consist  of  fireproof 
material  throughout,  with  floors  constructed  of  iron,  steel  or 
reinforced  concrete  beams,  filled  in  between  with  terra  cotta  or 
other  masonry  arches,  or  with  concrete  or  reinforced  concrete 
slabs.  L:noleum  may  be  used  for  floor  covering  provided  it  is 
cemented  to  the  floor;  wood  may  be  used  only  for  isolated 
furring  bedded  in  mortar. 

Sec.  3.  Every  building  under  twenty-one  feet  in  height 
measured  from  the  highest  part  of  the  curb  opposite  the  build¬ 
ing  to  the  lowest  point  of  the  roof  that  is  erected  in  the  fire  limit 
determined  by  Section  one  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  be  a 
first-class  building  type  “  A.” 

Sec.  4.  No  building  witlrn  the  fire  limit  determined  by  sec¬ 
tion  one  shall  be  altered  if  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed 
alterat  on  shall  exceed  three-fourths  of  the  cost  of  a  like  new 
building  without  making  said  bui'ding  as  altered  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  these  by-laws  as  to  new  buildings  in  said  fire 
limit. 
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Sec.  5  Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  these  by  laws,  if 
not  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Charles  E.  Leonargi  requested  the  privilege  of  addressing 
the  meeting.  This  privilege  granted  by  unanimous  consent. 
On  a  rising  vote  taken  on  this  motion,  (160  voting  m  the 
affirmative  and  none  in  the  negative.)  The  motion  was  de¬ 
clared  carried,  and  adopted  as  a  by-law  of  the  Town  of  Norwood.

A  sealed  package  of  ballots  supplied  by  the  Secretary  of  the

Everett  Hall  was  fitted  up  as  a  polling  place,  the  required 
number  of  voting  compartments  having  been  provided.  Two 
ballot  boxes  were  provided  for  the  reception  of  ballots.  Ballots 
were  delivered  to  ballot  clerks  and  duplicate  lists  of  registered 
voters  qualified  to  vote  at  this  election,  as  made  out  by  the 
Registrars  of  Voters,  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  ballot 
clerks  at  entrance  and  exits  of  polling  place.

County,  Greeting:- 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Norwood,  qualified  to  vote  in  elections  and  town  affairs,  to 
assemble  in  Everett  Hall,  in  said  Town,  on  Thursday,  Novem¬ 
ber  11th,  A.  D.  1915,  at  seven  thirty  o’clock  in  the  afternoon, 
then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  namely . 

Article  1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-laws  relating  to  hawkers  and  pedlers  or  take  any  other  action 

in  the  matter: 

By-laws  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  Relating  to 
Hawkers  and  Pedlers. 

Sec.  1.  No  person,  except  one  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of 
agriculture,  shall  go  about  from  place  to  place  within  this  town, 
carrying  or  exposing  for  sale,  or  selling  fruits  or  vegetables  in  or 
from  any  cart,  wagon  or  other  vehicle,  or  in  any  other  manner, 
without  a  license  therefor  from  the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  grant  such 
license  to  any  person  of  good  repute  for  morals  and  integrity 
who  is,  or  has  declared  his  intention  to  become,  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States.  Said  licenses,  unless  sooner  revoked  by  the 
Selectmen  shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  next  after 
the  granting  thereof,  and  each  person  so  licensed  shall  pay  there¬ 
for  a  fee  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00.) 

Sec.  3.  No  hawker  or  pedler  shall  sell,  or  offer  or  expose  for 
sale,  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  Sec.  15,  of  Chapter  65 
of  the  Revised  Laws,  or  in  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in 
addition  thereto,  until  he  has  recorded  his  name  and  residence 
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with  the  General  Manager,  or  such  other  officer  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Selectmen.  Every  person  licensed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  section  as  a  hawker  or  pedler  of 
fruits  and  vegetables  shall  record  his  name  and  residence  in  like 
manner  with  such  officer. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  hawking,  peddling  or  carrying  or  exposing 
for  sale  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  Chapter  345,  Acts  of 
1906,  shall  cry  his  wares  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  and 
comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town,  nor  shall  carry  or  con¬ 
vey  such  articles  in  any  manner  that  will  tend  to  injure  or  dis¬ 
turb  the  public  health  or  comfort  nor  otherwise  than  in  vehicles 
and  receptacles  which  are  neat  and  clean  and  do  not  leak. 

Sec.  5.  Every  hawker  and  pedler  licensed  by  the  Selectmen 
shall  be  assigned  a  number  and  shall  be  provided  by  the  General 
Manager  with  a  badge  which  shall  be  conspicuously  worn  by 
him;  and  every  other  such  hawker  and  pedler  as  described  in 
section  three  shall  provide  himself  with  a  badge,  of  such  type 
and  design  as  may  be  approved  by  said  General  Manager,  which 
he  shall  wear  in  like  manner.  Whoever  neglects  to  wear,  or 
wears  such  badge  without  authority,  shall  be  punished  by  the 
penalty  provided  in  Section  11  of  this  by-law. 

Section  6.  Every  vehicle  or  other  receptacle  used  by  a  li¬ 
censee  as  a  conveyance  for  articles  offered  or  exposed  for  sale 
by  him  shall  have  attached  thereto  on  each  side  a  number  plate, 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Town  with  his  license,  bearing  the  number 
and  date  of  expiration  of  such  license. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  be  registered  or  assigned  a  badge  or 
number  under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3  and  5  of  these  by¬ 
laws,  until  he  presents  a  certificate  from  the  Sealer  of  Weights 
and  Measures  stating  that  all  weighing  and  measuring  devices 
intended  to  be  used  by  such  person  have  been  duly  inspected 
and  sealed  as  required  by  law.  The  use  of,  or  possession  by 
such  person  with  intent  to  use,  any  false  or  unsealed  weighing 
or  measuring  devices  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation 
of  his  license,  or  the  cancellation  of  his  resignation. 
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Sec.  8.  Any  licensee  who  fails,  neglects  or  refuses  to  exhibit 
his  license  when  the  same  is  demanded  of  him  by  a  Selectman, 
General  Manager,  or  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Town 
Treasurer  or  Clerk,  Constable,  Police  Officer  or  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalty  as  if  he  had  no  li¬ 
cense. 

Sec.  9.  Nothing  in  these  by-laws  shall  be  construed  as  con¬ 
flicting  with  any  license  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Sec.  10.  Any  license  granted  under  these  by-laws  or  any 
by-law  amendatory  or  additional  thereto,  may  be  revoked  by 
the  Selectmen. 

Sec.  11.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  by-laws 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  ($20) 
for  each  offense. 

Sec.  12.  All  by-laws  or  parts  of  by-laws  inconsistent  here¬ 
with  are  hereby  repealed.

Such  drivers  turning  to  the  right  into  another  street 
shall  turn  the  corner  as  near  to  the  curb  as  practicable  and  if 
turning  to  the  left  into  another  street,  shall  pass  to  the  right 
of  and  beyond  the  centre  of  the  street  intersection  before  turning 
and  all  drivers  shall  stop  their  vehicles  with  the  right  side  to  the 
curb,  except  when  prevented  from  doing  so  by  reason  of  ex¬ 
cavations  or  other  obstructions. 

Sec.  3.  Such  drivers  in  crossing  from  one  side  of  the  street 
to  the  other  shall  first  signal  by  raising  the  left  arm  and  then  by 
turning  to  the  left  so  as  to  head  into  the  same  direction  as  the 
traffic  on  that  side  of  the  street. 

Sec.  4.  Unless  in  an  emergency  or  to  allow  another  vehicle 
or  pedestrian  to  cross  his  path,  such  drivers  shall  not  stop  in 
any  street  until  they  have  drawn  close  to  the  curb  line  and  shall 
not  stop  within  ten  feet  of  an  intersecting  street. 

Sec.  5.  Vehicles  moving  slowly  shall  be  kept  as  close  as 
possible  to  the  curb  line  on  the  right  hand  in  order  to  allow 
faster  moving  vehicles  free  passage  on  the  left. 

Such  drivers  of  vehicles  shall  at  all  times  comply 
with  any  direction  by  voice  or  hand  of  any  policeman  as  to 
stopping,  starting,  approaching,  or  departing  from  any  place, 
the  manner  of  taking  up  or  setting  down  passengers,  and  of 
loading  or  unloading  goods  in  any  public  place. 

Sec.  7.  In  slowing  up  or  stopping,  a  signal  shall  always  be 
given  to  those  behind  by  raising  the  hand  vertically  or  to  the 
side. 

Sec.  8.  Drivers  or  others  loading  or  unloading  vehicles  shall 
not  permit  such  vehicles  to  so  obstruct  any  street  as  to  interfere 
with  free  passage  of  other  street  traffic  for  a  longer  period  than 
three  minutes,  and  shall  not  permit  such  vehicles  to  be  or  remain 
at  right  angles  to  the  curb  line  of  any  street  while  any  portion 
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of  such  street  at  that  point  is  lawfully  occupied  by  a  street  car 
or  other  vehicle. 

Sec.  9.  In  passing  street  cars  which  are  receiving  passengers 
or  from  which  passengers  are  departing,  such  drivers  shall  pass 
to  the  right  at  a  reasonable  distance  from  such  cars  and  at  a  slow 
rate  of  speed.

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REMARKS  OF  THE  TOWN  ACCOUNTANT. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 

Frank  G.  Allen,  Chairman. 

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  the  foregoing  as  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Financial 
Report  of  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  Towrn  of  Norwood  and  the  records 
of  Town  Meetings  together  with  Vital  Statistics  reported  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1915. 

Treasurer  and  Collector.  The  accounts  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined  and  agree  with  the  Account¬ 
ant’s  books  and  the  records  as  shown.  All  statements  of  uncollected 
accounts  have  been  verified  as  to  detail  items.  I  find  that  the  cash  on  hand 
December  31,  1915  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  and  Collector  equals  the 
amount  as  shown  in  the  accountant’s  statement,  cash  balance  December 
31st  in  the  sum  of  $15,173.21.  The  investments  and  transactions  of 
Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  been  examined  and 
I  find  the  securities  on  hand  and  that  the  amount  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
December  31,  1915  is  $10,118.82. 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  I  have  examined 
each  month  the  accounts  of  sales  and  collections  and  find  that  Fred  S. 
Barton  as  Manager  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  collections 
shown  in  the  sales  account  of  the  Department. 

Cemetery  Department.  While  an  effort  has  been  made  to  complete  an 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Cemetery  Department,  to  date  of 
December  31st  the  writer  has  not  been  furnished  with  certain  records  of  the 
Department.  It  may  be  stated,  however,  that  assurance  is  had  that  these 
desired  records  will  be  furnished  in  the  early  part  of  the  coming  year  and  a 
complete  examination  and  final  report  will  be  had  on  these  accounts  within 
the  ensuing  year.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MANAGER. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood: 

Agreeable  to  our  Charter  it  is  my  privilege  to  submit  you  this  report, 
which  has  been  condensed  to  the  point  where  further  brevity  would  effect 
clearness.  Believing  that  originality  is  not  a  sin  -it  may  transgress  from 
the  conventional  town  report  in  arrangement  and  phraseology,  ifie  fi¬ 
nancial  statements  in  the  Accountant’s  report  are  not  repeated  here,  not 
only  to  save  space,  but  also  because  they  include  the  unpaid  balances  of 
1914  and  the  first  quarter  of  1915. 

Highway  Department. 

Street  conditions  are  the  most  apparent  to  citizens  and  visitors,  and  by 
them  a  community  is  judged.  The  first  change  was  placing  the  woik  under 
the  same  superintendent  with  sewer  and  water,  saving  over  eleven  hundred 
dollars  per  year  and  centralizing  responsibility;  also  allowing  interchange  of 
men  and  apparatus  among  departments  as  well  as  holding  a  force  of  ex¬ 
perienced  men  throughout  the  year.  The  results  have  outweighed  the 

OPT/ie  ^Stone  Crusher  next  received  attention  and  three  steel  dump  cars  on 
rails  were  installed  to  convey  rock  to  the  crusher;  these  operated  by  the 
crusher  fly  wheel  without  extra  power;  thus  eliminating  twelve  dollars 

daily  expense  for  carts  besides  delivering  40  per  cent  more  rock.  An  air  com¬ 
pressor  was  installed  to  operate  the  drills  from  our  electric  powei  instead  of 
steam,  saving  six  dollars  per  day  boiler  expense.  The  average  amount  of 
stone  hauled  by  teams  was  increased  from  3800  to  5200  pounds  by  repairing 
and  erecting  the  old  scales,  and  moving  the  old  boathouse  from  r  lax  Bond 
over  for  an  office,  where  a  systematic  record  was  kept  of  every  ton  crushed, 
and  considerable  loss  time  saved  by  timing  the  arrival  and  departure  of  all 
teams.  This  meant  50  tons  additional  per  eight  hours.  All  blacksmithing 
was  done  at  the  quarry  and  dynamite  was  bought  by  the  ton.  I  he  quarry 
breast  was  straightened  and  deepened;  and  a  telephone  installed  to  keep 
the  crusher  in  constant  touch  with  headquarters  and  every  job.  these 
changes  resulted  in  reducing  crushed  stone  from  $1.09  to  $0.59  per  ten, 
this  fifty  cents  on  thirteen  thousand  tons  not  only  paid  for  changes  but 
saved  about  $4500  for  other  work.  _  .  . 

Street  Oiling  was  not  contracted  this  year  although  we  received  the  usual 
offers  of  eight  cents  per  gallon  applied.  We  purchased  the  oil  by  tank  cars 
and  applied  it  at  a  total  of  four  cents  a  gallon;  allowing  us  to  cover  twice 
the  amount  of  streets  for  the  same  money,  including  thorough  sweeping  to 
allow  penetration  of  oil.  About  23  miles  of  streets  were  oiled. 

Resurfacing  of  21,000  square  yards  of  macadam,  six  inches  deep,  was  done 
at  average  cost  of  20  cents.  Draining  and  crowning  19,000  square  yards 
with  stone  base  and  gravel  top  averaged  12  cents  per  yard.  C  omplete  new 
macadam,  including  drainage,  cost  50  cents  per  square  yard.  Details  of 
every  job  are  given  in  the  accompanying  table. 
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Bituminous  Macadam  four  inches  deep  on  four-inch  foundation  was 
built  on  the  most  difficult  streets.  On  Walpole  street  the  work  would  have 
been  a  foot  too  high  if  built  over  the  old  foundation  which  therefore  had  to  be 
removed;  most  of  the  telford  was  hauled  back  to  the  crusher  on  the  return¬ 
ing  trip  for  crushed  stone,  thus  cutting  the  cost.  The  finer  stone  removed 
was  used  to  surface  dirt  streets.  On  this  street  drainage  conditions  were  in 
such  shape  that  nearly  two  thousand  dollars  had  to  be  expended  in  catch- 
basins  and  large  drains.  For  a  thousand  feet  the  entire  foundation  required 
concrete  because  of  the  sewer  main  and  house  connections  placed  the  pre¬ 
vious  month.  We  laid  an  experimental  tar  topeka  mixture  on  this  base. 
Next  season’s  work  will  be  more  similar  to  Cottage  street  where  the  old 
foundation  was  reshaped  and  used  as  a  base.  The  average  cost  of  about 
20,000  square  yards  of  bituminous  paving  was  $1'.05  per  yard. 

The  Granite  Paving  for  the  business  section  is  all  surveyed,  planned  and 
drainage  designed;  and  we  only  await  the  new  track  work  of  the  trolley 
company.  In  view  of  its  early  realization  this  street  was  not  resurfaced, 
and  the  frequent’ patching  was  finally  abandoned.  Practically  all  under¬ 
ground  services  have  been  renewed  and  our  municipal  light  conduit  will 
complete  the  necessary  provisions  prior  to  laying  this  permanent  paving. 

The  Sidewalks  in  town  are  in  miserable  shape  and  even  with  thousands 
spent  annually  on  a  fifty  per  cent  agreement  with  owners,  it  will  be  years 
before  they  will  all  be  paved  with  concrete.  We  will,  therefore,  regravel 
many  this  coming  season. 

Street  Sweeping  has  in  all  cases  been  completed  prior  to  business  hours, 
which  not  only  relieved  stores  from  dust,  but  also  cheapened  the  work  by 
lack  of  traffic  interference.  The  pushcart  patrol  as  maintained  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  district  will  be  extended  to  the  asphaltic  streets  this  coming  year. 
The  Park  Lot  at  the  Square  was  cleared  of  rubbish,  graded,  loamed,  seeded 
and  50  trees  planted  by  the  department  at  total  cost  of  $991  from  highway 
funds. 

The  Appropriation  requested  on  our  budget  for  the  ensuing  year  is  $10,000 
less  than  previous  year’s  expenditures. 

Our  Recommendations  include  the  oiling  of  streets  out  of  street  mainte¬ 
nance  fund  and  not  by  additional  assessments  on  abuttors.  We  believe 
the  State  Highway  Commission  and  the  County  Commissioners  might 
honor  Norwood’s  first  request  for  a  State  Aid  Rogd  if  the  Canton  Road 
should  be  properly  resurfaced  from  Pleasant  Street  to  the  Neponset  River. 

We  also  believe  that  streets  in  private  development  tracts  should  be 
properly  planted  with  shade  trees  before  acceptance;  also  that  wider 
streets  be  required  and  that  the  additional  width  be  restricted  for  planting. 

A  Public  Works  Yard  has  been  reasonably  purchased  along  the  railroad 
with  an  option  for  additional  area,  as  well  as  a  siding  arranged  for.  If  this 
siding  can  be  made  a  reality  immediately,  it  will  save  a  large  sum  in  the 
handling  of  the  many  materials  necessary  for  this  year’s  work.  We  are  now 
paying  about  $100  yearly  rent  for  storing  $15,000  of  apparatus  and  stock  of 
four  departments  in  several  places.  We  will  therefore  have  to  move  several 
storesheds  as  well  as  build  an  oil  tank  and  other  extras,  which  will  total 
about  $990,  the  same  sum  as  expended  by  the  highway  department  in  beau¬ 
tifying  the  Town  Common  this  year.  On  December  31,  1915  the  Stock  and 
Equipment  of  Public  Works  Departments  was:

The  Driven  W ells  at  the  Ellis  Station  have  closed  so  frequently  from  the 
fine  sand  and  iron  combination  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  clean  over  90 
wells  by  pressure  and  suction  5  times  at  a  total  cost  of  $378.  After  inves¬ 
tigation  of  the  same  trouble  at  Methuen,  Mass,  and  Derry,  N.  H.,  at  which 
places  the  driven  wells  have  been  abandoned  and  open  wells  sunk,  we  built 
a  concrete  open  well  of  12  foot  diameter  and  30  foot  depth.  Much  diffi¬ 
culty  was  experienced  from  the  fine  sand  and  water  which  was  encountered, 
but  as  we  write  this  report  the  work  has  been  completed  at  a  total  cost  of 
$1700,  and  for  over  a  month  we  have  been  pumping  380,000  gallons  per  24 
hours  without  diminishing  the  usual  production  of  the  driven  wells.  From 
results  to  date  we  believe  this  type  of  well  will  prove  the  solution  of  our 
water  troubles,  and  that  three  additional  wells  will  meet  the  total  require¬ 
ments  and  allow  us  to  place  the  Pond  Station  as  a  reserve  only;  thus  greatly 
reducing  operating  expenses,  as  it  requires  double  the  crew  at  the  steam 
pumping  station  that  it  does  at  the  electrically  pumped  station. 

The  Pond  Station  has  had  new  feed  pump  installed  for  No.  2  pump,  and  a 
suction  line  laid  at  total  cost  of  $399.21;  the  filter  beds  were  cleaned  11 
times  at  total  cost  of  $212.90  and  the  grounds  maintained  for  $215.82. 
All  pumping  machinery  has  been  overhauled,  but  a  few  repairs  are  still 
necessary;  the  boilers  have  had  grates  renewed,  brickwork  and  blow-off 
pipes  repaired,  and  boilers  washed  five  times.  If  we  are  forced  to  use  this 
plant  much  this  next  year,  the  filter  will  have  to  be  gravelled  up  to  grade  at 
an  expense  of  about  $300. 

The  Standpipe,  over  a  million  gallon  capacity,  was  thoroughly  scraped 
and  painted;  externally  with  red  lead  and  internally  with  asphaltum  by  the 
department  at  a  saving  of  $370  under  the  average  of  bids  received.  In  the 
same  manner  276  hydrants  were  scraped  and  painted  red  with  aluminum 
tops  at  a  total  cost  of  25  cents  each;  inspection  and  repairs  averaged  27 
cents  additional.  There  being  no  draw-off  in  the  Reservoir,  it  cost  $96 . 20 
to  clean  it  out  for  use  while  painting  the  standpipe. 

Boiler  Trouble  has  been  experienced  in  several  houses  receiving  their 
supply  from  the  force  main  to  the  standpipe.  Some  have  been  relieved  by 
installing  pressure  valves  or  regulating  devices ;  although  some  of  our  citi¬ 
zens  continue  to  use  the  direct  pressure  type  of  boiler — to  which  many  cities 
refuse  to  connect. 

The  department  has  done  all  in  its  power  to  relieve  such  conditions  by 
connecting  dead  end  lines,  placing  air  chambers  on  pumps  and  other  mat¬ 
ters.  The  same  is  true  concerning  collapse  from  vacuum,  we  having  pur¬ 
chased  machines  for  making  large  connections  without  shutting  off  water; 
and  where  it  is  unavoidable  a  notice  with  full  instructions  is  left  at  every 
house  before  shutting  off. 

General  Operation  has  been  reduced  by  combining  the  department  with 
other  construction  departments,  thus  dividing  salaries,  as  well  as  the  ex¬ 
pense  on  three  automobiles  and  one  team.  Meters  have  been  read  with 
the  electric  meters  and  other  smaller  economies  practised.  Working  under 
the  approval  of  your  Board,  we  are  preparing  to  shut  off  water  from  those 
delinquents  who  have  persistently  neglected  the  official  notices. 

Extensions  of  Mains  amounting  to  2208  feet,  costing  an  average  of  $1 .08 
per  foot,  are  given  in  detail  on  the  table  following.  The  service  of  280 
hydrants  for  the  past  year,  given  to  the  town  without  charge,  is  valued  at 
$10,100. 
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Cost  of  Pumping  at  Westwood  Plant  of  145,753,248  gallons  recoided, 
$27  per  million.  Cost  of  Pumping  at  the  Ellis  Plant  of  216,091,040  gallons 

recorded,  $19  per  million.  .  ,  ,  .  ,  ..  ,  , 

On  December  31,  1915  there  were  approximately  thirty  miles  oi  street 
mains  from  6  to  14  inches,  to  which  were  connected  1932  active  services, 
of  which  1498  or  78  per  cent  were  metered.

Sewer  Department. 

The  Sanitary  System  has  been  extended  to  the  amount  of  4257  feet  at  an 
average  cost  of  $1.73  per  foot.  A  table  of  data  on  each  street  follows.  One 
hundred  and  three  particular  services  have  been  laid  this  year,  and  connec¬ 
tions  have  been  placed  to  all  vacant  properties  prior  to  street  paving. 

The  Sanitary  System  now  comprises  86,089  lineal  feet  or  16.3  miles  of 
sewer  mains;  and  62,139  feet  of  underdrains  or  11.77  miles.  The  number  of 
house  connections  is  841  totaling  46,872  feet  of  particular  services.  The  69 
connections  with  the  underdrain  amount  to  3876  feet.  The  area  of  present 
filter  beds  is  10.6  acres,  with  2.5  additional  ready  for  final  covering. 

The  Disposal  Plant  and  Pumping  Station  are  in  excellent  repair  and  a 
complete  daily  inspection  is  made.  The  Settling  Tanks  will  have  to  be 
cleaned  early  this  coming  year.  The  Sludge  Bed  has  been  cleaned  three 
times  this  year  at  a  total  cost  of  $147.77  or  28  cents  per  ton,  the  material 
being  used  on  our  experimental  farm,  where  we  plowed  and  planted  about 
three  acres  in  potatoes  and  turnips.  The  ground  being  new  and  the  season 
late,  we  obtained  poor  results  and  at  considerable  cost;  but  this  coming 
season  being  relieved  of  expense  of  clearing  the  ground,  we  hope  to  have 
better  success. 

The  Drainage  System  of  Norwood  comprises  28,800  feet  of  various  sized 
pipes  and  about  4,800  feet  of  culverts  in  disconnected  pieces  leading  to 
nearest  stream  or  open  drain,  and  believing  the  time  has  arrived  for  action, 
we  are  studying  the  situation  for  the  design  of  a  connected  system  using 
present  drains  and  rights  of  way.  The  Main  Drain  has  been  surveyed  from 
the  river  up,  and  with  the  permission  of  the  abuttors  it  was  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  straightened.  Over  100  catchbasins  have  been  regularly 
cleaned  at  total  cost  of  $497.  Catchbasins  and  drains  have  been  built  in  E. 
Hoyle  Street,  Winslow  Ave.,  Plimpton  Bridge  and  other  points  to  relieve 
the  former  flooded,  conditions.  This  data  is  given  in  second  table  follow¬ 
ing. 

Concrete  Culverts  is  our  desire  in  place  of  the  present  plank,  as  the  latter  is 
a  constant  source  of  repair,  costing  over  $170  this  past  season. 
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Engineering  Department. 

After  competitive  examinations  in  practical  subjects,  a  permanent  Town 
Engineer  was  appointed,  and  one  rodman  engaged  during  construction 
season.  The  expense  of  this  department  will  be  less  than  $1900  per  year, 
and  it  has  and  will  perform  the  engineering  services  for  all  departments; 
similar  services  have  averaged  over  $5000  on  the  fee  system  for  several 
years  past.  This  department  has  saved  us  $1080  already  as  the  fee  system 
on  the  work  done  during  the  past  six  months  would  have  cost  over  twice  the 
actual  expense.  Assessors  and  cemetery  plans  will  nowr  be  made  without 
appropriations. 

Cemetery  Department. 

As  this  Department  was  only  placed  under  the  Manager  a  few  weeks  ago, 
wg  cannot  report  on  the  operations,  which  will  undoubtedly  be  thoroughly 
reviewed  by  the  retiring  Commission.  We  do,  however,  have  some  decided 
views  for  the  future  of  Highland  Cemetery,  foremost  among  them  being  the 
hope  of  a  suitable  office  with  waiting  room  and  accommodations  attached, 
the  uniforming  of  funeral  attendants,  the  replacing  of  the  disconnected  small 
water  lines  with  proper  sized  complete  circuits  below  frost  line,  together  with 
a  few  sprinkling  attachments. 

During  the  past  year  there  was  a  great  saving  by  the  road  oiling  done 
throughout  the  Cemetery.  This  should  be  extended  the  ensuing  year. 
Furthermore,  the  roads  need  not  be  dug  deep  enough  to  bury  the  rocks  en¬ 
countered  in  grading,  as  these  can  be  hauled  to  the  Crusher  and  brought 
back  crushed  for  the  building  of  macadam  roads  in  place  of  hard  pan  roads. 
There  should  be  more  permanent  shrubs  and  bushes  planted  which  wall  be 
in  bloom  at  various  seasons  of  the  year.  A  power  mower  could  be  advan¬ 
tageously  used  in  many  parts;  and  in  many  instances  one  marker  could 
take  the  place  of  four. 

By  using  a  cart  occasionally,  a  large  amount  of  costly  wheelbarrow 
work  can  be  eliminated.  Furthermore,  a  hand  cart  with  racks  will  be  of  great 
advantage.  Uniform  sized  diagrams  of  plots  will  be  made  by  the  Engineer¬ 
ing  Department  and  an  improved  recording  system  is  being  devised  in  the 
Accountant’s  Office.  The  value  of  tools  and  equipment  is  $180. 

Lastly  we  believe  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery  should  receive  the  care  and 
honor  due  those  who  honored  and  cared  for  Norwood. 

Forestry  Department. 

Shade  Trees  in  Norwood,  if  mistreated  during  the  next  few  years  as  indi¬ 
cations  are  of  the  past,  will  be  with  us  but  a  short  time.  New  England  is 
noted  for  her  stately  trees  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  we  are  not  protect¬ 
ing  those  we  have  as  well  as  planting  for  the  next  generation.  We  should 
have  an  appropriation  for  trimming,  cleaning  out  and  filling  such  decayed 
trees  as  are  still  in  a  savable  condition. 

The  Moth  Suppression  work  has  been  pursued  by  the  usual  methods  with 
the  innovation  of  doing  contract  work  on  large  estates  after  all  appropria¬ 
tions  have  been  used  on  the  smaller  work;  this  has  resulted  in  considerable 
saving  to  owners  and  also  extended  this  valuable  work.  During  the  past 
year  we  have  kept  accounts  by  card  index  but  this  coming  year,  we  will  use  a 
recording  system  which  enables  copies  of  accounts  to  be  made  in  the  field 
and  left  on  the  property,  which  may  relieve  many  of  the  objections  on  moth 
assessments.

The  creosoting  next  year  will  be  started  one  month  earlier,  thus  placing 
the  majority  of  the  work  in  weather  more  suited  for  efficient  work.  The 
spraying  work  last  year  was  done  with  one  large  power  machine  and  one 
hand  sprayer,  the  latter  costing  nearly  $400  to  operate,  this  amount  will 
more  than  buy  a  small  power  machine  and  hose,  which  will  pay  for  itself  in 
one  season  by  reducing  the  labor  cost.  During  the  most  advantageous 
season  we  will  operate  the  large  sprayer  on  two  shifts  each  day,  thus  getting 
sixteen  hours  a  day  from  the  one  machine.  A  large  amount  of  the  brush 
cut  back  two  years  ago  has  grown  up  again  and  will  need  cutting  this 
season,  this  eliminates  great  breeding  places  for  moths  and  also  betters  the 
conditions  on  outlying  roads. 

Electric  Light  Department. 

The  Superintendent  and  his  staff  are  to  be  commended  for  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  year  in  the  history  of  the  Department.  All  expenses  have  been  met, 
and  usual  extensions  constructed,  and  in  addition  over  $15,000  of  street 
lighting  has  been  furnished  without  cost  to  the  Town.  The  books  closed 
with  $2500  of  stock  and  an  available  surplus  of  $10,000  which  with  next 
year’s  surplus  will  practically  pay  for  the  underground  conduit  necessary 
to  properly  supply  several  manufacturing  firms  and  also  to  provide  for  the 
future  before  laying  the  granite  paving;  thus  eliminating  this  from  the 
tax  budget  as  shown  in  the  first  table  following.  As  for  the  past  two  years 
the  Department  will  not  need  any  appropriation  from  the  Town. 

In  General  Operation  we  have  promoted  and  assisted  in  the  sale  of  elec¬ 
trical  apparatus.  Through  the  reading  of  light  and  water  meters  simul¬ 
taneously,  and  a  new  billing  and  distributing  system  about  $550  has  been 
saved,  and  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Police  and  School  Departments 
the  breaking  of  street  lamps  was  reduced  $250.  By  replacing  the  old 
steamer  with  a  gasolene  truck,  we  are  securing  better  and  cheaper  service 
besides  assisting  other  departments. 

Street  Lamps  numbering  679,  burning  3399.3  hours  against  666  lamps 
burning  3397.45  hours  during  the  previous  year.  All  streets  lighted  all 
night.

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  has  been  placed  as  a  Division  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment,  reducing  overhead  expenses  about  $200.  A  thorough  investigation 
showed  the  apparatus  in  fair  condition  after  nearly  twenty  years  service 
with  small  appropriations.  We  replaced  three  of  the  thirty  miles  of  bare 
iron  wire  with  armored  cable  and  expect  to  replace  a  Like  amount  this  com¬ 
ing  year.  A  motor  generator  has  been  installed  to  charge  the  batteries  in 
place  of  the  uneven  trolley  feed  before  used.  Three  new  succession  non¬ 
interfering  boxes  were  added  and  six  more  will  be  added  next  year;  and 
eventually  we' hope  to  have  every  alternate  box  connected  with  a  different 
circuit.  All  poles  and  boxes  have  been  painted  conspicuously,  new  cards 
distributed  and  a  testing  schedule  is  being  arranged. 

The  Inspection  of  Wiring  Kas  been  placed  as  a  Division  of  this  Depart¬ 
ment  and  124  inspections  were  made,  all  work  being  according  to  require¬ 
ments  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters.  The  new  building  per¬ 
mits  have  space  for  the  stamp  of  approval  on  wiring  before  the  work  can 
be  covered,  also  on  plumbing  inspection. 

The  Town  is  Gainer  as  shown  in  double  table  following,  $94,000  on  an 
original  total  outlay  of  $84,000.  Furthermore  the  free  street  lighting  for 
the  past  eight 'years  has  totaled  in  value  practically  the  original  cost  of  the 
plant.

ESTIMATE  OF  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MUNICIPAL  STATEMENT  OF  LOSS  AND  GAIN  IN  MUNICIPAL 
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Police  Department. 

The  Reorganization  of  the  Department  will  begin  with  the  new  year  hav¬ 
ing  appointed  as  new  chief  a  man  of  considerable  experience  in  the  operation 
of  Police  affairs;  other  promotions  will  be  planned  during  the  coming  year. 
The  bicycles  purchased  for  outlying  beats  have  proved  of  great  assistance 
in  covering  additional  territory  and  the  street  telephone  boxes  with  red  call 
lights  have  proven  efficient  many  times.  Beats  and  relief  shifts  were  re¬ 
arranged  and  a  daily  individual  report  system  and  blotter  record  established. 
Cooperation  with  the  School  Department  has  been  given  by  placing  a 
traffic  officer  at  the  Guild  and  Everett  schools.  The  Electric  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  report  shows  $250  saved  on  broken  lights  largely  by  better  protection. 

Regulations  have  been  enforced  on  all  pool  rooms  and  restaurants,  news¬ 
boys.  jitneys  and  also  the  traffic  rules  where  possible.  Several  raids  and 
convictions  have  been  secured  on  liquor  and  gambling  nuisances.  Fire 
prevention  and  sanitary  inspections  have  been  carried  out  recently  by  the 
patrolmen  without  additional  expense.  An  emergency  call  has  been  ar¬ 
ranged  which  will  bring  all  Town  automobiles  to  Headquarters  immedi¬ 
ately,  and  plans  are  being  made  for  school  of  instruction  in  target  practise, 
wrestling,  first  aid,  and  so  forth.  All  officers  are  encouraged  to  place 
telephones  in  their  homes,  thus  aiding  the  efficiency  of  the  Department. 
Using  autos  of  other  departments  has  saved  considerable  hiring  charges, 
and  day  and  night  patrol  service  has  thus  been  arranged.  The  value  of 
Department  equipment  is  $375,  not  including  the  seven  cells  built  last  year. 

Investigations  totaling  nearly  700  required  only  262  arrests,  of  which  only 
10  were  women,  21  minors  and  juveniles;  73  were  non-residents  and  10 
arrests  were  made  for  other  cities.  Drunkenness  caused  93  arrests,  disturb¬ 
ing  the  peace  46  and  assault  18;  the  remaining  105  arrests  being  scattered 
over  55  different  charges  from  escaping  from  reformatory  to  murder,  which 
if  listed  would  occupy  two  pages.  The  unpleasant  duty  of  regulating 
dances  is  now  being  impartially  carried  on. 

Fire  Department. 

It  will  surprise  many  of  our  citizens  when  they  learn  that  only  40  cents  of 
the  $12.80  tax  rate  is  spent  for  police  protection,  and  less  than  that  for  fire 
protection. 

We  believe  there  is  work  to  be  done  for  bettering  this  branch  of  the  ser¬ 
vice  both  internally  and  externally. 

The  Central  Station  has  a  well  equipped  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  with 
a  fine  team  of  horses  and  a  twenty-four  hour  per  day  driver,  and  generally 
reaches  a  fire  first.  The  Hose  Company  at  the  Central  Station  has  a  heavy 
wagon  which  when  loaded  with  men  and  equipment  weighs  over  4400 
pounds,  which  one  horse  is  required  to  pull  through  snow  and  mud  and  up 
hill  at  a  fast  rate.  The  Hose  Company  at  No.  2  House  is  operated  with  a 
hired  horse  which  is  generally  available,  although  at  present  has  been  out  of 
service  for  a  week  or  ten  days  with  no  substitute.  The  firemen  are  paid  by 
the  hour  schedule,  and  live  and  work  both  near  and  far;  but  have  sufficient 
interest  in  the  work  that  there  are  always  plenty  of  workers  at  the  fire  by 
the  time  the  apparatus  arrives. 

An  Auto  Combination  Chemical  with  40  gallons  and  200  feet  of  chemical 
hose  and  4  extinguishers,  1500  feet  of  fire  hose,  42  feet  of  ladders,  all  small 
tools  and  a  company  of  8  men  responding  on  first  alarm  would  extinguish 
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ninety-nine  per  cent  of  the  Norwood  fires.  A  second  alarm  if  necessary 
would  bring  out  the  remaining  apparatus  and  men.  All  call  men  should

Minor  Repairs  have  been  made  m  the  fire  houses.  _  At  No  1  the  building 
has  been  completely  painted  and  decorated  at  a  saving  of  $60  °Jer Ahe  S® 
submitted.  Sewer  and  drainage  connections  have  been  made  and  other 
minor  changes.  At  No.  2  House  a  new  heater  has  been  installed  and  the 
driveway  improved. 


FIRES  AND  ALARMS  FOR  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1915n 
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School  Department. 

The  repair  of  school  buildings  and  purchase  of  school  supplies,  as  in  the 
Library  Department,  was  placed  upon  the  Manager  by  charter  and  although 
this  branch  of  the  service  has  not  worked  as  smoothly  as  might  be  desired, 
yet  benefits  have  been  derived.  The  usual  minor  repair  work  of  painting, 
concrete  steps,  walks,  fences,  placing  and  removing  storm  doors,  windows, 
enlarging  and  lining  coal  bins,  have  all  been  grouped  and  done  by  mechanics 
under  Town  employ  rather  than  by  contract  resulting  in  saving  us  from  ten 
to  sixty  per  cent.  Electric  Light  work  has  been  done  by  the  cooperation  of 
the  Light  Department.  One  piece  of  work  alone  saving  $40  from  bids. 
Many  supplies  have  been  bought  in  conjunction  with  other  departments  at 
considerable  saving  and  on  others  additional  discounts  have  been  secured 
of  from  ten  to  twenty  per  cent;  and  2  per  cent  cash  discount  has  been  taken 
on  everything  possible.  Playgrounds  have  been  graded  by  the  Highway 
Department,  with  practically  no  cost,  and  in  like  manner  the  School  De¬ 
partment  has  cooperated  with  the  Police  as  to  sale  ot  cigarettes  to  minors, 
jumping  on  moving  vehicles  and  the  regulation  of  newsboys;  and  has  aided 
the  Light  Department  in  stopping  the  breaking  of  street  lamps. 

Purchasing. 

We  believe  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  a  municipality  is  one  of  the  most 
important  matters  in  its  operation  and  our  citizens  will  hardly  realize  that 
by  perseverance  as  much  as  $900  has  been  saved  on  one  large  order  of  sewer 
pipe  this  year.  A  complete  system  of  requisitions,  quotation  blanks,  or¬ 
ders,  invoices,  price  records  and  the  like  have  been  installed  and  every  pur¬ 
chase  is  handled  thoroughly  and  systematically  whether  it  be  a  package  of 
pins  or  $8000  worth  of  coal.  Library  printing  has  shown  the  greatest  sav¬ 
ing,  one  order  for  example  saving  $22.50  on  a  bid  of  $48.50;  the  next  largest 
reduction  has  been  on  hardware,  such  as  twenty-five  cent  pick  handles  at 
$1.70  per  dozen,  $.22  rope  at  $.12  and  so  forth.  We  have  been  fortunate 
on  closing  on  a  favorable  market  for  many  of  our  largest  supplies  and  have 
received  such  advantageous  terms  as  83  per  cent  discount  on  a  twenty  car 
order  of  sewer  pipe  and  $9.60  per  1000  for  sewer  brick,  $1.08  net  per  barrel 
for  cement,  and  so  forth. 

The  local  stores  have  cooperated  with  us  in  a  large  measure,  often  giving 
us  the  benefit  of  wholesale  prices,  others  allowing  us  a  municipal  discount  of 
7  to  10  per  cent.  Except  in  rare  cases,  we  have  taken  2  per  cent  for  cash 
payments  within  10  days  and  this  alone  amounts  to  a  considerable  sum  on  a 
year’s  purchases  of  a  town.  By  securing  a  fraction  of  a  cent  reduction 
on  the  various  classes  of  road  oils  and  asphalts,  totaling  about  140,000 
gallons,  over  $700  was  saved.  Over  $325  was  saved  on  a  combined  order  for 
Highway  and  Water  Department  supplies,  and  we  are  protected  against^ 
the  rapidly  increasing  costs.  Under  our  new  system  all  orders  are  charged* 
against  appropriations,  making  overdrafts  impossible,  and  a  daily  balance 
is  carried  on  all  appropriations. 
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Manager’s  Personal  Paragraph. 

Coming  as  a  stranger  into  a  strange  land  in  the  midst  of  the  busy  season, 
I  am  glad  to  say  the  vast  majority  of  the  citizens  with  whom  I  have  come  in 
contact  have  shown  every  possible  courtesy  and  have  seemed  willing  to 
give  the  system  a  fair  chance;  and  very  few  have  shown  their  opposition 
to  the  system  upon  me  personally.  It  is  certainly  a  position  in  which  the 
enforcement  of  duty  naturally  causes  dissatisfaction  of  those  affected.  I 
have  been  most  fortunate  in  serving  a  Board  which  has  left  petty  matters 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Manager,  thus  upholding  his  authority  as  well 
as  inspiring  confidence  in  him. 

Courtesy  and  cooperation  have  been  the  watchwords  of  the  various 
officials  with  whom  I  have  associated;  especially  to  be  mentioned,  the  Ac¬ 
countant,  who  has  been  ready  with  assistance  fourteen  hours  a  day.  With 
the  loyal  support  for  the  past  nine  months  of  every  town  employee  from 
wrater-boys  to  superintendents,  I  honestly  believe  we  have  given  better  or 
increased  service  to  the  total  value  of  the  amounts  saved,  as  shown  by  the 
foregoing  report  to  be  $9330. 

In  closing  I  would  use  the  ending  of  the  last  annual  report  of  Morris  L. 
Cooke,  Director  of  Public  Works  of  Philadelphia Abraham  Lincoln  said, 
“  I  do  the  best  I  know  how  and  will  continue  to  do  so  until  the  end;  if  what 
I  do  turns  out  right,  what  they  have  said  against  me  will  not  count ;  but 
if  what  I  do  turns  out  wrong,  ten  angels  swearing  I  was  right  will  make  no 
difference.”

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION  FOR  THE 
YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1915. 


The  first  election  under  the  new  form  of  government,  January 
18,  1916,  resulted  in  the  election  of  Clifford  B.  Sanborn,  one 
year,  Francis  J.  Foley,  two  years,  and  Herbert  H.  Miller  three 
years,  to  act  as  a  Finance  Commission,  as  required  under  Sec¬ 
tion  16  of  the  New  Charter. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Commission  was  held  in  the  Town 
Office  on  Thursday  evening,  January  21st,  and  organized  with 
Clifford  B.  Sanborn,  Chairman,  and  Herbert  H.  Miller,  Clerk. 

Twenty  meetings  have  been  held,  both  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  and  analyzing  the  articles  in  the  various  warrants  as 
submitted  to  them  for  action,  and  to  discuss  the  various  finan¬ 
cial  problems  of  the  town.  Your  Commission  has  attempted  at. 
all  times  to  be  open  minded  in  considering  the  requirements  of 
the  various  departments,  and  feel  that  this  being  the  first  year 
under  the  New  Charter,  and  with  the  lack  of  material  at  hand, 
it  was  not  possible  to  do  the  amount  of  work  that  will  be  pos¬ 
sible  and  necessary  in  the  succeeding  years.  A  mass  of  notes 
has  been  accumulated  for  future  reference  in  handling  the  duties 
of  this  Commission  when  considering  future  requirements  of 
the  various  departments.  We  will  not  attempt  to  go  into  de¬ 
tail  so  far  as  the  work  is  concerned,  for  you  are  familiar  with  our 
recommendations  as  made  at  the  Town  Meetings  held  during 
the  year. 

We  have  submitted  to  the  Selectmen  a  detailed  statement  in 
writing  of  the  probable  expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year 
1916,  as  required  under  Section  18,  and  which,  no  doubt,  will 
be  found  under  their  report.  In  going  through  the  budget  for 
the  coming  year,  we  wish  it  distinctly  understood  that  none 
of  these  items  have  been  acted  upon  by  this  Commission,  but 
the  figures  represent  the  estimates  of  the  various  departments 
as  submitted  to  the  Finance  Commission.  These  will  be  passed 
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upon  at  later  meetings  to  which  the  public  are  invited,  due 
notice  of  which  will  be  given  through  the  medium  of  the  local 
paper. 

Below  is  a  statement  showing  the  apportionment  of  the  tax 
rate  as  covered  by  appropriations  for  the  years  1913,  1914,  and 
1915.  From  this  table  you  will  get  a  clear  idea  of  the  appor¬ 
tionment  of  the  tax  rate  as  covered  by  the  appropriation  made, 
and  should  prove  interesting  to  every  citizen.

APPORTIONMENT  OF  TAX  RATE 
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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN. 

The  pleasure  and  duty  of  rendering  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  of  Norwood  the  forty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  its 
Officers  have  been  placed  by  the  Voters  of  the  Town  upon  the 
Selectmen,  whose  names  are  attached  to  this  report. 

Organization. 

On  January  18,  1915,  the  Selectmen  elect,  after  having 
qualified,  assembled  in  meeting  and  organized  as  follows: 

Chairman,  Frank  G.  Allen. 

Clerk  of  Selectmen,  John  Gillooly. 

Appointments. 

Town  Clerk  and  Accountant. 

On  January  18,  1915,  James  E.  Pendergast  was  appointed  to 
the  office  of  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  for  the  term  of  three 
years  from  date. 

General  Manager. 

The  duty  placed  upon  the  Selectmen  of  appointing  a  General 
Manager  was  taken  up  shortly  after  the  Selectmen  organized. 
Advertisements  were  placed  in  the  Engineering  News,  Boston 
Globe  and  Boston  Herald,  as  a  result  of  which,  a  large  number 
of  applications  were  received.  After  careful  consideration  of 
these  applications,  fourteen  of  said  applicants  were  requested  to 
meet  with  the  Selectmen  for  a  personal  interview.  The  result 
of  this  interview  and  further  investigations  was  that  Clarence 
A.  Bingham,  assistant  city  engineer  of  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey, 
was  appointed  to  the  position  of  General  Manager  of  the  Town 
of  Norwood  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of 
1914  at  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  year;  term  of 
service  to  commence  April  1,  1915. 

Assessors. 

As  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of  1914  requires  that  the  Board  of 
Assessors  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  and  approved  by  the 
Tax  Commissioner,  the  Selectmen  in  due  time  appointed  and 
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recommended  to  the  Tax  Commissioner  for  his  approval  Aaron 
L.  Goodwin,  for  a  term  of  three  years;  John  P.  Crowley,  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  and  Mahlon  R.  Perry,  for  a  term  of  one  year. 
The  foregoing  appointments  were  duly  approved  by  the  Tax 
Commissioner. 

Town  Counsel. 

It  was  voted  that  James  A.  Halloran  be  re-appointed  to  the 
office  of  Town  Counsel. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

Harry  M.  King  was  appointed  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and 
Measures  for  the  year  ending  April  1,  1916. 

Deputy  Tax  Collector. 

Upon  request  from  Harold  W.  Gay,  Treasurer  and  Collector 
of  Taxes,  the  Selectmen  voted  to  approve  the  appointment  of 
Harry  M.  King  as  Deputy  Tax  Collector  for  the  collection  of 
Poll  Taxes  only;  the  Deputy  Collector  to  receive  no  compen¬ 
sation  from  the  Town. 

Licenses. 

Licenses  have  received  from  the  Selectmen  considerable 
attention.  Licenses  for  pool  and  victuallers  have  been  thor¬ 
oughly  investigated  before  granting,  and  when  granted  are  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  regulation  that  all  places  of  business,  used  under  a 
victualler’s  license,  shall  be  closed  after  one  o’clock  P.  M.  and 
all  pool  room  licenses  be  granted  upon  the  condition  that  places 
of  business  be  closed  after  twelve  o’clock  P.  M. 

Jitney  License. 

This  form  of  license  was  the  source  of  considerable  trouble 
at  the  time  when  jitneys  were  first  operated  in  Norwood.  After 
the  General  Manager  and  the  Town  Counsel  had  thoroughly 
investigated  and  reported  on  this  matter  to  the  Selectmen,  a  set 
of  regulations  was  adopted  June  14th,  and  further  amended 
under  date  of  August  24th,  and  it  is  felt  that  the  present  regu¬ 
lations  cover  the  matter  thoroughly  and  that  at  no  time  in  the 
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future  will  a  condition  arise  wherein  either  the  Selectmen  or  the 
General  Manager  will  not  have  sufficient  authority  to  immedi¬ 
ately  correct  any  violation. 

Hawkers  and  Pedlers. 

The  State  Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Selectmen,  during  the  present  year,  the  fact 
that  certain  provisions  of  the  Statutes  relating  to  this  class  of 
licenses  were  not  being  enforced  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  A 
strict  enforcement  of  these  provisions  would  oblige  a  number  of 
local  merchants,  together  with  persons  engaged  in  hawking  and 
peddling,  to  contribute  to  the  Town  a  license  fee  of  $14.00.  In 
view  of  this  fact  and  on  request  from  parties  interested,  the 
Selectmen  caused  to  be  reported  to  the  Town  at  a  Special  Meet¬ 
ing  a  set  of  by-laws  covering  this  subject  thoroughly,  and,  if 
adopted  by  the  Town,  would  have  permitted  persons  to  engage 
in  the  business  of  hawking  and  peddling  subject  to  a  local  license 
fee  of  three  dollars.  The  voters  assembled  at  this  meeting, 
however,  did  not  see  fit  to  adopt  the  regulations  as  presented; 
in  consequence  of  which,  the  Statute  prevailed  and  individuals 
engaged  in  the  business  of  hawking  and  peddling  are  obliged, 
at  the  present  time,  to  pay  a  license  fee  of  fourteen  dollars. 

New  Highway  Land  Damages  and  Betterments. 

The  matter  of  betterments  assessed  and  land  damages  due,  on 
account  of  the  construction  of  the  Parallel  Highway  from  Wash¬ 
ington  street  to  Clapboardtree  street  in  Westwood,  is  at  the 
present  writing  practically  closed.  The  one  last  thing  to  be 
done  in  this  matter  is  a  payment  to  the  Railroad  Company  of  the 
balance  due  them  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
twenty-one  dollars  and  fifty-six  cents.  All  claims  against  the 
Town  for  land  damages  sustained  have  been  closed  by  the 
Selectmen  and  releases  have  been  received  for  the  same.  All 
betterment  assessments  which  were  outstanding  on  January  18th 
of  the  current  year  have  been  either  compromised  or  adjusted 
by  the  Selectmen  under  the  authority  voted  them  by  the  Town. 
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At  the  present  writing,  steps  are  being  taken  to  have  this  new 
highway  accepted  as  a  State  Highway,  and  that  portion  of 
Washington  street  from  the  Westwood  Line  to  the  First  High 
Bridge  abandoned  as  a  State  Highway. 

Neponset  Bridge. 

The  matter  of  the  adjustment  of  the  costs  of  the  bridge  in 
Norwood  and  Canton  over  the  Neponset  River,  after  many 
conferences  with  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Street  Railways  interested,  has  been  adjusted 
and  orders  have  been  passed  by  the  County  Commissioners 
assessing  upon  the  Town  of  Norwood  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
seven  hundred  seventy-six  dollars  and  thirty-seven  cents 
($2,776.37)  as  its  portion  of  the  cost  of  this  bridge. 

Street  Railways. 

Oiling. 

Early  in  the  current  year  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street 
Railway  Company  were  notified  to  cause,  as  required  by  its 
franchise,  that  portion  of  Walpole  street  between  Winter  and 
Wilson  streets  to  be  watered.  As  a  result  of  many  communica¬ 
tions  and  two  conferences  on  this  matter  the  Company,  through 
its  General  Manager,  entered  into  agreement  with  the  Select¬ 
men  that  the  street  be  oiled  by  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  that 
the  Street  Railway  Company  would  agree  to  bear  any  expense 
not  in  excess  of  one  hundred  fifty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
($157.50).  This  work  has  been  done  at  a  cost  to  the  Company 
of  one  hundred  thirty-eight  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents, 
($138.88)  and  the  Town  has  been  reimbursed  for  the  same. 

Old  Balch  School  Building. 

The  Town  in  1914  authorized  the  Selectmen  then  in  office  to 
dispose  of  this  building  by  sale.  The  Selectmen  at  that  time 
duly  advertised  an  auction  sale.  No  bonafide  bidder  having 
offered,  the  property  was  not  sold.  While  at  different  times 
this  vote  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  present 
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Selectmen,  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  that  unless  the  Town  can 
secure  a  sum  which  will  represent  a  replacement  price  for  this 
building,  the  growing  needs  of  the  Town  as  regards  school 
houses,  especially  in  the  section  where  this  building  is  located, 
should  be  considered,  and  that  at  no  very  distant  time,  the 
present  accommodations  of  the  new  school  will  be  insufficient 
for  the  requirements.  The  Selectmen  have  voted  to  allow  the 
Norwood  Civic  Association  the  temporary  use  of  the  Old  Balch 
School  Building  on  condition  that  no  expense  be  incurred  by  the 
Town  for  the  maintenance  of  the  same. 

Land  Damage. 

Outside  of  the  New  Highway  three  land  damage  cases  have 
been  settled  and  releases  taken  therefor.  At  the  present  writing 
there  are  two  land  damage  cases  unsettled,  one  on  Heaton  ave¬ 
nue,  which  has  not  been  passed  on  by  the  Selectmen,  and  one 
on  Pleasant  street,  on  which  case  award  has  been  offered  and 
not  accepted. 

Electric  Service. 

It  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Selectmen  that, 
under  the  existing  conditions,  some  of  our  large  manufacturing 
plants  are  at  times  subject  to  the  danger  of  being  temporarily 
isolated  from  the  source  of  power.  An  illustration  of  this 
occurred  within  the  present  year  when  a  break  in  the  service, 
caused  by  trees  falling  during  a  wind  storm,  interrupted  the 
power  service  of  four  industrial  concerns  employing  a  great 
number  of  hands,  for  approximately  three  hours.  It  is  felt 
that  arrangements  should  be  made  which  will  secure  a  better 
and  guaranteed  continuous  service  to  these  plants.  The 
Selectmen  recommend  that  this  be  done  by  installing  an  under¬ 
ground  conduit  system,  either  through  Washington  street  or 
such  other  streets  as  may  be  advisable,  in  order  that  these 
customers  may  receive  the  service  which  is  necessary  to  them, 
and  on  the  other  hand,  in  order  that  the  Town,  in  its  Electric 
Light  Department,  may  continue  to  hold  these  concerns  as  con- 
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sumers  of  the  product  supplied  by  this  Department.  Exami¬ 
nation  of  the  Department  Report  will  show  that,  in  view  of  what 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  past  year,  it  will  be  possible  that 
this  be  done  without  expense  to  the  citizens  of  the  Town  as 
regards  an  increase  in  Tax  Rate.  , 

Water  Department. 

The  Selectmen  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens, 
in  connection  with  the  large  reported  increase  in  the  population 
of  the  Town,  the  matter  of  providing  an  ample  supply  of  water 
for  the  Town,  and  while  the  additional  source  of  supply,  which 
was  secured  at  Purgatory  Brook  in  1912,  together  with  the 
supply  at  Buckmaster  Pond,  has  to  date  furnished  ample  water, 
it  is  evident  that  improvements  and  further  expenditures  must 
be  made  at  both  of  these  sources  in  order  that  a  greater  amount 
of  water  be  available  for  the  growing  needs  of  the  Town.  At 
the  Purgatory  Brook  source  practically  all  of  the  driven  wells 
are  drawing  from  a  water  level,  the  formation  of  which  strata  is 
either  a  wholly  fine  sand  or  a  fairly  coarse  gravel  with  a  mixture 
of  sand.  The  presence  of  this  sand,  together  with  iron  forma¬ 
tion  peculiar  to  the  water  in  this  district,  causes  a  clogging  and 
obstructing  of  the  strainers  on  the  driven  wells. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  the  present  year  to  install  an  open 
well  in  this  district.  (As  this  work  progressed  it  was  found 
that  the  underlying  strata  to  a  depth  of  twenty-six  feet  is 
composed  of  practically  the  same  sand  formation  which  has  been 
the  source  of  trouble  in  the  driven  wells).  Ample  water  seems 
to  be  present.  While  the  construction  of  the  well  was  in  prog¬ 
ress,  and  in  order  to  keep  the  pit  clear  for  excavation  purposes, 
it  has  been  estimated  that  over  three  hundred  thousand  gallons 
of  water  were  removed  from  this  pit  every  twenty-four  hours. 
It  is  considered  that  this  well  will  be  available  for  use  within 
the  next  month,  at  which  time  it  will  be  connected  with  the 
main  pumping  plant,  and  an  actual  pumping  test  will  be  given 
which  will  determine  whether  a  further  expenditure  of  money 
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for  the  same  purpose  in  this  location  will  produce  the  results 
which  are  desired. 

Cemetery  Department. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  amending  the 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Highland  Cemetery,  the 
conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  Cemetery  Department  are  from 
now  on  placed  under  the  direct  control  of  the  Selectmen. 

Police  Department. 

On  January  1,  1916,  Mr.  Harry  W.  Swift,  formerly  Chief  of 
Police  of  Bridgewater,  assumed  the  position  of  Chief  of  Police 
of  Norwood.  The  duties  of  this  office  have  been  filled  during 
the  past  two  years  by  Walter  A.  Readel,  Acting  Chief,  who  will 
resume  his  former  position  as  senior  day-patrolman  under 
Civil  Service  regulations. 

Appropriation  for  Selectmen’s  Use. 

The  sum  of  $400.00  was  appropriated  for  this  purpose.  Of 
this  amount  the  greater  part  was  expended  in  paying  the  bills 
contracted  for  printing  and  advertising  the  town  warrants,  the 
hiring  of  hall  for  special  Town  Meetings  and  office  stationery. 
Nothing  was  spent  for  personal  expenses  of  any  member  of  the 
Board. 

All  of  the  matters  which  have  been  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Selectmen  have  received  careful  consideration.

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The  continued  growth  of  the  town  is  reflected  in  the  increase 
of  $337,134  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  its  real  estate,  as  shown 
in  the  table  of  Aggregates  and  we  look  for  a  still  greater  increase 
in  1916. 

Few  changes  in  valuations  have  been  made  and  the  increase 
represents  almost  wholly,  additional  buildings  constructed  the 
past  year. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  revaluation  of  the  real  estate,  and 
in  a  more  scientific  manner  than  heretofore,  should  be  made, 
and  the  Assessors  are  willing  to  undertake  the  same  if  the  town 
will  give  its  support. 

This  appraisal  would  not  in  our  opinion  add  materially  to  the 
assessed  valuation  but  it  would  correct  unequal  assessments 
which  now  probably  exist. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  statements  filed  (two  hundred 
more  than  the  previous  year)  evidences  a  desire  on  the  part  of 
the  property  holders  to  assist  the  Assessors  and  to  them  we  ex¬ 
press  our  thanks. 

We  invite  your  attention  to  excerpts  from  the  three  following 
sections  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  Chapter  490: 

Section  39.  If  the  Assessors  neglect  to  assess  a  state,  county, 
town  or  district  tax  required  by  law,  each  Assessor  so  neglecting 
shall  forfeit  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars;  **************** 

Section  41.  **********  Such  notice  shall  be  posted  in  one 

or  more  public  places  in  each  city  or  town,  or  shall  be  given  in 
some  other  sufficient  manner,  and  shall  require  the  said  persons, 
firms  and  corporations  to  bring  in  to  the  Assessors,  before  a  date 
therein  specified,  in  case  of  residents  a  true  list  of  all  their  polls 
and  personal  estate  not  exempt  from  taxation,************ 

Section  47-.  They  shall  ascertain  as  nearly  as  possible  the 
particulars  of  the  personal  estate,  and  of  the  real  estate  in  pos¬ 
session  or  occupation,  as  owner  or  otherwise  of  any  person,

firm  or  corporation  which  has  not  brought  in  such  list,  and  shall 
estimate  its  just  value,  according  to  their  best  information  and 

belief.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Health  submits  this  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1915. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  96  deaths  exclusive  of  still¬ 
births.  The  death  rate  is  less  than  ten  to  the  thousand,  as  it 
has  been  for  some  years. 

There  were  113  cases  of  contagious  diseases  reported  during 
1915.  The  reports  for  the  past  eleven  years  are  as  follows:

The  care  of  contagious  cases  is  an  important  problem.  As 
the  town  continues  to  grow  the  expense  for  this  item  will  tend 
to  increase  some  years  more  than  others.  The  past  year  the 
expenditures  have  been  taken  up  by  diphtheria  and  tubercu- 
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losis  cases.  We  recommend  $2000  for  this  item  the  coming 
year. 

For  the  abatement  of  mosquitoes,  burial  of  dead  animals,  in¬ 
spection  of  dairies  both  in  and  out  of  town,  inspection  of  barber 
shops  and  laundries,  also  dealers  in  food  products,  this  Board 
wishes  to  point  out  the  necessity  for  much  work  being  done  and 
requests  for  this  item  the  coming  year  $400. 

For  garbage  collection,  plumbing  inspection,  salaries  of  the 
Board,  secretary’s  salary  and  slaughtering  inspection,  the 
Board  asks  $1800,  making  a  total  of  $4200. 

The  Board  plans  for  the  coming  year  a  program  of  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  the  Division  of  Hygiene,  State  Department  of  Health. 

The  officers  of  the  past  year  were  as  follows:  William  P. 
Nickerson,  chairman  of  the  Board;  Dr.  G.  W.  Derrick,  clerk 
and  health  officer;  Leon  D.  Verrill,  agent;  John  A.  Shannon, 
inspector  of  plumbing;  Dr.  J.  J.  Mulvehill,  inspector  of  slaugh¬ 
tering. 

It  is  planned  to  issue  early  in  the  year  a  new  outline  of  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Health  revised  up-to-date;  as  it 
is  now  more  than  fifteen  years  since  any  changes  have  been 
made,  and  conditions  are  vastly  different,  necessitating  more 
definite  and  additional  rules.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  MORRILL 
MEMORIAL  LIBRARY  FOR  1915. 


The  growth  of  the  library  is  clearly  demonstrated  in  the  steady 
increase  in  circulation,  the  new  year  commencing  with  4,869 
volumes,  a  daily  average  of  187.  February  was  a  record- 
breaking  month,  the  average  daily  issue  being  194  volumes. 
March  circulation  of  5,055  was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
Library,  twice  during  the  month  the  daily  issue  exceeding  300 
volumes.  In  fact  each  month’s  circulation  has  exceeded  that 
of  the  corresponding  month  of  the  previous  year.  During  the 
three  summer  months  even  2,713  more  volumes  were  issued 
than  during  those  months  of  the  year  previous. 

During  May  there  was  a  decided  increase  in  the  number  of 
new  borrowers,  especially  among  the  children,  forty-seven  new 
cards  being  issued,  for  the  most  part  in  the  Balch  School  district, 
from  which  district  there  was  also  a  decided  increase  in  pat¬ 
ronage  during  the  summer  months.  The  total  number  of  new 
borrowers  for  the  year  amounted  to  nearly  500. 

The  Library  and  schools  are  in  closer  co-operation  than  ever. 
Books  are  sent  to  the  Balch  School  every  alternate  month  for 
distribution.  A  request  from  the  Civic  Association  to  send 
books  to  its  new  centre  on  Wilson  street  was  granted,  the  call 
being  for  books  suitable  for  boys  and  girls  and  to  be  used  in  the 
reading-room  only. 

The  Library  has  also  been  asked  and  has  agreed  to  receive 
and  distribute  books  in  Italian  and  English  to  borrowers  in  the 
Balch  district.  These  books  are  loaned  to  the  Library  by  the 
Free  Public  Library  Commission  of  Massachusetts.  The  li- 
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brarian  was  instructed  to  attend  the  second  lecture  given  by  an 
Italian  to  the  Italians  under  the  auspices  of  the  Civic  Associa¬ 
tion  and  to  distribute  said  books. 

A  new  mahogany  charging  desk  has  been  placed  in  the  Li¬ 
brary,  also  an  additional  revolving  book-case  and  a  case  for 
index  of  borrowers’  cards. 

The  Quarterly  Bulletin  has  been  regularly  issued.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL  FOR  YEAR  ENDING 
DECEMBER  31,  1915. 


Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Mass. 

Frank  G.  Allen,  Ch  airman. 

Dear  Sirs; — I  beg  to  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as 
counsel  for  the  Town  covering  the  year  1915  as  follows: 

The  most  important  single  fact  to  be  recorded  is  the  going 
into  administrative  operation  of  the  new  Town  government  act, 
viz;  Chapter  197  of  the  Acts  of  1914  through  the  election  at  the 
annual  meeting  held  January  18,  1915,  of  the  new  town  officials 
including  yourselves,  created  under  it. 

To  Norwood  thus  comes  the  distinction  of  inaugurating,  at 
least  in  New  England,  a  policy  of  unified  and  concentrated  town 
government  recognized  to  be  sound  in  theory  and  which,  judging 
fairly  from  results  already  ascertained,  it  is  confidently  expected 
and  desired  will  prove  increasingly  efficient  and  adaptable  in 
practice  to  the  growing  and  complex  needs  and  legislative  re¬ 
quirements  of  the  municipality.  The  transition  from  the  old 
boards  and  officials  to  the  new  was  accomplished  without  any 
legal  difficulties  or  delays  and  the  spirit  as  well  as  letter  of  the 
new  act  seems  to.  have  been  obeyed. 

My  observation  and  experience  with  the  various  officials 
and  departments  under  the  new  act  and  the  operation  of  it  but 
confirm  my  faith  in  the  essential  benefits  which  it  offers  and  war¬ 
rant  no  suggestions  of  any  immediate  perfecting  or  remedial 
legislative  amendments. 

If  out  of  the  experience  of  the  current  year  changes  or  addi¬ 
tions  to  the  act  should  appear  necessary  or  desirable  the  legis¬ 
lature  for  1917  could  be  petitioned  for  such  purposes,  but  I 
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recommend  that  no  legislation  be  sought  this  year.  Perhaps  I 
should  add  that  no  proposals  for  further  legislation  have  come 
to  my  notice  and  that  it  is  doubtful  if  any  petition  or  legisla¬ 
tion,  not  of  an  emergency  character,  would  be  admitted  this 
year  after  January  15th,  1916. 

Because  of  the  changes  in  the  form  and  administration  of  town 
government  resulting  from  the  putting  into  effect  of  the  new 
act  and  the  going  in  of  new  officials  with  new  duties  my  de¬ 
partment  has  had  the  past  year  activities  greater  and  more 
varied  than  in  any  other  single  year  since  the  office  was  created. 
About  two  hundred  and  fifty  personal  conferences  and  four 
hundred  telephone  conferences  of  varying  length  were  held 
with  the  several  town  boards  and  officials  and  with  State  and 
County  officials,  as  well  as  with  others  interested  or  helpful  in 
the  Town’s  business.  About  two  hundred  letters  were  written; 
advice  given  on  a  great  number  of  matters;  written  opinions 
furnished  whenever  requested;  hearings  before  legislative 
committees,  County  Commissioners,  the  Public  Service  Com¬ 
mission  as  well  as  local  boards  were  attended.  Cases  were  tried 
in  the  District,  Superior  and  Supreme  Judicial  Courts  as  the 
same  were  reached ;  views  were  taken  and  many  papers  of  various 
sorts,  including  articles  for  the  annual  and  special  town  meeting 
warrants  and  motions  under  same,  were  prepared,  as  appears  in 
more  detail  in  the  sub-divisions  which  follow  as  supplementary 
to  this  report. 

The  more  important  matters  to  which  special  reference  should 
be  made  are  the  following: 

Smith  vs.  Gillooly,  et  al. 

Laura  H.  Smith,  owner  of  land  through  which  Harding  road, 
a  new  town  way,  was  laid  out  in  1914,  petitioned  the  Supreme 
Court  for  a  writ  of  prohibition  against  the  Selectmen  and  Super¬ 
intendent  Conley,  forbidding  them  from  entering  to  construct 
said  way  and  from  assessing  betterments,  claiming  that  the 
street  was  not  legally  laid  out  and  accepted  and  anticipating 
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the  entry  upon  her  land  to  construct  the  way  to  be  followed  by 
the  assessment  of  betterments.  The  case  was  first  heard  by  a 
single  justice  who  on  motion  dismissed  the  petition  as  to  Mr. 
Conley  for  want  of  jurisdiction,  and  on  hearing  dismissed  as  to 
the  Selectmen  on  agreed  facts;  but  at  the  request  of  the  peti¬ 
tioner  reported  the  case  to  the  full  bench.  The  case  was  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  full  bench  in  November  after  both  parties  had 
filed  briefs  and  were  heard  in  oral  argument.  A  decision  is  ex¬ 
pected  shortly  and  if  favorable  to  the  Town  the  existing  legal 
obstacle  to  building  the  street  will  be  removed;  while  if  favorable 
to  the  petitioner,  the  town  must  proceed  anew  to  lay  out  and 
accept  the  street  before  it  can  be  built. 

New  Washington  Street — Parallel  Highway. 

The  Town  acting  under  Article  7  in  the  warrant  for  the 
special  town  meeting  held  February  25th,  1915,  authorized  and 
directed  the  Selectmen  to  adjust  and  settle  or  compromise,  if  in 
their  judgment  such  could  be  effected  on  a  reasonable  and  satis¬ 
factory  basis,  the  claims  against  the  town  for  land  damages 
and  by  the  town  for  betterments  assessed  growing  out  of  the 
laying  out  and  construction  of  the  new  highway  paralleling 
Washington  street  under  a  decree  of  the  County  Commis¬ 
sioners.  The  Forbes,  Fales  and  Bird  claims  were  at  the  time 
in  the  hands  of  attorneys.  Negotiations  were  carried  on  by  me 
under  your  instruction  which  resulted  in  an  adjustment  with 
each  of  these  parties  which  was  satisfactory  to  them  and  to 
yourselves,  viz:  as  to  Forbes  and  Fales  (John  M.  Maguire,  an 
attorney  for  Gov.  Forbes,  having  succeeded  to  this  claim)  by  an 
exchange  of  releases;  namely  from  these  parties  to  the  Town  for 
land  damages  on  the  one  side  and  from  the  Town  to  these  parties 
for  the  betterments  assessed  and  an  assumption  by  the  Town 
of  such  better  mentson  the  other  side;  as  to  Bird  by  the  payment 
of  $610  to  cover  the  loss  of  a  well  on  the  land  taken  and  by 
mutual  releases  of  claims  for  damages  and  betterments  and  the 
assumption  of  such  betterments  by  the  Town.  As  to  the  Fales 
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and  Page  takings,  the  adjustments  were  made  direct  by  you  in 
an  equally  satisfactory  manner,  certain  papers  to  carry  out  the 
agreements  reached  being  prepared  or  passed  upon  by  me.  The 
results  thus  secured,  following  friendly  negotiations,  in  my 
opinion  amply  justified  the  action  taken  and  protracted  and 
expensive  prospective  litigation  was  thus  avoided.  The  item 
to  be  included  in  the  cost  of  this  new  highway  and  the  appor¬ 
tionment  of  such  cost  between  the  Town  and  Railroad  Company 
and  the  manner  of  its  payment  appear  to  have  been  agreed  upon 
and  the  settlement  of  this  phase  of  the  matter  should  be  satis¬ 
factorily  concluded  this  year  through  the  office  of  the  Town 
Accountant.  Negotiations  with  the  County  Commissioners 
also  have  proceeded  satisfactorily.  Such  attention  was  given 
to  these  latter  matters  as  was  required  of  me. 

Neponset  River  Bridge — Apportionment  of  Cost  and  Location 
Rights  of  Street  Railway  Co. 

The  completion  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  new 
concrete  bridge  over  the  Neponset  River  at  the  Canton  line  and 
of  the  changes  of  the  street  approaches  to  the  bridge  called  for 
an  apportionment  of  the  cost  by  the  County  Commissioners 
and  the  determination  of  the  rights  of  the  street  railways  com¬ 
panies  to  locations  on  the  new  bridge  and  their  obligations,  if 
any,  to  contribute  to  such  cost.  The  street  railway  companies 
undertook  to  re-establish  themselves  on  the  bridge  and  to  unite 
their  tracks  at  the  Norwood-Canton  town  line  without  the  sanc¬ 
tion  of  the  Norwood  town  authorities  so  far  as  Norwood  was 
concerned,  and  before  the  bridge  was  accepted  and  duly  opened 
for  travel  by  the  County  Commissioners  and  before  any  effort 
was  made  to  come  to  an  understanding  as  to  what  the  location 
should  be  and  what  part  of  the  expense  the  street  railway 
companies  or  either  of  them  should  bear.  It  is  to  be  remem¬ 
bered  that  the  Norwood,  Canton  and  Sharon  Street  Railway 
Company  operates  in  Norwood  to  the  Canton  line  which  crosses 
the  new  bridge  where  it  joins  the  tracks  of  the  Blue  Hill  Street 
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Railway  Company  operating  in  Canton.  Under  advice  and 
prompted  solely  by  your  desire  and  duty  to  protect  the  interests 
of  the  Town  and  its  citizens,  you  blocked  the  attempt  of  the 
street  railroads  to  take  locations  and  lay  tracks  on  the  bridge 
and  use  it  until  the  bridge  was  accepted,  and  until  it  was  as¬ 
certained  what  the  railroads  might  properly  and  legally  do  and 
until  the  rights  of  the  Town  were  secured.  The  solution  of 
the  situation  having  been  found  the  bridge  was  opened  and  the 
tracks  laid  and  travel  resumed.  In  due  time  the  County 
Commissioners  apportioned  the  expense,  placing  a  fail  share 
of  it  upon  the  street  railway  companies  in  accordance  with  your 
claim  and  request,  and  dividing  the  balance  of  the  expense  on  a 
satisfactory  basis  between  the  Towns  of  Norwood  and  Canton. 

In  these  proceedings  my  Department  was  frequently  con¬ 
sulted,  the  bridge  inspected,  the  County  Commissioners  inter¬ 
viewed,  the  street  railway  company  officials  and  engineer  for 
the  County  Commissioner  conferred  with,  the  right  to  assess  a 
portion  of  the  cost  on  the  street  railway  companies  studied; 
facts  in  preparation  for  hearings  ascertained,  hearing  before 
the  County  Commissioners  attended  and  evidence  submitted. 
It  is  gratifying  that  the  contention  of  my  Department  supported 
by  Chairman  Allen  that  the  street  railways  companies  could  be 
legally  assessed  a  part  of  the  cost  of  the  bridge  and  regarded 
as  a  novel  proportion  was  finally  accepted  and  acted  upon  by  the 
County  Commissioners. 

John  Boabdallah  vs.  Norwood. 

John  Boabdallah  petitioned  the  Superior  Court  in  1913  for  a 
jury  to  assess  the  damages  sustained  by  him  in  the  taking  of  a 
right  of  way  through  his  land  for  sewer  purposes  as  formerly 
reported.  A  trial  was  necessary  as  all  offers  of  settlement, 
which  the  Sewer  Commissioners  felt  justified  in  making  were 
rejected.  The  case  was  reached  at  the  May  term  and  tried 
and  the  petitioner  was  awarded  the  sum  of  $388.80  which  in¬ 
cluded  interest  from  the  date  of  the  taking.  This  sum  was 
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somewhat  more  than  the  amount  which  Town  offered  in  settle¬ 
ment,  but  considerably  less  than  any  sum  which  it  was  suggested 
by  counsel  for  the  petitioner  would  accept  by  way  of  settle¬ 
ment.  In  due  course  execution  issued  and  was  satisfied  by  the 
payment  of  $439.42,  which  included  in  addition  to  the  verdict 
and  interest  the  sum  of  $49.91  taxable  costs.  Such  time  and 
effort  as  were  required  for  the  preparation  and  trial  of  the  case 
and  its  final  disposition  were  given  by  my  department. 

Walpole  Street — Street  Watering  Obligations  of  the  Norfolk 
and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Company. 

In  past  years  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  and  its  predecessors  failed  to  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  the  original  location  grant  to  water  its  track  location  on  Wal¬ 
pole  street  and  ignored  the  attempts  made  to  secure  compliance 
with  this  requirement.  Under  your  instruction,  my  depart¬ 
ment  took  up  this  matter  actively  early  in  the  spring  and  after 
much  effort,  particularly  on  the  part  of  Manager  Bingham,  a 
conference  was  arranged  for  May  4th,  1915,  between  the  offi¬ 
cials  of  the  Company  and  yourselves,  which  I  attended.  This 
conference  resulted  in  an  understanding  being  reached  by  which 
the  Town,  in  lieu  of  the  street  being  watered  by  the  Company, 
applied  at  the  expense  of  the  Company  a  coating  of  oil  as  a  more 
effective  means  of  laying  the  dust.  This  proved  a  satisfactory 
solution  of  the  existing  conditions  and  while  no  understanding 
was  reached  as  to  future  watering  or  application  of  oil  yet  it  is 
probable  that  some  satisfactory  agreement  will  be  reached  or 
the  rights  of  the  Town  to  enforce  the  franchise  will  be  tested 
by  court  proceedings.  In  the  correspondence  with  the  attor¬ 
neys  for  the  Company  which  preceded  and  followed  the  con¬ 
ference  referred  to  above  and  in  the  drafting  of  necessary  papers 
my  department  was  active. 

Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Co.  Fare  Increase. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street 
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Railway  Company  notified  the  Public  Service  Commission  of 
the  State  of  a  proposed  increase  in  fares  which  so  far  a  sit 
affected  Norwood  called  for  a  six  cent  fare  in  place  of  a  five 
cent  fare  then  existing.  The  Public  Service  Commission  or¬ 
dered  the  increase  suspended  pending  a  hearing.  Under  your 
instruction,  I  attended  the  hearing  given  and  made  a  protest 
against  the  increase  in  view  of  the  provisions  of  the  original 
location  grant  to  the  Norfolk  Southern  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany,  predecessor  in  title  to  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Rail¬ 
way  Company,  that  the  rate  of  fare  for  one  continuous  ride 
within  the  limits  of  Norwood  should  not  exceed  five  cents,  and 
supported  also  -the  modification  secured  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Norwood  Board  of  Trade  of  the  increase  so  that 
it  did  not  increase  workmen’s  fares  within  certain  hours  when  ten 
ride  tickets  were  purchased  and  used.  The  Public  Service 
Commission  granted  the  increase  requested,  having  ruled  that 
the  fare  limitation  in  the  original  location  grant  could  not  control 
the  independent  rate  making  power  now  vested  in  it. 

Cemetery  By-Laws  Amendments. 

One  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  year  was  the  adoption  by 
the  Town  of  amendments  to  the  cemetery  by-laws  drafted  by 
my  department  which  substituted  the  Selectmen  for  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  Commissioners  and  placed  the  administrative  rights  and 
duties  and  supervision  upon  the  General  Manager.  This 
action  was  taken  upon  your  initiative  and  is  in  keeping  with  the 
spirit  and  purpose  of  the  new  act  to  gather  under  a  single  head 
kindred  and  readily  grouped  departmental  activities. 

Aside  from  the  Smith  petition  referred  to  above,  no  suits 
known  to  my  department  have  been  brought  against  the  Town 
during  the  year  and  none  are  pending.  Furthermore,  no  claims 
against  the  Town  exist  which  threaten  litigation  and  are  known 
to  me.  This  is  a  most  enviable  record  when  the  size  and  acti¬ 
vities  of  the  Town  are  considered. 

In  the  performance  of  the  duties  required  of  my  department 
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the  uniform  kindness  and  consideration  extended  to  me  by  all 
the  town  officials  are  gratefully  acknowledged;  and  in  the 
numerous  matters  with  which  you  have  had  to  deal  and  as  to 
wh'ch  you  have  sought  my  advice  and  assistance  you  have 
displayed  a  confidence  and  a  patience  which  are  much  appre¬ 
ciated.

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REPORT  OF  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 


To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  Mass. 

I  herewith  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1915. 

Have  sealed  11  platform  scales  of  over  5000  pounds  capacity 
and  77  platform  scales  under  5000  pounds,  4  platform  scales 
non-sealed,  29  computing  scales  and  134  other  scales  and  9 
were  condemned;  271  weights,  9  dry  measures,  108  liquid 
measures,  9  being  condemned;  39  lineal  measures,  8  being  con¬ 
demned;  6  measuring  machines,  14  measuring  pumps,  one  being 
condemned;  13  metric  weights,  4  being  condemned;  14  apothe¬ 
cary  weights,  8  being  condemned;  48  paper  cartons  in  various 
shapes  from  one-half  pint  to  one  quart  capacity. 

All  grocery  stores  have  been  inspected  and  found  satisfactory 
with  the  exception  of  eight  packages  of  sugar  which  were  found 
to  be  about  four  ounces  under  weight  and  which  were  required 
to  be  refilled.  Of  ten  loads  of  coal  weighed,  one-half  were  found 
to  be  slightly  overweight. 

An  office  has  been  equipped  in  the  lock-up  building  and  all 
condemned  weights  and  measures  are  stored  in  such  office. 
The  value  of  the  Department’s  equipment  is  $169.  Regular 
office  hours  are  now  maintained  from  one  to  five  P.  M.  on  Fri¬ 
days,  and  as  the  licenses  for  hawkers  and  peddlers  have  been 
transferred  from  the  Police  Department  to  the  Weights  and 
Measures  Department  by  the  new  act,  a  considerable  amount 
of  business  is  expected  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  total  ex¬ 
penditures  this  year  have  been  $332.94  and  the  total  receipts 
$104.60.  This  makes  an  actual  expense  of  $228.34.

The  Year  in  Review. 

The  Membership  of  the  Schools  is  Rapidly  Increasing.  The 

average  membership  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending  in  June, 
1915,  was  1990,  an  increase  of  151  over  the  preceding  year.  The 
present  membership  is  2146.  From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  membership  of  the  schools  is  increasing  at  the  rate  of 
over  150  pupils  a  year. 

F  Additional  Teachers  Employed.  In  September  two  more 
teachers  were  employed,  one  at  the  High  School  and  one  at  the 
New  Batch  School.  With  the  employment  of  an  additional 
teacher  at  the  New  Balch  School  every  one  of  the  twelve  school- 
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rooms  in  the  building  was  occupied.  In  fact,  every  schoolroom 

in  town  is  now  in  use.  ,  TT  „ 

An  Unusually  Large  Number  of  New  Teachers  Have  Begun 

Work  in  Norwood  this  Year.  Seventy-five  teachers  are  now 
employed  in  the  schools.  Of  these  seventy-five,  seventeen,  or 
over  twenty-two  per  cent.,  have  begun  work  in  Norwood  since 
the  first  of  September. 

Many  of  the  Schools  are  Overcrowded.  A  teacher  should 
not  have  over  thirty-six  pupils.  Twenty-nine  of  the  fifty 
teachers  in  the  grades  have  more  than  this  number. 

The  High  School  Especially  is  Overcrowded.  Owing  to  an 
increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  in  the  High  School  to  over 
260  it  has  been  necessary  to  hold  two  sessions  daily.  .  The  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  upper  three  classes  attend  in  the  morning  and  the 
pupils  in  the  Freshman  class  in  the  afternoon.  Portable  build¬ 
ings  would  have  made  it  possible  for  all  pupils  to  attend  m  the 
morning,  but  the  additional  expense  would  have  been  heavy 
In  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  the  circumstances  did  not 

warrant  this  outlay. 

Changes  in  Requirements  for  Graduation  from  the  High 
School.  The  following  changes  have  been  made  in  the  require¬ 
ments  for  graduation  from  the  High  School.  Algebra  is  now 
elective  for  those  pupils  who  take  arithmetic.  Elementary 
science  is  elective.  The  number  of  points  required  for  gradua¬ 
tion  will  be  increased  to  seventy.  Sixty-six  points  will  be  re¬ 
quired  of  the  Class  of  1917,  sixty-eight  of  the  Class  of  1918,  and 
seventy  of  the  Class  of  1919. 

High  School  Classes  in  Home  Nursing.  In  February,  Miss 
Davies,  the  school  nurse,  organized  two  classes  in  home  nursing 
for  the  girls  in  the  High  School.  These  classes  met  once  a  week 
for  the  last  half  of  the  school  year  in  the  Model  House  at  the 
Civic  Association.  A  similar  class  will  be  organized  this  year. 
The  course  of  study  includes  instruction  in  personal  hygiene, 
care  of  the  sick  room,  the  bed,  the  giving  of  a  bath  in  bed;  taking 
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of  temperatures;  heat  applications;  making  of  poultices;  treat¬ 
ment  of  scalds,  burns  and  cuts;  bandaging;  the  administering 
and  measuring  of  medicines  under  the  physician’s  direction; 
massage;  proper  diet  for  patients;  first  aid. 

Supervision  of  Home  Gardens.  During  the  months  of  July 
and  August  Mr.  John  L.  Flores,  a  graduate  of  the  Hyannis  Nor¬ 
mal  School,  was  employed  in  supervising  the  home  gardens  of  the 
school  children.  His  employment  was  made  possible  through 
the  co-operation  of  the  Grange,  the  Norwood  Poultry  Associa¬ 
tion,  the  Education  Committee  of  the  Woman’s  Club,  and  the 
Board  of  Trade.  Two  hundred  eighty-three  children  had 
gardens.  Although  the  season  was  one  of  the  worst  known  for 
gardening  Mr.  Flores  reports  that  the  interest  in  the  work  was 
well  sustained  and  that  he  has  records  of  S325  worth  of  vege¬ 
tables  used  at  home  and  $22.80  worth  sold.  This  work  was 
greatly  aided  by  Mr.  Peter  Fisher  who  distributed  among  the 
school  children  in  the  spring  without  charge  several  hundred 
tomato  plants. 

In  September  an  excellent  exhibit  of  vegetables  including 
tomatoes  raised  from  the  plants  furnished  by  Mr.  Fisher  was 
held  at  Everett  Hall.  Prizes  were  awarded  as  follows:  Five 
dollar  gold  piece  for  best  care  of  garden  by  a  boy  to  Carl  Schaier, 
Grade  9,  Everett  School,  and  Herbert  Schaier,  Grade  8,  Everett 
School,  equally;  five  dollar  gold  piece  for  best  care  of  garden  by 
a  girl  to  Mildred  Meier,  Grade  7,  New  Balch  School;  first  prize 
for  best  exhibit  of  tomatoes,  a  two  and  one-half  dollar  gold  piece, 
to  Ruth  Anderson,  Grade  4,  New  Balch  School;  first  grand 
prize  for  best  exhibit  of  vegetables  to  Herbert  Schaier,  Grade  8, 
Everett  School;  second  grand  prize  for  exhibit  of  vegetables  to 
Jack  Hurst,  Grade  7,  Guild  School;  third  grand  prize  for  exhibit 
of  vegetables  to  Herbert  Bistor,  Grade  8,  Everett  School.  It  is 
hoped  to  continue  this  work  during  the  coming  summer. 

Boys’  Poultry  Club.  A  boys’  poultry  club  was  organized 
in  January  with  forty-two  members.  The  work  of  this  club 
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was  carried  on  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Roland  V.  Fitzroy,  in¬ 
structor  in  manual  arts.  This  club  held  a  series  of  meetings 
with  addresses  by  local  poultrymen  and  its  organization  result¬ 
ed  in  a  number  of  boys  taking  up  work  with  poultry. 

Physical  Training.  In  October  Miss  Erna  Kiley,  a  graduate 
of  the  Sargent  School  of  Physical  Training,  began  her  work 
as  supervisor  of  physical  training.  Under  Miss  Kiley’s  direc¬ 
tion  a  system  of  simple  physical  exercises  has  been  introduced 
into  the  schools.  The  beneficial  results  are  already  apparent. 
Pupils  sit  and  stand  in  more  hygienic  positions  and  attack  their 
work  with  greater  mental  vigor. 

Prizes  in  Drawing.  Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Herbert 
M.  Plimpton,  five  prizes  were  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year  in  June  for  excellence  in  drawing.  One  of  these  prizes 
was  given  in  the  High  School  and  one  each  in  grades  nine, 
eight  and  seven.  A  second  prize  was  awarded  in  the  ninth 
grade  to  the  pupil  whose  design  was  selected  for  the  graduation 
program.  The  pupils  who  received  these  prizes  were:  High 
School,  Alice  Clem;  Grade  9,  Agnes  Flood;  Grade  8,  Joseph 
Kallgren,  Winslow  School;  Grade  7,  Curtis  Talbot,  Guild 
School;  Grade  9,  design  for  graduation  program,  Cushing  Foss. 

Mr.  Plimpton’s  experience  in  a  business  in  which  the  ability 
to  design  is  an  important  asset  has  convinced  him  of  the  value 
of  drawing  as  a  school  subject.  It  is  hoped  that  through  the 
granting  of  these  prizes  the  pupils  will  be  stimulated  to  greater 
effort  in  drawing  with  beneficial  results  to  themselves  and  to 
the  industrial  life  of  the  community. 

Increased  Interest  in  School  Savings.  On  December  31  the 
number  of  depositors  was  1018,  of  whom  550  had  accounts  at  the 
Dedham  Institution  for  Savings.  The  amount  to  the  credit  of 
these  550  accounts  was  $5,191.83,  and  the  balance  on  hand  in  the 
School  Savings  Department,  $1,211.07.  At  the  close  of  the 
previous  year  the  amount  at  the  Dedham  Institution  for  Sav¬ 
ings  credited  to  pupils  was  $3,895.55  and  the  balance  on  hand 
in  the  School  Savings  Department,  $967.93. 
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Evening  School.  The  average  attendance  at  the  evening 
school  has  been  185,  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.  Classes  have 
been  formed  in  the  English  language,  preparation  for  naturali¬ 
zation,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  United  States  government, 
preparation  for  the  civil  service,  including  a  review  of  the  com¬ 
mon  school  branches,  shorthand,  typewriting,  bookkeeping, 
mechanical  drawing  and  Spanish.  The  interest  in  the  class  in 
Spanish  has  been  especially  strong.  The  instructor  in  this 
class  is  Mr.  Manuel  Matienzo,  a  student  at  the  Harvard  Law 
School,  a  graduate  of  Wesleyan  University,  a  native  of  Porto 
Rico,  and  a  Spaniard  by  descent.  Undoubtedly,  the  school 
would  have  been  much  larger  had  it  not  been  for  the  decrease 
in  immigration. 

Parent-Teachers’  Association.  In  the  winter  the  preliminary 
steps  were  taken  toward  the  formation  of  a  Parent-Teachers’ 
Association.  During  the  spring  an  Association  was  organized 
and  a  number  of  meetings  have  since  been  held.  Parents  and 
teachers  have  been  brought  more  closely  into  touch  with  each 
other  and  the  resultant  better  understanding  has  been  of  benefit 
to  the  schools.  It  is  expected  that  through  the  Parent-Teachers’ 
Association  a  still  larger  number  of  parents  will  be  given  a  clearer 
understanding  of  what  our  schools  are  trying  to  accomplish 
for  the  children. 

The  Half  Mill  Tax.  Undoubtedly,  one  of  the  most  important 
accomplishments  of  the  year  has  been  the  defeat  in  the  Legis¬ 
lature  of  the  half  mill  tax  bill,  so-called.  Norwood  opposed 
this  bill  on  the  ground  of  its  inequity.  Had  it  been  enacted 
into  law  it  would  have  added  S8500  a  year  to  the  state  tax  paid 
by  our  town. 

The  Year  Ahead. 

The  rapid  growth  of  the  town  is  being  reflected  in  the  in¬ 
creased  membership  of  its  schools.  In  September,  at  least 
three  teachers  in  addition  to  those  at  present  employed  will  be 
required.  Another  teacher  in  the  High  School,  an  additional 
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teacher  in  the  seventh  grade  in  the  Guild  district,  and  one  more 
teacher  at  the  Winslow  school  must  be  added  to  the  present 
force.  The  Guild  School  will  not  be  large  enough  to  accommo¬ 
date  all  the  pupils  in  the  district  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  se¬ 
cure  quarters  outside  of  the  school  building  for  about  forty 
pupils. 

This  crowded  condition  of  the  Guild  School  is  directly  trace¬ 
able  to  the  growth  of  the  town  in  the  vicinity  of  the  East  school. 
Likewise  the  crowded  condition  at  the  Winslow  School  is  due  to 
the  rapid  development  of  the  town  in  the  West  School  section. 
At  the  Shattuck  School  another  rapid  increase  in  the  number 
of  pupils  is  taking  place.  With  these  three  school  buildings 
becoming  more  and  more  overcrowded  even  the  proposed  new 
High  School  building  with  accommodations  for  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  will  not  give  the  relief  required  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  utilize  the  present  High  School  building  for  an 
inevitable  overflow  from  the  Guild,  Shattuck  and  Winslow 
schools. 

The  most  important  work  of  this  coming  year  is  the  erection 
of  a  new  school  building  for  the  High  School  and  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.  After  careful  consideration  of  available  loca¬ 
tions  the  Town  Planning  Committee  and  the  School  Committee 
have  agreed  that  the  site  between  Washington  and  Hoyle  streets 
opposite  the  Civic  Association  is  the  best  obtainable.  This  site 
will  give  opportunity  for  the  use  of  the  many  departments  of  the 
Civic  Association  in  connection  with  the  school  program.

RECORD  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS 


ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING. 

Monday,  January  17,  1916,  adjourned  to  February  25,  1916,  and  second 
adjournment  to  March  15,  1916. 

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  January  7, 
A.  D.  1916,  and  signed  by  Frank  G.  Allen,  George  K.  Bird,  Oliver  J.  Barr, 
John  Gillooly  and  Patrick  J.  Lydon,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper 
service  of  which  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  William  C.  Breen,  Constable 
of  Norwood.  ' 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  elections 
and  Town  Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in 
this  warrant  and  the  action  taken  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers.  The  following  are  to 
be  chosen  by  ballot,  namely,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  who  shall  be 
an  Overseer  of  the  Poor  and  a  Surveyor  of  Highways;  one  Town  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year;  one  Finance  Commissioner  for  three 
years;  one  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  three  years;  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years; 
two  trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  three  years;  six  Con¬ 
stables  for  one  year;  and  also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  follow¬ 
ing  question: 

“Shall  licenses  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
Town?” 

Selectman  for  three  years. 

John  E.  Folan  had  three  hundred  thirty-nine  (339)  elected,  sworn  by 
Town  Clerk  and  Accountant.

No  person,  except  one  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  agriculture 
shall  go  about  from  place  to  place  within  this  town,  carrying  or  exposing 
for  sale,  or  selling  fruits  or  vegetables  invor  from  any  cart,  wagon  or  other 
vehicle,  or  in  any  other  manner,  without  a  license  therefor  from  the  Select¬ 
men.  ... 

Section  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  grant  such  license  to 
any  person  of  good  repute  for  morals  and  integrity  who  is,  or  has  declared 
his  intention  to  become,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States.  Said  license,  unless 
sooner  revoked  by  the  Selectmen,  shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April 
next  after  the  granting  thereof,  and  each  person  so  licensed  shall  pay  there- 
for  a  fee  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.) 

Section  3.  No  hawker  or  pedler  shall  sell,  or  offer  or  expose  lor  sale,  any 
of  the  articles  enumerated  in  Section  15  of  Chapter  65  of  the  Revised  Laws, 
or  in  any  acts  in  amendment  thereof  or  in  addition  thereto,  until  he  has 
recorded  his  name  and  residence  with  the  General  Manager,  or  such  other 
officer  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Selectmen.  Every  person  licensed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section  as  a  hawker  or  pedler  of  fruits 
and  vegetables  shall  record  his  name  and  residence  in  like  manner  with  such 

officer.  .  •  r  i 

Section  4.  No  person  hawking,  pedling,  or  carrying  or  exposing  for  sale 
any  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  Chapter  345,  Acts  of  1906,  shall  crv  his 
wares  to  the  disturbance  of  the  peace  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  nor  shall  carry  or  convey  such  articles  in  any  manner  that  will  tend 
to  injure  or  disturb  the  public  health  or  comfort  nor  otherwise  than  in 
vehicles  and  receptacles  which  are  neat  and  clean  and  do  not  leak. 

Section  5.  Every  hawker  and  pedler  licensed  by  the  Selectmen  shall  be 
assigned  a  number  and  shall  be  provided  by  the  General  Manager  with  a 
badge  which  shall  be  conspicuously  worn  bv  him;  and  every  other  such 
hawker  and  pedler  as  described  in  section  3  shall  provide  himself  with  a 
badge,  of  such  type  and  design  as  may  be  approved  by  said  General 
Manager,  which  he  shall  wear  in  like  manner.  Whoever  neglects  to  wear, 
or  wears  such  badge  without  authority,  shall  be  punished  by  the  penalty 
provided  in  Section  11  of  this  by-law. 

Section  6.  Every  vehicle  or  other  receptacle  used  by  a  licensee  as  a  con¬ 
veyance  for  articles  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  by  him  shall  have  attached 
thereto  on  each  side  a  number  plate,  to  be  furnished  by  the  town  with  his 
license,  bearing  the  number  and  date  of  expiration  of  such  license. 

Section  7.  No  person  shall  be  registered  or  assigned  a  badge  or  number 
under  the  provisions  of  Sections  3  and  5  of  these  by-laws,  until  he  presents  a 
certificate  from  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  stating  that  all  weigh¬ 
ing  and  measuring  devices  intended  to  be  used  by  such  person  have  been 
duly  inspected  and  sealed  as  required  by  law.  The  use  of,  or  possession 
by  such  person  with  intent  to  use,  any  false  or  unsealed  weighing  or  measur¬ 
ing  devices  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  the  revocation  of  his  license,  or  the 
cancellation  of  his  registration. 

Section  8.  Any  licensee  who  fails,  neglects  or  refuses  to  exhibit  his  license 
when  the  same  is  demanded  of  him  by  a  Selectman,  General  Managei,  oi 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Town  Treasurer  or  Clerk,  Constabfe, 
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Police  Officer  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  penalty 
as  if  he  had  no  license. 

Section  9.  Nothing  in  these  by-laws  shall  be  construed  as  conflicting 
with  any  license  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Section  10.  Any  license  granted  under  these  by-laws  or  any  by-law 
amendatory  or  additional  thereto,  may  be  revoked  by  the  Selectmen. 

Section  11.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  by-laws  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  ($20)  for  each  offense.

The  Warrant  above  referred  to  contained  the  following  Articles  under 
which  Articles  action  was  taken  on  March  16,  1916,  as  herein  set  forth, 
namely: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  street  traffic  by-laws  or 

take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  the  following  Police  Regulations  regarding  street  traffic 
be  adopted  by  the  Town  as  Street  Traffic  By-laws: 

POLICE  REGULATIONS  REGARDING  STREET  TRAFFIC. 

Drivers  of  vehicles  using  the  highways  of  Norwood  shall  observe  the 
following  rules  and  regulations : 

Section  1.  All  drivers  of  vehicles  shall  keep  to  the  right  of  the  roadway 
and  as  near  to  the  right  hand  curb  as  possible,  and  in  overtaking  and  passing 
other  vehicles,  shall  pass  on  the  left. 

Section  2.  Such  drivers  turning  to  the  right  into  another  street  shall 
turn  the  corner  as  near  to  the  curb  as  practicable,  and  if  turning  to  the  left 
into  another  street,  shall  pass  to  the  right  of  and  beyond  the  center  of  the 
street  intersection  before  turning,  and  all  drivers  shall  stop  their  vehicles 
with  the  right  side  to  the  curb,  except  when  prevented  from  doing  so  by 
reasons  of  excavations  or  other  obstructions. 

Section  3.  Such  drivers  in  crossing  from  one  side  of  the  street  to  the 
other  shall  first  signal  by  raising  the  left  arm  and  then  turning  to  the  left 
so  as  to  head  into  the  same  direction  as  the  traffic  on  that  side  of  the  street. 

Section  4.  Unless  in  an  emergency  or  to  allow  another  vehicle  or  pedes¬ 
trian  to  cross  his  path,  such  drivers  shall  not  stop  in  any  street  until  lie  has 
drawn  close  to  the  curb  line  and  shall  not  stop  within  ten  feet  of  an  inter¬ 
secting  street. 

Section  5.  Vehicles  moving  slowly  shall  be  kept  as  close  as  possible  to 
the  curb  line  on  the  right  hand  in  order  to  allow  faster  moving  vehicles  free 
passage  on  the  left.  .  ' 

Section  6.  Such  drivers  of  vehicles  shall  at  all  times  comply  with  any 
direction  by  voice  or  hand  of  any  policeman  as  to  stopping,  starting,  ap¬ 
proaching,  or  departing  from  any  place,  the  manner  of  taking  up  or  setting 
down  passengers,  and  the  loading  or  unloading  goods  in  any  public  place. 

Section  7.  In  slowing  up  or  stopping,  a  signal  shall  always  be  given  to. 
those  behind  by  raising  the  hand  vertically  or  to  the  side. 
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Section  8.  Drivers  or  others  loading  or  unloading  vehicles  shall  not  per¬ 
mit  such  vehicles  to  so  obstruct  any  street  as  to  interfere  with  free  passage 
of  other  street  traffic  for  a  longer  period  than  three  minutes,  and  shall  not 
permit  such  vehicles  to  be  or  remain  at  right  angles  to  the  curb  line  of  any 
street  while  any  portion  of  such  street  at  that  point  is  lawfully  occupied  by 
a  street  car  or  other  vehicle. 

Section  9.  In  passing  street  cars  which  are  receiving  passengers  or  from 
which  passengers  are  departing,  such  drivers  shall  pass  to  the  right  at  a  rea¬ 
sonable  distance  from  such  cars  and  at  a  slow  rate  of  speed. 

(The  foregoing  Street  Traffic  By-laws  were  not  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General  and  therefore  have  no  effect.)

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  for  public  school 
building  purposes  lands  and  portions  of  lands  fronting  on  Washington 
Street  and  lying  westerly  from  said  street  and  between  Hoyle  Street  and 
the  new  way  extending  from  the  junction  of  Washington  and  Winter  Streets 
to  the  existing  Bond  Street  and  raise  or  borrow  and  appropriate  money 
for  said  purpose  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  To  so  do  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $23,400.00,  by  note  issue. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money  to  pay  that  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  relocation  of  Neponset 
Street  and  of  the  construction  of  the  new  bridge  where  said  street  crosses 
the  Neponset  River  apportioned  and  assessed  upon  the  Town  of  Norwood 
by  the  County  Commissioners  or  take  any  other  action  in  said  matter. 

Voted:  By  taxation  the  sum  of  $2,776.57. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  land  for  Town  Yard 
purposes  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  for  said  purpose,  such 
land  to  be  additional  to  land  the  purchase  of  which  has  been  heretofore 
authorized  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter.

The  investments  and  transactions  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  been  examined  and  I  find  the  securities 
on  hand  and  that  the  amount  of  the  Sinking  Fund  December  31,  1916,  is 
$13,487.89. 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  I  have  examined 
each  month  the  accounts  of  sales  and  collections,  and  find  that  Fred  S. 
Barton  as  Manager  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  collections 
shown  in  the  sales  account  of  the  Department.

TOWN  MANAGER’S  SECOND  ANNUAL 

REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Mr.  Frank  G.  Allen,  Chairman. 

FOREWORD. 

The  writer  may  be  considered  as  in  the  minority  upon  the  idea  that  a 
town’s  detailed  records  of  operation  should  be  on  file  at  the  municipal 
offices  for  public  inspection  and  not  published  at  $3.00  a  page  in  stereotype 
form  totalling,  nearly  $1000,  to  be  distributed  from  house  to  house  and 
only  read  by  a  small  number,  and  this  expensive  habit  of  house  to  house 
distribution  of  a  voluminous  town  report  costing  50  cents  a  copy  has  been 
discontinued  by  many  of  the  larger  towns.  The  reports  are  kept  at  the 
town  office,  and  copies  are  furnished  to  everyone  who  takes  enough  interest 
to  ask  for  a  copy  and  a  copy  is  delivered  to  those  who  find  it  inconvenient 
to  call,  but  who  will  mail  a  postal  card  request.  This  eliminates  a  great 
waste  of  money  by  not  scattering  these  reports  broadcast  among  people 
who  do  not  read  a  single  page  of  the  report. 

Last  year  we  managed  to  condense  the  data  so  that  the  book  was  prac¬ 
tically  the  same  size  as  the  previous  year  and  yet  contained  the  entire  assess¬ 
ment  record  which  is  usually  a  separate  volume.  We  only  heard  one  objection. 
One  citizen  said  the  town  report  should  contain  all  the  names  and  amounts 
paid  to  all  laborers,  teamsters,  etc.  This  is  of  course  out.  of  the  question  as 
the  cost  alone  would  equal  a  fair  month’s  pay,  and  besides,  every  pay-roll 
and  every  invoice  is  open  for  the  inspection  of  anyone  at  any  time,  and  it  is 
a  pleasure  to  answer  any  and  all  questions  pertaining  to  these  matters.  _ 
This  year  the  writer  at  first  thought  he  would  divide  this  report  into 
sections  by  departments  and  begin  each  section  with  a  report  of  its  head 
to  the  Manager,  with  the  superintendent’s  recommendations,  and  then 
follow  with  the  Manager’s  remarks  concerning  that  particular  department 
or  division.  This  arrangement  would  have  occupied  over  one  hundred 
pages,  and  although  this  is  the  space  formerly  used  by  these  same  depart¬ 
ments,  yet  we  believe  that  a  more  concise  arrangement  can  be  secured,  and 
we  will,  therefore,  confine  these  reports  to  a  brief  resume  of  the  year  past 
and  our  intentions  for  the  year  ahead,  and  finish  up  with  the  costs  of  the 
past  year  and  the  estimates  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  recommendations  are  such  as  have  been  devised  between  the 
Manager  and  the  various  superintendents,  to  whom  much  credit  is  due,  and 
finally  approved  by  your  Board  as  the  policies  for  the  ensuing  year. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT.

HIGHWAY  DIVISION.  , 

The  Granite  Paving  on  Washington  Street  has  been  completed.  The 
work  has  received  much  favorable  comment  from  citizens  as  well  as  visitors, 
and  when  the  granolithic  sidewalks  are  built,  we  may  well  be  proud  of  our 
business  district.  The  width  of  forty-eight  feet  has  proven  ample  under 
every  condition.  .  , 

The  efficiency  of  the  new  drainage  system  on  this  street  has  been  tested 
several  times  under  abnormal  conditions,  and  has  shown  such  a  contrast 
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with  former  conditions  that  we  hope  our  citizens  will  allow  other  sections 
to  benefit  by  similar  work  during  the  next  season,  dhe  total  cost  data  on 
this  granite  work  follows:

Of  the  $40,000  voted  for  the  granite  paving,  we  turned  back  a  balance  of 
about  $3500,  which  would  pay  about  60  per  cent,  of  the- cost  of  granolithic 
sidewalks  along  the  entire  work,  but  unfortunately  on  account  of  the  ex- 
treme  price  of  copper  wire,  we  will  not  be  able  to  remove  all  the  wooden 
poles  for  a  long  time,  and  it  would,  therefore,  not  seem  advisable  to  lay 
these  permanent  walks  until  the  old  poles  can  be  removed.  _ 

The  Bituminous  Macadam  was  completed  this  year  as  laid  out  on  the 
$40,000  appropriation  for  this  purpose.  The  original  list  was  not  strictly 
adhered  to  on  account  of  traffic  conditions,  but  the  yardage  secured  from 
the  bond  issue  exceeded  by  several  hundred  yards  the  amount  originally 
estimated.  The  average  cost,  including  overhead,  machinery  and  all  in¬ 
cidentals,  has  been  a  fraction  over  97  cents  a  square  yard,  and  the  first 
street  laid,  which  receives  all  the  Boston  and  Providence  traffic,  is  about  to 
enter  its  third  year  with  practically  no  maintenance  costs.  This  is  in  such 
strong  contrast  with  the  old  untreated  water  bound  macadam,  which  often 
cost  more  and  only  lasted  a  short  time,  that  we  hope  our  recommendations 
to  improve  the  southerly  portion  of  Washington  Street  with  this  same  con¬ 
struction  will  meet  approval.

On  General  Highway  work  it  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  expenditures 
that  a  very  small  amount  was  spent  upon  any  other  than  permanent  con¬ 
struction  and  less  than  $9000  on  maintenance,  which  included  considerable 
resurfacing  as  shown  by  the  table  of  cost  data. 

The  Oiling  and  Snow  Removal  both  ran  high  in  cost,  the  former  on  ac¬ 
count  of  price  of  materials  and  the  latter  because  of  the  severeness  of  last 
winter. 

At  the  Crusher  we  find  each  year  the  cost  of  crushed  stone  increases  in 
proportion  to  the  difficulty  of  working  the  quarry.  Last  season  we  charged 
every  job  with  stone  at  70  cents  a  ton  and  the  coming  season  we  will  charge 
80  cents.  Without  last  year’s  addition  of  tracks,  cars,  electric  apparatus 
and  compressed  air  drills,  this  cost  would  undoubtedly  reach  $1.25  based  on 
former  records  of  output. 

On  future  work  we  have  laid  out  a  definite  plan  covering  the  next  three 
years.  During  the  past  two  years  we  have  permanently  improved  the 
main  arteries  or  the  spokes  of  the  wheel,  and  we  will  now  gradually  improve 
the  secondary  streets  with  a  heavily  oiled  stone  macadam,  which  will  be  in 
proportion  to  the  traffic  on  the  street.  By  this  type  of  construction  we  do 
not  mean  the  old  water  bound  macadam,  but  rather  an  intermediate  grade 
of  street  surface  for  such  streets  as  conditions  would  not  warrant  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  nearly  a  dollar  a  square  yard. 

The  streets  recommended  for  such  construction  this  year  are  Railroad 
Avenue  (at  both  ends),  Prospect  Avenue,  Pleasant  Street,  Dean  Street, 
and  Wilson  Street. 

We  have  recommended  certain  construction  in  sewers  and  water  mains 
in  Prospect  Street  so  that  the  following  year  this  street  can  be  macadamized, 
as  at  present  it  is  almost  impassable  at  certain  seasons.  This  is  a  wide  and 
well  graded  boulevard,  well  built  upon  and  joining  two  well  paved  thor¬ 
oughfares,  namely  Washington  Street  and  Winter  Street,  and  the  writer  s 
humble  belief  is  that  this  street  should  be  repaired  before  an  additional 
parallel  street  is  opened  farther  towards  the  swamp,  which  we  understand 
is  now  being  considered. 

For  Sidewalks  we  have  requested  an  appropriation  this  year  to  make  a 
start  on  the  repair  of  our  tar  walks,  and  we  hope  also  to  receive  the  same 
sum  as  last  year  for  granolithic  walks  on  the  50  per  cent,  prepayment  basis 
with  the  abuttors.  The  costs  of  these  concrete  walks  and  one  tar  walk  are 
shown  in  the  tables  of  cost  data. 


On  our  Parks  and  green  spots  our  efforts  have  brought  forth  such  favor¬ 
able  comment  that  we  hope  the  work  may  be  increased  this  year,  especially 
in  such  places  as  the  Square,  Howard  Street,  Park,  and  others. 

On  Refuse  Disposal,  for  nearly  a  year  we  have  been  removing  ashes 
and  other  refuse  for  private  property  by  charging  for  the  same,  and  re¬ 
cently  we  have  improved  this  work  by  issuing  books  containing  twelve 
tickets  for  the  sum  of  $1,  each  ticket  being  good  for  the  removal  of  one  barrel 
of  refuse.  At  the  present  time  only  sufficient  books  have  been  sold  to 
afford  a  weekly  collection,  but  if  more  people  become  interested  in  the  work, 
we  will  be  able  to  make  collections  more  frequently  or  at  least  divide  the 
town  into  districts. 

The  New  Public  Works  Yard  and  Siding  has  been  a  great  improvement 
and  we  are  now  placing  a  permanent  office  at  this  place  so  that  even  more 
systematic  methods  of  checking  out  stock  may  be  realized,  as  several 
thousands  of  dollars  of  stock  for  all  departments  is  now  stored  at  this 
location. 

The  Steam  Roller  has  been  in  such  poor  shape  that  we  had  difficulty  in 
secui'ing  the  license  for  the  same,  and  while  we  are  in  hopes  that  we  may 
be  able  to  repair  this  roller  at  a  reasonable  price,  yet  we  wish  to  state  this 
fact  so  that  should  a  new  roller  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  the 
matter  will  be  thoroughly  understood.

UNIT  DATA  ON  ACTUAL  HIGHWAY  CONSTRUCTION. 
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WATER  DIVISION. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  construction  of  the  system  to  date  has  been 
$361,000,  on  which  the  notes  outstanding  are  $84,000. 

Every  part  of  the  system  was  thoroughly  overhauled  this  year.  All 
valves  and  hydrants  have  been  inspected  and  repaired  at  regular  intervals, 
and  a  record  kept  of  the  same.  A  number  of  new  hydrants  and  valves  have 
been  installed. 

The  Department  has  been  criticised  on  two  points.  The  first  has  been 
the  meter  reading  and  billing,  and  here  we  confess  that  the  complaints  were 
justified.  We  have  about  completed  a  new  system  whereby  we  hope  for 
better  results. 

The  second  matter  of  criticism  is  blaming  the  Water  Department  for 
the  bursting  of  house  boilers.  This  is  an  entirely  unjust  criticism  and  is 
simply  an  easy  way  for  persons  installing  flimsy  boilers  to  put  the  blame  on 
someone  else.  If  we  could  secure  some  good  plumbing  laws,  there  would 
undoubtedly  be  check  and  relief  valves  installed  on  direct  pressure  plumb¬ 
ing  and  thus  protect  these  cheap  boilers. 

At  the  Westwood  Station  the  filter  was  cleaned  8  times  at  a  cost  of  $181.75, 
and  some  new  sand  was  applied.  But  about  300  yards  will  be  necessary 
this  year  to  bring  the  filter  up  to  grade.  The  collecting  well  needs  a  re¬ 
surfacing  of  cement.  The  pumps  are  now  in  excellent  condition,  but  we 
have  not  yet  eliminated  the  pulsation;  this  we  hope  to  do  in  order  that  a  flow 
meter  may  be  installed  to  more  accurately  record  our  pumping  at  this 
plant.  The  pond  having  been  low  all  year,  most  of  our  water  has  come 
from  the  other  plant. 

At  the  Ellis  Station  the  open  well  which  was  built  a  year  ago  has  thus 
far  solved  our  water  problem  so  well  that  we  did  not  think  it  was  necessary 
to  build  another  one  this  year.  When  the  ground  has  been  well  filled  with 
water,  we  have  pumped  practically  the  full  capacity  of  the  suction  pipe, 
but  in  dry  weather  this  naturally  has  been  reduced.  During  these  latter 
periods,  the  driven  wells  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned  by  a  steam  jet  which 
not  only  increased  the  delivery,  but  also  opened  up  some  of  the  abandoned 
wells.  From  the  Ellis  Station  we  pumped  electrically,  269,000,000  gallons 
(approximate)  at  $25.15  per  million,  and  at  the  Westwood  Station  we 
pumped  by  steam  about  78,000,000  gallons  (approximate)  at  $42.59  per 
million,  the  details  of  which  expense  are  shown  in  the  accompanying  table. 

Construction.  The  table  accompanying  this  report  shows  the  cost 
data  on  the  year’s  extensions  amounting  to  1841  feet,  bringing  the  total 
mileage  of  mains  to  30  miles.  The  number  of  new  services  was  58,  making 
our  total  as  1990,  of  which  80  per  cent,  is  metered.  Six  new  hydrants  were 
set,  bringing  the  total  to  286,  and  8  new  street  valves  placed,  which  makes  a 
total  of  305,  not  including  hydrant  valves. 

This  year  we  hope  to  connect  a  number  of  dead  end  lines  into  circuits 
and  also  to  replace  the  crooked  6  inch  main  in  Prospect  Street  between 
Nahatan  and  Winter  Streets  with  a  10  inch  main.  The  present  pipe  in 
some  places  is  entirely  off  the  street,  in  private  property,  and  at  some  loca¬ 
tions  is  only  18  inches  below  the  surface.  We  believe  much  of  the  water 
hammer  and  pulsation  experienced  is  caused  by  this  small  pipe  between  two 
larger  pipes.  . 

Furthermore,  it  would  not  be  proper  to  repair  this  street  until  all  pipes 
are  placed  in  proper  condition.

The  costs  of  pumping  at  the  two  stations  stated  before  in  this  repoi  t  only 
cover  the  labor  and  the  actual  cost  of  pumping,  but  by  taking  the  operating 
costs  and  4  per  cent,  on  the  investment  of  the  water  department,  we  hnd 
that  the  cost  of  pumping  was  as  follows:  At  Westwood  Station  13  cents  per 
thousand  gallons  and  at  Ellis  Station  8  cents  per  thousand  gallons.  We  also 
find  from  our  records  that  we  have  secured  a  pumpage  of  734  gallons  per 
kilowatt  at  the  Ellis  Station,  against  a  head  of  300  feet,  and  116  gallons 
per  pound  of  coal  at  the  Westwood  Station.  This  latter  figure  shows  a 
low  efficiency,  taking  into  consideration  that  the  pumping  head  is  only  90 
feet  and  while  there  is  a  slight  improvement,  yet  we  intend  to  give  earnest 
consideration  to  a  betterment  of  these  conditions  whereby  we  can  secure 
a  higher  output. 

SEWER  DIVISION. 

The  Pumping  Plant  and  Filter  Beds  have  been  maintained  in  excellent 
condition  and  all  street  lines  have  been  thoroughly  cleaned. 

The  Sewer  Mains  have  been  extended  3435  feet,  bringing  the  total  to  1/ 
miles.  The  average  cost  was  $1.40  per  foot  of  which  details  are  shown  in 

the  accompanying  table.  ,,  .  .  , 

The  Particular  House  Connections  have  numbered  89,  bringing  the  total 
to  930,  besides  the  70  connections  to  the  underdrains.  W e  have  experienced 
so  much  difficulty  from  the  practice  of  allowing  houses  to  connect  with  the 
underdrain,  and  both  the  Superintendent  and  the  Manager  have  spoken 
so  frequently  against  this  practice,  that  this  year  I  will  simply  quote  a 

we  11- worded  paragraph  from  the  Engineer  s  report  .  .  . 

“I  would  recommend  that  the  practice  of  laying  underdrain  in  connection 
with  sewer  construction  be  limited  to  such  work  as  may  require  it  to  insure 
tight  joints  or  where  a  saving  in  cost  can  be  effected,  and  I  would  strongly 
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advise  against  the  practice  of  permitting  abuttors  to  connect  with  such 
underdrain,  as  it  conveys  an  increased  amount  of  water  to  the  sewer  main 
to  be  cared  for  by  a  pipe  of  small  size  that  was  primarily  designed  for  con¬ 
struction  purposes  only,  and  which  experience  has  proven  is  very  liable  to 
become  filled  with  roots  of  trees  or  other  foreign  material.” 

For  this  year  we  have  recommended  a  sewer  in  Cedar  Street  and  Welling¬ 
ton  Avenue  as  a  relief  from  the  constantly  overflowing  cesspools. 

We  also  recommend  a  sewer  in  Prospect  Street  where  needed  so  that  the 
following  year  (1918)  this  street  may  receive  the  much  needed  macadam. 

The  total  cost  to  date  of  actual  construction  of  the  sewer  system  has  been 
$292,500,  of  which  $202,500  is  on  outstanding  bonds.

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  very  successful  and  received  praise 

from  the  state  officials.  .  , 

A  large  amount  of  prepayment  work  m  creosoting  and  spraying  was  done 
•  for  private  individuals,  and  this  resulted  in  a  saving  to  the  owners  over  the 
prices  formerly  paid  outside  contractors  as  well  as  giving  employment  to 
local  citizens.  This  year  we  hope  to  not  only  extend  this  service,  but  also 
to  contract  for  clearing  out  brush  growth  on  private  property,  thus  elimi¬ 
nating  conditions  which  are  now  favorable  to  breeding  of  moths  as  well  as 
to  lessen  the  damage  from  fires,  and  incidentally  obtaining  cord  wood  tor 
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the  owners.  By  purchasing  a  large  supply  of  arsenate  of  lead  upon  a 
favorable  market,  we  are  able  to  reduce  our  request  for  funds  on  moth  work 
by  $600,  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  this  sum  will  be  granted  for  the  repair 
of  our  long  neglected  street  trees.  We  have  made  a  complete  tree  census 
and  find  that  there  are  3456  shade  trees  on  our  streets,  although  50  streets 
are  without  any  shade  trees.  Such  a  large  proportion  of  our  trees  have 
been  continuously  neglected  that  it  will  take  at  least  four  years  to  put  them 
in  proper  shape  lay  tree  surgery.  A  large  saving  was  made  this  year  by 
securing  an  additional  sprayer  to  eliminate  the  former  hand  machine.  The 
season  was  so  short  that  we  worked  the  large  machine  on  double  shifts 
and  thus  were  able  to  cover  the  entire  town  at  the  most  beneficial  time. 

The  work  done  this  year  was  as  follows: 

On  private  property,  1030  trees  were  creosoted  and  1152  trees  were 
sprayed. 

By  contract  work,  3075  trees  were  sprayed. 

Public  shade  trees  sprayed  numbered  3206. 

The  new  system  of  recording  work  as  done  and  leaving  a  record  at  the 
residence  saves  a  large  amount  of  controversy,  and  in  the.  few  cases  where 
the  owners  were  away  from  home  at  the  time  these  detailed  records  met 
all  objections.

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT. 

(Superintendent,  George  Alfred  Smith.) 

Probably  no  other  department  showed  such  marked  improvements  as  the 
cemeteries.  The  entrance  and  center  roads  of  the  Highland  Cemetery 
were  built  with  bituminous  macadam  and  about  50  per  cent,  of  the  in¬ 
terior  driveways  and  walks  were  coated  with  crushed  stone,  and  this  } Gar 
we  hope  to  cover  the  remainder  and  then  oil  the  walks.  , 

Nearly  1000  feet  of  the  old  3-4  inch  water  pipe  was  replaced  by  2  inch 
pipe  and  more  will  be  done  this  year.  A  drinking  fountain  was  also  in- 
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stalled  and  the  office  and  storehouse  were  greatly  improved.  A  steel  flag 
pole  was  set  and  a  much  needed  walk  was  built  across  the  field  to  join 

ornamental  trees  and  shrubs  were  set  and  the  easterly 
section  of  the  cemetery  was  drained  by  a  large  and  deep  dram,  this 
year  we  expect  to  clear  the  underbrush  from  the  wooded  secticms. 

Nearly  100  lots  and  250  single  graves  were  cleared,  excavated  and  seeded 
so  that  this  coming  year  this  work  can  be  eliminated  and  more  attention 
be  given  to  the  new  road  connecting  the  northeasterly  section  with  the 
center.  A  much  needed  recording  system  has  been  completed  and  sec¬ 
tional  maps  as  well  as  individual  plans  of  every  lot  and  grave,  and  a  com¬ 
plete  card  index  of  all  interments  both  old  and  recent. 

The  number  of  Perpetual  Care  deposits  has  been  greatly  increased,  ana 
through  the  co-operation  of  the  owners,  a  large  number  of  lots  were  re¬ 
paired  in  excellent  condition.  On  concrete  foundation  work,  the  cost 
to  the  owners  was  reduced  25  per  cent.,  now  being  75  cents  a  square  foot. 
All  work  of  every  character  has  been  required  to  be  paid  lor  in  advance, 
and  also  many  back  collections  have  been  made.  We  would  again  request 
that  the  rule  for  twenty-four  hours  notice  on  interments  be  observed  by 
undertakers,  as  required  in  other  cemeteries,  as  very  often  we  have  had 
great  difficulty  in  rush  work  being  forced  upon  us. 

For  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery,  we  hope  that  this  year  our  request  for 
even  a  small  appropriation  will  bring  more  attention  than  last  year,  so  that 
we  may  at  least  trim  the  grass  properly  and  improve  a  few  of  the  walks.

This  department  has  certainly  proven  its  value  this  year,  as  there  is 
hardly  a  department  or  branch  of  the  town  government  but  what  has  called 
upon  it  for  work  of  some  character.  The  most  important  work  is  listed  in 
the  following  table:

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

(Engineers,  J.  F.  Boyden,  F.  W.  Talbot,  C.  A.  Bingham;  Captains,  John 
Bashford,  Frank  Readel,  Daniel  Fitzgerald;  Lieutenants,  Alexander  Pelle¬ 
tier,  Alonzo  Earle,  Daniel  Slattery;  Operators,  Lincoln  Davis,  Arthur 
Parker.) 

A  comparison  of  this  department  as  at  present  with  that  of  a  year  ago  is 
left  for  the  reader.  This  comparison  may  be  aided,  however,  by  noting 
the  fact  that  recently  a  fire  alarm  was  sent  in  by  telephone,  at  2.24  in  the 
morning,  and  in  9  minutes  the  auto  truck  had  conveyed  the  night  squad  3 
miles  and  2  streams  were  playing  on  the  fire.  The  need  of  motorizing 
of  the  hook  and  ladder  is  also  shown  when  20  minutes  later  the  breathless 
horses  arrived  with  the  truck. 

We  are  pleased  to  turn  back  a  balance  of  over  $400  as  we  promised 
as  the  first  year’s  saving  by  motorizing  the  hose  wagon,  and  we  will 
promise  a  like  saving  if  we  may  motorize  the  hook  and  ladder  this  year. 
As  reported  to  your  honorable  Board,  there  are  so  many  expenses  neces¬ 
sary  this  year  if  we  continue  the  horses  that  the  motorizing  of  the  hook  and 
ladder  at  this  time  will  only  mean  an  additional  expenditure  of  about  $750, 
and  the  resulting  reduction  of  expense  on  horses  is  surely  apparent  to  every¬ 
one,  aside  from  the  increased  efficiency  of  having  the  ladder  truck  at  a  fire 
when  required. 

The  salary  arrangement  as  adopted  is  proving  itself  an  excellent  pro¬ 
position. 

We  will  attach  to  this  report  the  Chief’s  record  of  fires  during  the  year, 
and  before  closing,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  of  appreciation  to  the  permanent 
men  who  have  been  ready  at  all  times  to  assist  in  work  on  the  other  muni¬ 
cipal  cars  as  well  as  the  giving  of  oil  and  gasoline  from  the  storage  tanks 
of  the  department.  The  spirit  of  good-will  among  the  re-organized  mem¬ 
bers  has  been  responsible  for  the  department’s  very  successful  year.

CHIEF’S  RECORD  OF  FIRES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1916. 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

(Chief,  Harry  W.  Swift;  Captain,  Walter  A.  Readel;  Patrolmen,  William 
Barrett,  J.  Irving  Reid,  James  H.  Corbett,  Patrick  J.  Connolly,  Reserve 
Men,  Charles  R.  Donnell,  Thomas  C.  Lydon,  John  H.  Donahue.) 

It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  state  the  self-evident  fact  that  our  Police 
Department  has  been  placed  on  a  plane  of  efficiency  and  reliability  that 
has  won  the  respect  of  a  large  per  cent,  of  our  citizens,  and  the  contrast 
is  so  strong  that  we  feel  in  one  more  year,  with  the  addition  of  a  permanent 
automobile  and  the  two  much  needed  additional  patrolmen,  that  we  will 
have  an  organization  taking  second  place  to  none. 

Of  course  it  is  never  to  be  expected  that  any  pubhc  department  can 
have  the  good-will  of  everyone,  especially  a  department  whose  duty  it  is 
to  apprehend  the  guilty;  but  we  do  feel  that  the  old  time  petty  knocks  aie 
fast  disappearing.  This  also  helps  the  officials  because  it  is  only  human  to 
feel  discouraged  when  untrue  and  harmful  reports  are  circulating  concern¬ 
ing  any  organization.  ,  ,  ,  ,, 

The  Chief  has  prepared  such  interesting  data  that  we  have  tabulated  the 
same  in  this  report.  It  should  be  recognized  that  the  convictions  this 
year  have  reached  a  very  high  percentage  and  that  many  cases  have  been 
prosecuted  which  as  the  general  rule  are  not  pushed  to  convictions  in  many 
towns.  I  mention  as  example:  failure  to  attend  night  school,  breaking 
of  quarantine,  lewd  habits,  and  especially  illegal  sale  of  liquor  and  gambling; 
one  of  the  principals  in  the  last  mentioned  now  serving  a  penitentiary  sen¬ 
tence,  and  numerous  others  being  fined.  I  mention  this  in  detail  because 
in  many  places  if  the  guilty  party  discontinues  operation,  it  is  thought 
sufficient,  and  by  this  lax  method  there  is  no  lasting  example  made. 

The  officers  have  all  taken  great  interest  in  the  work,  have  attended 
police  lectures,  studied  books  on  procedure  and  in  all  ways  possible  have 
worked  for  the  good  of  the  department.  The  matter  of  street  loafing  has 
had  our  attention  for  two  years,  and  our  conclusions  are  so  well  worded  m 
the  Chief’s  report  that  I  copy  that  section  in  full.  _ 

“During  the  past  year  this  Department  has  received  two  anonymous 
letters  from  citizens  in  regard  to  street  loitering.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
these  letters  come  from  well-meaning  persons,  but  they  do  not  realize  that 
we  have  an  inadequate  by-law  under  which  to  prosecute.  I  believe  that 
this  situation  can  be  remedied  if  the  town  will  take  the  proper  action. 
The  following  is  the  by-law  on  this  subject: 

'  ‘  ‘Article  12,  Section  13.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  stand  in  a  group 
or  near  each  other  on  any  pubhc  way  or  sidewalk  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
obstruct  a  free  passage  for  pedestrians  after  a  request  to  move  on  made  by 

any  constable  or  police  officer.’  ,  , 

h Twenty-five  persons  might  thus  stand  m  a  line  on  the  curbstone  and  yet 
not  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  pedestrians,  and  yet  make  it  unpleasant 
for  ladies  passing.  I  know  that  the  officers  have  made  considerable  effort 
to  stop  this  practice  during  the  past  year,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  some 
action  will  be  taken  in  regard  to  this  matter.” 

Another  year  we  hope  to  install  more  of  the  call  box  telephones  which 
have  assisted  us  many  times  this  year.

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT. 

(Including  Fire  Alarm  and  Inspection  of  Wires.) 

(Superintendent,  Fred  S.  Barton;  Assistant,  Howard  C.  Babcock; 
Linemen,  Michael  Renaghan,  Cyrus  Church.) 

Every  year  this  department  has  shown  remarkable  growth,  but  during 
the  past  year  the  percentage  of  growth  along  every  line  has  been  far  greater 
than  any  preceding  year.  Following  are  the  comparable  figures:

For  several  years  past  the  plant  has  been  too  small  for  the  volume  ot 
business,  and  the  basement  especially  has  been  so  crowded  with  high  vol¬ 
tage  wires  that  it  has  become  extremely  dangerous,  and  it  was  only  a  miracle 
at  the  recent  fire  in  the  plant  that  the  entire  building  was  not  ruined. 
However,  the  new  and  enlarged  switchboard  of  latest  type  as  now  placed, 
and  the  new  extension  built,  will  allow  for  a  new  re-arrangement  for  our 
equipment  and  that  of  the  Edison  Company  in  such  mannei  that  higher 
voltage  service  can  be  secured  when  our  business  reaches  that  point,  ap¬ 
parently  in  about  a  year. 

As  the  plant  is  now  reaching  towards  its  tenth  year  of  file,  there  will 
gradually  appear  certain  parts  to  be  repaired  and  renewed.  For  over  a 
year  we  have  been  bringing  our  plans  and  records  up  to  date  with  the  in¬ 
formation  which  had  not  been  recorded  since  the  plant  was  built;  and  we 
have  also  made  examinations  of  poles  and  other  equipment,  and  detailed 
tests  and  inspections  in  districts  where  the  growth  has  been  so  rapid  that 
transformers  will  have  to  be  added  or  the  present  ones  relocated  so  that 
proper  current  may  be  maintained  in  these  sections.  There  is  a  large 
amount  of  this  work  necessary  this  coming  year,  and  we  will  need  at  least 
one  more  helper  for  our  linemen  and  a  small  second  hand  car  for  quick 
calls  and  fight  work  while  the  truck  is  out  on  heavy  construction.  Even 
with  these  additions,  we  will  be  below  the  average  equipment  of  other  muni¬ 
cipal  plants  of  even  smaller  size  and  far  less  than  private  plants.  I  often 
'  believe  that  many  people  fail  to  fully  appreciate  what  our  plant  does  for  the 
town  and  how  small  an  operating  force  accomplishes  this  work  as  well  as 
the  two  other  branches  of  work  under  its  charge. 

The  underground  conduits  from  the  station  to  the  Press  and  under  the 
new  granite  paving  have  been  completed  and  the  combination  iron  poles 
have  been  set.  The  new  fights  and  the  cables  have  now  arrived  and  will 
be  placed  within  the  next  few  weeks,  the  cable  for  the  Press  being  placed 

as  this  report  is  written.  . 

On  the  underground  construction  we  take  pleasure  in  reporting  that 
51  000  feet  of  ducts  were  placed  at  a  cost  of  25  cents  per  foot,  complete 
with  manholes,  etc.,  and  we  would  request  that  this  cost  be  compared  with 
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the  costs  recently  shown  by  an  investigation  of  the  work  of  a  private 
lighting  company  where  it  was  shown  that  the  cost  of  work  under  the  same 
specifications  was  43  cents  per  duct  foot,  or  in  other  words,  we  desire  it  to  be 
realized  that  the-  Town  of  Norwood  saved  practically  42  per  cent,  on  the 
cost  of  its  underground  light  construction,  or  a  total  of  nearly  $6,000,  which 
fact  we  trust  will  offset  some  of  the  criticism  which  was  so  freely  given. 
The  new  acorn  lights  with  compensator  attachment  have  arrived  and  will 
shortly  be  placed  on  the  ornamental  iron  poles.  These  lights  are  gas 
filled  and  .of  approximately  600  candle  power  each,  and  will  be  placed  about 
100  feet  apart.  We  hope  to  move  the  existing  250  candle  lights  to  position 
below  Guild  Street. 

Underground  connections  have  been  run  to  the  curb  line  at  all  buildings 
and  vacant  lots  and  will  be  extended  across  the  sidewalk  before  the  pro¬ 
posed  granolithic  is  placed.  As  the  price  of  copper  wire  is  still  exorbitant 
and  is  likely  to  remain  so  for  some  time,  it  will  be  far,  hence  before  all  the 
wires  on  Washington  Street  can  be  replaced  by  underground  cables,  and, 
therefore,  the  majority  of  the  wooden  poles  will  have  to  remain  temporarily. 
Through  a  very  sati§factory  arrangement  of  heavy  jointly  owned  poles,  we 
will  shortly  be  able  to  remove  129  poles  between  Washington  Street  and 
the  Canton  Bridge.  We  are  endeavoring  to  make  similar  arrangements 
in  other  sections  of  town. 

The  street  lighting  given  free  to  the  town  this  year  would  have  cost 
over  $15,000  if  purchased  from  outside  companies.  The  total  cost  of  the 
plant  to  date  only  totals  in  round  numbers  $125,000,  of  which  $35,000  is  on 
outstanding  notes.

Due  to  the  difficulty  of  securing  materials  this  season,  very  little  new  work 
has  been  done  outside  of  setting  half  a  dozen  of  the  new  type  ot  non¬ 
interfering  succession  boxes  and  renewing  some  of  the  old  iron  wire,  we 
are,  therefore,  returning  a  balance  of  over  $600,  which  we  would  request  be 
returned  with  a  small  addition  for  the  completion  of  the  unfinished  work, 
such  as  two  standards  for  Washington  Street  and  new  wire  to  the  manu¬ 
facturing  plants.

(INSPECTION  OF  WIRING  DIVISION) 

During  the  year,  137  inspections  of  house  and  store  wiring  were  made  by 
the  Superintendent  as  Inspector  of  Wires.  This  is  an  increase  of  11  per 
cent,  greater  than  last  year’s  inspections,  and  on  this  new  work  227  meters 

"  e.AllPwork  is  required  to  be  in  accordance  with  the  code  of  the  National 
Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  and  in  some  instances  work  has  been  con- 
•  demned  and  forced  to  be  replaced  properly.  I  beheve  the  department 
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should  receive  fees  as  in  other  places  for  this  inspection,  even  if  only  enough 
to  reimburse  for  the  actual  cost  of  the  inspection. 

MUNICIPAL  OFFICES. 

The  volume  of  the  Town’s  business  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  it 
must  be  apparent  to  all  that  the  present  crowded  quarters  are  entirely 
inadequate  for  efficient  work.  Inasmuch  as  building  costs  are  so  high,  it  is 
probable  that  even  a  plain  office  building  would  cost  more  than  we  can  at 
present  afford. 

Our  first  scheme  was  the  remodelling  of  the  town  tenement  building  on 
Washington  Street,  and  removing  some  of  the  offices  to  this  location  and 
utilizing  the  basement  for  a  much  needed  comfort  station,  but  the  cost  of 
this  work  and  especially  that  necessary  for  the  latter  part  would  be  very 
high,  and  while  the  writer  has  talked  for  a  public  sanitary  building  since  his 
arrival,  yet  I  believe  that  it  should  be  built  properly  and  in  the  proposed 
new  square,  and  that  we  should  not  waste  money  on  temporary  make¬ 
shifts. 

As  to  the  matter  of  office  room,  the  only  immediate  relief  would  be  the 
use  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  School  Department,  and  as  this  depart¬ 
ment  is  the  one  which  can  best  be  separated,  I  would  recommend  that  other 
quarters  be  considered  for  this  department,  as  these  officials  are  agreeable 
to  any  change  which  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Town.

In  the  purchase  of  school  supplies  and  repairs  of  school  buildings  totalling 
approximately  $10,000,  there  has  been  the  closest  harmony  between  the 
officials  of  that  department  and  the  writer,  and  the  same  may  be  said 
concerning  the  Library  Department.  In  the  matter  of  painting  school 
houses,  the  work  was  given  to  local  painters  whenever  possible,  and  in 
other  cases  was  done  by  the  painters  in  the  employ  of  the  Public  Works 
Department. 

As  agent  for  the  Board  of  Health,  I  feel  we  have  been  able  to  render  a 
few  services,  and  we  trust  that  we  may  be  given  the  opportunity  to  do 
much  more  in  the  future  to  assist  these  gentlemen  who  give  so  much  of 
their  time  and  attention  to  those  matters  which  we,  who  are  thrown  in  con¬ 
stant  touch  with,  realize  are  so  much  needed. 

With  the  Board  of  Relief  and  the  Finance  Commission  our  associations 
have  been  most  pleasant,  and  the  same  is  true  concerning  the  Building  In¬ 
spector,  Treasurer,  and  other  officials  with  whom  we  have  been  thrown  in 
close  touch,  and  especially  so  with  the  Town  Counsel  for  his  ever  ready 
legal  assistance  and  to  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  for  his  always  ob¬ 
tainable  store  of  helpful  information. 

The  writer  is  appreciative  of  the  loyal  support  you  gentlemen  of  the  Board 
have  given  in  all  our  undertakings;  for  without  this  feeling  of  firm  backing, 
many  of  our  results  might  be  left  unrecorded. 

And  likewise  we  should  appreciate  the  loyalty  of  our  two  hundred  and 
more  municipal  employees,  and  it  was  only  this  loyalty  and  interest  in  the 
work  that  has  kept  them  with  us  when  contractors  and  manufacturers 
right  in  town  have  offered  them  from  30  per  cent,  to  50  per  cent,  increased 
wages  with  steady  work.  Our  new  schedule  of  wages  gives  a  10  per  cent, 
increase  to  the  most  valuable  and  grades  the  remainder  in  proportion  to 
their  efficiency.  This  then  places  wages  as  follows:  Foremen,  $3.00;  labor, 
$2.25  to  $2.50;  and  hired  teams,  $6.00  per  day  of  8  hours. 

We  follow  these  remarks  by  the  detailed  budget  which  we  would  request 
for  the  ensuing  year.

The  decrease  in  the  valuation  of  personal  estate  shown  in  the 
accompanying  table  of  aggregates  was  due  largely  to  new  legis¬ 
lation  which  exempts  investments  in  foreign  corporations  from 
local  taxation,  this  duty  having  been  delegated  to  the  State 
with  the  result  that  we  lost  over  three  thousand  dollars  in  taxes. 
No  distribution  of  the  amount  collected  by  the  State  was  made 

as  the  act  did  not  provide  for  this. 

The  increase  in  the  real  estate  valuation  resulted  almost 


wholly  from  new  building  construction. 

During  the  year  the  Board  have  been  making  good  use  of  the 
survey  maps  which  the  town  has  generously  provided  and  pi  og¬ 
ress  has  been  made  in  equalizing  the  assessments. 

This  will  be  continued  as  fast  as  the  Board  can  so  do  with  the 
limited  time  which  will  be  allotted  to  this  work. 

The  assessing  of  property  in  this  town  has  become  such  a 
burden  to  the  members  of  the  Board  that  we  believe  that  the 
interests  of  the  town  would  be  better  served  through  a  reorgani- 
zation  of  the  department  whereby  more  time  would  be  provided 
for  the  carrying  on  of  what  we  believe  to  be  one  of  the  most  im 
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portant  departments  of  the  Town,  as  we  feel  that  we  cannot 
under  the  present  conditions  do  justice  to  ourselves,  or  to  the 
Town. 

This  department  might  properly  be  styled  the  “Revenue 
Department”  as  it  has  to  do  with  the  income  of  the  town  and  it 
might  not  be  out  of  place  to  state  at  this  time  that  through  in¬ 
vestigations  by  the  Board  we  have  been  able  to  uncover  prop¬ 
erty  properly  subject  to  assessment  which  has  heretofore  es¬ 
caped  altogether,  the  amount  involved  being  such  as  to  sub¬ 
stantially  increase  the  taxable  valuation  and  thereby  decrease 
the  burden  on  other  property. 

Since  1909  the  valuation  of  the  town  has  increased  over  one- 
fifth  and  the  number  of  buildings  has  increased  over  one-third. 

We  are  unable  to  compare  the  total  expenses  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  with  the  year  1909,  but  we  can  state  that  the  compensation 
to  the  members  of  the  Board  is  the  same  now  as  seven  years 
ago  when  the  duties  were  very  much  less. 

The  Board  has  been  represented  at  several  hearings  at  the 
State  House  and  has  been  instrumental  in  securing  legislation 
which  we  hope  will  be  of  advantage  to  this  and  some  of  our 
neighboring  towns. 

At  this  time  it  is  impossible  to  state  with  any  degree  of  accu¬ 
racy,  how  the  new  income  tax  laws  will  affect  the  Town,  but  we 
are  hopeful  that  we  shall  not  suffer  thereby.

Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Mass. 

Frank  G.  Allen,  Chairman. 

Dear  Sirs : — 

I  beg  to  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Counsel  for  the  Town  covering 
the  year  1916  as  follows:  ,  , 

This  department’s  activities  have  been  to  a  considerable  extent  ol  an  ad¬ 
visory  character,  but  also  included  the  preparation  of  many  papers  and 
opinions,  search  of  titles,  court  service,  attendance  at  legislative  hearings, 
appearance  before  the  Public  Service  Commission,  and  attention  to  matters 
as  varied  and  numerous  as  the  needs  of  the  Town  and  the  promotion  and 
protection  of  its  affairs  required.  About  two  hundred  forty  personal  con¬ 
ferences  and  several  hundred  telephone  conferences  of  varying  lengths 
were  held  with  the  several  boards  and  officials  of  the  Town  and  with  State 
officials  as  well  as  with  others  to  such  extent  as  the  business  in  hand  m 
each  instance  made  desirable  or  necessary.  About  one-hundred  seventy- 
five  letters  were  written. 

A  brief  reference  to  some  of  the  more  important  matters  follows : 


State  Legislation. 


More  attention  was  given  to  legislative  matters  than  in  any  previous  year. 
Much  legislation  is  sought  and  many  laws  enacted  which  directly  affect  a 
town  as  large  and  as  wealthy  as  Norwood.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  Norwood  should  take  its  place  with  the  other  large  towns  and  with  the 
cities  in  supporting  helpful  and  necessary  general  legislation  and  m  oppos¬ 
ing  harmful,  oppressive  and  unfair  measures,  the  enactment  of  which  into 

law  is  regularly  sought.  .  ,  A 

This  department,  during  the  session  of  the  legislature  of  1916,  watched 
much  of  the  proposed  legislation  which  might  affect  the  Town,  and  co-oper¬ 
ated  with  the  counsel  of  other  municipalities  in  protecting  the  general  in¬ 
terests  of  all  where  there  was  common  ground  for  concerted  action,  and  m 


the  results  secured  the  Town  benefited. 

As  an  instance  of  this,  the  municipal  lien  law  of  1915  not  only  worked 
great  hardship  in  operation  without  corresponding  benefit,  but  also  called 
for  substantial  expenditures  in  complying  with  its  terms.  The  combined 
action  of  the  city  solicitors  and  town  counsel  of  several  communities,  in- 
eluding  Norwood,  brought  about  its  repeal  in  1916.  Ihe  mill  school  iunci 
tax  bill  was  defeated  in  much  the  same  way,  but  by  a  much  greater  opposi- 


Legislation  directly  concerning  Norwood,  which  was.sought  and  secured, 

was  as  follows:  .  ,  .  ..  ,  , 

The  right  to  borrow  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars  to  construct  con- 
duits  and  install  cables  for  transmitting  electricity  under  our  streets  was 
authorized  by  Chapter  142,  Special  Acts  of  1916.  .  . 

Authority  was  given  to  the  State  Highway  Commission  to  discontinue 
as  a  state  highway  part  of  Washington  Street  in  Norwood  and  Westwood 
between  the  points  at  which  it  intersects  the  new  parallel  way,  by  Chapter 
77,  General  Acts  of  1916.  The  part  mentioned  has  been  discontinued  and 
is  now  a  county  way  again.  The  travelled  portion  of  the  new  parallel  boule- 
vard  has  been  taken  over  as  a  state  highway  in  consequence.  This  sub¬ 
stitution  was  a  most  desirable  one  for  the  Town  from  every  point  of  \  lew . 

Chairman  Perry  of  the  Hoard  of  Assessors  brought  to  the  attention  of  this 
department  certain  provisions  of  Chapter  655  of  Acts  of  1911,  being  an  act 
for  the  protection  of  health  in  the  valley  of  theNeponset  River,  a  study  of 
which  revealed  that  a  heavy  financial  burden  was  imposed  upon  .Norwood 
in  making  surveys  and  plans  and  in  ascertaining  benefits  as  the  basis  of 
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assessments,  and  a  very  considerable  task  placed  on  the  Assessors  as  well  m 
carrying  out  their  duties  under  the  act.  Relief  was  obtained  through 
amendments  prepared  and  presented  by  this  department  to  the  legislature 
and  embodied  in  Chapter  265,  General  Acts  of  1916.  To  secure  this  result 
much  work  was  required  of  Chairman  Perry  and  the  Town  Counsel  and  the 
aid  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  officials  of  other  towns  interested  were 
secured,  and  an  otherwise  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  task  brought  to  a  satis¬ 
factory  conclusion.  It  is  our  belief  that  Norwood  is  thus  saved  a  direct  ex¬ 
pense  which  would  have  amounted  to  thousands  of  dollars  in  excess  of  what 
it  will  be  called  upon  to  pay  as  its  proportionate  part  of  the  expense  under 
the  amended  act.  Furthermore  the  duties  above  ref ei red  to  are  placed 
upon  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the  Assessors  relieved  accordingly. 

A  change  in  the  existing  law  relative  to  hunters’  license  fees  was  sought 
through  a  bill  prepared  for  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  Pendergast  which 
the  legislature  refused  to  approve. 


Litigation. 

The  case  of  Smith  vs.  Gillooly,  et  al.,  being  a  petition  for  a  writ  of  prohi¬ 
bition  against  the  Selectmen  to  prohibit  the  construction  of  Harding  Road 
and  the  assessment  of  betterments,  was  pending  for  decision  m  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  By  a  rescript  handed  down  on 
March  3rd,  1916,  the  petition  was  dismissed  and  .judgment  for  the  Select¬ 
men  was  entered  March  17th,  1916.  Following  this  decision  the  stieet  was 
constructed  in  accordance  writh  the  layout  and  the  action  of  the  I  own  re¬ 
garding  the  same.  .  _  „  ,  rrr,  TIT 

On  April  1st,  1916,  the  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Mr.  Gay, 
brought  suit  in  his  official  capacity  against  Anna  W.  Reisenger  to  recover 
the  amount  due  for  personal  property  taxes  assessed  in  the  years  1912,  1 J13 
and  1914,  amounting  to  $344.70.  A  trial  was  had  in  the  District  Court  of 
Northern  Norfolk  on  November  14th,  1916,  and  a  finding  made  for  the  Tovm 
for  the  full  amount  of  the  claim.  An  appeal  has  been  taken  by  the  defend¬ 
ant  and  the  case  is  now  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  for  trial. 

On  May  10th,  1916,  a  suit  brought  by  the  Finnish  Workingmen  s  Associ¬ 
ation,  Inc.,  of  Norwood,  against  the  Town  was  entered  m  the  Superior 
Court  for  Norfolk  County,  where  it  is  now  pending  for  trial.  The  plaintiff 
seeks  to  recover  the  taxes  and  interest  thereon  paid  for  the  years  1 J13,  1 J14 
and  1915,  totalling  $430.23,  on  the  ground  that  the  property  assessed  and  on 
which  the  taxes  were  levied  is  exempt  from  taxation  because  of  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  corporation  and  its  use  of  the  property.  The  Town  has  interro¬ 
gated  the  officers  of  this  corporation  and  trial  will  be  had  after  these  interi  og- 

atories  have  been  properly  answered  under  the  court  s  older.  _ 

On  June  2nd,  1916,  Martin  Miner  of  Norwood  brought  suit  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Court  to  recover  the  sum  of  $600,  awarded  him  as  land  damages  in  t  e 
relocation  of  Short  Street  by  the  Selectmen  on  October  10th,  1912  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Town  on  October  17th,  1912,  and  the  interest  which  had 
accrued  on  said  sum.  The  Town  called  upon  A  G  Hyde  and  Sons,  at 
whose  request  Short  Street  was  relocated,  to  defend  the  suit  and  save  the 
Town  harmless  from  any  judgment  obtained.  With  the  co-operation  of  Mr. 
J.  M.  Folan,  Agent  of  A.  G.  Hyde  and  Sons  in  Norwood  the  case  was  settled 
by  the  payment  by  A.  G.  Hyde  and  Sons  of  the  sum  of  $724,  and  the  Town 
was  released  equally  with  A.  G.  Hyde  and  Sons  from  all  liability  arising  from 

the  relocation  of  Short  Street.  A  , , 

On  June  5th,  1916,  Thomas  N.  Perkins  and  others,  Trustees  under  the 
will  of  the  late  George  H.  Morrill,  filed  a  petition  in  the  Superior  Court  for 
Norfolk  County  against  the  Town  to  recover  the  taxes  assessed  in  the  year 
1915  on  certain  personal  property  in  the  form  of  bonds  and  paid  that  jear 
amounting  to  about  $3200.00,  the  abatement  of  which  was  refused  by  the 
Assessors.  The  bonds  in  question  were  registered  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  761,  Acts  of  1914,  and  it  is  claimed  that  the  bonds  thus 
became  exempt  from  taxation  and  could  not  lawfully  be  taxed  m  i  orwo 
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The  right  to  recover  the  taxes  so  paid  seems  to  depend  upon  the  constitu¬ 
tionality  of  Chapter  761.  Proceedings  of  a  similar  character  were  brought 
against  the  Town  of  Westwood,  and  that  case  has  been  presented  to  the  full 
bench  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  its  decision.  A  trial  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood  case  has  been  suspended  to  await  the  decision  in  the  Westwood  case, 
which  will  probably  be  determinative  of  the  Norwood  case.  . 

The  claims  against  the  Town  by  David  F.  Scherer  and  wife  of  Walpole 
resulting  from  injuries  and  property  damage  occasioned  on  November  19th, 
1916,  by  an  alleged  defective  condition  of  the  Water  Street  bridge  were 
adjusted  without  suit  by  a  small  money  payment. 

No  other  litigation  is  pending  against  the  Town. 

Various  claims  by  the  Town  have  been  settled  mostly  without  resort  to 
suit. 

General. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  on  account  of  their  special  importance 
to  the  following  matters:  , 

The  rate  increase  by  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  through 
preparation  for  and  attendance  at  the  hearings  before  the  Public  Service 
Commission  with  particular  attention  to  the  Norwood  situation. 

The  transfer  to  the  Town  of  title  to  the  additional  town  yard  land. 

The  acquirement  by  the  Town  of  an  easement  for  a  24  inch  drain  through 
property  of  the  Norwood  Real  Estate  Trust.  _ 

Double  track  locations  by  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  in 
Washington  Street,  paving  conditions  and  new  pole  locations  and  change  of 
feed  wire  locations. 

Petition  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  for  the  right  to  oper¬ 
ate  trailer  cars  for  the  carriage  of  freight,  expressage,  etc.,  including  attend¬ 
ance  at  hearings  by  Public  Service  Commission. 

Grant  of  location  and  extension  of  location  for  tracks  in  Washington 
Street  of  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Company. 

Rental  agreement  with  Edisipn  Electric  Illuminating  Company  for  use  of 
portion  of  municipal  light  station.  . 

Site  for  new  high  school  building  and  all  attendant  questions  relative  to 
method  of  taking  land,  report  thereon  and  appropriate  action  to  meet 
changed  conditions,  and  for  additional  land  for  park  purposes;  also,  school 
building  report  and  action.  Other  matters  which  received  attention  are 
set  forth  in  detail  in  an  accompanying  supplementary  report. 

The  consideration,  co-operation  and  uniform  courtesy  so  generously  ex¬ 
tended  by  all  the  town  officials  who  had  business  with  this  department  are 
gratefully  acknowledged  and  much  appreciated.

REPORT  OF  BUILDING  INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Selectmen. 


Gentlemen: 

The  4th  annual  report  of  the  Building  Inspector  is  herewith  respectfully 
presented. 

During  1916  there  have  been  erected,  added  to,  or  moved  and  built  upon, 
116  buildings,  totalling  a  net  expenditure  for  actual  construction  of  $538,644, 
which  does  not  include  expenses  of  moving  structures  and  many  other 
incidentals. 

The  committee  which  was  appointed  to  report  upon  additional  building 
laws  covering  the  tenement  house  question  has  already  submitted  a  report 
of  progress  j  which  report  was  referred  back  to  the  committee  awaiting 
action  of  the  Special  Legislative  Committee  upon  General  Building  Laws. 
A  report  on  this  proposed  state-wide  regulation  is  expected  to  be  submitted 
during  the  coming  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Health,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1916, 
submits  the  following  as  its  annual  report: 

Deaths. 

There  have  been  in  the  past  year,  exclusive  of  still  births,  one 
hundred  twenty-seven  deaths,  of  which  amount  twelve  were  not 
residents  of  the  Town  of  Norwood.  This  brings  our  death  rate, 
per  thousand,  higher  than  any  year  for  some  period  past.

This  part  of  the  Health  Work,  during  the  past  year,  has  been 
of  great  importance,  particularly  in  the  following  diseases : 

Scarlet  Fever. 

It  will  be  noted  that  from  1905  to  1916  the  number  of  cases 
from  this  disease  has  been  comparatively  small.  The  epidemic 
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which  occurred  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  year  was  re¬ 
sponsible  for  about  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  cases  for 
the  year.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  Board  of  Health  that  the  closer 
quarantine  wThich  can  be  kept  on  all  cases  of  this  disease,  the 
better  the  general  public  and  the  immediate  family  of  the  person 
afflicted  will  be  protected.  In  all  but  few  instances  the  scarlet 
fever  cases  of  the  past  year  have  been  removed  to  the  Con¬ 
tagious  Hospital  and  while  the  expense  account  for  care  of  these 
cases  is  considerable  in  dollars  and  cents,  the  Board  feel  that 
this  method  is  justified  and  would  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
citizens  the  fact  that  during  the  entire  year,  there  have  been  no 
deaths  from  scarlet  fever,  which  fact,  it  is  felt,  is  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  proper  hospital  care  and  treatment. 

Tuberculosis. 

It  is  becoming  more  apparent  that  unrecognized  tuberculosis 
cases  have  been  in  existence  during  the  past  few  years.  W  hile 
among  the  number  of  cases  reported  there  are  three  which 
might  be  termed  non-resident  cases,  it  still  remains  a  fact  that 
the  Hospital  Clinic  at  the  Norwood  Hospital  is  bringing  to  the 
attention  of  the  Board  of  Health  cases  which  would  not  be  re¬ 
ported  until  a  considerable  later  stage  of  the  disease.  Some  of 
the  recent  cases  have  been  placed  in  subsidized  hospitals  pend¬ 
ing  admission  to  the  State  Sanatoria. 

Anterior  poliomyeltis. 

In  comparison  with  other  towns  of  like  population  and  housing 
conditions,  it  might  be  said  that  Norwood  was  fortunate  during 
the  epidemic  of  the  present  year.  Of  the  three  cases  reported 
it  is  extremely  doubtful  as  to  whether  one  case  was  correctly 
diagnosed.  Of  the  two  remaining  cases  one  was  of  a  child  resi¬ 
dent  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  wdio  had  been  in  Norwood  but 
three  weeks,  the  other  a  Norwood  resident.  All  three  cases 
have  recovered. 

Organization  for  the  Year  1916. 

The  organization  of  the  Board  for  the  period  from  January 
1st  to  April  16th  was  as  follows:  William  P.  Nickerson,  chair¬ 
man;  George  W.  Derrick,  M.  D.,  clerk  and  health  officer;  John 
A.  Shannon,  inspector  of  plumbing;  Leon  D.  Verrill,  sanitary 
officer. 
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On  May  2,  1916,  at  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  with  the 
Board  of  Health,  Joseph  J.  Hagerty,  M.  D.,  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy,  caused  by  the  death  of  George  W.  Derrick, 
M.  D. 

Reorganization  of  the  Board  was  as  follows:  William  P. 
Nickerson,  chairman;  Joseph  J.  Hagerty,  M.  D.,  health  officer; 
James  E.  Pendergast,  clerk  and  agent;  Clarence  A.  Bingham, 
general  manager,  special  agent;  John  A.  Shannon,  inspector' of 
plumbing;  Leon  D.  Verrill,  sanitary  officer. 

During  the  past  year  numerous  complaints  have  been  in¬ 
vestigated.  The  matter  of  sewer  connections,  has  in  some  parts 
of  the  town  received  particular  attention.  Sixteen  notices 
having  been  served  on  owners  of  property,  and  these  owners 
were  obliged  to  connect  their  properties  with  the  sewerage 
system.  The  board  would  recommend  to  the  town  that  the 
sewer  mains  be  extended  to  take  care  of  President  Park  and  also 
a  short  extension  on  Summit  Avenue. 

Estimates  for  the  year  1917,  which  were  estimated  with  the 
requirements  for  health  purposes  for  the  year  1917  will  be  ap¬ 
proximately  $5,000.00.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  there  are 
unpaid  at  the  close  of  the  year  approximately  $1,000.00  in  con¬ 
tagious  disease  expense  bills. 

In  closing  we  wish  to  conclude  our  report  by  calling  to  the 
attention  of  the  public  its  loss  in  the  death  of  our  late  fellow 
member  and  citizen,  Dr.  George  W.  Derrick.  His  many  acts  of 
kindness  and  courtesy  to  all,  in  both  public  and  and  private  life, 
will  be  a  lasting  remembrance  of  his  true  worth.  A  man  of 
high  moral  standing  and  a  faithful  public  servant,  his  loss  is  a 
public  one.

The  total  circulation  has  fallen  off  a  little  from  the  last  year,  due  to  the 
prevalence  of  contagious  diseases  and  infantile  paralysis.  _  We  find,  on  in¬ 
vestigation,  that  this  is  generally  true  of  the  Public  Libraries  m  Massachu¬ 
setts  The  largest  monthly  circulation  of  the  year  was  m  February,  when 
4,764  volumes  were  distributed,  being  a  daily  average  of  198.  This  is  the 
largest  monthly  average  recorded.  .  ,  , 

During  the  year  the  co-operation  between  the  library  and  the  schools  has 
been  maintained  and  the  routine  work  of  the  library  has  gone  on  most 
successfully.  Books  have  been  sent  to  the  Balch  School  every  alterna  e 
month  for  distribution,  and  the  distribution  of  books  from  the  Civic  Center 
on  Wilson  Street  is  being  resumed  with  the  new  year.  . 

In  order  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of  the  library  on  account  of  the  immense 
amount  of  work  contingent  thereto,  it  has  been  found  necessaiy  to  111s  a 
a  third  assistant.  In  order  to  go  on  pay,  an  apprentice  must,  serve  six 
months  full  library  time  without  remuneration.  The  additional  appropri¬ 
ation  granted  us  last  year  was  to  cover  the  six  months  salary  of  an  assistant 
whose  apprenticeship  terminated  July  1st  last.  As  she  did  not.  accept  the 
position,  a  new  apprentice  began  July  1st  and  goes  on  pay  this  January  1st. 
We  have  turned  back,  therefore,  into  the  town  treasury,  which  is  shown  as 
an  unexpended  balance,  the  amount  thus  unexpended  on  the  third  assis.am, 
but  this  will  be  needed  for  next  year  and  an  additional  $200.00  to  cover  the 
'  full  yearly  salary  of  this  assistant.  We  are  therefore  asking  for  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $200.00  more  than  we  had  last  year. 

The  quarterly  bulletin  has  been  regularly  issued. 

The  three  new  stacks  installed  a  few  years  ago  taking  up  all  of  our  avail¬ 
able  floor  space  will  be  filled  this  year  or  shortly  later.  The  problem  facing 
the  trustees  will  then  be  to  provide  more  book  space,  and  two  plans  will  oe 
considered  which  will  be  covered  fully  in  a  future  report.

(B)  A  Report  of  Progress  for  1916. 

Improvement  of  School  Premises.  The  Shattuck  school  has  been  con¬ 
nected  for  gas,  and  gas  lights  have  been  put  into  the  lower  corridor  and  into 
one  of  the  rooms.  This  work,  done  at  the  request  of  the  Parent-Teachers 
Association  for  the  Shattuck  school  district,  is  for  the  purpose  of  making 
the  Shattuck  school  a  centre  for  neighborhood  gatherings  for  the  welfare  o 
the  children  of  that  part  of  the  town.  Five  rooms  at  the  Winslow  school 
have  been  wired  for  electric  lights  for  evening  school  use.  At  the  New 
Balch  school  the  old  Balch  school  building  has  been  moved  back  from  the 
street,  the  space  adjoining  graded,  and  shrubbery  set  out.  I  he  Fast  school 

has  been  painted,  exterior  and  interior.  ,  , 

In  February  an  art  exhibit  at  the  new  Balch  school  was  held  under  the 
direction  of  principal  and  teachers.  This  exhibit  gave  the  parents  of  the 
Balch  district  opportunity  to  see  copies  of  many  of  the  world  s  masterpieces 
and  resulted  in  the  raising  of  funds  with  which  needed  pictures  have  been 

added  to  the  school.  ,  , ,  ,  .  ,  ,  , 

The  New  High  School.  During  the  year  the  site  for  the  new  high  school, 
directly  across  Washington  Street  from  the  Civic  Association,  has  been  ac¬ 
quired,  an  architect  selected,  and  plans  for  the  new  building,  based  upon 
recommendations  of  the  School  Committee  prepared.Theseplans  con¬ 
template  ultimately  a  building  large  enough  for  both  high  and  grammar 
schools  and  an  auditorium.  At  present,  however,  the  high  school  section 
only  will  be  built.  The  arrangement  of  the  rooms  m  the  section  first  to  be 
completed  follows :  In  the  basement  will  be  three  shops  two  rooms  for  cook¬ 
ing,  two  for  sewing,  lunch  rooms,  a  room  for  mechanical  drawing  and  a  room 
for  freehand  drawing.  On  the  first  floor  will  be  the  principal  s  office,  a  room 
for  the  distribution  of  books  and  supplies,  and  the  bookkeeping,  shorthand 
and  typewriting  rooms.  On  the  second  floor  will  be  a  recitation  room  and 
two  study  rooms,  one  of  which  may  be  used  as  a  study  room  and  library. 
On  the  third  floor  will  be  three  recitation  rooms  and  two  laboratories,  one 
for  biology  and  general  science  and  one  for  physics  and  chemistry,  i  e 
arrangement  of  the  rooms  is  such  that  related  subjects  will  be  m  their  own 
parts  of  the  building.  Thus,  manual  arts,  freehand  drawing,  mechanics! 
drawing,  sewing  and  cooking  will  be  in  the  basement  the  commercial 
branches  on  the  first  floor,  and  the  laboratories  on  the  third  floor.  The  ad¬ 
ministrative  advantages  of  such  a  plan  are  apparent.  .  ~ 

Additional  Teachers  Employed.  An  increased  membership  in  bep- 
tember  made  necessary  the  employment  of  two  additional  teachers,  one 
the  High  school  and  one  at  the  New  Balch  school.  W  e  arenow  obliged  to 
have  an  assistant  in  manual  training  one  day  a  week,  and  the  Framinghan 
Normal  School  is  sending  us  a  student  on  Thursday  and  Friday  of  each 
week  to  assist  in  the  household  arts  classes.  During  part  of  the  year  a  stu¬ 
dent  from  the  Massachusetts  Normal  Art  School  has  assisted  m  the  draw- 

physical  Training.  In  May  a  festival  was  held  at  which  was  given  an 
excellent  demonstration  of  the  work  in  physical  training  if  the  schools^ 
Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Civic  Association  a  baseball  league  was 
organized  in  the  spring  among  the  boys  in  the  upper  grades  and  soccer  foot¬ 
ball  was  introduced  in  the  fall  at  the  Shattuck  and  N  ew  Balch  schools.  ^ 
st  ruct  ion  in  swimming  has  been  added  to  the  work  of  the  High  sc  - ' 

gymnasium  class  at  the  Civic  Association.  .  ,  ,  f  vp  broke 

Health  Department.  In  March  a  serious  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  broke 
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out  in  the  Balch  district.  The  School  Department  employed  an  extra 
nurse  and  extra  physicians  to  examine  the  pupils  and  to  help  in  preventing 
the  spread  of  the  disease.  In  September  two  school  nurses  were  regularly 
employed.  Again,  nurses  and  physicians  were  kept  busy  watching  for  pos¬ 
sible  cases  of  infantile  paralysis.  The  School  Department  now  plans  to 
establish  a  health  department  in  the  schools,  to  include  a  school  physician, 
an  assistant  school  physician,  and  two  nurses.  By  the  creation  of  such  a 
department  the  medical  inspection  work  of  the  schools  can  be  put  on  a 
more  efficient  basis  and  the  health  of  the  community  better  safeguarded. 

A  demonstration  given  in  June  of  the  work  accomplished  in  the  High 
school  girls’  class  in  home  nursing  showed  evidence  of  efficient  training  for 
those  home  duties  that  have  to  do  with  the  care  and  protection  of  the  ill  and 
the  injured.  This  work  was  under  the  direction  of  the  school  nurse,  as  was 
a  similar  class  in  the  evening  school. 

Vacation  School.  Beginning  with  Monday,  July  10,  and  closing  with 
Friday,  August  18,  1916,  a  period  of  six  weeks,  a  vacation  school  was  held 
at  the  Guild  school.  The  school  was  in  session  five  mornings  each  week, 
from  half  past  eight  until  half  past  eleven  o’clock.  Attendance  was  limited 
to  pupils  above  the  fourth  grade.  It  was  originally  planned  to  open  two 
rooms  and  employ  two  teachers.  The  demand  for  the  privilege  of  attend¬ 
ing  became  so  great,  however,  that  it  was  necessary  to  open  four  rooms  and 
secure  four  teachers. 

117  pupils  were  registered.  The  membership  at  the  close  was  89,  an  ex¬ 
cellent  record  when  it  is  considered  that  attendance  was  voluntary.  Of 
these  89  pupils,  42  attended  all  thirty  sessions,  42  gained  a  year  either  by 
overcoming  loss  of  time  due  to  non-promotion,  or  by  skipping  a  grade;  42 
did  not  gain  a  year,  but  were  better  fitted  for  the  work  of  the  next  grade;  five 
who  did  not  receive  their  grammar  school  diplomas  in  June  were  subse¬ 
quently  awarded  them  and  are  now  maintaining  good  standing  in  the  High 
school.  It  was  noteworthy  that  the  per  cent,  of  attendance  was  about  the 
same  as  is  that  for  the  regular  school  year. 

The  experience  gained  during  the  summer  of  1916  justifies  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  vacation  school  as  a  part  of  the  school  system .  No  pupil  ought  to 
be  compelled  to  attend  a  vacation  school,  but  pupils  who  are  physically  fit 
to  stand  the  strain  of  additional  work  during  the  summer  and  who  need 
assistance  in  their  studies  ought  to  have  the  opportunity  a  vacation  school 

affords.  _ 

Evening  School.  The  attendance  at  the  evening  school  has  been  lighter 
than  in  previous  years.  The  economic  value  of  an  evening  school  course 
is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  a  number  of  our  students  have  secured  better 
positions  as  a  direct  result  of  this  means  of  education.  The  following  let¬ 
ter  received  from  one  of  the  largest  manufacturing  businesses  in  this  vicinity 
indicates  that  the  work  carried  on  in  the  evening  schoo  is  of  value  to  both 
employee  and  employer. 

"We  were  in  very  urgent  need  of  a  girl  to  work  around  the  office  to-day, 
and  by  good  luck  and  in  a  roundabout  way  we  heard  that  a  young  girl  who 
has  been  working  for  us  for  some  time  in  another  department  was  taking  up 
typewriting  and  business  in  the  Norwood  evening  school.  This  was  the 
first  knowledge  that  we  had  of  this  fact,  and  upon  talking  with  her  we  find 
that  she  has  had  quite  a  little  training. 

"In  all  probability  there  are  other  girls  and  young  men  who  are  studying 
in  the  night  school,  who  are  training  for  better  positions  and  whom  we  know 
nothing  about.  Will  you  give  us  a  list  of  these  people  who  work  for  us,  so 
that  we  can  keep  track  of  them  and  perhaps  give  them  work  along  the  lines 
they  are  taking  up,  or  at  least  keep  them  in  mind  for  work  that  they  are 
taking,  and  therefore  not  lose  them?” 

Twelve  pupils,  members  of  the  class  in  citizenship,  took  out  their  first  natu¬ 
ralization  papers  in  March.  By  vote  of  the  School  Committee  it  is  now 
possible  for  an  evening  school  student  to  secure  a  grammar  school  diploma. 
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During  the  fall  a  class  in  cooking  was  organized.  In  November  residents 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Winslow  school  petitioned  that  an  evening  school  be 
opened  in  the  Winslow  school.  This  petition  was  granted  and  four  rooms 
at  the  Winslow  school  were  opened  on  Monday  evening,  November  13. 

School  Savings.  The  following  gratifying  results  have  been  secured  in 


the  school  savings  department.

An  Eight  Grade  System.  Beginning  with  September  the  Norwood  ele¬ 
mentary  school  system  will  be  changed  from  a  nine  grade  system  to  an  eight 
grade  system.  This  change  does  not  mean  that  all  pupils  will  be  able  to 
complete  the  elementary  course  in  eight  years  any  more  than  heretofore 
all  pupils  have  been  able  to  complete  the  elementary  course  in  nine  years. 
It  does  mean  that  all  pupils  Will  have  the  opportunity  to  complete  the  el¬ 
ementary  course  in  eight  years.  Pupils  unable  to  do  high  school  work  after 
eight  years  of  preparation  in  the  grades  will  be  given  an  additional  year  of 
special  work  for  such  preparation.  This  change  from  a  nine  grade  system 
to  an  eight  grade  system  is  in  accord  with  the  best  educational  practice  of 
the  country.  Certainly  there  can  be  no  advantage  in  longer  requiring  the 
pupils  of  our  schools  to  spend  nine  years  in  accomplishing  what  the  pupils 
in  other  school  systems  are  doing  in  eight. 

Increase  in  Maximum  Salaries  of  Teachers.  By  vote  of  the  School 
Committee  the  maximum  salary  for  grade  teachers  has  beep  increased  from 
$700  to  $800  and  of  high  school  teachers  from  $850  to  $950.  These  changes 
in  the  salary  schedule  are  necessary  if  Norwood  schools  are  to  maintain  a 
standard  of  efficiency  equal  to  that  of  other  school  systems  where  salaries 
either  have  been  increased  or  are  about  to  be  increased  to  a  figure  higher 
than  that  heretofore  paid  in  Norwood.  _  ... 

Salaries  in  other  towns  have  advanced  or  are  advancing,  while  salaries  in 
Norwood  have  remained  stationary.  The  cost  of  living  has  increased,  but 
the  salaries  of  the  teachers  of  Norwood  are  about  what  they  were  five 
years  ago.  The  Committee  is  recommending  an  increase  in  the  school 
appropriation  this  year  so  that  Norwood  teachers  may  be  paid  more  nearly 
what  teachers  in  other  communities  are  receiving. 

In  Acknowledgment.  Acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  continued  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Civic  Association:  co-operation  that  has  enabled  us  to 
broaden  our  work  in  physical  training  and  that  has  been  of  great  help  to  us 
in  looking  after  the  physical  well-being  of  the  children  in  our  schools,  co¬ 
operation,  further,  without  which  it  would  have  been  difficult  ,  if  not  impos¬ 
sible,  for  us  to  have  continued  our  work  in  household  arts;  to  the  Parent- 
Teachers’  Association  for  their  earnest  efforts  to  bring  closer  together  par¬ 
ents  and  schools,  for  the  very  great  amount  of  hard  work  done  in  connection 
with  the  May  Festival,  and  especially  for  the  efforts  now  making  to  equip 
the  Shattuck  school  grounds  with  play  apparatus ;  to  the  Grange  for  offer¬ 
ing  prizes  and  otherwise  encouraging  children  to  raise  flowers  and  vege¬ 
tables  and  to  care  for  home  gardens;  to  the  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  for  their 
continued  interest  in  supplying  the  schoolrooms  with  silk  flags;  to  the  teach¬ 
ers  for  their  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation;  and  to  Mr.  H.  M.  Plimpton  tor 
prizes  for  excellence  in  drawing  awarded  as  follows:

(C)  A  Discussion  of  Specific  Matters  that  have  to  do  with  the  Improve¬ 
ment  of  the  Schools. 

Parents:  the  schools  need  your  co-operation.  Too  many  children  are 
absent  for  trivial  reasons.  A  pupil  should  not  be  kept  at-home  to  take  care 
of  a  younger  child,  to  do  errands,  or  for  an  ailment  not  serious  enough  to 
confine  him  to  the  house  nor  of  a  nature  to  justify  his  absence  from  school 
Too  many  children  are  tardy.  Too  many  boys  are  smoking  cigarettes  If 
any  of  these  remarks  apply  to  your  child,  will  you  not  help  th.cschoolsto 
help  your  child?  If  in  doubt  as  to  what  to  do,  please  confer  with  the  prm- 

piml  of  the  school  your  child  attends.  . 

Additional  Accommodations  Soon  to  be  Needed  for  the  Grades.  Accept- 
ed  standards  of  educational  administration  are  to  the  effect  that  a  teacher 
ought  not  to  have  over  forty  pupils  and  preferably  not  over  thirty-six. 
Just  as  a  foreman  in  a  manufacturing  establishment  can  effectively  direct 
the  work  of  about  only  so  many  men,  so  a  teacher  ought  not  to  be  exPected 
to  have  charge  of  more  than  the  number  of  pupils  stated  above  At  the 
present  time  we  have  fifty-one  schoolrooms  below  the  High  school  and  m 
seventeen  of  these  rooms  the  teacher  is  asked  to  instruct  over  forty  pupils. 
This  congestion  is  greatest  in  the  Shattuck,  Guild  and  Winslow  schools, 
and  in  the  primary  grades.  At  the  Shattuck  school  five  of  the  eight  rooms 
have  over  forty  pupils  each;  and  of  the  six  first  grade  rooms  m  town  five 
have  more  than  forty  pupils.  These  figures  mean  that  m  the  course  of  a 
very  few  years,  even  with  the  present  High  school  vacated  and  utilized  for 
grade  school  purposes,  our  accommodations  for  the  grades  are  going  to  be 
wholly  inadequate.  The  plan  to  complete  the  High  school  section  of  the 
new  building  makes  provision  for  the  immediate  future  only.  The  grade 
school  section  must  soon  be  added.

In  March  there  was  a  threatened  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  and  in  April 
and  May,  diphtheria.  In  September  infantile  paralysis  was  prevalent  in 
surrounding  towns  and  cities.  During  these  times  special  precautions  were 
taken  in  all  the  schools.  Pupils  were  subjected  to  very  frequent  inspections 
by  the  doctors  and  nurses,  and  any  child  having  even  slight  symptoms  was 
excluded  for  a  few  days.  In  this  way  others  were  protected  from  possible 
infection.

RECORD  OF  TOWN  MEETINGS. 


ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING. 

Monday,  January  15,  1917,  and  adjournment  to  March  7,  1917. 

On  a  Warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  under  date  of  January  3, 
A.  D.  1917,  and  signed  by  Frank  G.  Allen,  John  E.  Folan,  Patrick  J.  Lydon 
and  Oliver  J.  Barr,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service  of  which 
warrant  was  duly  attested  by  Harry  W.  Swift,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  relating  to  elections 
and  Town  Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to 
order  by  the  Moderator,  Clifford  B.  Sanborn,  the  articles  contained  in  this 
warrant  and  the  action  thereunder  being  as  follows ; 

Article  1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers.  The  following  are 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot;  namely,  Two  Selectmen  for  three  years,  who  shall 
be  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  Surveyors  of  Highways;  one  Town  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year;  one  Finance  Commissioner  for  three 
years;  one  Moderator  for  one  year;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for 
three  years;  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years;  two 
trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  three  years;  six  constables  for 
one  year;  and  also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  following  question;

Acceptance  of  the  following  Articles  of  Amendment  submitted  by  the 
Constitutional  Convention: 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  1.  The  General  Court  shall  have  power  to 
provide  by  law  for  voting  by  qualified  voters  of  the  Commonwealth  who,  at 
the  time  of  an  election,  are  absent  from  the  city  or  town  of  which  they  are 
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inhabitants  in  the  choice  of  any  officer  to  be  elected  or  upon  any  question 
submitted  at  such  election. 

Article  of  Amendment  No.  2.  Article  XVIII.  Section  1.  No  law  shall 
be  passed  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  of  religion. 

Section  2.  All  moneys  raised  by  taxation  in  the  towns  and  cities  for  the 
support  of  public  schools,  and  all  moneys  which  may  be  appropriated  by  the 
commonwealth  for  the  support  of  common  schools  shall  be  applied  to,  and 
expended  in,  no  other  schools  than  those  which  are  conducted  according  to 
law,  under  the  order  and  superintendence  of  the  authorities  of  the  town  or 
city  in  which  the  money  is  expended;  and  no  grant,  appropriation  or  use  of 
public  money  or  property  or  loan  of  public  credit  shall  be  made  or  authorized 
by  the  commonwealth  or  any  political  division  thereof  for  the  purpose  of 
founding,  maintaining  or  aiding  any  school  or  institution  of  learning, 
whether  under  public  control  or  otherwise,  wherein  any  denominational 
doctrine  is  inculcated,  or  any  other  school,  or  any  college,  infirmary,  hos¬ 
pital,  institution  or  educational,  charitable  or  religious  undertaking  which 
is  not  publicly  owned  and  under  the  exclusive  control,  order  and  super¬ 
intendence  of  public  officers  or  public  agents  authorized  by  the  common¬ 
wealth  or  federal  authority  or  both,  except  that  appropriations  may  be  made 
for  the  maintenance  and  support  of  the  Soldiers’  Home  in  Massachusetts 
and  for  free  public  libraries  in  any  city  or  town,  and  to  carry  out  legal  obliga¬ 
tions,  if  any,  already  entered  into ;  and  no  such  grant,  appropriation  or  use 
of  public  money  or  property  or  loan  of  public  credit  shall  be  made  or  au¬ 
thorized  for  the  purpose  of  founding,  maintaining  or  aiding  any  church, 
religious  denomination  or  society. 

Section  3.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
commonwealth,  or  any  political  division  thereof,  from  paying  to  privately 
controlled  hospitals,  infirmaries,  or  institutions  for  the  deaf,  dumb  or  blind 
not  more  than  the  ordinary  and  reasonable  compensation  for  care  or  support 
actually  rendered  or  furnished  by  such  hospitals,  infirmaries  or  institution 
to  such  persons  as  may  be  in  whole  or  in  part  unable  to  support  or  care  for 
themselves. 

Section  4.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  deprive  any 
inmate  of  a  publicly  controlled  reformatory,  penal  or  charitable  institution 
of  the  opportunity  of  religious  exercises  therein  of  his  own  faith;  but  no 
inmate  of  such  institution  shall  be  compelled  to  attend  religious  services  or 
receive  religious  instruction  against  his  will,  or,  if  a  minor,  without  the 
consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian. 

Section  5.  This  amendment  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  October  first 
next  succeeding  its  ratification  and  adoption  by  the  people.

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section  13  of  Article  12 
of  the  By-laws  by  striking  out  said  section  and  substituting  therefor  the 
following,  namely: 

“  Section  13.  No  person  shall  stand  or  remain  on  any  public  way  or 
sidewalk  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  travelers 
thereon,  nor  loiter  thereon  after  being  directed  by  a  police  officer  to  move 
on.” 

Voted;  to  accept  amendment. 
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Article  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Article  12  of  the  By-laws 
by  adding  thereto  the  following  section: 

“  Section  25.  No  person  or  persons  shall  play  or  perform  on  any  musical 
instrument  or  sing,  parade,  march  or  congregate  in  a  public  way  or  public 
place  except  in  connection  with  a  funeral  or  parade  of  the  Grand  Army  of 
the  Republic  without  the  written  permit  of  the  Selectmen,  or  other  town 
official  designated  by  them.” 

Voted:  to  accept  amendment. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  make  the  following  By-law, 
namely: 

“  A  Board  consisting  of  five  members  is  hereby  created  and  established 
to  be  known  as  the  Planning  Board.  At  the  annual  town  meeting  to  be  held 
in  January,  1918,  there  shall  be  elected  one  member  of  such  Board  to  serve 
for  one  year;  two  members  to  serve  for  two  years  and  two  members  to  serve 
for  three  years,  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting 
in  each  year  one  or  two  members  of  such  Board  for  the  term  of  three  years 
as  the  term  of  office  of  one  or  two  members  expires.  The  members  of  such 
Board  shall  serve  without  pay.” 

Voted:  to  accept. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  School  Committee 
to  establish  and  maintain,  subject  to  Chapter  471  of  the  Acts  of  1911  and 
the  acts  in  amendment  thereof  and  in  addition  thereto,  a  vocational  agri¬ 
cultural  department  (day  or  evening)  in  connection  with  the  Norwood 
High  School,  and  to  expend  a  sum  not  exceeding  $400  for  said  department 
during  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31st,  19 17,  and  to  appropriate 
money  for  said  purpose  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  the  sum  of  $400. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  by  right  of  eminent  do¬ 
main  in  fee  for  municipal  light  department  purposes  a  certain  parcel  or 
tract  of  land  containing  about  4640  square  feet  and  situated  westerly  of  and 
adjoining  the  parcel  of  land  on  Market  Street  now  owned  and  in  use  by 
said  department  and  being  land  now  or  formerly  owned  by  the  heirs  or 
devisees  of  Charles  W.  Turner  or  others,  and  raise  or  borrow  and  appro¬ 
priate  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the 
matter. 

Voted:  to  so  do  and  appropriate  by  borrowing  for  one  year  $958.00  for 
said  purpose. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  sums  of  money  for 
the  following  purposes  or  any  of  them,  the  same  to  be  in  addition  to  sums 
heretofore  appropriated  for  said  purposes,  or  take  any  other  action  in  these 
matters:  (a)  Maintenance  and  repairs  of  highways,  culverts,  bridges, 
highway  equipment,  paving  gutters,  building  sidewalks,  setting  edge- 
stones,  removal  of  snow  and  ice,  sanding  sidewalks,  street  signs  and 
guideboards  and  operation  of  stone  crusher  plant,  (b)  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  (c)  Fire  Department,  (d)  Assessors,  (e)  Institutional  and  Outside 
Relief. 

Voted,  the  following  sums:  $4600  for  maintenance  and  repairs  of  highways 
and  operation  of  stone  crusher  plant;  $900  for  Police  Department;  $1000  for 
Fire  Department;  $430  for  Assessors;  $700  for  Institutional  and  Outside 
Relief. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  article  12  of  the  By¬ 
laws  by  adding  thereto  the  following  section : 

“  Section  26.  The  owner  of  any  real  estate  abutting  on  Washington 
Street  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Guild  Street  and  on  Guild  Street 
between  Washington  Street  and  Central  Street  or  his  agent  having  charge 
of  such  real  estate  shall  cause  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  same  to  be  cleared 
of  snow  within  six  hours  of  daylight  after  any  snow  has  ceased  to  fall.  If 
the  snow  cannot  be  wholly  cleared  therefrom  such  owner  or  agent  shall

cause  it  to  be  removed  to  such  extent  as  will  leave  the  sidewalk  safe  for 
travel.  If  the  snow  is  not  removed  as  above  provided  it  shall  be  removed 
at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  agent  by  the  Selectmen.  Any  such  owner 
or  agent  violating  the  provisions  of  this  By-law  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  ten  dollars  for  each  violation  thereof.” 

Voted:  to  amend  Article  12  by  adding  Section  26. 

Voted:  that  this  meeting  be  dissolved.

I  herewith  submit  the  foregoing  as  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Report  of  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the 
records  of  Town  Meetings,  together  with  Vital  Statistics  reported  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1917. 

Treasurer  and  Collector.  The  accounts  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined  and  agree  with  the  Account¬ 
ant’s  books  and  records  as  shown.  All  statements  of  uncollected  accounts 
have  been  verified  as  to  detail  items.  I  find  that  the  cash  on  hand  De¬ 
cember  31,  1917,  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  and  Collector  equals 
the  account  as  shown  in  the  Accountant’s  statement,  cash  balance  De¬ 
cember  31st  in  the  sum  of  $36,879.01.  The  investments  and  transactions 
of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  been  examined 
and  I  find  the  securities  on  hand  and  that  the  amount  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
December  31,  1917,  is  $6,837.63 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  I  have  examined 
each  month  the  accounts  of  sales  and  collections,  and  find  that  Fred  S. 
Barton  as  Manager  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  collections 
shown  in  the  sales  account  of  the  Department. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  I  have  examined  the  collections 
of  Harry  W.  King,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  find  that  the  col¬ 
lections  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1917,  totaled  $129.22,  of  which 
amount  $123.36  was  paid  to  Harold  W.  Gay,  Treasurer  and  Collector, 
and  the  sum  of  $5.86  was  represented  by  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Sealer 
of  Weights  and  Measures  as  of  December  31,  1917.

GENTLEMEN:  ,  ,  . 

The  general  form  of  this  report  will  be  somewhat  changed  irom  that 
of  the  past  two  years.  First  will  be  presented  a  series  of  charts,  drawn  to 
scale,  which  delineate  year  by  year  the  growth,  increases,  and  financial 
success  of  the  various  public  service  departments  of  Norwood  for  a  period 
of  ten  years.  These  charts  are  self-reading  and  can  be  understood  at  a 
glance,  but  the  index  and  explanatory  preface  will  be  of  further  assistance. 

Following  the  charts  will  be  the  individual  reports  from  the  various 
superintendents  and  chiefs,  and  the  report  will  close  with  the  Manager  s 
comments  on  the  work  of  the  year  past  and  our  preparation  for  the  year 
ahead.  Tables  of  cost  data  are  to  be  found,  but  the  detailed  appropriations 
and  expenditures  are  so  thoroughly  given  in  the  Accountant’s  report  that 
they  will  not  be  repeated  herein. 

As  will  be  noted,  the  printing  of  the  Annual  Report  was  reduced  S$5UU, 
by  eliminating  unnecessary  details  and  lengthy  discourses  on  unimportant 
matters,  as  well  as  by  a  general  rearrangement  of  the  subject  matter. 
We  believe  it  has  proven  all  that  was  contended  for  when  the  suggestion 
was  made,  and  although  some  slight  objections  were  heard  at  first  because 
we  discontinued  the  time-honored  house  to  house  distribution,  yet  we 
feel  that  everyone  is  willing  to  assist  in  this  conservation  by  calling  for 
a  report  or  mailing  a  request  if  unable  to  call.

EXPLANATORY  REMARKS  ON  CHARTS. 

CHART  No.  1  —  Speaks  its  own  story.  It  shows  no  rapid  increase  in 
permanent  work  until  the  new  form  of  government 
began  on  December  31,  1914.  It  also  shows  that  while 
the  expenditures  naturally  rose  during  the  installation 
of  this  permanent  work,  they  have  now  come  back  to 
normal,  and  for  1918  will  be  practically  the  same  as  for 
1914. 

CHART  No.  2  —  Shows  normal  growth,  and  when  compared  with  the 
chart  on  Sewer  Data  it  will  be  noted  that  increases  in 
Sewer  and  Water  services  are  on  the  same  percen¬ 
tage. 

CHART  No.  3  —  While  the  Expense  line  is  plotted  above  the  Income 
line,  it  is  only  for  available  space  on  the  chart,  and  not 
because  the  Expenses  are  higher  than  Income,  for  by 
noting  the  scales  on  the  left,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
former  are  less  than  half  of  the  latter.  This  chart  shows 
the  Debt  increase  for  Improvements  in  1911  and  its 
rapid  decrease  from  profits  since  that  time. 

CHART  No.  4  —  The  only  unusual  points  on  this  chart  are  the  rise  of 
debt  in  1913  and  its  subsequent  fall,  and  the  rise  in 
maintenance  estimated  for  next  year  on  account  of  a 
large  amount  of  renewal  necessary  on  the  filter  beds. 
The  drop  in  Maintenance  Cost  is  explained  the  same  as 
in  the  Water  Dept.,  by  the  combination  of  depart¬ 
ments,  the  overhead  has  been  reduced  for  each. 

CHART  No.  5  —  The  increase  in  H.P.  Motors  and  Kilowatts  bought  for 
the  ensuing  year  is  estimated  in  proportion  to  the  manu¬ 
factories  now  applying  to  Light  Department  for  in¬ 
dustrial  power. 

CHART  No.  6  —  The  Rise  of  Income  and  the  Decrease  of  Debt  is  most 
striking  on  this  chart.  The  increase  of  Investment 
during  the  past  couple  of  years  is  due  to  the  new  under¬ 
ground  and  lighting  system  and  the  new  buildings  and 
lands. 
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CHART  No.  7  —  Decrease  in  Net  Valuation  due  to  new  State  Laws  on 
assessing  and  tax  rate  likewise  affected.  Population 
shows  large  but  steady  increase.

My  dear  Sir: 

Your  letter  of  recent  date  requesting  a  brief  report  of  work  done  by 
Sewer,  Water  and  Highway  Departments  the  past  year,  also  recommenda¬ 
tions  for  the  year  of  1918,  at  hand.  In  reply  I  respectfully  submit  the 
following: 


SEWER  DEPARTMENT. 


The  work  of  maintaining  the  sewer  system  was  attended  to  in  the 
usual  manner.  All  pipe  lines  were  thoroughly  cleaned,  with  the  result 
that  there  were  no  stoppages  or  trouble  during  the  year. 

The  two  motors  and  pumps  at  Pumping  Station  were  given  close  atten¬ 
tion,  in  consequence  of  which  no  trouble  was  experienced.  The  racks  in 
suction  chamber  were  cleaned  whenever  necessary. 

At  the  Disposal  Works,  all  the  travellers  and  gates  were  painted  with 
a  waterproof  paint.  The  sludge  dosing  tank  and  sludge  bed  were  cleaned 
four  times,  and  the  eight  filter  beds  once. 

To  take  care  of  Norwood  sewage  the  present  year,  I  would  recommend 
that  two  of  the  six  original  beds  be  regraveled  and  that  the  two  beds 
partially  constructed  in  1914  be  completed. 


Construction. 

Extension  of  the  sewer  was  made  on  the  following  streets:  Walpole, 
Nichols,  Florence  Avenue,  and  Prospect  Street.  The  number  of  feet 
and  cost  of  same  can  be  found  in  report  of  Manager. 


Particular  Sewers. 

Sixty-eight  house  connections  were  made  during  the  year  at  an  average 
cost  of  8.73  per  foot,  making  the  total  connections  998. 

Water  Department. 

There  was  added  to  the  system  during  1917,  34  new  services,  6  gates,  2 
hydrants,  and  2355  feet  of  street  main  pipe ;  pipe  being  laid  in  the  following 
streets: 

Grant  Ave.  150  Ft.  of  6"  Pipe  Lenox  Ave.  325  Ft.  of  6"  Pipe 

Rock  Street  1150  Ft.  of  6"  Pipe  Pleasant  St.  540  Ft.  of  8"  Pipe 
Berwick  Road  190  Ft.  of  6"  Pipe 
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Pipe  lines  were  blown-off  whenever  necessary.  Hydrants  were  regu¬ 
larly  inspected  and  immediately  repaired  when  needed. 

At  the  Westwood  Pumping  Station,  the  pumps  and  buildings  were  kept 
in  good  condition  at  all  times.  The  floor  of  collecting  well  was  recoated 
with  cement  and  357  yards  of  gravel  added  to  filter  bed.  This  plant  was 
used  only  when  sufficient  water  could  not  be  obtained  from  Ellis. 

More  water  was  pumped  from  the  Ellis  Plant  the  past  year  than  ev®r 
before;  the  method  of  cleaning  tubular  wells  with  steam,  and  the  ad¬ 
ditional  success  of  new  open  well  giving  a  larger  quantity  of  water  than 
was  estimated  could  be  obtained  from  this  source.  The  building  and 
pumps  are  in  good  condition. 

The  work  shop  and  meter  department  are  now  permanently  quar¬ 
tered  in  a  remodelled  building  located  in  the  Public  Works  5  ard ,  where 
every  facility  is  afforded  to  properly  maintain  the  works. 


HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT. 

Early  in  the  Spring,  road  work  was  started  with  the  road  scraper  and 
drag,  shaping  and  surfacing  roads  in  out-lying  districts;  then  a  general 
clean-up  through  the  town  with  horse-drawn  broom  followed  by  extensive 
patching  and  the  application  of  28,000  gallons  of  road  oil,  many  streets 
receiving  their  first  coat  with  very  good  results. 

Construction  work  was  started  in  May  and  carried  on  until  early  Winter, 
the  following  streets  being  rebuilt:  Wilson  Street,  Washington  Street 
from  Concord  Avenue  to  Walpole  line;  Railroad  Avenue,  Monroe  to 
Pleasant;  Railroad  Avenue  from  Washington  to  Prospect;  Prospect 
Avenue. 

Would  recommend  the  following  streets  to  be  shaped,  patched  and 
oiled  in  addition  to  streets  done  the  past  year:  Elliot  Street,  Walnut 
Avenue  Extension,  Oak  Road,  West  Street,  Highland  Street,  Crescent 
Avenue,  Fulton  Street,  High  Street,  Lydon  Street,  Casey  and  Myrtle 

Streets.  _  . 

The  Crusher  is  in  good  condition  and  will  be  ready  for  season  s  work 
after  a  few  minor  repairs  have  been  made.  Heavy  pockets  of  loam  on 
top  of  ledge  were  removed  before  drilling  could  be  done,  making  produc¬ 
tion  more  costly. 

Many  feet  of  granolithic  sidewalk  was  laid  with  good  results. 

Considerable  work  should  be  undertaken  this  year  on.  our  drainage 
system.  Many  open  drains  should  be  piped  and  catch  basins  and  drams 
built,  particularly  in  the  following  places:  Austin,  Tremont,  Hartford 
and  Washington  Streets,  Nahatan  and  Nichols  Streets,  Oak  Road  and 
West  and  Walnut  Avenue  Extension,  and  open  drain  in  rear  of  109  Wins¬ 
low  Avenue.

My  dear  Sir: 

During  the  year  1917  about  7700  trees  were  sprayed  by  our  two  ma¬ 
chines,  working  the  double  shift  arrangement  during  the  vital  periods. 
Of  this  amount  .1270  were  on  private  assessments  and  3225  by  private  con¬ 
tract  service  on  our  prepayment  plan.  The  remaining  wTere  shade  trees 
on  public  streets.  Creosoting  was  done  on  1085  trees.  About  200  shade 
trees  were  trimmed  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.76  each;  some  surgery  work 
was  done,  and  tree  guards  placed  on  Rosemary  Street.  The  brown-tail 
moth  has  practically  disappeared.

Upon  examination  of  this  report  you  will  notice  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  arrests  in  1917  as  compared  with  the  number  in  1916  1  be¬ 

lieve  that  this  speaks  well  for  the  Town  rather  than  a  neglect  of  duty  on 
the  part  of  the  officers.  This  is  particularly  noticeable  m  the  last  three 
months  of  1917  when  only  37  arrests  were  made,  as  compared  with  81  m 
the  same  period  of  1916.  It  is  the  policy  of  this  department  to  make 
only  such  arrests  as  are  necessary.  Considermg  the  cosmopohtan  popu- 
lation  Norwood  is  a  well  behaved  Town,  there  has  been  a  decrease  m 
liquor  selling,  also  in  drunkenness,  during  the  past  few  months.  Burglar} 
is  almost  unknown  as  there  has  been  less  than  $50  worth  of  property  stolen 
in  the  business  section  of  the  Town  in  1917.  On  January  -0,  a  l'oid  a  - 
tomobile  was  installed  in  the  department,  which  has  been  of  great  use 
in  policing  the  Town.  I  would  recommend  that  this  car  be  exchanged  for 
a  new  one  this  year,  as  it  has  been  driven  about  15,000  miles  The  de¬ 
partment  is  in  need  of  a  police  signal  system  whereby  the.  officers  may 
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get  in  touch  with  the  station  without  the  use  of  the  public  telephone, 
and  1  hope  that  a  system  of  this  kind  may  be  installed  in  the  near  future. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  the  officials  of  the  Northern  Norfolk 
District  Court,  for  every  consideration  given  during  the  past  year.  In 
closing  1  would  also  thank  the  members  of  the  department  for  their  will¬ 
ingness  to  perform  their  duty  at  all  tunes.

While  the  past  year  has  been  a  most  successful  one  and  has  witnessed 
manv  necessary  changes  in  our  department,  yet  the  percentages  of  increases 
are  not  as  great  as  during  1916,  with  the  exception  of  current  purchased. 
This  is  of  course  due  to  the  general  unsettled  condition  of  the  times  and 
undoubtedly  will  be  more  evident  during  the  coming  year.

As  this  is  the  eleventh  year  since  the  plant  was  built,  and  as  the  only 
general  repairs  have  been  those  we  started  this  year  on  concreting  pdes 
and  renewing  crossarms,  I  would  recommend  that  a  large  amount  of  our  time 
be  used  for  this  vital  work.  A  large  number  of  new  poles  will  be  required 
where  cementing  would  not  be  advantageous.  When  making  these  re¬ 
newals  it  must  be  realized  that  an  expensive  part  is  the  changing  over  ol 
the  wires  in  such  manner  that  business  is  not  interrupted. 


Fire  Alarm  Work. 

Only  one  new  street  box  was  added  this  year,  and  only  one  is  required 
for  the  ensuing  year;  but  considerable  of  the  old  iron  wire  will  be  renewed 
as  during  the  past  two  years.  The  red  lights  placed  over  street  boxes  have 
been  a  decided  improvement;  these  work  from  the  secondaries  and  are 
therefore  not  affected  when  street  lights  are  out. 


Inspection  of  Wires. 

One  hundred  and  twelve  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  calling 
for  196  meters.  All  work  is  along  requirements  of  the  National  Board 
of  Fire  Underwriters,  and  very  few  pieces  of  work  have  had  to  be  ordered 
changed.

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MANAGER’S  REMARKS  CONCERNING  VARIOUS  DEPARTMENTS. 

HIGHWAYS. 

Our  highways  have  received  their  usual  share  of  attention  and  we  have 
now  paved  all  main  arteries  radiating  from  the  center  of  town  and  many  of 
the  secondary  streets.  The  last  to  be  done  is  Neponset  Street  leading  to 
Canton  and  the  southeastern  part  of  the  State.  Our  suggestion  in  1915  that 
the  State  and  County  aid  be  requested  for  this  work,  although  not  taken 
seriously  at  that  time,  is  now  to  be  a  reality  —  the  co-operation  of  these 
officials  having  been  secured. 

And  it  is  well  not  only  for  State  but  for  possible  national  require¬ 
ments  that  this  road  be  now  built  permanently.  We  have  completed  all 
plans  and  profiles  and  are  equipped  to  perform  this  work. 

The  matter  of  granolithic  sidewalks  has  received  the  same  attention  that 
marked  the  previous  year,  and  the  rapid  increase  in  lasting  walks  is  shown 
on  the  chart  of  highway  data,  but  there  is  much  more  to  be  done  when  the 
time  arrives. 

This  coming  year  the  streets  should  receive  a  light  seal  coat  of  tar,  be¬ 
cause  for  the  past  three  years  we  have  used  asphaltic  oils  exclusively,  and 
more  oil  will  now  tend  to  crawl  and  make  a  bumpy  street  surface.  We 
have  increased  our  usual  request  for  oiling  appropriations  so  that  the  gravel 
streets  in  the  hilly  sections  of  outside  districts  may  be  protected  from  the 
annual  washouts  heretofore  so  costly  to  repair.  The  cost  of  quarrying  and 
crushing  our  stone  increased  nearly  50%  this  year  because  of  extreme  labor 
conditions  coupled  with  the  further  extension  of  the  ledge  stripping,  which 
is  now  available  for  immediate  use. 

One  of  the  most  economical  moves  this  year  was  the  turning  over  of  the 
fire  horses  to  the  Highway  Department,  after  motorization.  Even  in 
these  winter  days  we  have  had  urgent  work  for  the  horses  every  day  suit¬ 
able  for  work.  In  fact,  as  an  example,  we  might  state  that  during  the  past 
thirty  days  only  two  days  were  unfit  for  working  them,  and  to  offset  this 
we  were  forced  to  work  these  horses  twenty  hours  overtime.  We  could 
even  use  another  team  now,  and  in  the  construction  season  many  more 
teams  could  be  utilized  and  would  save  us  laree  amounts  of  money,  as  the 
cost  of  drivers,  feed,  shoeing,  depreciation  and  repairs  on  wagons,  harness, 
etc.,  only  totals  $4.84  per  day,  while  we  are  forced  to  pay  $7.06  for  a  hired 
team  and  even  then  it  is  difficult  to  secure  them. 

Our  system  of  prepayment  ash  collection  at  cost  has  become  so  popular 
among  our  citizens  that  it  requires  four  days  a  week  for  this  work. 

SEWERS. 

The  sewers  ha\e  been  extended  in  Day  St.,  Walpole  St.,  Highland  St., 
Nichols  St.,  Florence  Ave.  and  Prospect  St.,  all  of  which  were  badly  needed. 
For  the  ensuing  year  we  would  request  an  appropriation  for  a  sewer  in 
Adams  St.,  and  the  necessary  article  to  extend  the  sewer  layout.  Plans 
are  ready  and  an  early  start  should  be  made,  at  which  time  we  can  also  ex¬ 
tend  the  sewer  to  Catalpa  Road. 

The  filter  beds  are  in  vital  need  of  removing  the  top  surface  and  adding 
new  gravel;  we  would  suggest  three  beds  for  such  treatment  this  year.  The 
pumping  station  and  siphon  house  have  been  repaired  as  well  as  the  dis¬ 
tributing  troughs  and  other  appurtenances. 

WATER. 

For  the  fir. si  time  in  years  the  Ellis  Station  has  been  used  practically  the 
entire  year.  This  was  caused  undoubtedly  bv  the  new  method  of  cleaning 
the  driven  wells  by  steam,  as  well  as  the  aid  from  the  open  well  built  the 
previous  year.  This  saves  the  use  of  coal  at  the  Westwood  plant  and  also 
balanced  the  load  of  our  Electric  Light  Plant.  As  reported  last  year,  the 
Ellis  cost  of  pumping  was  only  two-thirds  that  of  Westwood,  but  this  year, 
because  of  the  increased  coal  cost  ($6 . 50  in  1916  —  $8 . 54  in  1917  delivered) 
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the  steam  plant  cost  per  gallon  pumped  was  double  that  of  the  electric  plant  . 
The  Westwood  filter  received  a  complete  new  top  of  sand,  the  pumps  and 
station  have  been  overhauled  and  we  have  sufficient  coal  on  hand  for  any 
emergency  pumping  necessary. 

The  office  and  shop  practice  has  been  completely  revised,  especially  as 
to  readings,  billing  and  repairing  meters,  and  an  inspection  of  flat  rate  ser¬ 
vices  brought  to  light  many  additional  fixtures  for  which  revenue  had  not 
been  previously  secured.  The  total  increases  being  close  to  $500.00 

By  shutting  off  unpaid  services  we  have  collected  rates  on  all  but  ten  of 
the  current  bills,  less  than  one-half  of  1%,  and  about  a  dozen  bills  handed 
over  from  former  years.  These  are  now  in  dispute. 


CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Superintendent’s  report  covers  the  work  accomplished  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  possibly  of  the  matter  of  cord  wood.  To  aid  the  conservation  of 
coal  the  department  cut  numerous  trees  which  would  have  to  be  removed 
later  for  the  new  road  and  plots.  This  wood  was  quartered  and  sawed  and 
about  thirty  cords  sold  to  citizens  at  cost  on  the  prepayment  plan;  beside 
furnishing  considerable  for  the  various  schools.  The  construction  work 
on  the  new  layout  has  received  a  very  good  start. 


FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT. 

Tree  surgery  was  performed  on  some  of  the  large  trees  in  the  centei  of 
town  with  excellent  results  and  at  a  great  reduction  from  contract  prices. 
The  new  notices  to  owners  and  the  arrangement  of  leaving  notices  as  the 
work  was  done  assisted  the  department  as  well  as  advised  the  citizens  of  the 
work  as  performed.  The  private  contract  service  was  again  pursued  with 

excellent  results.  _ 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  addition  of  two  patrolmen  allowed  the  covering  of  sections  not  pre- 
viously  given  proper  protection,  and  the  automobile  was  of  great  aid  in 
numerous  ways;  this  machine,  as  the  Chief  reports,  has  covered  .so  much 
mileage  that  the  repair  bills  will  be  exceptionally  high  unless  it  is  traded 

for  a  new  car  immediately.  .  .  , 

The  matter  of  a  Gamewell  svstem  of  call  box  telephones  was  investigated 
thoroughly,  but  as  the  cost  will  be  rather  high  in  comparison  with  the  usual 
appropriation,  we  believe  this  not  to  be  the  proper  tune  for  installation, 
even  though  such  a  system  is  a  great  factor  in  securing  immediate  commu¬ 
nication  with  all  patrolmen.  One  patrolman  was  relieved  of  his  connection 
with  the  department  and  several  new  special  officers  were  added. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  addition  of  the  motor-driven  hook  and  ladder  truck  practically  com¬ 
pletes  our  motorization,  but  if  Hose  No.  2  is  to  be  continued,  it  should  have 
a  light  truck  given  to  it.  Twelve  hundred  feet  of  new  hose  has  just  been 
received  and  the  stations  have  been  overhauled  and  placed  m  first  class 
condition.  The  Chief’s  record  of  fires  shows  that  the  year  has  been  an 

unusually  busy  one.  „ . 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  has  completed  the  surveys  and  maps  for  the  taking  of 
all  drains  east  of  the  railroad  and  is  now  preparing  to  complete  the  work  in 


the  other  sections  of  the  town.  ,  „  ,  _roD 

A  topographical  plan  for  future  development  of  Highland  Cemetery  was 
completed,  another  Assessors’  map  was  finished  and  surveys  started  for  an 
additional  map,  beside  bringing  all  former  sectional  maps  up  to  date  and 
placing  house  numbers  and  hundred  foot  areas  on  the  same.  In  cone<  mg 
the  house  numbering  through  town,  it  was  found  that  some  streets  had  been 
numbered  on  one  side  from  the  north  end  of  the  street  and  on  the  other  si  e 
from  the  south  end.  These  have  all  been  changed  and  correct  numbers 
placed  on  the  houses  without  expense  to  the  owners. 
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Numerous  stone  bounds  were  set  at  street  intersections  and  around  public 
property,  and  a  basis  for  an  accurate  bench  mark  systerh  laid  out.  Com¬ 
plete  maps  showing  separately,  street  paving,  sidewalks,  sewers,  water 
lines," electric  wires  and  underground  drains,  etc.,  have  been  completed. 

Planning  charts  hav^  been  completed  with  estimates  of  cost  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  Square,  Winter  St.,  and  other  layouts.  Also  plans  and 
profiles  for  the  coming  season’s  sewer  and  drain  construction. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHT  DEPARTMENT. 

The  hew  building,  garage  and  storehouse  has  been  completed,  thus  more 
than  doubling  our  floor  space.  The  two  1000  Kilowatt  trahsformers  have 
been  set  and  connections  made,  thereby  eliminating  the  danger  heretofore 
present  in  our  basement.  The  remainder  of  the  apparatus  has  been  due 
for  some  time  and  upon  arrival  will  be  immediately  placed.  Our  most  care¬ 
ful  estimates  tend  to  show  a  possible  decrease  of  normal  business  of  about 
15%  which  is  equal  to  our  usual  annual  increase.  From  this  we  believe 
that  the  coming  year  will  be  about  the  same  as  the  past,  should  circum¬ 
stances  remain  as  at  present. 

Of  the  fifteen  municipal  employees  enlisting  for  national  service,  three 
were  from  the  electrical  force,  and  it  was,  therefore,  necessary  to  break  in 
new  assistants.  The  underground  system  to  the  Press  was  completed,  as 
was  also  the  new  lighting  system  in  the  business  district. 

In  the  fire  alarm  division  we  have  ordered  a  new  box  of  latest  type  for 
the  Hospital  with  connections  for  possible  future  extensions  throughout  the 
building. 

PURCHASING. 

The  benefit  of  centralized  purchasing  was  shown  this  year  more  than 
ever  before,  on  account  of  war  prices  and  embargoes.  Our  store  yard  and 
stock  rooms  are  filled  with  necessary  materials  which  have  either  advanced 
50%  to  300%  since,  or  are  now  unattainable  at  any  price.  The  aggregate 
saving  or  advanced  value  is  so  large  that  we  dare  not  state  it.  The  total 
of  requisitions  handled  on  purchases  to  date  is  over  2000,  necessitating 
about  3000  orders  and  numerous  quotations.  Trade  and  cash  discounts 
have  been  secured  whenever  possible. 

The  public  works  yard  and  siding  has  been  completed  in  all  details  and 
has  shown  the  great  need  thereof.  We  wish  more  of  our  citizens  would 
visit  and  inspect  this  vital  part  of  their  municipal  operation. 

By  placing  early  options  and  contracts  for  1918  delivery,  we  have  been 
able  to  protect  the  town  against  rising  prices  on  many  articles,  such  as  coal, 
pipe,  cement,  tools,  poles,  oats,  etc. 

In  conclusion  the  Manager  wishes  to  express  in  more  than  usual  terms  his 
appreciation  of  the  good-will  and  cooperation  shown  by  our  municipal  fam¬ 
ily  of  Selectmen,  other  Commissions  and  Boards  on  the  one  hand,  and  the 
Superintendents,  Chiefs  and  employees  on  the  other.

POSTSCRIPT:  Jan.  29,  1918. 

As  this  report  goes  to  press  an  occasion  has  arrived  which  to  the  Manager 
is  one  of  pleasure  and  regret  combined.  The  City  of  Waltham  has  se¬ 
lected  your  Town  Manager  to  fill  a  similar  position  in  that  city.  The 
change  is  naturally  a  promotion  and  the  remuneration  in  proportion;  but 
on  the  other  hand  I  regret  that  my  most  pleasant  associations  here  must 
terminate,  just  as  we  are  entering  our  fourth  year  of  new  government. 
I  wish  to  publicly  state  that  it  has  never  been  my  privilege  to  work 
under  a  more  harmonious  and  business-like  board  than  that  which 
serves  the  citizens  of  Norwood,  and  my  earnest  hope  is  that  the  future  may 
hold  for  me  similar  treatment  to  that  received  here,  from  officials  and  citi¬ 
zens  alike  —  C.  A.  B. 
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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN. 

The  program  of  work  laid  out  for  the  year  1917  was  completed  as  planned, 
and  was  in  accord  with  the  general  policy  governing  municipal  activities 
which  was  determined  upon  when  the  new  form  of  government  was  put 
into  operation. 

As  regards  the  year  1918,  a  policy  of  retrenchment  whereever  possible 
will  be  followed,  which  under  existing  conditions  is  as  necessary  as  it  is 
desirable.  The  high  cost  of  materials  and  labor  as  well  as  the  actual  short¬ 
age  of  the  latter,  would  alone  justify  this  policy  even  if  reasons  of  patriot¬ 
ism  did  not  prompt  it.  Therefore  no  new  street  work  will  be  attempted 
except  that  actually  planned  last  year  and  which  should  be  carried  on. 
Necessary  sewer  and  water  main  extensions  will  however  have  attention. 

We  report  with  regret  the  receipt  in  January,  1918,  of  the  resignation 
of  our  general  manager,  Mr.  C.  A.  Bingham,  whose  services  in  that  ca¬ 
pacity  have  been  faithful  and  efficient.  This  resignation  has  been  ac¬ 
cepted  which  necessitates  the  selection  of  his  successor.  This  duty  is 
receiving  the  attention  which  its  importance  demands. 

A  brief  statement  of  our  activities  for  the  year  follows: 

Organization  meeting  held  on  January  15,  1917,  at  which  meeting  all 
members  were  present:  Frank  G.  Allen,  Oliver  J.  Barr,  George  K.  Bird, 
Patrick  J.  Lydon  and  John  E.  Folan.  Mr.  Allen  was  elected  chairman, 
and  Mr.  Barr  clerk,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  year  forty  meetings  were  held,  through  which  constant 
touch  was  kept  with  the  operations  of  the  various  departments,  and  at 
which  policies  were  outlined  for  advance  work. 

The  Selectmen’s  room  was  refinished  and  refurnished  and  was  turned 
over  to  the  Local  Board  No.  34  for  draft  registration  as  needed.

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REPORT  OF  FINANCE  COMMISSION. 

At  the  annual  election  held  January  15,  1917,  Mr.  Francis  J.  Folej 
was  re-elected  to  serve  on  this  Commission  for  three  years,  to  succeed 
himself,  his  first  term  having  expired.  Mr.  Foley  had  served  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Commission  during  the  year  1916  and  was  re-lected  for  the 
vear  1917,  and  Herbert  H.  Miller  as  clerk. 

Twenty-nine  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  which  was  nine  more 

than  each  of  the  two  preceding  years.  ,  ,  .  .,  . 

The  data  gathered  by  the  Commission  covering  its  work  during  the  past 
year  has  been  put  in  bound  book  form,  which  puts  the  records  in  permanent 
shape  for  all  future  reference. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  probable  expenditures  and  receipts  foi  1918, 
as  required  under  Section  18  of  the  new  Town  Charter,  has  been  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Selectmen.  .  ,  .  , 

This  Commission  feels  that  it  has  quite  a  task  before  it  m  passing  upon 
the  recommendations  of  the  various  departments  carrying  with  them 
expenditures  of  the  citizens’  money,  and  we  are  always  glad  to  receive 
suggestions,  realizing  that  we  are  but  servants  in  the  carrying  on  of  your 
work  and  whatever  our  decisions  are  they  are  made  as  a  result  of  our 
best  judgment.  We  think  it  is  the  duty  of  the  citizens  to  express  them¬ 
selves  to  this  Commission  as  to  what  action  they  think  should  be  taken 
relative  to  the  various  appropriations.  We  endeavor  to  give  notice  through 
the  medium  of  the  local  paper  of  meetings  to  be  held  by  this  Commission 
to  consider  the  various  appropriations,  and  repeat  what  we  have  said  be¬ 
fore,  that  is,  that  we  wish  more  citizens  would  avail  themselves  oi  the 
privilege  of  appearing  before  us  upon  any  matter.  When  no  notice  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  local  paper,  information  can  be  secured  by  calling  up  any  one 

of  the  members.  ^ 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Finance  Commission,  with  the  assistance  ot 
the  Town  Counsel  and  a  great  deal  of  indispensable  service  given  through 
another  citizen,  we  were  able  to  prevent  legislation  which  would  change 
the  method  of  distributing  to  the  citizens  and  towns  the  money  the  State 
collected  as  tax  on  intangible  property  last  year.  This  meant  a  vast  amount 
of  extra  work,  not  alone  by  members  of  the  Commission,  but  also  a  great 
deal  of  clerical  service  was  needed,  and  while  there  was  considerable  expense 
in  the  way  of  compiling  statistics,  typewriting,  stationery,  etc.,  the  same 
was  taken  care  of  by  interested  members  and  other  public  spirited  citi¬ 
zens  without  cost  to  the  committee.  The  success  of  this  undertaking 
made  a  saving  to  the  Town  of  a  little  over  ten  thousand  dollars  and  it  is 
also  pleasing  to  know  that  it  helped  to  raise  still  higher  with  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Legislature  its  estimate  of  the  business  methods  of  the  JNorwooc 
idea  of  Town  Government.  Averaging  the  expense  of  the  Commission 
for  the  past  three  years,  this  saving  of  ten  thousand  dollars  would  cover 
the  expense  of  the  Finance  Commission  for  seventy-five  years  to  come. 

The  past  two  years  we  have  submitted  a  statement  showmg  the  appor¬ 
tionment  of  the  tax  rate,  covering  the  appropriations  of  four  years,  which 
gave  to  you  a  clear  idea  of  how  the  money  was  spent.  Owing  to  the  tact 
that  income  taxes  were  collected  by  the  State  and  no  gross  valuations 
being  submitted  to  us,  such  comparisons  as  we  may  now  make  will  shovv 
a  slight  increase  over  what  the  results  would  be  did  we  have  the  full  values. 
However,  in  order  to  keep  the  same  method  in  force  and  show  to  you 
the  proportion  of  appropriations  to  each  department  compared  to  the  tax 
rate  we  have  continued  it,  taking  as  a  basic  the  valuations  of  Real  an 
Personal  property.  This  statement  should  be  of  interest  to  you,  tor  it 
gives  a  good  idea  of  how  money  has  been  spent,  not  only  in  detail,  d 

apportioned  by  department.  .

The  result  from  the  operations  of  the  new  tax  laws  has  been  a  matter 

of  deep  interest  to  the  tax  payer.  .  ,  ,  .  ..  ,  , 

The  Town’s  personal  property  valuation  has  been  materially  reduced, 
but  the  new  income  tax  has  contributed  about  (36 ,000  to  the  income  of 
the  Town  and  has  saved  us  from  a  probable  rate  ol  $14. /U. 

Since  1909  the  Town  has  suffered  a  loss  of  over  one  million  dollars  in 
personal  property  valuation,  and  a  continuance  of  the  old  laws  would  have 
eventually  forced  investors  to  still  further  reductions  m  their  holdmgs 

°f  While  the  accompanying  table  of  aggregates  clearly  sets  forth  the  com¬ 
parative  statistics  as  regards  valuations,  we  invite  your  attention  par¬ 
ticularly  to  the  increase  of  60%  in  the  real  estate  valuation  since  the 
vear  1909,  at  which  time  a  full  valuation  was  placed  on  this  property. 

‘  During  the  same  period  the  number  of  dwellings  increased  46  %■ 

Since  1909,  the  Town  grant  has  more  than  doubledandtheState  and 
County  taxes  have  increased  tremendously,  from  $12,600  to  $54,200. 

With  prospects  of  a  still  further  increase  m  State  expenditures,  with 
an  almost  complete  cessation  of  building  operations  and  with  no  imme¬ 
diate  prospect  of  increased  valuations,  we  cannot  look  for  immediate 
relief  from  what  already  is  a  burden  to  the  majority  of  our  property 
holders,  and  with  a  full  realization  of  this  the  Board  is  bending  every 
effort  to  equalize  the  valuations  so  that  the  burden  will  be  placed  where  it 

ngProgress°isSbeing  made  in  revaluing  the  lands  in  the  residential  districts 
where  necessary,  in  order  that  there  may  be  uniformity  m  the  footage 
rates,  and  the  results  so  far  obtained  have,  we  believe,  been  satisfactory.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL. 

Selectmen  of  Norwood,  Mass. 

Frank  G.  Allen,  Chairman. 

Dear  Sirs:  — 

I  beg  to  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Counsel  for  the  Town  cover¬ 
ing  the  year  1917,  as  follows: 

This  department  has  been  called  upon  to  advise  the  various  boards  and 
officials  of  the  Town  to  an  extent  as  considerable  as  in  past  years,  such 
advice  embracing  as  wide  a  range  of  municipal  matters  as  the  activities 
of  the  Town  developed.  Several  hundred  personal  conferences  and  a 
still  greater  number  of  telephone  conferences  were  held  with  officials  and 
other  persons  interested  in  the  matters  under  consideration.  The  usual 
large  amount  of  correspondence  was  required  in  the  conduct  of  the  de¬ 
partment. 

In  the  desire  to  make  this  report  as  brief  as  possible  and  thereby  join 
in  the  effort  to  make  the  annual  printed  report  as  concise  a  summary  of 
the  year’s  activities  as  is  consistent  with  its  purpose,  only  a  general  state¬ 
ment  of  the  more  important  subdivisions  of  the  work  of  the  department 
follows,  and  a  separate  detailed  statement  of  all  matters  handled  is  sub¬ 
mitted  for  your  files. 

Litigation. 

The  suit  of  the  Town  in  the  name  of  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes, 
Gay  vs.  Reisenger,  to  recover  unpaid  personal  property  taxes  assessed 
against  the  defendant  which  was  pending  in  the  Superior  Court  on  the 
appeal  of  the  defendant  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  was  disposed  of 
without  further  trial.  A  cash  payment  of  the  amount  claimed  and  actual 
disbursements  in  the  suit  less  certain  amounts  allowed  through  an  abate¬ 
ment  by  the  assessors  was  accepted.  The  action  taken  by  the  assessors 
followed  a  full  consideration  of  the  facts  and  was  entirely  warranted. 

The  trial  of  the  case  of  Perkins  et  al,  Trustees,  against  Norwood,  being 
a  petition  to  recover  a  substantial  sum  paid  by  the  petitioners  as  taxes 
assessed  on  personal  property  in  1915,  was  postponed  in  1916  to  await  the 
decision  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  a  similar  case  brought  against 
the  town  of  Westwood.  The  decision  in  that  case  rendered  in  1917  was 
adverse  to  the  petitioners  and  by  agreement  of  counsel  the  case  against 
Norwood  was  thereupon  dismissed  without  costs.  The  decision  referred 
to  held  the  statute  (chapter  761,  Acts  1914)  relied  upon  by  the  petitioners 
to  justify  recovery  of  the  taxes  paid  was  unconstitutional  as  was  claimed 
by  the  Town  of  Norwood  in  its  defence  of  its  suit.  The  assessment  of 
the  taxes  and  the  refusal  to  abate  by  the  assessors  was  therefore  sustained. 

The  only  other  case  pending  against  the  Town  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year  1917  was  that  of  the  Finnish  Workingmen’s  Association,  Into  of 
Norwood,  brought  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County  to  recover 
the  amounts  paid  for  taxes  assessed  in  the  years  1913,  1914,  and  1915. 
Another  action  was  brought  by  the  same  plaintiff  against  the  Town  in 
February,  1917,  to  recover  the  taxes  paid  for  the  year  1916.  These  cases 
came  on  for  trial  in  April,  1917,  and  by  agreement  of  counsel  were  referred 
by  the  presiding  judge  to  Hon.  A.  E.  Avery  of  Braintree  as  auditor,  before 
whom  hearings  have  begun  and  will  be  continued  this  year.  It  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  auditor’s  report  will  be  made  at  such  time  as  will  permit 
further  action  by  the  Superior  Court  this  year  if  the  cases  are  not  finally 
disposed  of  within  the  year.  It  has  developed  so  far  in  the  hearings  that 
no  recovery  can  be  had  for  the  taxes  paid  for  1913  and  1914,  and  the  con¬ 
test  has  narrowed  to  the  payments  for  the  subsequent  years. 
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No  other  litigation  is  now  pending  against  the  Town  except  a  single 
case  in  which  the  Town  appears  only  as  trustee. 

Certain  claims  against  the  Town  were  presented,  but  they  were  refused 

recognition.  .  ,  , 

Several  claims  by  the  Town  for  taxes  unpaid  and  for  other  indebted¬ 
ness  were  collected  without  resort  to  suits. 

State  Legislation. 

Norwood  was  vitally  interested  in  a  bill  presented  to  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Legislature  for  1917,  providing  for  a  change  in  the  new  law  under 
which  the  state  assessed  and  collected  taxes  imposed  on  income  received 
from  certain  forms  of  intangible  property  and  from  trades  and  professions 
(chapter  269,  Acts  1916).  Under  the  law  as  it  stood  provision  was  made 
for  the  payment  by  the  state  to  each  city  and  town  for  the  year  1917  of 
an  amount  which,  added  to  what  each  levied  on  personal  property  assess¬ 
able  locally  in  1917,  would  give  each  a  sum  equal  to  that  levied  on  all 
personal  property  in  1915.  There  was  a  further  provision  that  any  ex¬ 
cess  remaining  after  such  payments  should  be  distributed  among  the 
several  cities  and  towns  proportionately  according  to  the  _  state  tax  im¬ 
posed  in  1917.  It  developed  that  this  surplus  was  substantial. 

The  proposed  change  substituted  the  year  1916  for  the  year  1915,  as  the 
basis  for  determining  the  initial  amount  each  community  should  receive 
from  the  stcite 

It  was  discovered  that  if  this  bill  embodying  this  change  became  a  law 
it  meant  a  loss  to  Norwood  of  a  sum  approximating  ten  thousand  dollars 
which  otherwise  would  be  received  from  the  state.  At  the  first  hearing 
by  the  Committee  on  Taxation  Norwood  alone  appeared  in  protest.  It 
was  thereafter  sought,  but  without  success,  to  exempt  by  an  amendment 
co  the  bill  Norwood  and  other  places  which  might  be  similarly  affected. 
This  department  labored  continuously  to  protect  Norwood  from  the  in¬ 
justice  which  the  proposed  law  would  create.  It  secured  the  interest  and 
aid  of  Chairman  Foley  of  the  Finance  Commission,  who  devoted  his  time 
and  energies  unstintingly  to  protect  the  Town  and  make  the  state  keep 
faith  with  not  only  Norwood,  but  numerous  other  communities  which 
it  was  found  were  also  seriously  and  adversely  affected.  After  a  favor¬ 
able  report  on  the  bill  by  the  Committee  on  Taxation  and  a  hearing  by  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  upon  it  and  its  return  to  the  Committee 
on  Taxation  for  further  consideration,  the  bil(  was  denied  passage  and 
Norwood  suffered  no  loss  of  expected  and  deserved  revenue.  It  is  fair  to 
state  that  but  for  the  time  and  efforts  of  Mr.  Foley  this  result  would  not 
have  been  secured. 

This  report  of  the  matter  is  offered  as  indicative  of  the  important  bear¬ 
ing  which  proposed  legislation  at  the  State  House  may  have  upon  the  Town 
and  its  tax  rate.  The  uphill  contest  made  in  this  matter  and  the  success 
which  attended  the  efforts  of  those  interested  was  unique  and  remarkable 
and  speaks  well  for  the  ultimate  desire  of  legislators  to  do  what  is  right 
and  fair.  Norwood  not  only  saved  herself  from  loss  but  many  other  com¬ 
munities  which  either  came  to  her  support  later  or  took  no  part  at  all. 
This  statement  would  not  be  complete  without  reference  to  the  entirely 
proper  and  timely  interest  taken  and  assistance  given  Chairman  Foley 
and  this  department  by  Mr.  Patrick  F.  Brennan,  whose  generous  and  help¬ 
ful  suggestions  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 

By  your  direction  in  certain  instances  and  with  your  approval  in  all 
other  cases  this  department  appeared  at  many  hearings  by  various  com¬ 
mittees  of  the  legislature  on  bills  as  to  which  it  was  desirable  that  the 
Town  and  the  Selectmen  be  represented  or  recorded,  and  it  was  sought  as 
in  the  past  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  Town  with  respect  to  such 
proposed  legislation.  .... 

Some  of  the  hearings  by  the  special  recess  committee  investigating  street 
railway  conditions  were  also  attended. 
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General. 

Considerable  attention  was  given  to  the  following  matters  because  of 
their  special  importance: 

Reopening  of  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  rate  case  before 
the  Public  Service  Commission  and  hearings  on  the  increase  in  the  unit 
of  fares  by  that  Company,  also  the  hearings  by  the  Commission  on  the  new 
zone  fares  and  workingmen’s  tickets  petitions  of  the  Bay  State  Street 
Railway  Company. 

Hearing  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  on  the  petition  of  the  Nor¬ 
wood,  Canton  and  Sharon  Street  Railway  Company  to  increase  fares. 

Hearings  by  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  Massachusetts  State 
Highway  Commission  as  to  specific  repairs  on  Neponset  Street  and  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  expense  of  same. 

Proposal  to  remove  the  track  of  the  Norwood,  Canton  and  Sharon  Street 
Railway  Company  and  action  by  the  Town  relative  to  the  situation  and 
proposal. 

Taking  of  title  to  new  school  land  and  park  lot  and  change  of  location 
of  new  street  in  relation  to  land  and  Town  action  regarding  the  same. 

Talcing  title  by  purchase  of  land  for  municipal  light  department  pur¬ 
poses.  Taking  land  by  right  of  eminent  domain  for  Town  purposes  from 
those  having  title  to  so-called  Turner  land. 

Compromise  of  legacy  claim  against  Sarah  E.  Everett  estate. 

Assessors’  hearings  on  petition  for  abatement  of  taxes. 

Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  pole  locations  general  agreement. 

Drafting  of  new  by-laws  and  of  articles  for  Town  meeting  warrants  and 
motions  under  such  articles.  / 

Opinions  in  writing  were  given  on  various  matters  as  requested  to  the 
Selectmen,  General  Manager,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes,  Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Health  and  School 
Building  Committee. 

This  department  is  grateful  and  appreciative  of  the  confidence,  kind¬ 
ness  and  consideration  extended  by  all  the  Town  officials,  and  is  particu¬ 
larly  mindful  of  the  assistance  given  in  many  ways  by  Manager  Bingham 
and  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  Pendergast.

Mayo,  ., 
a  graduate  of  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College  and  a  youngmanwith 
several  years  of  practical  experience  in  the  management  of  a  large  fa  , 
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was  secured  for  this  work.  Under  his  supervision  more  than  300  children 
planted  and  cared  for  home  gardens.  Mr.  Mayo’s  work  also  included 
giving  advice  to  several  hundred  adult  gardeners.  A  conservative  esti- 
™  the  value  of  the  products  raised  under  his  direction  puts  the  figure 
at  $4,000.  furthermore,  the  advice  given  will  benefit  the  community  for 
years  to  come.  Since  the  town  is  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  state  to  the  ex¬ 
tent  of  two-thirds  of  the  salary  paid  Mr.  Mayo,  the  net  expense  to  the  town 
lor  his  services  for  four  months  will  be  less  than  $150. 

War  Activities.  _  Aside  from  ways  already  noted,  the  School  Depart¬ 
ment  has  assisted  m  various  activities  growing  out  of  the  war.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  when  public  meetings  have  had  to  be  called  on  short  notice,  the  word 
has  gone  to  the  homes  through  the  pupils.  The  schools  took  a  prominent 
pRrt  in  the  patriotic  demonstration  of  the  community  on  the  Nineteenth 
of  April.  Boys  have  been  excused  from  High  School  to  assist  in  necessary 
farm  work.  A  community  market  has  been  conducted  on  the  Everett 
School  grounds  Branches  of  the  Junior  Red  Cross  have  been  organized 
lhe  High  School  has  become  the  headquarters  of  the  Legal  Advisory  Board 

Gifts.  The  School  Department  is  indebted  to  the  Hon.  F.  O.  Winslow 
for  pictures  given  as  a  memorial  to  his  wife,  a  former  teacher  in  the  Norwood 
schools;  to  the  Parent-Teachers  Association  at  the  Shattuck  School  for 
playground  apparatus;  and  to  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  the  High  School 
for  a  fifty  dollar  liberty  bond.  As  fast  as  the  coupons  of  this  bond  are  cut 
they  are  to  be  placed  at  interest  in  the  savings  bank,  and  when  the  bond 
matures  the  amount  that  has  accrued  is  to  be  used  for  such  purpose  as  the 
School  Committee  at  that  time  shall  determine. 

Improvement  of  School  Premises.  Under  the  supervision  of  the  Town 
Manager  the  premises  at  the  Guild,  Shattuck,  Winslow,  Balch  and  West 
Schools  have  been  improved.  At  the  Guild  School  the  basements  have 
been  whitewashed  and  six  of  the  twelve  rooms  repainted  and  the  ceilings 
kalsomined.  At  the  Shattuck  School  the  playground  apparatus  already 
referred  to  has  been  added.  At  the  Winslow  School  the  playground  at 
the  rear  of  the  building  has  been  filled  in  and  levelled  off.  At  the  Balch 
School  walks  and  driveways  have  been  constructed  and  the  grounds  greatly 
improved  thereby.  At  the  West  School  the  interior  of  the  building  has 
been  painted,  ceiling  kalsomined  and  woodwork  varnished.

The  schools  of  Norwood  have  been  fortunate  during  the  year  1917  to 
have  had  no  serious  epidemics,  though  there  were  a  number  of  cases  of 
whooping  cough  during  the  fall  term.  Also  there  have  been  occasional 
cases  of  other  contagious  diseases  in  the  various  districts  during  the  year. 

A  new  system  of  recording  the  physical  examinations  as  they  are  made 
by  the  school  physicians  was  introduced  in  September,  by  the  use  of 
cards  which  will  carry  the  health  record  of  each  child  throughout  the 
eight  grades.  Defects  discovered  by  the  doctors  are  noted,  also  whether 
treatment  is  recommended  and  carried  out,  whether  the  parents  were  noti¬ 
fied  and  whether  or  not  the  defects  were  remedied.  It  is  expected  that 
these  records  will  be  valuable  for  reference  from  year  to  year,  and  that 
they  will  show  —  long  before  it  is  time  for  a  child  to  enter  High  School 
— that  all  defects  that  could  be  corrected  have  received  proper  attention. 

Our  work  has  been  the  usual  round  of  frequent  inspections  to  guard 
against  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases,  occasional  health  talks  in  the 
schoolroom,  examinations  with  the  doctors  for  the  discovery  of  physical 
defects,  and  the  follow-up  work  necessary  to  accomplish  the  correction  of 
defects.  In  the  latter  work  we  find  opportunity  to  know  the  homes  and 
the  hygienic  conditions  there,  as  well  as  to  learn  of  cases  of  need  in  the 
matter  of  warm  clothing,  fuel,  and  supplies  required  for  the  conservation 
of  the  health  of  the  children.  These  cases  are  then  reported  to  the  proper 
authority  and  relief  sent. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  people  who  have  sent  us  clothing  to  distribute, 
as  we  have  found  many  families  who  appreciate  such  help  and  find  both 
the  new  and  the  secondhand  clothing  very  useful.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Monday,  January  21,  1918,  and  adjournment  to  March  7,  1918. 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen,  under  date  of  January  7, 
1918,  and  signed  by  Frank  G.  Allen,  George  K.  Bird,  John  E.  Folan,  Pat¬ 
rick  J.  Lydon  and  OliVer  J.  Barr,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service 
of  which  warrant  was  duly  attested  by  Harry  W.  Swift,  Constable  of 
Norwood.

Committee  for  three 
years  and  one  Member  for  two  years  to  fill  vacancy;  two  Trustees  of  the 
Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  three  years  and  one  Member  for  two  years 
to  fill  vacancy;  two  Members  of  the  Planning  Board  for  three  years  and 
two  Members  for  two  years  and  one  Member  for  one  year;  six  Constables 
for  one  year;  and  also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  following 
question: 

“Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the  Town?”

V oted:  To  so  reconsider  and  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  such  building 
at  such  price  as  to  said  Selectmen  appears  fair  and  reasonable,  and  upon 
such  other  terms  as  they  may  determine.

REMARKS  OF  THE  TOWN  ACCOUNTANT 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 

Frank  G.  Allen,  Chairman. 

Dear  Sirs:  — 

I  herewith  submit  the  foregoing  as  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  r  man- 
cial  Report  of  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the 
records  of  Town  Meetings,  together  with  Vital  Statistics  reported  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1918. 

Treasurer  and  Collector.  The  accounts  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined  and  agree  with  the  Account¬ 
ant’s  books  and  records  as  shown.  All  statements  of  uncollected  accounts 
have  been  verified  as  to  detail  items.  I  find  that  the  cash  on  hand  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1918,  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  and  Collector  equals  the  ac¬ 
count  as  shown  in  the  Accountant’s  statement,  cash  balance  December 
31st  in  the  sum  of  $56,690.97.  The  investments  and  transactions  of 
Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  been  examined 
and  I  find  the  securities  on  hand  and  that  the  amount  of  the  Sinking  Fund 
December  31,  1918,  is  $3,814.81.  . 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  I  have  examined 
each  month  the  accounts  of  sales  and  collections,  and  find  that  Fred  S. 
Barton  as  Manager  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  collections 
shown  in  the  sales  account  of  the  Department. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  I  have  examined  the  collections  of 
Harry  W.'King,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  find  that  the  collec¬ 
tions  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1918,  totaled  $111.38,  of  which 
amount  $111.38  was  paid  to  Harold  W.  Gay,  Treasurer  and  Collector.

FOR  1918. 


January  1,  1919. 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Norwood,  Mass. 

Gentlemen:  .  .  _  ^  _  _  ,  , 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  1  own  By-Laws,  1  nave  the 

honor  to  transmit  herewith  the  annual  report  of  the  General  Manager  for 

the  year  1918.  ,  ,  . 

Complying  with  the  request  of  the  Federal  Government,  only  main¬ 
tenance  and  construction  work  that  was  absolutely  necessary,  was  per¬ 
mitted  during  the  year.  The  extreme  shortage  of  labor  and  the  in¬ 
creased  cost  of  all  materials  make  the  cost  of  this  work  appear  excessive, 
but  no  more  so  than  in  other  industries.  Now  that  the  restrictions  have 
been  removed,  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  delayed  public  work  can  be  at¬ 
tacked  with  renewed  energy,  in  order  to  do  our  share  in  providing  employ¬ 
ment  during  the  readjustment  oi;  transition  period  for  the  men  who  are 
being  relieved  from  military  duty  and  war  work.  _  . 

The  Government,  through  the  War  Labor  Policies  Board,  is  urging  all 
municipalities  throughout  the  country  to  appropriate  in  1919  enough 
money  to  do  all  the  work  that  would  have  been  done  had  not  war  condi¬ 
tions  prevented,  in  order  to  relieve  the  situation  and  prevent  if  possible  a 
period  of  unemployment  and  general  business  depression. 

During  the  ten  months  I  have  been  in  office,  I  have  not  found  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  disturb  the  organization  of  the  various  departments  as  I  found 
them  in  March,  and  in  general  they  will  be  continued  without  any  radi¬ 
cal  changes.  ... 

Following  you  will  find  a  brief  statement  of  the  activities  of  the  depart¬ 
ments  with  my  recommendations  and  suggestions  for  1919. 

The  charts  incorporated  in  last  year’s  report  will  be  continued  with  the 
additions  for  1918. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Joseph  E.  Conley,  Supt. 

Highways  Division 

The  only  new  street  construction  attempted  during  the  year  was  the 
resurfacing  of  Endicott  Street  with  bituminous  macadam.  This  was 
deemed  necessary  by  the  War  Department  in  order  to  facilitate  the  truck¬ 
ing  of  war  materials  from  the  Winslow  Plant.  One  half  of  the  cost  of  this 
work  was  paid  for  by  the  Winslow  Bros.  &  Smith  Co.  .  . 

The  construction  of  Neponset  Street  for  which  an  appropriation  was 
provided,  was  postponed  on  account  of  the  excessive  cost  of  materials 
and  the  shortage  of  labor.  It  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be  done  next 

summer.  .....  . 

The  bituminous  street  surfaces  were  maintained  in  the  usual  manner 
with  Tarvia,  and  Non-Asphaltic  Oil  was  used  on  the  dirt  streets  to  keep 
down  the  dust.  Usually  two  applications  are  necessary  during  the  season, 
but  owing  to  weather  conditions  only  one  was  required.  I  advocate  the 
continuance  of  this  practice  principally  as  a  health  precaution.  I  hope 
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that  funds  will  be  provided  next  year  to  surface  some  of  our  residence 
streets  as  many  of  them  are  in  very  poor  condition  and  are  extremely 
muddy  in  the  spring. 

A  liberal  appropriation  is  also  needed  for  the  construction  of  grano¬ 
lithic  and  cinder  sidewalks. 

Early  in  the  year  the  stone  crushing  plant  was  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  put  in  first  class  working  condition,  and  as  only  about  six  hundred 
tons  of  stone  was  crushed,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  make  any  extensive 
repairs  on  the  plant  this  year.  It  is  advisable  to  build  a  more  substantial 
powder  magazine  at  the  quarry.  The  one  now  being  used  is  nothing  more 
than  a  wooden  shed,  has  been  broken  into  once  or  twice  during  the  year, 
and  does  not  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  State  Laws. 

I  also  advocate  the  free  collection  of  ashes  and  rubbish.  This  will,  in 
a  large  degree,  help  to  keep  the  back  yards  and  alleys  free  from  rubbish 
and  eliminate  breeding  places  for  all  kinds  of  disease  germs.  This  service 
is  furnished  by  nearly  all  towns  the  size  of  Norwood. 

A  motor  truck  is  greatly  needed  in  this  department  for  hauling  broken 
stone  and  ashes,  as  much  time  is  consumed  in  long  hauls  when  teams  are 
used. 

Water  Division 

\ 

Six  hundred  and  sixty  feet  of  6-inch  water  main  was  laid  in  Cedar  Street 
extension  to  replace  an  old  service  that  had  become  completely  useless 
from  corrosion.  No  other  construction  work  was  undertaken. 

Owing  to  the  scarcity  of  water  in  the  wells  at  the  Ellis  plant  during  the 
summer  and  in  the  fall,  it  was  necessary  to  operate  the  Westwood  plant 
for  a  considerably  longer  period  than  usual,  which  will  account  for  the 
unfavorable  showing  made  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

It  would  seem  advisable  in  view  of  the  increasing  consumption  of  water 
to  investigate  suspected  sources  for  an  additional  supply,  as,  without  ques¬ 
tion,  it  will  be  necessary  to  secure  more  water  in  the  near  future. 

The  pumping  records  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1918,  show  that  the 
consumption  for  the  year  was  approximately  four  hundred  and  thirty-six 
million  gallons.  Only  about  fifty.percent  of  this  amount  can  be  accounted 
for.  This  condition  indicates  that  the  pumps  are  not  working  up  to  their 
rating  or  that  a  very  large  percentage  pumped  is  being  wasted.  In  either 
case,  there  is  a  large  loss  to  the  town,  and  in  order  to  be  able  to  tell  ex¬ 
actly  how  much  water  is  being  delivered,  I  recommend  the  installation 
of  meters  at  both  stations,  preferably  of  the  Venturi  type.  About  eighty 
percent  of  our  services  are  metered,  so  that  a  very  good  check  can  be  kept 
on  waste  if  it  exists. 

I  recommend  the  installation  of  at  least  one  hundred  house  meters  in 
1919.  I  also  advocate  the  adoption  of  two  rates  to  be  charged  for  water, 
one  for  domestic  purposes  and  one  for  manufacturing  purposes,  with  a 
minimum  in  each  case;  and  that  billing  of  excess  water  used  be  made 
twice  a  year  instead  of  only  once,  as  at  present. 

The  standpipe  and  hydrants  should  be  painted  this  year,  the  filter  bed 
at  Westwood  renewed,  and  repairs  will  have  to  be  made  to  the  engines  and 
boilers. 

Sewer  Division 

About  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  8-inch  sewer  was  constructed  in 
Railroad  Avenue  to  connect  with  the  sewer  constructed  in  Catalpa  Road 
to  take  care  of  the  unhealthy  condition  arising  from  the  overflowing  of 
cesspools  in  this  vicinity.  This  was  a  much  needed  improvement,  and 
I  hope  the  coming  year  sewers  can  be  constructed  in  other  sections  of  the 
town  where  similar  conditions  exist. 

The  filter  beds  were  replenished  during  the  year  and  one  additional  bed 
was  constructed.  It  will  be  necessary  this  year  to  complete  the  last  bed 
laid  out  in  order  to  properly  handle  the  amount  of  sewage  now  being  dis¬ 
charged.  It  will  also  be  necessary  to  regravel  the  sludge  bed. 
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It  will  probably  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  either  enlarge  the 
present  or  lay  an  auxiliary  sewer  under  the  Neponset  River  at  the  Morrill 
Ink  Works  to  take  care  of  the  increased  flow,  due  to  a  greater  amount  ol 
water  being  consumed  and  also  the  extension  of  sewers  and  the  increasing 
number  of  house  connections  being  made,  as  at  times  now,  during  heavy 
rainfalls,  the  sewage  backs  up  into  the  cellars  m  the  lower  parts  ot  the 

Forty-three  house  connections  were  made  with  the  sewers  during  the 


Drains  and  catch  basins  were  maintained  as  best  we  could  with  labor 
available;  the  only  new  construction  consisted  of  building  two  catch 
basins  in  Beacon  Avenue  with  an  outlet  to  Day  Street. 


CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Supt. 

The  usual  amount  of  new  ground  was  developed  at  Highland  Cemetery, 
but  has  not  kept  pace  with  the  demands  for  lots.  It  will  be  necessary  to 
do  a  larger  amount  of  this  work  in  the  future. 

The  drainage  system  was  extended  to  prevent  washing  ot  walks  and 
drives  and  to  take  care  of  the  new  section  developed. 

We  shall  need  to  extend  the  water  mains  this  year  and  should  do  con¬ 
siderable  roadwork.  , 

Forty-eight  lots  and  eighty-four  single  graves  were  sold  and  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  f6rty-eight  interments  were  made  during  the  year. 

It  is  my  hope  to  be  able  in  the  near  future  to  establish  a  town  nursery 
at  Highland  Cemetery,  which  can  easily  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Cemetery 
Department.  This  can  be  done  at  a  very  small  expense  and  the  location 
is  an  ideal  one  for  this  project,  so  that  in  a  few  years’  time  we  shall  be  able 
to  replace  dying  trees  with  new  ones  at  a  very  small  expense. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Harry  W.  Siyift,  Chief 

The  police  force  lost  two  of  its  permanent  members  during  the  year, 
and  one  new  member  was  added.  This,  however,  is  not  sufficient  to 
properly  patrol  the  town,  and  I  hope  that  we  shall  be  able  to  add  at  least 
two  new  members  to  the  force  this  year. 

A  much  needed  police  alarm  box  with  telephone  was  installed  in  the 
“flats”  section,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  install  two  additional  boxes  this 
year  at  points  where  they  are  badly  needed.  As  it  is  now,  it  is  impossible 
for  a  patrolman  to  get  assistance  from  the  Central  Station  without  using 
some  private  telephone,  which  at  times  is  decidedly  inconvenient,  es- 
pecially  when  he  has  a  prisoner  in  his  hands,  as  happened  once  last 
summer  when  one  of  the  patrolmen  was  badly  beaten  in  trying  to  put  in  a 
call  for  assistance  and  at  the  same  time  hold  on  to  his  prisoner. 

It  would  be  a  decided  advantage  if  red  signal  lights  could  be  installed 
over  these  boxes  so  that  patrolmen  on  these  beats  could  be  called  from 
the  Central  Station.  This  will  necessitate  the  extension  of  two  additional 
wires  from  the  station  to  the  boxes,  but  this  can  be  delayed  until  we  are 
in  better  condition  to  make  this  improvement. 

A  motorcycle  was  put  in  use  the  early  part  of  the  summer  to  restiain 
the  automobiles  from  speeding,  and  was  effective  in  reducing  the  number 
of  speeders -passing  through  Norwood.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


Mr.  J.  Fred  Boyden,  Chief 
Mr.  Frank  W.  Talbot,  Deputy  Chief 

We  have  been  fortunate  during  the  year  in  not  having  any  serious  fires 
in  town.  This,  I  think,  can  easily  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the 
fires  are  reached  very  quickly  with  the  new  motor  apparatus,  and  the 
fires  are  thus  prevented  from  gaining  headway  before  they  are  reached  by 
the  firemen. 

There  is  one  practice,  however,  which  I  condemn,  and  that  is  the  use 
of  the  Combination  engine  for  fighting  brush  fires.  This  is  altogether 
too  expensive  a  piece  of  apparatus  and  is  not  suitably  equipped  for  this 
purpose,  and  I  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  small  truck  properly  equipped 
for  this  service.  In  the  past  a  horse-drawn  hose  wagon  has  answered  all 
alarms  at  an  expense  of  $5.00  each  time.  This  practice  has  been  discon¬ 
tinued  and  this  piece  of  apparatus  will  answer  only  second  alarms  here¬ 
after,  as  in  no  case  last  year  was  the  hose  removed  from  the  wagon  after 
reaching  the  fire,  and  in  case  it  is  needed,  it  can  quickly  be  summoned. 
In  event  of  the  purchase  of  a  truck  for  forest  fires,  it  may  be  possible  to 
use  this  for  carrying  additional  hose  should  occasion  demand  it. 

The  total  number  of  bell  alarms  for  the  year  was  forty-three,  still  alarms 
forty-eight,  of  which  thirty-eight,  were  for  grass  or  brush,  and  twelve  were

Fire  Alarm 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  with  the  fire  alarm  system, 
due  principally  to  the  failure  of  the  whistle  at  the  Winslow  Plant,  to 
operate  properly,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  install  a  new  whistle. 
Many  of  the  alarm  boxes  in  use  in  town  are  of  old,  antiquated  type,  and 
should  be  replaced  by  more  modern  boxes.  It  is  planned  to  improve  the 
lines  and  make  tests  of  all  boxes  and  apparatus  at  regular  intervals,  as  it 
is  highly  important  that  the  system  be  maintained  in  first  class  working 
condition  at  all  times. 

Engineering 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Engineer 

Assessors’  map  No.  12  was  completed,  map  No.  2  revised,  and  the  sur¬ 
veys  for  map  No.  13  were  practically  completed  during  1918. 

A  survey  of  particular  sewers  or  house  connections  was  made  and  their 
location  plotted  on  the  sewer  plans. 

A  card  index  showing  the  location  of  and  measurements  to  water  service 
shut-offs  was  begun,  which  will  enable  Water  Department  employees  t.o 
shut  off  services  without  losing  a  lot  of  time  in  digging  up  the  street  or 
shovelling  snow  to  locate  the  boxes. 
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Tho  Engineer  was  without  an  assistant  for  a  part  of  the  year,  but  owing 
to  smallamountof  work  done  by  the  Public  Works  Department,  it  was 
not  necessary  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  survey  work  for  the  Assessors  plans.

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT  . 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

Although  the  Light  Department  accounts  show  a  substantial  increase 
in  volume  of  business  done,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  annexed  table,  the 
waJ  a  falling  off  in  the  amount  of  the  profits  for  the  year  of  approximately 
82500  as  compared  with  1917.  This  is  accounted  for  by  the  increase  in 
cost  Of  powS  pSchased  from  the  Edison  Company,  the  cost  of  our  ex¬ 
cess  demands  in  October,  November  and  December,  and  the  general  m 
creased  cost  of  operation.  Our  demands  for  power  had  exceeded  the 
maximum  provided  for  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  necessary  to  make  a 
new  contract  with  the  Edison  Company  covering  this  excess  demand. 
The  most  favorable  terms  that  could  ber  made  were  on  the  same  basis  as 
the  old  contract  plus  10  per  cent  on  account  of  vrar ^conditions  : and  a  coal 
clause  which  thus  far  has  been  about  one-half  cent  per  K.  \\.  H.  it  is 
hoped’ that  with  the  return  of  normal  conditions  the  10  per  cent  clause  will 

hp  dronned  and  the  coal  clause  reduced.  .  .  ,, 

if^U  be  noticed  that  while  there  was  only,  a  small  gain  m  the  power 
sold  for  lighting,  there  was  a  considerable  gam  in  power  used  for  manufac 
,  purposes.  This  latter  is  sold  approximately  at  cost,  so  we  were 
oWigfd  to  increase  the  price  charged  for  this  service  to  meet  the  increase 

demanded  bv  "the  Edison  Company.  a 

The  new  transforming  apparatus  being  installed  at  S r  ^ 

Company  is  practically  completed  and  will  provide  for  any  further  in 
crease  in  our  demands  for  current.  If  the  demands  increase  as  in  the  past 
few  years,  it  probably  will  be  cheaper  in  the  near  future  for  the  town  to 
acauire  the  transforming  apparatus  and  make  a  new  contract  for  high 
S  power,  which  cal  be  purchased  at  a  lower  rate  than  we  are  now 
paying;  but  the  price  asked  for  this  apparatus  (which  we  are  obliged  to 
oWn  for  this  kind  of  service)  is  so  high  that  under  present  conditions  it  is 

phenner  to  buv  as  we  are  now  doing. 

The  prospects  for  1919  are  that  we  will  add  at  least  two  power  customers 
in  addition  to  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  lighting  accounts. 

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  77,  Acts  of  1918,  we  are  obliged  here¬ 
after  to  charge  for  power  used  for  street  lighting  purposes.  1  his  will 
amount  to  approximately  $7200  annually,  and  will  have  to  be  raised  by 

t  l  Extensive  repairs  to  street  lines  and  wires,  in  the  way  of  new  P°les»  cross 
arms,  fixtures,  etc.,  are  necessary,  and  I  hope  the  amount  recommended 
for  this  purpose  will  be  appropriated.

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 
The  usual  work  of  this  department  with  the  exception  of  the  setting 
out  of  new  trees  was  accomplished  during  the  year.  No  appropriation 
being  provided  for  the  planting  of  new  trees,  none  were  set  out.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  enough  money  will  be  appropriated  in  1919  to  at 
least  provide  enough  trees  to  replace  those  that  have  died  or  been  re¬ 
moved  during  the  past  two  years.  The  condition  at  the  present  time  as 
regards  the  insect  pests  is  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago,  certainly  no 
better.  The  infestation  of  the  gypsy  moths  seems  to  be  pretty  firmly  es- 
tablished  and  until  such  work  is  done  in  the  woodlands  boi  dering  the 
streets,  not  only  in  Norwood  but  in  adjacent  towns,  it  will  be  extiemely 
difficult  to  entirely  exterminate  them. 

The  oak  leaf  roller,  a  new  pest  in  this  section,  made  its  appearance  late 
in  the  season,  and  we  anticipate  some  trouble  from  this  source  inasmuch 

as  it  is  a  difficult  pest  to  combat.  ,  .  ,  ,  , 

The  spraying  apparatus  will  be  thoroughly  overhauled  before  spring¬ 
time  so  that  the  work  can  be  started  just  as  soon  as  conditions  wan  ant. 

Under  my  remarks  concerning  the  Cemetery  Department,  I  ha\e  men¬ 
tioned  the  establishment  of  a  Town  Nursery  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
shade  trees  in  the  future  years. 


WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Harry  M.  King,  Sealer 

The  sealing  of  weights  and  measures  was  carried  on  during  the  year  in 
compliance  with  the  statutes.  Two  hundred  and  forty-nine  scales  of 
various  types,  forty-six  measures,  and  three  measuring  pumps  were  sealed, 
and  seven  hundred  and  eighteen  weights  adjusted.  Two  arrests  for  selling 
short  weight  and  two  for  peddling  without  license  were  made.  $110  was 

collected  for  sealing  and  $30  in  fines.  _  ,  ,,  , 

We  were  compelled  by  the  Commissioner  of  Weights  and  Measures  to 
purchase  a  set  of  metric  and  apothecary  scales  for  testing  purposes.  We 
are  also  advised  that  it  will  probably  be  necessary  in  the  very  near  future 
to  install  a  new  set  of  testing  scales,  as  the  ones  in  use  at  the  present  time 
are  not  accurate  and  are  out  of  date. 


BUILDING  INSPECTION  DEPARTMENT

The  inspection  of  fifty-five  buildings,  representing  the  expenditure  of 
$67,000,  was  made  during  the  year.  This  does  not  include  the  inspection 
of  the  New  High  School  Building,  which  represents  an  additional  expenditure 
ture  of  approximately  $200,000.

The  Selectmen  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year  1918  as  follows: 
At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  January  21st,  1918,  Mr.  rrank  G. 
Allen  and  Mr.  Walter  F.  Tilton  were  elected  Selectmen  without  oppo¬ 
sition,  Mr.  Allen  being  reelected  and  Mr.  Tilton  succeeding  Mr.  George 
K.  Bird,  whose  term  of  office  then  expired. 

Mr.  Bird  rendered  faithful  and  valued  service  to  the  town  which  we  take 

this  opportunity  to  record.  .  .  ,  ,  , , 

Following  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Selectmen  organized  by  the 
reelection  of  Mr.  Allen  as  Chairman  and  Air.  Ban  as  Cleik. 

Forty-four  regular  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  at  which  the 
routine,  as  well  as  special,  business  arising  m  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Town  was  transacted.  Various  hearings  were  held  throughout  the 
year  as  occasion  required.  In  the  report  submitted  last  year  announce¬ 
ment  was  made  of  the  resignation  of  Air.  G.  A.  Bingham  of  his  office  as 
General  Manager  and  of  its  acceptance  by  the  Selectmen.  As  his  succes¬ 
sor,  Air.

Mr.  Aaron  L.  Goodwin  was  re¬ 
appointed  as  assessor  of  taxes  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  April  st, 
1918.

P°The  °existence  of  war  conditions  during  substantially  all  of  the  year 
necessarily  limited  all  work  in  the  departments  under  our  supervision  to 

such  as  was  absolutely  necessary  and  desirable.  . 

An  arrangement  was  completed  with  the  Massachusetts  Highway  L  oin- 
mission  and  the  Norfolk  County  Commissioners  whereby  six  thousand 
dollars  ($6000)  were  alloted  by  the  State  and  six  thousand  dollars  ($6000) 
by  the  County  to  be  spent  in  addition  to  the  twelve  thousand  dollars 
($12,000)  appropriated  by  the  Town  for  the  resurfacing  work  on  that  part 
of  Neponset  street,  between  Canton  line  and  Cross  street,  but  it  was  de¬ 
termined  that  this  work  should  not  be  started  during  1918  upon  V  appear¬ 
ing  that  the  cost  of  the  work  would  exceed  by  six  thousand  dollars  (%bu(JU], 

the  total  amount  available.  _  '  . 

The  developments  of  the  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  situatio 
under  its  receivership,  both  as  regards  fare  increases  and  discontinuance 
of  service  as  affecting  Norwood  were  followed  and  the  interests  of  the  1  own 
and  its  citizens  were  safeguarded  so  far  as  it  was  possible  to  do  so.  Among 
other  efforts  we  initiated  and  secured  the  concerted  action  of  the  Select- 
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men  of  Walpole,  Dedham,  Westwood  and  Norwood  with  respect  to  the 
announced  discontinuance  of  service  with  the  result  that  the  service  was 
retained  and  a  basis  was  established  for  the  consideration  and  solution  of 
other  street  railway  problems  which  may  arise  in  a  fair  and  just  manner 
to  the  company  find  to  the  public. 

We  have  proposed  that  the  Town  give  fitting  expression  of  its  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  patriotism,  courage  and  self-sacrifice  of  those  who  went  out 
from  Norwood  in  such  large  numbers  to  serve  our  country  on  land  and 
sea  in  the  war  against  Germany  and  Austria,  and  of  its  joy  that  victory 
has  crowned  their  efforts,  and  that  so  many  of  them  have  been  spared  to 
return  to  us  and  to  the  pursuits  of  peace.  We  feel  that  we  but  voice  the 
desire  of  all  our  citizens  that  the  occasion  be  a  memorable  one.  We  trust, 
therefore,  that  there  will  be  widespread  cooperation  by  every  citizen  with 
those  who  will  plan  and  carry  out  the  program  which  it  is  our  expectation 
will  be  inaugurated  at  the  adjourned  annual  Town  Meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL. 


Selectmen  of  Norwood,  Mass. 

Frank  G.  Allen,  Chairman. 

Ductr  Sirs  *  — 

I  beg  to  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Counsel  for  the  Town  cover¬ 
ing  the  year  1918,  as  follows:  .  .. 

Following  the  precedent  established  last  year,  this  report  is  limited  to 
a  general  statement  of  the  more  important  activities  of  the  Law  Depart¬ 
ment  and  a  separate  detailed  statement  for  your  files  of  all  matters  re¬ 
ceiving  attention  and  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  service  rendered  is 
submitted. 

The  work  of  the  department  was  principally  of  an  advisory  character 
and  embraced  the  usual  wide  range  of  matters  which  the  varied  activities 
of  the  officials  of  the  Town  required.  This  included  a  large  number  of 
conferences  and  the  preparation  of  many  papers  and  the  attention  to  a 
large  amount  of  correspondence. 

It  has  been  the  aim  and  purpose  of  this  Department  to  assert  and  main¬ 
tain  the  rights  of  the  Town  and  to  cause  its  obligations  to  be  recognized 
and  fulfilled  in  such  a  fair  and  reasonable  manner  as  to  avoid  and  prevent 
undesirable  and  expensive  litigation  or  claims,  and  in  such  course  it  has 
received  the  approval  and  hearty  cooperation  of  other  departments,  and 
especially  the  important  and  extensive  department  which  the  Selectmen 
conduct*  The  results  have  been  most  gratifying  as  indicated  by  the  very 
inconsiderable  expense  which  the  prosecution  and  defense  of  claims  hav e 
involved  during  the  decade  in  which  a  permanent  legal  department  has 
existed  and  by  the  attitude  of  the  citizens  and  others  in  their  dealings 
with  the  town  in  its  corporate  capacity. 

Litigation 

A  suit  brought  against  the  town  by  the  administratrix  of  the  estate  of 
Daniel  Pavalonis  for  damages  on  account  of  the  death  of  said  Pavalonis, 
alleged  to  have  resulted  from  work  being  done  at  his  residence  by  the 
Municipal  Light  Department,  was  defended  and  settled  by  the  company 
in  which  insurance  covering  accidents  of  this  character  was  carried,  and 
no  expense  to  the  town  resulted.  .  , 

The  cases  brought  against  the  town  by  the  F  inmsh  \\  orkmgmen  s 
Association,  Into  of  Norwood,  to  recover  sums  paid  for  taxes  assessed  in 
the  years  1915  and  1916,  and  referred  to  in  my  report  for  the  year  1917, 
are  still  pending  before  the  auditor.  Another  suit  of  like  character  ieia- 
tive  to  the  taxes  paid  for  the  year  1917  was  brought  in  1918  and  will  doubt¬ 
less  be  referred  to  the  same  auditor  if  and  when  hearings  are  resumed. 
The  total  amount  claimed  is  $486.43,  divided  as  follows:  — For

No  other  litigation  is  now  pending.  .  . 

Certain  claims  made  against  the  town  were  denied  and  several  claims 
made  by  the  town  were  settled  satisfactorily  without  resort  to  suit. 

Legislation 

By  your  direction  in  certain  instances  and  with  your  approval  in  other 
instances,  this  department  represented  the  Town  and  the  Selectmen  at 
certain  hearings  held  at  the  State  House  by  legislative  committees  ha\ing 
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under  consideration  bills  which,  if  enacted  into  laws,  would  either -directly 
or  indirectly  affect  Norwood.  The  presence  in  the  legislature  however, 
as  the  representative  of  the  Norwood-Walpole  District  of  your  Chairman, 
Mr.  Allen,  made  it  less  important  and  necessary  for  this  department  to 
seek  out  and  oppose  harmful  legislation,  or  to  appear  m  favor  of  bene¬ 
ficial  legislation,  as  his  care  and  watchfulness  were  constant  and  sufficient, 

for  such  purposes.  j- 

The  principal  hearings  attended  were  those  relating  to  income  tax  dis¬ 
tribution,  school  fund  (mill  tax)  legislation,  Neponset  River  Improvement 
bill,  and  special  legislation  permitting  the  refunding  of  the  new  school 
building  temporary  loan.  The  hearings  of  the  recess  committee  considering 
taxation  questions  were  also  attended. 


General 

Other  matters  of  importance  receiving  attention  are  as  follows : 

(A)  Fare  increases  and  discontinuance  of  service  on  the  Bay  state 

Street  Railway  Company  system  as  affecting  Norwood.  These  matters 
required  a  vast  amount  of  time  and  attention  including  attendance  at 
hearings  before  the  Public  Service  Commission  and  before  the  United 
States  District  Court;  conferences  with  counsel  for  other  communities 
and  with  Receiver  Donham  and  the  officials  of  the  company,  the  prepara- 
tion  of  papers,  and  conferences  with  your  Board  and  the  Selectmen  ol 
Dedham,  Walpole  and  Westwood.  . 

In  considering  and  meeting  the  difficult  and  important  pioblems  in¬ 
volved  so  far  as  Norwood  was  concerned,  a  spirit  of  confidence,  coopeiation 
and  mutual  helpfulness  was  developed  between  the  Receiver  and  his  asso¬ 
ciates  and  the  officials  of  Norwood  that  has  been,  and  should  continue 
to  be,  mutually  beneficial,  and  offers  the  hope  of  continued  and  improved 
service  on  as  reasonable  a  basis  of  fares  as  conditions  warrant,  and  as  the 
Bay  State  Company  can,  whether  under  the  Receiver  or  under  reorgani¬ 
zation,  provide.  .  '  _  ,  _ 

(B)  Norwood,  Canton  and  Sharon  Street  Railroad  Company,  situa¬ 
tion  and  application  for  permit  to  open  streets  and  remove  tracks  and  other 
property  in  Norwood.  This  involved  attention  to  bond  and  permit  con¬ 
ditions  and  many  conferences. 

(C)  Agreement  with  Bay  State  Street  Railway  Company  relative  to 
metal  poles  and  their  use  and  occupation  by  the  Town  and  the  respec¬ 
tive  rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties  under  the  agreement. 

(D)  Claim  vs.  Norwood  Gas  Company  for  loss  of  shade  trees  through 

gas  leakage. 

Opinions  in  writing  were  given  on  matters  as  requested  to  the  Selectmen, 
General  Manager,  Finance  •  Commission,  Town  Treasurer  and  Collector 
of  Taxes,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  School  Department,  Municipal 
Light  Department,  Town  Engineer  and  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

This  Department  acknowledges  wit  happreciation  the  kindly  consid¬ 
eration  and  helpful  assistance  in  the  performance  of  its  duties,  extended 
by  all  the  Town  officials  and  desires  to  mention  particularly  in  this  re¬ 
spect,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  Pendergast.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION. 

1918 

At  the  annual  election  held  in  January,  1918,  Herbert  H.  Miller,  was 
re-elected  for  the  term  of  three  years,  he  having  already  served  a  full  term 
of  three  years  under  the  new  form  of  government. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  board  after  election  was  held  January  23,  at 
which  time  Mr.  Francis  J.  Foley  was  elected  chairman  for  the  third  year 
and  Mr.  H.  H.  Miller  clerk  for  the  fourth  year. 

Twenty-seven  meetings  were  held  during  the  year.  A  detailed  statement 
of  the  probable  expenditures  and  receipts  for  the  year  1918,  as  required 
under  Section  18  of  the  new  town  charter,  has  been  filed  with  the  Se¬ 
lectmen. 

The  usual  work  of  the  commission  has  been  performed  in  going  over 
the  various  warrants  and  presenting  its  recommendations  to  the  town  at 
the  meetings  regularly  held  for  their  consideration  and  action. 

During  the  year  and  commencing  with  April,  the  statement  of  appro¬ 
priations  and  monthly  expenditures  as  prepared  by  the  Town  Accountant 
was  thoroughly  gone  over  and  analysed,  the  Selectmen  and  the  various 
department  heads  being  informed  of  the  condition  of  their  appropriations 
with  a  view  to  preventing  overdrafts  and  carrying  out  the  work  on  a 
business-like  basis. 

We  still  think  it  is  the  duty  of  citizens  to  appear  before  this  commission 
at  the  time  when  the  various  articles  in  the  warrants  are  being  discussed, 
as,  naturally,  the  suggestions  and  recommendations  of  the  tax  payers 
should  prove  of  assistance  in  making  recommendations  covering  the  ex¬ 
penditure  of  their  money. 

During  the  past  year  the  Finance  Commission  has  followed  very  closely 
and  given  considerable  time  to  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  permanent 
distribution  of  the  tax  on  intangible  personal  property,  the  income  of 
which  is  now  collected  by  the  State. 

In  the  early  part  of  1918,  the  Taxation  Committee  of  the  Legislature 
gave  a  hearing  on  this  matter  in  connection  with  House  Bill  No.  799,  and 
a  member  of  this  commission  appeared  before  the  Committee  and  pre¬ 
sented  a  plan  for  distributing  the  tax  which  we  believe  to  be  absolutely 
fair  and  equitable:  viz.,  to  distribute  the  income  of  this  tax  to  all  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  proportion  in  which  they  bear 
the  State  Tax,  but  providing  that  the  transition  from  the  present  method 
be  gradual  and  cover  a  period  of  ten  years.  The  entire  matter  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  Recess  Committee  appointed  by  the  Legislature,  with  instruc¬ 
tions  to  report  a  plan  to  the  1919  Legislature  for  adoption.  At  the  time 
this  report  is  being  -written  we  understand  the  Recess  Committee  is  to 
report  a  plan  substantially  the  same  as  put  forth 'by  this  Commission. 

The  reason  as  to  why  the  wealthy  residential  communities  have  in  the 
past  been  able  to  spend  so  much  money  per  capita  on  schools,  etc.,  has 
been  on  account  of  the  fact  that  a  very  large  proportion  of  their  income 
came  from  the  taxes  on  intangible  personal  property,  but  with  the  passing 
of  legislation  as  outlined  above,  Norwood  and  other  industrial  towns  will 
be  able  to  compare  better  with  them  in  the  future. 

We  desire  at  this  time  to  make  known  to  the  citizens  the  valuable  serv¬ 
ices  rendered  to  our  town  in  this  matter  by  Town  Counsel,  Judge  James  A. 
Halloran  and  Representative  Frank  G.  Allen,  as  well  as  for  the  splendid 
assistance  and  co-operation  extended  by  them  to  this  Commission.

Epidemic  influenza  estimated  1900  cases. 

A  review  of  the  foregoing  tabulation  shows  a  marked  decrease  in  scarlet 
fever  and  diphtheria.  The  scarlet  fever  condition  apparently  repeating 
that  of  the  period  of  1905  to  1908.  / .  .  , 

The  epidemic  of  influenza  which  visited  the  community  during  the  past 
year  was  probably  first  fatal  in  the  case  of  a  child  who  died  on  Septembei 
12th.  Previous  to  this  time  the  epidemic  condition  in  some  places  m  the 
Commonwealth  had  developed  to  a  considerable  extent.  1  he  disease  was 
not  defined  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  as  a  reportable  disease  undei 
the  health  laws  until  October  4th.  Due  to  this  reason,  we  can  only  estimate 
the  number  of  cases  which  occurred  ^during  September  and  Octobei  epide¬ 
mic.  The  actual  cases  reported  totaled  1623.  The  deaths  due  to  the 
epidemic  during  this  period  numbered  101;  of  which  91  were  residents  or 
Norwood,  and  16  were  residents  of  other  places,  who  died  in  Norwood  after 
being  brought  here  for  treatment.  The  Emergency  Isolation  Hospital 
established  September  29th,  in  the  early  part  of  the  epidemic  (with  its 
facilities  for  caring  for  those  afflicted),  was  the  direct  cause  of  the  saving  of 
the  lives  of  a  great  majority  of  those  who  were  brought  there  lor  treatment, 
and  this  Hospital,  together  with  the  co-operation  of  the  "Volunteer  Physi¬ 
cians  secured  from  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  through  the 
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State  Department  of  Health,  and  the  untiring  efforts  of  the  local  Physi- 
cians  ultimately  gained  control  of  the  epidemic,  and  our  Emergency  Hospital 
closed  and  all  patients  moved  from  there  on  October  23rd. 

The  expense  of  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  t,he^  Hospital  was 
approximately  $4,500.00.  The  total  cases  treated  were  197.  lhe  com¬ 
munity  certainly  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  those  who,  during  this  epidemic, 
gave  of  their  time  and  services  directly  or  indirectly  in  connection  with  the 
Hospital;  and  the  Board  of  Health  takes  pleasure  at  this  time  in  extending 
for  the  Town  the  thanks  of  the  Community  to  Dr.  Lewis  H.  Plimpton,  who 
assumed,  without  compensation,  the  responsibility  of  the  treatment  of  the 
patients  at  the  Emergency  Hospital;  to  the  voluntary  women  workers  of 
our  community  and  those  of  the  neighboring  towns  of  Westwood  and  Wal¬ 
pole,  without  whose  active  co-operation  this  hospital  could  not  be  main¬ 
tained;  to  the  various  organizations,  State  Guard,  Girl  Scouts  and  to  the 
individual  citizens  who  came  forward,  at  that  time,  and  gave  so  freely  of 
their  services  during  this  period.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY. 


The  total  circulation  for  the  year  1918  was  44,776  volumes  as  against 
49,961  for  1917,  the  decrease  being  due  to  war  work  activities  and  also  the 
closing  down  of  the  .circulation  department  of  the  Library  during  the  severe 
influenza  epidemic.  The  largest  monthly  circulation  for  the  year  was  Feb¬ 
ruary,  when  4,935  volumes  were  given  out;  the  largest  daily  circulation  was 
February  23rd,  417  volumes. 

During  the  year  the  co-operation  between  the  Library  and  the  public 
schools  has  been  maintained.  Books  are  still  being  sent  to  the  Balch  school. 

On  April  19th,  the  Woman’s  Relief  Corps  and  allied  associations,  present¬ 
ed  the  Library  with  a  beautiful  United  States  Flag,  which  was  unfurled 
with  appropriate  exercises  of  acceptance  and  dedication,  from  a  staff  erected 
on  the  Library  lawn. 

In  line  with  the  general  procedure  throughout  the  Commonwealth  for  the 
conservation  of  fuel  and  light,  on  January  13th  and  thereafter,  the  Library 
was  only  opened  from  12.30  to  8.00  P.  M.  and  closed  Sundays.  The  regular 
hours  were  resumed  December  1st,  as  conditions  then  had  become  normal. 

The  quarterly  bulletin  has  been  regularly  issued. 

Because  of  the  increased  cost  of  labor,  coal,  books,  periodicals,  news¬ 
papers,  rebinding,  etc.,  it  has  become  very  necessary  to  ask  for  a  larger  ap¬ 
propriation  the  coming  year.  A  Library  cannot  maintain  its  efficiency 
unless  means  are  provided  to  bring  about  the  desired  results.

From  this  data  it  will  be  seen  that  the  total  membership  of  the  schools 
has  increased  steadily  year  by  year.  The  membership  of  the  High  School, 
which  remained  stationary  up  to  the  close  of  the  school  yeai,  lJlo-14, 
has  more  than  doubled  in  the  past  five  years.  This  increase  has  been 
accelerated  in  the  last  two  years  by  the  change  from  a  nine-grade  system 
to  an  eight-grade  system,  completed  in  June,  1918. 

In  the  grades  the  average  increase  each  year  has  been  more  than 
sixty  pupils.  The  increase  this  last  year  was  sixty-three,  and  present 
indications  are  that  the  increase  this  coming  year  will  be  nearly  one  hun¬ 
dred  fifty.  The  total  membership  of  the  schools  next  September  will 
exceed  2500. 


SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS 

How  has  the  town  taken  care  of  this  increase  in  the  membership  of  its 
schools?  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  1909-10,  the  pupils  in  the 
grades  occupied  thirty-six  schoolrooms.  Four  additional  rooms  were 
available  for  use,  two  at  the  Guild  School  and  the  two  rooms  at  the  West 
School.  It  became  necessary  in  January,  1910,  to  open  one  of  the  looms 
at  the  Guild  School  for  an  overflow  class  from  the  first  and  second  grades. 
In  September,  1911,  congestion  at  the  Winslow  School  was  temporarily 
relieved  by  opening  the  two  rooms  at  the  West  School.  This  congestion 
was  largely  due  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  old  Balch  School,  from  whic  i 
school  the  pupils  were  promoted  to  the  Winslow  School.  Immediately 
upon  the  completion  of  the  new  Balch  School  in  November,  1913,  nine 
of  the  twelve  rooms  in  this  building  were  occupied,  two  more  a  year  later, 
and  the  twelfth  room  in  the  fall  of  1915.  Meanwhile,  m  September,  1914, 
it  had  become  necessary  to  use  as  a  classroom  the  twelfth  room  at  the 
Guild  School.  This  last  September  two  more  rooms  were  opened,  one  at  the 
“Winslow  School  and  one  at  the  Balch  School.  These  two  rooms  are  small 
extra  recitation  rooms,  never  intended  for  regular  classroom  use. 

Since  1915  the  High  School  has  been  on  a  two-session  basis.  I  he  build¬ 
ing  has  not  been  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  at  the  same 
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time.  When  the  new  High  School  building  is  completed  the  school  will 
be  able  to  resume  single  sessions.  With  the'pupils  in  the  new  building  the 
present  High  School  building  will  be  available  to  take  care  of  an  overflow 
of  pupils  from  the  grades.  In  September  five  rooms  will  be  needed  for 
this  purpose.  One  of  these  rooms  will  be  made  up  of  first  grade  pupils 
from  the  Guild  and  Shattuck  school  districts.  Four  rooms  will  be  required 
for  sixth  and  seventh  grade  pupils.  These  pupils  will  come  from  the 
Balch  School  and  from  overflows  in  these  grades  at  the  Guild,  Shattuck, 
and  Winslow  Schools.  The  central  location  of  the  High  School  makes 
the  building  especially  available  for  this  purpose. 

The  utilization  of  the  present  High  School  to  take  care  of  these  pupils 
will  help  to  relieve  what  is  a  rather  serious  condition  of  congestion  in  our 
schools.  'In  twenty-two  of  our  fifty-two  schoolrooms  the  membership 
exceeds  forty.  This  is  a  larger  number  of  pupils  than  a  teacher  ought  to 
be  required  to  teach,  if  she  is  to  be  expected  to  do  effective  work. 

From  the  statistics  already  presented  it  is  evident  that  many  years 
cannot  elapse  before  it  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the  southern  wing 
of  the  new  High  School  building.  When  this  wing  is  finished  nine  ad- 
ditional  schoolrooms  will  be  provided,  and  it  may  then  be  possible  to  con¬ 
sider  the  time  when  the  old  Everett  School  will  be  abandoned.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  sentiment  of  the  people  of  the  town  that  this 
building  ought  to  be  disposed  of,  but  present  indications  are  that  it  will 
be  in  use  for  several  years  to  come.  Nevertheless,  its  abandonment  ought 
to  be  kept  in  mind,  for  it  is  in  no  sense  a  modern  school  building  or  a  credit 
to  the  community. 

THE  YEAR  1918 


During  1918  the  work  of  the  schools  has  been  done  under  many  adverse 
conditions.  The  High  School  has  had  another  year  of  organization  on 
a  two-session  basis,  with,  the  attendant  difficulties  of  late  afternoon  study 
for  the  first  year  pupils,  and  lack  of  sufficient  opportunity  in  the  afternoon 
for  teachers  to  give  assistance  to  pupils  needing  help. 

The  changes  in  our  teaching  force  have  been  unusually  numerous.  Of 
the  seventy-seven  teachers  in  the  service  of  the  schools,  January  1,  1918, 
twenty  have  left  dining  the  year.  Of  these  twenty,  eleven  have  resigned 
to  accept  higher  salaries  in  other  schools,  and  three  because  they  could 
better  themselves  in  business.  A  number  of  these  changes  have  come  at 
times  and  under  circumstances  when  they  have  resulted  in  serious  inter¬ 


ruptions  in  the  work  of  the  schools. 

On  account  of  the  epidemic  of  influenza  the  schools  were  closed  by  vote 
of  the  School  Committee  on  September  the  twenty-fourth  and  were  not 
.  reopened  until  October  the  twenty-eighth.  This  loss  of  nearly  five  weeks, 
coming  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  has  been  a  severe  setback. 
The  difficulties  caused  by  this  loss  of  time  have  been  partly  overcome  by 
extending  the  morning  session  fifteen  minutes,  or  until  twelve  o’clock. 

The  invaluable  assistance  rendered  by  our  teachers  and  nurses  in  the 
Emergency  Hospital  at  the  Civic  Association  during  this  epidemic  merits 
the  highest  commendation.  A  number  of  teachers  who  had  taken  the  even¬ 
ing  school  course  in  home  nursing  were  especially  well  prepared  for  this  work. 
The  teachers  and  nurses  who  went  into  the  Emergency  Hospital  faced 
the  danger  of  death  as  truly  as  have  our  soldiers  on  the  battlefield.  Sev¬ 
eral  contracted  the  disease  in  the  course  of  the  performance  of  their  duties 
and  two  became  dangerously  ill.  The  teachers  and  nurses  who  assisted 
in  the  Emergency  Hospital  were :

Others  of  the  teachers  would  have  assisted  had  they  not  been  prevented 
by  illness.  Still  others  carried  on  the  work  of  the  Emergency  Nursery  at 
the  Winslow  School.  The  Winslow  School  was  opened  October  2.  It  was 
supplied  with  food  and  fitted  up  with  cots  to  receive  children  who  for  the 
time  being  had  no  one  else  to  take  care  of  them.  The  school  was  kept 
open  until  October  21.  During  this  time  twenty-six  children  received  the 
best  of  care.  These  children  were  given  a  home  for  intervals  of  from  one 
to  twelve  days,  or  until  sfich  time  as  parents,  relatives  or  friends  could 
care  for  them.

sought  the  opportunity  to  study  the  English 
language  m  uui  cvcnmg  school  have  been  fewer  this  year  than  usual. 
For  this  reason  and  because  of  increased  expenditures  on  account  of  war 
conditions  it  has  been  felt  advisable  to  abridge  considerably  the  work  of 
the  evening  school.  During  the  fall  classes  have  been  held  in  the  English 
language,  shorthand,  typewriting,  mechanical  drawing,  and  civil  service. 
The  average  attendance  has  been  seventy-seven. 

The  vacation  school  was  in  session  for  six  weeks  during  the  summer. 
The  results  secured  appear  from  the  following  comparative  statement. 
The  cost  per  pupil  was  greater  than  in  the  previous  years  because  of  an 
increase  in  salary  received  by  the  teachers.

THE  WAR 

The  pupils  of  the  schools  have  been  doing  their  bit  to  help  in  the 
winning  of  the  war.  They  have  purchased  war  savings  and  thrift  stamps, 
collected  peach  stones  for  carbon  for  gas  masks,  cultivated  home  gaulens, 
and  engaged  in  Junior  Red  Cross  work.  In  so  doing  they  have  been 
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learning  in  the  most  valuable  way  possible  the  lessons  of  patriotism, 
Americanism  and  good  citizenship. 

The  sale  of  war  savings  and  thrift  stamps  through  the  schools  has 
amounted  to  $14,325.25.  Of  the  2357  pupils  reported  as  members  of  the 
schools  on  December  20,  three  out  of  every  four,  or  1761,  held  war  savings 
or  thrift  stamps.  Three  rooms  had  one  hundred  per  cent  participation. 
These  rooms  were:  grade  8,  Everett  School,  Eliza  M.  Houghton,  teacher, 
grade  7,  Winslow  School,  Anne  F.  Gibbons,  teacher;  and  grade  5,  Balch 
School,  Marian  E.  Lynch,  teacher. 

The  vast  amount  of  work  that  can  be  accomplished  by  live,  patriotic 
young  American  boys  and  girls  was  shown  by  the  large  number  of  peach 
stones  our  school  children  collected  for  carbon  for  gas  masks.  The  grand 
total  was  115,833.  This  remarkable  result  was  due  to  tfie  splendid  pa¬ 
triotic  fervor  of  the  children  which  led  them  into  every  conceivable  place 
where  peach  stones  were  to  be  found. 

During  the  summer  the  children  cultivated  over  three  hundred  home 
vegetable  gardens.  These  gardens  varied  in  size  from  a  small  plot  to  half 
an  acre.  The  value  of  the  products  raised  is  estimated  at  about  $3000. 
The  gardens  were  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  George  M.  Joy.  Five  boys 
were  excused  in  the  spring  from  attendance  at  the  High  School  so  that  by 
working  on  farms  they  might  help  in  the  campaign  for  food  production. 

The  pupils  have  accomplished  much  Junior  Red  Cross  work.  The 
younger  children  have  been  engaged  in  such  activities  as  winding  thread, 
putting  buttons  in  bags  and  pulling  oakum.  The  older  pupils  have  knit 
stockings,  wristlets,  sweaters,  face  cloths,  and  helmets,  and  have  made 
handkerchiefs,  button  bags,  crutch  pads,  gun  wipes,  oakum  pads,  tam¬ 
pons,  gauze  sponges,  hospital  bags,  domino  bags,  puzzles,  sets  of  domi¬ 
noes  and  clothing  for  refugee  children.  Mrs.  Charles  Caverley,  who  has 
directed  the  greater  part  of  this  work,  deserves  much  credit  for  her  en¬ 
ergy,  enthusiasm  and  executive  ability.  The  boys  in  the  manual  arts 
classes  have  cut  out  hundreds  of  thread  winders  and  have  built  seven 
tables  for  the  naval  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at  Charlestown. 

In  February  and  again  in  October  our  teachers  did  a  great  deal  of 
clerical  work  for  the  Local  Draft  Board  in  making  out  cards  for  the  govern¬ 
ment.  These  cards  were  based  upon  the  questionnaires  filled  out  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  draft.  Our  High  School  has  been  made  use  of  as  a  meeting 
place  by  the  Legal  Advisory  Board  in  helping  men  to  fill  out  their  ques¬ 
tionnaires,  and  several  of  our  men  teachers  have  assisted  as  members  of 
this  Board.  One  of  our  high  school  teachers,  Mr.  William  F.  Greeley, 
was  called  to  the  service  in  June;  and  ofte  of  our  nurses,  Miss  Adele  J. 
Fairbrother,  volunteered  for  Red  Cross  work  in  France  and  sailed  in  the 
early  part  of  the  summer. 

MEANING  OF  DEMOCRACY 

With  the  winning  of  the  World  War  and  the  'triumph  of  Democracy 
over  Autocracy  has  come  a  larger  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the 
work  of  our  public  schools.  In  a  country  where  the  suffrage  is  as  general 
as  with  us,  where  “all  men  are  created  equal”  so  far  as  the  ballot  is  con  - 
cerned,  the  development  of  understanding  broadcast  throughout  the  nation 
is  essential  to  the  stability  of  our  form  of  government  and  the  progress 
and  prosperity  of  our  people.  We  must  have  “equality  of  opportunity 
through  the  public  schools  if  we  are  to  realize  the  full  meaning  of  De¬ 
mocracy  “that  all  people  should  share  as  largely  as  possible  the  best  life.” 
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The  birthright  of  every  'American  child  is  to  “life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit 
of  happiness”  through  receiving  as  good  an  education  as  he  can  profit  by.

The  year  1918  saw  two  serious  epidemics  in  Norwood — measles  and 
influenza.  In  the  early  spring,  measles  appeared  suddenly  when  twelve 
cases  broke  out  simultaneously  in  one  room  at  the  Balch  School.  The 
disease  spread  rapidly  in  the  crowded  districts  and  there  were  scattered 
cases  throughout  the  town. 

During  both  epidemics  daily  inspections  of  classes  were  carried  on  for 
some  time  and  any  child  showing  suspicious  symptoms  was  excluded,  also 
all  children  from  that  family  were  kept  out  of  school  until  danger  of  con¬ 
tagion  was  past.  Many  home  visits  were  made  to  investigate  conditions.

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The  influenza  epidemic  during  the  fall  term  affected  many  children  of 
all  grades  and  classes  and  the  enforced  vacation  of  several  weeks  has 
much  delayed  the  work  of  the  physical  examinations.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING. 

Monday,  January  20,  1919,  and  adjournment  to  March  6,  1919. 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen,  under  date  of  January  6, 
1919,  and  signed  by  Frank  G.  Allen,  Walter  F.  Tilton,  Patrick  J.  Lydon 
and  Oliver  J.  Barr,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service  of  which 
warrant  was  duly  attested  by  Harry  W.  Swift,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-laws  relating  to  elections 
and  Town  Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called 
to  order,  the  articles  contained  in  the  warrant  and  the  action  thereunder 
being  as  follows:

Moderator  for  one  year;  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three 
years;  two  members  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years;  two 
Trustees  of  the  Morrill  Memorial  Library  for  three  years;  one  member 
of  the  Planning  Board  for  three  years;  six  Constables  for  one  year;  and 
also  upon  the  same  ballot  to  vote  upon  the  following  question: 

“  Shall  license  be  granted  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  the 
Town?”

I  herewith  submit  the  foregoing  as  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Finan¬ 
cial  Report  of  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the 
Records  of  Town  Meetings  together  with  Vital  Statistics  .reported  tor  the 

Treasurer  and  Collector.  The  accounts  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer 
and  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined  and  agree  with  the  Accountant  s 
books  and  records  as  shown.  All  statements  of  uncollected  accounts  have 
been  verified  as  to  detail  items.  I  find  that  the  cash  on  hand  December  31, 
1918  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  and  Collector,  equals  the  account  as 
shown  in  the  Accountant’s  statement,  crsh  balance  December  31st,  m  the 
sum  of  $79,008.71.  The  investments  and  transactions  of  Harold  W.  Day 
as  Treasurer  of  the  Sinking  Fund  have  been  examined  and  I  find  the  securi¬ 
ties  on  hand  and  that  the  amount  of  the  Smking  Fund  December  31,  1919, 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  I  have  examined 
each  month  the  accounts  of  sales  and  collections,  and  find  that  r  red  b. 
Barton  as  Manager  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  collections 

shown  in  the  sales  account  of  the  Department.  .  ha-  e 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  I  have  examined  the  collections  ot 
Harrv  M.  Kins:.  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  find  that  the  collec¬ 
tions  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1919,  totaled  $130.26,  of  which 
amount  $130.26  was  paid  to  Harold  W.  Gay,  Treasurer  and  Collector.

GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 
FOR  1919. 


January  1,  1920. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Norwood,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

Complying  with  the  provisions  of  our  charter,  I  submit  herewith  my 
annual  report  for  1919. 

It  is  important  that  a  report  to  the  public,  to  have  any  value,  should  be 
written  in  such  language  and  terms  as  will  make  it  understandable  to  the 
average  citizen,  avoiding  as  much  as  possible  the  usual  accumulation  of 
figures,  charts  and  engineering  terms,  but  at  the  same  time  furnishing 
sufficient  information  to  show  how  the  taxpayers’  money  has  been  spent. 
With  this  thought  in  mind,  I  may  deviate  from  the  more  or  less  cut  and 
dried  form  of  past  years  and  enaeavor  to  relate  the  accomplishments  of 
the  various  departments  under  my  control,  together  witlixthe  needs  of  the 
Town  as  I  see  them. 

1919  YEAR  OF  UNCERTAINTIES 

The  year  has  been  one  of  uncertainties  both  as  regards  the  labor  situa¬ 
tion  and  the  cost  of  supplies  and  materials  of  construction.  When  the 
armistice  was  signed,  the  consensus  of  opinion  was  that  labor  would  be 
plentiful  on  the  return  of  our  soldiers  and  that  high  prices  would  resume 
a  nearly  normal  level,  but  such  has  not  proved  to  be  the  case.  The  train¬ 
ing  received  while  in  the  service  has  resulted  in  men  who  formerly  worked 
as  laborers  seeking  positions  in  the  various  trades  where  the  work  is  less 
arduous  and  remuneration  greater,  and  the  demand  for  merchandise  due 
to  curtailment  during  our  participation  in  the  war  has  created  places  for 
these  men  in  the  industries  of  the  country  so  that  there  will  be  a  shortage 
of  laborers  for  some  time  to  come,  and  as  long  as  the  demand  for  materials 
continues  in  excess  of  the  supply,  prices  will  remain  high.  We  have  found 
it  extremely  difficult  to  accomplish  much  more  than  the  ordinary  repairs 
and  maintenance,  and  the  outlook  is  not  encouraging  for  1920. 

Salaries  and  Wages  Increased 

Salaries  and  wages  of  all  Town  employees  have  been  steadily  advanced 
since  1915,  and  present  indications  are  that  we  will  be  called  on  for  addi¬ 
tional  increases  in  the  immediate  future.  In  view  of  the  ever  increasing 
cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  this  is  no  more  than  can  reasonably  be  ex¬ 
pected,  particularly  in  the  case  of  those  employees  receiving  small  salaries 
or  w'ages  with  which  they  are  trying  to  support  their  families  and  lay 
something  aside  for  the  inevitable  rainy  day.  I  believe  that  Town  em¬ 
ployees  are  entitled  to  the  same  consideration  that  is  accorded  employees 
in  similar  occupations  in  private  corporations,  for  their  output  is  just  as 
valuable  to  the  taxpayer  as  are  dividends  to  the  stockholder  in  any  other 
corporation  and  the  services  performed  are  just  as  great,  general  opinion 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Labor  Saving  Machinery 

In  view  of  the  probable  shortage  of  labor  it  seems  almost  imperative 
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that  machinery  must  be  used  to  replace  laborers  wherever  possible,  if  we 
hope  to  keep  abreast  of  the  demands  for  public  improvements  and  main¬ 
tenance.  As  an  illustration:  A  piece  of  equipment  for  spreading  bioken 
stone  was  purchased  at  a  cost  of  $380.00.  This  apparatus  attaches  to  the 
rear  of  trucks,  and  the  stone  is  dumped  into  a  hopper  from  which  it  spreads 
when  the  truck  is  in  motion.  An  arrangement  regulates  the  depth  ot 
stone  required.  With  this  machine  a  five-ton  load  can  be  spread  m  five 
minutes,  doing  the  work  of  at  least  ten  men.  We  are  now  greatly  m  nee 
of  a  new  steam  road  roller  with  scarifier  attachment. 

Steam  Roller  Worn  Out 

The  old  roller,  which  has  been  in  use  for  many  years,  has  probably 
rendered  its  last  service,  for  it  was  just  barely  passed  by  the  inspector  last 
vear  The  boiler  is  worn  out  and  the  steam  pressure  has  been  cut  down 
to  a'  point  where  further  reduction  will  render  it  powerless  A  heavier 
roller  will  result  in  saving  time  in  compacting  the  materials  and  the  scarifier 
attachment  will  loosen  up  old  road  surfaces  much  faster  and  better  than  is 
possible  with  men,  picks  and  plows,  and  at  a  muchlesscost  so  you  wii 
find  in  my  requests  for  appropriations  an  item  of  $5000.00  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  such  a  machine.  A  sand  spreader  is  another  labor  saving  machine 
that  could  be  used  to  advantage,  but  in  view  of  the  cost  of  the  roller  this 
can  be  delayed  for  a  year.  An  additional  road  scraper  is  also  needed. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

A  study  of  conditions  in  this  department  during  the  past  year  has  con¬ 
vinced  me  that  important  changes  must  be  made  if  we  are  to  supply  the 
Town  with  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  water.  The  supply  at  Ellis  is 
limited  during  the  summer  months  and  the  water  from  Buckmaster  Pond, 
while  not  detrimental  to  health,  is  at  times  very  disagreeable  to  taste  and 
smell.  This  condition  occurs  especially  in  the  winter  when  the  pond  is 
frozen  over  and  the  filter  cannot  be  operated  and  at  such  times  as  the  filter 
is  being  cleaned.  The  filtered  water  is  much  better,  but  complaints  are 
made  that  filtering  does  not  entirely  remove  the  unpleasant  taste. 

Westwood  Plant  Expensive  to  Operate 

In  addition  to  the  quality  of  the  water  from  Westwood,  the  pumping 
machinery  is  of  such  antiquated  design  that  the  cost  of  operation  is  rela¬ 
tively  high,  and  the  economic  loss  from  damage  to  plumbing,  meters, 
valves,  etc.,  resulting  from  pulsation  is  inestimable,  to  say  nothing  of  the 
annovance  from  “hammer”  in  the  pipes.  The  remedy  for  these  troubles 
is  to'  build  another  filter,  replace  the  present  pumping  machinery  with 
modern  pumps,  or  seek  an  entirely  new  supply  with  the  idea  of  abandoning 
the  Westwood  plant  altogether.  The  first  step  in  the  matter  was  to  have 
a  survey  of  conditions  and  estimates  of  the  cost  of  these  changes  made, 
so  by  your  authority  Mr.  Levis  D.  Thorpe,  consulting  engineer,  was 
engaged  to  make  the  necessary  examination  and  prepare  the  estimates. 
A  copy  of  his  report  and  recommendation  is  attached.  In  view  of  the 
estimated  cost  of  the  changes  recommended,  I  have  asked  for  an  appro¬ 
priation  of  $5000.00  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  new  sources  of  supply, 
having  in  mind  that  the  money  necessary  to  make  the  changes  at  West- 
wood  might  be  spent  to  better  advantage  by  applying  it  to  the  cost  ot  a 
new  supply  should  we  be  fortunate  enough  to  discover  such  within  a  reason¬ 
able  distance.  ^  ,  ,  , 

Plants  Overhauled 

The  plant  at  Westwood  was  thoroughly  overhauled  during  the  early 
nart  of  the  vear,  pumps  were  gone  over,  and  boiler  settings,  fire  boxes, 
SL  etc  ,  were  put  ii  first-c&s  condition.  The  result  is  reflected  m  the 

saving  made  in  the  amount  of  coal  used  (about  14  per  cent  less  than  m  191  ) . 
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The. filter  was  regravelled  at  a  cost  of  about  $700.00.  The  long  distance 
it  is  necessary  to  go  for  suitable  gravel  makes  this  a,n  expensive  operation, 
and  if  we  are  to  continue  using  this  plant,  the  installation  of  a  sand  washer 
would  probably  reduce  this  maintenance  cost  materially.  ,  , , 

The  standpipe  was  thoroughly  scraped  and  painted  two  coats,  and  should 
reauire  little,  if  any,  attention  for  the  next  four  or  five  years 

The  pump  at  the  Ellis  Station  has  required  considerable  attention  dur¬ 
ing  the  year,  and  at  the  present  time  is  entirely  out  of  commission  owing 
to  the  breaking  of  one  of  the  piston  rods.  Upon  investigation  it  was 
found  that  the  rods  had  corroded  to  the  extent  that  the  pistons  were  loose, 
and  were  worn  so  badly  as  to  require  new  pistons,  rods,  and  crossheads. 
These  parts  had  to  be  made  especially  for  this  pump,  which  is  not  of 
standard  size,  and  necessitated  a  longer  delay  than  would  other™  ^ve 
been  necessary.  With  the  pump  again  m  working  order,  we  anticipate 
no  further  difficulty  in  furnishing  satisfactory  service. 

Services  85  Per  Cent  Metered 

The  only  extension  of  mains  made  during  1919  was  200  feet  on  Lenox 
Street  to  supply  the  Plimpton  Press  Company  s  addition.  Thirty  new 
service  connections  were  made  and  fifty-one  meters  set.  The  Town  is 
now  85  per  cent  metered,  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  can  continue  to  increase 
K  percentage  next  year,  so  that  we  will  be  100  per  cent  metered  within 

the  next  two  years. 

Water  Loss 

A  Pitometer  survey  was  made  to  determine  the  efficiency  of  the  pumps 
and  the  per  capita  consumption.  I  attach  a  copy  of  the  report  rendered, 
which  is  self-explanatory.  This  report  indicates  clear  y  that  we  should 
go  over  our  large  meters  and  mains  to  locate,  if  possible,  any  leaks  or  u  - 
authorized  use  of  water,  as  the  report  suggests  too  large  a  percentage  of 
water  being  wasted  or  otherwise  unaccounted  lor. 

SEWER  DEPARTMENT 

It  has  been  apparent  for  some  time  that  we  should  soon  have  to  in¬ 
crease  the  size  of  the  siphon  under  the  Neponset  River,  and  the  time  has 
now  come  when  the  work  will  have  to  be  done.  The  increasing  amount 
of  sewage  being  emptied  into  the  system  is  overtaxing  the  siphon,  and  re¬ 
sults  in  overflowing  manholes  into  the  streets  and  sewage  backing  into 
cellars  We  have  had  an  investigation  of  conditions  made  and  an  esti¬ 
mate  prepared  of  the  cost  to  relieve  this  condition.  It  is  proposed  to  lay 
a  supplementary  line  of  pipe  adjoining  the  filter-beds  with  the  expectation 
that  it  will  relieve  the  condition  temporarily,  and  that  we  can  delay  the 
more  expensive  portion  of  the  work  until  it  is  absolutely  necessary. 
Thorpe’s  report  and  recommendations  are  attached. 

New  Sewers 

Sewer  extensions  made  during  the  year  consist  of  600  feet  of  8-mch 
pipe  in  Prospect  Street  between  Florence  Avenue  and  Cottage  Street, 
140  feet  of  8-inch  pipe  in  Dean  Street  near  Washington  Street  to  prevent 
sewage  from  backing  up  into  cellars,  and  90  feet  of  ffipe  m  Lraox 

Avenue  to  take  care  of  the  sewage  from  the  shops  of  the  New  \ork,  New 
Haven  &  Hartford  Railroad. 

Additional  Filter  Built 

The  tenth  filter  bed  wras  .completed  with  exception  of  the  distributing 
runway  which  will  be  built  as  soon  as  weather  conditions  permit,  t  he 
addition  of  this  bed  will  give  us  a  little  more  than  ten  acres  of  filtering 
area  and  should  be  adequate  for  some  years  to  come. 
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The  automatic  pumping  machinery  has  been  operating  very  satisfac¬ 
torily  and  has  required  little  attention  other  than  a  lew  repairs  made 
necessary  by  the  burning  out  of  some  of  the  electrical  apparatus  from  the 
effects  of  lightning. 

The  mains  have  been  cleaned  as  customary  each  year. 

Fifty  house  connections  were  made  during  the  year. 


Drains 

The  School  Street  Drain,  so  called,  was  thoroughly  cleaned  out  above 
School  Street  and  a  20-inch  pipe  laid  in  School,  Nahatan,  and  Maple  Streets 
to  provide  greater  capacity  and  relieve  the  flooding  conditions  m  that 
vicinity.  A  storm  water  drain  with  proper  catch  basins  was  laid  in  Lin 
coin  Street  and  work  was  started  on  a  27-mch  drain  in  Heaton  Avenue. 
Segment  blocks  are  being  used  instead  of  pipe  in  this  instance  as  they  were 
W  to  be  Cheaper  thaS  pipe  of  this  size.  Placing  this  dram  m  the  street 
will  do  away  with  the  open  drain  through  the  house  lots  on  the  northerly 
side  of  the  street  and  remove  a  nuisance  and  a  breeding  P^ce  ^or  d^ea^ 
germs.  A  short  section  of  the  Wmslow  Avenue  dram  was  also  piped  during 

the  year. 

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

The  construction  of  Neponset  Street  from  East  Gross  Street  to  the 
NeDonset  River,  for  which  an  appropriation  was  made  in  lJlS,  but  wine  i 
work  was  postponed  on  account  of  conditions  at  that  time,  was  completed 
this  vear  at  a  cost  of  *24,113.00.  A  6-inch  bituminous  macadam  pavement 
was  ‘laid,  using  asphalt  for  the  binder  This  completes  a  much  needed 
improvement,  and  provides  a  good  road  to  the  Canton  lme,  with  the  e 
ception  of  East  Cross  Street  from  Pleasant  Street  to  Neponset  Street, 
which  it  is  hoped,  can  be  built  in  1920.  Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labor 
and  the  favorable  bid  received  from  the  Canton  Engineering  Comp  ny 
Inc.,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  do  the  work  by  contract,  and  the  afore 
mentioned  company  was  awarded  the  contract  0ne;fl"aJ^la0nfc^/t°he 
was  paid  by  the  State,  one-quarter  by  the  County  and  the  balance  by  the 
Town,  a  very  satisfactory  arrangement,  and  it  is  hoP|f  ti  +  d 

rangement  can  be  made  for  completion  of  East  Cross  Street,  the  estimate 

cost  of  which  is  $14,000.00.  T  v  Qriri  rnilrl  Streets 

Other  construction  in  this  line  includes  Cross,  Lenox  and  (Ludd  Street  , 

from  Broadway  to  Pleasant  Street,  and  the  resurfacing  c )f  Eailr°ad  ^^m 
from  Washington  Street  to  the  railroad  crossing  Maxkct  Street  trom 
Railroad  Avenue  to  Nahatan  Street  and  Washington  Street  nom  Press 

Avenue  to  Old  Washington  Street,  with  2^-inch  of  b't,u“;nn°r^1™Xw 
The  cost  of  this  work  was  $.82  per  square  yard,  a  most  f^orable  shmvmg 

when  compared  with  the  cost  of  similar  work  m  smro^dmg  cit  es  and. 
towns.  The  average  cost  per  square  yard  of  the  Neponset  Street  job  m 
eluding  a  considerable  amount  of  subgradmg  and  dr^f 
and  on  Cross  Street,  which  was  done  by  our  own  forces,  was  ^  .4°,  and  w 
compared  with  $2.67,  the  lowest  price  bid  for  similar  work  ™  one  of  °u^ 
neighboring  towns,  reflects  credit  on  the  efficiency  of  the  Department 
anddispels  the  general  impression  that  Town  laborers  do  not  work  as  ha 

a3Lh^7oWSv«l^e  scraped  and  shaped  up  as  was  possi- 
ble  with  the  machinery  we  had,  and  were  then  oiled  to  keep  the  dust  down 
The  use  of  a  scarifying  roller  would  greatly  facilitate  this  work  and  would 
enable  us  to  secure  better  roads  for  less  money. 

Oiling 

About  60  per  cent  more  oiling  was  done  than  in  1918.  It  probably  will 
not  be  necessary  to  treat  all  of  our  macadam  streets  next  year,  althou0h 
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the  dirt  and  gravel  streets  will  require  this  treatment  annually .  Thirteen 
and  one-half  miles  were  treated  with  bituminous  oil,  which  requires  sand¬ 
ing,  and  non-asphaltic  oil  was  applied  to  fifteen  miles  of  dirt  and  gravel 
streets  for  dust  laying  purposes.  Forty  thousand  five  hundred  gallons 
of  the  former  were  purchased  at  $.084  per  gallon,  and  thirty  thousand 
gallons  of  the  non-asphaltic  oil  were  purchased  at  $.069  per  gallon.  The 
price  paid  for  bituminous  oil  included  applying,  while  that  for  non-asphal¬ 
tic  oil  was  for  tank  car  shipments  f.  o.  b.  Norwood.  It  cost  an  additional 
one-half  cent  per  gallon  to  apply. 

Sidewalks 

Granolithic  sidewalks  were  laid  on  Washington  Street  between  Rail¬ 
road  Avenue  and  Nahatan  Street  and  from  Cottage  Street  to  Vernon  Street, 
also  on  Walpole  and  Eliot  Streets.  It  was  decided  to  omit  the  usual  founda¬ 
tion  of  cinders,  this  year,  except  where  the  sub-grade  was  of  loam  or  clay, 
thus  reducing  the  cost  $.45  per  square  yard.  It  was  felt  that  the  saving 
effected  would  more  than  offset  the  cost  of  any  replacement  that  may  be 
required  due  to  damage  from  frost  action. 

Bargain  in  Paving  Blocks 

Ninety-three  thousand  granite  paving  blocks  were  purchased  from  the 
Norwood,  Canton  and  Sharon  Street  Railway  Company  at  $12.00  per  M 
(about  one-third  value),  which  are  to  be  used  for  paving  gutters. 

Bridges 

The  Morse  Street  bridge  over  the  Neponset  River  required  considerable 
repairs  and  a  new  floor  was  laid  and  the  bridge  strengthened  with  truss 
rods.  Two  of  the  old  plank  top  culverts  were  rebuilt  with  reinforced 
concrete  tops  in  place  of  wood,  thus  relieving  us  of  a  constant  source  of 
danger  as  well  as  from  the  expense  of  maintaining  plank  tops.  This  type 
of  construction  also  permits  of  continuous  surfacing,  which  adds  very 
greatly  to  the  appearance  of  the  streets. 

Street  Signs 

One  hundred  much  needed  street  signs  have  been  painted,  but  owing 
to  the  press  of  work  and  the  shortage  of  labor,  these  have  not  yet  been 
erected,  but  we  expect  to  have  them  up  before  winter  is  over.  The  signs 
are  painted  white  with  black  letters,  as  this  seems  to  be  the  best  combina¬ 
tion,  and  can  be  seen  from  a  greater  distance  than  the  customary  black 
with  gold  letters. 

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

The  business  of  this  department  shows  a  remarkable  growth  in  the  past 
year.  The  high  cost  of  fuel  has  compelled  the  manufacturing  plants  to 
resort  to  the  use  of  electricity  for  power,  with  the  result  that  our  consump¬ 
tion  has  increased  51J  per  cent  in  the  year  ending  December  31,  1919. 
Three  hundred  and  twenty-one  new  customers  were  added  to  our  accounts, 
an  increase  of  17  per  cent. 

The  increasing  demands  again  compelled  us  to  change  our  contract 
with  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminating  Company,  as  the  contracts  in  force 
were  limited  as  to  the  amount  of  current  we  could  sell  or  use  except  by 
the  payment  of  an  exorbitant  price  per  K.  W.  H.  for  the  excess.  Ob¬ 
viously,  'with  our  demand  still  increasing,  this  would  drive  the  department 
into  bankruptcy,  so  the  new  contract  was  made  on  the  high  tension  basis 
at  a  favorable  price.  In  changing  the  form  of  contract  it  was  necessary 
for  the  Towrn  to  purchase  the  transforming  apparatus  at  an  expense  of 
$43,000.00,  but  this  expenditure  was  fully  justified  when  the  saving  in 
cost  of  current  was  made  apparent. 
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Considerable  work  was  done  on  street  lines  and  wires  in  the  way  of 
repairs  and  replacements.  Many  of  these  lines  have  been  in  use  for  twelve 
years  or  more  and  poles  are  fast  needing  to  be  replaced.  Wherever  possible 
this  work  is  being  done  on  the  joint  ownership  plan  with  the  New  England 
Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company,  each  paying  one-half  the  cost  of  the 

work.  . 

A  larger  heater  was  installed  at  the  station  in  order  to  heat  the^addition 
which  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  buildings  were  painted  and 
otherwise  repaired,  so  that  the  property  is  now  in  first-class  condition. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

So  much  trouble  was  experienced  with  the  operation  of  the  alarm  system 
that  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  have  a  thorough  examination  made  by 
the  Gamewell  Company.  The  trouble  was  discovered  to  be  in  the  whistle 
at  the  Winslow  plant  and  in  the  batteries  at  the  Central  Station.  A  new 
whistle  was  installed  and  new  plates  put  in  the  batteries,  since  which  time 
there  has  been  little  trouble  with  the  system. 

Some  of  the  old  wire  has  been  renewed  and  we  shall  have  to  continue 
this  practice  until  the  old  wire  is  entirely  replaced. 

The  lights  over  boxes  are  in  need  of  attention  and  these  are  to  be  gone 
over  and  the  boxes  repainted  the  coming  season. 

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 
New  Trees 

Through  the  generosity  of  a  public  spirited  citizen  who  donated  $500.00 
for  the  purpose,  we  were  enabled  to  set  out  two  hundred  young  shade 
trees  this  ye£r,  which  were  planted  on  Nahatan  Street,  Prospect  Avenue, 
Cottage  Street,  Vernon  Street,  Florence  Avenue,  and  Douglass  Avenue. 
Norway  Maples  were  selected  as  being  the  most  suitable  variety  and  fine 
specimens  were  secured  from  the  Framingham  Nurseries. 

A  number  of  dead  trees  were  removed,  and  dead  wood  was  trimmed 
out  of  the  trees  along  our  streets  as  far  as  was  possible  with  the  money 
and  men  available. 

Moth  Suppression 

The  usual  amount  of  spraying  and  painting  of  nests  was  done  in  the 
winter  and  spring,  but  the  six  weeks  of  unusually  dry  weather  early  in  the 
season  was  very  favorable  to  the  development  of  the  gypsy  moth  larvae, 
and  was  detrimental  to  one  of  our  greatest  allies,  wilt  disease,  wnich 
develops  best  in  wet  weather,  so  we  find  at  the  end  of  the  season  that  no 
substantial  gain  has  been  made  in  eliminating  this  pest. 

Property  Owners  Should  Cooperate 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  property  owners  look  over  their  trees 
and  paint  all  egg  clusters  found  with  creasote,  and  burn  all  brown-tail 
nests,  as  it  is  impossible  for  the  Moth  Department  to  do  all  the  work  it 
is  called  upon  to  do  on  private  property  in  the  short  time  in  which  spraying 
is  effective,  without  neglecting  its  own  work  on  shade  trees.  We  trust 
that  property  owners  will  cooperate  with  us  this  year  and  do  as  much  of 
the  work  themselves  as  possible,  or  if  unable  to  do  it  themselves  or  have  it 
done  by  private  parties,  they  will  make  application  to  the  Manager  in 
ample  time  so  that  the  work  can  be  laid  out  advantageously  before  it  is 
time  to  do  the  actual  spraying. 

ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 

More  time  was  devoted  to  street  work  this  year  than  to  any  other  de¬ 
partment.  The  Neponset  Street  contract  required  almost  constant  atten- 
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tion  and  inspection  during  construction.  More  attention  has  been  paid 
to  establishing  proper  grades  and  drainage  than  heretofore  and  to  keeping 
accurate  records  of  all  work  done.  In  addition  to  giving  lines  and  grades  for 
streets,  sewers,  granolithic  walks,  drainage,  etc.,  plans  and  layouts  were 
made  for  the  Cemetery  Department,  High  School  grounds,  Board  ol  Sur¬ 
vey,  and  Drainage  takings.  Assessors’  Map  No  13,  was  completed  and 
work  was  begun  on  No.  14,  which  comprises  the  territory  bounded  by  Wash¬ 
ington  Street,  Westwood  Town  line,  Prospect  and  Nahatan  Streets,  i  lap  I 
No.  3  was  revised  and  brought  up  to  date. 
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Looking  Ahead 

A  map  was  also  made  of  the  territory  bounded  by  Railroad  Avenue, 
Pleasant,  Neponset,  and  Washington  Streets  and  the  New  York,  New 
Haven,  and  Hartford  Railroad,  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out  streets  in 
this  section  to  the  best  advantage. 


Useful  Data 

A  record  was  made  of  water  service  shut-offs  and  their  loca tion  plotted 
on  index  cards.  That  this  work  was  necessary  was  indicated  by  the  tact 
that  it  has  been  impossible  to  find  some  of  the  gate  boxes,  and  in  other 
cases  it  required  much  time  and  work  to  trace  the  service  to  the  mams, 
but  with  the  record  at  hand  each  shut-off  can  now  be  accurately  and 
quickly  found.  In  case  of  the  bursting  of  the  service  connection,  the  water 
can  be  shut  off  before  the  cellar  is  flooded  and  any  damage  done.

Town  Map 

A  large  map  of  the  Town  is  being  brought  up  to  date  frorn  which  we 
propose  to  have  lithographic  prints  made  to  meet  the  demand  for  such.  m 
These  will  be  sold  at  cost  to  anyone  who  wants  them,  and  will  provide 
working  prints  on  which  the  progress  of  work  can  be  recorded. 
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Engineering  Real  Economy 

To  the  persons  not  familiar  with  engineering  work  it  no  doubt  seems  an 
expensive  proposition  for  a  town  the  size  of  Norwood  to  maintain  an  En¬ 
gineering  Department,  but  when  it  is  realized  that  to  have  the  work  done 
bv  a  private  engineer  would  cost  very  much  more,  and  the  fact  that  having 
this  service  always  at  hand  probably  prevents  the  laying  of  sewers  and 
drains  of  improper  capacity,  sidewalks  at  varying  grades,  etc.,  thus  avoid¬ 
ing  the  possibility  of  having  to  do  the  work  over  agam  within  a  few  years 
the  value  of  this  important  department  will  be  appreciated  and  the  records 
kept  will  constantly  increase  in  value  as  time  goes  on. 
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CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

As  in  the  other  departments,  the  labor  shortage  prevented  us  from  doing 
all  the  work  we  had  laid  out,  so  that  only  about  one-half  of  the  number  ol 

lots  were  developed  as  planned.  .  .  , 

In  view  of  the  shortage  of  lots  early  in  the  spring,  work  was  started  on 
Section  40,  where  it  was  expected  that  it  would  be  easier  to  work  over  the 
ground  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  Roman  Catholic  section,  and  in  which 
section  the  shortage  was  greatest,  but  on  opening  the  ground  we  found  an 
almost  solid  bed  of  stones  in  varying  sizes  up  to  boulders  which  had  to  be 
blasted  for  removal.  Fourteen  thousand  five  hundred  square  feet,  or 
about  40  lots,  of  this  section  were  made  available  for  use  although  the  valKS 
have  not  been  built  or  the  surface  seeded  as  yet. 

There  are  now  available  for  use  in  the  Roman  Catholic  section  fitty-lour 
lots  and  fifty-five  single  graves,  and  in  the  Protestant  section  eighteen  lots 
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and  twentv-six  single  graves.  Section  17  in  the  Protestant  section  is 
about  seventy-five  per  cent  worked  over.  It  is  proposed  to  complete  this 
section  in  1920,  and  more  single  graves  will  have  to  be  laid  out. 

New  Driveway 

The  northerly  road  running  in  from  W  inter  Street  was  surfaced  with 
broken  stone  and  is  now  in  good  condition.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  set 
out  some  trees  on  each  side  during  the  coming  year. 

Interments 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  interments  were  made  and  sixteen  lots  and 
thirty-six  single  graves  were  sold,  so  unless  we  have  anothei  epidemic 
such  as  we  had  in  1918,  we  have  ample  provision  made  to  meet  the  ordinary 
demand  for  lots  and  graves. 

POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

The  organization  of  the  department  has  remained  the  same  as  in  1918. 

Decrease  in  Crime 

The  total  number  of  arrests  made  was  248,  30  per  cent  fewer  than  in 
the  preceding  year;  of  these  51  were  for  intoxication,  a  reduction  of  more 

than  50  per  cent  over  the  preceding  year.  . 

A  new  Dodge  automobile  was  purchased  to  replace  the  Reo  which  had. 
reached  the  condition  where  it  was  too  expensive  to  maintain  any  longer. 


Night  Officer  Needed 

The  need  of  an  additional  officer  for  night  duty  at  the  Central  Station 
is  keenly  felt,  as  under  the  present  arrangement,  anyone  telephoning  dttei 
the  Chief  goes  off  duty  has  to  wait  until  the  pfficer  on  the  beat  is  notified 
and  reaches  the  telephone.  This  might  require  ten  minutes  if  the  officer 
happened  to  be  at  the  Guild  Street  end  of  the  beat,  and  he  might  be  called 
to  some  remote  part  of  the  town,  leaving  his  beat  uncovered  while  he  was 
answering,  as  it  is  impossible  to  reach  the  other  officers  on  duty  without 
actually  going  out  and  finding  them  on  their  routes. 


Should  Install  Signal  System 

I  still  feel  that  we  should  begin  to  install  something  in  the  way  of  direct 
communication  with  all  the  men  on  duty  by  means  of  a  propel  signal 
system.  A  very  substantial  start  can  be  made  for  $5000.00,  and  the  longer 
this  is  put  off  the  more  it  will  cost  the  Town.

Sixteen  hundred  and  twenty  scales,  measures,  weights,  cans,  pumps, 
etc.,  were  tested  by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  during  the  year, 
of  which  twenty-four  scales  and  eight  measures  were  condemned  tor  m- 

Ninety-eight  store  inspections  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  reweighing 
packages  put  up,  but  in  each  case  they  were  found  to  be  lull  weight. 

Buildings 

One  hundred  and  one  inspections,  representing  the  expenditure  of  more 
than  $267,000.00,  were  made  by  this  Department  in  1919.  1  his  work  in¬ 

cludes  the  actual  inspection  of  construction  as  it  progresses  and  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  plans  and  issuing  of  building  permits  as  provided  by  law. 

Wires 

Two  hundred  and  twelve  inspections  of  wiring  installations  were  made 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Wires.  Very  few  changes  had  to  be  ordered  to 
have  the  work  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  F ire  L  nder- 
writers. 

Animals 

During  the  year  seventy-one  premises  were  inspected,  which,  with  a 
very  few  exceptions,  were  found  to  be  in  satisfactory  condition.  Inspec¬ 
tions  were  also  made  of  393  cattle,  116  swine,  74  goats  and  2  sheep,  all  of 
which,  with  the  exception  of  one  cow  which  was  ordered  killed,  were  found 
to  be  in  a  healthy  condition.  A  report  of  each  inspection  was  sent  to  the 
Department  of  Animal  Industry  and  a  copy  to  each  owner,  as  required  by 
law. 

RECOMMENDATIONS  AND  REMARKS 

Upon  the  success  of  municipal  government  depends  to  a  large  degree 
the  welfare  of  its  inhabitants,  and  as  the  municipality  develops  and  ex¬ 
pands,  demands  will  increase,  requiring  expenditures  never  before  thought 
of,  and  if  we  are  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times,  we  must  anticipate  our  needs 
well  in  advance  of  their  actual  necessity,  that  expenditures  may  be  arranged 
so  as  not  to  unnecessarily  increase  the  already  heavy  financial  burden 
being  carried  by  the  average  family.  Realizing  that  the  only  return  t 
taxpayer  receives  for  his  contribution  is  in  service  rendered,  and  that  on  y 
through  efficient  management  and  foresight  can  adequate  services  be  ren¬ 
dered,  I  wish  to  enumerate  some  of  the  immediate  needs  of  our  town  as 
I  see  them,  and  some  of  the  things  for  which  we  must  begin  to  prepare  in 
the  near  future. 

Water  and  Public  Health 

The  general  health  of  the  community  is  of  course  of  paramount  import¬ 
ance,  and  as  this  depends  to  a  large  extent  upon  the  purity  and  adequacy 
of  the  water  supply,  extent  of  sewerage  system,  sanitary  housing  con¬ 
ditions,  and  rigid  food  inspection,  these  matters  should  receive  ou 
first  consideration.  We  must  admit  that  while  our  town  water  is  not 
actually  detrimental  to  health,  it  could  be  of  better  quality.  Also,  i 
we  are  nearing  the  limit  of  our  present  supply.  Therefore,  I  recommend 
that  an  adequate  appropriation  be  made  to  search  for  a  new  supp  y,  ao 
if  found  in  sufficient  quantity,  consider  the  advisability  of  abandoni  g 
the  Westwood  Station.  In  the  event  of  not  finding  water  near  enough, 
so  that  the  cost  of  conveying  it  into  our  system  would  be  exorbitant,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  construct  the  additional  filter  and  install  new  pumpmg 
machinery  at  Westwood,  but  I  feel  that  this  should  not  be  undertaken 
until  every  suspected  source  of  supply  is  investigated. 
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Business  Principles  Should  be  Applied 
Any  manufacturer  who  hasn’t  at  hand  accurate  information  as  to  the 
cost  of  producing  and  selling  the  articles  which  he  is  manufacturing  in¬ 
vites  failure.  So  in  the  Water  Department,  sound  business  principles 
demand  that  we  know  exactly  how  much  water  we  are  pumping  into  the 
mains,  how  much  we  are  selling,  and  the  cost.  This  information  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  obtain  at  present.  With  means  for  accurately  measuring  both  the 
pumpage  and  sales  at  hand,  we  can  more  easily  trace  the  losses  and  be  better 
equipped  to  make  economies  which  will  result  in  a  more  favorable  showing 
in  this  Department,  and  I  have  asked  for  an  appropriation  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  installing  a  large  meter  at  the  Ellis  Station  and  the  usual  number 
of  small  service  meters.  Taking  the  theoretical  pumpage  for  the  year 
ending  July  1,  1919,  and  deducting  20  per  cent  for  slip,  we  can  account  for 
only  about  50  per  cent  of  the  water  pumped  into  the  mains.  This  indi¬ 
cates  either  underground  leaks  or  unmetered  water  for  which  the  Town 
receives  no  revenue.  Ordinarily  the  amount  of  water  that  cannot  be  ac¬ 
counted  for  in  cities  and  towns  that  are  metered  amounts  to  15  per  cent 
to  20  per  cent,  and  on  this  basis  we  should  be  able  to  cut  down  our  pumping 
approximately  30  per  cent,  saving  about  $5000.00  per  year,  as  well  as 
conserving  our  limited  supply. 

Sewers  and  Drains  Needed 

Sewer  and  drain  extensions  will  have  to  be  made  in  several  sections  of 
the  town  that  are  growing  rapidly,  especially  in  the  vicinity  of  Adams  and 
Hill  Streets,  and  as  recorded  elsewhere  in  my  report,  the  siphon  under 
the  river  will  need  to  be  enlarged  to  care  for  the  increasing  amount  of 
sewage  being  turned  into  the  sewers.  _  . 

Eventually  we  shall,  no  doubt,  replace  the  open  drains  with  pipes,  and 
some  work  should  be  done  in  this  connection  each  year. 

Sanitary  conditions  could  be  improved  by  compelling  householders  to 
dispose  of  the  rubbish  that  accumulates  in  their  yards  (oftentimes  con¬ 
taining  decomposed  garbage  and  affording  excellent  breeding  places  for 
flies  and  disease  germs)  at  least  twice  a  year.  As  to  whether  this  should 
be  done  at  the  expense  of  the  Town  or  property  owners,  is  a  debatable 
question,  but  there  is  no  question  but  that  it  should  be  done. 

Better  Sidewalks  Needed 

Our  main  streets  are  in  pretty  good  shape,  and  by  continuing  the  present 
policy  of  doing  a  little  each  year,  we  need  not  worry  much  over  that  phase, 
but  the  sidewalks  in  the  residental  sections  are  in  very  poor  condition 
and  should  be  given  consideration.  The  policy  has  been  to  construct 
granolithic  walks  only  when  the  abuttors  for  a  substantial  distance  agreed 
to  pay  one-half  the  cost.  I  feel  that  any  property  owner  on  a  public  street 
who  desires  a  granolithic  walk  and  is  willing  to  pay  one-half  the  cost  should 
have  his  request  granted,  and  while  this  procedure  will  probably  result 
in  “piece-meal”  sidewalks  at  first,  it  will  have  a  tendency  to  create  a  desire 
on  the  part  of  more  people  for  this  type  of  construction,  and  eventually 
will  result  in  more  of  this  work  being  done  on  the  equal  payment  basis. 

Memorial  Museum 

Other  improvements  that  can  be  made  to  good  advantage  later  on  are 
a  Public  Comfort  Station  in  the  centre  of  the  Town.  We  should  also  have 
in  mind  the  need  of  a  Municipal  Building,  and  this  is  an  opportune  time  to 
ask,  “What  form  of  memorial  is  Norwood  going  to  erect  to  her  war  heroes/ 
It  certainly  reflects  discredit  on  the  Town  not  to  have  taken  some  action 
in  this  matter,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  was  the  only  town 
hereabout  that  did  not  erect  an  honor  roll.  "W  hy  not  a  Municipal  Building 
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containing  a  Memorial  Museum,  in  which  a  suitable  tablet  could  be  erected 
and  where  relics  of  the  war  could  be  displayed?  Such  a  building  would  be  a 
source  of  patriotic  inspiration  as  well  as  a  testimonial  of  our  appreciation 
of  the  service  the  men  of  Norwood  rendered  to  the  cause  of  Liberty  and 
Democracy. 

Materials  and  Supplies 


Following  are  some  of  the  prices  paid  for  materials  used  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  warrant  purchasing  under  contracts.  In  all  but  two  instances 
the  material  received  complied  with  specifications.  On  analysis,  two  tank 
cars  of  non-asphaltic  road  oil  were  found  to  be  below  standard,  but  were 


accepted  at  a  reduced  price.

REPORT  OF  LEWIS  D.  THORPE

Dear  Sir :  — 

I  submit  the  following  report  upon  an  additional  water  filter  and  pump¬ 
ing  machinery  at  the  Westwood  Station.  Force  main  to  the  standpipe  and 
cast  iron  siphon  for  the  sewerage  system,  together  with  estimates  of 
cost : — 
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Filter 

The  present  filter  was  constructed,  in  1914.  It  is  of  the  slow  sand  filtra¬ 
tion  type,  having  an  area  of  13,000  square  feet.  The  inside  dimensions 
are  130  feet  in  length  by  100  feet  wide.  The  walls  and  bottom  are  con¬ 
structed  of  concrete.  A  main  collecting  drain  is  laid  on  the  bottom  through 
the  center,  to  which  lateral  drains,  running  at  right  angles,  are  connected. 

The  main  collector  conveys  the  filtered  water  into  a  regular  chamber 
from  which  it  passes  into  the  clear  water  well.  All  of  the  drains  are  vitri¬ 
fied  pipe  and  surrounded  with  screened  gravel.  The  gravel  is  in  three 
layers  of  different  sizes  and  extends  over  the  entire  bottom  of  the  filter. 
The  total  thickness  is  17  inches.  Over  the  gravel  is  placed  three  and  one- 
half  feet  of  sand. 

Clear  Water  Well 

The  clear  water  well  is  located  at  the  end  of  the  filter  near  the  pond. 

It  is  98  feet  in  length  by  48  feet  wide  and  10.5  feet  deep.  The  capacity 
when  full  is  370,000  gallons. 

•  Capacity  of  Filter 

The  filter  is  designed  to  work  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  four  million  gal¬ 
lons  per  acre  per  day,  and  when  working  at  this  rate  the  capacity  is  1,300,- 
000  gallons  per  day.  Provision  is  made  for  aeration  of  the  water  before  it 
passes  onto  the  filters. 

The  regulating  chamber  through  which  the  filtered  water  passes  into 
the  clear  water  well  is  also  designed  to  contain  an  aerating  pan.  This 
pan  has  not  yet  'been  installed. 

The  water  is  pumped  from  the  pond  through  the  aerating  pan  onto  the 
filter  with  one  of  the  original  pumps.  After  passing  through  the  filter  into 
the  water  well,  it  is  pumped  into  the  force  main  leading  to  the  standpipe. 

At  the  time  the  filter  was  constructed  it  was  not  expected  that  it  would 
be  necessary  to  use  it  during  the  winter  months  and  no  provision  was  made 
for  covering. '  ... 

That  the  filter  has  given  good  results  is  shown  by  the  following  analysis 
of  the  raw  or  pond  water  and  filtered  water  as  taken  from  the  report  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health.

Improvement  in  filtering  water  in  1919  due  to  regravelling  of  the  filter  bed  early  in  the  year. 
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With  the  exception  of  the  time  necessary  for  cleaning,  it  has  been  in 
almost  continuous  operation  whenever  this  supply  has  been  used. 

Time  Necessary  for  Cleaning 

I  am  informed  by  you  that  the  average  time  between  cleanings  is  136 
hours  of  actual  use  and  that  the  total  amount  of  water  pumped  during  the 
above  period  is  approximately  8,300,000  gallons.  The  surface  of  the  sand 
in  the  filter  then  becomes  clogged  with  sediment  and  it  is  necessary  to 
draw  the  water  off  and  allow  the  sand  to  dry  out  before  cleaning.  Your 
Superintendent  informs  me  that  the  filter  is  out  of  commission  on  an 
average  of  three  days  each  time  that  it  is  cleaned.  ,  wiKa 

During  the  time  necessary  for  cleanmg  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  Ellis 
Station,  but  if  it  so  happens  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  water  at  the  station, 
or  should  the  pump  be  out  of  commission,  the  supply  or  a  portion  of  it 
must  be  pumped  from  Buckmaster  Pond  directly  into  the  standpipe 

On  two  recent  occasions  when  it  became  necessary  to  pump  direct  from 
the  pond,  there  has  been  complaint  from  the  consumers  regarding  its 

qTn  m-der  to  provide  filtered  water  at  all  times,  another  filter  should  be 
constructed  and  used  in  connection  with  the  present  one.  The  two  filters 
should  be  used  alternately  and  during  the  period  that  one  is  m  operation 
the  other  would  have  a  chance  to  dry  out  and  be  cleaned  if  necessary. 

By  the  use  of  two  filters  far  better  results  can  be  obtained  than  is  po^.i 
ble  with  one  filter.  They  will  be  easier  to  operate,  particularly  during  the 
winter  months  and  the  cost  of  maintenance  will  be  less  than  it  is  at  present. 

Location  of  New  Filter 

The  new  filter  should  be  located  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  present 
filter.  It  should  extend  from  the  present  clear  water  well  to  a  point  about 
15  feet  from  the  street.  The  northerly  wall  of  the  present  filter  for  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  130  feet  would  form  the  division  wall  between  the  two  filters. 
The  area  would  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  present  filter,  or  13,000  square 

^  i 

eVhe  present  clear  water  well  would  be  used  in  common  for  the  two  filters, 
and  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  construct  a  new  one.  This  will  simplify  the 
piping  connections  and  the  plant  will  be  more  easily  operated  than  would 
be  the  case  if  another  well  were  constructed. 

Pumping  Machinery 

The  present  pumping  machinery  consists  of  two  sets  of  M-  T.  Davidson 
Company  simple  double  acting  steam  pumps.  Each  pump  has  a  capacity 
of  one  and  one-half  million  gallons  in  24  hours. 

One  pump  was  installed  at  the  time  the  water  system  wa®  C0^^U,C^J 
and  the  other  at  a  somewhat  later  date.  They  are  both  of  the  low  duty 

type. 

Boilers 

There  are  two  boilers,  each  5  feet  in  diameter  by  16  feet  long.  One  was 
installed  in  1897  and  the  other  in  1904.  The  steam  pressure  allowed  is 
100  pounds.  Originally  both  pumps  were  used  for  the  direct  service,  or 
for  pumping  into  the  distributing  system  of  the  town.  ,  t 

At  the  time  the  filter  was  constructed  the  pump  located  m  the  basement 
was  connected  to  the  filter  and  used  to  pump  the  pond  water  onto  the 
filter.  The  connections  were  made  m  such  manner  that  by  °Penmp 
closing  certain  gates  it  could  be  used  either  for  the  filter  or  for  the  direct 

to  the  clear  water  well  of 
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the  filter  and  used  to  pump  into  the  distributing  system  entirely.  This 
pump  can  also  be  used  to  pump  direct  from  the  pond  into  the  tower  should 

it  become  necessary.  _  . 

When  using  the  filter  both  pumps  are  in  use  at  the  same  time  and  m 
case  of  an  accident  to  either  it  is  necessary  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the 
filter  until  repairs  can  be  made. 

Coal  Required  for  Pumping 

During  the  year  1919  the  total  amount  of  water  pumped  from  this 
station  as  shown  by  pump  displacement  was  143,398,000  gallons  and  the 
total  coal  used  was  382  net  tons.  This  would  mean  a  station  duty  of  about 
31  million  foot  pounds  for  each  100  pounds  of  coal  consumed.  The  gallons 
pumped  per  pound  of  coal  would  be  188. 

This  extremely  low  duty  is  due  to  the  following: 

First.  Low  duty  machinery. 

Second.  That  the  pump  used  for  pumping  water  onto  the  filter  is  work¬ 
ing  against  a  very  low  head  which  materially  reduces  its  duty. 

Third.  That  the  plant  is  not  used  regularly  and  a  larger  proportion  of 
coal  is  required  for  banking  fires  than  would  be  necessary  if  the  plant  were 

in  steady  use.  . 

The  coal  used  for  heating  the  station  is  also  included  and  if  this  could 
be  deducted,  the  duty  would  be  somewhat  increased. 

Cost  Per  Million  Gallons  —  Fuel  Alone 

Coal,  382  tons  at  $8.00  .  $3,056.00 

$3056  divided  by  143.4  million  gallons  $21 .31 


Labor 

I  am  informed  by  you  that  it  is  necessary  to  keep  an  engineer  and  fire¬ 
man  at  the  station  during  the  time  the  plant  is  in  operation,  and  at  an  ex¬ 
pense  of  $10.50  per  day. 

Cost  of  Labor 


During  the  year  1919  the  plant  in  use  288  working  days  at  $10.50 
per  day  equals  $3024.  $3024  divided  by  143.4  million  gallons  equals  $21 .08. 
Cost  per  million  gallons  coal  and  labor  alone:

Owing  to  the  low  duty  type  of  pumping  machinery  and  high  cost  of 
coal  and  labor  the  plant  is  not  an  economical  one  to  operate,  and  if  this 
portion  of  the  town  supply  is  to  be  kept  in  commission  new  machinery 
should  be  installed.  . 

Considering  the  fact  that  the  supply  from  this  source  is  limited  1  do  not 
consider  it  wise  to  install  another  steam  plant  and  should  advise  that  an 
electrically  driven  pump  be  selected.  I  have  considered  two  types  of 
pumps,  centrifugal  and  triplex,  either  of  which  would  be  driven  by  an  elec¬ 
tric  motor.  Either  type  of  machinery  could  be  installed  in  the  present 

station.  , 

In  order  to  pump  the  required  amount  of  water  the  machinery  should 
be  of  the  same  capacity  as  that  of  the  present  plant. 


Centrifugal  Machinery 

I  have  estimated  on  two  centrifugal  pumps  direct  connected  to  electric 
motors  and  having  a  capacity  of  one  and  one-half  million  gallons  in  24  hours. 
One  unit  would  be  located  in  the  basement  of  the  station  and  used  for 
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pumping  water  from  the  pond  onto  the  filters.  The  other  would  be  in  the 
main  station  and  pump  from  the  filter  into  the  distributing  system  of  the 
town. 

Both  units  would  be  provided  with  automatic  controlls  so  that  they  will 
start  and  stop  without  attendance  when  the  water  in  the  standpipe  and 
filters  reaches  certain  limits. 

Cost  of  pumping  per  pillion  gallons,  based  upon  current  at  2  cents 
per  K.  W.  H.:

Filter  service  pump. 

Average  head  including  suction,  30  feet, 

Combined  efficiency  pump  and  motors,  58  per  cent,

1130  K.  W.  H. 
at  2  cents  equals  $22 . 60 

The  average  cost  per  million  gallons  for  coal  alone  during  the  past  two 
years  has  been  $23.05  or  45  cents  per  million  more  than  the  cost  of  elec¬ 
tricity. 

There  will  be  no  material  reduction  in  the  cost  of  power  alone  and  the 
saving  will  be  in  labor. 

Present  Labor 

In  order  to  operate  the  filters  both  pumps  must  be  in  operation  at  the 
same  time,  this  requires  the  use  of  two  boilers  and  it  is  necessary  to  keep 
,  an  engineer  and  fireman  on  duty  all  of  the  time. 

With  electric  driven  machinery  and  having  as  far  as  possible  automatic 
controls,  there  is  no  reason  why  one  man  should  not  be  able  to  look  after 
the  entire  plant. 

I  believe  the  labor  item  can  be  reduced  at  least  50  per  cent  without  im- 
paring  the  service  or  taking  any  chance  whatever.  I  do  not  mean  to  say 
that  the  plant  will  run  without  care,  but  it  should  not  be  necessary  for  a 
man  to  stay  in  the  station  all  of  the  time  that  the  pumps  are  running. 

In  the  City  of  Newburyport  the  water  department  has  been  using 
electric  driven  pumping  machinery  for  a  number  of  years  at  their  auxiliary 
station.  In  this  place  the  chief  engineer  at  the  main  station  goes  to  the 
station  (which  is  located  about  two  miles  distant)  once  a  day  and  spends 
an  hour  or  two  looking  over  the  machinery,  oiling,  cleaning,  etc.  The  sta¬ 
tion  is  then  locked  up  and  the  machinery  left  running  under  24  hour  service. 

One  unit  has  been  in  use  about  five  years  and  the  only  labor  has  been 
as  above  stated.  Many  towns  are  using  electric  driven  machinery  in  the 
same  manner  with  satisfactory  results,  and  I  see  no  reason  why  the  West- 
wood  plant  can  not  be  operated  in  the  same  way. 

When  pumping  the  present  amount  of  water,  a  yearly  saving  of  at  least 
$1500  should  be  made  in  labor  alone. 

Water  Hammer 

I  am  informed  by  you  that  there  is  considerable  annoyance  caused  by 
water  hammer  when  the  present  pumps  are  running,  particularly  on  the 
t  high  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  standpipe.  I  believe  this  trouble  will  be 
overcome  to  a  large  extent,  if  not  entirely,  by  the  use  of  centrifugal  pump- 
i  ing  machinery,  the  flow  from  which  is  nearly  uniform.

With  a  new  10-inch  main  the  annual  saving  in  current  alone  when  pump¬ 
ing  150  million  gallons  per  year  would  amount  to  $750,  or  a  little  more  than 
one-half  of  the  yearly  depreciation  and  interest  upon  the  cost. 

If  Buckmaster  Pond  was  of  sufficient  capacity  to  furnish  the  entire  sup¬ 
ply  for  the  town,  I  should  advise  that  a  new  main  be  installed,  but  as  the 
quantity  is  limited  to  about  600,000  gallons  per  day  (throughout  the  year) 
and  as  there  is  no  possibility  of  increasing  this  amount,  I  do  not  consider 
it  wise  to  make  any  change  in  the  existing  main  and  particularly  at  present 
under  the  extremely  high  prices. 

Cast  Iron  Siphon  and  Outlet  into  Dosing  Tank 

The  inverted  siphon  that  conveys  the  sewage  from  a  point  about  200 
feet  north  of  Willow  street  to  the  intersection  of  the  24  inch  field  fine  lead¬ 
ing  to  the  filters  is  16  inches  cast  iron  pipe.  The  total  length  is  3864  feet. 

The  outlet  into  the  24-inch  field  fine  is  4.7  feet  lower  than  the  beginning 
or  upper  end.  The  lowest  point  is  where  it  crosses  under  the  Neponset 
River.  At  this  point  the  invert  is  14.3  feet  below  the  outlet  into  the  24- 
inch  main.  The  capacity  under  normal  conditions  is  estimated  at  1400 
gallons  per  minute,  or  a  little  over  2  million  gallons  per  day. 

When  the  system  was  constructed  it  was  estimated  that  its  capacity 
would  be  sufficient  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  town  for  at  least  20  years 
and  it  was  not  thought  best  to  provide  beyond  that  time. 

Undoubtedly  the  town  has  grown  at  a  much  more  rapid  rate  than  was 
anticipated,  and  while  the  capacity  of  the  siphon  is  ample  for  the  present 
flow  of  sewage  alone,  at  times  of  heavy  rains,  when  surface  water  finds 
its  way  into  the  sewers  through  the  openings  in  the  manhole  covers  through¬ 
out  the  entire  system,  the  flow  is  increased  to  an  extent  sufficient  to  load 
the  siphon  to  its  full  capacity. 

In  addition  to  the  gravity  flow  the  siphon  receives  the  flow  from  the 
pumping  section,  or  that  portion  of  it  already  provided  with  sewers.  This 
t  sewage  is  collected  in  a  reservoir  having  a  capacity  of  130,000  gallons,  and 
is  pumped  into  the  siphon  at  a  point  about  1000  feet  above  the  lower  end, 

*  or  outlet  into  the  24-inch  main. 

The  pump  has  a  capacity  of  700  gallons  per  minute  and  in  order  to  empty 
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from  the  pumps  causes  the  sewage  to  back  up  in  the  siphon  during 
pumping  period.

Line  to  Dosing  Tank 

This  line  should  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  prevent  any  back  pressure 
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in  the  siphon  and  I  should  advise  that  an  18-inch  pipe  be  laid  in  the  em¬ 
bankment  and  parallel  with  the  present  15-inch  pipe,  extending  from  the 
lower  end  of  the  24-inch  line  to  the  dosing  tank.  This  will  provide  for  a 
flow  (in  addition  to  the  present  line)  of  2000  gallons  per  minute,  or  a  total 
flow  including  the  present  line  of  3400  gallons  per  minute. 

Increased  Capacity  of  Siphon 

In  order  to  increase  the  capacity  of  the  siphon,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
lay  a  new  pipe  connecting  with  the  present  siphon  at  the  pumping  station 
and  discharging  either  into  the  head  of  the  24-inch  field  line,  or  into  the 
head  of  the  line  leading  to  the  dosing  tank.  I  have  considered  three  routes: 

First:  Parallel  with  the  present  line  from  the  pumping  station  to  the 
upper  end  of  the  24-inch. 

Second:  From  the  pumping  station  along  the  northerly  bank  of  the  river 
a  distance  of  about  700  feet,  then  across  the  river  and  back  of  the  Morrill 
Ink  Works  and  through  the  field  to  the  upper  end  of  the  line  leading  to 
the  dosing  tank,  a  total  distance  of  1700  feet. 

Third:  From  the  pumping  station  across  the  river  and  through  the  yard 
of  the  Morrill  Ink  Works,  between  the  buildings  and  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  R.  R. 
and  intersecting  Pleasant  Street  at  a  point  just  south  of  the  spur  track 
across  the  street,  and  then  continuing  to  the  head  of  the  24-inch  sewer. 

Of  the  three  routes  there  is  but  little  choice  as  far  as  the  capacity  is  con¬ 
cerned. 

The  line  north  of  the  river  and  through  the  field  to  the  upper  end  £>f  the 
15-inch  sewer  has  a  fall  of  .8  of  a  foot  more  than  the  other  two  lines.  The 
line  is,  however,  700  feet  longer  and  the  extra  loss  due  to  friction  nearly 
if  not  quite  offsets  the  gain  due  to  the  extra  fall. 

If  the  line  is  laid  in  Pleasant  Street  parallel  with  the  present  line,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  open  up  about  450  feet  of  trench  through  the  concrete 
pavement,  or  as  you  suggest,  lay  it  under  the  sidewalk. 

The  route  back  of  the  Morrill  Ink  Works  would  avoid  disturbing  the  con¬ 
crete.  It  would,  however,  be  laid  in  private  property  for  a  distance  of  about 
500  feet,  and  the  length  would  be  250  feet  more  than  the  line  laid  parallel 
with  the  present  fine.  It  would  also  necessitate  four  angles  which  are  not 
desirable  if  they  can  be  avoided. 

Of  the  three  routes,  I  believe  the  Pleasant  Street  one,  or  parallel  with 
the  present  line,  the  more  desirable,  and  unless  there  is  some  good  reason 
otherwise  should  advise  that  it  be  followed. 


Size  of  Pipe 

The  new  pipe  should  be  of  sufficient  size  to  divert  at  least  one-half  of  the 
flow.  I  have  considered  three  sizes,  or  16-18  and  20  inch.  Of  the  three  I 
believe  the  18  inch  should  be  selected.  The  carrying  capacity  of  this  size 
wall  be  nearly  one-third  greater  than  the  capacity  of  a  16-inch  pipe  and 
the  difference  in  cost  between  a  16-inch  and  18-inch  line  will  be  practically 
all  in  the  extra  weight  of  the  pipe. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Filters 

The  water  from  Buckmaster  Pond  contains  usually  a  larger  quantity 
of  organic  matter  than  is  found  in  a  good  surface  water  and  is  at  times  very 
offensive  to  taste  and  smell. 

A  large  portion  of  the  bottom  of  the  pond  is  covered  with  mud  and 
decomposed  organic  matter,  which  in  all  probability  affects  the  quality 
of  the  water.  The  filters  are  designed  chiefly  for  the  removal  of  the  ob¬ 
jectionable  taste  and  odor  and  in  order  to  furnish  filtered  water  at  all 
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times  another  filter  must  be  constructed;  and  if  Buckmaster  Pond  is  to 
be  used  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  supply,  I  should  advise  that  another 
filter  be  built  the  coming  season. 

Pumps 

The  present  pumping  machinery  is  of  the  low  duty  type  and  uneconomi¬ 
cal  to  operate,  both  from  the  amount  and  high  cost  of  coal  and  labor  re¬ 
quired  to  operate  the  station.  As  now  used  m  connection  with  the  falter, 
there  is  but  one  pumping  unit,  and  should  an  accident  happen,  the  falter 
is  out  of  commission  until  repairs  are  made.  I  advise  that  electric  driven 
centrifugal  pumps  be  installed  and  used  for  the  regular  service  and  that 
the  present  pumps  be  kept  in  reserve  and  used  as  an  auxiliary  plant. 

Force  Main 

I  should  not  advise  making  any  change  in  the  present  force  main  leading 
to  the  standpipe,  as  the  annual  saving  in  the  cost  of  pumping  would  not 
be  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  and  depreciation  upon  the  cost  ol  construc¬ 
tion. 

Siphon  and  Sewer  Outlet 

I  should  advise  that  the  capacity  of  the  sewer  outlet  from  the  lower  end 
of  the  24-inch  field  line  to  the  dosing  tank  be  increased  by  laying  a  new 
18-inch  vitrified  pipe  parallel  with  the  present  15-mch  line,  this  should 

be  done  the  coming  season.  ....  „  ,  ,  - 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  by  laying  this  line,  the  back  pressure  111 
siphon  will  be  reduced  and  its  capacity  increased,  so  that  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  make  any  change  in  the  lower  end  of  this  siphon  the  coming 
season.  In  other  words,  I  would  lay  the  18-inch  line  in  the  embankment 
the  coming  season  and  try  the  system  out  for  a  year.  If  it  is  then  louncl 
that  trouble  still  exists  the  addition  to  the  siphon  can  be  made  another 
year. 

Water  Supply 

The  average  consumption  of  water  in  Norwood  as  shown  by  the  reports, 
has  increased  from  about  490,000  per  day  to  fttout  1,100,000  m 

1919  This  increase  is  due  to  the  rapid  growth  of  the  town  and  additional 
use  of  water  caused  by  the  sewerage  system  The  increase  m  consumption 
has  been  gradual  and  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  it  will  continue.  The  con¬ 
sumption  is  rapidly  approaching  a  point  which  will  make  it  necessary  to 
increase  the  present  supply.  I  understand  that  during  the  dry  seaso 
the  two  supplies  are  scarcely  sufficient  to  furnish  the  required  amou  t, 
and  should  an  extremely  dry  period  of  years  occur,  in  all  probability  there 
would  be  a  shortage  of  water.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  steps  should  be 
taken  towards  securing  an  additional  supply  or  increasing  the  prese  t 
supply,  and  that  investigation  should  be  made  m  order  to  determine  upo 
some  definite  policy.

We  submit  herewith  our  report  on  results  of  Pitometer  tests  recently 
completed  for  the  Town  of  Norwood,  Mass. 

The  Pitometer  tests  comprised  the  following  work: 

1.  An  accurate  measurement  of  the  discharge  from  the  Westwood 
steam  pumping  station  and  the  Ellis  electric  pumping  station,  for  a  period 
of  twenty-four  hours  from  July  7th,  1919,  to  July  8th,  1919. 

2.  An  accurate  measurement  of  the  inflow  and  the  outflow  from  your 
standpipe  for  a  period  of  twenty-four  hours,  from  July  7th,  1919,  to  July 
8th,  1919. 

PUMPAGE  —  WESTWOOD  PUMPING  STATION 

A  Pitometer  gauging  point  was  established  on  the  10-inch  discharge 
main  from  this  station,  outside  the  station,  and  the  discharge  to  the  town 
was  measured  from  2  P.  M.,  July  7th,  1919,  to  2  P.  M.  July  8th,  1919.

The  M  T  Davidson  Company,  Simple  double  acting  Compound  steam 
cylinder,  steam  pump  No.  1852;  14-inch  drainer  plungers;  24-inch  stroke, 
2|-inch  rod,  was  tested  for  slip  from  July  7th,  1919,  to  July  8th,  1919, 
and  found  to  have  practically  no  slip.

Summary 

The  average  daily  consumption  of  your  town  was  found  to  be  1,182,936 
gallons  from  July  7th,  1919,  to  July  8th,  1919.  During  this  period  the 
meters  of  all  the  large  consumers  were  read  on  both  the  above  dates  and 
showed  a  registration  of  182,320  gallons,  leaving  1,000,616  gallons  a  day 
for  domestic  consumption.  On  a  basis  of  13,000  actual  water  users  this 
is  a  per  capita  consumption  of  77  gallons,  which  is  an  excessive  amount . 

Between  the  hours  of  10  P.  M.  July  7th,  1919,  and  8  A.  M.  July  8th, 
1919,  no  water  was  pumped  into  the  standpipe,  and  during  that  time  the 
minimum  flow  into  the  town  was  reached  between  the  hours  of  3  A.  M.  and 
4  A.  M.,  at  the  rate  of  735,000  gallons  per  day,  or  a  per  capita  of  56.5  gal- 
Ions  during  those  hours  when  there  is  an  absolute  minimum  use  of  water. 
This  would  indicate  underground  leakage,  waste  or  unauthorized  use  of 
water 

We  would  strongly  recommend  that  a  complete  Pitometer  survey  be 
made  of  your  distribution  mains  to  determine  the  cause  of  this  abnormally 

high  night  rate  of  flow.  . 

The  Ellis  Pumping  Station  is  not  delivering  full  capacity,  due  to  an  in- 
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sufficiency  of  supply  from  the  wells,  it  being  necessary  at  times  to  operate 
the  by-pass  from  the  discharge  main  to  the  suction  main  so  as  to  make 
up  for  this  deficiency.

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REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN. 


The  Selectmen  submit  their  annual  report  for  the  year  1919  as  follows: 
At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  January  20,  1919,  Mr.  Thomas  B. 
Mulvehill  was  elected  selectman  without  opposition,  succeedmg  Mr. 
John  E.  Folan,  whose  term  of  office  then  expired  and  who  refused  a  re¬ 
nomination.  Mr.  Folan  performed  the  duties  of  his  office  during  his  term 
of  service  with  characteristic  faithfulness  and  efficiency,  which  we  take 
pleasure  in  recording.  Following  the  annual  town  meeting  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  Selectmen  was  perfected  by  the  reelection  of  Mr.  Allen  as 
chairman  and  Mr.  Barr  as  clerk.  . 

Forty-two  regular  meetings  and  two  special  meetings  were  held  during 
the  year  at  which,  in  addition  to  the  routine  business  involved  in  the  ad- 
ministration  of  the  affairs  of  the  town,  a  considerable  volume  of  special 
business  of  varying  character  was  transacted  and  numerous  hearings  were 
held  where  the  same  seemed  desirable  or  were  required  by  law.

Chief  of  police,  Harry  W.  Swift,  authorized  agent  of  Selectmen  to  inspect 
v  premises  of  persons  licensed  for  carrying  on  business  of  second-hand  motor 
vehicles  and  parts  thereof  under  Chapter  259,  General  Acts  of  1919. 
October  14,  1919  —  Mr.  James  M.  Folan,  licensed  auctioneer. 

There  were  appointed  also  during  the  year,  several  special  police 
officers,  measurers  of  leather,  measurers  of  wood  and  bark  and  sworn 

weighers.  ... 

The  transportation  situation  resulting  from  the  suspension  ot  service 
by  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Co.,  received  much  attention 
and  relief  through  jitney  bus  service,  and  other  methods  were  thoroughly 
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considered  and  earnestly  sought.  Many  conferences  were  held  in  Norwood, 
Walpole  and  Mansfield  with  the  officials  of  the  several  towns  similarly 
affected  with  a  view  to  cooperative  solution  and  action.  The  jitney  bus 
service  was  recognized  to  be  the  only  relief  available  for  the  time  being 
and  such  action  was  taken  as  was  possible  to  secure  such  service  and  to 
protect  the  travelling  public  using  it.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  situation 
may  be  materially  improved  during  the  year  1920. 

Following  the  acceptance  by  the  Town  of  Chapter  293,  General  Acts 
of  1916,  authorizing  the  licensing  of  jitney  transportation,  so-called,  regu¬ 
lations  were  made  for  the  operation  of  such  vehicles  in  Norwood,  which 
are  of  a  very  comprehensive  character  and  met  with  approval  elsewhere. 

Street  traffic  regulations  applicable  to  all  vehicles  were  also  adopted. 

The  resurfacing  of  Neponset  Street  from  Cross  Street  to  the  Canton 
line  with  bituminous  macadam  was  carried  out,  the  work  being  done  under 
contract  by  the  Canton  Engineering  and  Construction  Co.  The  expected 
contributions  to  the  expense  of  this  work  from  the  State  and  the  County 
were  received  from  those  sources. 

The  celebration  of  the  return  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  who  enlisted 
from  Norwood  in  the  service  of  our  country  in  the  late  World  War,  which 
was  authorized  by  the  Town  in  accordance  with  our  recommendation 
and  in  response  to  a  wide-spread  desire  for  such  a  recognition  of  patriotism 
and  self-sacrifice  was  appropriately  carried  out  on  June  17th  through  a 
program  of  exercises  worthy  of  the  occasion. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  propriety  and  need  of  the  action  taken, 
it  was  voted  to  grant  the  following  increases  in  salary  to  certain  town 
officials,  effective  on  August  16th,  1919,  viz:

It  was  also  voted  that  as  to  all  future  appointments  to  the  police  force, 
the  first  year’s  salary  be  $1400.00  with  an  increase  of  $100.00  for  each 
succeeding  year’s  service  to  the  maximum  of  $1600.00,  and  as  to  future 
appointments  of  Fire  Department  Drivers,  the  first  year’s  salary  be 
$1300.00  with  an  increase  of  $100.00  each  succeeding  year  to  the  maximum 
of  $1500.00. 

Increased  business  in  the  municipal  light  department,  both  actual  and 
prospective,  necessitated  the  purchase  from  the  Edison  Electric  Illuminat¬ 
ing  Company  of  Boston  of  all  of  the  equipment  in  use  at  our  station  and 
owned  by  that  Company,  except  two  transformers.  This  and  other  neces¬ 
sary  equipment,  including  transformers  and  cost  of  installing,  involves  a 
net  expense  to  the  Town  of  about  $50,000.00.  The  results,  however,  are 
highly  advantageous  to  the  Town  in  the  conduct  of  this  important 
department.  The  purchase  of  two  new  transformers  of  the  type  required 
for  our  needs  has  been  authorized. 

The  present  and  future  needs  of  the  Town  as  regards  both  its  water 
supply  and  its  sewerage  system  have  been  carefully  studied,  and  the 
sendees  of  Mr.  Lewis  E.  Thorpe,  the  Engineer,  who  is  most  familiar  with 
:  both  systems  and  who  is  an  expert  of  high  standing,  were  secured  for  an 
examination  and  report  with  recommendations  as  to  these  matters. 

Articles  have  been  inserted  in  the  annual  town  meeting  warrant  for  1920, 
dealing  with  the  questions  of  extending  and  enlarging  the  sewerage  system 
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and  of  enlarging,  improving  and  increasing  the  water  supply  and  system, 
and  action  under  these  articles  will  be  requested  which  will  commend 
itself  to  us  in  the  light  of  Engineer  Thorpe’s  report  and  recommendations. 
The  list  of  jurors  as  prepared  by  us  in  1919  is  appended.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS  FOR 
THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1919. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  and  state¬ 
ments  of  valuation  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  financial  year  of  1919, 
and  desire  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  citizens  the  following  matters, 
namely: 

Valuations 

No  changes  were  made  by  the  Assessors  during  the  past  year  in  the  gen¬ 
eral  established  valuations  which  have  been  in  effect  during  the  last  five 
years.  An  examination  of  the  abstracts  from  the  table  aggregates  contained 
herein  will  show  a  decrease  in  the  personal  property  assessed  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $300,000.00.  The  cause  of  such  decrease  is  the  fact  that  certain 
private  business  concerns  which  in  1918  and  in  prior  years  were  assessable 
for  stock  in  trade  have  since  April  1,  1918,  and  prior  to  April  1,  1919,  in¬ 
corporated  under  the  State  Laws  as  Domestic  Corporations  and  are  now 
locally  taxable  for  machinery  used  in  manufacturing  and  real  estate  only. 
Practically  the  entire  difference  in  the  valuation  in  the  two  years  is  due  to 
this  cause. 

Tax  Rate 

The  Town  grant  in  1919  was  $21,969.72  in  excess  of  that  of  the  previous 
year,  and  the  County  Tax  apportioned  upon  the  Town  exceeded  that  of 
1918  in  the  sum  of  $5,582.76,  which  amount  together  with  a  Special  State 
Tax  and  an  additional  levy  of  $5,199.51  of  an  apportionment  of  the  whole 
cost  of  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital,  the  last  amount  being 
a  legal  obligation  of  the  Town  not  provided  for  by  vote,  the  Assessors 
were  required  to  and  did  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  same  by  including 
it  in  the  Whole  amount  levied  in  taxes  assessed  upon  polls  and  estates  for 
the  year  1919.  . 

The  whole  net  requirement  in  excess  of  that  of  the  preceding  year  was 
$38,469.02.  In  addition  to  the  increased  requirements  voted  and  legally 
due,  the  tax  rate  was  further  affected  by  receipts  lawfully  deductable  in 
determining  the  tax  levy,  in  so  far  as  the  amount  appliable  as  an  offset  on 
account  of  receipts  from  Income  Tax  distributed  from  the  State  Treasury 
by  reason  of  the  so  called  School  Fund  Appropriation  Act  of  1919.  The 
amount  ultimately  used  as  covering  receipts  from  these  sources  being 
$2,346.62  less  than  the  total  of  the  preceding  year.  _  . 

The  Board  of  Assessors,  however,  after  a  careful  review  of  business 
conditions,  felt  warranted  in  applying  against  the  amount  to  be  raised  a 
much  larger  estimate  on  account  of  corporation  tax  receipts  and  deter¬ 
mined  that  $60,000.00  was  a  conservative  estimate  of  receipts  which 
would  be  available  from  this  source;  the  actual  receipts  of  this  nature  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Town  Treasury  were  approximately  $70,000.00.  Confirm¬ 
ing  the  decision  of  the  Board  in  its  estimate  of  these  particular  receipts, 
the  Board  of  Assessors  feel  that  the  Town  has  been  particularly  fortunate 
in  the  matter  of  taxes  and  tax  rate  for  the  past  year. 

Neponset  Valley  Improvement 

The  Board  of  Assessors  understand  that  the  work  of  survey  of  the  Real 
Estate  within  the  confines  of  the  Neponset  Valley,  which  was  undertaken 
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by  the  State  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  benefits  accruing  on  cer¬ 
tain  real  estate  on  account  of  the  drainage  of  the  Neponset  River  Channel, 
has  been  completed,  and  it  is  probable  that  within  the  next  year  the  com¬ 
mission  appointed  by  the  State  will  render  its  report  determining  the 
amount  to  be  paid  by  the  various  Towns  for  benefits  resulting  from  the , 
work  which  has  been  done  and  that  the  Town  through  its  officials  will  be 
called  upon  to  assess  betterments  on  account  of  the  work  done  by  the 
State  during  the  recent  year. 

Inasmuch  as  a  considerable  portion  of  the  lands  in  the  Neponset  Valley 
is  located  in  the  Town  of  Norwood,  it  is,  therefore,  in  the  interest  of  the 
Town  and  its  citizens  to  take  an  active  interest  in  the  proceedings  and 
work  of  this  commission  in  order  that  the  Town  of  Norwood  may  not  be 
burdened  with  more  than  its  just  share  of  the  cost  of  this  work.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Health  submits  the  following  as  its  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1919:  , 

During  the  year  there  have  been  one  hundred  fifty-two  deaths,  exclu¬ 
sive  of  stillbirths,  of  which  number  sixteen  were  non-residents.  The 
death  rate  was  twelve  to  the  thousand.

Epidemic  influenza  estimated  500  cases. 

The  care  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is  a  vexatious  problem.  Many 
cases  for  which  hospital  treatment  is  necessary  and  can  be  provided  refuse 
to  accept  treatment  or  having  begun  it  discontinue  it  against  the  advice 
of  physicians  and  against  the  wishes  of  the  Health  Board.  That  many  cases 
result  in  death  and  that  many  new  cases  are  due  to  obstinacy  of  such 
patients  cannot  be  doubted.  The  Board  of  Health  has  no  arbitrary  con¬ 
trol  over  them.  The  tuberculosis  clinics  formerly  conducted  at  the  Nor¬ 
wood  Hospital  are  now  managed  by  the  Norwood  Chapter  of  the  Red 
Cross.  The  thanks  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  should  be  extended  to  this 
organization  for  its  work,  which  is  in  charge  of  Dr.  Griffin,  the  well-known 

^  A  large  number  of  scarlet  fever  cases  has  been  reported  during  the 
months  of  November  and  December.  All  cases  reported  have  been  very 
light  and  it  is  believed  that  its  spread  is  due  to  the  fact  that  some  undis¬ 
covered  cases  have  infected  others  in  the  schools.  The  School  Physicians 
and  School  Nurses  are  keeping  a  close  watch  on  school  children  in  order 
to  detect  any  new  cases  of  the  disease.  Other  towns  and  cities  are  expe¬ 
riencing  a  similar  condition.  .  .  , , 

Attention  is  called  to  the  law  requiring  physicians  and  householders 
to  report  contagious  diseases  to  this  Board.  During  the  year  one  case 
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of  infantile  paralysis  was  reported  on  a  doctor’s  certificate  for  burial  • 
This  case  had  not  been  formerly  reported.  The  doctor  signing  the  certi¬ 
ficate  was  brought  into  Court  charged  with  violation  of  the  statute,  t  his 
action  was  taken  after  advice  from  the  State  Department  of  Health,  but 
the  doctor  was  acquitted.  . 

There  has  been  some  cases  of  diphtheria  (14). 

Where  contagious  disease  is  found,  a  general  survey  of  sanitary  condi¬ 
tions  is  made  and  in  a  number  of  instances  the  Health  Board  ordered  very 
radical  improvements,  and  in  one  case  closed  a  house  where  necessary  im¬ 
provements  were  not  made. 

Believing  that  the  large  number  of  swine  kept  within  the  town  were  a 
nuisance,  a  regulation  restricting  the  keeping  of  swine  was  adopted.  Three 
cases  were  successfully  prosecuted  under  this  regulation.  _ 

All  complaints  have  been  investigated  and  many  nuisances  abated. 
Many  sewer  connections  that  ought  to  be  made  are  delayed  because  of 
lack  of  help  in  the  Public  Works  Department.  Sewer  extensions  should 
be  made  particularly  on  Marion  Avenue,  Hill  Street,  Adams  Street  and 

Regulations  governing  the  production,  care  and  sale  of  milk  have  been 
adopted,  and  Dr.  James  Mulvehill  appointed  Inspector  of  Milk,  Bacteri¬ 
ologist  and  Agent  of  the  Board.  His  report,  which  is  printed  herewith, 
shows  that  on  the  whole  the  quality  of  milk  sold  in  Norwood  is  good, 
steps  being  taken  to  improve  that  which  has  been  found  to  be  below  the 
standard.  The  apparatus  necessary  for  milk  inspection  has  been  purchased 
and  installed  in  the  laboratory  of  the  former  High  School. 

New  Health  Regulations  are  nearly  completed  and  ready  for  adoption, 
the  old  regulations  no  longer  answering  the  needs  of  the  Town  of  Nor¬ 
wood.  We  hope  to  have  them  in  printed  form  for  distribution. 

We  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  Messrs.  Hayden  and  Breen  of  the 
Premier  Theatre  who  gave  us,  without  charge,  the  use  of  the  Theatre  for 
the  showing  of  the  film  ( 'Fit  to  Fight,”  which  was  exhibited  at  the  request 
of  the  State  and  Federal  Health  Departments  as  part  of  a  campaign 
against  venereal  diseases;  to  the  local  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  for  its 
work  in  connection  with  Tuberculosis;  to  Judge  Halloran,  Town  Counsel, 
for  advice  and  assistance,  and  to  all  who  in  any  way  assisted  the  Board  in 
its  work  during  the  year.

Gentlemen: 

As  Inspector  of  Milk  I  submit  the  following  report: 

Examinations  of  milk  were  begun  on  September  23rd  on  which  date  the 
Laboratory  Equipment  was  received  complete  from  the  manufacturers. 
This  equipment  was  first  installed  at  the  Norwood  Hospital,  but  on  ac¬ 
count  of  lack  of  room  and  for  the  reason  that  the  vibrations  of  the  Centri¬ 
fuge  Machine  were  apt  to  cause  nuisance  to  patients  at  the  Hospital,  ar¬ 
rangements  were  made  with  the  School  Committee  to  remove  this  equip¬ 
ment  to  the  Beacon  School  Building  where  it  is  now  installed,  and  since 
that  date  one  hundred  forty  specimens  have  been  examined  for  bacteria, 
fats  and  solids.  Thirty  examinations  have  been  made  for  fats  and  solids 
alone.  Of  the  first  classification  but  one  specimen  showed  a  bacteria 
count  above  the  five  hundred  thousand  per  cubic  centimeter,  and  after  an 
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inquiry  into  the  conditions  of  the  dairy  where  this  milk  was  produced,  I 
am  satisfied  that  the  conditions  were  unusual  as  all  previous  and  subse¬ 
quent  specimens  received  from  this  dairy  showed  well  within  the  mark  of 
bacteria  count.  Of  the  total  examinations  for  fats  and  solids  the  results 
were  satisfactory  in  all  but  three  cases.  The  attention  of  the  producers 
and  dealers  in  these  cases  was  called  to  the  condition  with  the  result  that 
to  date  of  present  writing  all  of  the  milk  now  being  distributed  within  the 
Town  is  well  above  the  standard  of  fat  and  solid  contents  and  on  bacteria 

I  have  visited  and  inspected  dairies  in  the  Towns  of  Walpole,  Sharon, 
Foxboro,  Millis,  Westwood  and  Canton,  in  which  milk  is  produced  for  dis¬ 
tribution  in  the  Town  of  Norwood.  In  some  cases  conditions  have  been 
found  which  required  attention  and  in  these  cases,  I  am  pleased  to  say, 
the  owners  showed  a  desire  to  cooperate  with  the  Inspector  in  the  better¬ 
ment  of  these  conditions. 

Approximately  one-half  of  the  dairies  have  been  scored  under  the  regu¬ 
lation  score  card.  The  work  of  scoring  the  remainder  will  be  completed 
in  the  near  future.

Dear  Sirs: 

I  submit  in  the  form  of  this  brief  summary  the  eleventh  annual  report 

of  my  department,  covering  the  year  1919.  , _ . 

As  in  former  years  the  major  part  of  the  service  which  this  department 
rendered  was  of  an  advisory  character,  embracing  nearly  as  wide  a  range 
of  matters  as  the  municipal  activities  of  a  town  of  the  size  and  character 
of  Norwood  developed.  This  service  involved  numerous  conferences  with 
officials  and  others  interested  and  the  preparation  of  many  letters  and  a 
number  of  opinions  and  other  papers  and  the  attendance  at  many  meetings.

Litigation 

During  the  year  but  one  suit  was  brought  against  the  town,  1.  e.,  an 
action  by  Coleman  Kane  for  damages  to  property  resulting  from  the  con¬ 
struction  and  use  of  a  main  and  lateral  dram  through  his  property  on 
Nahatan  Street.  This  case  was  settled  by  the  agreement  of  the  parties 
on  a  basis  satisfactory  to  them  and  involved  on  the  part  of  the  i  own 
the  payment  of  a  small  sum  to  cover  expenses  and  the  laying  of  additional 
pipe  in  that  part  of  the  lateral  drain  which  had  been  open. 

The  cases  of  the  Finnish  Workingmen’s  Association  Into,  relating  to 
taxes  paid  and  which  were  described  in  earlier  reports,  are  still  pendmg 
in  the  Superior  Court  with  no  developments  during  the  year. 

Certain  claims  were  presented,  investigated  and  rejected  and  no  suits 

followed. 
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Action  taken  on  certain  tax  claims  resulted  in  payment  being  made  in 
two  cases  and  an  abatement  in  the  third  case. 

The  situation  as  regards  litigation  is  and  has  been  a  most  favorable 
one  for  the  Town  and  it  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  this  department 
reports  no  litigation  pending  against  the  Town  which  involves  any  sub¬ 
stantial  sum  or  issue  of  consequence. 

The  expense  arising  from  claims  and  litigation  has  therefore  been  kept, 
as  in  the  past,  at  almost  a  nominal  figure. 

Legislation 

Legislation  proposed  and  enacted  at  the  State  House  during  1919,  which 
would  be  of  concern  to  Norwood,  was  considered  and  followed  and  such 
action  was  taken  as  with  your  approval  and  that  of  others  interested, 
seemed  appropriate  and  permissible.  The  presence  in  the  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  your  chairman  was  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  Norwood  would 
be  treated  fairly  and  not  suffer  from  adverse  legislation  and  the  duty  of 
my  department  was  most  favorably  affected  by  this  consideration. 

In  passing  it  is  proper  to  refer  also  to  the  helpful  interest  and  activity 
of  Francis  J.  Foley  as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Commission  with  respect 
to  the  legislation  relating  to  the  distribution  of  the  State  income  tax  with 
which  Norwood  in  common  with  other  municipalities  in  the  State  was 
concerned. 

Miscellaneous 

Other  matters  which  wrere  of  particular  importance  and  as  to  which 
considerable  time  and  effort  were  given  may  deserve  passing  mention  as 
indicating  that  the  officials  of  the  Town  were  active  in  promoting  its  wel¬ 
fare  and  that  of  its  citizens  as  such,  are  the  following: 

(1)  Suspension  of  Operation  of  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway 
Company  and  action. 

(2)  Jitney  situation  and  regulation  with  especial  reference  to  Walpole, 
Foxboro  and  Mansfield,  and  involving  various  meetings  with  the  officials 
of  these  communities  for  cooperative  solution  and  action. 

(3)  Special  motor  vehicle  regulations  and  general  traffic  regulations. 

(4)  Heaton  Avenue  drain  extension  layout  and  taking. 

(5)  Neponset  River  Improvement  situation  as  affecting  the  determi¬ 
nation  of  Norwood’s  portion  of  the  expense  thereof. 

(6)  Town  meeting  warrants  and  action  under  articles  in  same. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  detailed  statement  of  all  services  rendered 

by  the  department  during  the  year. 

The  kindness  and  consideration  extended  by  you  and  all  other  officials 
of  the  Town  with  which  this  department  had  dealings  during  the  year 
are  gratefully  acknowledged.  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  Pendergast 
was  particularly  helpful  at  all  times.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION, 

1919 

The  fifth  annual  election  under  the  New  Charter  was  held  in  January, 
1919  at  which  time  Mr.  Frank  A.  Fales  was  reelected  for  a  second  term 
of  three  years,  and  Mr.  Arthur  W .  Coolidge  was  elected  for  two  years, 
succeeding  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Miller,  who  resigned  after  faithfully  and  con- 
scientiously  serving  the  Town  for  a  period  of  four  years. 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  we  record  at  this  time  the  valuable  work 
done  by  Mr.  Miller  in  helping  to  plan  out  the  broad  policies  and  in  per- 
fecting  the  systematic  methods  of  procedure  under  which  this  Commission 
has  carried  on  its  work.  The  Town  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  Mr.  Miller 
which  we  trust  will  long  be  remembered.  _  ,  ,  ,. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  following  the  annual  Town  Meeting, 
Mr  Francis  J.  Foley  was  elected  chairman  for  the  fourth  year,  and  Mr. 
Arthur  W.  Coolidge,  clerk.  During  the  year  the  usual  number  of  meetings 
have  been  held.  The  various  Town  warrants  have  been  given  careful 
attention  by  the  Commission  and  all  its  recommendations  have  been 
adopted  without  changes  by  the  Town  Meetings  called  for  the  purpose. 

This  Commission  has  appeared  before  numerous  meetings  held  by  the 
Taxation  Committee  of  the  Legislature  the  past  year  m  reference  to 
Senate  Bill  No.  313.  which  finally  became  law  and  determined  permanently 
the  method  of  distributing  to  Cities  and  Towns  the  money  collected  by  the 
Commonwealth  from  the  tax  on  intangible  personal  property.  Ot  the 
three  plans  that  were  considered  by  the  Taxation  Committee,  two  ol 
these  plans  were  presented  by  the  Norwood  Finance  Commission,  an  we 
are  pleased  to  report  that  one  of  our  plans  was  adopted  and  later  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court,  in  passing  upon  the  same,  declared  it  to  be  C  onstitutional. 
The  transition  from  the  old  to  the  new  method  of  distributing  this  tax 
is  accomplished  gradually  over  a  period  of  ten  years.  We  feel  quite  sure 
that  in  the  years  to  come  Norwood  and  all  other  industrial  centers  will 

benefit  materially  by  this  law.  ,  ,,  r 

Norwood  has  now  successfully  completed  five  years  under  the  New 
Town  Charter  and  was  one  of  the  very  first  towns  m  the  country  to  present 
to  its  Citizens,  through  the  Finance  Commission,  a  carefully  planned 
yearly  budget,  based  on  expert  knowledge  of  requirements  of  the  different 
departments.  The  entire  country  is  now  waking  up  to  the  tact  that  a 
scientific  budget  is  the  proper  one,  and  everywhere  National,  State  and 

Municipal  Governments  are  being  urged  to  adopt  it.  . 

During  the  past  year  costs  of  all  materials  and  substantial  increases  in 
the  salaries  of  all  Town  employees  make,  of  course,  for  higher  taxes  In 
the  year  to  come,  still  greater  care  and  planning  is  necessary  m  the  making 
of  appropriations  in  order  not  to  make  the  tax  burden  too  heavy,  as  there 
is  quite  a  possibility  that  the  next  few  years  will  be  critical  ones  for  all 

taitPmight  be  mentioned  at  this  time  that  the  recommendations  offered 
covering  various  articles  contained  in  the  Annual  and  Special  down  Moot¬ 
ing  Warrants,  this  Commission  estimated  the  probable  amount  that  would 
be  necessary  to  raise  by  taxation  in  1919  would  be  $254,530.54  and  that 
this  would  produce  a  tax  rate  of  about  $15.97  per  thousand. 

When  the  Assessors  finished  their  work  and  prepared  the  tax  rate  the 
following  September,  and  in  the  meantime  had  received  definite  figures 
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from  the  State  and  County  as  to  its  requirements  for  taxes  and  certain 
receipts  due  the  Town,  it  was  found  that  the  exact  amount  necessary  to 
raise  by  taxation  was  $254,827.02,  or  within  $296.48  of  the  amount  this 
Commission  estimated  the  previous  March,  and  the  final  tax  rate  was 
$16.00  against  $15.97  we  estimated. 

We  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  various  Town  Officials,  all 
of  whom  have  cheerfully  cooperated  with  this  Commission  at  all  times. 

We  submit  a  statement,  showing  the  apportionment  of  the  tax  rate 
covering  the  past  four  years,  which  we  trust  every  Citizen  wijl  examine.

ThejBoard  of  Selectmen, 

Norwood,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: —  . 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  respectfully  submit  herewith  their  annual 

report  for  the  year  1919:  ,  ,  .  ,,  r  ,.  ,  f  ,  , 

Ninety-seven  alarms  were  sounded  during  the  year,  of  which  forty- 
seven  were  for  grass  or  brush  fires,  thirty-five  for  buildings,  thirteen  false, 
one  to  search  for  an  old  lady  lost  in  the  woods,  and  one  was  a  request  for 

assistance  from  the  Town  of  Medfield.  . 

The  risk  involved  and  loss  resultmg  from  fires  were  as  follows.

T°Theficall10for  assistance  from  Medfield  was  for  a  serious  fire  which  could 
not  be  handled  by  the  local  department  when  their  apparatus  went  out  of 
commission.  The  Combination  pumper  was  sent  over  and  the  fare  was  ex¬ 
tinguished  in  about  an  hour  after  its  arrival.  .  ,  ,. 

A  test  of  the  Combination  pumper  was  made  during  the  fall  and  dis¬ 
closed  the  fact  that  repairs  were  needed  if  the  apparatus  was  to  be  kept  up 
to  standard  efficiency.  A  further  examination  was  made  after  which  it 
was  decided  to  have  the  engine  and  pump  thoroughly  overhauled  and  the 
truck  varnished.  The  work  has  been  done  and  the  piece  of  apparatus  is  m 
first  class  condition  and  should  need  very  little  attention  for  some  time  to 


C°  We  again  beg  to  call  to  your  attention  the  practice  of  sending  this  piece 
of  apparatus  to  brush  fires,  and  feel  that  $2000.00  mvested  for  a  piece  of 

light  apparatus  would  be  money  well  spent.  ,  , , 

The  upper  rooms  and  corridor  of  the  fire  department  were  thoroughly 
cleaned  and  painted,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to  do  the  lower  room  and  out¬ 
side  woodwork  during  the  coming  year.  .  , 

Salaries  of  all  members  of  the  department  were  increased  25  per  cent  to

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REPORT  OF  NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

Under  authority  given  by  the  Town  at  a  Town  Meeting  held  November 
11,  1915,  we  were  authorized  to  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  land  on 
Washington  Street  opposite  the  Civic  Association  as  a  site  for  the  erection 
of  a  new  High  School  Building,  and  also  to  procure  plans  and  estimates 
for  a  suitable  building. 

On  March  16,  1916,  at  a  later  Town  Meeting  (adjourned  from  February 
20th),  we  made  a  report  which  was  accepted  by  the  Town,  and  in  accordance 
with  our  recommendation,  it  was  voted  to  purchase  the  land  recommended 
by  the  Town  Planning  Committee,  opposite  the  Civic  Association,  as  a  site 
for  the  new  High  School  Building,  and  the  sum  of  $23,400  was  appropri¬ 
ated  to  pay  for  the  same.  At  the  same  time  the  sum  of  $400  was  appro¬ 
priated  for  the  expenses  of  the  Committee.  Of  this  amount  $169.15  was 
expended  in  visiting  other  towns  and  cities,  inspecting  some  of  the  newest 
school  buildings  and  obtaining  other  information  of  value. 

The  land  being  secured,  the  Committee  next  gave  their  attention  to  the 
selection  of  an  architect  and  the  preparations  of  plans  and  estimates. 
Through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  George  F.  Willett  the  Committee  were  en¬ 
abled  to  arrange  for  an  architect’s  competition  held  under  the  rules  of  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architects.  This  resulted  in  the  selection  of  Mr.  James 
H.  Ritchie  of  Boston  as  the  architect  of  the  building.  The  Committee 
also  selected  the  firm  of  R.  D.  Kimball  Company  as  the  Heating  and  Venti¬ 
lating  Engineers  to  prepare  the  plans  for  heating  and  ventilating  m  co¬ 
operation  with  the  architect.  Suitable  plans  and  estimates  were  prepared, 
and  the  Committee  at  a  Town  Meeting  held  January  30,  1917,  made  a 
report  recommending  that  the  general  plan  of  a  school  building  including 
an  auditorum  as  prepared  by  the  architect,  Mr.  James  H.  Ritchie,  be 
adopted,  but  that  only  the  High  School  section  and  basement  of  the 
whole  building  together  with  the  shell  of  the  Grade  Section,  viz.,  walls, 
roof  and  flooring,  be  erected  now,  reserving  the  building  of  the  auditorum 
until  a  later  date.  This  report  was  accepted,  and  the  Town  appropriated 
the  sum  of  $250,000  and  authorized  our  continuance  as  a  Building  Commit¬ 
tee,  the  funds  to  be  expended  under  our  direction. 

From  January  30,  1917,  to  June,  1918,  was  taken  up  in  preparing  de¬ 
tailed  plans  and  specifications  under  which  bids  were  invited  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  the  building.  These  specifications  were  divided  into  four  parts: 
First,  the  General  Building  Contract;  second,  the  Heating  and  \  entilatmg 
Contract;  third,  the  Electrical  Contract;  fourth,  the  Plumbing  Contract. 

Proposals  were  invited  by  the  Committee  in  these  specifications,  and 
early  in  June,  1917,  bids  were  received  by  the  Committee  from  a  large 
number  of  selected  firms.  On  opening  the  bids,  it  was  found  that  the 
lowest  one  offered  was  about  $40,000  more  than  the  estimates  of  archi¬ 
tect  and  builders  obtainable  at  the  time  we  received  our  appropriation 
in  January.  This  was  largely  due  to  the  constantly  advancing  cost  of 
everything  entering  into  building  construction  between  that  time  and  June, 
the  earliest  period  in  which  it  was  possible  to  have  detailed  plans,  workmg 
drawings  and  specifications  made,  and  bids  received  from  Contractors. 

In  order  to  obtain  acceptance  of  the  lowest  offer  it  was  necessary  to 
decide  the  matter  within  a  very  few  days,  as  otherwise  the  option  on  bund¬ 
ing  material  would  expire  and  the  bids  would  be  withdrawn.  After  giving 
this  careful  consideration,  with  the  best  advice  obtainable,  we  decided 
to  accept  the  lowest  bid  offered.  After  some  revisions  wrere  made  in  the 
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plans  and  specifications,  contracts  were  awarded  to  the  C.  S.  Cunningham 
&  Sons  Construction  Company  for  the  General  Building  Contract;  J.  J. 
Hurley  &  Company,  Heating  and  Ventilating;  Pierce  &  Cox,  Plumbing, 
and  James  Wilkinson  Company,  electrical  work,  and  early  in  July,  1918, 
ground  was  broken  for  the  new  building. 

On  September  4th,  1918,  an  additional  appropriation  of  $40,000  was 
made  by  the  Town  to  cover  the  increased  cost  of  construction. 

On  November  27,  1918,  the  cornerstone  was  laid  and  appropriate  exer¬ 
cises  in  connection  with  the  same  were  held.  The  building  was  completed 
in  accordance  with  the  plans  and  specifications  and  accepted  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  May,  1919,  and  sessions  of  the  High  School  were  held  for  the 
first  time  in  the  new  building  at  about  that  time. 

Three  floors  in  the  south  side  of  the  building,  affording  room  for  nine 
more  school  rooms,  are  still  unfinished,  and  will  require  further  appro¬ 
priations  from  the  Town  to  complete  same. 

In  accordance  with  the  general  plan,  the  construction  of  the  building 
has  been  so  adapted  that  when  in  future  years  the  auditorum  is  added, 
it  will  be  possible  to  do  this  at  a  minimum  of  expense  and  inconvenience, 
The  architectual  appearance  of  the  building  will  also  be  much  improved, 
as  this  part  of  the  general  plan  will  greatly  add  to  the  whole  appearance  of 
the  building. 

In  addition  to  the  amounts  thus  far  appropriated  which  were  expended  by 
our  Committee : 

$10,000  was  appropriated  March  6,  1919,  for  the  furnishings  of  the  build¬ 
ings.  This  was  expended  by  the  School  Committee  and  on  October  28,  1919, 
$6500  was  appropriated  for  grading,  which  has  to  be  expended  by  the  Se¬ 
lectmen.  These  amounts  added  to  the  amounts  expended  by  our  Com¬ 
mittee,  make  a  total  cost  for  land,  building,  furnishings  and  grading  to  date 
of  $329,304.62,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  December  31,  1919,  of  $998.38. 

We  feel  that  the  Town  has  received  full  value  in  its  new  building,  con¬ 
sidering  the  greatly  increased  costs  of  materials  and  labor,  and  when  the 
nine  school  rooms  in  the  south  side  of  the  building  are  finished  and  the 
auditorium  built,  we  will  have  one  of  the  finest  buildings  for  school  pur¬ 
poses  in  the  State. 

It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  building  is  so  planned  that  exten¬ 
sions  can  be  easily  added  in  future  years,  to  both  north  and  south  wings 
of  the  building,  running  back  toward  Walpole  Street,  which  will  provide  for 
a  largely  increased  number  of  pupils. 

The  Committee,  Architect  and  Contractors  have  worked  harmoniously 
together  to  obtain  the  best  possible  results  for  the  Town.  We  feel  confi¬ 
dent  that  the  verdict  of  the  future  will  be  that  the  work  has  been  well 
planned  and  adapted  to  the  demands  of  the  Town  for  increased  School 
accommodations  as  they  arise.

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THE  NEW  HIGH  SCHOOL  BUILDING. 

The  erection  of  the  New  High  School  Building  introduces  a  new  and  im¬ 
portant  chapter  in  the  history  of  the  Norwood  schools,  the  building  itself 
embodying  the  most  modern  hygienic  features  with  respect  to  lighting, 
heating,  ventilation  and  sanitation.  This  building  meets  every  require¬ 
ment  of  modern  secondary  education;  located  on  its  spacious  site  on  Wash¬ 
ington  Street,  it  makes  one  of  the  finest  high  school  plants  to  be  found  in 
New  England.  The  citizens  of  Norwood  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the 
completion  of  this  building.  Failure  of  this  building  with  proper  equip¬ 
ment  to  meet  the  most  exacting  demands  of  secondary  education  will  rest 
upon  the  school  organization  and  not  upon  the  people  of  Norwood. 


THE  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

One  of  the  most  striking  developments  in  recent  educational  history  is 
the  rapid  change  that  has  taken  place  in  the  prevailing  conceptions  of  the 
purposes  of  high  school  education.  The  old  idea  that  a  high  school  was 
to  function  only  as  a  college  preparatory  school  was  autocratic. 

Courses  for  the  college  preparatory  students  should  be  organized  that  will 
give  complete  training,  answer  all  college  entrance  requirements,  and  give 
admittance  privileges  without  the  customary  college  entrance  examina¬ 
tions.  Since  all  colleges  do  not  grant  the  certificate  privileges,  students 
should  prepare  for  those  which  do,  at  least,  until  a  more  fair  and  standard 
method  of  grading  has  been  derived  by  both  the  high  school  and  colleges. 

In  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  developed  a  strong  tendency  among 
high  school  administrations  to  formulate  aims  and  organize  courses  of  study 
in  the  high  school  for  the  large  number  of  children  who  do  not  expect  to  go 
to  college. 

So  strong  has  this  movement  become  that  the  leading  universities  of  the 
country  in  recognition  of  the  reasonableness  of  this  policy  have  so  changed 
their  entrance  requirements  as  to  permit  practically  any  high  school  grad¬ 
uate  of  any  well  organized  and  well  conducted  high  school  to  enter  its  fresh¬ 
man  class. 

A  high  school  should  give  a  broad  training  to  which  students  go  perma¬ 
nently  for  the  same  reason  as  they  go  to  the  elementary  school,  namely, 
to  secure  training  that  will  prepare  them  directly  for  more  effective  partici¬ 
pation  in  the  life  of  the  community  in  which  they  live  and  society  as  a  whole. 

The  high  school  should  differ  from  the  elementary  school  only  in  the 
age  of  its  children.  While  the  high  school  should  not  primarily  function 
as  a  college  preparatory  school,  neither  should  the  elementary  school  lead 
only  to  the  high  school.  A  school  system  organized  along  modern  lines 
will  not  drive  any  child  from  school  bepause  a  square  mentality  will  not 
plug  a  round  hole.  A  school  system  should  be  broad  enough  to  encourage 
and  find  a  proper  groove  for  each  child.  The  responsibility  for  children  leav¬ 
ing  school,  in  a  big  majority  of  cases,  rests  not  on  the  children,  but  rather 
on  the  school  system. 


ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS. 

The  elementary  schools  have  been  unfortunate  in  not  having  a  definite 
written  program  of  studies  to  follow.  At  the  present  time  each  school  has 
its  own  system  which  does  not  necessarily  correlate  with  the  systems  used 
in  other  schools. 

A  program  is  in  the  process  of  construction  which  will  show  more  or  less 
in  detail  the  subject  matter  by  topics,  in  each  of  the  elementary  grades, 
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as  well  as  the  text  books  and  supplementary  books  to  be  used.  The 
amount  of  work  covered  and  methods  used  should  be  standard  for  each 
grade. 

The  standing  of  our  elementary  schools  will  remain  low  until  we  are  able 
to  remedy  the  present  situation  where  we  are  forced  to  put  many  of  the 
first  and  second  grades  on  part  time.  This  gives  us  a  poorly  prepared  child 
for  the  third  grade  and  reduces  the  general  standard  of  the  school  for  the 
following  grades.  If  children  are  to  held  back  and  retarded  in  the  very 
beginning  of  their  school  life,  we  certainly  cannot  expect  them  to  spring 
up  to  standard  as  soon  as  promoted  to  another  grade. 

Size  of  Classes. 

It  is  generally  recommended  by  people  in  authority  that  the  maximum 
number  of  students  for  the  first,  second  and  third  grades  should  be  thirty 
and  on  full  time;  for  the  fourth  and  sixth  grades,  thirty-five;  and  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth,  forty.

PERSONNEL  OF  THE  PRESENT  TEACHING  FORCE. 

After  our  entrance  into  the  World  War,  most  schools  were  compelled 
to  lower  their  standards  because  many  teachers  left  the  profession  to  accept 
more  lucrative  positions.  Their  places  could  not  be  filled  with  teachers

of  equal  qualifications.  The  larger  cities  drew  on  the  smaller  cities,  and 
the  smaller  cities  in  turn  on  the  villages  and  still  smaller  schools,  the 
lowering  of  standards  came  so  quickly  that  the  public  was  scarcely  aware 
of  the  fact  that  the  schools  were  depreciating.  The  following  table  shows 
the  condition  in  the  state  normal  schools  during  the  past  school  years:

IMPROVEMENT  OF  TEACHERS. 

A  teacher  who  continues  in  the  service  year  after  year  and  makes  no 
effort  to  improve  herself  professionally,  should  be  discharged  by  the  School 
Committee.  Educational  standards  and  methods  of  teaching  are  chang¬ 
ing  so  rapidly  that  only  the  wide-awake  teacher  can  expect  to  keep  up  with 

the  procession.  ......  , 

Teachers  in  Norwood  have  excellent  facilities  to  improve  themselves 

professionally. 


EXAMINATION. 

The  first  of  October  scientific  measuring  tests  were  given  from  this  office 
in  all  but  the  first  two  grades  of  the  elementary  schools.  The  following

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EVENING  SCHOOL 

The  varied  courses  offered  in  the  evening  school  afford  the  means  of 
acquiring  an  education  extending  from  simple  elementary  subjects  to  special¬ 
ized  instruction  in  Typewriting,  Stenography,  Bookkeeping,  Cooking, 
Millinery,  Carpentry,  Spanish,  English  and  Americanization.  The  aver¬ 
age  attendance  each  evening  is  about  one  ^hundred  pupils. 

At  the  present  time  the  evening  school  is  one  of  the  strongest  mediums 
we  have  to  check  the  radical  movement  among  the  foreign  population  of 
this  country,  which  is  generally  due  to  a  lack  of  understanding,  on  the 
part  of  the  foreigner,  of  our  language  and  customs.  As  a  result,  poorly 
educated,  hardworking,  easily  excited  foreigners  furnish  a  most  admirable 
field  for  certain  agitators  to  exploit.  There  is  only  one  remedy  for  this 
evil  and  that  is  education,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  this  must  come 
from  the  evening  schools. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  work  in  the  lower  grades  consists  of  story  plays,  games  and  dances. 
These  are  given  to  afford  exercise  and  to  allow  relaxation  from  the  mental 
work.  In  the  middle  and  upper  grades  formal  and  gymnastic  exercises  are 
given.  These,  besides  exercising  the  body,  train  in  correct  position  and  car¬ 
riage,  and  tend  to  counteract  the  incorrect  positions  assumed  during  the 
school  session.  During  the  fall  and  spring  much  of  this  work  should  be 
conducted  out  of  doors.  All  plays  and  games  at  recess  should  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

In  the  high  school  this  work  should  not  consist  of  less  than  two  periods 
a  week  in  the  gymnasium  for  all  children  not  entering  into  the  activities 
!i  of  one  of  the  school  sports. 

In  order  to  do  this  work  as  it  should  be  done,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have 
an  efficient  physical  director  on  full  time. 


PLAYGROUND  EQUIPMENT 

All  the  elementary  school  playgrounds  need  apparatus  for  physical  edu¬ 
cation  at  recess  time.  The  popularity  and  importance  of  this  can  be  seen 
by  a  visit  to  the  Shattuck  school  during  the  recess  periods.  This  work  is 
especially  important  for  the  lower  grades.

VACATION  SCHOOL

REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENT 

Norwood,  Mass. 

February  12,  1920. 

To  Mr.  C.  O.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  High  School  for  the  year 

l  1919. 

The  enrollment  of  the  school  for  the  present  year  is  326,  an  increase  of 
25  over  the  enrollment  of  last  year.  There  are  now  in  the  High  School 
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■sixteen  regular  teachers  or  about  one  teacher  to  twenty-five  pupils.  This 
is  the  usual  allotment  of  teachers  in  high  school  work.  The  teachers  who 
are  not  giving  full  time  to  high  school  work  are  not  counted,  in  this  number. 

The  school  moved  into  the  new  building  in  May  and  finished  out  the  last 
six  weeks  of  the  year  in  its  new  quarters.  The  move  was  too  late,  how¬ 
ever,  to  allow  for  making  up  the  time  that  was  lost  on  account  of  the 
epidemics  and  for  other  causes  during  the  year.  Not  only  this  loss  of  time 
but  the  conditions  under  which  the  school  worked  interfered  greatly  with 
the  quality  of  the  work  that  could  be  done.  The  injury  done  by  a  year  of 
poor  work,  wlictliGr  th&t  ycsir  is  one  of  th.6  ls/tcr  or  GS-rlicr  yG&rs  of  the  High 
School,  can  not  be  counteracted.  Every  class  that  during  its  freshman 
year  was  obliged  to  take  the  late  afternoon  work  was  unquestionably  in¬ 
jured  thereby.  Aside  from  the  question  of  hours,  the  crowded  conditions 
made  good  work  impossible.  Not  only  the  science  laboratory  work  had 
to  be  done  in  a  laboratory  where  good  work  was  impossible,  but  the  recita¬ 
tions  had  to  be  held  in  this  same  laboratory  without  blackboard  space. 
Other  classes  had  to  be  conducted  under  fully  as  hard  conditions.  Four 
years  ago  in  his  annual  report  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  stated  that 
under  the  conditions  the  efficiency  of  the  school  would  be  much  impaired. 

For  the  last  two  years,  owing  to  the  inadequate  salaries  paid,  the  school 
has  been  without  men  instructors.  For  the  same  reason,  the  school  has 
been  unable  to  retain  the  services  of  an  instructor  for  more  than  two  con¬ 
secutive  years. 

Two  new  courses  have  been  opened  this  year,  the  Manual  Arts  course 
and  the  Flousehold  Arts  course.  Enough  pupils  elected  these  two  courses 
to  form  one  class  in  each.  Freshmen  work  only  in  each  of  these  courses 
was  offered.  Twenty-seven  of  the  entering  class  elected  this  work.  Thirty 
nine  elected  work  preparatory  to  college  or  scientific  schools.  Sixty- 
eight  chose  a  business  or  general  course. 

The  largest  number  of  failures  came  from  those  who  chose  work  for  which 
they  were  not  fitted.  This  is  particularly  true  of  those  who  in  spite  of  hav¬ 
ing'  failed  in  arithmetic  in  the  lower  grades  still  chose  a  business  course. 
Very  few  of  these  are  able  to  sustain  themselves  in  the  work  in  arithmetic 
in  the  High  School.  Either  these  should  be  refused  permission  to  take  a 
business  course  or  provision  should  be  made  so  that  they  can  make  up  the 
work  in  which  they  have  already  failed.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  HOUSEHOLD  ARTS 

To  Mr.  C.  0.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Supervisor  of  Household  Arts. 

No  report  has  been  submitted  since  1912,  at  which  time  sewing  was  the 
only  branch  of  Household  Arts  taught  in  Norwood.  In  September  1913 
cooking  was  introduced,  and  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Civic  Associa¬ 
tion,  classes  were  held  at  the  Corner  House  for  three  years,  then  at  the 
Norfolk  House  and  the  Model  House.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  the  Civic 
Association  for  providing  us  with  comfortable  quarters  during  a  period  of 
six  years.  We  are  now  pleasantly  and  conveniently  located  at  the  new 
High  School. 

At  the  present  time  the  seventh  grade  receives  instruction  in  sewing  one 
hour  per  week;  the  eighth  grade,  sewing  one  hour  per  week  and  cooking 
one  hour  per  week.  In  September  a  class  in  Household  Arts  was  organized 
in  the  Freshman  year  High  with  the  idea  of  forming  a  four  year  Household 
Arts  Course.  This  step  in  advance  offers  a  long  felt  and  much  needed 
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opportunity.  The  Course  aims  (1)  to  teach  the  girl  the  value  of  clean 
living;  (2)  to  make  her  able  to  maintain  healthy  conditions  of  body  and 
home;  (3)  to  help  her  understand  civic  problems;  (4)  to  arouse  in  her  the 
sense  of  the  dignity  of  the  home  and  the  social  service  it  should  render; 
(5)  to  show  the  homemaker’s  responsibility  in  maintaining  proper  standards 
of  living,  and.  (6)  in  every  way  to  fit  her  for  an  efficient  homemaker.  All 
classes  are  planned  to  meet  these  aims  and.  the  Course  is  so  arranged  that 
the  girl  may  share  the  regular  instruction  and  contacts  offered  m  other 
courses.  She  will  receive  a  good  general  education  as  well  as  the  special 
training  in  homemaking. 


The  High  School  Lunch. 

The  organization  of  a  High  School  class  in  cooking  made  possible  the 
opening  of  a  lunch  counter.  Every  day  since  January  5,  1920,  a  long  line 
of  hungry  pupils  has  passed  by  the  counter  at  lunch  hour  and  purchased 
food  prepared  and  served  by  Household  Arts  pupils.  Pupils  may  secure 
appetizing  and  nourishing  food  at  cost  and  select  from  a  menu  \\  inch 
consists  each  day  of  cocoa,  milk,  a  soup,  a  hot  dish  (meat  and  potato  or 
substitute),  a  dessert,  cookies  and  crackers  and  fruit  in  season.  Judging 
from  the  purchases,  a  number  of  pupils  depend  upon  the  lunch  counter 
for  their  noon  meal  and  parents  might  very  wisely  allow  their  children  to 
purchase  their  ribonday  meal  at  school  at  a  great  saving  of  labor  and  no 
extra  cost.  The  lunch  counter  is  self  supporting  and  offers  the  girl  an 
opportunity  for  very  practical  training  in  the  preparation  of  meals. 


The  value  of  Household  Arts  training  for  girls  cannot  be  over-empha¬ 
sized  and  we  hope  that  Norwood  girls  are  better  fitted  for  their  own  life 
work,  whatever  it  may  be,  because  of  this  training  in  subjects  which  will 
make  them  more  useful  to  themselves,  to  others  and  to  the  community  in 


which  they  live.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

To  Mr.  C.  O.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  music  for  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1919:  .  ... 

The  purpose  of  teaching  music  in  public  schools  is  to  train  children  to 
sing,  and  develop  in  them  an  appreciation  of  music.  This  is  accomplished 
through  the  reading,  singing  and  hearing  of  good  music.  . 

During  this  year  special  stress  has  been  laid  on  sight  singing.  Music 
reading  lessons  are  being  carried  on  in  much  the  same  manner  as  language 
reading  lessons;  that  is,  by  systematic  individual  recitation  with  enough 
concert  work  to  insure  good  team  work  in  song  singing.  A  hen  the  same 
methods  and  devices  are  used  in  teaching  music  reading  that  are  used  m 
language  reading,  the  per  cent  of  good  sight  readers  will  be  the  same  m 

music  as  in  language.  .  .  .  . 

One  of  the  greatest  objects  of  the  teaching  of  music  in  our  schools  is  to  de¬ 
velop  musical  taste.  This  is  done  chiefly  through  songs.  C  are  is  taken  to 
select  songs  suitable  to  the  mental  ability  of  the  children,  also  songs,  the 
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sentiments  of  which,  the  children  can  understand  and  express.  In  song¬ 
singing  special  emphasis  is  placed  on  light,  pure,  tone  quality  and  artistic 
interpretation. 

( During  the  spring  term  a  grammar  school  orchestra  of  ten  pieces  was  or¬ 
ganized,  consisting  of  four  first  violins,  three  second  violins,  one  cornet, 
one  cello,  piano  and  drums.  Although  this  orchestra  was  formed  late  in 
the  spring,  it  played  'at  the  grammar  school  graduation. 

The  High  School  is  divided  for  music  into  two  choruses;  one  consisting 
of  seniors,  juniors  and  sophomores,  the  other  of  freshmen.  These  choruses 
are  taking  up  music  in  the  School  Song  Book  and  also  octavo  music. 

The  mixed  glee  club  of  fifty -eight  picked  voices  is  studying  separate 
choruses  and  a  cantata  to  be  given  in  the  spring. 

The  results  of  our  work  in  music  are,  on  the  whole,  commensurate  with 
the  limited  amount  of  time  given  to  the  subject,  and  these  results  have  been 
attained  through  the  untiring  efforts  and  hearty  cooperation  of  teachers 
and  principals.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  DRAWING 

To  Mr.  C.  O.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  drawing  report  for  the  year  1919. 

I  believe  there  is  no  better  way  for  a  teacher  to  present  essential  facts 
of  history  or  geography  than  to  have  the  class  work  them  out  with  their 
hands.  Important  facts,  learned  in  this  manner,  are  never  forgotten;  the 
interest  of  the  class  is  increased,  and  all  the  while  the  pupils  are  horning 
to  draw  in  the  easiest  and  most  natural  way. 

For  this  reason  I  am  trying  to  correlate  all  the  drawing  for  the  year 
1919-20  with  whatever  subject  most  needs  the  help  that  drawing  can  give. 
In  the  lower  grades  the  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  simplest  forms  of  construc¬ 
tion  work,  embodying  folding  and  cutting  of  animals,  birds,  flowers,  trees, 
furniture,  and  any  subject  that  the  children  are  having  in  their  reading  or 
writing. 

The  work  of  the  five  upper  grades  centers  around  some  subject  in  history 
or  geography  and  the  pupils  are  working  out  a  class  problem  to  be  arranged 
on  a  large  table  in  the  room.  The  eighth  grades  have  Japan;  the  seventh 
grades,  the  North  American  Indian;  the  sixth  grades,  Roman  and  Greek 
Industry  and  Art;  the  fifth  grades,  Holland,  and  the  fourth  grades,  the 
Puritans.  In  all  of  this  work  the  pupils  are  able  to  portray  in  vivid  form 
the  people,  their  customs,  home  life,  industries  and  their  personal  appear¬ 
ance. 

This  work  has  met  with  such  hearty  cooperation  from  both  teachers  and 
pupils  that  I  have  decided  to  give  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  a  short 
course  in  Civic  Improvement,  taking  up  the  study  of  house  types,  styles 
of  modern  architecture  as  found  in  the  public  buildings  in  Norwood,  and 
store  window  decoration. 

The  High  School  work  this  year  has  been  almost  entirely  applied  design, 
such  as  stained  glass  windows,  painted  trays,  boxes,  table  sets,  leather 
work,  and  the  new  Batik  dyeing,  which  is  so  popular. 

In  my  course  of  study,  both  in  the  grammar  grades  and  high  school,  I 
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have  tried  to  make  my  correlation  of  art  an  organized,  consistent  inter- 
weaving  of  art  problems  with  the  regular  courses  of  the  school,  and  in  turn 
serving  the  general  industrial  requirements  of  the  country.

I  take  this  opportunity  of  submitting  the  report  of  the  Manual  Training 

Department  for  the  past  school  year.  .  .  „  .  . 

Our  grammar  schools  provide  a  two-year  course  in  Manual  I  raining 
besides  the  usual  Academic  work.  Some  of  the  wood-working  problems 
are  in  the  nature  of  graded  problems,  problems  in  school  equipment,  and 

problems  related  to  the  home. 

All  projects  which  are  used  in  our  course  are  distinctly  practical  in  the 
sense  that  they  have  been  of  economical  value,  and.  give  the  boy  a  greater 
appreciation  of  his  value  as  a  worker  by  contributing  to  the  home  and  the 

C°The  work  starts  in  the  seventh  grade  and  continues  through  the  eighth 
grade  The  seventh  grade  is  allowed  one  hour  a  week  and  the  eighth  grade 
two  hours  and  forty-five  minutes.  In  the  High  School  one  hour  and  thirty 
minutes  are  given  each  day  for  five  days  a  w<?ek.  All  work  offered  is  pre- 
vocational  and  as  practical  and  near  the  trade  as  possible  under  school 

^In'thif  seventh  grades  the  classes  started  and  finished  the  following  pro¬ 
jects'  Tie  Racks,  Broom  Racks,  Stationery  Holders,  Folding  Towel  Racks, 
Picture  Frames,  Bread  Boards,  Meat  Boards,  Fabouts  and  supplementary 
work  for  the  home  or  farm  in  the  nature  of  scraping  and  revarmshmg 
chairs,  tables,  milking  stools,  chicken  feeding  trays,  and  numerous  other 

P1<The  eighth  grade  work  was  more  advanced,  and  the  spirit  manifested 
in  the  work  showed  the  interest  of  the  boys  The  following  projects  were 
completed:  Stands  24  in.  high,  Blacking  Boxes,  Stools,  Electric  Lamp 
Bases,  and  Cane  Seating.  There  were  supplementary  projects  as  follows, 
a  Morris  Chair,  Serving  Trays,  Plant  Boxes,  Bulletin  Boards  for  use  in 
the  schools,  Skis,  Jumpers,  Hall  Trees,  Tables,  Three  Phonographs,  Saw- 
Horses,  and  Book  Shelves.  In  addition  to  the  given  projects  a  Tool  Rack 
for  the  shops  and  twelve  Hat  and  Coat  Racks  with  400  Coat  Hangers  were 
completed  in  a  short  space  of  time  for  the  New  High  School,  at  the  request 
of  Town  Manager  Hammersley.  This  showed  his  confidence  in  the  depai  t- 
ment.  These  racks  are  in  use  in  the  school  today  and  are  to  be  replaced 

bv  steel  lockers  later.  .  ,  ...  ,  .  , 

All  boys  are  required  to  keep  a  time  slip  showing  the  quantity,  kind, 

cost  of  lumber  and  hardware  used,  a  complete  record  of  time  ar!^  f  ^ 
tools  used  in  the  completion  of  any  project.  The  value  of  this  training 

can  readUy^be  seem  ^d  ^  in  the  basement  of  the  Guild  School  until  May 
9  1919,  when  we  moved  to  finer  and  better  quarters  m  the  new  High  bcnoo  . 
The  work,  for  the  short  space  of  time  from  May  to  June,  showed  an  im¬ 
provement  under  better  working  conditions  with  additional  equipment. 

In  our  new  shop  we  have  the  following  equipment,  which  is  the  best. 
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20  Shelden  benches,  one  Mumer  &  Difons  power  grinder,  one  variety  saw 
with  mortise  attachment,  one  lathe  and  a  surface  planer.  To  complete 
this  equipment  we  are  in  need  of  a  bench  saw  which  would  enable  us  to 
expand  our  work. 

I  would  recommend  for  the  coming  year  that  the  seventh  grade  time  be 
increased  to  1^  hours  a  week,  as  the  time  given  now  is  not  sufficient  to  do 
satisfactory  work. 

All  lumber  and  hardware  is  paid  for  at  cost  by  the  boys,  but  more  or  less 
waste  exists,  hence  the  school  furnishes  about  forty  per  cent,  gratis. 

I  am  glad  of  this  opportunity  to  express  to  you  and  the  different  princi¬ 
pals  my  appreciation  for  the  help  given  me.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  grade 
teachers  for  their  cooperation  and  interest.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

To  Mr.  C.  O.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  physical  training  work  for  the 
year  1919: 

Physical  education  covers  a  particularly  large  field  and  includes  numer¬ 
ous  distinct  branches,  all  of  which  are  needful  to  the  general  welfare  of 
the  community. 

The  work  in  the  Grammar  Schools  is  held  in  the  classroom,  fifteen  min¬ 
utes  being  given  to  it  each  afternoon,  and  starts  in  the  first  grade  with  rhy¬ 
thmic  action  plays  and  games*which  continue  through  the  second  and  third 
grades.  These  little  action  plays  teach  co-ordination  and  lead  up  to  the 
more  formal  gymnastic  exercises  which  start  in  the  fourth  grade  and  con¬ 
tinue  through  the  eighth  grades. 

Owing  to  the  closing  of  the  Civic  Association,  corrective  work  and  High 
School  work,  which  is  always  held  in  a  gymnasiom,  had  to  be  discontinued. 
It  is  hoped  that  arrangements  will  be  made  so  that  gymnasium  work  will 
be  made  a  part  of  the  regular  High  School  curriculum.  Very  often  this 
is  our  last  chance  to  correct  physical  defects,  for  when  the  boy  or  girl  starts 
to  work  the  opportunity  for  corrective  work  is  lessened.

REPORT  OF  EVENING  SCHOOL 

To  Mr.  C.  O.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  of  the  Evening  School  for  the 
year  1919: 

The  Norwood  Evening  School  opened  the  fall  term  Monday,  October  27. 
Classes  were  formed  in  the  English  language,  civil  service,  cooking,  dress¬ 
making,  millinery,  Spanish,  wood- working,  shorthand  and  typewriting 
and  bookkeeping.  The  English  language,  dressmaking  and  shorthand  and 
typewriting  classes  meet  four  nights  a  week,  the  others  meet  only  twice  a 
week. 

The  school  has  been  in  session  twenty-seven  nights  with  an  average  at¬ 
tendance  of  95.4. 
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An  effort  has  been  made  as  usual  to  induce  the  aliens  that  attend  the 
Evening  School  to  take  the  first  steps  towards  becoming  American  citizens. 
Some  have  taken  out  their  first  papers  while  a  few  have  made  application 
for  their  second  papers. 

A  course  in  Home  Nursing  and  Emergencies  was  added  after  January  1. 

The  opportunity  to  earn  a  grammar  school  diploma  through  Evening 
School  work  is  appealing  more  and  more  to  those  who  from  one  cause  or 
another  were  obliged  to  leave  the  day  school  before  graduation. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Evening  School  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  community 
and  helpful  suggestions  are  always  appreciated.

IMPROVEMENT  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

All  of  the  school  buildings  with  the  exception  of  the  New  High  and  the 
West  School  are  in  need  of  new  paint.  In  order  to  protect  the  buildings 
this  work  should  not  be  postponed  longer  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

The  Everett  building  should  be  completely  renovated.  The  indications 
are  that  it  will  be  in  use  for  a  number  of  years. 

The  Guild  needs  painting  on  the  outside  and  a  few  rooms  painted  on  the 
inside.  Modern  toilets  should  be  installed,  and  all  rooms  wired  for  elec¬ 
tricity. 

The  Beacon  School  should  be  painted  on  the  inside  and  outside,  desks 
repaired  and  some  general  minor  repairs  on  the  inside  of  the  building. 

The  remainder  of  the  repairs  are  of  minor  consideration  and  are  clue  to 
a  general  depreciation. 


WHY  CHILDREN  LEAVE  SCHOOL 

It  has  often  been  stated  that  children  leave  school  because  of  economic 
conditions  at  home  and  that  parents  need  their  help  to  support  the  family. 
Investigations  elsewhere,  however,  prove  that  this  is  true  in  only  a  com- 
comparatively  small  number  of  cases.  The  real  reason  is  this:  “The  school 
has  no  longer  anything  of  interest  to  offer  them.”  Parents  are  willing  to 
make  sacrifices  to  hold  their  children  in  school  as  long  as  they  think  it  is 
worth  while.  Children  maintain  interest  only  so  long  as  they  are  making 
progress  and  understand  the  work. 

An  effective  school  system  attracts  and  reaches  not  only  all  children  of 
the  community,  but  also  holds  them  until  they  are  no  longer  amenable  to 
compulsory  attendance  laws,  or  until  they  have  completed  the  elementary 
or  high  school  course.

The  year  of  1919  has  seen  no  serious  epidemics  among  our  school  children. 
Early  in  the  year  there  were  occasional  cases  of  influenza,  the  remains  of 
the  epidemic  of  1918.  During  the  fall  there  have  been  numerous  very  light 
cases  of  scarlet  fever.  It  has  been  difficult  to  entirely  check  the  spread  of 
the  disease  since  it  appeared  in  so  light  a  form  as  to  escape  early  diagnosis 
and  the  consequent  isolation  of  the  patient  before  other  children  had  been 
exposed.  There  have  been  no  severe  cases. 

In  the  spring  the  Dental  and  Eye  Clinics,  formerly  operated  by  the 
Civic  Association,  were  taken  over  by  the  School  Department.  All  child¬ 
ren  whose  parents  are  unable  to  bear  the  expense  of  employing  the  local 
dentists  and  oculists  may  obtain  cards  from  the  nurses  and  attend  the 
school  clinics.  Many  have  availed  themselves  of  this  privilege. 

The  year  has  shown  an  increased  interest  in  health  habits  among  the 
children  and  an  added  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  parents  to  co-operate 
in  the  correction  of  defects,  such  as  defective  teeth,  defective  vision,  and 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING. 

Monday,  January  19,  1920,  and  adiournment  to  March  11,  1920.

December  14,  1920 

On  a  warrant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  December  6, 
1920,  and  signed  by  Frank  G.  Allen,  Thomas  B.  Mulvehill,  Walter  F. 
Tilton,  H.  Eugene  Rice,  Edmund  G.  Dalton,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  • 
proper  service  of  which  was  duly  attested  by  Harry  W.  Swift,  Constable 
of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-laws  having  been  com¬ 
plied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  James  A. 
Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  this  warrant  and  the  action  taken  there¬ 
under  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Memo¬ 
rial  appointed  at  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  for 
the  year  1919. 

The  following  report  was  made  by  M,r.  Eugene  Endicott  for  the  Com¬ 
mittee: 

Mr.  Moderator:  Your  Committee  appointed  at  the  adjourned  town  meet¬ 
ing  of  March  6,  1919,  under  the  following  vote, 

Voted:  That  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  to 
consider  and  report  with  recommendations  at  a  later  town  meeting  upon 
the  matter  of  securing  a  suitable  living  memorial  in  the  form  of  a  community 
or  liberty  building  in  expression  of  our  gratitude  for  the  patriotic  service 
of  the  brave  men  of  Norwood,  living  and  dead,  who  have  helped  to  win  the 
World’s  War  for  democracy  and  human  liberty,  and  to  perpetuate  the 
democracy  which  their  service  has  involved  —  respectfully  submit  the 
following  as  their  report  and  recommendations : 

That  a  Municipal  Building  be  erected  by  the  town  as  a  suitable  living 
memorial  for  the  patriotic  service  of  the  men  and  women  of  Norwood, 
living  and  dead,  who  helped  win  the  World’s  War  for  democracy  and 
human  liberty. 

Such  Municipal  Building  to  be  appropriately  named,  and  in  a  conspic¬ 
uous  place  within  the  building  shall  be  displayed  the  names,  rank  and 
branch  of  service  of  all  the  men  and  women  of  Norwood  who  served  in 
the  World’s  War. 

That  within  this  building  shall  be  provided  suitable  quarters  for  all 
town  officers.  That  there  shall  also  be  provided  within  such  building  a 
room  of  sufficient  size  and  character  to  be  used  as  permanent  business 
headquarters  for  the  American  Legion,  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  such 
headquarters  to  be  borne  by  the  town  of  Norwood  if  it  can  legally  do  so, 
and  if  not,  these  headquarters  to  be  rented  to  the  American  Legion  at  a 
very  small  annual  rental. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  the  men  and  women  of  the  town 
who  served  in  the  World  War  deserve  and  should  have  a  memorial  and 
that  such  a  memorial  should  be  of  a  substantial  kind  and  nature,  but  your 
Committee  feels  that  this  memorial  should  be  of  a  useful  kind  as  well,  hence 
their  recommendation  for  a  Municipal  Building  which  is  very  much  needed 
by  the  town.  The  Committee  feels,  however,  that  should  such  a  memorial 
building  be  constructed  that  it  should  be  so  planned  that  if  at  a  later  date 
there  is  need  for  a  hall  to  be  used  for  town  purposes  and  other  gatherings, 
that  such  hall  could  be  added  to  or  become  a  part  of  the  proposed  Municipal 
Building. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  this  matter  be  given  most  careful 
consideration  by  the  townspeople,  so  as  to  determine  whether  it  is  advis¬ 
able  to  proceed  with  this  project  at  the  present  time  or  whether  it  should 
be  delayed  until  such  a  time  as  building  costs  and  other  conditions  are 
improved  and  the  town  in  such  a  financial  condition  as  to  be  better  able 
to  stand  the  burden  of  expense  of  such  a  memorial. 

They  further  recommend  that  if  the  town  of  Norwood  sees  fit  in  its 
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judgment  to  accept  this  report  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by 
the  Moderator  to  investigate  this  matter  thoroughly  and  report  with  plans 
and  approximate  cost  at  a  later  town  meeting.

Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1920. 
Conditions  relating  to  high  prices  and  labor  supply  developed  as 
predicted  in  my  last  report.  Prices  went  even  higher  than  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  year,  and  during  the  construction  season  labor  was  extremely  scarce 
and  demanded  high  rates  of  wage  so  that  the  estimates  made  early  in  the 
year  were,  in  most  instances,  exceeded. 

Salaries  and  wages  were  advanced  to  new  high  levels  for  municipal  em¬ 
ployees,  but  are  still  below  the  general  average  paid  in  similar  positions 
in  business  enterprises.  The  following  table  shows  comparison  of  salaries 
and  wages  paid  in  1915  and  1920.

In  his  going  the  Town  lost  a  valuable  official 
who  was  at  all  times  ready  and  willing  to  render  such  service  as  was  de¬ 
manded- of  him,  whether  in  the  daytime  or  at  night. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  numerous  applications  for  the  position 
vacated  by  Mr.  Conley,  Mr.  Edwin  T.  McDowell,  Superintendent  of  the 
Middletown,  Connecticut,  Water  Department,  was  selected  as  best  quali¬ 
fied  to  succeed  Mr.  Conley,  and  he  assumed  office  early  in  May. 

Water  Division 

The  most  essential  necessity  of  a  municipality  is  an  adequate  supply 
of  pure  water,  without  which  no  community  can  hope  to  exist.  It  has  been 
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apparent  for  some  time  that  we  would  soon  have  to  increase  our  present 
supply  if  we  were  to  keep  apace  with  the  growth  in  our  population.  With 
this  fact  in  mind,  we  asked  for  and  were  authorized  by  the  annual  lo\\n 
meeting  to  expend  $5, 000.00  for  the  purpose  of  locating,  if  possible,  a  fur¬ 
ther  source  of  supply  which  might  be  utilized.  The  investigation  was 
carried  on  during  the  summer  and  fall  months  and  was  concluded  in  Ue- 

The  only  hope  of  securing  water  that  would  meet  with  the  approval  of 
the  State  Department  of  Health  lay  in  the  discovering  of  a  subterraneous 
supply  far  enough  away  from  any  source  of  pollution  and  at  sufficient 
depth  to  insure  a  supply  of  wholesome  water. 

A  complete  report  of  the  investigation  is  herewith  incorporated. 

In  view  of  the  urgent  necessity  of  securing  additional  water  without  delay 
and  the  result  of  the  test  made,  I  recommend  to  your  honorable  board  that 
an  appropriation  be  made  in  1921  which  will  enable  us  to  purchase  the 
property  required  and  to  drive  about  thirty  more  wells  and  connect  them 
with  our  present  system,  and  at  the  same  time  it  seems  imperative  that  we 
should-install  a  duplicate  pumping  unit  at  the  Ellis  Station.  At  the  present 
time  we  are  without  protection  (except  for  the  limited  supply  at  Westwood) 
in  case  of  breakdown,  and  I  believe  that  the  safety  of  the  community 
demands  this  installation. 

Old  Wells  Clogged 

The  present  well  system  consists  of  ninety-eight  driven  wells,  each  fitted 
with  a  strainer  point  consisting  of  a  2  1-2 in.  pipe  in  which  1-2  in.  holesare 
drilled  and  then  wound  around  with  fine  gauze.  For  the  past  two  years 
much  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  keeping  the  strainers  open.  I  or  the 
purpose  of  examination,  several  of  them  were  pulled  up  and  it  was  found 
that  the  space  between  the  wire  gauze  and  the  pipe  was  completely  clogged 
with  a  sediment  composed  of  the  finest  sand  and  iron  rust  which  prevented 
water  from  entering  the  well,  with  the  result  that  an  additional  burden  was 
placed  upon  the  pump  and  eventually  loosened  it  from  the  foundation, 
necessitating  extensive  repairs,  and  I  recommend  that  at  least,  half  cl  the 
wells  be  pulled  up  next  season  and  the  strainers  replaced  with  slot  type 
strainers  which  have  been  found  to  be  better  suited  for  the  exist  ing  condi¬ 
tion.  The  estimated  cost  is  about  $80.00  per  well,  which  expenditure  i 
feel  would  result  in  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  water  we  are  now  able  to 
get  and  a  great  saving  in  the  wear  and  tear  on  the  pumps  as  well  as  to 
materially  reduce  the  cost  of  cleaning  the  wells. 

Westwood  Station 

It  is  very  improbable  that  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  entirely  abandon 
the  Westwood  plant  until  such  time. as  we  can  be  supplied  from  the  Metro¬ 
politan  system  (latest  information,  about  ten  years),  and  there  are  times 
during  the  year  when  this  supplv  could  be  used  to  great  advantage  to  con¬ 
serve  the  Ellis  supply  for  the  dry  periods,  but  the  cost  of  operation  is  so 
great  that  we  are  reluctant  to  do  so  as  long  as  we  can  get  any  water  from 
the  wells.  From  estimates  furnished  by  competent  engineers,  a  very  materi¬ 
al  saving  can  be  made  by  the  installation  of  centrifugal  pumps,  automati¬ 
cally  operated  by  electricity.  The  only  labor  involved  would  be  the  oc¬ 
casional  oiling  of  the  pumps  and  motors,  thus  saving  the  expense  of  an 
engineer  and  fireman  besides  overcoming  the  damage  and  annoyance  from 
the  pulsation  now  experienced.  The  cost  of  the  change  would  be  about. 
810,000.00.  This  may  well  wait,  until  the  yield  obtained  from  the  proposed 
new  wells  is  definitely  known. 

Water  Waste  Survey 

I  again  call  to  your  attention  the  necessity  of  a  survey  to  locate  under¬ 
ground  leaks  in  our  distribution  system.  From  a  further  investigation  of 
the  subject  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  we  are  losing  at.  least  halt 
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a  million  gallons  a  day.  As  an  illustration :  we  recently  took  measurements 
of  the  amount  of  water  in  the  standpipe  at  midnight  and  again  at  six  o  clock 
in  the  morning.  Meanwhile  the  pump  at  the  Ellis  fetation  w'as  kept  running 
and  the  meter  readings  noted.  The  result  indicated  that  225,000  gallons 
were  delivered  into  the  mains  during  these  hours  when  usage  is  at  a  min- 
nimum.  Assuming  that  one-half  of  the  amount  pumped  was  actually 
required  for  use,  the  other  half  of  course  was  lost  through  leaks.  A  com¬ 
plete  survey  of  the  town  can  be  made  for  about  $2,000.00,  and  would  pay 
for  itself  in  a  very  short  time  in  pumping  saved  through  the  discovery  and 
repair  of  these  leaks,  and  I  hope  you  will  approve  my  recommendation  to 
the  end  that  a  survey  may  be  made  during  the  coming  summer. 

Mains  Extended 

Mains  were  extended  as  follow's: 

Vernon  Street  Extension  —  386  ft. 

East  Cress  Street  —  802  ft. 

Granite  Street  —  186  ft. 

Howard  Street  —  48  ft. 

Lenox  Street  —  389  ft. 

Gardner  Road  —  408  ft. 

Forty-two  new  house  connections  were  made  and  one  hundred  and  ten 
meters  set.  We  have  asked  for  money  to  continue  the  policy  of  setting 
meters  on  the  flat  rate  services,  of  which  there  are  about  250,  a  decrease 
of  50  for  the  year.  «

The  Department  of  Public  Health  received  from  you  on  January  10, 1921, 
an  application  requesting  its  approval  of  the  location  of  certain  wells  to  be 
used  as  a  source  of  water  supply  of  the  town  of  Norwood,  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Chapter  559  of  the  Acts  of  the  1911,  accompanied  by  a  plan  show¬ 
ing  the  location  of  the  proposed  wells  and  by  information  concerning  a 
pumping  test  made  by  pumping  from  several  wells  in  this  location  in  the 
latter  part  of  December,  1920. 

The  wells  in  question  are  located  in  the  extreme  northerly  part  of  the 
town  of  Norwood  on  the  northeasterly  side  of  Purgatory  Brook  about  900 
feet  northeast  of  the  Ellis  pumping  station,  so  called,  at  which  water  is 
pumped  from  the  wells  on  the  southwesterly  side  of  the  Purgatory  Brook 
valley  for  the  water  supply  of  the  town  of  Norwood.  In  the  preliminary 
investigations,  tests  of  the  ground  were  made  by  means  of  wells  at  many 
points  northeast  of  Purgatory  Brook,  the  most  favorable  conditions  for 
obtaining  water  freely  from  the  ground  being  found  at  the  location  selected, 
where  the  test  wells  penetrated  a  stratum  of  porous  sand  and  gravel  which 

yielded  water  freely  when  pumping  with  a  hand  pump. 

Following  the  preliminary  tests,  eight  wells  were  connected  with  a  steam 
pump  and  a  test  made  by  pumping  continuously  from  these  w'ells  for  a 
period  of  eight  days  between  December  16  and  December  24,  1920,  at  a 
rate  of  372,000  gallons  per  day.  During  the  test  observations  were  made 
on  the  height  of  ground  water  in  a  number  of  wells  in  the  neighborhood  at 
various  distances  from  the  pump,  and  samples  of  the  water  were  collected 
for  analysis  daily  during  the  test.  During  this  period  also  the  entire  water 
supply  of  the  town  was  drawn  from  the  wells  connected  with  the  Ellis 
pumping  station  south  of  Purgatory  Brook.  _ 

The  results  of  the  test  indicate  that  a  quantity  of  water  which  will  be  a 
material  addition  to  the  available  water  supply  of  the  town  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  wells  in  the  region  in  which  the  recent  test  was  made.  1  he  re-

suits  of  the  analyses  of  samples  of  water  collected  during  the  test  show  that 
it  is  clear,  colorless  and  odorless  and  in  all  respects  of  good  quality  for  do¬ 
mestic  use.  In  view  of  the  results  of  this  test,  the  Department  approves  the 
location  of  the  wells  and  the  use  of  water  from  these  sources  as  an  additional 
water  supply  for  the  town  of  Norwood. 

The  population  of  the  town  of  Norwood  has  grown  very  rapidly  in  recent 
years  and  an  examination  of  the  records  of  consumption  of  water  indicates 
that  the  quantity  used  per  person  is  increasing  at  a  more  rapid  rate  than  the 
population.  Nearly  80  per  cent  of  the  services  are  metered,  and  the  increase 
in  consumption  is  probably  due  very  largely  to  the  use  of  water  for  manu¬ 
facturing.  Nevertheless,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  measure  ac¬ 
curately  all  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  town  as  is  now  done  with  a  part  of 
the  supply  by  means  of  a  Venturi  meter.  It  is  also  advisable  that  all  ser¬ 
vices  be  metered,  and  with  the  .knowledge  furnished  by  the  metei  records 
it  will  be  practicable  to  determine  the  actual  loss  of  water  by  leakage  and 
in  other  ways  and  prevent  serious  loss  from  leakage  or  waste. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  used  by  the  town  in  1920  was  1,155,000 
gallons  per  dq,y.  The  quantity  used  in  the  last  very  dry  year,  1911,  was 
562,0,00  gallons  per  dayT  so  that  the  use  of  water  has  more  than  doubled 
since  the  occurrence  of  the  last  very  dry  year.  The  consumption  of  water 
in  the  past  year  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department,  in  excess  of  the  ca¬ 
pacity  of  your  sources  of  supply  in  a  dry  year  and,  even  with. the  addition 
of  the  new  sources  now  proposed,  it  is  doubtful  whether  enough  water  can 
be  obtained  from  all  available  sources  for  all  the  requirements  of  the  town 
in  the  next  dry  period.  It  is  therefore  important  to  reduce  the  consumption 
of  water  as  much  as  practicable  by  preventing  leakage  and  waste  at  the 
earliest  possible  time.

Dear  Sir: 

I  submit  the  following  report  upon  the  examination  and  tests  for  an  addi¬ 
tional  water  supply  which  have  been  made  during  the  past  summei  and 
fall: 

Previous  examinations  and  tests  had  already  demonstrated  that  the  lo¬ 
cations  within  the  town  boundaries  where  it  might  be  possible  to  secuie 

such  a  supply  were  limited.  .  ,  , 

The  first  tests  for  an  underground  supply  were  made  in  1899.  At  that 
time  six  two  and  one-half  inch  iron  pipe  wells  were  driven  in  the  south¬ 
westerly  side  of  the  Purgatory  Brook  \  alley  at  a  point  on  the  norther  y 
side  of  Neponset  Street  and  about  600  feet  distant  from  the  junction  ol 
Pleasant  Street.  Five  of  the.  wells  were  connected  up  and  pumped  contm- 
uouslv  for  a  period  of  two  weeks,  or  from  December  29t,h,  1899  to  January 
12th, 1900.  The  amount  of  water  pumped  from  the  wells  was  from  340,000 

to  460,000  gallons  per  day.  „  u 

Samples  of  water  collected  during  the  test  were  sent  to  the  State  hoai  a 
of  Health  for  analysis.  The  results  of  the  analysis  showed  that  some  oi  the 
water  had  been  polluted,  but  at  the  time  the  investigations  were  made  it 
was  thoroughly  purified  in  its  passage  through  the  ground  before  reaching 
the  wells.  Owing  to  the  layer  of  peat  at  the  surface  of  the  ground  which 
extends  to  a  depth  of  about  11  feet,  there  was  danger  that  the  water  would 
become  affected  by  an  excess  of  iron,  after  a  longer  or  shorter  penod. 
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In  1905  another  group  of  test  wells  were  driven.  These  wells  were  lo¬ 
cated  in  the  Purgatory  Brook  Valley  at  a  point  about  3000  feet  easterly 
from  Washington  Street  and  near  the  northerly  side  of  the  valley. 

Nine  two  and  one-half  inch  wells  were  driven  in  this  location.  The  wells 
were  connected  up  and  pumped  from  continuously  for  several  days  at  a 
rate  of  a/b.out  485,000  gallons  per  day. 

Application  for  advice  was  made  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  results 
of  the  test  together  with  samples  of  water  for  analysis  furnished  the  Board. 
In  answer  to  the  application  the  following  reply  was  received : 

“The  State  Board  of  Health  has  considered  your  application  for  advice 
as  to  taking  water  for  the  supply  of  the  town  of  Norwood  from  the  ground 
on  the  southwesterly  side  of  Purgatory  Brook,  about  half  a  mile  southeast 
of  the  Ellis  station  on  the  Midland  Division  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven 
&  Hartford  Railroad,  and  has  caused  the  locality  to  be  examined  by  its 
engineer  and  considered  the  results  of  a  pumping  test  made  to  ascertain  the 
probable  quantity  and  quality  of  water  obtainable  from  the  ground  in  this 
region. 

The  wells  which  were  used  in  making  the  pumping  test  were  nine  in 
number  and  were  located  in  the  meadow,  close  to  the  upland.  The  depth 
of  peaty  soil  at  the  surface  of  the  ground  in  this  location  is  not  great,  and 
beneath  the  surface  soil  the  wells  penetrated  a  coarse  sand,  from  which 
water  could  be  drawn  very  freely. 

The  results  of  the  test,  during  which  about  485,000  gallons  per  day  were 
drawn  from  the  wells,  indicate  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  Nor¬ 
wood  can  probably  be  obtained  from  the  ground  in  this  resion.  Samples  of 
water  collected  daily  during  the  test,  show  that  the  water  is  clear,  colorless 
and  in  other  respects  of  good  quality  for  the  purposes  of  a  public  water 
supply  but  the  quantity  of  chlorine  present  is  considerably  higher  than  that 
of  normal  waters  in  this  region,  and  the  nitrates  are  also  high,  conditions 
which  are  doubtless  caused  by  the  presence  of  dwelling  houses  and  a  group 
of  farm  buildings  noon  the  sandy  and  gravelly  lands  northwest  of  the  wells 
and  by  the  cultivation  of  these  lands.  The  quantity  of  iron  also  is  somewhat 
higher  than  is  found  in  good  ground  waters.  It  is  probable,  however,  that 
by  removing  the  sources  of  pollution  nearest  the  wells  the  danger  of  serious 
pollution  of  the  water  could  be  prevented;  and  it  is  likely  that  by  locating 
the  wells  in  the  hard  land,  instead  of  in  the  meadow,  danger  of  trouble  from 
an  excess  of  iron  in  the  water  could  be  avoided. 

While  this  test  indicates  that  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  the  present 
requirements  of  Norwood  could  probably  be  obtained  from  the  ground  in 
this  region  by  means  of  a  system  of  tubular  wells,  and,  while  it  is  possible 
that  by  removing  certain  sources  of  pollution  and  changing  somewhat  the 
location  of  the  wells  the  quality  of  the  water  would  be  satisfactory,  an  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  locality  shows  that  the  conditions  are  more  favorable  for 
obtaining  water  free  from  pollution  on  the  opposite,  or  northeasterly  side 
of  the  Purgatory  Brook  valley  from  a  quarter  to  half  a  mile  west  of  the 
present  wells.  So  far  as  cap  be  judged  from  surface  indications,  the  soil  in 
this  region  is  coarse  and  porous,  and  it  is  probable  that  water  can  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  ground  here  freely  by  means  of  wells  or  other  suitable 
works. 

In  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  it  is  very  desirable  that  tests  be  made  in  this 
locality  before  deciding  upon  the  final  locat  ion  of  the  works;  and  if  water  of 
good  quality  can  be  obtained  from  the  ground  in  sufficient  quantity  at  some 
point  at  least  100  feet  away  from  the  edge  of  the  meadow,  it  would  be  best 
to  locate  the  works  here,  rather  than  at  the  place  now  proposed. 

The  Board  would,  therefore,  advise  a  further  test  in  the  locality  indicated, 
and  will  give  you  further  advice,  if  you  so  request,  when  the  results  of  fur¬ 
ther  tests  are  available.” 

In  1911  it  became  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  an  additional  supply 
and  acting  upon  the  above  advice  nine  wells  were  driven  in  higher  land  and 
at  a  point  about  300  feet  westerly  from  the  wells  that  were  driven  in  1905.

These  wells  were  connected  up  and  pumped  continuously  for  a  period  of 
ten  days. 

Throughout  the  test  careful  records  showing  elevation  of  the  ground 
water  were  kept  and  daily  samples  sent  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  101 
analysis,  and  application  made  for  advice. 

In  reply  to  the  application  the  Board  answered  as  followed : 

“Thp  State  Board  of  Health  has  considered  your  application  of  June  12, 
1911,  for  advice  as  to  a  proposed  additional  water  supply  for  the  town  of 
Norwood,  to  be  taken  from  tubular  wells  near  Purgatory  Brook  in  the 
northeasterly  part  of  the  town,  and  has  examined  the  results  of  a  pumping 
test  made  by  pumping  from  eight  tubular  wells  in  this  locality  from  June  2 
to  June  11. 

An  earlier  investigation  in  this  region,  made  in  1905,  indicated  that  a 
large  quantity  of  water  could  probably  be  obtained  from  the  ground  in  this 
valley  by  means  of  tubular  wells,  but  there  appeared  to  be  danger  that  the 
ground  water  at  the  location  then  tested  would  be  affected  by  the  presence 
of  an  excessive  quantity  of  iron,  and  you  were  advised  to  secure,  if  possible,, 
a  location  on  the  easterlv  side  of  Purgatory  Brook,  where  the  conditions 
appear  to  be  more  favorable  for  obtaining  water  free  from  an  excess  of  iron. 

It  appears  that  it  has  been  found  impracticable  up  to  the  present  time  to 
make  tests  in  the  locality  indicated,  but  in  view  of  the  urgent  necessity  for 
an  additional  water  supply,  it  is  deemed  desirable  to  use  water  from  the 
locality  northwest  of  Purgatory  Brook,  if  an  adequate  supply  of  suitable 
water  can  be  obtained  there. 

During  the  recent  pumping  test  water  was  pumped  practically  continu- 
ously  from  a  group  of  eight  wells  located  in  the  upland  from  200  to  450  leet- 
northeast  of  the  wells  tested  in  1905,  and  samples  of  water  were  collected  at 
frequent  intervals  during  the  test  and  sent  into  the  laboratory  of  the  Board 
for  analyses.  It  is  evident  from  the  analyses  that  the  ground  water  at  the 
locality  now  selected  has  at  some  time  been  polluted,  probably  b\  the 
cultivation  of  the  ground  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  wells  and  in  part  also 
from  groups  of  farm  buildings  located  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the 
wells:  but  the  analyses  show  that  the  water  hafe  been  thoioughl>  punfied 
in  its  passage  through  the  ground  before  entering  the  wells  and  is  at  present 
of  good  quality  for  domestic  purposes,  the  quantity  of  iron  present  being 
insignificant. 

The  quantity  of  water  pumped  from  the  wells  during  the  test  was  not 
great,  but  the  indications  furnished  by  this  and  previous  tests  are  favorable 
for  obtaining  an  adequate  quantity  of  water  in  this  locality  foi  the  piesent 
requirements  of  the  town  when  used  in  connection  with  your  present  souice. 

Considering  the  circumstances,  the  plan  of  taking  water  from  the  ground 
in  this  locality  appears  to  the  Board  to  be  the  best  available  method  of 
increasing  your  water  supply  in  the  present  emergency. 

After  receiving  the  above  reply,  seven  test  wells  were  driven  along  the 
easterly  side  of  Purgatory  Brook  as  suggested.  These  wells  were  located 
in  the  higher  land  and  from  1400  to  1800  feet  southeasterly  from  the  present 
pumping  station.  The  underground  conditions  were  not  found  suitable  lor 
securing  a  supply;  hard,  impervious  material  was  reached  m  each  we  at 
from  eight  to  ten  feet  below  the  surface  and  continued  to  a  depth  ol  JO  to  40 

feet,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  abandon  the  location. 

From  the  above,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  former  investigations  and  tests 
thoroughly  covered  a  large  area  of  the  Purgatory  Brook  valley  and  tea 
an  additional  supply  was  to  be  secured,  it  must  be  from  some  other  pait.  ol 
the  valley  or  from  an  entirely  independent  source  outside  ol  the  valley. 

There  were  three  locations  from  which  it  was  thought  that  a  ground  water 


supply  might  be  secured.  ,  r, _ , 

First:  Along  the  foot  of  the  sandy  plain  bordering  the  Purgatory  Brook 

valley  on  its  northerly  side. 
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Second:  Along  the  southerly  side  of  the  Purgatory  Brook  valley  at  a 
point  about  one  mile  southerly  from  the  present  pumping  station 

Third:  In  the  Traphole  Brook  valley  located  in  the  southerly  end  of  the 

town.  .  .  .  ,  , 

Of  the  three  locations,  the  first  was  considered  the  most  promising,  both 
from  the  possibility  of  securing  a  supply  and  from  its  close  proximity  to  the 
present  pumping  station,  and  it  was  decided  to  make  a  thorough  and 
exhaustive  test  of  this  location  before  going  to  the  others. 


Location  of  Wells 

The  location  chosen  was  along  the  foot  of  the  slope  above  spoken  of  and 
extending  from  a  point  about  500  feet  south  of  the  junction  of  Everett 
Avenue  and  the  Westwood  line)  a  distance  of  about  one  mile  down  the 
valley  to  the  Everett  spring  (so-called).  Fifteen  preliminary  wells  were 
driven  along  this  line,  six  of  whiph  were  driven  starting  at  the  Everett 
spring,  and  extending  up  the  valley  (along  the  foot  of  the  slope)  a  distance 
of  about  1500  feet  and  the  remainder  starting  at  the  upper  end  of  the  line 
and  extending  down  the  valley  a  distance  of  about  3000  feet. 

The  six  wells  starting  at  the  Everett  spring  and  extending  up  the  valley 
were  unsatisfactory,  both  from  the  quantity  of  water  available  and  from  its 
quality.  In  all  of  the  wells  rock  was  found  underlying  the  surface  at  a 
depth  of  from  12  to  23  feet.  The  material  through  which  the  wells  were 
driven  was  composed  of  a  tight,  compact  sand  down  to  within  about  3  or  4 
feet  of  the  ledge,  the  latter  being  composed  of  coarse  sand  and  gravel  with 
some  clay.  Three  of  the  wells  would  pump  from  15  to  20  gallons  per  minute, 
but  owing  to  the  shallow  depth  of  water  bearing  material,  and  to  the  quality 
of  the  water,  it  was  not  thought  possible  to  secure  a  sufficient  supply  m 
this  location,  and  it  was  decided  to  make  other  tests  in  the  upper  part 

of  the  valley.  .  .  , 

Nine  wells  were  driven  in  this  location  starting  at  a  point  about  1-bu 
feet  northerly  from  the  pumping  station  and  extending  along  the  loot  of 
the  slope  down  the  valley  a  distance  of  about  3000  feet. 

The  underground  conditions  in  the  wells  on  either  end  of  the  line  was 
found  unsuitable  for  a  supply. 

The  most  favorable  conditions  were  found  in  the  locality  almost  dnectly 
east  of  the  present  pumping  station  and  extending  from  the  southerly  line 
of  the  Soppe  property  southerly  a  distance  of  about.  1500  feet.  live  pre¬ 
liminary  wells  were  driven  in  this  location,  all  of  which  were  in  coarse  sand 
and  gravel,  to  a  depth  of  about  40  feet  below  the  surface.  These  wells 
yielded  freely  when  pumped  with  a  hand  pump.  From  anaylsis  made  by 
the  State  Department  of  Health,  the  water  was  found  to  be  of  excellent 

quality  for  domestic  use.  .  ..  . 

Acting  upon  advice  from  the  State  Department  of  Health,  six  additional 
wells  were  driven  and  in  connection  with  two  of  the  preliminary  test  wells 
connected  to  a  steam  pump,  and  a  test  was  made  by  pumping  contmously 
from  the  eight  wells  for  a  period  of  eight  days,  between  December  loth 
and  December  24th,  1923,  pumping  at  the  average  rate  of  372,000  gallons 

per  day.  ,  TT  lil 

Application  was  made  to  the  State  Department  ot  Health  requesting 
its  approval  of  the  location  to  be  used  as  a  source  of  water  supply  lor  the 

The  reply  from  the  Department,  received  on  January  12th,  1921,  was 

as  follows:—  .  ,  .  ,  ... , 

“The  results  of  the  test  indicate  that  a  quantity  of  water  which  w  ill  be  a 
material  addition  to  the  available  water  supply  of  the  town,  can  be  obtained 
from  the  wells  in  the  region  in  which  the  recent  tests  were  made.  Ihe 
result  of  the  analyses  of  samples  of  water  collected  during  the  test  shows 
that  it  is  clear,  colorless  and  odorless,  and  in  all  respects  of  good  quality  lor 
domestic  use 

In  view  of  the  results  of  this  test,  the  Department  approves  of  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  wells  and  the  use  of  water  from  these  sources  as  an  additional 
water  supply  for  the  town  of  Norwood.”

Result  of  Test  Wells  in  Other  Locations 

In  the  second  location,  or  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  Purgatory  Brook 
valley  one  well  was  driven  to  a  depth  of  50  feet  below  the  surface. 

The  material  through  which  this  well  was  driven  was  composed  of  a 
very  fine  compact  sand  for  its  entire  depth  and  would  yield  no  water  what- 
ever.  The  location  chosen  for  the  well  was  thought  to  be  a  fair  average 
of  the  surrounding  area,  and  the  results  of  the  test  demonstrated  that  it 

would  not  be  possible  to  secure  a  supply  in  the  vicinity. 

At  the  third  location  in  the  Traphole  Brook  valley,  one  well  only  was 


The  material  *vas  found  to  be  practically  the  same  as  that  found  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Purgatory  Brook  valley  and  it  was  not  thought  advisable 
to  drive  other  wells  in  this  location.  _ 

Considering  the  result  of  the  investigations  and  tests  which  have  been 
made,  there  is  no  doubt  that  if  an  additional  supply  of  ground  water  is  to 
be  secured,  it  must  be  found  in  some  location  in  the  Purgatory  Brook 

V ;  Tho  previous  tests  thoroughly  covered  a  large  portion  of  the  possible  avail- 

^Tlmtests  made  during  the  past  summer  show  without  doubt  that  there 
is  but  one  location  where  water  of  suitable  quality  can  be  secured. 

The  results  of  the  pumping  test  show  that  a  material  addition  to  the 

present  supply  can  be  secured  from  this  source. 

The  test  was  made  during  the  end  of  a  wet  season  and  the  actual  amount 
that  can  be  secured  during  a  very  dry  season  is  somewhat  in  doubt.  Con¬ 
sidering  the  area  of  the  water  shed,  together  with  the  results  of  the  pumping 
test,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  this  source  can  be  developed  to  yield  at  least 
400,000  gallons  per  day  during  a  very  dry  period. 

A  study  of  the  water  level  in  the  preliminary  test  wells  would  indicate 
that  there  is  very  little  (if  any)  connection  between  the  proposed  new  and 
the  present  Ellis  supplies.  This  was  demonstrated  by  the  fact,  in  two  of 
the  preliminary  wells,  water  flowed  over  the  tops,  and  the  water  level  in 
the  other  wells  remained  at  practically  the  same  elevation  throughout  the 
entire  fall.  During  the  same  period  about  three-quarters  of  the  entire 
water  supply  for  the  town  was  pumped  from  the  Ellis  pumping  station, 
with  no  appreciable  effect  upon  the  water  level  in  the  test  wells. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  proposed  new  source  of  supply  is  entirely 
^dependent  from  the  present  source. 


Available  Supply  From  Purgatory  Brook  Valley 

The  present  system  was  put  in  operation  early  in  the  summer  of  1912, 
since  which  time  a  large  proportion  of  the  entire  supply  for  the  town  has 

been  taken  from  this  source.  .  ,  . 

Considering  what  the  present  system  has  done  during  the  past  nine 
years,  I  think  a  conservative  estimate  during  a  long  dry  period  would  be  at 

least  600,000  gallons  per  day.  _  „ 

The  proposed  new  source  will  yield  at  least  400,000  gallons  per  daj  dur¬ 
ing  a  dry  period  or  a  total  of  one  million  gallons.  .  .  ,  , 

During  years  of  average  rainfall  this  amount  would  be  increased  at  least 


Owing  to  the  topography  of  the  ground  and  its  close  proximity  to  the 
present  pumping  station,  the  cost  of  developing  the  new  supply  will  be 
small.  In  general,  it  will  mean  an  extension  of  the  present  driven  well 
system  only. 


Development 

In  order  to  develop  the  supply  about  thirty  additional  wells  should  be 
driven  and  in  connection  with  the  test  wells  driven  during  the  past  summer, 
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connected  to  a  suction  main,  which  main  would  be  connected  to  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  the  present  system.  No  change  would  be  required  inside  of  the 
station. 

Estimated  Cost  of  System 

I  estimate  the  cost  of  driving  thirty  additional  wells,  connecting  present 
test  wells,  laying  suction  mains,  etc.  as  follows: —

Changes  In  Present  System  Of  Wells 

In  order  to  develop  the  present  system  to  its  full  capacity,  there  is  one 
important  change  that  should  be  made. 

Of  the  98  wells  comprising  the  system,  all  but  twelve  are  provided  with 
strainers  • 

These  strainers  are  of  the  double  shell  type  and  owing  to  the  very  fine 
material  into  which  they  are  driven,  much  trouble  has  been  experienced  by 
fine  sand  entering  the  outershell  and  becoming  packed  between  the  inner 
and  outer  shells,  thus  materially  reducing  the  yielding  capacity  of  the 

wells.  . 

The  clogging  of  the  strainer  not  onlv  reduces  the  capacity  of  the  wells, 
but  it  causes  extra  pumping  expense,  due  to  the  highei  vacuum  necessary 
to  lift  the  water. 

Some  of  the  wells  become  clogged  more  rapidly  than  others,  thus  putting 
an  extra  burden  upon  the  freer  pumping  wells.  I  believe  that  some  type 
of  strainer  better  adapted  to  this  particular  material  will  to  a  large  extent 
eliminate  this  trouble,  and  materially  increase  the  capacity  of  the  wells. 

Buckmaster  Pond  Supply 

This  source  must  be  depended  on  to  furnish  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
water  supply  for  the  town.  This  supply  will  furnish  from  500,000  to  600,000 
gallons  of  water  per  day  throughout  the  year,  and  it  should  be  drawn  upon 
as  fully  as  practicable  throughout  the  summer  months  so  as  to  relieve  the 
draft  on  the  driven  well  system. 

The  cost  of  pumping  per  million  gallons  from  the  supply  is  materially 
more  than  it  is  from  the  Ellis  supply.  This  is  due  to  the  following: 

First:  Cost  of  pumping  on  to  the  filters. 

Second:  Care  of  filters. 

Third:  Low  duty  pumping  machinery. 

Fourth:  Labor  required  to  operate  present  machinery. 

Fifth:  That  the  plant  is  not  used  regularly  and  a  larger  proportion  ot 
coal'is  required  for  banking  fires  than  would  be  necessary  if  the  plant  was 

in  steady  use.  , 

The  average  station  duty,  including  coal  used  for  heating  the  station, 
is  about  26  million  foot  pounds  for  each  100  pounds  of  coal  consumed . 

Labor 

With  the  present  plant,  it  requires  an  engineer  and  fireman  at  the  station 
all  of  the  time  that  it  is  in  operation.  For  the  year  1919  the  expense  for 
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labor  and  coal  was  about  equally  divided.  Owing  to  the  extreme  low  duty 
type  of  pumping  machinery,  high  cost  of  coal,  and  amount  and  cost  ot 
labor  necessary,  the  plant  is  not  an  economical  one  to  operate  and  new 

machinery  of  modern  type  should  be  installed.  ,,  , 

I  do  not  believe  it  wise  to  install  another  steam  plant,  as  this  would  not 
tend  to  reduce  the  labor  which  is  a  material  item  in  the  total  cost. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  electric  driven  centrifugal  pummng  machin¬ 
ery  as  outlined  in  my  report  to  you  of  January  17,  1920,  should  be  installed. 

'With  a  properly  designed  plant,  the  present  cost  of  labor  can  easily  be 
reduced  fifty  percent  without  impairing  the  service  or  taking  any  chances 


whatever. 


Water  Hammer 


There  is  considerable  annoyance  caused  by  water  hammei  when  the 
present  pumps  are  running.  Particularly  on  the  high  land  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  standpipe.  I  believe  this  trouble  would  be  overcome  to  a  large 
extent,  if  not  entirely,  by  the  use  of  centrifugal  pumping  machinery,  the 
flow  from  which  is  nearly  uniform. 


Additional  Pumping  Machinery  at  Ellis  Station 

There  is  at  present  but  one  pumping  unit  at  this  station.  This  pump 
has  been  in  operation  for  the  past  nine  years,  and  owing  largely  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  wells  under  hard  service.  It  is  in  good  condition  and  ot  ample 
capacity  to  do  the  required  work  for  many  years.  There  is,  however, 
always  the  possibility  of  some  serious  accident  occurring  which  might  put 
the  plant  out  of  commission  for  several  weeks.  _  ^  ^ 

If  the  proposed  new  system  is  installed,  there  is  no  doubt  that  at  least 
two-thirds  of  the  supply  will  be  pumped  from  this  station  and  as  a  matter 
of  safety  a  second  plant  should  be  provided. 


Consumption 

The  consumption  of  water  in  Norwood  during  the  past  year  has  averaged 
1,493,000  gallons  per  day,  or  about  118  gallons  per  capita.  In  1911  the 
total  daily  consumption  was  562,000  gallons,  or  a  total  increase  of  931,000 
gallons  per  day  during  the  past  10  years.  .  J  ,  , , 

Considering  the  fact  that  80  percent  of  the  services  are  metered,  it  would 
appear  that  a  large  amount  of  water  was  being  lost  by  leakage  from  the 

street  mains.  ,  v  i  T  i  -7+u 

From  a  test  made  by  the  Pitometer  Company  of  New  York  on  July  7th, 

1919,  it  was  found  that  between  the  hours  of  3  A.  M.  and  4  A.  M.  water 
flowed  out  of  the  standpipe  at  the  rate  of  735,000  gallons  per  day,  or  510 
gallons  per  minute.  At  this  rate  the  consumption,  at  an  hour  when  the 
draft  should  have  been  at  its  minimum,  exceeded  the  entire  24  hours  con¬ 
sumption  during  the  year  1911  by  173,000  gallons  per  day.  . 

This  test  was  substantiated  by  a  test  recently  made  by  you,  in  which 
you  found  that  about  690  gallons  per  minute  was  being  drawn  from  the 
system  between  the  hours  of  12  midnight  and  5  A.  M. 

I  believe  a  large  amount  of  water  is  now  being  lost  through  leaks. 

In  gravelly  or  sandy  soil,  small  leaks  will  seldom  show  on  the  street  sur¬ 
face  and  with  a  large  number  of  such  leaks  the  amount  of  water  lost  is  an 

important  item.  „  ,  .  .  ,  , 

I  believe  a  thorough  Pitometer  test  of  the  piping  system  will  reveal  many 
leaks  where  water  has  been  going  to  waste  for  years  and  I  should  advise 
that  such  a  test  be  made  during  the  coming  season. 

The  present  minimum  flow  during  the  night  hours  should  be  reduced  at 
least  50  percent.  If  this  can  be  accomplished,  the  present  average  daily 
consumption,  will  be  reduced  by  about  400,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  saving  in  pumping  station  expense  alone  for  one  year  will  easily  pay 

for  making  the  tests.  ,  , 

The  most  important  thing  to  consider  is  the  effect  upon  the  water  supply. 
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The  capacity  of  the  present  sources  with  the  addition  of  the  proposed 
new  source  is  estimated  at  one  and  one-half  million  gallons  per  day  during 
the  dry  periods,  or  practically  the  present  average  daily  consumption.  It 
this  can  be  reduced  to  1,100,000  per  day,  there  would  be  an  excess  capacity 
of  400,000  gallons.  On  the  above  basis  the  per  capita  consumption  would 
be  87  gallons. 

In  conclusion  I  should  advise  as  follows: 

First:  Install  the  additional  supply.  . 

Second:  Install  new  machinery  at  the  Westwood  Station. 

Third:  Install  New  Pump  at  the  Ellis  Station.  . 

Fourth:  Make  a  thorough  examination  and  tests  of  the  Piping  System.

SEWER  DIVISION 

We  were  unable  to  complete  all  sewer  work  contemplated  as  it  was  im¬ 
possible  to  secure  the  necessary  pipe  until  late  in  the  year.  The  woik  w ill 
be  continued  as  long  as  weather  conditions  will  permit,  m  anticipation  oi 

completion  before  the  usual  spring  rush  is  on 

The  supplementary  discharge  line  to  the  filter  beds  has  been  built  as 
authorized  and  has  relieved  the  congested  condition  somewhat,  but  from 
recent  observations,  I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  it  will  be  necessaiy  to 
lay  an  additional  syphon  under  the  river  near  the  Morrill  Ink  U  orks  before 
conditions  will  be  satisfactory.  The  work  done  this  year  was  essential, 
entailed  no  unnecessary  expense  on  the  part  of  the  Town  and  would  have 
to  be  done  before  an  additional  syphon  would  be  of  any  advantage  in  o\ei- 
coming  the  present  congestion. 


Sewer  Mains 

Sewer  extensions  were  made  as  follows: 

North  Avenue  —  452  feet 
Summit  Avenue  —  296  feet 
Lincoln  Street  —  550  feet 
Vernon  Street  Extension  —  248  feet 
Winslow  Avenue  —  220  feet 
Howard  Street  — -  50  feet 

and  sixty-three  new  service  connections  were  made. 

The  filter  beds  have  been  maintained  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency  and  the 
results  achieved  have  been  favorably  commented  on  by  State  officials. 


Drains 

The  large  drain  in  Heaton  Avenue  was  completed  early  in  the  year  and  is 
expected  to  relieve  drainage  conditions  in  that  vicinity.  The  dram  m 
Winslow  Avenue  was  extended  and  two  catch  basins  built  at  the  corner  of 
Phillips  Avenue  to  care  for  surface  water  at  that  point  which  had  been  a 

source  of  complaint  for  a  long  time.  .  „  „  ,  ,, 

Work  was  also  done  on  the  “School  Street  Dram,  so  called.  All  other 
drain  extensions  contemplated  were  necessarily  postponed  for  want  of  pipe. 


Highways 

The  scarcity  of  labor  again  compelled  us  to  build  East  Cross  Street  by 
contract.  We  found  it  impossible  to  secure  laborers  enough  to  properly 
operate  the  crusher  and  quarry  at  a  reasonable  price.  The  contract  was 
»  let  to  The  Canton  Engineering  Company,  Inc.,  who  built  the  section  of 
Neponset  Street  the  preceding  year,  and  the  same  type  of  construction  was 

!  employed,  except  that  Tarvia  was  used  instead  of  asphalt  which  was  not 
procurable  at  a  price  which  warranted  its  use.  A  surface  treatment  of 
asphalt  and  sand  next  summer  should  make  it  unnecessary  to  treat  this 
road  again  for  four  or  five  years. 
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The  Parkway  from  Washington  Street  to  Bond  Street  was  completed,  as 
was  the  drive  in  front  of  the  High  School.  No  resurfacing  of  macadam 

streets  was  undertaken.  ,  ,  • 

The  gravel  roads  were  dragged  and  shaped  with  the  road  machine  as 

usual  and  were  rolled  with  the  steam  rollei.  ,  ., - 

Owin'*  to  the  cost  of  road  oils,  it  was  impossible  to  do  as  much  oiling  as 
usual,  with  the  result  that  a  greater  amount  of  work  will  be  necessary  in 
1921,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  prices  will  have  fallen  by  that  time  and  the 
work  can  be  done  at  a  less  cost  than  in  the  past  yeai .  •  in.0 

The  price  of  bituminous  road  oil  increased  from  $.085  per  gafbn  m  1919 
to  $.155  in  1920,  and  non-asphaltic  oil  from  $.07  per  gallon  to  $.17,  or  more 

than  100%. 

Sidewalks 

The  demand  for  better  sidewalks  increases  every  year,  and  while  I  should 
like  to  see  more  permanent  walks  built  than  has  been  the  custom  we  shall 
have  to  spend  a  considerable  amount  to  maintain  gravel  and  cinder  wa  ks 

if  we  are  to  satisfy  the  desires  of  our  citizens. 

On  account  of  the  difficulty  in  securing  cement,  only  a  small  amount  ol 
granolithic  walk  was  built  during  the  year  Five  hundred  and  forty-one 
square  yards  were  laid  on  the  westerly  side  of  Washington  Street  from  Dean 
Street  south,  where  it  was  badly  needed,  and  where  it  is  much  appreciated, 
the  abutters  paid  one-half  the  cost. 

Bridges 

It  was  found  necessary  to  replace  the  floors  and  timbers  of  the  Water 
Street  bridge,  for  which  no  provision  had  been  made  m  the  estimate,  this 
work  cost  about  $1500.00,  and  was  paid  for  out  of  the  Highway  fund. 

Snow  Removal 

810  500  00  was  expended  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  ice  during  January, 
February  and  March,  the  largest  sum  expended  for  this  purpose  m  the  his¬ 
tory  of  the  department. 

light  department 

The  business  of  this  department  has  continued  to  increase  throughout  the 
vear  and  shows  a  substantial  profit  for  the  Town. 

3  We  were  compelled  to  install  two  larger  transformers  to  care  for  the  l- 
creasing  demands  and  in  order  to  furnish  power  to  the  Eastern  Massachu¬ 
setts  Street  Railway  Company  (without  which  the  street  car  service  would 
have  been  discontinued),  and  it  was  necessary  to  build  an  addition  to  the 
main  building  and  install  a  generator  set  and  converter  to  convei  t  Alto 
noting  Current  to  Direct  Current  electricity.  The  synchronous  motor  used 
to  operate  the  generator  at  the  same  time  reduces  the  demand  on  the  Edi 
son  Company  by  increasing  our  power  factor,  so  that  there  is  a  saving  m  m 
power  purchased  by  us  as  well  as  a  profit  from  the  power  sold  to  the  Street 

“ES'ntat  of  electricity  due  to  the  “coal  clause'’ in  our  «=ntract 
with  the  Edison  Company  amounted  to  approximately  $37, WT00.  This 
itp-n  wp  have  refrained  from  passing  on  to  our  customer^,  although  ue 
should  have  been  justified  in  so  doing.  Should  this  item  continue  to  appear 
on  our  bills  from  the  Edison  Company  without  some  substantial  reduct  . 
we  shall  be  obliged  to  ask  our  customers  to  assume  at  least  a  part  of  the 

eX More  than  the  usual  amount  of  repair  and  replacement  work  on  street 
lines  and  wires  was  done  this  year,  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  continue  this 
policy  in  order  to  keep  our  lines  in  condition  to  render  satisfactory  service. 
Two  hundred  and  sixty-five  new  meters  were  connected,  bunging  t 
to  2586. 
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The  Accountant’s  statement  will  show  the  financial  condition  of  the 
department. 

FIRE  ALARM 

Considerable  work  was  done  towards  bringing  the  fire  alaim  system  up 
to  a  more  satisfactory  condition,  and  it  is  proposed  to  continue  the  work 
during  the  coming  year.  About  four  miles  of  new  wire  are  needed  in  the 
way  of  replacement. 

INSPECTOR  OF  WIRES 

In  the  course  of  an  inspection  and  investigation  of  wiring  conditions  in  the 
business  sections  of  the  town  with  a  representative  of  the  New  England  In¬ 
surance  Exchange,  it  developed  that  no  Inspector  of  Wires  had  been  legally 
appointed  in  Norwood  although  the  Superintendent  of  the  Municipal  Light 
Department  had  been  acting  as  such  in  an  informal  way.  From  the  con¬ 
ditions  disclosed  by  the  inspection,  I  strongly  recommend  that  proper  action 
be  taken  toward  the  appointment  of  such  an  official  and  the  adoption  ot 
rules  and  regulations  relating  to  installation  and  maintenance  of  wires  to  be 
used  for  the  transmission  of  electricity.  .  .  , 

At  the  present  time  we  have  no  authority  dealing  with  the  subject  and 
no  way  of  knowing  when  wiring  is  to  be  done  or  by  whom.  Under  the  plan 
suggested  it  would  be  necessary  for  any  person  contemplating  the  installa¬ 
tion  of  electric  wires  to  secure  a  permit  such  as  is  required  before  a  building 
is  erected  or  plumbing  installed,  which  procedure  would  enable  us  to  in¬ 
spect  and  record  all  wiring  done,  and  thereby  reduce  the  fire  hazard  and 
risk  to  life  through  faulty  construction.  This  work  can  well  be  done  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Light  Department  without  material  cost  to  the 
Town. 

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

No  more  work  than  was  necessary  to  safeguard  those  using  our  streets 
was  permitted  with  the  amount  of  money  available.  Many  dead  trees  had 
to  be  removed  and  several  large  trees  were  blown  down  by  the  severe  w  ind 
storms  that  occurred  during  the  year.  No  appropriation  was  made  for  set¬ 
ting  out  new  trees,  but  through  the  generosity  of  the  Norwood  Womans 
Club  much  needed  young  trees  were  set  out  around  the  High  School  build- 

nThe  work  of  moth  extermination  was  diligently  prosecuted  during  the 
season.  Nests  were  painted  and  all  street  trees  sprayed  with  arsenate  ot 
lead,  but  until  some  means  is  discovered  whereby  adjacent  woodlands  can 
be  rid  of  the  pests,  it  will  be  impossible  to  more  than  minimize  the  infesta¬ 
tion.  ....  .1 

Much  work  was  done  for  private  individuals  on  the  prepayment  plan. 

ENGINEERING 

The  work  that  this  department  is  called  on  to  perform  demonstrates  the 
wisdom  of  maintaining  an  Engineering  Department.  Practically  every 
undertaking  requires  some  sort  of  engineering  service,  and  the  value  of  the 
service  is  apparent  wrhen  the  work  performed  is  reviewed. 

During  the  year  street  plans  and  estimates  have  been  prepared  for  laying 
out  and  lines  and  grades  given  for  the  construction  of  five  streets,  eight 
sewer  extensions,  six  water  main  extensions,  as  well  as  a  plan  of  the  location 
of  test  wells,  plans  for  cemetery  improvements,  and  the  plotting  ot  all 
burials  on  the  plans.  Assessors’ maps  were  brought  up  to  date,  fifty  per 
cent  of  the  owners  shown  on  maps  No.  4  and  No.  5  having  changed  hands 
since  they  were  last  revised.  Surveys  for  map  No.  14  were  completed  and 
will  be  plotted  during  the  winter.  Work  was  begun  on  Map  No.  15 :  the  ter¬ 
ritory  bounded  by  the  Walnole  Town  line.  Pleasant  Street,  Dean  Street, 
Neponset  River,  Traohole  Brook,  and  Union  Street,  about  five  hundred 
acres  in  all.  Plans  of  proposed  layouts  of  plots  of  land  submitted  to  the 
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Board  of  Survey  for  approval  were  checked  up  and  reported  on.  All  new 
sewer  and  water  services  were  located  and  plotted  on  the  record  plans  as 
well  as  the  preparation  of  many  sketches  and  estimates  for  the  Manager. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Police  Department  has  had  an  unusually  busy  year.  Three  hundred 
and  fifteen  arrests  were  made  as  against  two  hundred  and  forty-eight  the 
preceding  year,  an  increase  of  more  that  20%. 

On  June  1st,  Sergeant  Readel  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  station  during 
the  night  hours  insuring  speedy  response  to  emergency  calls  over  the  tele¬ 
phone.  Patrick  J.  Coyne  was  appointed  patrolman  to  take  the  place  of 
Sergeant  Readel  on  the  street. 

The  new  law  passed  at  the  State  election  giving  police  officers  one  day 
off  in  eight  will  make  it  necessary  to  appoint  an  additional  officer  about  the 
first  of  the  year. 

On  January  1st  Chief  Harry  W.  Swift  completed  five  years  service  in 
charge  of  the  department.  During  that  time  he  has  prosecuted  1571  cases 
of  which  but  60  have  been  dismissed,  a  most  creditable  achievement,  and 
it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  express  my  appreciation  of  and  thanks  for  the 
valuable  services  he  has  rendered  the  citizens  of  Norwood.

CEMETERIES 


The  work  of  developing  new  lots  at  Highland  Cemetery  in  both  the 
Catholic  and  Protestant  sections  was  continued  throughout  the  year  at 
such  times  when  the  men  were  not  employed  on  maintenance  and  burals. 
Forty  lots  in  the  Catholic  section  and  forty-three  in  the  Protestant  section 
were  completed  ready  for  use  and  the  walks  made,  and  about  forty-five 
additional  single  graves  were  made  available. 

One  hundred  and  thirty  interments  were  made  in  the  year;  twenty-five 
lots  and  forty-six  single  graves  were  sold. 

There  are  available  at  the  present  time  forty  lots  and  fifty  single  graves 
in  the  Protestant  section  and  thirty-nine  lots  and  forty-eight  single  graves 
in  the  Catholic  section. 

Further  development  in  the  Protestant  section  will  be  somewhat  more 
difficult  than  in  the  past  owing  to  the  unevenness  of  the  ground  and  the 
lirge  number  of  trees  and  boulders  that  will  have  to  be  removed,  but  will 
be  less  expensive  than  subdraining  the  section  toward  \\  inter  Street  which 
will  be  necessary  before  it  can  be  put  to  use. 

No  work  other  than  the  usual  maintenance  was  done  at  the  Old  Cemetery 
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In  view  of  the  increasing  cost  of  the  work  done  in  the  cemeteries,  it  was 
necessary  early  in  the  year  to  increase  the  prices  charged  for  lots,  graves 
and  interments.  The  new  schedule  of  prices  is  as  follows: 

Lots — $.45  per  square  foot — former  price — $.40. 

Single  Graves — $5.00 — no  increase. 

Interments — Summer,  $8.00  to  $10.00. 

Winter,  $10.00  to  $12.00. 

Former  Charge,  $5.00  to  $8.00. 

Sundays  and  holidays,  $2.00  extra. 

The  charges  are  on  the  whole  less  than  similar  charges  in  cemeteries  of 
the  same  character  hereabout.

The  selectmen  submitted  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year  1920: 

There  were  held  during  the  year,  fourty-four  regular  meetings  and  three 
special  meetings. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  January  19,  1920,  Edmund  G.Dalton 
and  H.  Eugene  Rice  were  elected  Selectmen,  without  opposition,  and 
qualified.  They  succeeded  Oliver  J.  Barr  and  Patrick  J.  Lydon,  both  of 
whom  had  served  as  Selectmen  continuously  for  five  years  and  declined 
re-election.  This  opportunity  is  taken  to  record  the  faithful,  conscientious 
and  efficient  service  rendered  to  the  Town  by  Mr.  Barr  and  Mr.  Lydon. 

Organization  was  perfected  by  the  re-election  of  Frank  G.  Allen  as  Chair¬ 
man,  and  the  election  of  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.

ers,  Surveyors  of  Lumber,  Measurers  of  Leather  and  Measurers  of  W  ood

Numerous  hearings  of  various  kinds  were  held,  as  required  by  law,  and 

various  licenses  and  permits  were  granted.  . 

The  annual  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Municipal  Light  Depart¬ 
ment  was  on  September  27,  1920  increased  to  three  thousand  dollars,  be¬ 
ginning  October  1,  1920.  ,  ,, 

October  4th,  1920,  the  resignation  of  R.  Russell  Williamson  from  the 
Board  of  Relief  was  received.  . 

Consideration  was  given  to  the  matter  of  the  jitney  service  between  Nor¬ 
wood  and  Walpole,  along  the  line  of  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway 
Company,  which  had  previously  ceased  to  operate;  also  between  Norwood 
and  East  Walpole,  along  the  line  of  the  Eastern  Mass.  Street  Railway 
Company.  The  Street  Railway  service  between  Grove  Street,  in  Boston, 
and  East  Walpole,  with  respect  to  the  continued  operation  of  the  cars  of 
the  Eastern  Mass.  Street  Railway  Company,  required  considerable  atten¬ 
tion,  and  several  conferences  with  the  officials  of  Dedham,  W  estwood  and 
Walpole  were  held  as  well  as  with  the  Public  Trustees  of  the  Eastern  Mass. 
Street  Railway  Company,  with  the  result  that  the  service  was  continued 
and  the  traqks  were  rehabilitated,  and  a  contribution  to  the  cost  of  service 
in  excess  of  the  operating  expense  as  permitted  by  law  was  voted  by  the 
Town  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose. 

The  Strack  property  on  Market  Street,  adjoining  the  property  used  by 
the  Municipal  Light  Department,  was  taken  by  the  lown,  and  title  per-

The  resurfacing  of  East  Cross  Street  with  bitumipous  macadam  between 
Neponset  Street  and  Pleasant  Street,  was  completed.  The  contract  was 
awarded  to  the  Canton  Engineering  and  Construction  Company.  The  total 
cost  was  $15,293.29,  of  which  the  Town  contributed  substantially  one-half, 
the  County  of  Norfolk  one  quarter,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  through  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  substantially  one-quarter. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  matter  of  increasing  the 
water  supply  and  improving  the  distributing  facilities,  and  several  test 
wells  were  driven  and  a  substantial  additional  supply  of  water,  satisfactory 
to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  has  been  secured. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  gas  rate  situation,  and  the  Selectmen  were 
represented  at  hearings  before  the  Board  of  Gas  and  Electric  Light  Com¬ 
missioners  and  Public  Utilities  Commission  as  to  a  reduction  in  the  price  of 
gas  and  as  to  increases  in  the  charges  for  gas,  and  as  to  service  charges  as 
petitioned  for  by  the  Norwood  Gas  Company. 

The  matter  of  increased  insurance  on  Town  property  was  considered,  and 
an  increase  of  approximately  25%  was  ordered. 

A  satisfactory  understanding  was  reached,  and  a  formal  agreement 
entered  into  with  the  Public  Trustees  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street 
Railway  Company,  whereby  the  Town  supplies  for  a  period  of  seven  years 
this  Street  Railway  Company  with  the  electric  power  for  the  operation  of 
its  lines  from  Grove  Street  to  East  Walpole.  To  carry  out  this  contract,  it 
was  necessary  to  secure  additional  electrical  equipment,  which  the  lown 
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authorized  and  which  has  been  installed.  The  Town  receives  a  direct  finan¬ 
cial  benefit  from  the  arrangement,  while  the  Street  Railway  Company  ob¬ 
tains  its  power  supply  at  less  cost  than  resulted  from  its  own  manufacture. 
This  arrangement  was  also  a  factor  in  the  decision  of  the  Public  Trustees  of 
the  Street  Railway  Company  to  continue  the  operation  of  the  so-called 
Norwood  line. 

New  streets  were  laid  out  as  follows:  Vernon  Street  Extension,  St.  Joseph 
Ave.  and  Folan  Ave. 

Orders,  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles 
used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  for  hire  were  adopted  on  July  20, 
1920,  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  371  of  the  General  Acts  of  1919. 

Easements  for  main  drains  were  taken  through  the  properties  of  William 
J.  Hunt  on  Maple  Street,  and  of  Alfred  L.  Atwood  on  Nahatan  Street,  and 
voted  to  be  taken  through  property  of  Louisa  C.  Lepper  on  Washington 
Street.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS  FOR 
THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1920. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  with  state¬ 
ments  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  1920. 

Organization 

The  present  Board  organized  March  19,  1920,  with  Aaron  L.  Goodwin  as 
Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Thirty-nine  meetings  of  the 
Board  have  been  held  during  the  past  year  exclusive  of  the  suiveys  ol 
property  as  of  April  1,  1920. 

Valuations 

The  Board  of  Assessors  were  confronted  this  year  with  a  condition  as 
regards  the  value  of  real  estate  which  was  unusual;  namely  that the  actual 
safe  values  of  certain  property  was  greatly  m  excess  of  the  former  assessed 
values,  and  after  careful  consideration  of  all  conditions  the  Board  voted  to 
increase  all  real  estate  values  as  concerns  real  estate  with  buildings  located 
“  a'unlfonn  increase  equal  to  10%  of  the  value  of 
assessed  in  the  previous  year.  Further  increases  m  real  estate  v alues  were 
also  made  in  such  locations  as,  m  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  conditions 
warranted.  Some  substantial  increases  were  made  m  personal  property 
assessments,  and  as  may  be  seen  from  the  comparative  table  of  aggregates, 
which  is  submitted  as  a  part  of  this  report,  the  total  valuation  for  the  year 
1920  exceeds  that  of  the  year  1919  by  approximately  $2, bOO, 000.00. 

Tax  Rate 

The  Town  Grant  in  1920  was  $71,521.45  in  excess  of  that  of  Previous 
vear  and  the  County  Tax  as  apportioned  exceeded  that  of  the  year  1919  m 
the  sum  of  $3,134.72,  which  amount  together  with  the  increase  m  State 
Taxes  in  the  sum  of  $11,489  resulted  in  a  total  requirement  of  approxi- 
mately  $86,145.17  over  and  above  the  requirements  of  the  year  19  1 9  1  he 
Board  feel  that  the  valuations  determined  were  justified  and  that  the  tax 
navers  of  Norwood,  during  the  year  1920,  were  not  called  upon  to  pay  a 
tax  as  large  in  comparison  as  that  levied  in  many  other  municipalities. 

Poll  Taxes 

An  examination  of  the  Accountant’s  statement  of  expense  of  the  Board 
of  Assessors  will  show  a  considerable  increase  over  J 

as  regards  two  items  in  particular;  namely,  wages  paid  foi  listing  polls  a 

PrUndegr  the  Law  at  the  present  time  and  for  the  next  three  years  the  Town 
is  liable  to  the  Commonwealth  for  the  sum  of  $3  00  m  the  case  of  every  poll 
tax  Wally  assessed  and  collectable  at  the  time  when  assessed  and  the  Board 
of  As^ssors  were  of  the  opinion  that  a  determined l  effort 
secure  collections,  and  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  Town  Meeting  , 
an  early  commitment  of  all  poll  taxes  was  made  ™deJ  of  May  11  1920, 
and  while  the  expense  of  this  early  commitment  exceeded  that  ot  the  pre 
ceding  vasir  by6 approximately  $100.00  the  results  are  quite  gratifying  when 
it  that  on  December  31,  1920,  but  ninety-seven  poll  taxes  for  the 

year  1920  out  of  a  total  commitment  of  3729  are  uncollected and  outstanding. 
Of  the  whole  total  commitment,  two  hundred  thirty-two  have  been  abated 
of  which  one  hundred  ninety-four  either  have  been  or  will  be  ^edited  t  e 
Town  by  the  State  in  the  charge  for  Civilian  V  ar  Poll  Tax.  It  is  the

tion  of  the  Board  for  the  coming  year  to  commit  in  a  similar  manner  all 
poll  taxes  for  the  year  1921  and  additional  provision  in  the  expense  account 
must  also  be  made,  not  only  that  poll  tax  assessments  be  efficiently  listed 
and  committed,  but  by  reason  of  the  registration  of  women  voters,  returns 
of  residence  on  which  must  be  made  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  the  Board 
of  Registrars  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  conditions  as  has  been 
required  by  law  with  respect  to  male  voters. 

Plans 

One  survey  plan  has  been  received  during  the  present  year  from  the  En¬ 
gineering  Department;  namely,  the  survey  of  the  district  east  of  Nahatan 
Street,  north  of  Prospect  Street  and  west  of  Washington  Street,  and  a  survey 
has  been  requested  of  that  section  lying  easterly  from  Pleasant  Street  and 
southerly  from  Sumner  Street.  Plans  also  of  the  Neponset  River  Valley 
have  been  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  practically 
all  assessments  were  levied  in  the  year  1920  on  Neponset  Valley  Land,  in 
accordance  with  the  areas  and  ownership  shown  on  these  plans. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  at  this  time  wish  to  again  call  to  the  attention  of 
the  Citizens  the  matter  of  the  Neponset  Valley  Improvement  and  feel  that 
the  comment  of  the  previous  Board  with  respect  to  this  matter  might  well 
receive  serious  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Citizens  of  the  Town. 
Without  doubt  the  Commission  referred  to  in  the  1919  Report  will  during 
the  year  1921  complete  its  work  and  report  to  the  Legislature  the  amount 
to  be  paid  by  the  various  Towns  for  benefits  resulting  from  the  work  which 
has  been  done,  and  the  Town  through  its  Officials  will  be  called  upon  to 
assess  betterments  on  account  of  the  work  done,  and  inasjnuch  as  a  con¬ 
siderable  portion  of  the  land  in  the  Neponset  Valley  is  located  in  the  Town 
of  Norwood  it  is  of  vital  concern  to  the  Town  and  its  Citizens  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  the  work  of  this  Commission.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  submits  the  following  as  their  report  for 
the  year  1920: 

Organization.  On  account  of  the  resignation  of  Martin  F.  Lydon,  by 
reason  of  absence  from  Town,  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Health,  at  a 
joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Selectmen  Mr.  W  illiam  P . 
Nickerson  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  Board  organized  as  follows: 
William  P.  Nickerson,  chairman;  Dr.  Joseph  J.  Hagerty,  Health  Physician; 
James  E.  Pendergast,  Clerk  and  Agent,  and  Dr.  James  J.  Mulvehill,  In¬ 
spector  of  Milk  and  Agent;  John  A.  Shannon,  Inspector  of  Plumbing. 

Appointment.  Dr.  James  J.  Mulvehill  was  appointed  as  Inspector  of 
Slaughtering. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  141  deaths  exclusive  of  stillbirths, 
of  which  number  20  were  non-residents. 

The  following  table  shows  the  contagious  diseases  reported  for  the  year 
1920  in  comparison  with  that  of  previous  years: 
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Scarlet  Fever.  The  greater  number  of  the  scarlet  fever  cases  were 
reported  during  the  early  months  of  the  year,  and  for  the  remainder  of 
the  year  up  to  November  practically  no  cases  were  reported  and  with  but 
few  exceptions  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  contagious  hospital  at 


Brighton.  . 

Typhoid  Fever.  It  will  be  seen  that  a  greater  number  of  Typhoid  Fever 
>ases  were  reported  than  in  the  recent  years.  Four  of  these  cases  were 
nfections  to  the  first  reported  case  and  the  infection  in  this  case,  so  far  as 
;an  be  learned,  was  not  of  local  origin,  for  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the 
•eport  of  the  first  case,  investigation  was  made  and  it  appeared  that  the 
nfection  occurred  outside  of  the  Town  and  probably  out  of  the  btate,  and 
md  at  the  same  time  examination  was  requested  of  the  water  supply.  J  his 
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examination  was  conducted  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  the 
report  was  very  favorable.  Out  of  eight  samples  taken,  six  showed  no 
bacteria,  the  remaining  two  showed  a  small  count  which  in  the  opinion  of 
the  State  Department  of  Health  was  from  sources  other  than  the  water 
supply  or  system. 

Tuberculosis.  Reported  cases  were  smaller  in  number  than  the  preced¬ 
ing  year.  The  tuberculosis  clinic  is  and  has  been  conducted  at  the  Norwood 
Civic  Association  by  Dr.  Griffin,  in  the  Norwood  Red  Cross  Chapter. 

Milk  Ispection.  The  attention  of  the  citizens  is  called  to  the  report 
of  the  Inspector,  following,  and  the  Board  are  satisfied  that  during  the  past 
year  the  quality  of  milk  furnished  has  been  good  and  that  beneficial  results 
have  followed  milk  inspections. 

All  complaints  of  nuisances  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board  have 
been  investigated.  Orders  have  been  issued  in  various  instances  to  abate 
nuisances,  to  vacate  premises  and  to  connect  with  the  Public  Sewer. 

Sewerage.  The  Board  this  year  are  requesting  that  action  be  taken  by 
the  Town  on  the  question  of  extending  the  sewerage  system  in  Marion 
Avenue  and  Bright  Street;  in  Saunders  Road  and  in  the  Cedar  Street 
District. 

The  Board  extends  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  Local  Chapter  of  the  Red 
Cross  for  its  interest  both  financially  and  otherwise  in  the  tuberculosis 
work.  To  the  School  nurses  for  their  active  interest  and  co-operation  with 
respect  to  health  work  among  the  school  children  and  to  all  citizens  who  co¬ 
operated  with  the  Board  during  the  past  year.

Gentlemen: 

As  Inspector  of  Milk  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  I  submit  the  following 
as  my  report  for  the  year  1920: 

Examinations  of  the  milk  supplied  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  the  past 
year  were  made  at  frsquent  intervals.  The  total  examinations  for  the  year 
were  three  hundred  and  twelve,  of  which  samples  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  were  examined  for  fats  and  solids  and  also  for  bacteria  count.  The 
remaining  thirty-eight  were  examined  for  fats  and  solids  only.  Of  all  the 
samples  examined  but  six  proved  to  be  below  the  standard  and  it  did  not 
appear  after  a  complete  investigation  that  any  of  these  were  cases  of  wilful 
violation  of  the  regulations. 

Seventy-nine  dairies  from  which  milk  was  supplied  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Town  were  visited  and  inspected  during  the  year  of  which  number  in 
eight  cases  it  appeared  that  changes  were  desirable  and  in  some  instances 
necessary  from  the  standpoint  of  cleanliness;  and  co-operation  along  the 
lines  of  improvement  was  had  from  the  owners  in  all  but  one  case.  The 
result  in  this  case  was  that  the  dairy  stopped  sending  a  supply  of  milk  to 
Norwood.  In  the  inspection  of  dairies  it  became  necessary  to  visit  farms 
located  in  Millis,  Norfolk,  Walpole,  Westwood  and  Norwood. 

In  general  I  would  report  that  the  milk  supply  of  Norwood  is  of  good 
quality  and  that  the  sources  in  which  this  supply  is  produced  are  well  above 
standard  requirement. 

Twenty-two  licenses  were  issued  to  dealers  of  Milk.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL. 

Selectmen  of  Norwood,  Mass. 

Hon.  F.  G.  Allen,  Chairman, 

Dear  Sirs: 

I  submit  in  the  form  of  this  brief  summary  my  twelfth  annual  report  as 
Counsel  for  the  Town  covering  the  year  1920. 

The  work  of  the  Department  was  advisory  to  a  large  extent  and  covered 
a  wide  range  of  matters  as  to  which  decision  and  action  by  the  various 
departments  of  the  town  were  required  or  desirable.  This  service  involved 
many  conferences,  attendance  at  numerous  meetings  and  hearings,  the 
consideration  of  a  large  number  of  questions  and  the  preparation  and  sub¬ 
mission  of  many  opinions  and  letters. 

Litigation 

No  suits  were  brought  against  the  Town  during  the  year.  Certain  claims 
against  the  Town  were  presented  and  investigated  and  rejected. 

The  three  cases  of  the  Finnish  Workingmen’s  Association  Into  of  Nor¬ 
wood  against  the  Town  brought  to  recover  the  sums  paid  for  taxes  assessed 
in  the  years  1915,  1916  and  1917,  the  details  of  which  suits  were  set  forth 
in  my  report  for  the  year  1918  and  which  suits  were  pending  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1920,  have  been  settled. 

By  the  terms  of  the  settlement,  the  suits  were  abandoned  and  no  further 
action  upon  the  claims  is  to  be  taken  and  the  taxes  assessed  for  the  year 
1919,  with  interest,  have  been  paid,  while  the  Board  of  Assessors  have  agreed 
that  no  taxes  shall  be  assessed  for  the  year  1920  and  subsequent  years  upon 
the  property  of  this  organization  in  Norwood,  which  may  be  exempt  under 
b  he  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  by  reason  of  the  literary,  benevolent  or 
charitable  character  of  the  corporation.  This  settlement  met  with  the 
approval  of  the  officials  of  the  State  Tax  Department,  as  well  as  with  the 
Board  of  Assessors,  and  is  an  altogether  satisfactory  disposition  of  this  litiga¬ 
tion. 

There  is  pending,  to  the  knowledge  of  this  department,  but  one  claim 
against  the  Town.  It  is  not  of  a  substantial  character  and  appears  to  be 
without  merit. 

The  year  closed  with  no  suits  outstanding  against  the  Town  and  none  in 
prospect,  and  it  is  with  much  satisfaction  that  this  excellent  situation  is 
reported. 

General 

Other  matters  of  importance  which  received  attention  are  the  following: 

A.  Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company  Service. 

The  attention  given  to  this  subject  in  its  various  phases  was  considerable. 
The  problems  of  complete  discontinuance  of  service;  of  track  rehabilita¬ 
tion;  of  reduced  service;  of  jitney  competition;  of  contribution  to  the 
excess  cost  of  service;  of  the  character  of  the  service,  of  power  supply  and 
of  the  support  of  the  service  by  the  other  towns  served  by  the  Grove  Street- 
East  Walpole  line,  and  a  solution  of  the  same  called  for  numerous  confer¬ 
ences  with  the  trustees  and  other  officers  of  that  Company,  and  with  the 
officials  of  the  other  towns,  and  the  preparation  of  various  papers.  These 
matters  were  of  extreme  importance  to  our  community,  and  to  your  prompt 
and  energetic  efforts  and  wise  action,  led  by  your  Chairman,  is  due  in  a 
large  measure  the  improved  condition  of  the  road-bed  and  the  maintenance 
of  street  car  service,  not  only  for  Norwood  but  also  for  Dedham,  Westwood 
and  Walpole. 
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It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the  course  which  you  took  received  the 
approval  of  the  citizens  through  action  at  the  special  town  meetings. 

B.  Neponset  River  Improvement  Expense. 

Norwood  has  a  vital  interest  in  this  matter. 

A  large  sum  of  money  said  to  be  in  excess  of  Two  Hundred  Ihousand 
Dollars  ($200,000)  has  been  expended  by  the  Commonwealth,  and  one-half 
of  the  amount  with  accumulating  interest  wall  be  apportioned  among  the 
towns  of  Sharon,  Stoughton,  Walpole,  Norwood,  Canton,  Westwood,  Ded¬ 
ham,  Milton  and  the  City  of  Boston,  by  commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and  when  the  award  has  been  accepted  by  that 
Court  the  amounts  so  determined  must  be  paid  to  the  State  by  the  respec¬ 
tive  communities  in  ten  annual  instalments.  It  is  probable  that  the  Com¬ 
missioners  will  be  appointed  and  the  award  made  this  year. 

As  preliminary  to  this  action,  the  State  Department  of  Health  caused 
surveys  of  the  entire  meadow  areas  to  be  made  together  with  an  examina¬ 
tion  of  ownership  titles.  Plans  have  been  prepared  indicating  the  locations 
of  all  the  parcels  of  land  investigated  and  a  return  will  be  made  to  the 
Assessors  showing  the  parcels  of  land  benefited  by  the  work  done  and  change 
made,  with  the  areas  and  names  of  owners  or  occupants,  and  with  amount 
of  the  benefits  accruing  to  each  of  the  parcels.  The  Assessors  are  then 
required  to  divide  and  apportion  the  sum  which  the  Town  is  required  to 
pay  upon  the  land  benefited,  but  not  to  exceed  the  special  benefit  received 
by  each  estate  assessed. 

It  is  apparent  what  these  requirements  mean  to  our  town  m  the  initial 
assessment  or  apportionment  on  the  T.  own  as  a  whole,  and  then  in  division 
on  the  land  owners  in  the  area  found  to  be  improved. 

During  the  year  considerable  attention  was  given  to  this  matter  by  my 
Department  by  way  of  study  of  conditions,  including  a  perambulation  ol 
much  of  the  Norwood  territory  affected  with  State  officials,  and  including 
conferences  with  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  State  Department  of  Health 
and  his  associates  on  the  Advisory  Committee,  and  consideration  of  basic 
questions  involved  in  the  return  by  the  Department  of  Health  above  men¬ 
tioned,  with  a  vie,w  to  intelligent  action  in  protection  of  the  interests  ol 
Norwood  as  developments  warrant.  .  .  ,

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION. 


At  the  annual  meeting  held  in  January,  1920,  Charles  J.  Prescott  was 
elected  for  the  term  of  three  years,  succeeding  Mr.  Francis  J.  Foley. 

The  Board  was  organized  with  Charles  J.  Prescott  as  chairman  and  Ar¬ 
thur  W.  Coolidge  as  clerk. 

Mr.  Foley  completed  five  years  of  service  on  the  Commission,  being  one 
of  its  original  members  and  having  served  four  years  as  chairman.  Through 
his  study  of  town  finances,  Mr.  Foley  became  a  recognized  authority  on 
tax  problems.  The  present  law  governing  the  method  of  distribution  to 
cities  and  towns  of  the  money  collected  by  the  Commonwealth  from  the 
tax  on  intangible  personal  property  is,  with  slight  changes,  the  plan  worked 
out  by  Mr.  Foley  and  submitted  by  him  to  the  Legislative  Committee. 
That  it  became  a  law  is  largely  due  to  his  presentation  of  the  plan  before 
the  Taxation  Committee  of  the  Legislature  and  his  efforts  in  convincing 
other  towns  and  cities  of  the  justice  of  the  measure.  Distribution  under 
this  plan  will  ultimately  assist  industrial  towns. 

Because  of  the  illness  of  one  of  the  members  of  the  commission  Mr.  Foley’s 
services  were  drafted  to  assist  in  the  preparation  of  the  annual  budget 
again  this  year,  and  his  time,  ability  and  experience  were  freely  given  for 
two  months  after  the  expiration  of  his  term.  The  Commission  records  its 
appreciation  of  Mr.  Foley’s  valuable  work. 

Owing  to  the  unsettled  conditions,  budget  making  has  been  difficult  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  Unusual  expenditures  incidental  to  the  severity  of  the  win¬ 
ter,  the  breaking  down  of  the  street  railroad  service  and  the  advance  in 
both  wages  and  materials  have  rendered  necessary  special  town  meetings. 
There  has  resulted  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate.  The  need  of  much  work  in 
the  Public  Works  Department,  the  development  of  a  new  water  supply 
and  the  problems  of  the  School  Committee  seem  to  indicate  that  further 
increases  in  the  rate  may  be  necessary  in  the  coming  few  years. 

The  Commission  has  received  throughout  the  year  cheerful  and  helpful 
co-operation  of  the  several  boards  and  the  town  officials,  with  the  result 
that  all  its  recommendations  have  been  adopted.  We  would  urge  a  more 
active  and  intelligent  interest  in  the  preparation  of  the  budget  by  the  public 
and  invite  to  the  meetings  of  the  Commission  all  voters,  particularly  the 
women. 

We  attach  a  statement  of  the  apportionment  of  the  rate  covering  the 
past  four  years.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY. 


The  total  circulation  for  the  year  1920  was  54,287  against  50,160  volumes 
for  1919.  The  largest  daily  circulation  was  361  while  the  average  daily 
circulation  was  178.  There  are  at  present  5,273  borrowers,  a  net  increase 
of  183  during  the  year. 

Cooperation  between  the  Library  and  the  Public  Schools  is  working  out 
with  splendid  results  and  in  a  notable  extension  for  1920 — particularly  in 
the  increased  use  of  the  Library  by  the  High  School  pupils  for  Reference 
Work. 

A  new  feature  introduced  is  the  bringing  in  from  the  Night  School,  for¬ 
eigners  learning  English,  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  and  familiarizing 
them  with  the  proper  use  of  the  Library  in  all  of  its  departments. 

To  make  the  Library  of  vital  help  in  the  work  of  Americanization  through 
the  recommendation  of  Miss  J.  M.  Campbell,  Director  of  Work  for  the 
Foreigners  for  the  Massachusetts  Free  Public  Library  Commission,  who, 
in  Library  Hall  in  October,  addressed  a  gathering  of  Trustees  and  Librarians 
of  neighboring  towns,  the  Library  is  receiving  “Travelling  Libraries”  of 
books  printed  in  four  languages  which  are  already  circulating  quite  generally 
among  our  foreign  population,  and  if  the  interest  continues  to  increase, 
your  Trustees  may  find  it  advisable  to  make  this  a  regular  department  of 
the  Library  and  purchase  books  with  that  special  end  in  view. 

Books  for  children  exchanged  bi-monthly  are  still  going  to  the  Balch 
School  with  such  good  results  that  your  Trustees  are  considering  enlarging 
the  scheme. 

During  the  year,  many  of  our  citizens  have  responded  to  an  appeal  for 
funds  to  continue  the  work  begun  during  the  late  war  by  the  American 
Library  Association  for  the  distribution  of  books  and  magazines  in  Soldiers’ 
and  Sailors’  Hospitals.  Your  Trustees  acknowledge  these  gifts  with  thanks 
and  appreciation. 

A  year  ago  your  Trustees  appeared  before  the  Finance  Commission  of 
the  Town  and  presented  the  imperative  need  of  the  Library  for  immediate 
relief  in  the  crowded  condition  of  the  Stack  room.  On  account  of  the  lesser 
expense  involved,  we  suggested  the  plan  of  fitting  up  Library  Hall  at  a 
moderate  cost  as  a  Childrens’  room,  keeping  the  main  Stack  room  for  adults 
only,  which  would  afford  relief  for  some  time  to  come.  To  keep  the  tax 
rate  down,  it  was  mutually  agreed  to  postpone  action  for  one  year,  but  condi¬ 
tions  at  the  Library  are  now  such  that  further  delay  will  result  in  permanent 
injury  to  the  Library.  Over  one-third  of  our  reading  public  are  registered 
borrowers.  Your  Trustees  have  brought  the  use  of  the  Library  to  the  point 
where  it  is  a  part  of  the  educational  system  of  the  Town.  It  would  be 
suicidal  to  weaken  its  present  efficiency.  When  our  citizens  realize  that 
the  Library  stores  23,000  volumes  with  Stack  room  designed  for  only 
13,000,  the  necessity  for  relief  is  painfully  evident.

We  herewith  respectfully  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  for  the  year  1920. 

There  were  seventy- three  alarms  during  the  year,  as  follows:

The  buildings  and  apparatus  have  been  maintained  in  good  condition, 
but  we  still  believe  that  it  would  be  economy  to  purchase  a  small  piece  of 
apparatus  to  answer  still  alarms,  a  very  large  percentage  of  which  are  for 
brush  and  grass  fires.  Under  the  present  arrangement,  when  the  apparatus 
is  called  to  the  outlying  parts  of  the  town,  the  centre  is  left  uncovered,  and 
in  case  of  a  fire  might  result  seriously  from  the  delay  in  reaching  the  scene 
quicklv.  Furthermore  the  “wear  and  tear’  on  the  combination  truck  when 
we  are" obliged  to  go  into  the  woods  or  off  the  street  is  not  justified  when  the 
cost  of  a  small  piece  of  apparatus  such  as  is  suggested  ($2,000.00)  is  con- 
sidered. 

To  the  loyalty  and  splendid  spirit  of  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the 
Norwood  Fire  Department  is  due  the  enviable  reputation  for  efficiency  given 
us  throughout  this  part  of  the  Commonwealth.

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THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  work  of  the  school  was  somewhat  upset  during  the  year,  because 
of  the  resignation,  for  various  reasons,  of  a  majority  of  the  teachers.  But 
the  organization  is  now  well  in  hand  under  the  competent  leadership  of 
Principal  Oldham,  and  the  committee  expects  that  within  the  coming  year 
the  school  will  make  a  showing  and  record  entirely  creditable  to  the  town. 

The  school  is  in  need  of  more  adequate  equipment  for  the  laboratory 
courses  offered  in  Biology,  Physics,  Chemistry,  and  the  Manual  Arts 

Department.  . 

The  unfinished  part  of  the  building  should  be  completed  and  equipped 
without  delay,  so  as  to  eliminate  the  crowded  conditions  unfavorable  to 
the  best  work. 


ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  table  above  showing  the  membership  of  the 
schools  for  the  past  ten  years,  the  time  is  now  at  hand  when  additional 
rooms  must  be  provided.  This  year  all  available  space,  in  the  present 
buildings  for  elementary  schools,  has  been  used.  Before  the  opening  of 
the  schools  in  September,  1921,  the  town  will  have  to  provide  room  for  at 
least  200  more  pupils.  ,  , 

The  currculum  for  the  elementary  schools  is  being  revised  and  coordinated.

In  common  with  the  experience  of  most  other  towns,  our  school  system 
has  suffered  serious  handicaps  because  of  numerous  changes  in  personnel. 
This  is  due  fundamentally  to  the  increases  in  wages  which  have  prevailed 
in  other  lines  of  work,  and  consequent  depletion  of  the  teaching  mat enal 
available.  In  order  to  meet  the  situation,  the  scale  of  salaries  has  been 
substantially  increased  for  the  past  three  years  to  a  point  which  now  mokes 
the  salaries  of  all  the  positions  in  the  grades  practically  double  what  they 

were  five  years  ago.  .  .  x  .  .  ,  ,  , 

Norwood  is  very  fortunate  in  retaining  45  teachers  who  have  been  here 
three  or  more  years,  and  60  teachers  who  have  been  here  a  year  or  more. 
This  proves  that  the  percentage  of  changes  has  been  much  less  than  m 


many  other  towns. 

In  order  that  the  best  results  from  our  schools  may  be  attained,  it  is  the 
earnest  hope  of  the  committee  that  with  the  settling  of  business  conditions 
throughout  the  world  to  a  more  normal  condition,  the  schools  of  Norwood 
will  be  in  a  better  condition,  because  the  number  of  changes  in  the  teaching 
force  will  be  substantially  reduced. 

The  Committee  expresses  to  the  teachers,  on  behalf  of  the  town,  their 
appreciation  of  the  good  work  done  in  spite  of  the  changes  and  their  result¬ 
ing  handicaps.

REPORT  OF  PRINCIPAL  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Norwood,  Mass. 

December  27,  1920. 

To  Mr.  C.  O.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  High  School  for  the  year  1920. 

The  enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  387.  There  are  now  in  the  high 
school  fifteen  regular  teachers  and  the  principal.  This  is  the  usual  allot¬ 
ment  of  one  teacher  to  twenty-five  pupils. 

Six  courses  are  now  offered:  the  College  Classical,  College  Technical, 
Commercial,  Manual  Arts,  Household  Arts,  and  General.  The  program 
of  studies  was  changed  this  fall  to  allow  more  free  electives  and  better 
opportunity  for  a  student  to  shift  from  one  course  to  another,  if,  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  parents  and  the  principal,  it  should  seem  wise  for  him  to  do  so. 

This  is  the  second  jrear  the  Manual  Arts  Course  and  the  Household  Arts 
Course  have  been  offered.  The  teachers  have  been  handicapped  in  giving 
the  second  year’s  work  by  the  lack  of  equipment.  More  equipment  is  very 
necessary  if  we  are  to  continue  to  offer  these  courses.  The  number  of  pupds 
asking  for  them  would  seem  to  justify  the  expenditure. 

Home  Nursing,  taught  by  Miss  Bowker,  the  School  Nurse,  Commercial 
Law,  and  Economics  are  new  studies  added  to  the  curriculum.  Type¬ 
writing  and  Shorthand  are  now  begun  in  the  second  year  so  that  students  m 
the  Commercial  Course  can  get  three  years  work  in  these  studies.  _ 

In  cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  and  the  teachers,  the  principal 
is  working  out  a  complete  and  detailed  plan  of  the  work  to  be  accomplished 
in  each  group  of  studies.  These  plans  have  already  been  finished  for  I  rench, 
English,  and  Manual  Arts.  Consistent  plans  of  this  kind  will  do  much  to 
counteract  the  bad  effect  of  frequent  changes  in  teachers. 

The  Faculty  is  planning  for  more  efficient  use  of  the  leisure  time  ol 
students  and  the  development  of  a  strong  school  spirit  .  T  he  committee 
appointed  aims  to  make  the  Assembly  a  place  of  real  training  in  school 
spirit,  a  place  for  building  morale  through  educational  and  inspirational 
talks  and  student  participation  in  programs  that  are  interesting  and  help¬ 
ful.  A  Science  Club  has  been  formed  with  an  enrollment  of  some  forty 
members.  A  school  paper,  “The  Arguenot,”  has  been  started  and  is 
printed  in  the  “Messenger.”  This  paper  is  edited  by  the  English  classes. 
Debating  has  been  made  a  regular  part  of  the  Junior  and  Senior  English 
work  and  it  is  planned  to  arrange  interscholastic  debates  after  the  first  of 
the  year.  A  strong  effort  is  being  made  to  give  the  pupils  vocational  guid¬ 
ance  in  many  ways.  A  study  of  the  various  vocations  will  be  made  in  the 
Community  Civics  classes;  trips  are  being  arranged  to  different  schools 
and  manufacturing  plants;  talks  are  given  in  Assembly  by  men  in  the  vari¬ 
ous  vocations;  a  shelf  has  been  set  aside  in  the  study  hall  containing  books 
and  pamphlets  that  give  information  about  the  different  vocations;  and 
individual  and  group  conferences  will  be  arranged. 
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An  Athletic  Council  has  been  organized.  This  Council  consists  of  the 
student  athletic  managers,  three  members  of  the  faculty,  and  three  citizen 
elected  by  the  Council.  The  Council  has  full  control  of  all  athletics  and 
aims  to  develop  them  for  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils  and  the  school. 
The  Council  has  already  provided  an  arrangement  whereby  the  girls  of 
the  high  school  can  win  the  right  to  wear  the  school  letter. 

In  regard  to  the  physical  training  there  are  several  plans  which  I  will 
propose  for  the  consideration  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee.  In  the  event  of  the  adoption  of  any  plan,  I  would  recommend  that 
all  pupils,  coaches  and  instructors  be  considered  as  under  the  supervision 
of  the  high  school  principal.  . 

This  year  the  following  faculty  committees  were  organized:  Assembly, 
Program,  Auditing  and  Improvement,  and  Entertainment.  The  faculty 
adopted  the  policy  of  having  a  Senior  representative  on  each  committee. 

I  wish  to  extend  thanks  to  the  teachers  and  pupils  for  their  hearty  co¬ 
operation  in  the  conduct  of  the  school.

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  Household  Arts  work  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  December  31,  1920. 

During  the  past  year  instruction  in  Household  Arts  has  been  provided 
for  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  and  the  Freshman  and  Sophomores  in  the 
High  School.  The  seventh  grade  receives  instruction  in  sewing  one  hour 
per  week;  the  eighth  grade,  sewing  one  hour  per  week  and  cooking  one  hour 
per  week.  The  Household  Arts  Course  organized  in  the  High  School  in 
September,  1919,  has  been  continued.  Household  Arts  is  now  offered  as 
an  elective  in  all  of  the  High  School  Courses  and  this  affords  an  opportunity 
and  meets  a  need  of  all  the  girls.  The  number  desiring  this  work  is  greater 
than  can  be  taken  care  of  under  the  present  arrangement  of  schedule. 

The  High  School  Lunch  has  proved  its  worth  and  popularity  and  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  managed  and  prepared  by  this  Department. 

It  takes  time  to  develop  any  subject  and  the  time  allowed  for  this  work 
in  the  grades  at  present  is  inadequate.  The  girls  in  the  fifth  and  sixth 
grades  are  fully  capable  of  doing  the  elementary  sewing  and  the  seventh 
and  eighth  drade  girls  are  capable  of  accomplishing  more  advanced  work 
than  can  be  reached  under  the  present  time  allowance.  I  earnestly  recom¬ 
mend  that  measures  be  taken  to  reach  the  girls  earlier  and  more  fully  equip 
them  with  this  training  which  will  prove  so  necessary  and  helpful  in  later 
life. 

An  exhibition  of  sewi,ng  was  held  last  June  at  the  close  of  school  and  the 
public  were  thus  given  an  opportunity  to  judge  the  quality  of  the  sewing 
and  the  value  of  this  training.

REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 

To  Mr.  C.  O.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  music  for  the  year  ending  De¬ 
cember  31,  1920: 

This  year  in  the  grades  there  has  been  no  definite  change  in  our  system 
of  music.  We  are  striving  throughout  our  schools  for  artistic  song  singing 
and  independent  sight  singing.  One  consideration  must  be  kept  in  mind  in 
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dealing  with  the  work  in  music— the  results  will  be  commensurate  with  the 
time  devoted  to  it,  which  is  one  and  one  half  hours  a  week.  1  his  is  a  small 
amount  of  time  for  the  mastery  of  so  difficult  a  study  as  sight  reading  and 

perfection  cannot  be  expected.  .  . 

The  key  to  good  sight  reading  is  individual  singing,  and  beginning  in  our 
lower  grades  individual  work  is  becoming  as  much  a  part  of  the  music 
lesson  as  of  the  reading  and  arithmetic  lessons.  1  his  work  is  not  always  as 
interesting  nor  does  the  class  appear  to  best  advantage,  but  it  is  the  only 
way  to  obtain  satisfactory  results  in  music.  Forty  pupils  can  follow  five 
good  readers  so  readily  that  the  sight  singing  seems  very  satisfactory, 
whereas  unless  individual  work  has  been  done  the  forty  are  entirely  helpless 
without  the  five  leaders.  Therefore  we  are  laying  special  strain  on  indi¬ 
vidual  sight  reading.  .  ,  ,  ■  , 

In  January  a  grammar  school  orchestra  of  ten  pieces  was  formed,  which 
played  for  the  Grammar  School  graduation.  The  members  of  the  orchestra 
were  pupils  from  the  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 

The  High  School  is  divided  into  two  choruses;  a  freshman  chorus  of  about 
one  hundred  twenty  voices,  and  sophomore,  junior,  and  senior  chorus  o 
about  two  hundred  fifty  voices.  The  upper  class  chorus  furnished  the 

music  for  graduation  in  June.  „  ,  ,  .  ,  , 

In  May  the  mixed  glee  club  and  girls’  glee  club  of  forty-eight  members, 
assisted  by  Mr.  Frank  Larsen,  tenor  soloist,  gave  a  musical  program  in 
Everett  Hall  for  the  benefit  of  the  Norwood  Hospital.  The  proceeds  of 
the  concert  amounted  to  over  one  hundred  dollars. 

This  year  our  glee  club  is  working  under  rather  unfavorable  conditions, 
fifty  members  being  crowded  into  a  room  designed  for  a  1  earners  room 
which  might  accommodate  a  chorus  of  thirty  comfortably.  It  Norwood 
High  School  is  to  support  a  glee  club  and  orchestra  a  music  room  piopei  y 

equipped  should  be  provided.  .  .  ,  , 

In  September,  a  High  School  orchestra  of  twelve  pieces  was  organized  and

The  public  schools  of  today  are  realizing  more  and  more  the  value  m 
coordination  between  the  Grade  work  and  the  Art  work,  leac  er® 
beginning  to  see  that  drawing  is  not  a  waste  of  time,  but,  on  the  con  y 
a  real  saving  of  time.  It  is  training  in  language,  training  in  thought, 
it  gives  a  child  one  more  way  of  expressing  himself.  Unless  the  chi  ; 
this  opportunity  to  express  himself  with  the  pencil,  crayon,  and  brush  i 
the  early  grades,  possibilities  are  going  to  be  checked  m  childhoo 
should  be  developed  not  only  for  the  good  of  the  child  but  for  the 

For  this  reason  I  am  trying  to  correlate  my  art  work  in  the  lower  gr&oes 
as  much  as  possible  with  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  history  and  geograp  ,  , 
according  to  the  esires  of  the  individual  teachers.  The  results  so  tar  ha 
been  very  satisfactory.  It  seemed  advisable  to  put  departmen  a 
into  the  eighth  grade,  so  a  new  course  has  been  started  this  year  m  e  e 
tary  mechanical  drawing  for  the  boys,  and  costume  design  for  t  e  g  > 
thus,  correlating  the  art  work  with  the  manual  training  and  the  on  s 
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art  courses.  The  children  are  so  enthusiastic  about  both  courses  that 
another  year  I  hope  to  transfer  these  to  the  seventh  grade  and  give  general 
appreciation  in  the  eighth  grade,  taking  up  the  study  of  famous  painters, 
architecture,  industries;  in  fact,  a  general  appreciation  ot  art  in  ail  its 

PhMore  and  more  we  are  using  Project  work  to  create  a  vital  interest  m 
the  lessons  which  the  child  must  learn.  For  instance,  in  Norwood  the 
health  project  is  being  especially  emphasized  this  year,  every  child  mak¬ 
ing  posters,  booklets  or  calendars  on  subjects  pertaining  to  good  health. 
In  order  to  make  it  easier  for  the  teachers  I  shall  have  a  series  of  Grade 
meetings  next  year,  where  the  work  will  be  explained,  all  illustrative  materi- 
al  made  and  any  suggestions  about  the  work  or  the  methods  of  teaching- 
discussed 

Mv  High  School  classes  are  about  four  times  the  size  they  were  last  year 
and  I  have  started  a  three  year  course  in  connection  with  the  Domestic 
Art  course,  which  consists  of  elementary  design,  costume  design;  and  house¬ 
hold  furnishings.  .  ,, 

Any  child  is  enthusiastic  to  learn  if  he  can  enjoy  the  process  ot  learning, 
and  I  feel  that  we  are  beginning  to  really  enjoy  as  well  as  see  the  progress 
in  our  art  work  this  year.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MECHANIC  ARTS

Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report,  as  Supervisor  of  the  Mechanic  Arts  Depart¬ 
ment,  for  the  preceding  four  months.  .  .  x  „ 

Upon  my  arrival  here  in  September,  I  found  the  Mechanic  Arts  Depart¬ 
ment  to  have  an  enrollment  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  students — two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifteen  of  these  are  pupils  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  of  the 
grammar  schools,  and  the  remaining  thirty- five  are  high  school  students. 

The  seventh  grade  has  a  period  of  one  hour  a  week  and  its  work  is  in¬ 
tended  to  familiarize  the  students  with  the  use  of  tools,  and  to  enable 
them  to  do  such  elementary  work  as  the  making  of  coat  hangers,  bread 
boards,  folding  towel  racks,  picture  frames  and  other  objects  of  simple 
construction.  In  the  eighth  grade  the  work  is  slightly  more  advanced  and 
various  articles  for  home  use  are  made,  according  to  the  desire  and  ability 
of  the  studentst,  ress  being  laid  on  the  quality  rather  than  the  quantity  ot 

the  work.  . 

In  the  Freshman  year  the  men  take  up  wood  working  in  its  more  ad- 
vanced  form — the  making  of  tables,  book- cases,  hat-trees,  etc.  Heretofore 
the  Freshman  work  has  been  limited  to  this  but  this,  year  mechanical  draw- 


ing  has  been  introduced.  . 

Providing  that  the  proper  equipment  could  be  obtained  1  should  suggest 
that,  in  the  year  to  come,  the  Sophomore  course  should  be  devoted  to  forg¬ 
ing,  woodworking  and  pattern  making,  the  plan  of  which  I  have  alreadv 
submitted.  That  in  the  Junior  year  the  course  should  consist  of  vise  and 
bench,  and  machine  work;  and  in  the  Senior  year,  the  boy,  having  seen 
something  of  all  branches  of  mechanical  work,  be  allowed  to  specialize  in 
a  line  of  his  own  choosing.  This  course,  as  outlined,  would  not  be  a  voca¬ 
tional  course — with  the  possible  exception  of  the  work  of  the  Senior  year. 

A  course  of  this  kind  is  injurious  if  attempted  with  meager  equipment,  and 
it  would  seem  much  wiser  to  put  in  pattern  making,  or  forging,  and  have  it 
well  equipped,  than  to  try  to  put  in  all  of  these  things  and  have  each  poorly 


equipped.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

To  Mr.  C.  O.  Dalrymple, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  physical  training  work  for  the 
year  1920: 

I  believe  that  the  work  in  physical  training  should  help  the  child  m  its 
other  studies  in  as  many  ways  as  possible. 

For  this  reason  in  the  seventh  grades  we  have  a  child  take  charge  of  a 
small  part  of  the  work,  and  in  the  eighth  grades  a  child  takes  charge  for 
a  week,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher.  This  plan  has  met  with  hearty 
cooperation  from  both  teachers  and  pupils,  for  it  helps  the  child  to  over¬ 
come  a  natural  nervousness  when  reciting  before  others,  and  helps  to 
develop  the  voice  so  that  it  may  be  heard  clearly  and  distinctly. 

In  two  of  the  buildings,  in  the  upper  grades,  the  first  posture  tests  were 
given  and  a  good  per  cent  of  the  children  passed  this  first  test.  .  A  gilt 
posture  pin  was  awarded  to  each  child  passing  the  test.  I  hope  this  year 
to  give  the  tests  in  all  the  buildings  and  to  give  the  second  test,  for  which  a 
silver  pin  is  awarded,  to  those  who  have  passed  the  first. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  and  principals  for  their  cooperation  and 
interest  in  this  work.

REPORT  OF  EVENING  SCHOOL 


To  the  School  Committee: 


Norwood;  Mass. 


The  evening  school  opened  October  fourth  with  a  registration  tha^ 
warranted  the  opening  of  the  following  classes:  English  Language,  4  even" 
ings;  Dressmaking,  4  evenings;  Cooking,  2  evenings;  Spanish,  1  evening? 
Woodworking,  2  evenings;  Millinery,  2  evenings;  Typewriting,  2  evenings? 
and  Civil  Service,  2  evenings  a  week. 

The  total  registration  to  date  has  been  three  hundred  fifty- two  and  the 
highest  attendance  for  any  one  night  was  one  hundred  twenty  on  November 
30th. 

Every  aid  and  assistance  is  given  those  who  wish  to  take  steps  to  become 
American  citizens.  Thus  far  six  have  taken  out  their  first  papers  and  two 
have  petitioned  for  their  final  papers.

Aside  from  the  usual  round  of  inspections,  treating  of  minor  troubles 
follow-up  work  etc.,  the  year  1920  has  seen  some  interesting  developments 
in  the  health  work  in  our  schools,  and  the  materialization  of  plans  that  we 
have  long  discussed. 

Since  the  war,  more  than  ever  before,  doctors  and  educators  everywhere 
have  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  proper  growth  and  development 
of  the  child  and  the  formation  of  good  health  habits  during  the  growing 
period.  This,  they  say,  is  fundamental  and  more  important  to  the  well¬ 
being  of  the  child  than  that  he  be  pushed  ahead  in  the  traditional  school 
subjects  whether  or  not  he  is  physically  able  to  do  the  work  of  his  class. 
If  he  has  a  sound  body  and  is  unhampered  by  physical  defects  or  faulty 
health  habits,  he  is  much  more  likely  to  have  a  sound  mind. 

One  of  the  most  valuable  means  of  interesting  the  child  in  his  own  con¬ 
dition  and  helping  him  to  willingly  obey  the  “Rules  of  the  Health  Game 
(which  are  some  of  the  simplest  rules  of  personal  hygiene)  has  been  found  to 
be  the  regular  weighing  and  measuring  of  the  child.  Babies  are  weighed 
at  least  once  a  week  usually  and  we  expect  them  to  gain  a  certain  number 
of  ounces  if  all  is  well  with  them.  To  gain  regularly  in  weight  is  just  as 
much  a  sign  of  health  in  a  school  child  as  in  a  baby  and  we  have  a  right  to 
expect  him  to  gain  at  least  a  half  pound  a  month.  _  _ 

We  have  started  the  weighing  and  measuring  of  the  children  in  our  Nor¬ 
wood  Schools.  At  present  we  have  but  two  sets  of  scales,  one  set  in  each  ot 
the  two  districts,  but  we  hope  soon  to  have  a  set  in  each  of  the  large  build¬ 
ings  since  it  is  not  good  for  the  accuracy  of  the  scales  to  carry  them  from 
place  to  place,  aside  from  the  inconvenience  of  so  doing. 

In  the  Guild  School  125  children  or  25%  of  the  membership  of  the  school 
were  found  to  be  more  than  10%  below  the  average  weight.  In  the  Everett 
School  there  were  50  children  or  20%  that  were  more  than  10%  below  the 
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average.  In  the  Winslow  64  children  or  19%  and  in  the  Balch  School  SO 
children  or  16%  of  the  membership  of  the  schools  were  found  to  be  more 
than  10%  below  the  average  weight,  according  to  the  scale  of  averages 
prepared  by  authorized  specialists  in  this  line.  Some  children  have  been 
found  to  be  as  much  as  26  pounds  underweight.  These  figures  are  no  worse 
than  those  found  to  be  true  in  other  towns  and  cities,  as  we  have  discovered 
by  questionnaires  sent  out  to  various  places  in  the  State,  but  this  is  a  con¬ 
dition  that  ought  not  to  exist  and  is  remediable  in  a  large  number  of  cases. 
We  plan  to  weigh  the  children  regularly  each  month,  sending  home  the  re¬ 
port  as  a  special  card  to  be  examined  by  the  parent,  signed,  and  returned 
with  the  scholarship  report-card.  Also  a  weight  record  chart  will  be  kept 
in  each  classroom  recording  the  monthly  weighings  of  each  child. 

The  mid-morning  lunch  of  milk  has  just  been  started  in  the  Everett 
School  and  is  to  be  served  in  the  other  schools  as  well,  early  next  term.  It 
is  being  run  on  a  strictly  paying  basis,  but  we  expect  to  have  some  help 
later  in  supplying  the  milk  to  underweight  children  who  cannot  afford  to 
pay  for  it.  The  cost  is  twenty  cents  per  week,  for  milk,  one  cracker,  and 
paper  cups.  The  milk  lunch  has  been  found  to  be  valuable  in  several  ways, 
it  supplements  the  very  light  breakfast  that  so  many  children  take  before 
going  to  school,  thereby  materially  increasing  the  working  power  of  the  child 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  morning.  It  is  also  of  value  educationally, 
teaching  the  children  the  importance  of  milk  as  a  food.  They  learn  to 
drink  it  with  the  group  at  school  and  like  it,  when  not  willing  even  to  taste 

it  at  home.  ,  ....  . 

It  is  interesting  to  see  that  in  the  Everett  School  where  the  milk  lunch 
has  been  served  for  only  a  very  short  time,  the  proportion  of  children  who 
have  gained  at  the  time  of  the  second  weighing  was  much  larger  than  m 
the  Guild  School  where  the  milk  has  not  yet  been  served.  The  milk  lunch 
is  only  one  factor  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  child’s  physical  condition,  but 
nevertheless  a  very  important  one.  .  . 

Last  spring  we  were  able  to  arrange  with  the  Guild  Health  Organization 
of  New  York  to  have  the  “Picture  Man,”  the  partner  of  “Cho  Cho  the 
Health  Clown,  come  to  Norwood  to  perform  for  our  school  children.  \\  ith 
quick  drawings  and  sleight  of  hand  tricks  he  portrayed  the  “Rules  ol  the 
Health  Game”  in  a  way  that  makes  them  remembered  by  the  childrem 
Four  performances  were  given  accommodating  all  the  grade  pupils  and  the 
expense  was  met  by  the  five  and  ten  cent  contributions  of  the  childien. 

In  connection  with  our  work  we  have  had  occasion  to  attend  various  con¬ 
ferences  and  Public  Health  meetings  during  the  year.  _  , 

Two  classes  in  “Personal  Hygiene  and  Home  Nursing,  taught  by  the 
school  nurse,  have  been  introduced  into  the  curriculum  of  the  High  school. 
It  is  intended  to  make  this  course  of  very  practical  value  to  the  girls  who 
elect  it,  credit  being  given  for  the  correction  of  physical  defects,  and  empha¬ 
sis  placed  upon  high  standards  of  health  for  the  individual  members.  At 
the  beginning  of  next  term  a  short  course  is  to  be  offered  to  the  eighth 
grade  girls  on  the  “Care  of  the  Baby,”  since  upon  so  many  girls  devolves  the 
care  of  young  children  in  the  home.  That  they  may  render  such  service 
more  intelligently  this  course  is  to  be  given.  Classes  will  be  held  alter 

school  hours.  f 

We  were  able  to  attend  for  a  six  weeks  period  last  summer  a  course  tor 
School  Nurses  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  the  Institute  of  School  Hygiene,  under 
the  Cleveland  Board  of  Education.  The  course,  the  only  one  ol  its  kind 
available,  was  inspirational  as  well  as  practical.  It  drew  nurses  from  2J 
states  and  3  Canadian  provinces  and  had  a  faculty  made  up  ot  prominent 
doctors  and  laymen  from  all  over  the  country. 

We  are  much  indebted  to  our  school  doctors  for  their  assistance,  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  tonsil  operations  done  for  us  without  charge  where  families 
were  unable  to  pay.  Many  children  have  been  sent  to  the  Dental  Glmic 
at  the  Beacon  School,  and  our  Eye  Clinic,  as  conducted  by  Dr.  Riemer,  has 
been  a  great  satisfaction.  We  much  appreciate,  also,  the  cooperation  ol 


the  Woman’s  Club  and  the  Italian-American  Society,  who  have  shown 
their  interest  in  the  health  work  so  substantially  with  funds  to  supply  milk 
lunches  to  underweight  children  who  cannot  afford  to  buy  it.  We  wish  to 
thank  very  heartily  all  these  friends  for  their  interest,  the  teachers  who  are 
putting  in  so  much  extra  time  and  labor  on  these  matters,  and  all  societies 
and  individuals  who  have  given  us  clothing  and  money  to  be  used  in  needy 
cases,  or  have  in  any  way  aided  us  in  our  work.

REPORT  OF  OPHTHALMOLOGIST 

Eye  clinics  have  been  held  every  Wednesday  afternoon  from  four  to  six 
during  the  past  school  year.  These  clinics  are  held  in  the  old  High  School. 
The  room  used  by  the  school  dentist  has  been  equipped  for  the  examina¬ 
tion  of  eyes. 

There  are  many  advantages  in  conducting  these  clinics  in  the  school  and 
by  the  School  Department.  The  school  nurses  are  able  to  bring  every 
child  having  an  eye  defect  to  the  clinic  and  there  explain  the  symptons  to 
the  doctor  and  discuss  the  case  with  him.  This  enables  the  nurse  to  get 
first  hand  information  of  the  child’s  need  and  puts  her  in  a  better  position 
to  inform  the  parent  of  the  child’s  condition,  if  that  is  necessary.  It  gives 
the  parents  the  o  pportunity  to  bring  their  own  children  to  the  clinic  and 
discuss  the  case  with  the  doctor. 

A  total  of  ninety-eight  children  were  examined  during  the  year.  Eighty- 
one  were  found  to  have  refractive  errors,  but  glasses  were  prescribed  for 
only  fifty-seven.  Ten  had  treatment  for  diseased  conditions  of  the  eye. 
In  six  the  examination  was  incomplete.  Thirteen  were  found  to  have 
normal  eyes.

in  the  southwesterly  line  of  Dean  street;  thence  running  across  Dean  street 
to  a  point  in  the  northeasterly  line  of  said  Dean  street  at  its  intersection 
with  a  line  parallel  with  and  100  feet  distant  from  the  southeasterly  line  of 
New  Washington  street;  thence  running  northeasterly  by  a  line  parallel 
with  and  100  feet  distant  from  the  said  southeasterly  line  of  New  Wash¬ 
ington  street  to  the  southerly  line  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford 
Railroad;  thence  running  westerly  by  the  said  southerly  line  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Section  2.  Every  building  hereafter  erected  within  the  limits  respec¬ 
tively  of  Fire  Limit  District  1  and  Fire  Limit  District  2  shall  have  self- 
sustaining  exterior  or  party  walls  constructed  of  brick,  stone,  iron,  steel, 
concrete,  concrete  block  or  other  equally  substantial  and  fire-proof  material 
with  roof  covering,  cornices  and  gutters  of  incombustible  material  in  such 
construction.  Wood  inaj^  be  used  for  floors,  roofs,  inside  finish,  doors, 
window  frames  and  sashes. 

Section  3.  No  building  within  the  Fire  Limit  Districts  described  in  See- 
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tion  1  shall  be  altered,  if  the  estimated  cost  of  the  proposed  alteration  as 
determined  by  the  Building  Inspector  shall  exceed  sixty  per  cent  of  the  cost 
of  a  like  new  building,  without  making  said  building  as  altered  conform  t 
the  requirements  of  these  by-laws  as  to  new  buildings  in  said  Tire  Limit 
Districts  • 

Section  4.  No  wooden  building  shall  hereafter  be  moved  into  said  Fire 
Limit  Districts.  No  wooden  building  shall  be  moved  from  one  place  tn 
another  within  either  of  said  Fire  Limit  Districts  unless  a  permit  is  granted 
for  such  moving  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

Section  5.  The  following  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  respectively 
assigned  to  them  wherever  used  in  these  by-laws: 

Building  Inspector — Inspector  of  Buildings  of  the  Town  of  Norwood. 

Party  Walls — Every  wall  used  or  built  which  is  or  will  constitute  a  sepa¬ 
ration  of  two  or  more  buildings. 

Exterior  Walls — Every  outer  wall  or  vertical  enclosure  of  a  building 
other  than  a  party  wall. 

Alteration— Any  change  or  addition. 

Section  6.  Whoever  violates  any  provision  of  these  by-laws,  if  not 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $100.00

All  of  the  requirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-laws  relating  to  Town 
Meetings  having  been  complied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator,  James  A.  Halloran,  the  articles  contamed  m  this  war¬ 
rant  and  the  action  taken  thereunder  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  borrow  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  in  excess  of  $80,000.00  on  notes  of  the  Town  for  the  construction 
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of  additions  which  will  provide  eight  rooms  to  the  existing  Balch  School 
Building,  so  called,  including  the  cost  of  original  equipment  and  furnishings 
therefor,  and  to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  said  sum  for  said  purposes 
by  a  Committee  to  be  appointed  under  this  Article,  or  take  any  other  action 
in  the  matter. 

Voted:  By  borrowing  the  sum  of  $80,000.00  and  that  the  expenditure 
of  said  sum  be  made  by  a  committee  of  five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Modera¬ 
tor.

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Gardner  Road,  a  new 
way  extending  from  Harding  Road,  as  laid  out  by  the  Selectmen  under  the 
provisions  of  the  General  Laws  authorizing  the  assessment  of  betterments, 
or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  To  accept  Gardner  road. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  Water  Mains  in 
Neponset  street  easterly  from  junction  of  Neponset  and  Pleasant  streets 
and  raise  or  borrow  and  appropriate  money  for  said  purpose,  or  take  any 
other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  By  borrowing  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  and  the  further  sum  of 
$62.71  by  transfer. 

Article  5.  To  see  what  stun  or  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
appropriate  from  available  funds  or  to  borrow  and  appropriate  for  the 
current  fiscal  year  for  the  following  purposes,  or  any  of  them,  the  same  to 
be  in  addition  to  sums  heretofore  appropriated  for  said  purposes.

Voted:  By  transfer  the  sum  of  $300.00. 

2.  Police  Department,  incidentals. 

Voted:  By  transfer  the  sum  of  $175.00. 

3.  Fire  Department,  incidentals. 

Voted:  By  transfer  the  sum  of  $915.00. 

4.  Maintenance  of  Sewer  Department. 

Voted:  By  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,350.00. 

5.  Maintenance,  repairs  and  construction  of  highways,  culverts  and 
bridges,  highway  equipment,  paving  gutters,  building  sidewalks',  setting 
edgestones,  removal  of  snow  and  ice,  sanding  sidewalks,  street  signs  and 
guide  boards,  and  operation  of  stone  crusher  plant.

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REMARKS  OF  THE  TOWN  CLERK  AND  ACCOUNTANT 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood, 

Hon.  Frank  G.  Allen  "Chairman. 

Gentlemen: — 

I  herewith  submit  the  foregoing  as  the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Financial 
Report  of  Receipts  and  Payments  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  and  the  ab¬ 
stracts  of  the  records  of  Town  Meetings,  together  with  the  records  of  Vital 
Statistics  reported  for  the  year  1921. 

Financial  Report  —  Treasurer  and  Collector.  The  accounts  of  Harold 
W.  Gay  as  Treasurer  and  Collector  of  Taxes  have  been  examined  and  agree 
with  the  Accountant’s  Books  and  Records  as  shown.  All  statements  of 
uncollected  accounts  have  been  verified  as  to  detail  items;  in  addition  veri¬ 
fication  of  all  outstanding  taxes  and  assessments  was  made  as  of  June  1, 
1921,  by  mailing  notices  to  all  persons  against  whom  unpaid  charges  for 
either  taxes  or  special  assessments  appeared  on  the  books  of  the  Collector 
as  of  that  date. 

I  find  that  the  cash  on  hand  December  31,  1921,  of  Harold  W.  Gay  as 
Treasurer  and  Collector  equals  an  amount  as  shown  in  the  Accountant’s 
statement  that  his  cash  balance  on  December  31,  1921,  was  $54,710.22. 

It  appears  that  the  Sinking  Fund  Investments  which  were  appropriated 
at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  were  not  transferred  to  General  Revenue 
Cash  and  are  still  in  the  Sinking  Fund  Investment  Account.  These  funds 
should  be  transferred  forthwith. 

Municipal  Light  Department.  Throughout  the  year  each  month  the 
accounts  of  Frederick  S.  Barton  as  to  sales  and  collections  have  been  ex¬ 
amined  and  I  find  that  he  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  collec¬ 
tions  shown  in  the  sales  account  of  this  department. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  The  collection  of  Harry  M.  Kingas 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  have  been  examined  and  he  has  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  all  fees  which  appear  to  have  been  collected  by  his 
department. 

Vital  Statistics.  The  report  of  the  Vital  Statistics  records  show  that  the 
work  in  this  department  is  increasing  each  year,  particularly  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  birth  records.  A  canvass  of  the  births  for  the  year  1921  appears 
to  show  that  the  reported  registration  was  more  than  ninety-nine  per  cent 
of  the  actual  number  of  births  as  determined  by  the  canvass.  While  the 
expense  connected  with  this  work  has  materially  increased  in  the  last  two 
years,  it  appears  that  the  results  obtained  justified  the  expenditure  of  the 
money.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 


The  Board  of  Selectmen,  January  1,  1921. 

Honorable  Frank  G.  Allen,  Chairman, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1921. 
All  of  the  work  contemplated  in  the  budget  has  been  completed  and  at 
the  close  of  the  year  we  find  the  departments  in  a  generally  better  condition 
than  they  were  a  year  ago. 

Recommendations  presented  by  me  for  street  improvements,  water 
supply  and  investigation,  sewer  extensions,  etc.  were  generally  adopted, 
and  I  believe  that  the  results  have  fully  justified  the  recommendations. 

The  following  brief  summary  will  give  you  some  idea  of  the  achievements 
of  the  various  departments  under  my  jurisdiction. 


PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 


Mr.  Edwin  T.  McDowell,  Superintendent 


Water  Division 

Following  your  recommendation  last  spring,  the  annual  Town  Meeting 
appropriated’ funds  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  our  water  supply  and  for 
installing  an  additional  pumping  unit  at  the  Ellis  Station. 

The  work  of  driving  and  connecting  the  wells  has  been  completed  and 
the  pump  with  the  necessary  motor  has  been  installed. 

Proposals  for  driving  wells,  laying  the  suction  pipe  and  connecting  with 
the  system,  and  for  furnishing  a  new  pump  and  motor  were  invited  by 
advertisement  in  compliance  with  the  by-laws. 

In  response  two  bids  for  driving  the  wells  and  twenty-one  bids  for 
furnishing  and  installing  the  pump  were  received  as  follows:

The  bids  for  driving  the  wells  were  considerably  higher  than  the  pre¬ 
liminary  estimate,  but  after  consulting  with  practically  every  contractor 
in  this  line  of  work  in  this  section  of  the  State  it  was  decided  to  award 
the  contract  to  the  B.  F.  Smith  Co.,  Inc.  of  Boston,  the  lowest  bidder. 
Under  this  contract  forty-three  new  wells  were  added  to  the  system  fur¬ 
nishing  about  half  a  million  gallons  of  water  per  day. 


Bids  for  Pump 

As  was  the  case  in  the  bids  for  the  wells,  the  bids  for  furnishing  the 
pump  were  higher  than  estimated;  in  fact,  they  seemed  to  the  Manager 
to  be  so  high  that  they  were  rejected,  and  we  sought  to  secure  a  pump 
by  direct  negotiations  with  the  several  pump  manufacturers,  with  the 
result  that  the  F.  A.  Mazzur  Co.  agreed  to  furnish  a  duplicate  of  the 
Goulds  pump,  w'hich  has  been  doing  very  good  work  at  the  Ellis  Station 
for  the  past  ten  years  for  the  sum  of  $10,180  and  a  contract  was  made 
with  the  Westinghouse  Electric  Co.,  for  furnishing  the  motor  for  $2789, 
the  town  to  install  the  motor.  These  combined  contracts  resulted  in  a 
saving  of  $3700  over  the  original  bids  received  for  identically  the  same 
machinery.  As  I  have  stated,  the  work  has  been  completed,  and  I  feel 
that  my  recommendations  have  been  fully  justified  by  the  result  obtained, 
for  without  the  additional  water  we  got  from  the  new  wells  we  would 
have  been  “hard  put”  to  supply  the  ordinary  requirements  throughout  the 
extended  dry  period  during  the  fall,  when  many  of  the  old  wells  failed  to 
yield  and  the  water  in  Buckmaster  Pond  was  at  a  very  low  level. 


Quality  of  Water  Improved 

Soon  after  we  began  to  draw  water  from  the  new  wells  complaints  were 
received  that  it  was  injurious  to  piping  and  plumbing,  and  in  order  to  ascer¬ 
tain  if  there  was  any  foundation  for  the  complaint,  the  State  Board  of 
Health  wras  requested  to  make  an  investigation  to  determine  to  what 
extent,  if  any,  the  water  was  detrimental  to  piping.  The  report  of  the 
Board’s  engineer,  after  analyzing  samples  of  the  water,  was  to  the  effect 
that  the  water  was  actually  much  better  than  the  water  was  from  the  old 
wells,  that  it  was  in  no  way  injurious  and  that  there  was  no  justifiable  cause 
for  the  complaints. 


Water  Waste  Discovered 

An  appropriation  was  also  made  to  conduct  a  water  waste  survey  of 
the  entire  supply  system  as  recommended  a  year  ago.  The  survey  was 
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conducted  during  the  summer  and  many  leaks  were  discovered  in  mains, 
services  and  hydrants  which  would  never  have  been  found  otherwise. 
Altogether  fortv  leaks,  representing  a  daily  loss  of  more  than  a  quarter  ot  a 
million  gallons,'  were  located  and  repaired,  amply  repaying  us  for  the  cost 
of  the  survey  in  addition  to  conserving  our  already  limited  supply. 


Water  Rates  Revised 

After  making  a  study  of  our  water  rates  which  have  been  in  effect  for  the 
past  six  years,  I  recommended  changing  the  schedule  and  that  new  rates 
be  established  in  conformity  with  the  method  recommended  by  the  Mew 
England  Water  Works  Association.  The  recommendation  was  adopted 
and  the  new  rates  were  put  into  effect  July  1st.  Under  the  new  schedule 
the  rate  to  the  average  domestic  consumer  is  reduced  approximately  o 
percent  and  to  the  large  consumers  it  is  increased  about  10  percent.  ^  the 
change  will  result  in  a  slight  increase  in  revenue  for  the  department  and 
place  the  rates  on  a  more  equitable  basis. 

New  Services 

Thirty-seven  new  services  were  added  and  six  renewals  made  during 
the  year. 


Old  Wells  Repaired 

One  half  (50)  of  the  old  wells  at  the  Ellis  station  were  pulled  up,  cleaned 
and  redriven  with  new  strainers.  Many  of  these  pulled  up  were  found 
to  be  absolutely  useless,  the  strainers  being  completely  clogged  by  corroded 
matter,  so  that  no  water  could  possibly  pass  into  the  wells.  The  beneficial 
effect  of  renewing  the  wells  was  reflected  in  the  operation  ol  the  pump. 
We  hope  to  be  able  to  replace  the  remaining  old  strainers  next  year. 

With  these  improvements  and  with  the  new  pump  and  wells  we  expect 
to  be  able  to  secure  most  of  our  water  from  the  Ellis  station  and  avoid  the 
necessity  of  operating  the  more  expensive  station  at  Buckrnaster  Bond, 
although  of  course  this  is  contingent  on  the  amount  ot  rainfall  we  nave 
throughout  the  year. 


HIGHWAY  DIVISION 

Continuing  the  policy  of  1919  and  1920  we  again  petitioned  the  State 
and  County  to  contribute  toward  the  construction  of  Neponset  Street, 
and  were  successful  in  securing  $10,000,  which  with  the  $10,000  appro¬ 
priated  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  enabled  us  to  build  a  mile  of  bitu¬ 
minous  macadam  from  Washington  Street  to  a  point  about  900  teet  beyond 
Pleasant  Street. 

The  work  this  year  was  done  by  our  own  men  and  resulted  in  a  net 
saving  to  the  Town  of  about  20  percent  (on  the  basis  of  contracts  lor 
similar  work  let  by  the  State  at  the  time  we  started  work),  and  in  addition 
gave  employment  to  men  who  would  otherwise  have  been  without  work 
during  the  period  of  business  depression.  This  probably  obviated  the 
necessity  of,  at  least,  some  of  them  seeking  assistance  from  the  lown. 
About  four  fifths  of  a  mile  remains  to  be  surfaced  to  complete  Meponset 
Street  from  Washington  Street  to  the  Canton  line. 

Other  surfacing  was  done  on  Pleasant  Street  between  Cross  Street  and 
East  Cross  Street,  on  Washington  Street  between  Dean  and  Tremont 
(a  strip  ten  feet  wide  to  complete  the  roadway  to  the  curb),  v\  alpoie  Street 
between  Fisher  Street  and  the  State  highway,  and  Washington  Street 
between  Press  Avenue  and  Douglass  Avenue.

Oiling 

Approximately  fifty  percent  more  oiling  was  done  than  in  the  preceeding 
year  when  it  was  necessary  to  curtail  work  of  this  nature  owing  to  the  high 
cost  and  scarcity  of  road  oils.  The  streets  are  in  such  condition  now  that 
it  should  not  be  necessary  to  do  so  much  of  this  work  in  1922.  The  amount 
of  patching  necessary  to  keep  our  streets  in  a  smooth  condition  grows  each 
year  with  increasing  traffic,  both  in  weight  and  volume. 

Gravel  Roads 

Our  gravel  highways  were  scraped  and  shaped  with  the  road  machine, 
(as  much  as  time  and  conditions  would  permit)  in  the  spring  and  in  some 
instances  oil  was  applied. 

The  duration  of  the  period  in  which  the  roads  are  in  the  right  condition 
to  do  this  work  effectively  is  so  short  that  it  is  impossible  to  get  over  all 
of  our  gravel  streets  with  one  machine.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  purchase 
another  machine  before  we  begin  work  next  year. 

Streets 

A  new  road  drag  has  been  built  by  the  department  which  will  help  to 
maintain  this  class  of  roads  in  a  better  condition  than  has  been  the  case  in 
the  past. 

Snow  Removal 

$4300  was  required  to  pay  for  the  removal  of  snow  and  sanding  walks. 
Nearly  all  of  this  work  was  done  in  the  months  of  January,  February  and 
March. 

Bridges 

Very  little  work  in  the  nature  of  repairs  was  required  on  bridges  during 
the  past  year,  but  if  the  extension  at  the  Bird’s  Mill  continues  it  will  be 
necessary  to  replace  either  the  Water  Street  or  Morse  Street  bridge  (prob¬ 
ably  the  latter)  at  an  early  date.  The  present  structures  are  of  wood  and 
are  not  safe  for  the  heavy  traffic  which  it  is  natural  to  expect  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  use,  at  least,  one  of  these  streets  to  reach  the  Mill  mentioned. 

Stone  Crusher 

The  stone  crusher  was  operated  during  the  most  of  the  season.  Our 
7000  tons  of  stone  were  produced  at  an  average  cost  of  $1.73  per  ton,  which 
may  seem  excessive,  but  when  the  convenience  of  having  stone  of  any 
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desired  size  on  hand,  at  any  time  needed,  and  the  fact  that  we  have  paid 
our  laborers  twenty-five  percent  higher  wages  than  did  contractors  and 
at  the  same  time  delivered  the  stone  on  the  work  cheaper  than  it  could  have 
been  bought  outside  is  considered,  the  cost  is  not  exorbitant. 


SEWER  DIVISION 

The  uncompleted  sewers  in  Railroad  Avenue  and  Adams  Street  were 
finished  early  in  the  year  and  additional  sewers  were  extended  in  the 
following  streets: 

Adams  Street,— 1,235  ft.  of  8  in.  Vitrified  Pipe. 

Bright  Street,— 280  ft.  of  8  in.  Vitrified  Pipe. 

Hill  Street,— 460  ft.  of  8  in.  Vitrified  Pipe. 

Marion  Avenue,— 709  ft.  of  8  in.  Vitrified  Pipe. 

Pleasant  Street,— 1,046  ft.  of  18  in.  Cast  Iron  Pipe. 

Washington  Street,— 161  ft.  of  6  in.  Vitrified  Pipe. 

The  auxiliary  syphon,  built  under  the  Neponset  River  at  the  Morrill 
Ink  works  this  year,  has  apparently  relieved  the  congestion  which  caused 
sewer  manholes  in  several  streets  to  overflow  during  the  spring  months, 
and  with  the  original  syphon  is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  a  city 
of  thirty  thousand  population. 


Filter  Beds 

We  were  obliged  to  resurface  one  of  the  filter  beds  with  more  than  a 
foot  of  new  gravel  and  the  other  beds  were  cleaned  as  often  as  was  necessary 
to  maintain  their  efficiency. 


Drains 

Surface  water,  that  is  street  drainage,  sewers  were  constructed  in  the 
following  streets  and  have  relieved  conditions  concerning  which  many 
complaints  have  been  received  in  the  past: 

Eliot  Street, — 500  ft.  of  15  in.  Vitrified  Pipe 

190  ft.  of  12  in.  Vitrified  Pipe— 10  Catch  Basins. 

245  ft.  of  10  in.  Vitrified  Pipe 

Fulton  Street,— 258  ft.  of  8  in.  Vitrified  Pipe— 1  Catch  Basin. 

Prospect  Street, — 36  ft.  of  8  in.  Vitrified  Pipe  1  Catch  Basin. 

Talbot  Lot, — 36  ft.  of  27  in.  Vitrified  Pipe.  . 

Washington  Street, — 265  ft.  of  8  in.  Vitrified  Pipe  3  Catch  Basins. 

Much  more  work  of  this  nature  remains  to  be  done  if  we  are  to  properly 
remove  this  cause  for  complaint. 


ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT

This  department  has  made  plans  and  prepared  the  estimates  of  cost  for 
all  public  work  done  in  1921  and  contemplated  for  1922,  as  well  as  giving 
the  lines  and  grades  for  all  work  executed,  kept  record  of  all  water  and 
sewer  connections  and  posted  the  locations  on  the  record  plans  on  file  in 
the  offices.  Surveys  and  plans  of  land  taken  for  water  supply  have  been 
prepared  and  maps  for  the  board  of  assessors  have  been  drawn. 

,  Plans  of  localities  where  auto  accidents  have  occurred  have  been  made 
for  the  Police  Department  in  case  criminal  proceeding  should  be  brought.

After  three  months,  during  which  time  Sergeant  Readel  served  as  Act¬ 
ing  Chief  in  a  most  creditable  manner,  Mr.  William  C.  Kindelan  of  Prov¬ 
idence,  Rhode  Island  was  appointed  and  took  up  his  duties  on  December 
13th.  In  the  short  time  that  Mr.  Kindelan  has  been  here  he  has  been 
very  active,  and  has  proven  his  ability  to  fill  the  office  to  the  credit  of 
the  town  and  to  himself.

LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

The  business  of  this  department  has  continued  to  grow  despite  the 
general  curtailment  in  the  local  manufacturing  plants  and  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  showing  has  been  made  as  indicated  by  the  accountant  s  report . 

Considerable  damage  was  done  to  the  street  lines in  /rroundine 

although  the  damage  here  was  not  so  great  as  msome  of  ^qoiTsflTainst 
towns  191  new  meters  (new  customers)  were  added  dui  mg  1921  as  aga 
265  in  1920  and  the  Morrill  Ink  Co.  was  added  as  one  of  our  power  cus- 

tO?40Snew  poles  and  375  cross  arms  were  used  to  replace  poles  and  arms 
which  have  been  in  use  for  fifteen  years  or  more  and  which  were  a  pa- 
of  the  original  construction.  We  shall  have  to  continue  replacements  for 
the  next  few  years  to  care  for  poles  and  arms  as  fast  as  they  decay. 

Much  difficulty  has  been  encountered  from  interruptions  m  service  due 
to  shade  trees  growing  up  into  the  wires,  in  fact  to  such  an  extent  that  it,  i. 
goingto  b^necessary  to  do  considerable  trimming  if  we  are  to  maintain 

the  service  to  which  our  customers  are  entitled.  Edison 

In  addition  to  the  regular  scale  for  electricity  purchased  from  the  Edis 
Co.  we  were  obliged  to  pay  over  $40  000  under  the  f  l 

under  the  10  percent  surcharge  authorized  by  the  State  Department 
Public  Utilities.  The  charge  under  the  coal  clause  has  been  steadily  thoug 
slowly  decreasing  until  today  it  is  less  than  one 

vear  ago.  At  the  present  rate  we  shall  save  over  $20,000  in  the  purchase 
cost  of  electricity  in  1922.  There  is  a  possibility  that  the  lO  percent  c  ause 
may  be  dropped  altogether  and  a  further  reduction  in  the  coal  clause 
may  be  made  in  which  case  our  profits  will  be  just  so  much  greater. 

FIRE  ALARM 

The  work  of  strengthening  and  renewing  some  of  the  old wires i  in Mhe 
fire  alarm  system  was  continued  and  the  batteries  have  been  thoroug  > 

renovated  and  put  in  first  class  condition.  , 

The  fire  alarm  system  has  been  greatly  improved  by  continuing  t 
replacement  of  worn  out  lines  and  renewing  some  of  the  batteries  ana 
today  it  is  in  very  fair  condition,  better  I  believe  than  for  many  years. 
There  is  more  old  wire  to  be  renewed  and  possibly  some  boxes  will  need 
to  be  replaced  soon,  but  on  the  whole  the  expenditures  in  tins  department 
should  be  small  in  1922. 

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Superintendent 

The  work  of  developing  new  lots  has  been  continued  until  at  present 
we  have  a  sufficient  number  to  meet  the  normal  demand  in  thenextfour 
vears.  Future  development  is  going  to  be  much  more  difficult  and  expen 
sive  owing  to  the  character  of  the  land  that  remains  for  the  purpose.  It  is 
very  stoney,  uneven  and  heavily  wooded  with  large  trees  On  the  other 
hand,  the  undeveloped  section  that  lies  between  Winter  Street  and  the 
chapel  will  require  extensive  draining  before  it  can  be  utilized  for  burial 
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purposes  and  will  cost  even  more  to  develop  than  the  section  we  are  now 
•engaged  in  preparing. 

There  are  now  available  62  lots  and  270  single  graves  in  the  Catholic 
section  and  31  lots  and  77  single  graves  in  the  General  section. 

Hereafter  lots  will  be  developed  only  as  fast  as  required  to  maintain 
the  margin  we  now  have. 

Ornamental  trees  and  shrubs  were  set  out  on  the  section  finished  during 
the  year  (Section  40),  water  pipes  laid  and  walks  and  drives  built. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  increases  each  year  as  the  total  area  is  enlarged 
by  the  addition  of  new  lots,  forty  being  added  in  1921  and  300  feet  of  new 
roadway  was  built. 

The  price  charged  for  single  graves  ($5.00)  is  not  adequate  to  pay  for  the 
actual  cost  of  preparing  the  ground  and  I  recommend  that  hereafter  the 
price  be  increased  to  twelve  dollars.  Other  cemeteries  of  the  same  char¬ 
acter  as  Highland  Cemetery  charge  from  fifteen  to  forty  dollars  for  single 
graves.  I  feel  that  this  department  should  be  self-sustaining. 

I  further  recommend  that  the  undeveloped  section  on  Winter  Street  be 
plowed  and  seeded  to  improve  the  general  appearance.  It  is  estimated 
that  enough  hay  can  be  cut  from  this  section  to  more  than  pay  for  the  cost. 

PARKS  AND  RECREATION 

Mr.  Edwin  T.  McDowell,  Superintendent 

The  concerts  given  by  the  Norwood  Band  during  the  midsummer  months 
have  grown  in  popularity  as  attested  by  the  large  and  appreciative  au¬ 
diences  in  attendance  each  week  and  justifies  the  expectation  that  they 
will  be  continued  next  summer. 

For  the  purpose  of  providing  skating,  centrally  located,  for  the  children 
of  the  town  the  brook  running  under  Broadway  at  the  factory  of  the  Piano 
Supply  Company  was  dammed  up  and  the  land  between  Central  Street 
and  Broadway  flooded,  making  a  rink  of  ample  size  to  accommodate  as  many 
as  two  hundred  skaters  at  one  time.  Some  complaints  were  received  that 
the  raising  of  the  brook  caused  the  water  to  back  up  into  cellars  nearby, 
but  we  hope  to  be  able  to  overcome  this  difficulty  another  year  and  shall 
ask  for  a  small  appropriation  for  the  purpose. 

The  suggestion  has  been  made  that  a  permanent  Christmas  tree  be 
planted  on  the  open  space  in  the  center  of  the  town.  This  suggestion  is 
worthy  of  consideration  as  soon  as  a  plan  for  the  lay-out  of  the  park  is 
decided  on  so  that  the  tree  can  be  properly  placed. 

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 

The  usual  amount  of  spraying  and  painting  of  nests  for  the  suppression 
of  the  gipsy  and  brown  tail  moths  was  done  during  the  year.  The  situation 
seems  to  be  somewhat  improved,  but  it  is  difficult  to  know  how  permanent 
this  improvement  will  be  as  new  infestations  develop  very  rapidly  and  in 
the  least  suspected  places,  so  we  must  continue  the  control  work  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  spread  of  these  pests. 

The  Satin  Moth 

A  new  pest,  the  satin  moth  which  attacks  poplar  and  willow  trees,  has 
made  its  appearance  in  the  towns  north  of  Boston  and  seems  to  be  spreading 
in  all  directions  and  although  no  specimens  have  yet  been  found  here  we 
must  exercise  vigilance  in  detecting  the  moth  if  we  are  to  prevent  its 
establishment  in  Norwood. 
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New  Trees  Set  Out 

About  one  hundred  trees  were  set  out  in  1921  in  accordance  with  the 
policy  adopted  to  set  out  that  number  each  year  These  were  principahy 
set  on  Prospect  Street,  Broadway  at  Norwood  Central  and  Bond  Street 
around  to  the  High  School.  About  twenty  were  set  out  to  replace  trees  that 

had  either  been  badly  damaged  or  had  died.  , 

The  establishment  of  a  town  forest  on  a  small  scale  was  started  by  plant¬ 
ing  2  000  young  pines  (White  and  Scotch)  on  the  town  property  adjoining 
the  Ellis  pumping  station.  These  seedlings  have  done  remarkably  well 
and  it  is  hoped  to  be  able  to  continue  this  work  by  setting  out  a  similar 
number  in  1922. 


Ice  Storm  Damage 

Much  repair  work  will  need  to  be  done  next  year  to  obliterate  the 
damage  done  by  the  ice  storm  of  November.  Many  of  our  finest  trees 
were  badly  injured  and  care  must  be  exercised  in  proper  prumng  to  restore 
their  symmetry  and  beauty.

In  accordance  with  our  contract  we  have  completed  a  water  waste  sur¬ 
vey  of  the  Town  of  Norwood,  and  herewith  submit  our  report. 

The  work  consisted  of  a  test  of  the  pumps  for  slip,  a  determination  of 
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the  total  consumption  of  the  town  and  its  distribution,  and  a  test  of  all 
meters  of  4  in.  and  over. 

TESTS  OF  PUMPS  FOR  SLIP 
Westwood  Pumping  Station. 

The  steam  pump  at  Westwood  Pumping  Station  was  tested  over  a 
period  of  eight  hours  by  means  of  a  gauging  point  established  on  the  10  in. 
line  at  the  pump  station. 

The  total  quantity  pumped,  as  shown  by  the  Pitometer,  amounted  to 
515,000  gallons  and  the  theoretical  discharge,  as  calculated  from  the 
pump  dimensions  and  the  total  strokes,  amounted  to  541,000  gallons.  This 
gives  a  slip  of  5  per  cent. 

Ellis  Pumping  Station. 

The  electric  pump  at  Ellis  Station  is  equipped  with  a  recording  Venturi 
Meter. 

A  gauging  point  was  established  on  the  14  in.  line  from  the  pump  station 
and  the  total  pumpage  measured  for  a  period  of  twenty-four  hours.  The 
pumpage  as  shown  by  the  Pitometer  amounted  to  865,000  gallons;  the 
theoretical  pumpage,  as  calculated  from  the  pump  dimensions  and  the 
pump  revolutions,  amounted  to  1,030,000  gallons  and  the  discharge,  as 
shown  by  the  Venturi  Meter,  to  974,000  gallons.  This  gives  a  pump  slip 
of  19  per  cent  and  shows  the  Venturi  Meter  to  be  12  per  cent  fast. 

TOTAL  CONSUMPTION 

For  the  purpose  of  this  test  a  gauging  point  was  established  on  the  12  in. 
line  leading  to  the  standpipe,  by  means  of  which  the  inflow  and  outflow 
from  the  standpipe  were  measured  during  a  period  of  twenty-four  hours. 
At  the  same  time  the  pumpage  for  both  pumps  was  also  determined,  the 


results  being  as  follows: 

Total  Consumption  (24  Hours) . 1,485,000  gals. 

Supplied  by: 

Westwood  Pumping  Station .  516,000  gals. 

Ellis  Pumping  Station .  840,000  gals. 

Standpipe .  129,000  gals. 


The  period  of  maximum  draught  occurred  between  3  p.  m.  and  4  p.  m. 
at  the  rate  of  1,950,000  gallons  per  day  and  the  minimum  rate  to  790,000 
gallons  per  day  between  1  a.  m.  and  4  a.  m. 

DISTRICT  MEASUREMENTS 

District  No  1. 

This  district  includes  the  part  of  the  town  bounded  on  the  North  by 
Winter  St.,  on  the  East  by  Washington  St.  on  the  South  and  West  by  the 
town  limits. 

The  gauging  point  was  located  on  the  8  in.  main  at  Walpole  St.  to  the 
South  of  Winter  St.,  and  the  consumption,  measured  during  a  period  of 
twenty  four  hours. 

The  total  consumption  was  found  to  be  at  the  rate  of  160,000  gallons 
per  day  with  a  minimum  night  rate  of  91,000  gallons  per  day,  or  75  per  cent 
of  the  average  daily  rate. 

The  manufacturing  consumption  during  the  twenty  four  hours  was 
2,100  gallons,  being  the  quantity  consumed  by  Winslow  Brothers  and 
Smith’s  tannery. 

The  District  was  divided  into  two  parts  to  the  North  and  South  of 
Chapel  Street,  the  rate  of  flow  being  distributed  so  uniformly  as  to  indicate 
beyond  doubt  that  the  rate  is  due  to  house  waste. 

The  night  rate  in  the  part  to  the  South  was  found  to  be  25,000,  and  in 
the  part  to  the  North  30,000  gallons  per  day  respectively. 

This  shows  a  difference  from  the  night  rate,  as  originally  measured,  of 
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36,000  gallons  per  day.  The  original  measurement  was  made  at  the  end 
of  a  drought  and  the  later  measurement  during  a  period  of  heavy  rainfall, 
the  difference  being  due  probably  to  lawn  sprinklers  and  fountains  left 
running  during  the  night. 

District  No.  2. 

This  district  includes  the  portion  of  the  town  bounded  on  the  North  and 
East  by  the  town  limits,  on  the  South  by  Cross  St.  and  on  the  West  by 
Washington  St.  _  .  . 

A  gauging  point  was  established  on  the  6  in.  main  on  Phubrick  St.  to 
the  East  of  Washington  St.,  and  a  measurement  made  for  twenty-four 
hours. 

The  consumption  was  found  to  be  427,000  gallons  per  day  with  a  mini¬ 
mum  night  rate  of  306,000  gallons  per  day  or  72  per  cent.  . 

The  manufacturing  consumption  amounted  to  113,000  gallons  during 
the  twenty-four  hours,  the  largest  consumers  being  the  Plimpton  Press. 

Night  subdivision  was  carried  on  in  this  district  to  discover  the  cause  of 
the  abnormally  high  night  rate  of  flow,  with  the  following  results:

This  district  is  entirely  residential,  being  bounded  on  the  North  and 
West  by  the  town  limits,  on  the  East  by  Washington  St.  and  on  the  South 

by  Winter  St.  0  , 

A  gauging  point  was  established  on  the  6  in.  mam  on  Prospect  St.,  to  tne 
East  of  Winter  St.,  and  a  measurement  made  for  a  period  of  twenty-four 
hours.  The  consumption  was  found  to  be  229,000  gallons  per  twenty-four 
hours  with  a  minimum  night  rate  of  123,000  gallons  per  day,  or  54  per  cent. 

Further  investigations  were  carried  on  in  this  district  to  determine  the 
cause  of  this  high  rate,  with  the  following  results:

This  district  consists  of  Lenox  St.,  between  Cross  St.  and  Hillside  Ave., 
Pleasant  St.,  between  Hillside  Ave.  and  Dean  St.,  and  Dean  St.,  between 
Pleasant  St.  and  Washington  St.  It  includes  the  N.  A .  N.  H.  &  H.  K.  K. 
car  shops  and  the  American  Brake  Shoe  Company  s  shops. 

The  locomotive  filling  point  in  the  railroad  yard  made  it  necessary  to 
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keep  the  district  as  small  as  possible,  as  very  heavy  draughts  occur  when 
this  pipe  is  used,  making  accurate  determinations  of  small  flows  difficult. 

The  gauging  point  for  this  district  was  established  at  a  point  on  Lenox 
St.  to  the  South  of  Cross  St.,  the  diameter  of  the  pipe  being  8  in. 

The  total  consumption  for  twenty-four  hours  was  found  to  be  47,400 
gallons,  the  industrial  consumption  being  16,500  gallons. 

The  minimum  night  rate  was  so  small  that  it  was  not  possible  to  measure 
it,  the  rate  being  less  than  10,000  gallons  per  day.  No  further  tests  were 
made  in  this  district. 


District  No.  5. 

This  section  consists  of  the  8  in.  pipeline  on  Washington  St.  from  Walpole 
St.  to  Water  St.,  on  Water  St.  between  Washington  and  Pleasant  Sts., 
and  on  Pleasant  St.  from  Water  St.  to  Morrill’s  Ink  Works. 

The  gauging  point  was  placed  on  the  8  in.  main  on  Washington  St.  to  the 
South  of  Walpole  St. 

This  district  contains  the  Norwood  Press  and  Bird’s  Works. 

The  total  consumption  was  found  to  be  317,000  gallons  per  day  with  an 
industrial  consumption  of  116,000  gallons  per  day.  The  minimum  night 
rate  was  found  to  be  228,000  gallons  per  day,  of  which  70,000  gallons  per 
day  was  the  industrial  consumption.  Night  subdivision  was  carried  on  to 
locate  the  cause  of  this  high  night  rate  with  the  following  results:

A  twenty-four  hour  test  was  made,  the  daily  consumption  being  1  iy,UUU 
gallons  per  day,  as  shown  by  the  Pitometer,  and  the  metered  use  in  the 
Morrill  plant  being  114,500  gallons. 

The  minimum  night  rate  was  65,000  gallons  per  day.  this  was  not 
large  enough  to  warrant  further  investigation. 

TESTS  OF  FORCE  MAINS 

The  force  mains  between  Ellis  Pumping  Station  and  Washington  St.  and 
between  Westwood  Pumping  Station  and  Bellevue  Ave.  were  tested  for 
leakage  from  the  gauging  points  at  Philbrick  St.  and  Prospect  St.  respec¬ 
tively.  In  both  cases  the  mains  were  found  to  be  free  from  leakage.

TEST  OF  THE  FILTER  BED  AND  CLEAR  WATER  TANK 

A  test  of  the  filter  bed  and  clear  water  tank  was  made  to  determine  the 
daily  leakage. 

The  test  was  made  by  closing  the  valve  between  the  filter  bed  and  the 
clear  water  tank  and  noting  the  fall  in  level.  The  test  extended  over  a 
period  of  16  hours  and  the  leakage  was  found  to  be,  for  the  filter  bed  26,000 
gallons  and  for  the  clear  water  tank  62,000  gallons,  being  at  the  rate  of 
39,000  and  93,000  gallons  per  day  respectively.

The  following  tables  give  a  summary  of  the  District  Tests: 
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The  total  consumption,  as  determined  by  the  pumpage  and  flow  to  and 
from  the  standpipe,  1,485,000  gallons  per  day,  differs  from  that  obtained 
by  the  total  of  district  measurements,  1,299,000  gallons  per  day,  by  186,000 
gallons.  This  is  due  to  reduction  of  pressure  in  the  districts  during  meas¬ 
urement,  and  to  the  fact  that  the  first  measurement  was  made  during  a 
period  of  drought,  while  several  of  the  district  measurements  were  made 
in  wet  weather. 

In  dry  weather  a  considerable  quantity  of  water  is  used  for  lawn  spnnk- 
ling  purposes,  in  the  evening,  as  is  shown  by  the  consumption  curve  for 
District  No.  1.  .  . 

The  industrial  consumption  amounted  to  376,000  gallons  per  day,  giving 
a  domestic  consumption  of  1,108,500  gallons  per  day,  at  the  rate  of  83 
gallons  percapita. 

The  minimum  night  rate  amounted  to  790,000  gallons  per  day,  and  the 
industrial  night  rate  to  151,000  gallons  per  day,  showing  a  net  night  rate 
of  639,000  gallons  per  day. 

A  determination  of  the  night  rate  at  the  completion  of  the  survey  showed 
a  night  rate  of  480,000  gallons  per  day,  a  reduction  of  310,000  gallons  per 
day.  In  addition,  two  leaks  at  Bird’s  Mill  and  on  Washington  St.,  between 
Chapel  St.  and  Hoyle  St.  have  yet  to  be  repaired.  When  this  is  done  the 
reduction  will  amount  to  not  less  than  400,000  gallons  per  day.  This  will 
reduce  the  total  consumption  of  84  gallons  percapita,  and  the  net  consump¬ 
tion  to  55  gallons  percapita. 

The  underground  leakage,  with  one  exception,  was  due  to  breakage  or 
corrosion  of  lead  service,  in  most  cases  at  the  junction  of  the  lead  connection 
to  the  corporation  cock. 

House  waste  was  not  excessive,  except  in  the  poorer  class  district  where  a 
number  of  leaking  toilets  were  found,  of  which  all  except  one  were  metered, 
and  in  the  business  section  where  there  is  considerable  waste  from  the  same 
cause,  notably  in  the  Folan  and  Callahan  blocks.  In  this  case  all  the 
services  are  metered.  . 

The  maximum  error  found  in  the  meters  tested  was  14%  in  the  case  of 
two  meters  in  the  Plimpton  Press.  The  meters  are  coupled  in  parallel 
and  pass  an  average  of  120,000  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours.  This  under¬ 
registration  is  probably  due  to  wear. 

The  meter  at  the  Morrill  Company’s  New  Dye  Plant  and  at  the  Forbes 
estate  were  found  to  register  correctly. 

The  meter  at  the  filling  pipe  of  the  N.  Y.  N.  H.  &  H.  It.  R.  was  found 
to  under-register  8%.  . 

The  meter  in  the  foundry  of  the  J.  S.  Cushing  Co.  was  found  shut  off 
and  the  by-pass  round  it  to  be  open,  so  that  no  water  passed  through  the 
meter.  This  by-pass  had  been  sealed  closed  previously  and  the  sealing 
wrire  was  found  broken. 

Several  opportunities  for  unmetered  use  of  water  were  found  at  private 
fire  lines  and  hydrants  and  at  by-passes  around  meters.  It  is  recommended 
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that  all  such  fire  lines  and  by-passes  be  sealed  closed,  and  the  seals  examined 
from  time  to  time. 

There  is  a  considerable  reduction  of  pressure  in  the  Southeastern  part 
of  the  town  in  the  daytime,  to  the  extent  of  30%,  due  to  the  heavy  draughts 
of  factories  in  that  locality. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
rendered  by  your  Superintendent,  Mr.  MacDowell,  during  the  course  of 
the  survey.

January  31,  1922. 

The  Selectmen  submit  the  following  annual  report  for  the  year  1921. 
There  were  held  44  regular  meetings  and  five  special  meetings. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  held  January  17,  1921,  Frank  G.  Allen  and 
Walter  F.  Tilton  were  re-elected  Selectmen  without  opposition.  Organ¬ 
ization  for  the  year  was  perfected  by  the  re-election  of  Frank  G.  Allen  as 
Chairman  and  of  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Mr.  Pendergast  was  also 
appointed  State  Aid  Agent  for  1921. 

The  following  appointments  were  made  during  the  year:

Superintendent;  reappointment  approved  by  the  State  Forester  in 
January,  1921.

November  30,  1921.  William  C.  Kindelan,  appointment  as  Chief  of  Police 
by  General  Manager  Hammersley,  vice  Harry  W.  Swift,  deceased, 
reported. 

December  27,  1921.  Chief  of  Police  William  C.  Kindelan,  authorized 
agent  of  Selectmen  to  grant  releases  and  supervise  local  sales  or  exchanges 
of  second  hand  automobiles. 

There  were  also  appointed  from  time  to  time  several  Special  Police 
Officers,  Sworn  Weighers,  Surveyors  of  Lumber,  Bark  and  Wood,  and 
Measurers  of  Leather. 

Various  licenses  were  granted  and  a  number  of  permits  were  issued. 
Hearings  were  held  from  time  to  time  as  required  by  law.  Several  small 
claims  were  considered  and  acted  upon.  Several  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Survey  were  held.  Several  joint  meetings  of  the  Finance  Commission 
and  the  Selectmen  were  held. 

On  January  10,  1921,  the  time  of  holding  the  regular  weekly  meetings 
was  changed  from  Monday  evening  to  Tuesday  evening. 

The  recommendations  of  the  General  Manager  that  the  salary  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  be  increased  to  $2400  and  that  of  Sergeant  Readel  to  $1900 
and  that  the  maximum  salary  for  patrolmen  be  increased  to  $1800  were 
approved. 

Legislation  was  obtained  to  permit  the  town  to  make  an  additional 
water  loan  in  accordance  with  the  action  taken  at  the  annual  town  meeting. 

A  policy  of  tree  planting  was  recommended,  viz;  that  200  new  trees  be 
set  out  during  the  year  1921  and  that  each  year  in  the  future  not  less  than 
100  trees  be  planted. 

With  reference  to  the  contribution  to  the  excess  cost  of  service  of  the 
Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Company,  in  accordance  with  the 
direction  of  the  town  meeting  and  after  some  negotiation,  an  agreement 
between  the  town  through  the  Selectmen  and  the  public  trustees  of  said 
Company  was  entered  into,  by  the  terms  of  which,  upon  satisfactory  proof 
of  the  deficit  in  operating  expenses  of  the  Norwood  line  for  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1921,  being  in  excess  of  the  sum  of  $4,000,  that  amount  was 
contributed  from  the  town  treasury  to  meet  to  that  extent  such  deficit. 

Pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  citizens  in  town  meeting,  the  land  in  High¬ 
land  Cemetery  to  be  set  apart  for  the  burial  exclusively  of  any  persons 
who  served  in  the  Military  or  Naval  forces  of  the  United  States  during  the 
World  War  and  for  the  erection  of  a  monument  in  memory  of  all  deceased 
persons  residents  of  Norwood  who  served  the  nation  in  that  war,  was 
duly  conveyed  to  Norwood  Post  70,  American  Legion,  as  trustee,  by 
appropriate  deed. 

On  May  3,  1921,  three  parcels  of  land  in  the  Purgatory  Brook  section 
were  taken  by  right  of  eminent  domain  in  fee,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
an  additional  water  supply  under  the  vote  passed  at  the  special  town  meet¬ 
ing  held  March  15,  1921,  from  the  following  owners,  viz:  Frank  A.  Fales, 
W.  Cameron  Forbes,  Annie  Withington  and  Charles  A.  Eaton.  Thereafter 
amounts  of  damages  were  agreed  upon  and  paid  as  follows:  Frank  A. 
Fales,  $1,000;  Annie  Withington  and  Charles  A.  Eaton,  $3600;  and  re¬ 
leases  were  obtained. 

Appropriate  legislation  permitting  the  town  to  borrow  money  over  and 
above  its  borrowing  capacity  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  additions  to 
school  houses  and  for  original  equipment  therefor  as  directed  by  the  town 
was  secured. 

Additional  land  for  the  public  works  yard  was  secured  by  deed  from  the 
Norwood  Housing  Association  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town. 

Notice  was  received  from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works  of 
proposed  changes  of  the  grade  of  Washington  Street  and  Upland  Road  from 
the  Westwood  line  to  Granite  Street  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  a 
new  concrete  road  in  that  section  and  this  proposal  was,  after  due  consider- 
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ation,  approved  and  the  necessary  releases  of  abutting  owners  obtained, 
thus  relieving  the  town  of  the  necessity  of  voting  the  indemnification  other¬ 
wise  required  by  the  State  before  undertaking  the  work. 

The  Neponset  River  Improvement  Expense,  so  called,  and  its  appor¬ 
tionment,  received  much  consideration  as  regards  the  position  of  the  town 
and  its  course  of  action.  Commissioners  to  apportion  the  expense  on  the 
various  municipalities  named  in  the  original  legislation  have  been  appointed 
by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.  The  Selectmen  have  taken  advice,  as  to 
various  phases  of  this  matter  and  in  December  called  a  public  meeting  of 
the  land  owners  in  Norwood  to  obtain  their  views  and  aid  in  the  position 
to  be  taken  and  the  course  to  be  followed  at  the  hearings  before  the  Com¬ 
missioners. 

On  December  27,  1921,  a  right  of  way  or  easement  in  the  land  which  was 
formerly  a  part  of  Water  Street  was  taken  for  water  department  purposes. 

New  metered  water  schedules  or  rates  have  been  established  and  put 
into  effect. 

Warrants  for  the  annual  and  for  special  town  meetings  were  prepared 
and  issued. 

Approval  of  various  note  issues  and  sales  of  same  was  given. 

Cases  involving  soldiers’  relief  and  military  aid  were  investigated  and 
acted  upon. 

The  matter  of  an  increased  water  supply  through  the  driven  wells  in 
the  land  taken  for  that  purpose  and  the  equipment  required  therefor  re¬ 
ceived  considerable  attention  and  the  Selectmen  are  pleased  with  what 
has  been  accomplished. 

The  Selectmen  opposed,  largely  because  of  the  expense  involved,  the 
acceptance  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  legislation  looking  to 
Superior  Court  Civil  and  Criminal  Sittings  being  held  at  Quincy.  The 
County  Commissioners  decided  not  to  accept  this  legislation. 

The  construction  of  a  six  inch  bituminous  macadam  surface  on  Neponset 
Street  from  Washington  Street  to  a  point  about  900  feet  southeast  of 
Pleasant  Street  was  completed  during  the  year. 

The  County  of  Norfolk  contributed  ten  thousand  dollars  to  the  expense 
of  this  work,  of  which  sum  five  thousand  dollars  has  been  paid. 

Action  was  taken  with  reference  to  the  control  of  advertising  signs  along 
the  main  ways  of  the  town. 

A  new  way  known  as  Gardner  Road  and  extending  from  Berwick  Road 
to  Harding  Road  was  laid  out  and  was  reported  to  and  accepted  by  the 
Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  and  state¬ 
ment  of  valuations  as  determining  tax  levied  for  the  year  1921. 


Organization 

The  present  Board  organized  on  April  1,  1921,  Aaron  L.  Goodwin  as 
Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk.  Forty-four  meetings  of 
the  Board  have  been  held  during  the  past  year,  exclusive  of  surveys  of 
property. 

Tax  Rate,  year  1921 

The  Town  Grant  in  1921  was  approximately  $103,000.00  greater  than 
that  of  the  previous  year.  There  was  also  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
County  Tax  requirements  which  were  nearly  $9,000.00  greater  than  the 
requirements  for  the  year  1920.  The  apparent  available  receipts  that 
might  be  used  as  deductions  on  account  of  estimated  revenues  m  the  year 
1921  showed  a  marked  decrease  which  was  reflected  almost  wholly  in 
estimated  revenues  on  account  of  Corporation  Tax  Receipts  and  from  all 
information  which  could  be  obtained  in  August,  prior  to  the  determmauon 
of  the  tax  rate,  it  appeared  that  the  Board  of  Assessors  were  not  justified 
in  estimating  more  than  $23,700.00  as  revenue  from  this  source  as  against 
actual  receipts  of  the  preceding  year  of  approximately  $76,000.00.  A 
marked  decrease  also  is  shown  in  the  Income  Tax  Receipts  as  certmed  to 
the  Board  by  the  Tax  Commissioner.  _  ,  n 

While  it  appears  that  the  actual  revenue  received  on  account  ol  Cor¬ 
poration  Taxes  is  much  greater  than  estimated,  the  Board  feel  that  con¬ 
servative  action  taken  by  them  with  respect  to  this  item  was  clear  y 
justified. 

Poll  Tax  Assessment 


It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  different  Board  during  recent  years  to 
engage  as  clerks  a  sufficient  number  of  persons  for  a  limited  period  ot  time 
in  the  month  of  April  for  the  purpose  of  listing  persons  liable  for  Poll  lax. 
It  now  appears  that  in  the  past  year  the  Legislature  has  definitely  deter- 
mined  the  conditions  under  which  the  use  of  such  persons  may  be  con¬ 
tinued  and  the  Board  of  Assessors  recommend  the  adoption  of  and  have 
asked  that  the  Selectmen  submit  to  the  Voters  for  acceptance  Chapter  14 
of  the  Acts  of  1921  authorizing  the  Assessors  to  appoint  assistants  lor  this 

PlThe  work  of  listing  has  been  greatly  increased  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  the  Assessors  are  obliged  to  list  not  only  male  persons  twenty  years 
of  age  and  upwards  but  also  all  female  residents  above  the  same  age,  and 
the  experience  of  the  past  two  years  with  respect  to  the  early  commitment 
of  Poll  Taxes  clearly  shows  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  luting  be  quickly 
done  and  the  commitment  of  Poll  Taxes  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Collector  at  the  earliest  date  possible. 


Property  Values 

The  experiences  which  the  Board  have  had  within  the  past  three  years 
l  establishing  property  values  on  new  buildings  constructed  dui mg  t  a 
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time,  as  fair  values  in  comparison  with  values  as  determined  on  buildings 
constructed  prior  to  the  year  1917,  gave  the  Board  reason  to  feel  that  a 
revaluation  of  the  buildings  in  Town  was  desirable  and  that  such  a  re¬ 
valuation  should  be  made. 

The  question  of  revaluation,  however,  is  a  broad  one  and  the  Board 
was  of  the  opinion  that  if  readjustment  be  made,  it  should  be  made  along 
the  lines  of  some  recognized  and  established  value  as  affecting  all  prop¬ 
erty,  and  in  July  of  the  past  year  at  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Finance 
Commission,  at  which  meeting  the  Finance  Commission  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  the  sum  of  $800.00,  it  was  voted  to 
proceed  with  the  work  of  a  survey  of  all  the  buildings  within  the  Town  with 
the  exception  of  the  Industrial  Plants. 

This  survey  has  been  completed  as  to  field  work.  It  will  be  necessary, 
however,  that  a  small  sum  of  money  be  provided  this  year  to  complete 
the  office  work  of  this  survey.  The  survey  consisted  of  securing  for  record 
purposes  the  following  information: 

An  outlined  diagram  of  each  building  showing  the  measurements,  also 

the  height  of  each  building,  type  of  construction  and  condition  and 

equipment  of  buildings,  such  as  heating,  lighting,  plumbing,  etc. 

This  information  the  Board  intend  to  make  use  of  in  the  year  1922  in  de¬ 
termining  property  values. 

The  Board  feel  that  this  work  has  been  done  at  a  very  reasonable  cost, 
that  the  information  secured  is  of  great  value  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
Board  to  secure  similar  information  on  all  new  buildings  which  are  con¬ 
structed  and  at  some  later  date  to  secure  the  same  information  with 
respect  to  Industrial  Plants. 

Land  Survey  Plans 

One  land  survey  plan  has  been  received  during  the  present  year  from 
the  engineering  department;  namely,  the  district  south  of  Sumner  street 
and  east  of  Pleasant  street. 

A  statement  of  assessed  values  and  amounts  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
together  with  the  statement  of  commitments  and  tables  of  aggregates  are 
also  submitted  herewith  as  a  part  of  this  report.

The  Board  of  Health  herewith  sbumits  the  following  as  their  report  for 
the  year  1921 : 

ORGANIZATION 

Following  the  Annual  Election  the  Board  of  Health  met  and  organized

The  following  table  shows  the  contagious  diseases  reported  for  the  year 
1921  in  comparison  with  that  of  previous  years: 
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TUBERCULOSIS 

The  number  of  reported  cases  in  the  year  1921  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  was  greatly  in  excess  of  that  of  any  previous  year.  It  is  the  feeling 
of  the  Board,  however,  that  the  actual  condition  as  between  the  years 
1920  and  1921  is  not  borne  out  by  the  number  of  reported  cases  and 
that  while  the  1921  reports  would  appear  to  indicate  a  greater  prevalence 
of  this  disease  that  it  may  be  fairly  said  that  an  average  of  the  two  years 
represents  a  more  correct  statement  of  the  condition.  This  is  apparent 
when  an  analysis  was  made  of  the  actual  reported  cases. 

Of  the  twenty-nine  cases  reported,  twenty-one  were  first  notice’s  of  in¬ 
fection.  Of  this  twenty-two,  it  is  very  apparent  that  at  least  three  were 
cases  which  have  been  in  progress  covering  a  period  of  probably  two  or 
more  years,  but  were  never  before  reported.  ,  , 

Of  these  twenty-nine  cases  six  have  died  within  the  year,  fourteen  ol 
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the  twenty-nine  were  removed  to  Hospitals  or  Sanatoriums  with  four  appli¬ 
cations  for  admission  pending  on  December  31st. 

The  value  of  the  services  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse  have  been  very 
clearly  demonstrated  in  the  short  period  of  time  in  which  she  was  em¬ 
ployed  during  the  present  year,  especially  along  the  lines  of  investigation 
and  follow-up  on  these  cases. 

In  January  of  the  present  year  the  Trustees  of  the  Norfolk  County 
Hospital  announced  a  reduction  in  rates.  Prior  to  this  time  the  Norwood 
Board  of  Health  had  sent  but  few  patients  to  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital 
for  the  reason  that  the  charges  for  Board  and  Treatment  were  greatly  in 
excess  of  the  charges  at  the  regular  State  Sanatoriums.  Under  the  present 
schedule  the  Town  pays  $9.10  per  week  and  is  entitled  to  a  subsidy  of 
$5.00  per  week  from  the  Commonwealth  on  the  positive  sputum  cases. 
Claims  have  been  made  for  subsidy  in  all  cases  where  the  Town  is  en¬ 
titled  to  receive  it  and  there  is  due  the  Town  from  the  Commonwealth  on 
account  of  subsidy  claims  to  November  30,  1921  the  sum  of  $115.00. 

TYPHOID  FEVER 

The  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  reported  this  year  was  not  a  resident 
case,  but  was  a  case  that  was  removed  to  a  local  hospital  from  out-of-town 
for  observation. 

ANTERIO-POLIOMYELITIS  (Infantile  Paralysis) 

Six  cases  of  Anterior-poliomyelitis  were  reported  in  the  Town  this 
year,  four  of  which  cases  resulted  fatally. 

TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC 

The  attention  of  the  public  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  a  tuberculosis 
clinic  is  maintained  by  the  Norwood  Red  Cross  Chapter  with  Dr.  Walter 
A.  Griffin  in  charge  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Association  Building  on  Thurs¬ 
day  afternoons  at  5  o’clock.  A  public  health  nurse  is  in  attendance  at 
each  session  of  the  clinic  and  citizens  are  urged  to  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  offered  at  this  clinic.

September  14,  1921  Dr.  Timothy  J.  Curtin  appointed  in  charge  of  the 
Public  Dental  Clinic  for  the  period  ending  December  31,  1921. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 

Following  the  many  conferences  with  the  Norwood  District  Nursing 
Committee,  representatives  of  the  Norwood  Board  of  Trade  and  Local 
Red  Cross  Organization  and  representatives  of  the  Tuberculosis  Seal 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Health  voted  that  if  competent  services  could  be 
furnished  along  the  lines  of  Public  Health  Nursing  that  the  Board  of 
Health  would  avail  itself  and  make  use  of  services  of  such  a  nurse  and  in 
October,  Miss  Mary  E.  Hagen,  Public  Health  Nurse,  graduate  of  Simmons 
College;  Boston,  was  engaged  by  the  Norwood  District  Nursing  Com¬ 
mittee.  Since  that  time  the  value  of  the  services  of  the  Public  Health 
Nurse  has  been  clearly  demonstrated.  All  cases  of  reported  infectious 
diseases  are  referred  to  her  for  investigation  and  follow-up  and  a  review  and 
investigation  of  all  reported  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  since  the  year 
1915  has  been  made  by  the  Public  Health  Nurse. 
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COMPLAINTS 

On  November  2,  1921  hearing  was  held  on  the  petition  of  residents  of 
the  Town  in  the  neighoborhood  of  the  Coal  Yard  of  the  John  A.  Whitte- 
more  Sons  Coal  Company  petitioning  that  action  be  taken  to  relieve  the 
condition  caused  by  the  screening  of  coal  at  this  location.  This  hearing 
was  continued  to  December  9th  and  by  agreement  of  the  interested  parties 
the  hearing  was  continued  to  an  indefinite  date  in  the  early  summer  of 
1922  at  which  time  the  petitioners  will  again  be  granted  a  hearing  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  whether  or  not  the  proposed  changes  which  were 
suggested  and  agreed  upon  at  these  hearings  have  improved  and  remedied 
the  conditions  complained  of. 

SEWER  CONNECTIONS 

In  April  of  the  present  year  the  Board  of  Health  voted  that  investigation 
be  made  to  determine  number  of  houses  in  Town  on  streets  with  existing 
sewers  and  not  connected  with  the  sewerage  system.  Notices  were  issued 
to  owners  and  by  reason  of  this  action  house  connections  were  installed 
during  the  past  year. 


SEWERAGE  CONDITIONS 

Extensions.  The  Board  strongly  recommends  and  have  requested  that 
an  appropriate  article  be  inserted  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant 
for  an  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  in  Saunders  Road,  from  Winslow 
Avenue  to  Walpole  Street,  in  Beacon  Street  and  Cedar  Street. 

INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  SLAUGHTERING 

On  December  21,  1921  a  complaint  was  made  to  the  Board  of  Health 
of  the  sale  of  an  unstamped  and  uninspected  carcass.  Investigation  of 
this  complaint  showed  that  no  inspection  had  been  made  and  that  the 
carcass  was  apparently  unfit  for  food.  Proceedings  were  brought  again'st 
the  party  who  made  the  sale  and  the  finding  of  guilty  and  the  penalty  of  a 
fine  of  $50.00  was  imposed  by  the  District  Court  of  Dedham.

(of  which  examinations  four  samples  proved  to  be  below  the  standard 
required  by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth). 

In  addition  to  the  examinations  of  the  foregoing  samples,  which  samples 
were  taken  from  Milk  dealers  on  the  route  and  stores,  there  have  been 
brought  to  the  Laboratory  by  dealers  for  examination  seventy-eight 
samples  of  which  number  eight  have  proved  below  the  requirements  of  the 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  with  respect  to  fats  and  solids  and  represented 


148 


milk  supplied  from  dairies  located  out  of  Town.  These  cases  were  referred 
to  the  State  Inspector  and  resulted  in  prosecution  of  three  of  these  eight 
cases. 

Number  of  Dairies  inspected . . . . . .  115 

one  of  which  dairies  was  in  such  condition  that  it  was  ordered  to  dis¬ 
continue  supplying  milk  in  Norwood.  In  some  cases  suggestions  and 
requests  have  been  offered  the  owners  of  dairies  supplying  milk  and  in 
practically  all  of  these  cases  the  requests  have  been  complied  with. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  beneficial  results  have  been  obtained  by  the 
action  of  the  Board  in  the  publication  of  the  Milk  Analysis  as  reported  to 
your  Board  by  the  Inspector  of  Milk. 

As  Inspector  of  Slaughtering,  it  was  found  necessary  in  one  instance 
in  the  past  year  to  condemn  the  carcass  of  a  hog  which  had  been  sold  in  the 
Town  and  which  had  not  be  inspected  and  branded,  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Statutes.  This  action  was  followed  up  by  complaint 
in  the  District  Court  against  the  party  who  made  the  sale.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL 

January  31st,  1922. 

Selectmen  of  Norwood,

Dear  Sirs: — 

I  submit  in  the  form  of  this  brief  summary  my  thirteenth  annual  report 
as  Counsel  for  the  Town  covering  the  year  1921. 

As  in  past  years,  the  work  of  the  law  department  for  the  year  now  re¬ 
ported  was  chiefly  of  an  advisory  character.  . 

The  matters  considered  covered  many  phases  of  municipal  activity  and 
required  numerous  conferences,  attendance  at  hearings  and  meetings,  and 
the  preparation  and  submission  of  opinions  and  attention  to  considerable 
correspondence. 

Departments  to  which  advice  and  opinions  were  furnished  include  Select¬ 
men,  School  Committee,  Finance  Commission,  Town  Clerk  and  Account¬ 
ant,  Board  of  Assessors,  Board  of  Health,  Building  Inspectoi,  town 
Treasurer  and  General  Manager. 


Litigation 

For  the  protection  of  the  Town  with  respect  to  the  compromise  pay¬ 
ments  by  way  of  damages  for  the  taking  in  fee  by  right  of  eminent  domain 
of  lands  of  Frank  A.  Fales,  Annie  Withington  and  Charles  A.  Eaton  in 
the  Purgatory  Brook  section  for  additional  water  supply  purposes,  petitions 
were  filed  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  Comity  by  these  parties  claim¬ 
ing  damages  from  the  Town  for  such  takings,  and  immediately  agreements 
for  judgment  in  the  sums  agreed  upon  by  the  Selectmen  and  these  parties 
and  approved  by  the  Town,  through  the  town  meeting  action,  were  filed 
and  the  pavments  made  on  executions  issued.  Releases  were  also  obtained 
from  these  land  owners.  These  suits,  therefore,  were  of  a  friendly  character 

It  became  necessary  in  the  conduct  of  this  department  for  the  Building 
Inspector  to  take  court  action  to  enforce  the  observance  of  the  Building 
By-Laws  of  the  Town.  This  action  took  the  form  of  a  bill  of  complaint 
in  equitv  filed  on  July  21st,  1921,  in  the  Superior  Court  for  Norfolk  County 
against  William  J.  Hunt,  a  Norwood  builder,  wherein  it  was  prayed  that 
Mr.  Hunt  be  enjoined  from  further  construction  work  on  two  buildings  on 
Maple  Street  in  Norwood,  which  he  was  engaged  in  erecting  without 
permits  therefor  as  required  by  the  Building  By-Laws,  and  that  he  be 
ordered  to  take  down  and  remove  the  existing  structures  unless  they  were 
changed  and  altered  to  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the  By-Laws  and 
unless  permits  were  obtained  for  further  v'ork.  . 

The  permits  originally  given  had  been  revoked  because  of  the  violation, 
of  the  By-Laws,  but  only  after  notice  and  opportunity  to  comply  wuth  tbe 
By-Laws  had  been  given.  Like  notice  and  opportunity  were  given  before 

the  bill  of  complaint  was  brought.  ,,  a  K;il 

A  restraining  order  was  granted  by  the  court  upon  the  fihng  of  the  b 
which  enjoined  Mr.  Hunt  to  desist  and  refrain  from  further  construction 
work  on  said  buildings  without  permits,  as  required  by  law. 

A  hearing  was  held  on  July  28th,  1921,  on  the  question  of  the  issuance  of 
a  temporary  injunction,  and  by  agreement,  an  interlocutory  decree  wras  the 
made  by  the  court,  by  the  terms  of  which  the  restraimng  order  wras  con- 
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tinued  in  full  force  and  effect  until  the  further  order  of  the  court.  This 
case  is  still  pending,  but  it  is  most  probable  that  necessary  changes  in  the 
structures  involved  to  comply  with  the  By-Laws  will  be  made  and  that  new 
permits  to  allow  the  buildings  to  be  completed  wall  issue,  and  that  the 
litigation  will  be  terminated  satisfactorily  to  the  Town  by  a  friendly 
agreement  between  the  parties  without  further  hearings.  This  depart¬ 
ment  represents  the  Building  Inspector. 

The  suit  of  Allen  vs  Mahoney,  brought  in  the  District  Court  of  Northern 
Norfolk,  in  which  the  Town  was  summoned  and  charged  as  trustee,  took  on 
new  life  through  proceedings,  to  collect  from  the  Town,  taken  by  the 
attorney  for  the  plaintiff  after  the  town  treasurer  had  made  payment  to 
the  defendant,  of  the  funds  trusteed,  by  the  consent  and  direction  of  the 
plaintiff.  This  department  represented  the  town  treasurer  in  these 
proceedings  and  in  the  disposition  of  the  matter  without  further  expense 
to  the  Town. 

The  claim  of  the  Town  against  C.  Bowen  of  Boston,  in  the  sum  of  $162.38 
damages,  sustained  by  the  Town  through  the  breaking  of  an  iron  light  and 
trolley  pole  at  the  corner  of  Washington  Street  and  Walpole  Street,  on 
July  22nd,  1919,  by  a  motor  truck  owned  by  said  Bowen,  was  collected  in 
full  without  suit  after  considerable  negotiation  with  the  Company  in  which 
Bowen  was  insured  against  liability  for  damage  of  this  character.  This 
claim  came  from  Manager  Hammersley’s  department  and  credit  is  due 
him  for  making  and  preparing  the  claim  and  supporting  this  department 
in  pressing  it  over  a  long  period  to  a  successful  conclusion. 

While  the  amount  involved  is  not  large,  more  than  passing  reference  to 
the  matter  is  warranted  because  it  furnishes  concrete  evidence  that  the 
interests  of  the  Town  are  being  safeguarded  by  the  General  Manager  in 
small  things  as  well  as  in  large. 

Several  claims  were  presented  to  the  Town  which  were  investigated  by 
this  department  and  on  its  advice  rejected.  They  did  not  involve  large 
amounts. 

The  Town  is  named,  with  other  municipalities,  as  respondent  in  a  formal 
proceeding  brought  in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  for  Suffolk  County  by 
the  Commissioner  of  State  Department  of  Public  Health  to  secure  the 
appointment  by  that  court  of  three  commissioners  to  apportion  one-half 
of  the  cost  among  these  municipalities,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  Chapter  655,  Acts  of  1911  and  amendments  thereto,  of  the  improvements, 
so-called,  in  and  along  the  Neponset  River.  This  matter  was  dwelt  upon 
at  some  length  in  the  report  of  this  department  last  year. 

Hearings  were  held  which  resulted  in  the  appointment  by  the  court  of 
the  three  commissioners,  who  presumably,  during  the  year  1922,  will  hear 
the  parties  and  make  an  award  which  will  be  submitted  to  and  passed  upon 
by  the  court. 

This  department  gave  considerable  attention  to  this  and  allied  matters, 
including  many  conferences  with  various  counsel  and  department  heads, 
and  with  the  Selectmen  and  advisers  and  to  a  study  of  the  ground  and  to 
conferences  with  land  owners  as  to  the  position  and  course  of  action  to  be 
taken  by  the  Town  at  the  hearings  before  the  commissioners. 

There  is  pending,  to  the  knowledge  of  this  department,  but  one  claim 
against  the  town,  viz.:  Anna  Maria  Sopp,  for  damages  through  alleged 
loss  of  a  water  supply  on  her  land  due  to  the  action  of  the  town  in  driving 
wells  on  its  adjoining  land.  The  Selectmen  have,  through  the  General 
Manager,  caused  to  be  driven  a  new  well  for  Mrs.  Sopp  on  her  land  and 
furnished  a  pump  therefor  and  offered  in  addition  a  sum  of  money  to  com¬ 
pensate  her  for  such  damage  as  she  may  have  sustained,  but  Mrs.  Sopp 
has  demanded  a  larger  sum  than  the  Manager  has  advised  to  be  reasonable 
and  it  is  not  improbable  that  court  proceedings  wrill  be  brought  in  1922  to 
determine  the  matter. 

The  year  closed,  therefore,  with  no  suits  other  than  the  formal  one  above 
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mentioned  outstanding  against  the  Town  and  with  a  record  as  to  litigation 
which  is  as  satisfactory  as  that  reported  last  year. 

Legislation 

Two  petitions  and  bills  for  legislation,  which  the  needs  of  the  Town 
required,  were  presented  to  the  legislature  for  action.  Thanks  to  the 
attention  of  your  Chairman,  Senator  Allen,  laws  embodying  the  legislation 
requested  were  speedily  enacted  and  approved  as  follows: 

Chapter  33,  Acts  of  1921. 

Entitled  “An  Act  to  Authorize  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  Make  an 
Additional  Water  Loan.”  The  amount  which  the  Town  can  borrow  out¬ 
side  the  statutory  limit  of  indebtedness  for  additional  water  supply 
purposes  is  $60,000. 

Chapter  328,  Acts  of  1921. 

Entitled  “An  Act  Authorizing  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  Incur  Indebted¬ 
ness  for  School  Purposes.”  Under  this  act  authority  was  obtained  to 
borrow  $100,000  in  excess  of  the  statutory  limit  for  school  building  and 
original  equipment  and  furnishings  purposes. 

This  department  prepared  the  petitions  and  bills  and  gave  such  other 
attention  to  these  matters  as  was  desired. 

General 

Other  matters  of  importance  which  are  entitled  to  brief  mention  in  pre¬ 
senting  the  work  of  this  department  are  the  following: 

Eastern  Massachusetts  Street  Railway  Co. — Contribution  Agreement. 
Through  action  taken  by  the  Town  at  a  special  town  meeting  held  on 
July  7th,  1920,  the  Selectmen  were  authorized  to  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  public  trustees  of  this  Company  to  pay  for  any  part  or  all  of  any 
excess  cost  of  service  of  the  company  on  the  lines  operating  within  the 
Town  by  way  of  contribution,  as  provided  by  Chapter  188  of  the  Special 
Acts  of  1918,  as  amended  by  Chapter  247  of  the  Special  Acts  of  1919,  to 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  $4,000. 

In  pursuance  of  this  authority,  the  Selectmen  entered  into  such  an  agree¬ 
ment  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  March,  1921,  for  the  payment  of  said  sum  of 
$4,000  or  such  part  thereof  as  was  found  to  be  required  to  meet  the  excess 
cost  of  service  for  the  year  beginning  July  1,  1920,  and  ending  June  30th, 
1921,  during  which  period  the  Company  was  required  to  maintain  a  service 
of  such  character  as  would  reasonably  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  Town. 

Detailed  statements  of  the  cost  of  service  and  of  the  receipts  were 
furnished  as  of  January  1st  and  July  1st,  1921,  from  which  the  operating 
deficit  was  determined  and  it  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Select¬ 
men  that  the  excess  cost  of  service  for  said  period  was  greater  than  said 
sum  of  $4,000,  the  entire  amount  was  accordingly  paid  to  the  Company. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  agreement  and  the  consideration  of  its  terms, 
and  the  dealings  with  the  trustees  as  to  the  same  and  as  to  the  amount 
of  the  deficit  and  how  determined,  this  department  assisted  the  Selectmen 
and  Town  Accountant. 


Fire  Limit  By-Laws 

After  a  study  and  upon  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  relative  to  changes  in  the  then  existing  fire  limit  by-laws,  a  new 
code  of  such  by-laws  was  framed  and  presented  to  the  Town  for  action 
and  the  same  was  adopted  at  a  special  meeting  held  June  30,  1921,  and 
subsequently  approved  by  the  Attorney-General  and  published  and  is 
now  in  force.  This  department  advised  with  the  committee  and  put  in 
final  form  this  code  of  by-laws. 
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Superior  Court  Sittings  at  Quincy 

Chapter  350,  Acts  of  1921,  authorized  the  adjournment  of  each  civil  and 
criminal  sitting  of  the  Superior  Court  in  Norfolk  County  from  Dedham  to 
Quincy,  provided  the  County  Commissioners  accepted  the  act  and  per¬ 
mitted  the  expenditure  of  $5,000  to  provide  facilities  for  such  adjourned 
sittings.  The  Selectmen  and  Finance  Commission  voted  to  oppose  such 
acceptance  and  this  department  was  directed  to  voice  such  opposition  at 
the  public  hearing  given  by  the  Comity  Commissioners  at  Quincy  on 
September  19th,  1921,  which  was  accordingly  done. 

The  considerations  there  urged  for  non-acceptance  by  Norwood  and 
other  towns  in  the  County  apparently  found  approval  in  the  unanimous 
decision  of  the  Commissioners  not  to  accept  the  act. 

The  ultimate  effect  of  acceptance  would  have  been  a  greatly  increased 
financial  burden  on  the  County,  in  which  Norwood  would  have  had  to 
share. 

A  detailed  statement  of  all  services  rendered  during  the  year  is  sub¬ 
mitted  with  this  report.  . 

The  confidence  and  consideration  shown  by  you  and  all  the  other  officials 
with  whom  this  department  had  dealings  during  the  year  is  greatly  appre¬ 
ciated.  As  in  the  past,  your  efficient  clerk,  Mr.  James  E.  Pendergast,  has 
been  of  much  assistance  in  furnishing  data  and  making  suggestions  as  to 
action.  General  Manager  Hammersley  has  also  responded  at  all  times  to 
calls  for  information.  This  co-operation  on  the  part  of  these  officials  with 
whom  this  department  comes  into  most  frequent  contact  is  gratefully 

acknowledged.  . 

A  word  as  to  the  late  Chief  Harry  W.  Swift  seems  proper  in  closing  this 
report.  During  his  entire  term  of  service,  this  department  found  it 
necessary  and  helpful  to  deal  with  him  and  always  found  him  a  valuable, 
faithful,  efficient  public  official,  whose  loss  to  Norwood  is  pronounced.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

At  the  annual  election  in  January,  1921,  Arthur  W.  Coolidge  was  re- 
elected  for  the  term  of  three  years.  The  Board  organized  with  Charles  J . 
Prescott  as  Chairman  and  Arthur  W.  Coolidge,  Secretary. 

The  usual  work  of  the  Commission  has  been  performed  m  going  over  the 
warrants  for  the  regular  and  special  meetings  and  making  recommendations 

tQ  The  two  items  calling  for  the  largest  expenditures  by  the  town  are  its 
schools  and  its  debt  requirements.  In  order  to  more  mteUigently  approach 
the  problem  of  adjusting  educational  needs  to  the  ability  to  pay,  the  Com 
mission  has  personally  visited  every  room  m  every  school  building  while 
in  session.  While  there  may  be  differences  of  opinion  in  curriculum,  the 
Commission  feels  that  the  School  Department  is  m  capable  hands  and 
that  the  town  is  getting  returns  for  the  relatively  large  appropriation  for  its 

CThe  amount  for  interest  and  debt  requirements  has  been  steadily  in¬ 
creasing.  It  was  necessary  during  the  year  to  secure  authorization  by  the 
Legislature  to  borrow  beyond  the  established  debt  limit  for  the  construction 
of  Additional  school  rooms.  The  Commission  believe  the  time  has  arrived 
when  any  capital  expenditure  should  be  viewed  with  utmost  care  and  that 
the  town  should  take  a  breathing  space  before  its  debt  obligation  is  increased 

^Durrng rffyearAhe^omSssioThaSLpected  every  piece  of  town  owned 
nronertv  and  has  visited  these  streets  where  work  was  requested  or  pro¬ 
posed  in ’surfacing  or  sewer  installation.  The  Commission  has  visited  the 
Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  in  Braintree  and  entered  its  objec¬ 
tion  to  the  establishment  of  quarters  for  Superior  Court  sittings i  in  Quincy. 

The  Commission  has  had  the  cordial  assistance  of  the  Officials  and  the 
several  Boards.  It  welcomes  the  indications  that  the  townspeople  are 
taking  more  interest  in  town  finances  an  the  budget  making.

MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


The  Library  has  lived  up  to  its  past  history  of  showing  an  increase  in 
circulation  annually  ever  since  this  new  building  was  occupied  in  1898. 

The  total  circulation  for  1921  was  63,650  against  54,287  in  1920,  a  gain 
of  9,363.  Of  adult  borrowers  there  are  4,642  registered,  and  of  juvenile 
981,  a  total  of  5,623.  Covering  this  year  610  new  borrowers  have  been 
added,  a  net  gain  of  350  for  1921. 

The  timely  appropriation  by  the  Town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  has 
enabled  us  to  fit  up  Library  Hall  into  a  most  attractive  Children’s  Room. 
The  total  expense  came  well  within  the  amount  voted.  The  room  was 
opened  on  September  10th  to  the  children  of  the  town  covering  those  of 
the  eighth  grade  of  our  public  schools  and  below.  It  was  a  gala  event. 
Scores  of  young  people  gathered  to  hear  story  telling  by  Miss  Marjorie 
Skillin  of  Lynn  and  Miss  Evelyn  Dunbar  of  Cambridge  and  enjoy  all  that 
had  been  prepared  for  them  by  the  Library  Staff.  The  success  of  this  long 
needed  acquisition  to  the  Library  has  been  almost  phenomenal.  Of  the 
2280  eligible  children  of  the  town  970  are  now  registered,  of  whom  244  are 
new  borrowers,  an  increase  of  twenty-four  per  cent  since  the  room  was 
opened.  Registration  here  is  fast  growing.  Even  now  in  addition  to  the 
one  in  charge  of  the  room  two  others  of  the  Library  Staff  are  needed  at 
rush  hours  from  3.30  to  5.00  p.  m.  daily,  leaving  only  one  to  attend  to  the 
main  Library  below.  This  with  the  increase  in  the  main  Library  means 
that  the  Trustees  will  have  to  add  at  once  a  fourth  assistant  to  the  staff, 
for  which  additional  funds  must  be  provided  by  the  town. 

Through  the  generosity  of  Hon.  F.  O.  Winslow  fourteen  beautiful  pic¬ 
tures  appropriate  for  a  Children’s  Room  have  been  hung  and  three  mottoes, 
the  work  a  gift  of  Mr.  Nelson  S.  Fisher,  will  shortly  be  properly  placed. 
For  these  gifts  the  Trustees  express  their  grateful  appreciation  and  thanks. 

A  clock  is  sadly  needed  in  this  Room.  Here  is  a  splendid  opportunity 
for  some  generously  disposed  citizen. 

One  great  improvement  in  the  building  has  been  made  this  year  in  the 
opening  and  screening  of  the  windows,  giving  a  fine  and  much  needed 
ventilation. 

Your  Trustees  have  been  awake  to  the  fact  that  the  Public  Library  can 
be  more  than  a  mere  distributor  of  books.  In  our  last  annual  report  we 
told  of  what  we  were  doing  along  the  line  of  Americanization  of  the  for¬ 
eigner  within  our  borders,  through  Primers  and  books  in  foreign  languages. 
This  is  still  in  vogue  and  yielding  splendid  results. 

We  are  branching  out  still  further,  believing  that  the  Public  Library  can 
well  function  along  educational  fines  in  co-operation  with  the  Public 
Schools. 

During  the  year  sixteen  classes  from  our  High  School  came  to  the 
Library  in  the  forenoon  three  times  per  week  for  instruction  under  our 
Librarian,  Miss  Hewett,  in  the  use  of  the  Card  Catalog  and  the  System  of 
Classification,  and  under  each  special  teacher  in  the  use  of  Reference  Books 
and  how  to  use  Magazine  material. 

Instead  of  following  our  procedure  of  1920  in  furnishing  monthly  ex¬ 
changes  of  about  50  books  to  the  Balch  School,  the  Trustees  have  prac¬ 
tically  established  there  a  circulating  Library  of  156  volumes  in  charge  of 
Miss  Lizzie  Hadley,  supervised  by  Miss  Katherine  Carbee,  the  principal. 
During  the  past  two  months  the  circulation  here  was  630,  which  means  a 
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wonderful  showing  of  five  times  for  each  volume.  This  action  enables 
children  from  the  first  to  the  sixth  grade  to  obtain  books  without  the 
long  trip  to  the  main  Library.  The  books  are  of  course  the  property  of  the 
Library  and  at  the  end  of  the  school  year  will  be  brought  back  for  repairs, 
replacement,  and  acquisitions.  The  letters  of  appreciation  from  some  of 
the  pupils  of  this  school  as  recently  published  in  the  Norwood  Messenger 
show  the  wisdom  of  this  action  by  the  trustees.  The  feeding  of  the 
children  at  the  South  End  of  the  town  with  good  reading  is  destined  to 
grow  and  as  the  town  develops  may  in  time  lead  to  the  establishment  of  a 
regular  Branch  Library  as  many  other  towns  and  cities  have  found  advis¬ 
able. 

On  November  30th  we  entertained  in  Library  Hall  the  Trustees  and 
Librarians  of  the  local  group  consisting  of  ten  neighboring  towns,  to  which 
the  teachers  of  our  Public  Schools  were  invited  and  responded  in  large 
numbers.  Miss  Susan  W.  Curtis  of  the  town  Library  of  Framingham 
spoke  on  the  “WORK  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  WITH  THE 
SCHOOLS.”  Her  talk  was  an  inspiration  to  a  broader  endeavor  in 
educational  lines  and  will  probably  lead  to  our  lending  the  coming  year 
some  80  to  100  volumes  to  the  High  School  Library  to  be  used  as  collateral 
reading  especially  in  History  and  Literature  the  selection  however  to  be 
made  in  conjunction  with  the  High  School  authorities. 

From  the  above  it  will  be  obvious  to  every  voter  of  the  town  that  to 
make  the  Public  Library  the  efficient  and  helpful  institution  for  which  the 
Trustees  are  striving  the  generous  financial  support  of  the  town  is  absolutely 
necessary. 

We  were  handicapped  in  our  fund  for  books  the  past  year  due  to  the 
fact  that  part  of  the  coal  bill  and  repair  bills  for  1920  were  not  presented 
until  1921  and  therefore  had  to  be  paid  out  of  this  year’s  fund.  These 
matters  will  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration  when  our  budget  for  1922 
is  presented  to  the  Finance  Commission.

Gentlemen: 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Fire 
Engineers  for  1921. 

During  the  year,  one  hundred  thirty  alarms  were  recorded,  classified  as 
below: 


Telephone  calls  69 

False  alarms  26 

Wood,  brush  and  grass  55 

Tar  barrels,  automobiles  and  rubbish  11 


You  will  note  that  fifty  five  were  for  grass  and  brush  fires  to  which  it  was 
necessary  to  respond  with  the  combination  truck.  We  again  call  your 
attention  to  this  fact,  because  we  still  believe  it  would  be  economy  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  comparatively  inexpensive  truck  fitted  with  extinquishers,  shovels, 
and  brooms  for  extinguishing  fires  of  this  character,  obviating  the  necessity 
of  driving  the  heavy  combination  truck  into  fields  and  woods  as  we  have 
had  to  do  in  the  past,  with  the  result  that  many  repairs  had  to  be  made 
which  might  well  be  avoided.  Another  advantage  would  be  in  keeping 
the  business  and  residential  section  of  the  Town  protected  while  the  depart¬ 
ment  was  out  at  a  wood  fire  when  only  a  few  men  are  usually  called  out. 
In  such  cases  the  truck  suggested  could  easily  be  driven  by  one  of  the  call 
men  selected  for  the  duty.  It  could,  also,  be  used  as  a  substitute  when¬ 
ever  it  became  necessary  to  make  repairs  on  the  combination  truck. 

Although  the  number  of  alarms  were  nearly  twice  as  many  as  in  1920, 
the  actual  loss  was  considerably  less  as  will  be  noted  from  statistics  for  the 
year.

During  the  year  1921  the  committee  has  held  eleven  regular  and  seven¬ 
teen  special  meetings  in  addition  to  numerous  sub-committee  meetings  and 
five  joint  sessions  with  the  Finance  Commission. 

Much  of  the  detail  information  of  the  year’s  work  is  included  in  the 
Report  of  the  Superintendent  which  follows,  but  the  committee  desires  to 
call  to  your  attention  several  items  of  especial  interest. 

1.  Establishment  of  a  schedule  of  pay  for  teachers  which  enables  the 
town  to  keep  the  school  organization  practically  unimpaired  because  of 
the  numerous  changes  such  as  tended  to  disorganization  during  the  past 
few  years. 

2.  Organization  of  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  grades  as  a  Junior  High 
School,  the  7th  grade  pupils  bieng  all  housed  in  the  Everett  School  and 
the  8th  and  9th  grade  pupils  in  the  High  School  building. 

3.  Completion  of  the  remaining  nine  rooms  of  the  High  School  Build¬ 
ing.  The  School  Committee  wishes  to  express  at  this  time  their  deep 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Special  Building  Committee  which  has  had 
this  matter  in  charge. 

4.  Reorganization  of  the  High  School  with  six  courses,  each  course 
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being  headed  by  one  teacher  who  is  designated  as  the  Head  of  Curriculum, 
under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Principal. 

5.  A  reasonable  arrangement  with  the  Civic  Association  for  rental  of 
Halls  and  Grounds  for  various  school  uses. 

6.  Extension  of  the  sewing  and  manual  training  courses  to  include  the 
5th  and  6th  grades.  The  work  is  carried  on  under  the  guidance  of  the 
special  teachers  in  these  courses  in  the  High  School. 

7.  Improved  organization  of  the  Evening  School  with  a  somewhat 
increased  scope  of  work. 

8.  Provision  to  meet  the  immediate  need  of  more  rooms  by  the  addition 
of  eight  rooms  to  the  Balch  School.  While  this  addition  will  suffice  for 
some  time  to  come,  undoubtedly  a  still  further  addition  of  school  rooms  and 
an  assembly  hall  will  eventually  be  needed  on  the  Balch  building.  This 
fact  ought  to  be  taken  into  consideration  now  when  the  first  addition  is 
made. 

Looking  ahead  to  the  near  future  our  next  big  problem  will  be  to  provide 
room  for  the  rapidly  growing  Junior  High  School,  and  assembly  hall  and 
gymnasium  facilities  for  both  Senior  and  Junior  High. 

To  enter  into  detail  with  reference  to  these  matters  would  require  more 
space  than  the  committee  feels  belongs  to  them,  but  the  above  may  be 
taken  as  an  indication  and  assurance  that  your  committee  is  trying  within 
the  limits  set  by  the  appropriation  for  school  purposes  to  see  that  the 
money  so  generously  afforded  by  the  town  for  educational  purposes  is 
spent  wisely  and  with  a  due  sense  of  the  needs  of  the  times. 

Continuous  study  is  being  made  by  the  committee  and  superintendent 
of  the  furture  requirements,  not  only  with  reference  to  adequate  housing 
of  the  schools  that  all  the  children  may  have  equal  facilities,  but  that  the 
best  results  that  our  organization  can  afford  shall  be  obtained. 

The  committee  wishes  to  express  its  deep  gratitude  to  the  superintendent 
principals,  and  teachers  for  their  conscientious  efforts;  to  the  Finance 
Commission  and  other  town  officials  for  their  hearty  cooperation;  and  to 
the  citizens  of  the  town  for  their  substantial  support  in  this  important 
work  of  education  in  Norwood. 

This  report  would  be  incomplete  without  calling  your  attention  to  the 
additional  pictures  which  Mr.  F.  O.  Winslow  has  placed  in  the  High  School 
building.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  citizen  will  take  the  time  to  see 
this  remarkable  collection.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

The  purpose  of  this  report  will  be  to  discuss  briefly  some  of  the  out¬ 
standing  features  of  the  work  of  the  past  year  and  to  set  forth  some  of  the 
school  needs  for  the  future. 


TEACHERS’  SALARIES 

During  the  years  1919  and  1920  there  was  an  abnormally  large  percentage 
of  turnover  in  the  teaching  force,  amounting  in  each  year  to  one-third  of 
the  entire  staff. 

Early  in  1921  a  conference  was  held  between  the  School  Board  and  the 
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Teachers,  relative  to  a  just  and  adequate  salary  schedule.  Following 
the  conference  the  Educational  Program  Committee  of  the  School  Board, 
met  and  directed  the  Superintendent  to  draw  up  and  submit  a  salary 
schedule  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board.  The  following  schedule  has 
been  accepted  and  put  into  effect:

New  teachers  may  be  given  credit  for  teaching  experience  outside  of 
Norwood,  but  shall  not,  for  the  first  year  of  service,  be  placed  higher  on  the 
salary  schedule  than  $100  below  the  general  maximum.  .  . 

Junior  High  School  teachers  who  have  had  at  least  one  year  of  training 
in  advance  of  the  standard  two  year  Normal  School  course  may  be  started 
one  step  higher  on  the  salary  schedule. 

Professional  Improvement  Advances 

Two  additional  $50  salary  increases  will  be  given  to  teachers  on  a 
maximum  who  complete  professional  improvement  requirements  approved 
by  the  School  Board,  but  no  teacher  shall  receive  more  than  one  regular 
salary  increase  or  advance  a  year. 

Principals,  as  well  as  teachers,  may  be  given  the  advantage  of  pro¬ 
fessional  improvement  advances  after  three  or  more  years  of  service. 

Any  professional  improvement  course,  to  be  accredited,  must  be  the 
equivalent  of  at  least  one  semester  hour. 

Salary  increases  and  professional  improvement  advances  may  become 
effective  either  in  January  or  September. 

Elementary  School  Principals 

General  maximum  of  elementary  teachers  plus  $40  per  room.  Differ¬ 
ential  for  two  buildings  $200.  . 

Salaries  of  supervisors,  special  teachers  and  nurses  will  be  considered 
individually. 

Nearly  all  provisions  of  the  new  schedule  have  been  in  force  about  a 
year  and,  in  the  opinion  of  the  writer,  show  very  gratifying  results  in  the 
contentment  of  the  teachers,  the  diminishing  number  of  withdrawals 
from  the  staff  (only  17  per  cent  in  1921)  and  in  the  consequent  favorable 
reaction  on  the  work  of  the  pupils. 


HEALTH  WORK 

The  National  Education  Association  Commission  in  its  report  on  “The 
Reorganization  of  Secondary  Education,”  recognizes  the  following  seven 
main  objectives  of  education: 

Health 
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Command  of  fundamental  processes 

Worthy  home  membership 

Vocation 

Citizenship 

Worthy  use  of  leisure 

Ethical  character 

The  Commission  recognizes  health  as  of  primary  importance.  I  wish 
particularly  to  call  your  attention  to  the  work  being  done  in  health  pro¬ 
motion  in  the  schools  of  Norwood  as  indicated  by  the  special  reports. 
Norwood  is  fortunate  in  its  school  nurses,  around  whose  work  the  health  pro¬ 
motion  centers. 


SPECIAL  CLASSES 

By  State  law,  Norwmod  is  now  required  to  maintain  “Special  Classes" 
for  all  children  in  the  public  schools  who  are  at  least  three  years  mentally 
retarded. 

It  is  intended  that  Special  Class  pupils  shall  devote  at  least  one-third 
of  their  entire  school  time  to  hand  work.  There  is  an  attempt  to  meet 
the  individual  needs  in  the  minimum  essentials  of  elementary  school  educa¬ 
tion. 

Two  such  classes  were  begun  last  September,  one  at  the  Beacon  School 
and  one  at  the  Balch  School.  This  requirement  means  an  additional  ex¬ 
pense,  but  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  amply  compensated  for  by  the  increased 
benefits  to  the  individual  children  placed  in  such  classes  and  to  the  classes 
from  which  they  are  taken. 


PHYSICAL  PROGRAM 

Provision  has  been  made  in  the  physical  training  program  for  two 
gymnasium  periods  per  week  for  all  senior  high  school  pupils  and  the 
eighth  and  ninth  grades  of  junior  high  school.  Whenever  weather  permits, 
the  class  work  will  be  carried  on  out  of  doors  and  at  other  times  in  the 
gymnasium  of  the  Civic  Association.  To  carry  out  this  program  requires 
the  use  of  the  gymnasium  all  of  the  school  day. 

Miss  Kiley  gives  the  instruction  for  all  the  Senior  and  Junior  High 
School  girls  and  Mr.  Murray  for  the  boys;  Miss  Kiley  now  being  a  full 
time  instructor  for  the  schools  and  Mr.  Murray  a  three-fourths  time 
instructor  and  coach. 

Members  of  High  School  athletic  teams  must  maintain  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  scholarship,  or  they  are  suspended  from  taking  part  in  games. 
This  rule  has  been  enforced  with  beneficial  results  in  both  scholarship  and 
athletics. 

We  are  deservedly  proud  of  our  athletic  record  this  year,  our  football 
team  particularly  giving  an  excellent  account  of  itself  in  its  unbroken 
record  of  successes. 


RECORDS 

The  educational  business  of  the  town  is  one  of  the  most  important 
businesses  in  which  it  is  engaged.  Only  by  keeping  systematic  educational 
records  can  it  be  known  what  educational  returns  are  being  realized. 
Accordingly,  there  has  been  a  reorganization  and  enlargement  of  the 
system  of  keeping  records  in  the  office  of  the  Superintendent.  As  an 
illustration,  there  is  now  in  the  office  a  personal  record  card  for  every 
pupil  and  every  teacher  who  has  been  in  or  has  left  the  system  during  the 
past  year. 


HIGH  SCHOOL 

Mr.  Stanley  R.  Oldham  resigned  the  principalship  of  the  Norwood 
High  School  in  June  to  accept  a  similar  position  in  Westchester,  Penn- 
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sylvania  at  an  increased  salary.  His  place  was  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Leonard  W.  Grant  of  Bridgewater,  Massachusetts. 

As  you  will  notice  from  Mr.  Grant’s  special  report,  many  problems  of 
reorganization  were  before  him  when  he  began  his  service.  They  are  being 
solved  in  a  practical  and  efficient  manner.  The  spirit  of  the  High  behoof 
is  good,  the  program  of  studies  is  well  planned  and  adequate,  ancl  the 
administrative  policies  in  force  are  sound. 

JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

For  some  time  it  has  been  a  recognized  fact  that  the  schools  were  failing 
to  reach  too  large  a  proportion  of  pupils  in  the  last  two  years  of  the  tradi- 
tional  elementary  school  and  the  first  year  of  the  high  school,  and  that  tar 
too  many  pupils  were  lost  from  the  educational  system  during  those  years. 
This  has  been  true  of  Norwood  as  elsewhere. 

In  many  places  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  reduce  this  waste  by  an 
organization  known  as  the  junior  high  school.  _ 

The  j  unior  high  school  attempts  to  make  the  transition  from  the  element¬ 
ary  school  to  the  high  school  a  gradual  one  and  to  better  meet  the  various 
needs  of  the  pupils  through  new  methods  of  organization,  management,  and 
instruction.  It  has  the  approval  of  the  leading  educational  organizations 
and  institutions  throughout  the  United  States  including  the  National 
Department  of  Education,  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Educa- 

t  °The  plan  of  school  organization  in  a  community  is  largely  dependent 
upon  the  geography  of  the  community.  In  Norwood  the  small  area  of  the 
town  and  the  existing  concentration  of  the  upper  grades  in  central  build- 
ings  are  favorable  conditions  for  a  junior  high  school  organization.  Accord- 
ingly,  a  partial  reorganization  in  that  direction  has  this  year  been  effected. 
By  transferring  the  eighth  grades  from  the  Everett  School  to  the  new 
wing  of  the  high  school  and  bringing  together  all  the  seventh  grades  in  the 
Everett  School,  it  has  been  possible  to  relieve  the  crowded  condition  in 
several  localities,  and  at  the  same  time,  make  a  very  definite  forward  step 
toward  a  real  junior  high  school. 

With  the  completion  of  the  new  wing  of  the  high  school  building,  we 
are  able  to  organize  for  January,  1922,  with  the  senior  high  grades,  the 
tenth,  eleventh  and  twelth  years  in  the  north  wing  of  the  building,  and 
the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  of  the  junior  high  in  the  new  south  wing. 
This  arrangement  fills  the  present  high  school  building. 

BUILDING  PROGRAM 

As  already  indicated  the  new  wing  of  the  high  school  was  completed 
during  1921  and  is  now  occupied.  _ 

At  a  recent  town  meeting  an  appropriation  was  voted  for  an  eight  room 
addition  to  the  Balch  School.  When  that  is  completed  the  housing  require¬ 
ments  of  the  elementary  school  grades  will  be  all  taken  care  of  for  the 

present.  .  , 

The  next  building  requirement  will  be  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Senior- 
Junior  High  School,  which  is  now  at  full  capacity.  With  an  anticipated  in¬ 
creased  enrollment  of  160  next  September  some  classes  will  be  required  to 
attend  on  a  double  shift  plan. 


ENTRANCE  AGE 

In  September,  1921,  the  entrance  age  was  raised  to  five  years  and  eight 
months.  (Children  entering  Grade  One  must  be  at  least  six  years  of  age 
before  the  first  day  of  January  following  the  opening  of  schools  in  Septem- 

The  new  rule  is  in  accordance  with  the  best  practice  in  other  places  and 
seems  likely  to  remain  in  force. 
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EVENING  SCHOOL 

In  the  past  many  of  the  evening  school  registrants  have  not  been  real 
members  Remaining  in  the  school  only  a  few  evenings  For  the  purpose 
of  organizing  on  a  more  stable  basis,  a  regulation  has  this  year  been  put, 
in  force  requiring  a  registration  deposit  of  one  dollar  from  each  registra 
as  an  evidence  of  good  faith  on  his  part.  If  his  deportment  is.  satisfactory 
and  his  attendance  at  least  70  per  cent  of  the  time  for  which  he  is  a  member, 

his  deposit  is  returned  to  him  at  the  close  of  the  season. 

Two  new  courses  have  been  added,  printing  and  automobile  mechanics. 

For  all  vocational  or  industrial  classes  teachers  with  actual  trade  exper¬ 
ience,  as  well  as  training,  have  been  secured. 

Probably  partly  because  of  the  reorganization  and  partly  because  of  the 
lack  of  employment,  the  evening  school  attendance  has  been  about  double 
that  of  a  year  ago.  This  means  an  increased  cost  of  evening  schools,  which 
is  met  in  part  by  the  reimbursement  the  Town  will  receive  from  the  State 
of  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  the  vocational  classes  orgamzed  to  meet  the 
approval  of  the  State  Department. 

AMERICANIZATION 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  large  number  of  foreign  born  people 

brought  into  Norwood  by  the  industries.  .  ,  f 

According  to  the  United  States  Census  of  1920,  the  total  number  of 
inhabitants  over  ten  years  of  age.  who  were  unable  to  read  ier  wnte  wa^ 
943  or  9.7  per  cent  of  the  entire  population,  making  Noiwood  the  fourth 

^Thi^  brings  squarely  before  us  the  fact  that  we  have  a  very  definite 
Americanization  problem;  namely,  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  our 
adult  foreigners  who  are  not  being  reached  through  the  evening  school 

I  believe  a  careful  diagnosis  of  the  situation  should  be  made  and  a  full 
time  supervisor  of  Americanization  appointed  to  work  out  a  system  of 
class  organization  that  would  meet  the  needs  of  Norwood  Some  such 
classes  might  meet  in  schoolhouses  and  others  m  local  clubs  or  private 
halls  but  the  point  of  the  whole  matter  seems  to  be  that  our  illiterates  are 
not  coming  to  our  centrally  located  evening  school  for  this  work,  therefore, 

WeO°neghalf°the  e^pensToTstate  approved  Americanization  classes  is  borne 
by  the  Commonwealth. 


CONCLUSION 

During  the  past  year,  a  definite  and  adequate  salary  schedule  has  been 
ut  in  effect  and  Norwood’s  educational  program  has  been  broadened  by 
stablishing  several  important  forward  looking  policies.  These  two  facts, 
igether  with  the  fact  that  our  school  population  is  steadily  growing,  are 
iskimr  the  costs  of  education  in  Norwood  greater  each  year. 

The^policy  of  this  department  is  to  attempt  to  give  our  children  the  very 
est  educational  opportunities  possible  so  far  as  we  can  reasonably,  el 
ating  waste  and  administering  efficiently  what  is  attempted  . 

At  present  there  seems  to  exist  in  Norwood  a  most d 
dationship  between  the  school  committee,  superintendent,  teachers  and 
arents,  which  ought  to  react  favorably  for  the  educational  benefit  of  our 

llfn 'closing  this  report,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  you  for  your  sup- 
ort  and  encourigUeh.  and  to  the  principals  and  teachers  for  the.r 
ooperation  and  loyalty.

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REPORT  OF  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

Norwood,  Mass., 

January  23,  1922. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Howes, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

My  dear  Sir: 

I  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  for  the  High  School. 

Enrollment 

There  are  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  pupils  enrolled  in  grades  ten, 
eleven  and  twelve,  or  only  about  fifty  less  than  the  number  enrolled  in 
grades  nine  to  twelve  inclusive  last  year.  In  grades  eight  and  nine  there  are 
three  hundred  and  forty-one  registrations,  bringing  the  total  number  of 
under-graduate  pupils  in  the  school  up  to  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight. 
There  are  nine  post-graduates  and  specials  entered. 

Futurity  of  Enrollment 

Probably  sixty-seven  pupils  will  leave  the  school  by  graduation  next 
June.  There  will  be  an  entering  eighth  grade  of  about  two  hundred  and 
twenty-five.  Here  there  is  a  net  gain  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pupils,  allowance  being  made  for  the  usual  number  leaving  school  through 
other  causes  than  graduation. 

Seating  Capacity 

Through  the  finishing  of  nine  rooms  it  has  been  possible  to  provide  a 
seat  for  every  pupil  in  the  building,  beginning  January  3,  1922.  Up  to 
that  date  the  double  platoon  system  had  been  necessary  with  the  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  attending  the  afternoon  session. 

The  enrollment  figures  shown  above  indicate  that  about  four  additional 
rooms  of  forty  seats  each  will  be  needed  with  the  opening  of  school  in 
September,  1922.  At  present  there  is  but  one  room  containing  thirty  seats 
not  in  use  as  a  home  room.  It  is  apparent  then  that  a  return  to  the  'double 
platoon  plan  with  a  late  afternoon  session  seems  inevitable. 

Double  Platoon  Plan 

There  are  disadvantages  only  in  operating  a  school  under  this  plan. 
The  afternoon  session  school  is  the  one  which  suffers  the  most.  Among 
the  disadvantages  for  this  school  are: 

1.  A  shortened  school  day. 

2.  Lack  of  time  for  supervised  study. 

3.  Late  hour  of  dismissal,  especially  throughout  the  winter  months. 

4.  Effects  upon  scholarship. 

5.  Effects  upon  application. 

6.  Physically  tired  when  coming  to  school  after  morning  of  play. 

7.  Lack  of  opportunity  for  extra  class  room  activities  of  school  connec¬ 

tion. 

8.  General  effects  upon  the  pupil. 

About  the  only  disadvantage  for  the  group  attending  the  morning  session 
is  the  shortened  school  day. 

The  effects  of  the  afternoon  session  upon  scholarship  of  the  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  has  been  disastrous  artd  the  percentage  of  failures  has  been  far 
above  the  average.  With  the  return  to  normal  school  hours,  there  has 
been  steady  improvement. 

Scholarship  in  the  High  School 

Failure  to  prepare  recitation  assignments,  with  too  much  dependence 
placed  upon  study  periods  in  school  as  a  cause,  has  m,ore  than  anything  else 
worked  for  unsatisfactory  scholarship  in  the  high  school. 

The  reports  for  the  first  two  months  period  show  that  19  percent  of  the 
pupils  of  grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve  failed  in  one  or  more  subjects. 
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The  reports  of  the  second  period  show  a  slight  betterment  with  17  percent 
of  the  enrollment  in  the  failure  list. 

The  honor  roll  made  up  of  A  and  B  pupils  includes  17  percent  for  the  first 
period  and  18  percent  for  the  second. 

For  the  purpose  of  improving  scholarship,  two  new  forms  of  notice 
have  been  provided  which  are  sent  periodically  to  parents,  soliciting  their 
cooperation.  One  form  gives  notice  of  unsatisfactory  work  while  the  other 
states  the  opinion  or  the  teacher  that  better  work  may  be  done  and  a  higher 
grade  obtained. 

Special  Departments 

The  opening  of  school  following  the  Christmas  recess  found  practically 
all  of  the  new  equipment  for  the  special  departments  on  hand  and  ready 
for  use.  The  immediate  result  of  the  completion  of  fitting  out  the  Manual 
and  Household  Arts  Departments  has  been  a  higher  appreciation  of  these 
departments  among  the  pupils.  This  has  been  shown  by  the  increased 
number  of  applications  to  take  up  some  phase  or  other  of  the  work  oflered 

in  these  specialities.  _  ,  . 

Printing  has  become  very  popular  and  over  fifty  boys  have  been  en¬ 
rolled  for  that  work.  Bookbinding  is  being  taken  up  by  the  same  boys, 
two  periods  per  week  being  allowed  for  the  subject. 

There  is  a  demand  among  the  boys  for  a  course  in  automobile  repairing 
and  I  would  recommend  the  establishment  of  such  a  course  for  next  year. 

Commercial  Department 

More  than  46  percent  of  the  high  school  pupils  are  enrolled  in  some 
branch  of  the  commercial  department,  most  of  them  in  typewriting  and 
shorthand.  The  growth  of  this  department  made  necessary  the  addition 
of  two  new  commercial  teachers,  one  for  the  high  school,  and  one  to  teach 

typewriting  in  grades  eight  and  nine. 

Typewriting  was  offered  to  eighth  and  ninth  grade  pupils  as  an  elective 
and  all  estimates  were  surpassed  when  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
pupils  registered  for  the  course.  This  made  necessary  the  purchase  of 
twenty  additional  typewriters,  making  a  total  of  fifty-three  in  the  school. 
The  Men  Teachers’  room  has  been  fitted  out  as  typewriting  room  lor  the 


Junior  High  School.  ,  .  ,  •  ,  • 

Enrollments  in  the  commercial  course  will  continue  to  increase  and  it  is 
probable  that  two  additional  teachers  will  be  required  next  fall. 

Social  Program 

The  social  events  of  the  year  will  number  only  nine,  with  Senior  Class 
Day  included.  As  far  as  possible  it  has  been  planned  to  have  all  extra 
class  room  events  of  the  school  held  at  times  when  no  possible  detrimental 
effect  on  the  preparation  of  lesson  assignments  can  occur.  Only  popus 
who  are  doing  passing  work  in  their  studies  are  allowed  to  represent  le 
school  on  athletic  teams,  class  plays  or  the  school  paper. 


Athletics 

The  success  of  our  athletic  teams  is  well  known.  With  an  undefeated 
football  team  and  a  basketball  team  of  excellent  prospect,  Norwood  High 
is  up  with  the  foremost  schools  of  the  State.  The  beneficial  effects  on  the 

spirit  of  the  school  is  highly  valuable.  .  ,  o  -l,. 

It  is  the  plan  of  the  coaches  to  get  as  many  boys  and  girls  as  possible 
interested  in  these  lines  of  extra  class  room  endeavor.  Over  forty  boys 
have  already  participated  in  basketball  and  thirty  were  active  in  foot  . 
Field  hockey  and  basketball  for  girls  have  been  inaugurated  and  a  large 
number  of  girls  have  reported  for  instruction. 

Physical  Training 

Classes  have  been  formed  averaging  thirty-seven,  in  grades  eight  to 
twelve  inclusive,  for  gvmnasium  work.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the 
new  State  law  concerning  Physical  Education  in  the  schools.  The  work  is 
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compulsory  for  two  periods  per  week  except  for  pupils  who  are  exempted 
by  the  School  Physician. 

The  classes  are  held  in  the  Civic  Gymnasium  and  a  difficult  problem  of 
administration  is  incurred.  In  a  period  of  forty-five  minutes,  it  is  seldom 
a  pupil  obtains  over  twenty  minutes  of  work,  as  much  time  is  taken  in  going 
to  and  from  the  Civic  and  preparing  for  class.  The  health  and  time  ele¬ 
ments  which  enter  the  arrangement  make  it  to  a  great  degree  unsatisfactory. 
Of  course  the  only  solution  is  a  gymnasium  for  the  school. 

The  same  difficulty  arises  with  the  assemblies  as  to  loss  of  time.  In  a 
period  of  only  fifty-five  minutes  in  which  both  music  and  matters  of 
assembly  interest  must  be  worked  in,  the  time  taken  by  a  student  body  to 
move  from  the  high  school  to  the  Civic  is  a  deplorable  loss.  A  high  school 
assembly  hall  would  completely  adjust  the  matter. 

Dean  of  Girls 

Largely  as  an  experiment,  the  office  of  Dean  of  Girls  was  put  in  force 
this  year  and  Miss  Grace  C.  McGonagle  has  been  appointed  to  fill  the  posi¬ 
tion. 

All  activities  of  the  girls’  division  of  the  school  are  carefully  checked 
through  this  office  and  everything  possible  done  for  the  welfare  of  each  in¬ 
dividual  girl.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  parents  much  successful  work 
may  be  accomplished  and  a  higher  scholarship  and  better  attendance 
record  maintained. 

While  it  is  too  early  as  yet  to  see  appreciable  results  in  general,  the 
work  is  a  most  worthy  one  and  should  be  carried  on.  Schools  in  which 
this  system  has  been  in  force  for  some  time  hold  it  as  one  of  the  strong 
influences  in  the  maintaining  of  excellent  school  spirit  and  conduct. 

Advisory  System 

To  keep  a  careful  check  on  each  individual  pupil,  as  to  all  his  school 
activities,  the  individual  advisory  system  has  been  placed  in  use.  Each 
pupil  has  his  adviser  on  the  faculty  with  whom  he  may  confer  concerning 
his  scholarship  and  future  educational  plans.  The  follow-up  system  in 
these  respects  will  be  carried  out  until  the  pupil  is  finally  graduated  from 
the  school. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  earnest  appreciation  of  the  assistance 
and  cooperation  rendered  me  by  the  faculty  of  the  school.

REPORT  OF  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC 

To  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Howes, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  music  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1921: 

The  same  general  plan  for  development  of  independent  sight  reading 
and  artistic  song  singing  are  being  followed  this  year  as  last— the  stress 
being  laid  on  individual  work  which  is  the  key  to  good  sight  reading.  The 
work  as  a  whole  has  shown  more  uniform  improvement  than  in  former 
years. 

This  year  we  are  introducing  a  course  in  music  appreciation  to  be  started 
in  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades.  Until  recently  public  school  music 
has  been  confined  chiefly  to  sight  reading  and  song  singing.  We  find  that 
the  mere  ability  to  read  music  does  not  develop  a  real  love  and  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  good  music.  Records  are  meeting  this  need.  Through  the  medium 
of  these  records  we  shall  try  to  promote  thoughtful  listening  to  music  while 
the  attention  is  directed  to  essential  characteristics  of  each  composition. 
During  the  year  the  children  will  have  actively  listened  to,  and  have  a 
repertoire  of,  at  least  forty  standard  selections  which  will  enable  them  to 
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distinguish  the  various  types  of  music,  recognize  kinds  of  musical  instru¬ 
ments  and  discriminate  between  the  different  qualities  of  voices.  _ 

Last  year  our  grammar  school  orchestra  consisted  of  five  first  violins, 
four  second  violins,  three  clarinets,  one  violin  cello,  one  cornet,  piano  and 
drums.  This  orchestra  played  for  parent-teachers’  meetings  and  grammar 
school  graduation. 

Each  year  we  wish  to  see  growth  in  the  music  department  of  our  schools. 
I  hope  the  innovation  of  next  year  will  be  in  the  line  of  instrumental  work. 
Classes  might  be  formed  with  eight  or  ten  pupils  to  a  teacher,  making  the 
lesson  fee  so  nominal  that  a  child  in  less  than  ordinary  circumstances  would 
be  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunity.  I  hope  it  will  come  about 
in  the  future  that  instruments  will  be  provided  for  those  children  of  musical 
ability  who  would  otherwise  be  deprived  of  this  opportunity.  Systematic 
effort  should  be  made  to  encourage  children  possessing  special  talent  in 
any  and  all  fields  of  music  and  instrumental  lessons  by  classes  will  be  a  step 

in  that  direction.  . 

The  work  of  the  High  School  chorus  and  orchestra  during  the  year  was 
based  on  athletic  songs,  folk  songs  and  music  for  graduation.  Last  year 
the  orchestra  consisted  of  five  first  violins,  four  second  violins,  baritone 
horn  and  piano  with  the  assistance  of  cornet,  flute  and  drums  from  outside 
the  school.  This  year  the  orchestra  is  composed  of  five  first  violins,  four 
second  violins,  two  cellos,  one  cornet,  one  flute,  piano  and  drums  all 
within  the  student  body.  .  , 

Each  year  the  musical  organizations  of  the  High  School  furnish  music 
for  assemblies,  Senior  class  play,  graduation  exercises  and  other  school 
activities.  The  drums  being  used  in  the  orchestra  are  owned  by  the 
High  School.  The  proceeds  from  the  Glee  Club  concert  given  m  May 
were  used  for  this  purpose.  The  concert  program  was  made  up  of  selec- 
tions  given  by  the  boys*  glee  club,  mixed  glee  club  and  orchestra,  followed 
by  an  operetta,  “The  Feast  of  the  Chinese  Lanterns/;  given  by  the  girls 
glee  club  assisted  by  Miss  Nellie  Horgan,  soprano  soloist.  \  he  Glee  Club 
and  orchestra  are  already  working  on  music  with  the  expectancy  of  giving 
a  concert  in  the  spring.  With  the  proceeds  from  this  concert  we  hope  to 
buy  at  least  two  more  musical  instruments  for  the  High  School  to  be  loaned 
to  the  pupils  showing  an  aptitude  for  those  instruments.  . 

Through  the  helpful  cooperation  of  superintendent,  principals  and. 
teachers,  we  have  been  able  to  see  advancement  in  our  work  in  the  music 
department  during  the  past  year.

PHYSICAL  TRAINING 

To  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Howes, 

Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  physical  training  for  the  year 

ending  December  31,  1921.  , 

During  the  spring  of  1921,  the  Legislature  of  Massachusetts  passed  a 
bill  making  physical  training  compulsory  in  all  public  schools  tin  oughout 
the  Commonwealth.  This  work  in  the  grade  schools  had  already  been 
established  and  made  compulsory  for  a  number  of  years  and  there  was 
no  definite  change  in  the  work  there  the  past  year.  But  in  September, 
it  was  necessary  to  make  compulsory  the  work  m  the  High  Scnoo  . 

The  first  step  to  be  taken  was  the  examination  of  every  girl  and  boy  m 
Senior  and  Junior  High  School.  The  examinations  were  conducted  by  the 
two  school  physicians  and  out  of  641  girls  and  boys  exannned  only  10  were 
found  to  be  physically  unfit  to  take  the  work  and  only  23  were  put  in 

On  account  of  the  two  session  plan  which  was  in  operation  at  the  High 
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School  from  September  to  January  the  Junior  High  students  were  unab  le 
to  start  work  until  January  1922.  The  Senior  High  classes  started  in 
September  and  each  pupil  has  two  periods  a  week,  these  periods  are  forty- 
five  minutes  in  length  and  the  children  have  thirty  minutes’  actual  class 
work.  The  first  aim  in  our  work  is  the  development  of  correct  posture 
in  this,  the  growing  period  of  the  girl’s  and  boy’s  life.  Our  next  aim  is  to 
create  better  all-round  physical  development  and  coordination  of  mind 
and  body.  We  have  found  a  number  of  children  in  both  grades  and  high 
school  who  need  individual  attention  and  they  come  to  us  for  special  cor¬ 
rective  work. 

The  different  sports  taken  up  by  the  pupils  of  the  Senior  High  School 
were  as  follows:  Field  hockey  and  basket-ball  for  girls,  football  and  basket¬ 
ball  for  boys.  A  great  deal  of  enthusiasm  was  shown  in  field  hockey  for 
girls,  a  new  sport  in  Norwood  High  School.  Due  to  a  late  start  and  time 
spent  in  learning  the  fundamentals  of  the  game,  we  were  unable  to  arrange 
a  schedule  with  other  schools;  however,  by  next  year  we  hope  to  have  a 
representative  team  on  the  field.  At  the  time  of  this  report,  basket-ball 
has  just  started  for  girls  with  a  goodly  number  of  candidates  trying  out 
for  positions  on  the  different  class  teams.  The  football  squad  consisted 
of  twenty-six  members,  and  practice  was  held  five  afternoons  a  week  on 
the  Civic  field  from  August  28th  until  the  final  game  on  Thanksgiving 
Day.  During  the  season,  nine  games  were  played  with  other  school 
teams  and  the  final  game  with  the  Norwood  High  Alumni  team,  all  of 
which  were  won  by  Norwood  High.  We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  the  Norwood  Board  of  Trade,  the  public,  the  teachers  and  pupils 
for  their  hearty  cooperation  and  support  during  the  football  season.  The 
basketball  squad  consists  of  about  thirty  candidates;  of  this  number  nine 
are  considered  members  of  the  varsity  team,  the  remainder  are  divided 
into  class  teams.  A  schedule  with  other  school  teams  has  been  arranged 
for  the  season  up  to  March  24,  1922.  An  interclass  schedule  has  also  been 
arranged  in  order  to  interest  all  boys  in  this  sport.

According  to  the  new  state  law  wdiich  is  in  force,  children  who  are  three 
or  more  years  mentally  retarded  must  be  placed  in  a  Special  Class  and 
given  special  training;  therefore,  it  was  necessary  to  make  a  survey  of  our 
schools. 

In  September,  Dr.  C.  B.  Schorer,  of  Foxboro  State  Hospital,  examined 
sixty-four  cases  of  retardation.  Thirty-eight  were  found  to  be  more  than 
three  years  retarded,  twenty-five  less  than  three  years  and  one  was  not 
retarded  at  all. 

Of  the  thirty-eight  children  more  than  three  years  retarded,  fifteen  were 
recommended  for  Schools  for  Feebleminded  and  were  to  be  placed  in  a 
Special  Class  till  such  arrangements  could  be  made.  Twelve  were  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  Special  Class  and  eleven  recommended  to  stress  vocational 
and  manual  work.  Of  these  eleven  children  the  number  of  years  of  retarda¬ 
tion  ranges  from  three  years  six  months  to  seven  years  four  months,  but  on 
account  of  their  ages  (they  being  fourteen  years  to  sixteen  years  of  age) 
were  advised  not  to  attend  Special  Classes. 

Of  the  twenty-five  children  not  three  years  retarded,  three  were  less  than 
one  year  retarded  and  two  of  them  recommended  for  re-examination  in 
six  months.  Nine  were  less  than  two  years  retarded  and  eight  of  them 
recommended  for  re-examination  in  six  months  to  twelve  months  time. 
Thirteen  were  less  than  three  years  retarded  (between  two  years  and  two 
years  and  ten  months)  and  ten  were  recommended  for  re-examination  in 
six  months  to  twelve  months. 

We  now  have  two  Special  Classes  in  operation,  one  in  the  Beacon  School 
with  fifteen  children  and  one  in  the  Balch  School  with  eleven  children. 

We  are  again  glad  to  thank  Dr.  Riemer  for  the  faithful  service  given  to 
our  School  Eye  Clinic.  We  feel  that  the  School  Department  is  very 
fortunate  in  having  the  eye  cases  so  well  taken  care  of  in  its  own  school 
clinic. 

The  Dental  Clinic  has  been  in  operation  from  9  a.  m.  to  11:30  a.  m. 
• .  every  morning  of  the  school  year  and  many  children  have  taken  advantage 
of  this  opportunity  to  have  work  done  at  reduced  prices. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  our  School  Doctors  for  their  advice  and  help  and 
for  the  work  done  by  them  in  poor  families  without  charge. 
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Beginning  January  1921,  the  mid-morning  lunch,  of  a  cup  of  milk  and 
a  cracker,  was  served  in  the  Everett,  Guild  and  Balch  Schools.  .  In  May 
the  Winslow  and  Shattuck  Schools  were  added  to  the  list  and  since  Sep¬ 
tember,  we  are  happy  to  say,  the  mid-morning  lunch  has  been  served  in 
all  our  schools,  and  to  encourage  Good  Health  Habits,  which  in  the  end 
means  a  gain  in  weight,  the  children  are  weighed  regularly  each  month 
and  the  weight  recorded  on  the  classroom  weight  chart  which  hangs  in  the 
classroom.  This  gives  each  pupil  an  opportunity  to  see  how  much  he 
weighs,  how  much  he  gains  each  month,  and  how  much  he  should  weigh. 
In  addition  to  this,  a  report  is  sent  home  every  two  months  so  that  the 
mother  may  know  there  is  something  wrong  if  her  child  is  not  gaining,  as 
a  normal  child  should  gain  from  one-quarter  of  a  pound,  to  one  pound  a 


We  have  found  a  large  number  of  malnutrition  cases  and  because  of  this 
we  feel  that  the  mid-morning  lunch  is  very  necessary. 

In  September,  of  the  2108  children  weighed,  493  were  more  than  10% 
below  weight.  At  the  close  of  1921,  of  the  2108  children  weighed,  191 
were  more  than  10%  below  weight,  which  leads  us  to  believe  that  keeping 
the  Rules  of  Health,  and  this  of  course  includes  drinking  milk,  is  not  with¬ 
out  results.  .  .  .  . 

Too  much  credit  cannot  be  given  to  our  Superintendent,  the  Principal 
and  teachers  for  their  splendid  cooperation  in  every  way.  We  realize 
that  without  the  help  of  the  teachers,  the  weighing  and  measuring  of  the 
children  and  the  serving  of  the  milk  lunches  would  be  impossible. 

We  also  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Womans’  Club  and  the  Italian 
American  Society  for  the  great  financial  assistance  they  have  given  us  by 
supplying  milk  to  underweight  children  who  otherwise  could  not  have 

To  all  who  have  been  interested  in  our  work  and  who  have  helped  us  in 
any  way  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appreciation.

REPORT  OF  DRAWING  SUPERVISOR

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  as  Supervisor  of  Drawing  in  Norwood. 
Since  I  began  my  duties  here  on  Dec.  5,  1921,  my  report  must  of  necessity 
be  brief  and  lacking  in  detail.  I  should  judge  that  my  predecessor  suc¬ 
cessfully  carried  out  her  plans  as  outlined  in  her  report  of  last  year,  to 

which  I  refer  you.  .  ,  .  ,  ,  ,, 

I  find  that  in  Grades  I-VI  the  Drawing  was  closely  correlated  with  the 
regular  school  work  and  consisted  of  construction  work  and  much  freehand 
cutting.  In  Grade  VI,  flowep-pots  brought  from  home  were  decorated 
with  Greek  designs,  since  the  pupils  in  that  grade  were  studying  Greece. 

In  Grade  VII  the  course  consisted  of  watercolor  and  construction  work. 
Glass  jars  and  bottles  brought  by  the  pupils  were  painted  and  decorated 
for  Christmas  gifts. 

In  Grade  VIII  the  boys  and  girls  worked  separately,  the  girls  on  costume 
design  and  the  boys  on  mechanical  drawing.  For  the  rest  of  the  year  we 
plan  to  have  the  boys  and  girls  work  together,  trying  to  give  them  con¬ 
struction  problems,  etc.,  which  will  be  of  equal  interest  and  value  to  both 

S6XGS. 

Drawing  in  Grade  IX  is  elective  and  an  enthusiastic  and  talented  class 
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is  doing  excellent  work.  Last  fall  they  decorated  various  articles  with 
sealing-wax.  At  present  they  are  making  pastel  landscapes. 

In  the  Senior  High  School  the  Drawing  has  been  carried  on  at  a  disad¬ 
vantage  since  September,  owing  to  the  temporary  lack  of  a  Dra^ng  room, 
the  work  being  done  on  the  lunchroom  tables.  We  will  appreciate  our 
new  and  well-equipped  room,  which  we  hope  to  occupy  soon.  Many 
attractive  and  useful  articles  have  been  made  and  decorated  by_  interested 
workers,  many  of  whom  spend  much  more  time  than  is  required  on  this 
work  Old-fashioned  ladies  to  stand  in  front  of  telephones  stencilled  oil¬ 
cloth' luncheon  sets,  linen  sofa-pillows  table  runners,  etc  ,  de^rated  shoe¬

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PHYSICIAN 

Mr.  Herbert  H.  Howes,  JanUary  26'  1922' 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Norwood,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir: 

During  the  year  just  past  I  have  made  physical  examination  of  the 
pupils  in  the  Schools  assigned  me,  and  have  referred  to  the  parents  such 
cases  as  needed  surgical  or  other  expert  attention. 

There  is  one  preventive  measure  which  progressive  cities  and  towns  are 
adopting  that  could  be  applied  at  little  expense  by  the  Norwood  School 
Department.  I  refer  to  the  Schicht  test  for  diphtheria  immunity.  It  has 
been  recognized  as  a  fact  that  all  persons  are  not  susceptible  to  diphtheria, 
and  the  Schicht  test  which  is  practically  painless,  gives  accurate  informa- 
tmn  as  to  the  ones  who  need  protection  against  this  dangerous  disease. 

1  believe  that  at  least  this  test  should  be  used,  with  the  parents  consent, 
tor  all  pupils  in  a  room  where  a  case  of  diphtheria  is  discovered,  and  that 
immunizing  treatment  should  be  given  to  all  who  are  found  to  be  sus¬ 
ceptible.

“The  Special  Committee  on  the  Celebration  of  the  50th  Anniversary  of 
the  incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Norwood  respectfully  submit  the  follow¬ 
ing  report: 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  Warrant  of  March  15,  1921,  contains  the 
following  articles: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  celebrate  the  50th  Anniversary 
of  its  incorporation  and  to  appoint  a  Committee  for  the  purpose,  or  take 
any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

It  was  voted  on  recommendation  of  the  Selectmen: 

That  the  Town  celebrate  in  the  year  1922  in  an  appropriate  manner  the 
50th  Anniversary  of  its  incorporation  and  that  a  committee  of  nine  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  to  consider  the  form,  extent  and  time  of  said 
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celebration  and  report  to  the  Town  with  its  recommendations  later  in  the 
year. 

The  following  committee  was  appointed: 

Hon.  F.  O.  Winslow  John  F.  Callahan  Willard  Dean 

Hon.  F.  A.  Fales  Abbie  V.  Murphy  Susie  T.  Wheelock 

James  M.  Folan  Harriet  E.  Williamson  William  F.  Baker 

The  historic  dates  relating  to  the  subject  under  consideration  are: 

February  23,  1872,  at  which  time  the  Act  of  Incorporation  was  approved. 

March  6,  1872,  the  date  of  the  formal  acceptance  of  the  Act  by  the 
Citizens  of  the  New  Town  assembled. 

March  11,  1872,  the  date  of  the  first  Town  Meeting  and  election  of  Town 
Officers  by  ballot. 

Having  given  the  subjects  careful  consideration, 

The  Committee  recommend  that  Sunday,  February  26,  1922,  be  re¬ 
membered  in  gratitude  to  God  for  His  manifest  Providence  and  signal 
blessings  to  this  Community  during  past  years. 

It  recommends  that  greetings  be  sent  to  the  resident  clergy  of  the  town 
calling  attention  to  that  date  and  its  rich  significance  for  public  sermon 
and  address. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Anniversary  of  the  Incorporation 
of  the  town  be  publicly  observed  on  some  evening  in  March  by  appropriate 
exercises. 

In  view  of  the  extraordinary  growth  of  the  schools  of  Norwood  from  the 
beginning  when  two  schoolhouses  and  nine  teachers  with  membership  of 
373  pupils  and  an  appropriation  of  $6500  represented  the  conditions  the 
first  year,  the  Committee  recommends  that  some  appropriate  celebration 
of  the  semi-centennial  along  educational  lines  be  held  to  insure  a  greater 
interest  in  school  buildings,  the  training  of  the  pupils,  and  a  possible  re¬ 
union  of  those  who  have  been  teachers  or  graduates  from  the  former 
years. 

In  view  of  the  inclement  weather  in  winter  and  the  limited  indoor 
accommodation  for  public  gatherings,  the  Committee  recommends  that 
a  Grand  Public  Commemorative  celebration  be  held  out-of-doors  in  early 
summer  with  appropriate  exhibits,  sports  and  other  exercises  which  may 
be  open  and  enjoyable  to  all  our  township,  expressing  the  spirit  of  loyalty, 
fellowship  community  life  and  good  will,  and  further  recommends  that  the 
Selectmen  take  appropriate  action  to  carry  out  these  recommendations.

recorded,  shall  be  taken  on  the  preamble,  and  unless  the  preamble  is 
adopted  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  House  voting  thereon,  the 
law  shall  not  be  an  emergency  law.  Upon  the  request  of  two  members  of 
the  Senate  or  of  five  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  vote  on 
the  preamble  in  such  branch  shall  be  taken  by  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays. 
But,  The  acceptance  of  laws  submitted  upon  referendum  after  passage; 
namely,  Acceptance  of  Chap.  368,  Acts  of  1921,  entitled,  “An  Act  provid¬ 
ing  for  suits  by  and  against  certain  voluntary  associations.”

SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 
December  19,  1922 

On  a  Wan  ant  duly  issued  by  the  Selectmen  and  dated  December  11, 
1922,  and  signed  by  Frank  G.  Allen,  Thomas  E.  Mulvehill  and  H.  Eugene 
Rice,  Selectmen  of  Norwood,  the  proper  service  of  which  was  duly  attested 
by  Charles  Donnell,  Constable  of  Norwood. 

All  of  the  lequirements  of  the  Statutes  and  By-Laws  having  been  com¬ 
plied  with,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  James  A. 
Halloran,  the  articles  contained  in  this  warrant  and  the  action  taken  there¬ 
under  being  as  follows: 

Article  1.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  an  alteration  of  Wash¬ 
ington  street,  an  existing  highway,  by  widening  the  same  4.75  feet  on  the 
southeasterly  side  thereof  from  the  intersection  of  the  southwesterly  line 
of  a  proposed  extension  of  Cottage  street  to  the  division  line  between 
properties  of  Elihu  G.  Loomis,  Trustee,  and  the  Baptist  Church  Society 
as  made,  laid  out  and  reported  by  the  Selectmen  and  shown  in  detail  on  a 
plan  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant  and  to  borrow 
and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  to  meet  the  expense  thereof,  or  take  any 
other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  an  alteration  of  Washington  street,  ...  as  laid  out 
and  reported  by  the  Selectmen  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  accepted  and 
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the  Selectmen  be  and  are  authorized  and  directed  to  take  in  behalf  of  the 
town  the  right  of  eminent  domain  in  fee  lands  required  for  said  purpose 
and  further  voted  to  authorize  and  direct  the  borrowing  of  $5859 
to  meet  the  expense  thereof. 

Aiticle  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vole  to  accept  Sections  one,  two  and 
three  of  Chapter  139  of  the  General  Laws,  relalive  to  burnt  or  dangerous 
buildings  and  the  disposition  thereof,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the 
matter. 

Voted:  To  accept. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  by-law  for  licensing 
the  sale  of  certain  beverages  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapterv 
392  of  the  Acts  of  1922,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  the  following  by-law  be  and  tbe  same  is  hereby  adopted,  viz. : 

BY-LAW  RELATIVE  TO  LICENSING  RETAIL  VENDORS  OF 

SOFT  DRINKS 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  keep  open  his  place  of  business  for  the 
retail  sale  of  beverages  derived  wholly  or  in  part  from  cereals  or  substi¬ 
tutes  therefor  and  containing  less  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  alcohol, 
unfermented  grape  juice,  ginger  ale,  root  beer,  sarsaparilla,  pop,  artificial 
mineral  waters,  carbonated  water  for  beverages,  and  other  so-called  soft 
drinks  without  being  licensed  for  such  purposes  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  The  Selectmen  are  hereby  authorized  to  grant  such  licenses 
upon  written  application  therefor  and  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
provided  by  law.  Licenses  so  issued  shall  expire  on  April  30  of  each  year. 
The  fee  for  each  license  shall  be  one  dollar. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  not  apply  to  innholders* 
common  victuallers,  druggists,  nor  to  the  dealers  whose  principal  business 
is  the  sale  of  groceries  and  meats  or  either  cf  said  products,  nor  to  the  sale 
of  any  or  all  of  such  beverages  when  sold  not  to  be  drunk  on  the  premises, 
nor  to  persons  who  keep  their  places  of  business  on  Sunday  for  the  sale  of 
soda  water,  if  they  are  licensed  under  Section  seven  of  Chapter  136  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  4.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  as  provided  by  law. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  by-law  requiring  and 
regulating  the  number  of  buildings  on  or  near  the  line  of  public  or  piivate 
ways  and  prescribing  by  whom  and  the  method  in  which  it  shall  be  done 
or  take  any  other  action  in  the  matter. 

Voted:  That  the  following  by-law  be  and  is  hereby  adopted,  viz. : 

BY-LAW  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  NUMBERING  OF  BUILDINGS 

Section  1.  All  persons  shall  affix  to  buildings  owned  by  them  and  lo¬ 
cated  on  or  near  the  line  of  public  or  private  ways,  the  street  numbers 
designated  for  such  buildings  by  the  General  Manager,  and  no  person  shall 
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affix  to  or  allow  to  remain  on  any  such  building  a  street  number  other  than 
the  one  designated  by  the  General  Manager. 

All  numbers  shall  be  affixed  so  that  they  will  be  plainly  visible  from  the 
street. 

Section  2.  Such  numbers  shall,  in  the  business  districts  of  the  town, 
each  include  a  frontage  of  12^  feet  more  or  less,  and  in  the  residential 
sections,  a  frontage  of  25  feet  more  or  less,  at  the  discretion  of  the  General 
Manager. 

Measurements  for  assignments  of  numbers  shall  be  made  continuously 
beginning  at  the  principal  street  from  which  the  street  to  be  numbered 
runs.  The  odd  numbers  shall  be  on  the  right-hand  side  going  from  the 
principal  street. 

Section  3.  The  Selectmen  may  order  any  street  already  numbered  or 
partially  numbered  to  be  renumbered  whenever  they  deem  it  necessary. 

Section  4  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  $20.00  for  each  offense. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  and  diiect  the  Selectmen 
to  convey  by  a  proper  deed  to  Hugo  B.  C.  Reimer  a  certain  parcel  of  land 
lying  southerly  of  land  now  owned  by  said  Reimer,  easterly  of  land  of  one 
Williamson,  bounded  on  all  other  sides  by  land  of  the  Town  of  Norwood 
containing  approximately  860  square  feet  and  being  a  part  of  land  taken 
by  the  Town  of  Norwood  for  park  purposes,  or  take  any  other  action  in  the 
matter. 

(On  petition  of  Clara  Fiedler  and  others.) 

Voted:  Referred  to  the  next  regular  town  meeting. 

Article  6.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropri¬ 
ate  from  available  funds  for  the  current  fiscal  year  for  the  following  pur¬ 
poses  or  any  of  them,  the  same  to  be  in  addition  to  sums  heretofore  ap¬ 
propriated  for  said  purposes: 

A.  Sewer  Maintenance. 

B.  Maintenance  of  Main  Drains. 

C.  Soldiers’  Benefits. 

D.  Celebration  of  the  50th  Anniversary  of  Incorporation  of  Norwood.

A.  Sewer  Maintenance . $950.00 

B.  Maintenance  of  Main  Drains .  685 . 00 

C.  Soldiers’  Benefits .  305.00

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  borrow  and  appropriate  the

action  in  the  matter.

Throughout  the  year  each  month  t  e 
accounts  of  Frederick  S.  Barton  as  to  sales  and  collections  have  been  ex¬ 
amined  and  I  find  that  he  has  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  all  col¬ 
lections  shown  in  the  sales  account  of  this  department. 

Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  The  collections  of  Harry  M.  King  as 
Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  have  been  examined  and  he  has  deposited 
with  the  Treasurer  all  fees  which  appear  to  have  been  collected  by  his  de¬

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town 
of  Norwood  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1921,  made  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  35,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws. 
This  report  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Edward  H. 
Fenton,  Chief  Examiner  of  this  Division,  who  was  placed  in  charge  of  the 
work.

Sir: — 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Towm  of  Norwood  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1921, 
and  submit  the  following  report: 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  were  checked  and  compared  with  the  books  in  the 
Accountant's  office. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  officials  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  their  duties  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  receipts  as  showm  by  the  Accountant's  books  were  checked  with 
the  receipts  of  the  Treasurer  and  with  reported  payments  to  the  Treasurer 
by  the  several  departments,  and  the  expenditures  were  checked  with  the 
Selectmen’s  Warrants  authorizing  payments  and  with  the  approved  bills 
and  pay  rolls  on  file.  The  ledger  accounts  were  checked  and  footed,  a 
trial  balance  was  taken  off,  and  a  balance  sheet  was  prepared  which  is 
appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Collector  were  examined 
and  checked. 

The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  Accountant’s  books  and 
with  the  records  of  the  departmental  payments  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the 
payments  were  compared  with  the  Accountant’s  books. 

The  cash  on  hand  was  verified  by  an  actual  count  and  the  bank  balance 
was  reconciled  with  the  bank  statement. 

The  accounts  of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the  Treasurer 
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were  examined  and  checked  and  the  income  was  verified  and  found  to  be 
as  recorded  on  the  Treasurer’s  and  the  Accountant’s  books,  with  the 
exception  of  a  perpetual  care  fund  of  $100  which  was  reported  as  interest 
but  which  has  now  been  adjusted.  The  securities  and  saving  deposits 
were  examined  and  found  to  be  as  recorded. 

The  commitments  of  taxes,  assessments,  water  rates,  and  depart¬ 
mental  charges  were  proved  and  checked  to  the  warrants  and  the  receipts 
were  checked  with  the  payments  to  the  Treasurer  and  with  the  Account¬ 
ant’s  books. 

The  abatements  were  checked  with  the  records  of  abatements  granted 
and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  the  controlling 
accounts  in  the  Accountant’s  books. 

A  further  verification  of  the  outstanding  accounts  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  large  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books 
as  owing  money  to  the  Town,  and  from  the  replies  received,  I  am  satis¬ 
fied  that  the  accounts  are  correct. 

The  apportioned  sewer  assessments  due  in  future  years  were  listed  and 
revenue  accounts  were  opened  in  the  Accountant’s  books  for  the  amounts 
due  in  each  year. 

There  are  small  balances  open  on  street  watering,  moth,  apportioned 
sewer  and  betterment  assessments,  some  of  which  date  back  to  1910;  also, 
the  balance  of  the  unapportioned  betterment  assessments  represents  ac¬ 
counts  committed  in  1917  and  prior  years.  These  accounts,  which  are 
long  overdue,  should  be  collected  at  once. 

Considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  proving  the  outstanding 
water  and  cemetery  accounts,  as  it  was  necessary  to  check  the  receipts 
for  several  years;  and  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  verified  condition 
of  the  accounts,  a  special  effort  should  be  made  to  collect  the  overdue  bills, 
some  of  which  date  back  for  years. 

If  the  condition  of  the  work  in  the  Collector’s  office  is  to  show  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  future,  a  stricter  policy  of  collecting  should  be  established 
and  the  Collector  required  to  give  more  time  and  attention  to  the  duties 
of  the  office. 

A  special  canvass  of  the  Electric  Light  Department  meters  was  made 
and  the  records  of  same  were  checked  to  the  service  as  recorded  on  the 
register  and  the  meter  readings  were  tested  to  the  charges.  The  out¬ 
standing  accounts  were  listed  and  proved  to  accounts  in  the  Accountant  s 
ledger. 

A  few  of  the  bills  are  long  overdue  and  as  the  bills  are  payable  monthly 
prompt  action  should  be  taken  on  the  delinquent  accounts,  as  delay  only 
causes  more  difficulty  in  collection. 

The  records  of  receipts  from  licenses  and  permits,  town  clerk’s  fees,  and 
of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  School  and  library  departments 
were  examined  and  the  reported  payments  to  the  Treasurer  were  checked 
with  the  Treasurer’s  books. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
Treasurer’s  accounts  and  summaries  of  taxes,  assessments,  and  depart- 
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mental  accounts,  together  with  tables  showing  the  transactions  of  the 
trust  funds. 

For  the  hearty  cooperation  and  courtesies  extended  by  every  depart¬ 
ment  official  while  engaged  on  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  to  express  my  appreciation.

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GENERAL  MANAGER’S  REPORT 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  January  1,  1923. 

Honorable  Frank  G.  Allen,  Chairman, 

Norwood,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  our  charter,  I  submit  herewith  for 
your  information  and  for  the  information  of  the  citizens  the  General 
Manager’s  report  for  the  year  1922. 

Owing  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  Town,  it  was  the  consensus  of 
the  Selectmen  and  the  Finance  Commission  that  we  should  curtail  expendi¬ 
tures  as  far  as  possible  consistent  with  the  policy  of  providing  for  the 
immediate  needs  and  comfort  of  the  community.  With  this  in  mind  no 
new  work  of  any  great  importance  was  provided  for  in  the  budget  for  the 
year  (except  for  the  comp’etion  of  Neponset  Street  which  seemed  advisable 
to  do  while  we  were  able  to  secure  assistance  from  the  county  and  state). 

A  brief  resume  of  the  work  of  the  departments  under  my  supervision 
follows: 

PUBLIC  WORKS  DEPARTMENT 
Mr.  Joseph  E.  Conley,  Superintendent 
Vice,  Mr.  Edwin  T.  McDowell,  Resigned 

Mr.  McDowell  tendered  his  resignation  in  August  and  left  the  depart¬ 
ment  in  September  after  serving  for  a  little  over  two  years.  Former 
Superintendent,  Mr.  Joseph  E.  Conley,  who  resigned  in  1920  because  of 
dl  health,  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  I  feel  that  we  are  fortunate 
in  securing  Mr.  Conley  again  for  this  important  position  for  he  ha§  grown 
up  with  the  Department  and  his  knowledge  of  the  work  makes  him  a  valu¬ 
able  official  for  the  Town.  Our  best  wishes  go  to  Mr.  McDowell  in  his  new 
vocation. 

Highway  Division 

The  only  new  construction,  other  than  Neponset  Street,  was  the  sur¬ 
facing  of  Dean  Street  from  Washington  Street  to  Pleasant  Street,  which 
was  much  needed.  A  short  section  of  Chapel  Street  which  had  become 
very  rough  was  also  resurfaced. 

About  30  per  cent  less  oiling  was  necessary  than  in  the  preceding  year, 
resulting  in  a  saving  of  approximately  $2,500.00. 

7,000  tons  of  crushed  stone  was  produced  at  the  Town  Crusher  at  a 
slightly  lower  cost  than  in  1921.  Extensive  repairs  were  made  and  the 
machinery  was  put  in  good  condition  so  that  only  small  repairs  should 
be  necessary  before  operations  begin  next  season. 

With  the  completion  of  the  section  of  Neponset  Street  this  year,  we 
now  have  a  fine  street  from  Washington  Street  to  the  Canton  line  built 
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at  a  saving  of  $30,000,00  to  the  Town.  This  was  made  possible  through 
the  efforts  of  Chairman  Frank  G.  Allen  of  the  Selectmen  who  was  instru¬ 
mental  in  securing  appropriations  from  both  the  County  and  the  State  for 

this  work.  . 

The  acquisition  of  a  new  road  machine  greatly  facilitated  the  w'ork  on 

gravel  roads  so  that  it  was  possible  to  get  all  of  these  roads  shaped  up  during 
the  period  when  they  are  most  easily  worked. 

About  1,500  square  yards  of  granolithic  sidewalk  was  laid  on  the  basis 
of  the  abutters  paying  one-half  the  cost.  More  requests  were  received 
for  this  work  than  could  be  granted  owing  to  the  limited  amount  of  the 
appropriation.  I  trust  that  more  money  will  be  available  for  similar 

work  next  year. 

WATER  DIVISION 

A  substantial  reduction  was  made  in  the  operating  expense  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  through  the  addition  of  the  new  wells  at  Ellis  last  year  and  the  repair 
of  leaks  through  a  systematic  investigation  of  the  mains.  Fifty  of  the 
wells  at  Ellis  were  renewed,  the  old  strainers  having  become,  in  most  cases, 
completely  clogged  from  corrosion.  All  wells  are  now  provided  with  new 

Cook  strainers.  _  . 

The  Westwood  Station  was  operated  for  only  eighteen  days  during  the 
year  while  making  repairs  at  the  Ellis  Station  necessitated  by  the  bursting 
of  a  fly  wheel. 

Mains  were  extended  for  a  short  distance  to  supply  new  dwellings  in 
the  following  streets:  Gardner  Road,  Harding  Road,  Berwick  Road,  Win¬ 
slow  Avenue,  Neponset  Street. 

Seventy  new  services  were  added  and  six  renewals  made. 

This  department  is  self-supporting,  and  we  hope  that  a  still  better  show¬ 
ing  will  be  made  in  the  coming  year. 

SEWER  DIVISION 

Sewer  mains  were  built  in  the  following  streets:  Roosevelt  Avenue, 
Hill  Street,  Saunders  Road,  Winslow  Avenue,  Lenox  Street,  Cedar  Street, 
Sturtevant  Avenue,  Beacon  Avenue,  Vernon  Street,  and  Lewis  Avenue. 
This  work  will  remove  a  menace  to  the  health  of  residents  along  these 
streets  as  well  as  the  cause  for  many  complaints.  Seventy  new  house 
connections  were  made  which  indicates  to  a  certain  extent  the  annual 
increase  in  the  amount  of  sewage  we  shall  be  obliged  to  dispose  of  and  the 
need  of  additional  filter  beds.* 

The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  has  called  our  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  present  beds  are  overtaxed  and  inadequate,  and  recommend 
increasing  the  filtering  area  about  60  per  cent.  This  will  involve  the 
expenditure  of  about  $70,000.00. 

Much  more  work  on  the  beds  was  necessary  this  year  to  keep  them 
functioning  properly,  which  additional  beds  would  obviate.  However, 
we  may  expect  the  cost  of  sewage  disposal  to  increase  with  our  population. 

Estimates  of  the  cost  to  construct  new  beds  have  been  prepared  and 
an  appropriation  will  be  requested  for  this  purpose. 
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ENGINEERING  DEPARTMENT 
Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Engineer 

The  demands  on  this  department  continue  to  increase  each  year.  Much 
work  was  done  on  Neponset  Street  in  connection  with  the  new  layout  and 
widening  for  which  the  County  will  reimburse  the  Town.  Estimates  were 
prepared  and  lines  and  grades  given  for  all  street,  sewer  and  sidewalk  work, 
preparing  plans  for  land  takings  and  assessments,  as  well  as  many  small 
requests  for  engineering  advice.  Surveys  and  plans  were  made  for  addi¬ 
tional  filter  beds,  sewerage  of  Morse  Hill  section,  for  the  Assessors,  for  the 
Board  of  Survey  and  Planning  Commission.

PARKS  AND  RECREATION 

Mr.  Joseph  E.  Conley,  Superintendent 

The  summer  band  concerts  were  conducted  again  this  year  affording 
entertainment  to  large  numbers  of  citizens  and  visitors  from  adjoining 
towns.  This  is  about  the  only  luxury  we  indulge  in,  and  I  believe  the 
custom  should  be  continued. 

I  regret  to  report  the  failure  of  our  plans  to  provide  a  suitable  skating 
rink  on  Broadway  opposite  the  Piano  Supply  factory,  but  unless  the  field 
is  deepened  by  excavating  it  will  be  impossible  to  flood  it  without  forcing 
water  into  the  cellars  of  adjoining  houses.  To  lower  the  field  enough  to 
provide  for  skating  would  cost  about  $1,500.00.  Inasmuch  as  the  property 
does  not  be’ong  to  the  Town,  the  expenditure  is  not  warranted  even  if 
permission  could  be  secured. 

There  is  a  demand  for  a  safe  place  for  coasting  in  Norwood,  and  I  have 
under  consideration  one  or  two  propositions  looking  toward  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  toboggan  and  ski  slides  which  will  not  involve  any  great  expendi¬ 
ture  and  which  I  shall  present  later  for  your  consideration. 
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LIGHT  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  this  has  been  the  most  successful  year  in 
the  existence  of  the  department.  Increase  in  the  amount  of  business  done 
and  reduction  in  the  coal  clause  have  helped  to  increase  the  profits. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-six  new  customers  were  added  to  the  accounts 
and  more  than  75,000  feet  of  new  wires  were  run.  Thirty-seven  new  poles 
were  put  up  and  one  hundred  and  sixteen  were  replaced. 

The  old  60  C.P.  street  lamps  on  East  Cross  and  Neponset  Streets  to  the 
Canton  line  have  been  replaced  with  new  Highway  Lighting  Units  which 
have  improved  the  lighting  on  these  streets.  New  fixtures  were  also  in¬ 
stalled  on  Washington  Street,  between  Railroad  Avenue  and  Prospect  Street, 
a  decided  improvement.  We  hope  to  continue  the  practice  of  improving 
our  street  lighting  as  we  believe  this  to  be  the  best  sort  of  protection  to  prop¬ 
erty  as  well  as  safeguarding  traffic. 

FIRE  ALARM 

Mr.  Fred  S.  Barton,  Superintendent 

About  three  and  one-half  miles  of  new  wire  was  put  up  to  replace  worn 
out  lines,  and  some  of  the  old  boxes  have  been  repaired,  but  to  little  advan¬ 
tage.  New  boxes  will  have  to  be  installed  to  insure  an  alarm  registering 
properly.  Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  batteries  and  they 
are  in  first  class  order  at  the  present  time.  We  have  had  experts  from  the 
Gamewell  Company  make  periodical  inspections  to  keep  the  system  in 
proper  working  order  as  far  as  possible.  I  shall  request  an  appropiiation 
to  replace  some  of  the  old  boxes  with  modern  ones. 

CEMETERY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  George  A.  Smith,  Superintendent 

The  development  of  new  lots  has  continued  until  we  are  now  at  least 
four  years  ahead  of  the  normal  demand.  Owing  to  the  character  of  the 
land  the  work  has  been  slow  and  expensive. 

It  was  our  intention  last  spring  to  plow  and  seed  down  the  section  between 
Winter  Street  and  the  chapel  to  improve  its  general  appearance,  but  the 
demand  for  the  use  of  this  land  for  garden  purposes  was  so  great  that  the 
plan  was  abandoned,  at  least  for  the  present. 

Trees  and  shrubbery  were  set  out  along  the  northerly  property  line  at 
the  northeast  entrance  and  at  various  points  within  the  cemetery,  and 
walks  and  drives  were  surfaced  with  fine  stone,  adding  greatly  to  the  general 
appearance  of  the  cemetery. 

The  work  of  maintenance  was  much  facilitated  by  the  purchase  of  a 
power  mower,  the  machine  doing  the  work  of  four  men. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-eight  interments  and  three  removals  were  made 
during  the  year,  and  sixteen  lots  and  sixty-nine  single  graves  were  sold.

In  addition  to  the  regular  police  work,  the  department  was  called  on  to 
furnish  officers  for  duty  in  connection  with  the  strike  of  the  railroad  shop 
men.  This  we  were  able  to  do  only  by  calling  on  special  officers.  The 
Town  was  reimbursed  to  the  extent  of  $4277.50  by  tbe  Railroad  Company 
for  this  service. 

The  work  of  tbe  Police  Department  has  been  most  creditable.  Liquor 
nuisances  have  been  suppressed  as  far  as  poss  ble  under  our  present  laws. 
This  does  not  mean  that  there  are  no  places  in  town  at  the  present  time 
where  liquors  are  dispensed  to  preferred  customers,  for  it  is  impossible 
to  secure  the  evidence  necessary  for  convict.on  in  many  cases. 

There  is  need  of  an  additional  officer  for  traffic  duty  during  the  summer 
months  to  assist  in  holding  motorists  down  to  a  reasonable  and  proper 
speed  and  to  safeguard  pedestrians  crossing  Washington  Street  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  section. 

The  fines  imposed  on  violators  of  the  automobile  regulations  in  1922 
were  double  the  amount  of  fines  in  the  preceding  year.  There  was  but 
one  death  caused  by  automobiles  against  five  in  1921. 

Spot  lights  are  needed  at  Railroad  Avenue  and  Day  Street  crossings  to 
illuminate  as  well  as  to  protect  the  officers  on  duty  at  these  points. 

FORESTRY  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Walter  H.  Metcalf,  Superintendent 

Spraying  and  painting  of  nests  for  the  suppression  of  the  gypsy  and 
browp-tail  moth  was  done  as  usual.  The  general  condition  seems  to  be 
better  than  for  some  time,  and  it  remains  for  us  to  maintain  or  improve 
the  condition  by  pursuing  this  work  diligently  next  season. 

The  policy  of  setting  out  a  hundred  young  trees  each  year  was  continued, 
and  2000  pine  seedlings  were  planted  at  the  Ellis  Pumping  Station.  We 
propose  to  continue  this  policy  until  all  available  Town  land  is  planted. 
The  cost  of  seedlings  and  setting  out  is  about  $30.00  per  1000. 

Much  pruning  and  cutting  out  of  dead  wood  was  done,  but  there  is  still 
much  left  to  be  done  in  the  future.

Licenses  were  granted  after  due  consideration  to  various  persons  for  the 
conduct  of  certain  lines  of  business  as  follows'  Second  Hand  Motor  Vehicles, 
common  victuallers,  poolroom,  bowling  alley,  hawkers  and  pedlers,  Sunday 
sales,  Third  class  liquor  selling,  junk  collectors,  purchase  and  sale  of  second 
hand  furniture,  public  amusement,  local  pedling  of  fruit  and  vegetables, 
o’l  tank,  garage,  Sunday  concerts  and  employment  agency. 

Warrants  for  the  annual  and  special  Town  Meetings  and  for  State  Pri¬ 
mary  and  State  Election  were  prepared.  Sign,  awning  and  street  opening 
permits  were  granted. 

Tree  removals  were  approved  after  appropriate  action  was  taken  as  re¬ 
quired  by  law. 

New  hydrants  were  installed. 

Alteration  of  pole  location  by  Eastern  Mass.  Street  Railway  Co.  on 
Washington  Street  near  the  first  high  bridge  was  authorized. 

Easements  or  rights  of  way  for  sewer  line  purposes  were  taken  as  follows : 

(а)  June  6,  1922.  Hill  Street  to  Roosevelt  Avenue  through  land  of 
Clara  T.  Atwoood. 

(б)  June  20,  1922.  Cedar  Street  from  Washington  Street  through 
the  Railroad  location. 

(c)  August  22,  1922.  From  Beacon  Avenue  to  Day  Street  through 
lands  of  Black  and  of  Orient  Lodge  A.  F.  &  A.  M. 

Various  hearings  were  held  as  required  by  law. 

Approval  of  various  note  issues  and  sales  of  same  was  given. 

Cases  involving  soldiers’  relief  and  military  aid  were  investigated  and 
acted  upon. 
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Certain  claims  for  damages  received  the  attention  which  appeared 
necessary,  of  which  the  claim  of  Ann  M.  Sopp  was  the  only  one  of  importance. 
As  appears  in  the  report  of  the  Town  Counsel  this  claim  was  settled  after 
careful  consideration  of  the  situation  and  following  conferences  between 
her  counsel  and  the  Town  Counsel  and  the  General  Manager  for  the  sum 
of  $800  as  recommended  by  the  General  Manager. 

An  audit  of  the  town  accounts  was  authorized. 

The  bond  of  the  Treasurer  was  approved. 

Extension  of  the  water  mains  in  several  streets  was  ordered. 

The  erection  of  advertising  signs  at  Cross  and  Lenox  Streets  and  at 
Nahatan  Street  corner  of  North  Avenue  was  opposed. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  formulation  of  a  bill-board  by-law. 

The  proposed  Zoning  by-law  as  presented  and  advocated  by  the  Town 
Planning  Board  was  considered  and  action  taken  to  advance  the  matter 
that  citizens  may  deal  with  this  important  subject  during  the  year  1923. 

New  awning  regulations  were  adopted  on  June  20, 1922  and  put  into  effect. 

Upon  the  application  of  Bird  &  Son,  Inc.  consent  was  given  to  that 
corporation  to  construct  and  maintain — but  subject  to  safeguarding  regu¬ 
lations — a  railroad  for  private  use  in  the  transportation  of  freight  across 
Morse  Street.  In  connection  with  such  consent  an  agreement  of  indemnity 
was  required  and  furnished. 

Electrical  Machinery  insurance  was  placed  on  the  electrical  equipment 
at  the  distributing  plant  of  the  Municipal  Light  Dept,  on  Market  Street. 

Conferences  were  held  with  the  Selectmen  of  Walpole  at  one  of  which 
the  operation  of  jitney  motor  busses  between  Norwood  and  Walpole  was 
considered  in  its  various  phases  and  at  others  the  street  railway  situation 
was  discussed  with  particular  reference  to  the  resumption  of  service  on 
some  basis  by  the  use  of  the  tracks  and  other  equipment  formerly  the 
property  of  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Co.  As  to  this  last 
mentioned  matter  the  Selectmen  took  the  position  that  when  the  senti¬ 
ment  of  the  citizens  of  Walpole  had  been  ascertained  a  proper  committee 
would  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  of  Norwood  to  co-operate  in  working 
out  a  plan  of  action  for  the  consideration  of  both  communities. 

On  October  17,  1922  notice  was  received  from  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Works,  Division  of  Highways,  that  it  had  determined  that  Washing¬ 
ton  Street  from  the  Westwood  line  to  Walpole  Street  in  Norwood  and 
Walpole  Street  to  the  Walpole  line  be  a  part  of  the  through  route  from 
Boston  to  Providence  and  subject  to  regulations  as  provided  in  Chapter 
526,  Acts  of  1922. 

The  boundary  line  between  Norwood  and  Walpole  was  perambulated 
as  required  by  law. 

The  situation  of  Water  Street  with  respect  to  the  railroad  bridge  at 
that  point  received  attention  upon  the  request  of  Bird  &  Son,  Inc.  and  the 
General  Manager  was  directed  to  make  a  survey  and  to  report  with  rec¬ 
ommendations  as  to  improving  the  conditions  alleged  to  exist. 

A  street  numbering  by-law  wras  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Town 
and  adopted  and  is  now  in  effect. 
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A  by-law  relative  to  the  licensing  of  vendors  of  soft  drinks  was  pre¬ 
pared  and  adopted  by  the  Rown  and  is  now  in  effect. 

The  alteration  by  widening  of  Washington  Street  on  the  easterly  side  in 
the  business  district,  involving  properties  of  James  M.  Folan,  Myer  Dana 
and  Elihu  G.  Loomis  Trustee  received  careful  and  extended  consideration. 
The  first  proposal  to  meet  the  situation  which  prospective  building  opera¬ 
tions  would  develop  was  the  establishment  of  a  building  line.  Upon  further 
study  and  after  a  hearing  it  appeared  that  the  more  appropriate  course  would 
be  to  widen  the  highway  and  thus  establish  a  new  and  uniform  building  line 
on  the  easterly  side.  Accordingly  after  a  petition  to  alter  the  street  by  such 
widening  had  been  received  the  Selectmen  gave  notice  to  the  property 
owners,  caused  a  plan  to  be  prepared,  held  a  hearing,  viewed  the  premises, 
secured  the  advice  of  experts  and  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Commission 
and  the  Planning  Board  and  by  unanimous  action  made  the  alteration 
by  widening  as  prayed  for.  The  layout  was  voted  and  filed  and  reported 
to  the  Town  at  the  Special  Meeting  held  December  19,  1922  and  accepted. 
Thereafter  an  order  of  taking  was  adopted  with  an  award  of  damages  and 
certified  copies  were  filed  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  at  Dedham  and  in  Nor¬ 
folk  Registry  District  of  the  Land  Court  and  the  notices  required  by  law 
were  given  to  the  land  owners. 

At  the  meeting  held  December  18,  1922  it  was  voted  that  beginning 
January  1,  1923  charges  for  water  rates  should  be  billed  quarterly  in  ad¬ 
vance  and  that  all  charges  for  excess  water  used  during  the  preceding  period 
should  be  placed  on  the  bill  for  the  succeeding  quarterly  period. 

Another  matter  which  received  attention  and  was  referred  to  the  Town 
Counsel  for  advice  and  action  was  the  claim  of  the  successors  in  title  to 
the  one-third  interest  of  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Co.  in  the 
line  of  poles  on  Walpole  Street  between  Washington  Street  and  Wilson 
Street.  The  claim  was  based  on  a  notice  to  the  Town  and  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  as  the  remaining  owners  that  the 
claimants  desired  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  poles  and  that  under  the 
terms  of  the  agreement  as  to  these  poles  they  wished  to  transfer  their  in¬ 
terest  in  them  and  to  receive  their  proportionate  share  of  the  present 
value  of  the  poles.  The  Town  and  Telephone  Company  made  certain 
claims  in  setoff.  The  Selectmen  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  interest  in 
question  on  the  appraised  value  of  the  poles  but  subject  to  a  credit  in  the 
sum  demanded  in  setoff.  The  matter  is  still  pending  for  settlement. 

The  Commissioner  appointed  in  1921  to  apportion  one  half  the  expense 
of  the  Neponset  River  Improvement — socalled — held  hearings  during  the 
year  1922  of  a  preliminary  character  only  in  addition  to  taking  a  view  of 
a  general  character  of  the  river  and  its  vicinity  from  the  dam  at  the  Matta- 
pan  Mills  in  Boston  to  Washington  Street  in  Walpole.  Hearings  at  which 
testimony  will  be  received  will  be  held  during  the  year  1923  beginning  in 
February  or  March.  A  public  meeting  of  owners  of  lands  in  Norwood  along 
the  river  and  its  tributaries  and  other  interested  parties  was  called  for  and 
held  on  January  5, 1923.  Such  attention  to  this  matter  as  seemed  necessary 
or  desirable  in  preparation  for  the  hearings  has  been  given  with  a  view  to 
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cooperation  with  the  land  owners  and  to  a  just  assessment  so  far  as  Norwood 
is  concerned. 

The  Selectmen  were  directed  by  action  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
upon  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  matter  to 
carry  out  the  program  as  recommended  for  the  celebration  of  the  Fiftieth 
Anniversary  of  the  formal  acceptance  by  its  inhabitants  of  the  act  of  in¬ 
corporation.  Pursuant  to  such  direction  the  Selectmen  with  the  enthu¬ 
siastic  support  and  assistance  of  able  committees  and  the  citizens  generally 
carried  out  the  program  substantially  as  arranged. 

The  Historical  feature  with  addresses  by  Hon.  Channing  H.  Cox,  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  Commonwealth  and  Hon.  Francis  O.  Winslow  of  Norwood 
was  held  at  Everett  Hall  on  March  6,  1922. 

The  reunion  and  pageant  features  were  held  on  October  4  and  5,  1922. 
These  events  were  remarkable  in  point  of  interest,  attendance,  zeal,  pur¬ 
pose  and  entertainment  and  gave  fitting  observance  to  the  anniversary.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  their  annual  report  together 
with  statement  of  valuations  as  determining  the  tax  levy  for  the  year  1922. 

Organization 

By  reason  of  the  resignation  of  Assessors  Harry  F.  Allen  and  Aaron  L. 
Goodwin,  Kenneth  McKenzie  and  Theodore  E.  Gavin  were  appointed 
by  the  Selectmen  as  Assessors  to  fill  the  respective  vacancies  in  the  Board. 
These  appointments  were  approved  by  Commissioner  of  Corporations  and 
Taxation,  and  the  present  Board  organized  March  31,  1922,  Patrick  J. 
Lydon  as  Chairman  and  James  E.  Pendergast  as  Clerk. 

Assistant  Assessors 

Under  the  authority  of  the  vote  of  Town  Meeting  of  March  13,  1922, 
the  Board  of  Assessors  appointed  Hugh  D.  Savage,  Karl  A.  Spearwater, 
Francis  I.  Cuff,  Henry  E.  Praino,  George  H.  Litchfield,  Edwin  L.  Rye, 
Charles  B.  Paddleford,  Oscar  F.  Thompson,  James  J.  Folan,  Cornelius  M. 
Drummy,  John  J.  Flaherty,  Charles  J.  Gallagher  and  Harry  M.  King  as 
assistant  assessors  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  from  April  3d  or  such 
shorter  period  as  the  Board  of  Assessors  may  determine.  The  duties  of 
the  assistant  assesors  were: 

To  secure  in  their  respective  districts  all  necessary  information  for  the 
assessors  in  making  lists  of  persons  liable  to  be  assessed  for  poll  taxes  in 
such  districts,  and 

In  the  securing  of  the  information  required  under  Section  4  ol  Chapter  51, 
General  Laws,  and 

To  make  return  of  the  amount  of  such  personal  property  in  the  Districts 
as  may  be  assigned  them,  and 

To  secure  information  with  respect  to  certain  children  below  the  school 
age  and  also  the  number  of  illiterate  persons  in  their  respective  districts. 

The  information  secured  with  respect  to  children  below  the  school  age 
and  the  number  of  illiterate  persons  in  the  Town  was  secured  for  the  use 
of  the  School  Committee.  The  duty  of  securing  this  information  is  not 
placed  by  law  upon  the  Board  of  Assessors  but  it  was  the  opinion  of  the 
Board  that  this  work  could  properly  be  done  in  connection  with  other 
duties  of  the  Assistant  Assessors  and  at  a  saving  in  cost  to  the  Town. 

Tax  Rate  for  the  Year  1922 

The  Town  Grant  in  the  year  1922  was  approximately  $52,000.00  greater 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.  There  was  also  a  substantial  increase  in 
other  legal  requirements  which  by  law  must  be  included  in  the  tax  levy. 
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It  appeared  that  the  available  receipts  that  might  be  used  as  deductions 
on  account  of  estimated  revenues  for  the  year  showed  an  increase  over 
and  above  the  sum  used  as  the  estimated  amounts  for  the  preceding  year. 
Income  tax  receipts,  however,  appear  to  show  a  decrease  and  in  all  proba¬ 
bility  a  decrease  may  be  expected  in  each  of  the  ensuing  years  unless  the 
total  receipts  by  the  State  from  Income  Tax  Revenues  are  substantially 
increased. 

The  attention  of  the  Citizens  is  called  to  the  comparative  table  of  tax 
requirements  for  the  years  1921  and  1922  which  appear  elsewhere  in  the 
Assessors’  Report. 

There  was  a  loss  in  property  values  with  respect  to  personal  property 
of  approximately  $250,000.00  on  account  of  decrease  values  on  automo¬ 
biles. 

It  might  further  be  said  with  reference  to  the  tax  rate  that  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  of  Assessors  it  is  unlikely  that  the  actual  receipts  from  corpo¬ 
ration  tax  revenues  for  the  year  1923  will  equal  what  we  received  during 
the  year  1922  for  the  reason  that  the  1922  receipts  were  made  up  of  not 
only  corporation  taxes  paid  on  levies  for  the  year  1922  but  also  included  a 
substantial  amount  paid  during  the  year  1922  on  taxes  levied  in  the  year 
1921  and  that  under  the  New  Law  governing  distribution  of  corporation 
tax  revenues,  taxes  paid  by  local  corporations  are  not  allocated  to  the 
Town  in  the  distribution  but  are  distributed  throughout  the  State  on  the 
basis  of  proportionate  values. 

Property  Values 

The  matter  of  revaluation  of  real  estate  as  mentioned  in  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Assessors  for  the  year  1921  has  had  the  attention  of  the  present 
Board  and  the  building  survey  was  completed  early  in  the  present  year 
at  a  cost  of  $1,700.00.  This  survey  was  complete  as  to  existing  build¬ 
ings  as  of  April  1,  1921. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  have  now  on  file  in  their  office  individual  plans 
of  each  building  showing  measurements,  type  of  construction  and  con¬ 
dition,  also  equipment  of  buiildngs  such  as  heating,  lighting  and  plumbing. 

The  work  of  the  revaluation  of  more  than  two  thousand  buildings  which 
were  classified  as  to  age,  construction,  condition  and  value  into  some  nine 
different  types  entailed  a  considerable  amount  of  work  and  was  responsible 
for  the  lateness  of  the  issue  of  the  tax  bills  for  the  year  1922.  The  work 
of  revaluation  appears  to  have  resulted  in  increases  on  1241  parcels  of 
real  estate  and  decreases  on  656  and  it  appears  that  there  were  80  parcels 
with  respect  to  which  no  change  was  made.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
the  present  existing  values  represent  sound,  comparative,  fair  cash  values 
upon  the  various  parcels  of  real  estate  and  are  values  which  the  Board  are 
satisfied  will  stand  for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years  without  change,  unless 
future  conditions  with  respect  to  building  costs  warrant  a  readjustment 
of  values. 

The  gross  increases  in  building  values  over  1921  was  approximately 
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$1,000,000.00  which  included  the  value  of  new  buildings  erected  between 
April  1,  1921  and  April  1,  1922.  The  value  of  which  new  buildings  was 
approximately  $400,000.00.  The  net  increases  on  account  of  readjust¬ 
ment  of  1921  values  therefore  was  about  $600,000.00. 

The  work  of  readjustment  of  values  has  been  completed  so  far  as  con¬ 
cerns  dwelling  houses  and  mercantile  buildings.  The  industrial  plants 
were  not  considered  for  the  reason  that  the  Board  did  not  during  the  year 
1922  have  time  to  give  to  this  particular  class  of  property  but  attention 
will  be  given  it  during  the  coming  year  and  some  readjustment  of  existing 
values  will  probably  be  made. 

In  connection  with  the  survey  work  the  Board  desire  to  acknowledge 
its  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  Oscar  F.  Thompson  in  the  securing  of 
information  and  the  preparing  of  the  finished  plans  for  the  use  of  the 
Board.

DIPHTHERIA 


The  number  of  reported  cases  in  the  year  1922  of  diphtheria  exceeded 
that  of  any  year  previous  except  1911.  Up  to  August  22nd  eighteen  cases 
had  been  reported,  which  cases  did  not  appear  to  be  localized  in  any  parti- 
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cular  district  or  section  of  the  Town.  The  cases  reported  from  then  on 
to  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  did  appear  to  be  localized  in  a  particular 
district.  It  appeared  at  this  time  that  there  was  a  danger  of  a  widespread 
epidemic  in  this  district  and  steps  were  taken  to  control  the  situation  as  far 
as  possible.  During  the  period  from  September  22nd  to  October  9th  over 
eight  hundred  culture  specimens  were  taken  and  delivered  to  the  State 
Labratory  for  examination. 

All  cases  of  infections  of  this  nature  in  residences  containing  two  or  more 

families  were  removed  to  the  hospital. 

Many  of  the  cases  so  removed  were  of  the  carrier  type  and  one  carrier 
who  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  on  the  22nd  of  August  was  not 
discharged  by  the  hospital  as  being  free  from  infection  until  after  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1922.  ,  .  ,  f 

In  three  instances  it  has  been  found  necessary  on  account  of  the  lack  ot 

cooperation  of  the  parties  interested  to  appeal  to  the  D.strict  Court  for 
orders  to  remove  infect  d  cases. 

Early  in  the  year  1922,  following  a  conference  with  the  Superintendent 
of  Schoo  s  and  the  District  Health  Officer  and  the  Board  of  Health,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  advantages  of  the  Shick  Test  and  Antitoxin  Treatment 
be  offered  the  school  children  and  also  the  other  children  not  of  school 
age.  We  are  informed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  that  this  test  and 
treatment  was  applied  to  certain  pupils  in  .he  Guild  School  during  the 
spring  term. 

SCARLET  FEVER

TYPHOID  FEVER 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  reported  during  the  year  was  investigated. 
Apparently  this  case  was  not  of  local  origin,  though  the  person  afflicted 
had  been  for  some  years  a  resident  of  the  Town. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  cases  reported  for  the  year  1922  are  the  average  of  the  t  ree  pre¬ 
ceding  years  and  in  view  of  the  adequate  hospital  and  sanatorium  facilities 
which  are  to  be  had  at  the  present  time,  the  Board  feel  that  these  oppor¬ 
tunities  should  be  taken  advantage  of  by  persons  who  are  in  need  of  treat¬ 
ment  and  that  more  attention  should  be  given  this  question,  particularly 
when  it  appears  that  a  great  number  of  cases  reported  to  the  Board  are  of 
the  advanced  type  when  first  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  health  author- 

The  town  tuberculosis  clinic  is  held  at  the  Norwood  Civic  Association 
Building  on  each  Thursday  afternoon  at  5  o’clock.  The  public  health 
nurse  is  in  attendance  and  the  resources  of  the  Board  of  Health  are  available 
at  any  and  all  times  to  any  person  who  may  desire  admission  to  hospital 
or  sanatorium  for  treatment  of  this  disease.

REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMISSION 

At  the  annual  meeting  Frank  A.  Fales  was  ejected  to  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  and  it  organized  with  Charles  J.  Prescott,  Chairman,  and  Arthur 
W.  Coolidge,  Clerk. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  has  inspected  every  piece  of  town 
owned  property,  has  visited  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital 
and  has  met  in  consultation  many  state,  county  and  town  officials.  While 
there  is  always  room  for  improvement,  we  are  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  Norwood’s  town  government  in  efficiency,  economy,  intelligence,  in 
breadth  of  view  and  public  helpfulness  compares  favorably  with  that  of 
any  other  municipality.  The  Board  believes  its  chief  duty  is  not  to  criti¬ 
cise,  but  to  work  with  each  department  in  the  development  of  a  con¬ 
structive  plan  that  will  intelligently  meet  the  needs  of  the  community, 
follow  a  certain  continuity  of  policy  and  still  be  within  reasonable  financial 
limits.  The  building  up  of  the  main  arteries  of  travel,  the  planting  of 
shade  trees  on  a  fixed  plan  and  the  establishment  of  satisfactory  salary 
schedues  in  the  school  and  other  departments  are  examples  of  such  policies 
that  are  beginning  to  show  favorable  results. 

During  the  year  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  and  Accountant  have  been 
audited  by  the  State  Departmert  of  Public  Accounts.  Such  an  audit 
the  Commission  feels  should  be  made  periodically.  The  Commission 
has  met,  throughout  the  year,  with  the  most  cordial  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  the  various  departments  and  officials.  The  town  debt  is  still 
heavy  and  we  believe  economy  must  be  emphasized  for  several  years  to 
come.  A  statement  of  the  apportionment  of  the  rates  covering  the  past 
four  years  is  attached.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  TOWN  COUNSEL

Dear  Sirs: — 

I  submit  in  the  form  of  this  brief  summary  my  fourteenth  annual  report 
as  Counsel  for  the  Town  covering  the  year  1922. 

The  attention  of  my  department  was  directed  chiefly  to  matters  as  to 
which  service  of  an  advisory  character  was  required. 

The  activities  included  numerous  conferences,  preparation  of  several 
opinions  and  many  papers,  consideration  of  various  questions,  attendance 
at  hearings  and  attention  to  a  considerable  amount  of  correspondence. 

Departments  to  which  advice  and  opinions  were  furnished  included  the 
following:— Selectmen,  School  Committee,  Planning  Board,  Board  of 
Health,  Board  of  Assessors,  Town  Clerk  and  Accountant,  General  Manager, 
Building  Inspector,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  and  New  Balch  School 
Addition  Committee. 

LITIGATION 

Douglas  v.  Hunt—  This  was  a  suit  in  Equity  brought  in  1921  which 
sought  to  restrain  the  respondent  from  further  violations  of  the  building 
by-law  and  to  compel  changes  in  existing  structures  to  make  them  conform 
to  the  by-law  requirements.  The  report  of  this  department  for  the  year 
1921  detailed  the  proceedings  in  this  matter  during  that  year  and  indicated 
that  it  was  most  probable  that  the  case  would  be  disposed  of  by  friendly 
agreement  without  further  hearings.  The  disposition  of  the  case  which 
was  expected  has  been  brought  about.  All  the  requirements  of  the  by-law 
with  respect  to  both  changes  in  the  structures  as  then  existing  and  to 
further  work  in  completion  of  the  buildings  having  been  complied  with  in 
a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  building  inspector,  no  further  action  by  the 
court  was  required  and  on  August  30,  1922  at  the  request  of  the  parties  a 
final  decree  was  entered  by  the  court  dismissing  the  bill  without  prejudice 
and  without  costs  to  either  party  with  a  recital  in  the  decree  of  the  reasons 

for  this  disposition  as  above  indicated. 

Anna  M.  Sopp  Claim.— This  matter  as  pending  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  and  its  character  and  status  was  explained  in  the  report  of  last 
year.  Briefly  stated  the  claim  was  one  for  damages  through  alleged  loss 
of  water  supply  in  her  land  due  to  the  action  of  the  Town  in  driving  wells 
on  its  adjoining  land.  Upon  further  consideration  of  the  matter  and  fol¬ 
lowing  several  conferences  with  her  counsel  by  this  department  and  by  the 
General  Manager,  the  Selectmen,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  General 
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Manager,  authorized  a  settlement  by  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $800  which 
was  the  amount  requested.  The  settlement  was  made  on  April  26,  1922 
and  a  general  release  running  to  the  Town  and  drafted  by  me  was  executed 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sopp  and  delivered  to  the  General  Manager. 


Neponset  River  lmprooement  Expense  Apportionment. — The  Board  of 
Commissioners  appointed  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  1921  to  ap¬ 
portion  one-half  the  cost  of  the  improvement  so-called  in  and  along  the 
Neponset  River,  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Chapter  655 
Acts  of  1911,  held  certain  preliminary  hearings  and  took  a  view,  general 
in  character,  of  the  territory  involved  in  which  activities  this  department 
participated.  Hearings  at  which  evidence  will  be  presented  have  been 
assigned  to  begin  March  19,  1923  and  it  is  probable  that  the  Commissioners 
will  make  their  findings  and  report  during  that  year.  A  study  of  the  va¬ 
rious  phases  of  the  matter  has  been  made  and  work  of  a  preparatory  char¬ 
acter  has  been  done  that  the  case  for  Norwood  may  be  fully  presented  at 
these  hearings — whether  viewed  from  the  standpoint  of  alleged  health 
and  land  benefits  or  otherwise.  It  is  expected  that  many  if  not  all  of  the 
owners  of  meadow  land  in  the  vicinity  of  the  river  and  its  Norwood  tribu¬ 
taries  will  appear  at  these  hearings  to  aid  in  presenting  the  Norwood  situ¬ 
ation  as  it  existed  before  the  work  was  done  and  as  it  has  existed  since. 


No  claims  and  no  suits  against  the  Town  other  than  the  Neponset  River 
Expense  Apportionment  were  pending  at  the  close  of  the  year  within  the 
knowledge  of  this  department.  The  record  as  to  litigation  continues 
therefore  to  be  most  favorable  and  the  situation  as  indicated  is  as  satis¬ 
factory  as  could  be  expected. 


GENERAL 

Washington  Street  Widening. — The  Selectmen  by  appropriate  action 
taken  November  28,  1922  made  an  alteration  of  Washington  Street  by 
widening  to  a  depth  of  4.75  feet  on  the  easterly  side  from  a  point  in  the 
southerly  line  of  a  proposed  extension  of  Cottage  Street  for  a  distance 
southerly  of  about  242.29  feet.  This  action  was  reported  to  the  Town  at 
a  Special  Meeting  held  on  December  19,  1922  and  the  layout  was  accepted. 
Earlier  in  the  year  consideration  was  given  to  the  establishment  of  a  build¬ 
ing  line  in  the  same  section  but  an  alteration  by  widening  was  deemed  the 
preferable  course.  A  building  situation  which  was  in  prospect  directed 
attention  to  the  desirability  of  action  which  would  make  and  preserve  a 
line  for  building  purposes  uniform  with  that  which  obtained  on  the  Folan 
property.  Following  the  action  of  the  Town  Meeting  an  order  of  taking 
for  highway  purposes  of  the  land  involved  was  made  by  the  Selectmen  on 
December  26,  1922  and  damages  were  awarded,  and  a  certified  copy  of  the 
order  was  filed  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  in  Dedham,  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  plan  showing  the  widening;  a  descriptive  statement  was  also  filed 
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in  the  Norfolk  Registry  of  the  Land  Court  as  to  registered  land  taken  and 
notice  was  given  to  the  owners  of  property  so  taken  in  the  manner  indi¬ 
cated  by  the.  laws  governing  such  matters.  The  owners  were  given  and 
allowed  until  the  first  day  of  May  A.  D.  1923  to  remove  all  structures 
on  the  land  and  affixed  thereto.  Damages  were  awarded  as  follows: 
James  M.  Folan  nothing,  Myer  Dana,  $300  and  Elihu  G.  Loomis,  Trustee, 
$5359.  The  parties  have  the  right  to  seek  a  revision  of  the  awards  so 
made  by  a  jury  through  trial  in  the  Superior  Court. 

This  department  was  called  upon  to  advise  as  to.  the  many  questions 
involved;  to  attend  the  hearings  given;  to  confer  with  the  Selectmen, 
other  officials  and  with  experts  as  well  as  with  the  land  owners  and  counsel; 
to  prepare  the  layout  and  the  several  votes  covering  action  taken,  also 
the  order  of  taking,  notices  and  other  papers;  to  make  a  search  of  title 
and  to  investigate  and  report  as  to  law  points  raised,  all  of  which  were  in 
aid  of  the  proper  and  orderly  cause  of  action  by  the  Selectmen  and  the 
Town  in  dealing  with  an  important  matter  requiring  much  detail  of  a 
technical  character.  It  was  the  endeavor  of  the  Selectmen  and  this  de¬ 
partment  to  deal  fairly  with  the  owners  concerned  while  safeguarding  the 
interests  of  the  Town. 


Zoning  By-Law. — -The  Planning  Board  submitted  for  advice  as  to  certain 
matters  stated  and  for  approval  as  to  form  and  legal  sufficiency  a  draft  of 
a  zoning  by-law  for  the  Town  which  was  very  comprehensive  in  character. 

After  a  study  covering  a  considerable  period  and  an  investigation  of 
by-laws  and  ordinances  enacted  and  under  consideration  in  other  com¬ 
munities  and  after  various  conferences  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Planning 
Board,  Dr.  Cleveland  for  the  Board  of  Trade  Committee,  the  Selectmen 
and  the  Attorney  General’s  department,  this  department  furnished  an 
opinion  on  the  questions  presented  and  submitted  a  revised  draft  of  the 
by-laws  with  recommendations  which  met  with  the  acceptance  of  the 
Planning  Board  and  as  to  which  further  action  is  to  accord  as  this  de¬ 
partment  has  been  informed. 

The  zoning  of  the  Town  through  the  program  to  be  submitted  by  the 
Planning  Board  in  its  original  or  in  some  modified  form  or  through  some 
other  method  presents  for  the  consideration  and  decision  of  the  citizens 
during  the  year  1923  one  of  the  most  important  and  far-reaching  problems 
with  which  a  community  looking  ahead  to  safeguard  and  control  its  future 
character,  growth,  activities  and  attractiveness  could  be  concerned.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  a  thorough  study  of  the  matter  in  all  its  phases  will 
be  made  by  the  citizens  that  an  intelligent  and  wise  course  of  action  may¬ 
be  taken. 


Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Pole  Matter—  Certain  poles  located 
on  Walpole  Street  between  Guild  Street  and  Davis  Avenue  were  erected 
and  maintained  under  an  agreement  dated  November  12,  1907  between 
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the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Comapny,  the  New  England  Tele¬ 
phone  and  Telegraph  Company  and  the  Town  of  Norwood  with  each  party 
possessing  a  one-third  interest.  By  the  terms  of  the  agreement  if  either 
party  desired  to  discontinue  the  use  of  any  pole  in  the  line  it  shall  give  to 
the  other  parties  written  notice  of  its  intention  so  to  do  and  shall  within, 
three  months  remove  its  wires  and  fixtures  and  transfer  all  its  interest  in 
the  pole  to  the  other  parties  and  shall  thereupon  be  paid  its  proportion 
of  the  then  value  of  the  pole  and  shall  be  released  from  further  liability 
under  the  agreement  as  to  such  pole.  The  successors  in  title  to  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  Norfolk  and  Bristol  Street  Railway  Company  in  the  line  of 
poles  above  mentioned  gave  on  June  1,  1922  the  written  notice  as  required 
and  offered  to  transfer  their  interest  and  requested  payment  for  the  same. 
After  investigation  and  an  appraisal  of  the  value  of  the  poles  was  had 
upon  careful  consideration  of  the  matter  following  conferences  of 
all  the  parties  interested  and  with  the  advice  of  this  department,  the 
Selectmen  authorized  the  purchase  of  the  interest  offered  for  the  sum  of 
$147  for  the  joint  benefit  of  the  Town  and  the  Telephone  Company,  but  sub¬ 
ject  to  a  credit  of  $114  representing  the  approximate  cost  of  work  done  on 
the  poles  principally  by  the  Town. 

This  settlement  at  the  time  it  was  proposed  in  September  of  1922  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  acceptable  to  all  parties,  but  the  matter  has  not  as  yet  been 
concluded  because  of  collateral  matters  which  are  still  under  discussion. 


Bird  and  Son,  Inc. — Industrial  Railroad. — The  laws  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  forbid  the  construction  by  a  corporation  of  a  railroad  for 
private  use  in  the  transportation  of  freight  across  or  upon  a  public  way  in 
a  Town  without  the  consent  of  the  Selectmen,  nor  except  in  a  place  and 
manner  approved  by  them.  If  the  Selectmen  consent  the  law  further 
provides  that  they  shall  from  time  to  time  make  such  regulations  relative 
to  motive  power,  rate  of  speed,  and  time  and  manner  of  using  the  railroad 
over  and  upon  such  way  as  in  their  judgment  the  public  safety  and  con¬ 
venience  require. 

Upon  the  application  of  Bird  and  Son,  Inc.,  to  construct  and  main¬ 
tain  and  operate  such  a  railroad  across  Morse  Street,  the  Selectmen 
after  due  consideration  gave  their  consent  by  formal  action  and  made 
suitable  regulations  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  law  above  recited. 
They  also  required  and  obtained  from  this  corporation  an  agreement  of 
indemnity  of  the  Town.  This  department  advised  upon  this  matter  and 
prepared  the  necessary  papers. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

A  by-law  providing  for  the  licensing  of  retail  vendors  of  soft  drinks  was 
drafted  by  this  department  and  adopted  by  the  Town,  and  approved  by 
the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General  and  is  now  in  force. 

A  by-law  providing  for  the  numbering  of  buildings  was  prepared  by  the 
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General  Manager  and  revised  by  this  department  and  adopted  by  the  Town 
and  approved  by  the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General  and  is  now  in 

foree. 

A  by-law  regulating  the  location  and  use  of  bill-boards  was  prepared  by 
the  General  Manager  and  has  been  revised  and  approved  by  this  depart¬ 
ment,  but  has  not  been  submitted  to  the  Town  for  adoption  at  the  suggestion 
of  departments  of  the  State  interested  in  the  subject  matter  and  having  in 
view  a  uniformity  of  action  by  communities  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 
It  is  expected  such  a  by-law  will  be  presented  for  adoption  during  the  year 
1923.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 
MORRILL  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

To  the  Citizens  of  Norwood: 

The  use  of  the  Library  continues  to  increase  as  is  shown  by  the  circu¬ 
lation  for  the  past  year,  which  amounted  to  64,748  volumes.  This  includes 
the  circulation  of  the  deposit  at  the  Balch  School.  During  the  year  a 
number  of  books  were  purchased,  especially  for  the  High  School  and  are 
kept  there  on  deposit  for  the  use  of  the  pupils. 

The  Children’s  Room  has  without  question  proved  the  wisdom  of  its 
installation.  There  are  1391  children  below  the  eighth  grade  whose  names 
are  now  registered  in  this  room.  This  is  a  net  increase  of  400  names  for 
the  year. 

The  Trustees  feel  that  the  citizens  of  the  Town  have  been  fortunate  in 
being  the  recipients  of  gifts  to  the  Library  of  a  beautiful  clock  for  the 
Children’s  Room  and  several  pictures  from  Hon.  Francis  O.  Winslow. 
The  outward  appearance  of  the  building  has  also  been  greatly  improved 
by  the  planting  of  shrubs  and  vines  through  the  kindness  of  Miss  Maude 
A.  Shattuck. 

The  beginning  of  a  musical  collection  has  been  made  for  the  use  of 
borrowers,  wThich  the  trustees  hope  will  be  a  valuable  department  of  the 
Library  in  years  to  come.  More  especially  for  the  use  of  the  schools, 
collections  of  pictures  from  magazines  and  papers  have  been  made  by  the 
attendants  and  these  have  been  found  of  interest  by  a  number  of  the  teachers. 

The  celebration  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  incorporation  of  the 
Town  has  increased  the  interest  in  things  historical  connected  with  the 
Town  and  it  is  hoped  that  a  good  historical  collection  of  pictures,  papers, 
and  other  records  may  be  established  at  the  Library  to  which  citizens  of 
the  Town  are  invited  to  make  contributions  or  loans. 

For  the  preservation  of  the  official  souvenir  program  and  photographs 
of  the  pageant  in  connection  with  the  semi-centennial  celebration  of  the 
Town  the  trustees  propose  to  bind  all  data  including  papers  of  historical 
interest  in  a  volume  to  be  illustrated  with  photographic  reproductions 
of  old  buildings  and  landmarks  of  which  a  large  collection  has  already 
been  lent  for  the  purpose  by  several  of  our  townspeople. 

For  a  detailed  statistical  report  the  trustees  would  suggest  a  careful 
reading  of  the  report  of  the  Librarian  appended  herewith.

The  piece  of  apparatus  for  brush  and  grass  fires  for  which  an  appropria¬ 
tion  was  made  last  year  was  provided,  a  Reo  chassis  being  purchased  at 
a  cost  of  $1400.00.  The  body  of  old  hose  wagon  No.  2  was  rebuilt  and 
fitted  to  the  chassis  and  painted.  A  chemical  tank  and  water  tank  were 
added  to  the  equipment  so  that  in  reality  we  have  the  combination  chemi¬ 
cal  and  hose  wagon  to  use  in  case  of  necessity.  The  total  cost  to  the  Town 
of  this  piece  of  apparatus  was  $2003.00.  From  prices  secured  from  manu¬ 
facturers  of  fire  apparatus,  had  it  been  purchased  from  them,  it  would 
have  cost  $3000.00.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 


Norwood,  like  other  growing  communities,  has  ever  before  it  a  serious 
problem  that  of  being  forward  looking  enough  to  provide  adequate 
school  facilities  for  the  oncoming  generation.  Fearing  the  disfavor  of 
the  tax  payers,  it  is  usual  for  those  who  are  charged  with  responsibility 
for  the  management  of  community  affairs  to  wait  until  school  rooms 
are  already  over-crowded  before  new  buildings  are  asked  for— the  result 
being  that  the  school  equipment  is  from  one  to  two  years  in  arrears.  Diffi¬ 
culties  usually  experienced  have  been  much  increased  by  the  events  and 
results  of  the  War.  During  the  period  of  great  pressure  for  war  essentials 
school  building  operations  in  progress  were  deferred;  and  as  a  result  of 
war  demands,  and  monetary  disturbances,  prices  and  wages  were  in¬ 
creased  so  that  after  the  war  ended,  local  communities  were  required  to 
supply  their  building  demands  at  a  much  higher  cost. 


Need  for  a  Frank  Statement  of  the  School  Situation 

Two  years  ago  the  school  committee  prepared  for  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  and  for  the  Town  Meeting  a  statement  of  school  building  de¬ 
ficiencies  together  with  a  general  forecast  of  future  needs  in  which  it  was 
estimated  that  it  would  require  from  $200,000  to  $400,000,  to  bring  the 
building  equipment  up  to  their  present  requirements — depending  upon 
the  standard  adopted;  and  that,  in  addition,  the  Town  must  plan  on 
adding  from  $40,000  to  $60,000  a  year  to  keep  up  with  future  needs — 
assuming  the  same  rate  of  growth  as  had  obtained  during  the  last  ten 
years.  It  was  not  urged  that  this  be  done  all  at  once,  due  to  financial 
conditions;  but  the  School  Committee  assumed  that  it  is  its  duty  to  keep 
the  school  situation  before  the  community — leaving  it  to  the  citizens  to 
decide  how  fast  existing  demands  should  be  met. 

In  view  of  the  then  present  business  disturbances,  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mission  recommended  that  the  Town  spread  its  needed  construction  cost 
over  a  period  of  years — -which  suggestion  was  not  opposed.  On  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Finance  Commission  the  Town  provided  the  funds  for 
finishing  the  High  School  in  1921,  at  a  cost  of  $75,000  (only  $65,000  of 
the  original  appropriation  was  used);  and  in  1922  provided  funds  for 
building  an  eight-room  addition  to  the  Balch  School  at  a  cost  of  $80,000. 
The  first  of  these  additions  made  possible  the  organization  of  the  Junior 
High  School;  and  the  two  additions  together  relieved  the  elementary 
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schools  to  such  an  extent  that  their  present  seating  requirements  have 
been  met.  But  the  High  School  building  is  overcrowded  without  any 
provision  being  made  for  the  seventh  grade — the  251  members  of  this  class 
in  Junior  High  being  housed  in  the  old  Everett  building  and  in  the  Guild 
School — besides  which  no  provision  has  as  yet  been  made  for  auditoria 
and  gymnasia.  These,  together  with  other  facilities,  which  present  day 
group  instruction  demands,  are  still  in  arrears.  And  no  plans  have  as 
yet  been  adopted  for  meeting  the  approaching  Junior  High  School  need 
for  more  seats  due  to  the  increasing  numbers  pressing  upon  upper  grade 
facilities  from  below. 

It  seems  to  the  School  Committee  that  the  citizens  should  have  the 
present  situation  placed  before  them  quite  frankly — which  is  the  reason 
for  going  into  greater  detail  than  has  been  usual  in  presenting  its  annual 
report. 

The  Growth  in  School  Population  Over  a  Period  of  Ten  Years 

In  order  that  citizens  may  see  the  situation  presented  by  the  Town’s 
growth  so  far  as  this  relates  to  school  demands,  the  following  tabulation 
has  been  prepared — giving  the  average  membership  of  the  schools  over  a 
period  of  ten  years:

Losses  Between  Grades 

One  of  the  factors  in  computing  probable  future  needs  is  an  estimate  of 
losses  between  grades.  The  best  data  at  hand  are  found  in  comparison 
of  the  number  in  a  designated  grade  as  of  December  1,  1922,  with  the  num¬ 
ber  on  the  same  date  in  the  preceding  grade  of  the  year  before:

From  the  foregoing  it  appears  that  the  succeeding  classes  are  not  much 
diminished  during  the  first  six  years — the  difference  between  the  first  and 
the  sixth  grade  being  chiefly  due  to  progressive  increases  in  population. 
For  example,  the  losses  in  numbers  of  succeeding  classes  in  grades  one  to 
six,  for  the  year  1922,  was  only  23  (net) ;  while  the  difference  between  the 
membership  of  grade  one  and  the  membership  of  grade  six  was  74.  A 
larger  loss  occurs  in  the  next  3  years,  more  than  half  of  which  occurs  on 
passing  the  compulsory  school  age  limit.  Here  the  same  observation  is 
to  be  made:  while  the  loss  in  going  from  class  to  class  is  about  60,  the 
difference  between  the  membership  of  the  seventh  and  ninth  grade  is 
about  100 — evidently  reflecting  population  increases.  But  in  grades 
10  to  12  the  order  is  reversed.  While  there  is  a  decrease  of  57,  going 
from  grade  to  grade,  the  difference  in  membership  between  grades  10  and 
12  in  1922  is  only  38.  This  reversing  of  the  order  seemingly  is  due  to  a 
certain  proportion  of  those  who  withdrew  in  1916-18  for  war  industries 
returning  to  high  school,  thereby  swelling  the  higher  classes  above  what 
they  would  have  been  if  there  had  been  no  such  unusual  condition. 
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Probable  Future  School  Building  Requirements 

The  tabulation  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  comparing  1922 
with  1921  school-membership  shows  a  gain  in  total  enrollment  of  144, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  present  second  grade  is  small 
because  the  entrance  age  was  raised  a  year  ago  this  last  Fall.  The 
average  for  the  last  three  years,  making  allowance  for  increasing  age  re¬ 
quirement,  is  160,  as  shown  by  Table  I.,  above.  Assuming  that  this 
three-year  average  were  maintained,  it  would  require  four  or  five  addi¬ 
tional  rooms  each  year  to  house  them.  This  calculation  is  premised  on 
the  present  school  population  being  already  cared  for,  which  is  the  fact 
in  the  first  six  grades.  But  it  is  not  true  of  the  Junior  High.  We  find  a 
loss  between  grades  9  and  10  last  year  of  approximately  15%.  On  the 
same  basis  we  may  figure  a  net  gain  next  year  (allowing  for  7  or  8  from 
outside  the  system)  of  about  50,  and  for  the  years  following,  as  shown 
below:

It  therefore  appears  that  inside  of  three  or  four  years  the  present  High 
School  normal  capacity  will  be  entirely  needed  for  the  Senior  High  students. 
As  the  building  now  stands  there  are  16  rooms  equipped  as  home-rooms 
with  an  average  capacity  of  40  per  room.  For  recitation  purpose,  due  to 
the  elective  system,  an  average  of  only  about  30  seats  per  room  can  be 
used,  the  actual  classes  running  from  20  to  40 — the  present  average  even 
in  crowded  conditions  being  31.  Therefore  with  the  present  average 
these  16  rooms  would  accommodate  only  496  for  recitation  purposes.  At 
present  686  students  are  being  housed  in  the  High  School  building — to  do 
which  it  is  necessary  to  use  the  sewing  room,  the  lecture  room,  the 
library  and  the  drawing  room  for  class  and  study  purposes.  All  together 
the  spaces  used  for  classes  at  present  are  equal  to  22  standard  rooms. 
So  that  it  is  evident  that  the  Senior  High  demands  will  soon  crowd  the 
present  facilities  even  to  the  point  of  crippling  the  plant. 

The  present  membership  of  grades  4,  5,  and  6  (which  will  be  in  Junior 
High  three  years  from  now)  is  912.  The  losses  in  passing  from  grade  to 
grade  over  this  period  as  shown  above,  on  basis  of  1921  and  1922  ex¬ 
perience,  would  be  only  3.  But  assuming  this  to  be  small  a  conservative 
estimate  of  the  Junior  High  enrollment  three  years  from  now  would  be  not 
far  from  900.  While  the  next  three  years  would  bring  it  up  close  to  1,000. 
For  several  reasons  a  much  larger  percentage  of  pupils  are  staying  more 
years  in  the  secondary  school  grades  than  formerly.  This  means  more 
congestion  in  the  upper  half  of  the  system  than  formerly,  and  during  the 
next  two  years  this  will  be  very  rapid  because  of  the  unusually  small  num¬ 
ber  now  in  grades  11  and  12.  This  brings  us  to  the  present  high  school 
building  situation. 
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High  School  Building  Situation 

In  the  light  of  these  outstanding  facts  it  becomes  imperative  that  we 
carefully  consider  the  question  of  providing  adequate  housing  facilities 
for  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools,  either:  (1)  by  building  a  Junior 
High  addition  at  the  rear  to  the  present  Senior-Junior  High  School  build¬ 
ing  where  added  space  will  soon  be  needed  for  Senior  High  extension;  or 
(2)  by  building  a  separate  Junior  High  plant,  centrally  located  on  a 
plot  of  several  acres.  The  seriousness  of  this  problem  led  to  a  request  of 
the  Superintendent  for  an  expert  opinion,  who  in  this  interest  enlisted  the 
services  of  the  State  Supervisor  of  Secondary  Schools,  Mr.  Clarence  D. 
Kingsley. 

Opinion  of  State  Supervisor  of  Secondary  Schools 

Mr.  Kingsley  visited  the  schools  of  Norwood,  and  went  over  the  ground 
and  equipment  with  our  own  Superintendent  to  whom  he  submitted  the 
following  opinion: 

November  14,  1922. 

Mr.  H.  H.  Howes, 

Superintendent  of  Schools, 

Norwood,  Mass. 

My  dear  Mr.  Howes: 

In  accordance  with  your  request  I  visited  Norwood  last  Thursday,  and 
am  writing  you  the  results  of  my  study  of  the  problem  which  you  sub¬ 
mitted  to  me. 

You  asked  my  advice  as  to  whether  it  would  be  desirable  to  enlarge  the 
present  high  school  building  so  as  to  accommodate  the  pupils  of  both  the 
junior  and  senior  high  school  in  a  single  building,  or  to  build  a  separate 
junior  high  school. 

My  study  of  the  problem  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  present  high  school  building  is  the  more  economical  plan  and 
would  at  the  same  time  provide  the  best  educational  opportunities  for 
the  children.  The  reasons  for  my  conclusion, are  as  follows: 

The  high  school  building  was  designed  in  such  a  way  as  to  make  the 
enlargement  of  the  building  feasible  and  practicable.  An  addition  con¬ 
sisting  of  27  to  30  rooms,  most  of  which  would  be  classrooms,  would  make 
it  possible  for  the  pupils  in  grades  7,  8,  and  9  to  use  such  of  the  equipment 
as  they  need  in  the  senior  high  school  without  the  necessity  of  duplication 
of  much  equipment.  At  the  present  time  the  7th  grade  children  are 
housed  in  an  old  building  utterly  lacking  in  modern  facilities,  badly  lighted, 
and  not  at  all  suitable.  The  education  of  these  children  is  greatly  handi¬ 
capped  at  the  present  time.  The  addition  of  these  classrooms  is  needed 
also  to  relieve  the  overcrowding  which  I  understand  now  exists  in  the 
high  school  and  to  provide  for  the  growth  of  the  next  few  years. 

The  next  step,  as  I  see  it,  would  be  to  place  at  the  rear  of  the  present 
building  and  connected  with  this  addition,  a  double  gymnasium,  one 
part  of  which  would  provide  for  boys’  classes  and  the  other  for  girls’  classes 
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in  physical  training.  This  double  gymnasium  should  provide  lockers, 
dressing  rooms,  and  shower  rooms  for  boys  and  for  girls.  The  double 
gymnasium  should  be  so  arranged  as  to  provide  ample  space  for  spectators 
at  matched  games.  By  a  device,  such  as  bleechers  that  could  be  lowered, 
it  would  be  possible  for  this  double  gymnasium  also  to  provide  for  an 
assembly  for  the  students. 

The  third  step  in  the  enlargement  of  the  plant,  in  my  estimation,  should 
consist  of  the  building  of  an  auditorium  in  the  front  of  the  building,  with 
a  large  and  commodious  lunchroom  on  the  ground  floor  under  the  audi¬ 
torium. 

By  enlarging  the  present  plan  to  accommodate  the  junior  high  school 
pupils  instead  of  building  a  separate  junior  high  school,  the  following 
advantages  will  be  derived: 

1.  The  splendid  boys’  shops  now  in  the  building  can  be  used  by  both 
junior  and  senior  high  school  students.  These  shops  are  even  of  greater 
value  for  the  junior  high  school  boys  than  for  the  senior  high  school  boys. 

2.  The  commercial  rooms  could  be  used  by  both  groups  of  students. 
They  will  be  used  mainly  by  the  senior  high  school  pupils,  but  some  use 
of  such  rooms  is  essential  to  the  junior  high  school  also. 

3.  The  drawing  department  may  serve  the  pupils  in  both  schools. 

4.  The  home  economics  rooms  may  be  used  by  both  schools  and  would 
be  used  by  the  junior  high  school  even  more  than  by  the  senior  high. 

5.  A  library  under  a  well-trained  librarian  is  essential  to  modern  junior 
and  senior  high  schools.  The  full  time  of  one  librarian  is  of  much  greater 
value  than  would  be  the  half-time  service  of  two  librarians,  and  one  library 
would  not  involve  the  duplication  of  books  necessary  in  the  establishment 
of  two  libraries. 

6.  A  double  gymnasium,  one  part  for  boys,  and  the  other  for  girls,  both 
available  for  part  of  the  time  for  each  school,  is  of  greater  value  than  two 
single  gymnasiums  in  separate  buildings  for  many  reasons. 

7.  An  assembly  hall  when  added  could  serve  both  schools  at  different 

times.  i 

8.  The  lunch  rooms  similarly  could  serve  both  schools  at  different  times 
as  it  would  not  be  necessary  for  the  junior  and  senior  high  school  pupils 
to  have  their  lunch  at  the  same  time. 

9/  A  general  office  with  two  private  offices — one  for  the  principal  of  the 
junior  high,  and  the  other  for  the  principal  of  the  senior  high — could  be 
administered  more  effectively  than  two  separate  offices. 

Another  important  reason  why  it  is  advantageous  to  have  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools  in  the  same  building  is  that  students  frequently 
finish  part  of  the  junior  high  school  work  without  finishing  the  rest  of  it 
and  they  are  able  then  to  take  part  of  their  work  in  the  junior  high  school 
and  part  in  the  senior  high  school. 

Of  course  the  presence  of  the  two  schools  in  the  single  building  pro¬ 
motes  conferences  on  the  part  of  junior  and  senior  high  school  teachers, 
thereby  diminishing  the  danger  of  a  break  between  the  instruction  in  the 
two  schools. 
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Your  building  is  so  planned  and  the  additions  may  be  so  constructed 
that  the  junior  high  school  pupils  will  have  their  classrooms  and  most  of 
their  work  on  one  side  of  the  building  and  the  senior  high  school  pupils 
will  have  their  classrooms  and  a  large  part  of  their  work  on  the  other  side 
of  the  building.  The  facilities  used  in  common  such  as  gymnasium, 
auditorium,  shops,  lunchroom,  administrative,  and  library  will  naturally 
place  themselves  in  the  central  part  of  the  building,  where  they  will  be 
accessible  to  both  schools.  This  plan  carries  out  the  degree  of  separation 
in  the  two  student  bodies  which  seems  to  be  necessary  or  desirable.

Alternatives  Presented  in  Case  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  Were  Combined 

The  recommendation  of  Mr.  Kingsley  if  adopted  would  itself  present 
alternatives  among  which  are  the  following: 

(1)  If  a  building  suited  to  accommodate  900  to  1200  junior  high  pupils 
were  built  in  the  rear  or  as  wings  of  the  present  building  (and  a  building  of 
this  size  must  be  planned  for)  with  room  left  for  needed  Senior  High  ex¬ 
tensions,  little  or  no  ground  would  remain. 

(2)  In  order  to  give  added  ground  for  such  a  joint-building  enterprise 
two  suggestions  have  been  made:  (a)  to  take  the  block  adjoining  west  of 
Bond  Street  and  back  of  the  present  High  School;  (6)  to  take  the  Perry 
House,  face  a  new  Junior  High  building  on  Walpole  .Street  and  use  the 
ground  between  the  two  buildings  for  out-of-door  recreation. 

Considering  these  alternatives  several  things  must  be  taken  into  ac¬ 
count:  (1)  The  monumental  character  of  the  present  High  School  build¬ 
ing — to  match  which  in  design  would  cost  about  50%  more  than  would  a 
structure  of  the  general  type  of  the  Winslow  or  Balch  school  buildings; 
(2)  The  increasing  use  of  Bond  Street  as  a  thoroughfare  if  the  proposed 
boulevard  is  carried  through;  (3)  The  fact  that  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  improved  properties  in  the  block  west  of  Bond  Street  (140,011  square 
feet — -about  3^  acres)  is  $97,830;  (4)  The  assessed  valuation  of  the  Perry 
property  is  $9,300.  In  all  probability  it  would  cost  at  least  25%  more 
to  acquire  these  properties  beside  the  cost  of  removal,  filling  abandoned 
excavations,  and  resurfacing.  A  24-room  Junior  High  building  of  the 
Balch  School  type  would  probably  cost  about  $240,000;  whereas  a  build¬ 
ing  of  this  size  of  the  Senior  High  type  would  probably  cost  somewhere 
near  $120,000  more,  which  with  the  cost  of  added  ground  proposed  would 
make  the  amount  prohibitive. 

Alternatives  in  Case  Junior  and  Senior  High  were  not  Combined 

If  the  need  is  to  be  met  by  building  a  junior  high  school  plant  in  no 
way  connected  with  the  present  structure,  leaving  this  to  be  used  en¬ 
tirely  for  Senior  High  purposes,  several  alternative  sites  are  suggested 
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which  would  give  the  needed  grounds  (five  to  seven  acres)— thus  pro¬ 
viding  for  play  grounds,  varied  physical  training  and  athletic  activities 
as  well  as  building  expansion:  (1)  The  Smith  lot  opposite  the  Beacon 
School — the  assessed  valuation  of  about  five  acres  of  this  (the  unimproved 
south-west  half)  is  about  $31,000;  (2)  the  Whedon  house  in  extension  of 
the  Beacon  school  ground  as  a  building  site,  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  Smith  lot  set  aside  as  a  public  park  and  playground— the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  Whedon  property  is  $7,980;  (3)  the  acquisition  of  enough 
improved  property  adjoining  the  Everett  School  to  make,  with  the  present 
owned  site,  four  or  five  acres— the  assessed  valuation  of  this  would  be  from 
$25,000  to  $45,000  depending  on  how  much  were  taken. 

The  two  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  Smith  lot  have  the  advantage 
of  nearness  to  the  center  of  the  town  (little  more  than  a  block  from  the 
junction  of  Walpole  and  Washington  streets);  remoteness  from  traffic; 
natural  adaptability;  utilization  of  property  already  owned  (the  Beacon 
School)— or  (if  not  utilizing  it  for  junior  high  school  purposes)  then  by 
acquisition  of  the  Smith  lot  affording  a  playground  for  this  elementary 
school  whose  pupils  must  now  play  in  the  street.  As  against  this  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  Everett  School  site  must  be  con¬ 
sidered.  If  we  do  not  count  sentiment  (adherence  to  the  original  high 
school  site)  the  advantages  would  seem  to  be  small,  while  the  disadvan¬ 
tages  are  striking:  it  is  on  the  most  congested  .traffic  junction  in  the  town; 
unless  double  the  ground  were  obtained  900  junior  high  pupils  would  be 
added  to  the  congestion  which  already  carries  hazards  to  life  (due  to  the 
location  of  the  Guild  School)  which  the  Town  can  ill  afford  to  incur;  to 
take  enough  for  playground  there  would  cost  more  than  the  Smith  lot 
and  soon  then  the  congestion  would  be  a  menace  at  opening  and  closing 
periods;  furthermore  the  location  of  a  Junior  High  at  this  point  would 
add  very  much  to  the  noise  and  confusion  adjoining  the  hospital. 

Need  for  Prompt  Planning  to  Meet  High  School  Needs 

The  need  for  prompt  planning  is  apparent.  The  present  High  School 
building  is  full  to  the  point  that  shops  and  basement  must  be  used  for 
class  and  study  rooms.  The  outgoing  class  of  the  Senior  High  is  only  91; 
the  incoming  class  (Junior  High)  will  be  about  230  an  increase  of  140, 
two  years  wifi  add  about  250;  and  three  years  wifi  add  about  400.  Taking 
into  account  the  present  crowding  the  situation  will  soon  come  to  be  im¬ 
possible.  Next  September  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  will  be  so  much 
overcrowded  that  the  one  must  attend  school  in  the  forenoon  and  the 
other  in  the  afternoon,  to  find  seats;  and  in  1924  the  conditions  will  be¬ 
come  much  worse.  It  will  take  at  least  a  year  to  build.  The  need,  for 
resolving  alternatives  into  decisions  on  questions  of  policy  and  decisions 
into  plans  and  specifications,  is  urgent. 
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The  Elementary  School  Building  Situation 

Last  year  in  recommending  the  construction  of  the  new  eight-room 
wing  on  the  Balch  School  it  was  estimated  there  would  be  two  rooms  to 
spare  besides  the  basement  space  which  could  be  utilized  for  shops,  study 
and  auditorium  until  further  construction  would  be  warranted.  The 
new  eight  rooms  will  probably  be  filled  next  September  and  within  two 
years,  if  the  population  of  the  district  continues  to  increase  at  the  same 
rate  as  in  the  past,  it  will  be  necessary  again  to  build  or  send  the  children 
out  of  the  district.  Furthermore,  in  the  appropriations  for  construction 
last  year  no  provision  was  made  for  outfitting  the  basement  for  use  as  a 
playroom  and  temporary  auditorium  and  the  cost  of  so  doing  should  be 
included  in  the  construction  and  equipment  budget. 

In  the  other  elementary  districts  there  are  now  adequate  seatings,  since 
the  relief  gained  through  the  new  buildings  and  shifts  of  the  last  two  years. 
The  old  Everett  School  building  should  be  abandoned  as  unfit  for  use. 
And  each  district  is  growing.  The  large  population  south-east  of  the 
railroad,  not  included  in  the  Balch  School  district,  has  no  building;  71% 
of  the  pupils  attending  the  Guild  School  are  required  to  cross  the  tracks 

most  of  them  through  the  Guild  Street  tunnel  which  has  two  blind  ends 
and  is  so  congested  with  automobile  traffic  as  to  make  it  extremely  dan¬ 
gerous.  The  indications  are  that  the  large  district  south  of  the  tracks 
(East  Norwood)  will  develop  rapidly  in  the  near  future — as  seems  probable 
also  in  the  Winslow  School  district  and  the  Shattuck  School  district.  It 
would  seem  the  part  of  wisdom,  therefore,  to  have  in  mind  a  new  building 
in  East  Norwood,  and  added  grounds  for  enlarging  the  Winslow  and 
Shattuck  schools.  The  obtaining  of  a  site  in  East  Norwood  presents 
these  alternatives:  (1)  acquiring  lots  adjoining  the  East  School  (at  present 
a  two-room  structure)  and  placing  a  building  there  large  enough  to  ac¬ 
commodate  the  population  in  that  part  of  the  town — most  of  which  now 
finds  seatings  in  the  Guild  School.  Here  there  is  about  an  acre  ,of  un¬ 
improved  land,  three  lots  owned  by  Drummey,  Pendergast  and  Foley, 
altogether  assessed  at  $1,500;  (2)  acquiring  several  acres  in  the  general 
vicinity  of  Pleasant  and  East  Cross  streets — the  Kelly  three-acre  tract  is 
assessed  at  only  $3,600.  Adjoining  the  Winslow  School  grounds,  there  is 
an  unimproved  lot,  owned  by  Fisher  et.  al.  containing  about  two  acres 
assessed  at  $4,230,  and  adjoining  the  Shattuck  School  ground  there  is  a 
tract  owned  by  the  Housing  Association  which  is  offered  at  $5,000. 

Enlargement  of  School  Program 

Gradually  the  disturbances  caused  by  the  War  and  the  rapidly  chang¬ 
ing  personnel  of  instruction  and  supervision  are  being  overcome.  Under 
the  able  leadership  of  Mr.  Herbert  H.  Howes  and  the  principals  under 
him,  the  courses  of  instruction  are  becoming  definitized  and  unified.  In 
addition  the  system  of  supervisors  of  special  subjects  has  been  extended 
to  include  instruction  for  every  pupil  in  both  elementary  and  high  schools, 
in  physical  training,  music,  drawing,  and  hygiene;  and  uhder  the  prin- 
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cipals  and  supervisors  athletics  and  other  interests  are  being  used  to 
stimulate  student  effort.  There  is  still  a  very  large  opportunity  to  be 
availed  of  for  developing  the  same  kind  of  interest  in  pageantry,  music, 
dramatics,  public  speaking,  debating,  story  writing,  art,  manual  an 
domestic  arts,  etc— in  other  words  the  aim  should  be  to  provide  the  same 
opportunity  offered  to  every  student  to  gain  recognition  in  other  lines 
suited  to  his  abilities  as  is  done  to  those  athletically  disposed.  In  is 
relation  the  question  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  the  Town  should  not 
acquire  the  grounds  and  buildings  set  aside  for  use  of  the  Press  Associa- 
tion-the  assessed  valuation  of  which  is  about  $18,000.  This,  it  is  urged, 
could  be  made  as  much  a  center  of  interest  for  music,  drama  pageantry, 
etc.,  as  is  now  the  Civic  Association  a  center  of  interest  for  athletics.

Thus  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  adequate  land  for  future  development 
would- seem  to  run  from  $25,000  to  $60,000  depending  on  the  plan  of 
development  to  which,  if  were  added  the  cost  of  the  Press  Association 
grounds,  the  Town  would  have  a  long  look  ahead  with  adequate  facil 
for  developing  a  school  program  second  to  none. 

A  Five  Year  Look  Ahead  in  Cost  of  Building 

From  all  the  data  available  it  seems  that  if  the  Town  should  arrange 
to  spend  $100,000  a  year  for  the  next  five  years,  it  would  then  have  over¬ 
come  all  its  arrears  in  educational  equipment  and  thereafter  could 
reduce  its  building  requirements  to  about  $50,000  a  year  ^sequence >  o 
acquisition,  construction  and  equipment  improvements  should  take  the  tol- 

^Tstyear— Acquisition  of  sites,  equipping  Balch  School  basement  as 
temporary  auditorium,  and  starting  the  first  half  of  Junior  High  School. 

2d  vear— Continued  construction  and  equipment  of  Junior  4iign. 

3d  year— Completion  of  Junior  High  and  grounds,  and  construction  of 

auditorium,  Senior  High. 
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4th  year — Addition  to  elementary  schools.

The  most  proximate  elementary  school  needs  are  two:  a  building  to 
supplant  the  Everett,  and  a  new  structure  for  East  Norwood  residents.

Assuming  that  the  entire  program  were  approved  and  construction 
were  carried  forward  with  borrowed  money  the  school  debt  would  be 
affected  as  follows:

Thus  by  carrying  out  the  program  proposed  the  school  debt  would 
continue  to  rise  over  a  period  of  six  years  when  it  would  reach  the  maximum 
of  $694,000;  and  on  the  eighth  year  it  would  begin  to  decrease  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  automatic  retirements  would  exceed  the  borrowing. 

How  the  Proposed  Borrowing  Program  Would 
Affect  the  Tax  Rate 

This  leads  to  the  second  financial  question.'  How  would  the  proposed 
building  program  affect  the  annual  tax  rate?  The  only  way  this  can  be 
answered  is  to  consider  the  amount  of  the  debt  increases,  the  added  in¬ 
terest  and  retirement  charges  and  the  probable  assessed  valuation,  a  com¬ 
putation  of  which  is  shown  below:

For  this  purpose  the  interest  is  figured  at  4%%;  the  retirement  increases 
5%  on  the  new  issues;  the  annual  increased  valuation  $600,000 — this 
being  only  $100,000  more  than  the  value  of  new  buildings  constructed 
last  year,  which  having  in  mind  the  shortage  in  dwellings  and  stores  would 
seem  to  be  conservative.  In  other  words  the  increase  in  taxes  for  a  person 
who  owns  a  residence  valued  at  $5,000  would  be  $2.00  the  first  year 
and  at  the  end  of  five  years  would  amount  to  $8.65  a  year  the 
maximum  increase  being  about  $10.00,  after  which  the  annual  charge 
would  be  reduced. 

The  Effect  of  the  Proposed  Introduction  of  Parochial  Schools 

One  other  element  in  the  problem  has  been  often  mentioned.  When 
members  of  the  Committee  have  brought  the  present  and  future  need  to 
citizens,  frequently  the  question  has  been  raised,  “What  about  the  propo¬ 
sition  to  start  parochial  schools  here?”  This  subject  has  been  taken  up 
and  frankly  discussed  with  the  pastor  of  the  Catholic  Church.  His 
answer  is:  As  affecting  the  present  situation  and  the  needs  of  the  next 
six  years  the  proposition  should  be  ignored;  in  any  case  it  could  not 
affect  the  High  School  situation;  it  would  probably  be  two  or  more 
years  before  such  a  school  would  be  opened;  and  when  opened  it  would 
begin  with  perhaps  two  rooms  in  the  first  grade,  then  would  be  gradually 
added  to  at  the  bottom.  The  School  Committee,  therefore,  is  of  the 
opinion  that  in  any  event  no  part  of  the  construction  program  which  in 
this  report  is  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Town,  would  be  affected 
during  the  first  four  years,  and  in  case  the  Town  grows,  then  not  at  all. 
In  any  event,  after  the  High  School  needs  and  the  needs  which  are  now 
before  us  have  been  met,  the  future  plan  can  be  modified  to  suit  the  cir¬ 
cumstances. 
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A  Question  of  Standards 

Whether  the  citizens  of  Norwood  who  own  or  pay  rent  on  a  $5,000 
dwelling  may  think  it  wrorth  wThile  to  pay  from  $2  to  $10  per  year  more  to 
provide  facilities  such  that  the  schools  may  be  conducted  in  an  orderly 
and  effective  manner  is  a  matter  of  civic  standard.  And  in  this  relation 
we  have  before  us  some  very  interesting  facts.  In  the  State  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  there  has  been  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  property  owners  to 
keep  the  school  taxes  down,  with  the  result  that  since  1900  Massachusetts 
has  fallen  from  first  place  among  the  American  states — standing  now  the 
ninth  in  rank,  in  point  of  her  public  school  facilities.  While  the  states 
of  the  Middle  West  and  Far  West  have  been  going  ahead,  New  England 
has  been  continuously  falling  behind.  Connecticut  stands  11th,  Rhode 
Island  26th,  New  Hampshire  30th,  Vermont  32d,  and  Maine  35th.  This 
is  from  the  report  prepared  for  the  Sage  foundation  by  Dr.  Leonard  P. 
Ayers,  an  outstanding  educational  expert.  Norwood  cannot  correct 
conditions  outside  her  own  town  limits;  but  we  as  a  citizen  group  are 
charged  with  responsibilities  for  doing  our  part.  And  we  have  some 
very  concrete  things  to  think  about.  During  the  last  ten  years  our  in¬ 
dustries  have  brought  thousands  of  people  here  from  countries  having 
inadequate  public  schools;  and  many  of  these  have  not  yet  learned  our 
language.  According  to  the  1920  national  census  we  had  943  persons  in 
our  midst  above  10  years  of  age  wTho  could  neither  read  nor  write  English — 
9.7%  of  the  population  above  that  age;  and  according  to  our  town  census, 
which  was  not  as  complete  as  the  federal,  taken  in  1922,  we  had  909  (9.3%) 
— 231  of  whom  could  not  read  or  Avrite  in  any  language.  That  is,  25%  of 
our  foreign  born  population  who  cannot  read  or  write  English  are  wholly 
illiterate  and  15  of  these  are  between  the  ages  of  10  and  21.  In  illiteracy 
we  have  the  fourth  place  among  355  oities  and  towns  in  the  State,  the  only 
places  which  have  higher  percentages  being  Fall  River  (11.9%),  New 
Bedford  (12.1%),  Easthampton  (16.2%).  Against  our  9.7%  stands  the 
City  of  Boston  with  only  4%,  and  other  municipalities  running  down  as 
low  as  2-10  of  one  per  cent  in  Brookline.  The  question  before  us  after  all 
is  one  of  standards.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Norwood: 

In  the  administration  of  a  school  system,  sure  and  permanent  progress 
is  made  only  when  the  citizens  of  the  community  understand  what  is  being 
done  and  why.  The  following  report  is  an  attempt  to  set  forth  the  essen¬ 
tial  facts  in  the  conduct  of  the  Norwood  schools. 

Teaching  Staff 

During  the  past  year  the  percentage  of  withdrawals  from  the  teaching 
force  has  still  further  decreased  (17%  in  1921  and  15%  in  1922).  More 
than  half  of  the  withdrawals  were  for  marriage  or  other  family  reasons. 

Last  February  the  community  suffered  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr. 
Isaiah  A.  Whorf,  who  had  just  effected  the  reorganization  in  January  of 
the  two  upper  Junior  High  School  classes  in  the  new  wing  of  the  High 
School  building.  Mr.  Whorf  served  as  a  principal  in  the  schools  of  Nor¬ 
wood  for  nearly  twelve  years,  during  which  time  his  influence  for  good 
touched  the  lives  of  a  large  number  of  the  young  people  of  this  community. 

In  June,  Miss  Florence  Hill,  teacher  of  a  fourth  grade  at  the  Shattuck 
School,  retired  after  more  than  forty-two  years  of  faithful  and  inestimably 
valuable  service.  Her  devotion  to  her  work  was  boundless  and  an  in¬ 
spiration  to  us  all. 

Miss  Agnes  Curtin  resigned  in  June,  after  nineteen  years  of  service  in 
the  Balch  School.  This  community  is  much  indebted  to  her  for  the  effi¬ 
cient  service  she  has  rendered. 

Professional  Study 

Tffe  efficiency  of  a  school  system  is  dependent  in  a  large  measure  upon 
the  professional  attitude  and  growth  of  the  teaching  force.  Norwood 
teachers  devote  much  time  to  study  as  is  shown  by  the  following  list  of 
earned  credits  for  approved  professional  improvement  courses  pursued  in

As  executive  officer  of  the  schools  it  affords  me  pleasure  to  have  this 
opportunity  to  publicly  express  the  appreciation  of  this  department  for 
the  valuable  service  Dr.  Frederick  A.  Cleveland  rendered  the  community 
last  spring  by  giving  his  ability  and  tune  in  conducting  for  our  teachers 
a  course  consisting  of  a  symposium  of  sixteen  one-hour  talks  by  specialists 
who  addressed  themselves  to  the  subject,  “Training  for  Citizenship,” 
these  being  supplemented  by  assigned  work  and  group  conferences  for 
those  who  desired  credit.  The  point  of  view  gained  in  the  course  forms 
an  excellent  background  for  teachers  in  the  work  they  are  doing  in  revising 
the  courses  of  study.  That  the  record  of  teachers  in  the  Norwood  system 
as  reflected  in  credits  received  for  professional  advancement  work  is  one 
of  which  our  citizens  should  be  proud  appears  in  the  following  summary:

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As  indicated  in  the  report  of  the  Principal,  elsewhere  m  this  pamphlet, 
several  important  changes  have  been  made  in  courses  of  study  and  scope 
of  work  to  better  adapt  them  to  needs  and  best  modern  standards,  lhe 
Courses  of  Study  for  1922-1923  are  elsewhere  printed  in  this  report.^ 


Junior  High  School 


The  Junior  High  School  has  been  carefully  organized  and  the  program 
of  studies  offered  is  in  accordance  with  the  subjects  suggested  m  the 
Massachusetts  Junior  High  School  Manual  and  the  best  practice  else- 

WFollowing  the  death  of  Mr.  Whorf  last  winter,  Mr.  George  W.  Allen 

succeeded  to  the  principalship  of  the  school. 

The  seventh  grades  are  organized  on  a  departmental  plan,  but  because 
of  the  housing  conditions  no  elective  work  is  permitted.  The  following 
program  of  studies  is  followed  for  the  eighth  and  ninth  years:

HEALTH 

The  report  of  the  school  nurses  for  the  year  ending  December  31  is  an 
indication  of  the  amount  and  importance  of  corrective  health  work  being 
done  in  our  schools.  Last  spring  a  substantial  beginning  was  made  in 
immunizing  the  school  children  from  diphtheria.  More  than  half  the 
pupils  of  the  Guild  School  were  given  the  Schick  test  and  the  toxin  antitoxin 
treatment.  It  is  planned  to  extend  this  valuable  work  in  the  other  schools 
as  soon  as  feasible.  Much  credit  is  due  the  school  nurses,  the  school  and 
other  local  doctors,  the  State  and  local  Boards  of  Health  for  the  co-opera¬ 
tive  carrying  on  of  this  work.  It  is  a  large  and  important  piece  of  health 
work. 

An  indirect  result  of  the  Schick  work  was  the  discovery  of  the  exceptional 
ability  of  Miss  Vera  II.  Brooks  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  her  sub¬ 
sequent  loss  by  Norwood.  During  her  four  years  of  service  as  our  school 
nurse  she  did  much  toward  laying  the  foundations  of  a  splendid  health 
program  which  is  being  copied  by  a  number  of  other  communities. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

The  steady  growth  of  the  membership  of  our  Senior  and  Junior  High 
Schools  requires  more  and  more  use  of  instructors’  time  and  gymnasium 
facilities  to  maintain  an  adequate  physical  education  program. 

Miss  Kiley  devotes  full  time  to  her  work  as  supervisor  of  physical  edu¬ 
cation  for  the  grades  and  for  the  girls  of  senior  and  junior  high  schools, 
and  Mr.  Murray  is  now  employed  full  time  as  director  of  physical  educa¬ 
tion  and  athletics  for  the  boys  of  the  senior  and  junior  high  schools. 

The  reputation  earned  by  the  high  school  football  team  the  past  two 
years,  not  only  for  winning  but  for  fine  clean  sportsmanship,  is  a  great 
tribute  to  Mr.  Murray  and  to  the  boys  of  the  team. 

Both  Miss  Kiley  and  Mr.  Murray  are  getting  an  increasingly  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  girls  and  boys  into  some  kind  of  sport.  A  very  definite  policy  is 
being  followed  of  getting  all  possible  to  become  participants  in  sports  for  the 
sake  of  the  joy  in  play,  for  the  development  of  the  body,  and  most  of  all 
for  character  development.  Thoughtful  people  now  recognize  physical 
education  as  a  type  of  really  vital  education. 


GRADING 


A  critical  examination  of  the  table  on  another  page  of  this  report,  show¬ 
ing  membership  by  age,  sex,  and  grade  December  1,  1922,  indicates  that 
there  have  been  altogether  too  large  a  number  of  retardations.  Non¬ 
promotion  is  disheartening  as  well  as  costly.  A  careful  study  is  now  being 
made  of  the  records  of  those  who  have  made  slow  progress  in  the  grades 
with  a  view  to  finding  out  the  causes  and  improving  the  situation. 

SOCIALIZED  RECITATIONS 

The  best  schools  of  today  recognize  the  necessity  for  the  learners  to  take 
a  more  active  part  in  the  classroom  work.  Consequently  the  project 
method  and  the  socialized  recitation  have  sprung  into  prominence.  Most 
of  the  Norwood  teachers  are  now  conducting  socialized  recitations,  some 
showing  rare  ability  in  using  this  type  of  educational  work. 

LENGTH  OF  FORENOON  SESSION 

About  a  year  ago  the  forenoon  session  of  the  elementary  schools  was 
lengthened  from  two  and  three-quarters  to  three  hours.  This  has  effected 
an  increase  of  school  time  of  practically  two  full  weeks.  It  is  unnecessary 
to  prove  the  benefits  gained  by  this  added  time. 

GARDEN  WORK 

Under  the  leadership  of  Miss  Carbee  and  with  the  splendid  co-operation 
of  the  Norfolk  County  Training  School,  Norwood  Grange,  Board  of  Trade, 
and  Woman’s  Club,  garden  work  was  conducted  last  spring  for  pupils  of 
grades  three  to  nine  inclusive.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  pupils  took  part 
in  this  project.  Gardens  were  visited  by  experts  and  prizes  awarded. 

The  success  attained  the  past  season  amply  justifies  a  continuance  of 
this  work. 

SCHOOL  HOUSING  SITUATION 

Undoubtedly  Norwood  has  provided  better  school  housing  facilities  than 
most  communities.  The  past  two  years  she  has  responded  liberally  in 
providing  the  additional  rooms  in  the  new  High  School  building  and  an 
eight  room  addition  to  the  Balch  School. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  committees  who  had  the  building  of  these  addi¬ 
tions  in  charge. 

The  school  population  of  the  town  is  now  increasing  at  an  annual  rate 
of  about  140. 

A  tabulation  of  the  school  membership  on  December  1,  1922.  together 
with  the  membership  of  December  1,  1921,  and  the  differences  are  indi¬ 
cated  below:

This  tabulation  shows  a  gain  in  total  enrollment  of  144,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  present  second  grade  is  very  small  because  the  entrance 
age  was  raised  a  year  ago  last  fall. 

The  present  enrollment  of  the  Senior  High  is  309  (Grades  10,  11  and 
12)  and  of  the  Junior  High  628  (Grades  7,  8,  and  9). 

We  find  a  loss  between  Grades  9  and  10  last  year  of  approximately  15%. 
On  the  same  basis  we  may  figure  a  net  gain  next  year  (allowing  for  7  or  8 


from  outside  the  system)  of  about  50. 

Estimated  Senior  High  School  enrollment  for  next  year  (1923) .  355 

Estimated  Senior  High  School  enrollment  for  1924 .  460 

Estimated  Senior  High  School  enrollment  for  1925  (3  years  from 

now) .  550 


The  present  membership  of  grades  4,  5,  and  6  (which  will  be  in  Junior 
High  three  years  from  now)  is  912.  Therefore  a  conservative  estimate 
of  the  Junior  High  enrollment  three  years  from  now  is  900. 

In  the  light  of  these  outstanding  facts  it  becomes  imperative  that  we 
carefully  consider  the  question  of  providing  adequate  housing  facilities 
for  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  either  by  (1)  an  ample  addition 
toward  the  rear  to  the  present  Senior-Junior  High  School  building,  or  (2) 
by  building  a  new  Junior  High  School  plant,  centrally  located  on  a  plot 
of  several  acres. 

ILLITERACY 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  are  statistics  showing  the  situation  in  Norwood 
with  respect  to  illiteracy.  The  distribution  on  the  basis  of  school  dis¬ 
tricts  is  as  follows:

Only  61  of  the  909  are  being  reached  through  the  Evening  School.  This 
raises  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  a  definite  policy  for  instruction  in 
the  English  Language  ought  not  to  be  carried  on  in  the  Balch  and  Winslow 

districts.

I  submit  herewith  my  second  annual  report  for  the  High  School. 


MEMBERSHIP 

The  membership  of  grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve  on  December  1,  1922 
numbered  three  hundred  and  ten,  of  which  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
were  girls  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  were  boys.  This  is  a  gain  of 
thirty-four  over  the  enrollment  of  last  year  or  nearly  the  equivalent  of  the 
seating  capacity  of  one  class  room.  All  but  two  of  the  class  rooms  which 
are  used  for  home  rooms  contain  forty  seats,  and  the  requirement  of  an 
additional  home  room  is  the  equivalent  of  the  requirement  of  at  least  one 
and  one-half  more  recitation  rooms. 

The  registration  in  grades  eight  and  nine  show  a  total  of  three  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  pupils  and  in  the  remaining  grade  of  the  Junior  High 
School,  which  comprises  the  seventh  grade  at  the  Everett  School  and  the 
one  unit  of  the  seventh  grade  in  the  Guild  School,  there  are  two  hundred 
and  fifty  pupils. 
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Considered  by  units,  there  are  this  year  four  ninth  grade  home  rooms 
and  six  eighth  grade  home  rooms,  while  the  seventh  grade  requires  the 
entire  Everett  School  building  as  well  as  one  room  in  the  Guild  School. 

LOOKING  FORWARD 

A  survey  of  probable  conditions  in  September  1923  with  the  opening 
of  school  shows  that  over-crowded  conditions  WTill  have  to  be  faced  in  all 
grades  from  the  seventh  through  the  twelfth.  The  greatest  congestion 
will  show  in  grades  eight  and  nine,  a  congestion  which  becomes  so  great 
that  the  double  platoon  system  will  have  to  be  put  in  use.  It  will,  there¬ 
fore,  be  necessary  to  have  the  ninth  grade  attend  the  morning  session 
which  will  extend  from  8  A.  M.  to  12.45  P.  M.,  and  the  eighth  grade  to 
attend  an  afternoon  session  which  will  begin  at  12.50  P.M.  and  continue 
until  5.12  P.  M.  The  many  disadvantages  of  this  plan  were  outlined  in 
my  report  of  last  year. 

The  capacity  of  the  Everett  School  allows  for  six  seventh  grades.  Next 
year  provision  will  have  to  be  made  for  eight,  meaning  that  the  Guild 
School  must  be  further  crowded. 

The  question  has  been  raised  of  having  the  eighth  grade  in  attendance 
in  the  morning,  owing  to  their  lower  average  chronological  age.  It  would 
not  be  practical  to  make  this  arrangement  as  the  ninth  grade  should  be 
in  attendance  at  the  same  time  that  the  tenth  grade  is,  in  order  that  col¬ 
laboration  between  the  teaching  force  of  the  ninth  grade  and  the  high  school 
may  be  employed  wherever  possible. 

The  probable  number  to  graduate  in  the  class  of  1923  is  ninety-two 
while  the  incoming  class,  the  present  ninth  grade,  will  number  one  hundred 
and  sixty — a  gain  of  two  home  room  units — meaning  a  requirement  of  three 
additional  recitation  rooms  for  grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve. 

TEACHING  FORCE 

There  are  several  new  members  on  the  High  School  Faculty.  Their 
names  and  the  subjects  which  they  teach  follow: 

Dorothy  Abbott .  Social  studies. 

Florence  Hayes .  Romance  languages. 

Eleanor  Stockwell .  Commercial  subjects. 

Carl  E.  Smith .  Science. 

The  number  of  persons  employed  for  regular  or  full  time  in  the  High 
School  is  fourteen.  In  addition,  there  are  nine  persons  employed  for  part 
time. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  per  teacher  is  nineteen,  slightly  below 
the  State  average.  Things  which  contribute  to  the  fact  that  the  average 
number  of  pupils  is  below  the  State  average  are . 

1  Reorganization  and  changes  in  course  of  study,  particularly  in  the 
Romance  Language  Department  and  the  Department  of  History. 
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2.  Gradual  falling  off  of  the  election  in  the  Special  Departments  of 
Manual  Arts  and  Household  Arts,  bringing  about  the  formation  of  several 
small  classes. 

3.  Continued  increase  in  election  of  the  Commercial  subjects,  leaving 
a  smaller  number  of  pupils  in  the  third  or  fourth  year  classes  in  the  College 
Classical  and  Technical  groups. 

PROGRAM  OF  STUDIES 

/ 

Several  new  courses  of  study  have  been  added  to  the  High  School  cur¬ 
riculum  and  in  some  departments  it  has  become  advisable  to  make  changes. 

1.  New  arrangement  in  the  Department  ol  History. 

N  inth  grade — Ancient  History. 

Tenth  grade: 

a.  European  History  to  1700. 

b.  Commercial  Geography  and  Industrial  History. 

Eleventh  grade — -Study  of  Nations  and  Elementary  Economics. 
Twelfth  grade— ^United  States  History  and  Civics. 

2.  Spanish  was  first  offered  as  an  elective  in  September,  1921,  and  at  that 
time  a  sufficient  number  chose  the  subject  to  make  up  a  division. 
Twelve  of  this  number  continued  in  second  year  Spanish.  There 
were  sixty-one  who  elected  the  subject  in  1922,  making  necessary 
two  divisions.  There  are  indications  that  the  course  will  be  increas¬ 
ingly  popular  and  gradually  take  the  place  of  German  in  the  curri¬ 
culum.  For  pupils  of  grade  ten  who  elected  the  course  in  1922,  it 
seems  advisable  that  the  opportunity  should  be  afforded  them,  as 
was  the  case  with  German,  to  take  three  years  of  Spanish  in  order 
that  it  may  be  offered  as  a  major  foreign  language  unit  for  college 
entrance. 

3.  For  the  boys  who  wished  to  continue  in  the  Manual  Arts  Department 
a  course  in  automobile  repairing  was  arranged.  It  has  been  con¬ 
ducted  most  successfully  by  Mr.  Leo  Cashen,  a  man  of  wide  exper¬ 
ience  in  that  work. 

4.  In  the  Manual  Arts  Department,  except  for  the  group  in  Automobile 
Repairing  and  Mechanical  Drawing,  no  other  work  was  offered  this 
year  in  grades  eleven  and  twelve.  For  1923-1924  courses  in  this 
department  will  be  open  for  boys  of  grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve 
only  in  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Automobile  Repairing. 

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 

Provisions  have  been  made  so  that  every  boy  and  girl  in  grades  eight 
to  twelve  have  been  able  to  enter  a  Physical  Training  class  twice  a  week. 
This  has  meant,  however,  a  crowded  gymnasium  in  fully  four-fifths  of  the 
classes  and  with  the  gain  in  registration  for  these  grades  next  year,  the 
gymnasium  at  the  Civic  will  become  very  inadequate.  In  order  to  take 
care  of  the  Physical  Education  program  for  these  grades,  another  gymnasium 
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should  be  provided  wherein  a  class  of  fifty  to  sixty  may  be  taken  care  of. 
It  has  been  recommended  that  Everett  Hall  be  procured  for  this  purpose. 


ATHLETICS 


For  the  second  season  a  football  team  of  the  school  was  undefeated. 
In  a  post  season  intersectional  game  with  Clifton,  Newr  Jersey,  the  team 
lost  by  a  score  of  thirteen  to  ten.  The  team  this  year  has  been  admirably 
supported  by  the  town  and  1  wish  at  this  time  to  express  my  appreciation 


of  this  support. 


For  the  first  time  a  full  schedule  has  been  prepared  for  the  Girls’  Basket¬ 
ball  Team.  A  large  number  of  girls  are  partiqipating  in  this  sport.  Owing 
to  the  demand  of  the  girls’  division  of  the  school  for  the  Pageant,  it  was 
not  possible  to  continue  with  the  sport  of  field  hockey  this  year,  but  it  will 
be  resumed  in  the  Fall  of  1923. 

The  support  rendered  by  the  town  at  the  games  participated  in  by  the 
school  has  meant  a  steady  increase  in  the  funds  available  for  athletics.  A 
balance  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  was  carried  over  following  the 
football  season. 


SCHOLARSHIP 


The  honor  roll  was  explained  in  my  last  report  for  the  school  year.  In 
June,  1922,  twenty-one  per  cent  of  the  pupils  succeeded  in  makingthe  honor 
roll.  Their  names  were  announced  at  the  graduation  exercises.  For  the 
first  two  terms  of  1922,  seventeen  per  cent  of  the  school  has  reached  honor 
grade. 

Eleven  members  of  the  graduating  class  took  the  College  Entrance 
Board  examinations  last  June.  The  total  number  of  subjects  passed  was 
higher  than  the  average  maintained  throughout  the  country.  Of  the 
eleven  taking  examinations,  it  is  probable  that  seven  will  succeed  in  enter¬ 
ing  the  college  they  have  designated.

The  Junior  High  School  began  its  existence  in  its  present  quarters  about 
A  year  ago.  At  that  time  it  consisted  of  six  seventh  grades  housed  in  the 
old  Everett  school  building,  with  five  eighth  and  four  ninth  grades  in  the 
new  wing  at  the  High  School  building. 

In  September  last,  there  were  seven  seventh  grades,  one  of  which  was 
crowded  into  the  Guild  building,  and  six  eighth  and  four  ninth  grades  in 
the  High  School  building — a  total  registration  of  623  pupils  in  January. 

The  present  (January)  enrollment  in  the  sixth  grades  is  298.  These 
grades  will  become  seventh  grades  in  September,  of  which  there  must 
either  be  eight  of  about  38  to  the  room,  or  seven  of  from  40  to  47  per  room. 
Efficiency  demands  that  division  be  made  into  the  smaller  unit,  and  if  this 
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is  done  it  will  necessitate  the  taking  of  another  room  in  the  Guild  School 
or  elsewhere.  In  addition  there  will  be  seven  eighth  and  six  ninth  grades 
in  the  High  School  building — 13  rooms — -with  a  total  enrollment  of  750, 
an  increase  of  125  over  this  year.  There  are  but  10  rooms  available  now, 
and  as  the  High  School  will  require  two  of  these,  it  will  leave  us  the  problem 
of  putting  thirteen  classes  into  eight  rooms.  The  solution  is  to  put  these 
two  grades,  the  eighth  and  ninth,  466  pupils,  on  part  time;  the  ninth  grade 
from  7.45  to  12.40  in  the  morning;  the  eighth  from  12.45  to  5.15  in  the 
afternoon. 

This  arrangement  will  result  in  a  necessary  reduction  in  the  time  allow¬ 
ance  of  all  of  them.  At  present  we  have  seven  daily  periods  of  40  minutes 
each.  The  new  arrangement  will  allow  us  six  40-minute  periods  in  the 
morning,  and  six  35-minute  periods  in  the  afternoon,  so  that  we  must  sacri¬ 
fice  some  of  the  things  we  are  now  doing  in  the  eighth  grade  in  order  to  get 
a  working  schedule  in  the  time  given  us,  probably  the  supervised  study 
periods  with  drawing  and  part  of  the  music. 

The  necessity  for  more  space  for  this  division  of  the  school  system  cannot 
be  too  strongly  urged.  It  makes  no  difference  whether  we  call  it  a  Junior 
High  School,  or  by  some  other  name,  the  children  are  here  and  must  be 
provided  with  proper  school  accommodations  and  opportunities,  which 
they  will  not  get  under  the  arrangement  which  goes  into  effect  in  September 
1923;  an  arrangement  which  will  not  only  cripple  the  activities  of  the 
school,  but  will  cause  constant  friction  between  the  different  units,  the 
teachers  and  pupils,  and  the  school  and  the  home. 

LIBRARY 

The  Junior  High  School  should  have  some  room  which  can  be  set  aside 
for  use  as  a  reference  library.  Such  reference  books  in  science,  geography, 
and  history  as  we  have — and  thanks  to  the  interest  of  the  Public  Library 
the  number  is  constantly  growing  —  are  scattered  about  in  all  the  home 
rooms,  and  more  frequently  than  not  a  pupil,  to  get  the  reference  wanted, 
must  interrupt  the  class  in  session.  It  may  be  possible  in  the  fall  under 
the  two-shift  plan  to  set  aside  a  room  which,  with  very  slight  alteration 
in  seating  plan,  may  be  made  to  answer  this  purpose. 

THE  ELECTIVE  SYSTEM 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  and  in  line  with  one  of  the  purposes  of  the 
Junior  High  School  to  help  pupils  to  find  themselves,  they  were  allowed 
to  choose  for  themselves  part  of  their  work  for  the  year.  French,  type¬ 
writing,  and  printing  were  offered.  The  novelty  of  the  experience,  rather 
than  judgment,  I  fear,  prompted  many  of  the  elections.  Of  Hose  entering 
the  eighth  grade,  40%  elected  French,  50%  typewriting,  and  about  15% 
printing.  About  a  fifth  of  those  who  elected  French  have  been  compelled 
to  drop  it  because  of  failure  in  that  or  other  work,  a  few  have  failed  in  type¬ 
writing,  and  not  all  those  who  elected  printing  will  ever  be  printers.  My 
point  is  this,  that  too  much  latitude  ought  not  be  allowed  children  of  this 
age  in  their  choice.  The  teacher,  who  knows  their  capabilities  probably 
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better  than  the  parent  even,  should  have  more  latitude  in  guiding  them  in 
all  cases,  and  should  be  the  final  authority  in  those  cases  in  which  we  know 
that  the  parent  cannot  guide.  A  child  that  has  no  language  ability  should 
not  be  allowed  to  elect  French. 

PLAYGROUND 

The  value  of  the  playground  to  this  school  cannot  be  over-estimated. 
Ours  was  partly  leveled  off  last  spring,  and  it  w'as  immediately  apparent 
that  boys  do  not  hang  idly  about  the  entrance  awaiting  admission  because 
that  was  what  they  liked  to  do.  There  wasn’t  a  minute  when  the  ground 
was  not  in  use  when  it  was  possible  to  use  it.  The  rest  of  the  space  set 
aside  by  the  Town  for  this  purpose  should  be  put  in  such  condition  that  it 
can  be  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended,  instead  of  being  an 
unsightly  piece  of  waste  land  given  over  to  weeds  and  refuse,  and  an  eye¬ 
sore  in  the  neighborhood. 

SOCIAL  ORGANIZATIONS 

The  school  is  making  an  attempt  to  build  an  organization  which  will 
make  it  possible  for  the  pupils  to  participate  in  the  school  management. 
This  is  being  done  by  organizing  each  of  the  home  rooms  as  a  unit,  with 
proper  officers  elected  from  the  group,  with  the  customary  rules  of  pro¬ 
cedure,  and  with  certain  limited  powers  delegated  to  it  by  the  faculty.  In 
addition  to  this  it  is  proposed  to  have  a  central  organization  composed  of 
delegates  from  each  of  the  rooms  which  shall  be  the  legislative  body  of  the 
whole  school,  making  regulations  for  its  own  control,  enforcing  these 
regulations,  and  having  charge  ’of  all  athletic  and  social  activities  of  the 
school.  Boys  and  girls  of  this  age  accept  responsibilities  willingly  and 
readily,  and  it  is  hoped  by  this  means  to  minimize  the  effect  of  constant 
teacher  supervision  and  to  bring  out  the  pupil’s  sense  of  responsibility, 
his  self  reliance,  and  his  initiative,  as  well  as  to  instruct  him  in  the  ma¬ 
chinery  of  self-government. 

The  Camera  Club,  for  those  pupils  interested  in  that  fascinating  art,  is 
another  effort  in  the  same  direction. 

ATHLETICS 

Athletics  have  been  organized  in  the  school  as  far  as  sound  policy  seems 
to  permit.  Boys  of  this  age  should  not  play  games  away  from  home, 
therefore  it  is  planned  to  have  matches  confined  to  inter-class  contests, 
with  an  occasional  excursion  outside.  Last  spring  the  school  baseball 
was  organized  on  this  basis  and  the  games  produced  plenty  of  enthusiasm. 
A  series  of  inter-class  games  in  basket  ball  is  now  under  way  and  will  be 
ended  ’with  a  game  between  the  champions  of  the  High  School  and  those 
of  the  Junior  High.  The  most  valuable  part  of  this  organization  is  the 
effect  on  the  individuals  engaged,  and  on  the  general  morale  of  the  entire 
school.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Director  of  Physical  Education  for 
Boys  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  High  Schools  for  the  year  1922. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  Physical  Training  for  boys  in  the  Senior 
High  School  was  well  established,  having  been  required  since  September, 
1921.  Each  boy  was  taking  and  continued  to  take  two  forty-five  minute 
periods  of  gymnasium  work  a  week.  Only  thirty  minutes  of  each  period 
was  devoted  to  actual  physical  development.  The  remaining  fifteen 
minutes  was  consumed  in  passing  between  the  High  School  and  the  Civic 
Association,  and  in  dressing  and  undressing. 

The  class  work  consisted  of  military  drill,  calisthenics,  apparatus  ex¬ 
ercises  and  games.  The  ends  sought  in  all  class  work  was  correct  posture, 
proper  physical  development,  and  co-ordination  of  mind  and  body. 

Physical  training  for  boys  in  Junior  High  School  began  January,  1922. 
Previous  to  this  time  all  boys  had  been  given  a  physical  examination  by 
the  school  physicians  and  regular  classes  began  at  once.  The  schedule 
followed  in  Junior  High  School  work  was  similar  to  that  of  Senior  High, 
but  in  modified  form.  At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  1922-1923  all 
boys  were  again  examined  by  the  school  physicians.  There  were  129 
boys  in  Senior  High  and  244  in  Junior  High.  Of  the  373,  five  were  declared 
unable  to  take  Physical  Training.  The  number  put  in  second  class  was 
eight,  a  decrease  of  seven  as  compared  with  last  year’s  figures.  The  re¬ 
quirements  for  boys  of  the  second  class  were  much  less  rigid  than  those 
for  boys  of  the  first  class.  Special  corrective  work  was  given  to  children 
who  needed  individual  attention  in  both  grades  and  high  school 

Both  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  boys  participated  in  basketball 
and  baseball.  Football  was  limited  to  boys  of  the  Senior  High. 

The  Senior  High  School  basketball  squad  consisted  of  about  thirty 
candidates;  of  this  number  nine  were  considered  members  of  the  varsity 
team.  A  schedule  with  outside  school  teams  was  played.  The  season 
ended  March  24,  1922,  with  Norwood  winning  ten  out  of  eighteen  games 
played. 

A  Junior  High  School  varsity  basketball  team  was  formed  which  played 
four  outside  games.  An  inter-class  schedule  was  also  arranged  in  both 
High  Schools  in  order  to  interest  all  boys  in  this  sport. 

In  April  twenty-five  boys  presented  themselves  as  candidates  for  the 
Senior  High  varsity  baseball  team.  Thirteen  made  the  first  team,  and 
the  remaining  twelve  formed  the  nuclei  of  class  teams.  A  schedule  of 
nineteen  games  was  played  and  Norwood  was  victorious  in  eleven. 

A  Junior  High  School  varsity  baseball  team  played  three  games  with 
other  schools.  Inter-class  Junior  High  baseball  games  were  played  once  a 
week. 

The  football  team  played  a  schedule  of  ten  games  and  completed  the 
season  on  Thanksgiving  Day  undefeated.  A  post-season  game  was  played 
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with  the  Clifton  High  School  of  New  Jersey  on  their  field,  in  which  the 
Norwood  boys  met  with  defeat. 

In  behalf  of  the  boys  and  myself,  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Nor¬ 
wood  for  their  generosity  in  giving  every  member  of  the  football  squad  the 
opportunity  of  making  the  trip  to  New  Jersey.  I  also  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  the  School  Board,  the  Norwood  Board  of  Trade,  the 
teachers,  and  pupils  for  their  loyal  support  in  all  athletics.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  Physical  Education  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1922: 

The  work  in  the  primary  and  intermediate  grades  remained  similar 
to  that  of  last  year.  Health  games  and  rhythmic  action  plays  and  games 
constituted  the  curriculum  of  the  first  three  grades.  All  this  leads  up  to 
the  more  formal  work  in  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades. 

The  Junior  High  work  with  the  exception  of  the  seventh  grade  was 
carried  on  in  the  gymnasium  of  the  Civic  Association.  In  the  seventh 
grade  the  work  was  carried  on  in  the  classroom  with  each  pupil  acting,  in 
turn,  as  instructor  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher.  This  method 
permits  every  pupil  to  gain  poise,  self-confidence,  and  executive  ability. 
The  work  of  the  eighth  and  ninth  grades  was  slightly  handicapped  by  the 
large  number  in  each  class.  In  connection  w’th  the  work  of  physical 
education,  there  is  a  certain  number  who  require  special  corrective  exer¬ 
cise.  I  have  found  several  such  cases  among  the  children  in  the  grades 
and  the  girls  of  Junior  High  School.  As  many  as  possible  received  this 
special  attention. 

The  Senior  High  classes  met  twice  a  week,  as  last  year,  and  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  physical  condition  of  the  girls  was  noticeable.  Most 
of  the  girls  who  were  put  in  second  class  last  year,  when  re-examined  in 
September.  1921,  were  so  improved  that  they  were  put  in  first  class.  I 
had  hoped  to  start  an  elective  course  in  folk  dancing  as  many  girls  wished 
such  a  course,  but  so  far  there  has  not  been  time  for  it. 

Volley-ball  and  basketball  were  the  sports  taken  up  by  the  girls  of  the 
Senior  High  School.  Many  teams  were  organized  in  volley-ball  and  a 
great  deal  of  enthusiasm  was  shown.  About  fifty  candidates  reported  for 
basketball.  Of  this  number  ten  are  considered  the  varsity  team  and  the 
remainder  will  be  divided  into  class  teams.  A  schedule  with  other  school 
teams  has  been  arranged.  Hockey  was  discontinued  last  Fall  on  account 
of  the  Pageant.

During  the  year  ending  December  31,  1922,  I  have  made  physical  ex¬ 
amination  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools  assigned  me,  and  have  referred  to 
the  parents  such  cases  as  needed  expert  attention. 

A  start  on  the  Schick  test  was  made  and  a  clinic  was  held  during  several 
weeks  at  the  Guild  School  in  May.  Dr.  George  T.  O’Donnell,  State  Dis¬ 
trict  Health  Officer,  and  several  of  our  local  physicians  gave  valuable 
assistance  to  the  School  physicians  and  nurses  at  this  clinic.  Several 
hundred  were  tested  and  a  large  proportion  of  them  proved  to  be  naturally 
immune.  Those  who  were  susceptible  to  diphtheria  received  immunizing 
inoculations,  which  are  believed  to  be  protective  for  at  least  seven  years 
and  possibly  for  life. 

Before  the  advent  of  this  test  all  persons  exposed  to  diphtheria  were 
obliged  to  undergo  the  discomfort  of  immunizing  inoculations  of  anti¬ 
toxin,  but  these  Schick  tested  people  are  free  from  this  necessity. 

These  tests  will  be  resumed  as  quickly  as  the  press  of  routine  work  will 
allpw. 

There  have  been  the  usual  sporadic  outbreaks  of  contagious  diseases, 
but  the  vigilance  of  the  school  nurses  and  teachers  has  prevented  any  wide¬ 
spread  contagion  through  the  schools.

Due  to  the  generosity  of  the  Woman’s  Club,  Cho-Cho  the  magic  Health 
Clown,  was  secured  for  four  performances  in  the  local  theatres  and  the 
children  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  fun.  As  they  still  talk  of  what  Cho-Cho 
said,  we  think  that  his  visit  did  a  great  deal  of  good. 

Last  May  under  Dr.  O’Donnell  of  the  State  Department  of  Health 
with  the  school  doctors  and  several  of  the  town  physicians,  the  Schick 
test  for  diphtheria  was  given  in  the  Guild  School  to  173  children  whose 
parents  had  signed  the  permission  cards.  Of  this  number  1 17  were  positive 
cases  and  56  were  negative.  The  117  cases  were  then  given,  at  intervals 
of  a  week,  three  doses  of  toxin  anti-toxin,  which  renders  these  children 
immune  to  diphtheria.  We  feel  that  the  attempt  to  stamp  out  diphtheria 
in  Norwood  is  a  very  important  part  of  our  school  nursing  work.  The 
plan  for  the  future  is  to  give  every  school  child  a  chance  to  have  this  test. 

Dr.  C.  B.  Schorer  of  the  State  Hospital  in  Foxboro  has  again  visited 
Norwood  to  examine  the  21  children  recommended  for  re-examination. 
She  has  also  examined  27  more  children  whose  mental  status  was  ques¬ 
tionable.  The  results  of  her  examinations  have  as  yet  not  been  reported. 

Since  October  of  1922  the  mid-morning  lunch  of  milk,  served  in  half 
pint  jars,  has  been  carried  on  in  all  of  the  schools  with  the  exception  of  the 
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High  School.  We  find  that  the  number  of  children  who  buy  the  milk  in 
school  or  bring  it  with  them  from  home  has  greatly  increased  this  year, 
which  convinces  us  that  many  more  children  have  acquired  a  good  health 
habit. 

1  he  height,  weight  and  normal  weight  of  all  the  children  are  sent  home 
every  two  months  on  the  regular  report  card  and  the  interest  in  what  a 
child  should  weigh  is  growing  every  year. 

The  school  eye  clinic  is  continuing  in  its  good  work,  and  for  this  we 
again  extend  our  thanks  to  Dr.  Reimer. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Dr.  Wing,  a  graduate  of  Tufts  Dental  College 
in  charge  of  the  dental  clinic  this  year;  and  a  splendid  and  very  necessary 
work  is  being  done. 

To  the  school  doctors  we  wish  to  give  our  thanks  for  their  continued 
help  and  advice  in  our  work,  and  also  for  their  services  in  poor  families 
without  pay. 

The  Woman’s  Club  has  again  given  us  the  opportunity  of  furnishing 
milk  to  the  underweight  children  unable  to  buy  milk;  and  to  the  members 
of  the  Club  we  extend  our  appreciation  of  this  assistance. 

Last  spring,  thru  Red  Cross  funds,  severa1  children  who  otherwise  could 
not  have  had  it  done,  were  able  to  have  tonsils  and  adenoids  removed. 

For  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  our  Superintendent,  principals 
and  teachers,  in  all  our  nursing  activities  we  are  very  grateful.  Without 
these  we  know  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry  on  our  work.

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  work  in  music  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1923. 

The  work  in  music  in  the  grades  has  shown  general  improvement  as  in 
former  years.  Stress  is  being  laid  on  sight  reading  and  artistic  song 
singing.  Sight  reading  is  being  developed  through  class  work,  but  more 
particularly  through  individual  singing  which  is  carried  on  from  the  second 
through  the  eighth  grades.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth  years  the  easier 
three  part  songs  are  sung,  one  child  singing  each  part.  Through  this  in¬ 
dividual  work  an  independence  in  sight  reading  is  gained  which  can  be 
secured  in  no  other  way.  To  procure  artistic  song  singing,  care  is  taken  to 
select  songs  suitable  to  the  age  of  the  child  and  great  stress  is  laid  on  tone 
quality  and  expression. 

Last  year  we  introduced  music  appreciation  in  our  fourth,  fifth,  and 
sixth  grades  and  we  are  giving  time  each  week  to  “listening  lessons.” 
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Through  the  medium  of  records,  children  are  learning  to  distinguish  in¬ 
struments  and  different  qualities  of  voice,  and  are  gaining  a  repertoire 
of  masterpieces  with  their  composer,  such  as  the  Kreisler-Beethoven 
“Rondino,”  Chopins  “Funeral  March,”  Elgar’s  “Pomp  and  Circumstance.” 
Most  important  of  all,  our  children  are  learning  to  listen  actively  tomusic. 

It  has  been  said  by  a  prominent  supervisor  that  the  Junior  High  School 
becomes  either  the  cradle  or  the  grave  of  music.  At  the  beginning  of  the 
year  we  were  trying  to  conduct  music  in  the  lunch  room  of  the  High  School. 
With  kitchen  work  in  the  domestic  science  department  and  the  hammers 
and  buzz  saws  in  the  manual  training  room  going  on  within  a  few  feet  of 
the  class,  we  felt  that  eighth  grade  music  had  reached  its  grave.  Through 
the  valiant  efforts  of  Miss  Follett,  the  music  teacher,  and  Principal  Allen 
we  have  been  able  to  hold  all  but  one  class  in  regular  class  rooms,  and  the 
classes  have  shown  marked  progress  since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

The  Junior  orchestra  has  twelve  members;  nine  violins,  one  cornet,  one 
clarinet,  drums  and  piano.  The  orchestra  is  in  charge  of  Miss  Helen  Follett 
and  is  doing  excellent  work  under  her  leadership. 

The  High  School  chorus  has  been  giving  time  to  athletic  songs  and 
songs  for  special  assemblies,  and  earnest  work  has  been  done  on  “The 
Heavens  are  Telling”  from  the  “Creation,”  and  “The  Triumphal  March” 
from  “Aida.”  Within  the  last  two  years  the  High  School  pupils  have 
shown  marked  improvement  in  sight  reading  which  enables  us  to  attempt 
much  more  difficult  and  worth  while  selections  than  in  former  years. 

Our  high  school  glee  club  of  forty-five  members  gave  their  annual  con¬ 
cert  in  May,  featuring  a  “Fantasia”  from  “Faust.”  Besides  the  selections 
by  the  mixed  glee  club,  there  were  numbers  by  the  boys’  glee  club  and  the 
school  orchestra.  With  the  proceeds  of  this  concert  a  cornet  was  bought, 
which  is  being  used  by  a  member  of  the  school.  The  high  school  owns  now 
drums  and  cornet  for  the  use  of  pupils  showing  unusual  musical  ability. 
We  hope  next  year  to  increase  the  number  of  orchestral  instruments  owned 
by  the  school. 

Four  years  ago  the  high  school  orchestra  boasted  of  but  five  players 
belonging  to  the  student  body.  This  year  we  have  twenty-one,  with  each 
choir  of  the  orchestra  represented.  There  are  twelve  violins,  one  ’cello, 
one  cornet,  one  flute,  three  clarinets,  one  saxophone,  the  drums  and  piano. 
The  orchestra  last  year  was  very  much  in  demand.  It  played  for  a  special 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  the  High  School  concert,  senior  play, 
graduation  and  assemblies.  We  lost  some  very  valuable  members  in  J une 
but  new  material  came  from  the  Junior  High  so  that  our  orchestra  is 
fully  as  strong  as  last  year. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
hearty  support  and  cooperation  of  the  teachers,  principals  and  superin¬ 
tendent.

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  Drawing 
in  Norwood. 

Definite  outlines  for  each  month’s  drawing  have  been  typewritten  or 
hectographed  and  given  to  the  teachers  in  grades  I- VI,  inclusive.  These 
have  been  carefully  followed  and  I  wished  at  this  time  to  thank  the  teachers 
for  their  interest  and  cordial  co-operation,  without  which  no  Drawing 
course  can  be  a  success. 

In  general,  the  work  in  all  grades,  below  Senior  High,  has  consisted 
of  the  following  subjects — Freehand  Drawing,  from  nature  (flowers,  fruits, 
landscapes,  etc.)  and  common  objects,  with  crayons,  ink  and  water-color 
as  the  mediums  used.  Freehand  Cutting,  of  common  objects  and  land¬ 
scapes  made  with  colored  paper.  Freehand  Lettering,  applied  to  covers 
for  regular  school  papers  and  to  posters  of  various  kinds.  Special  men¬ 
tion  should  be  made  of  the  Health  posters  made  last  spring  in  all  sixth 
grades.  The  rules  of  health  were  illustrated  by  original  slogans-  and  ap¬ 
propriate  pictures  cut  from  magazines.  Construction  Work  and  Applied 
Design  were  closely  related.  Many  objects  for  use  at  home  or  in  school 
were  made  and  decorated  with  original  designs,  among  these  being  blotter- 
pads,  clipping  cases,  calendars,  waste-baskets,  note-book  covers,  etc. 

The  ninth  grade  class,  consisting  of  pupils  who  elect  Drawing,  did  work 
corresponding  to  that  in  the  first  year  of  some  Senior  High  Schools.  The 
most  important  project  undertaken  by  them  was  the  making  of  large 
posters,  of  cardboard  and  crepe  paper,  representing  the  growth  of  the 
American  flag.  These  were  made  to  be  used  in  an  assembly  and  are  now 
displayed  in  one  of  the  Junior  High  corridors. 

As  last  year,  the  Drawing  in  the  Senior  High  School  was  handicapped 
for  a  time  this  fall  by  the  lack  of  a  room,  it  being  necessary  to  use  our  last 
spring’s  headquarters  for  a  ninth  grade  home  room.  We  are  now  establishe, 
temporarily  but  comfortably,  in  the  basement.  This  work  is  being  taught 
this  year  by  the  assistant,  Miss.  Judd.  Headings  for,  the  different  de¬ 
partments  in  the  “Arguenot,”  parchment  lampshades,  still  life  and  figure 
drawing  are  being  worked  on  now  or  planned  for  the  immediate  future. 
The  course  last  spring  was  a  continuation  of  that  outlined  in  last  year’s 
report.  Several  group  projects  were  attempted.  One  was  the  designing 
and  painting  of  stained  glass  effects  which  were  placed  in  the  glass  of  doors 
a  cabinet.  Another,  the  designing  and  stencilling  of  a  border  on  scrim 
curtains  for  the  teacher’s  room  in  the  Shattuck  School.  Posters  for  various 
occasions,  landscapes,  and  drawings  from  nature,  in  pencil,  pen  and  ink, 
pastel  crayons  and  water  color  were  also  made.  Several  of  our  landscapes 
were  exhibited  at  the  annual  convention  of  the  Eastern  Arts  Association 
held  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  in  April.  These  were  borrowed  by  Milton  Brad¬ 
ley  Co.  of  Boston  to  advertise  their  Manual  Arts  Crayons. 

A  new  departure  for  the  Drawing  department  has  been  the  planning 
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and  supervision  of  cardboard  constructidn  work  for  the  fifth  grade  boys, 
to  be  done  while  the  girls  have  sewing.  This  work  has  tended  to  develop 
accuracy  and  neatness  in  measuring,  cutting,  pasting,  etc.,  which  will  be 
of  value  in  grade  six,  where  wood-working  problems  are  taken  up.  Much 
interest  and  a  gradual  improvement  has  been  shown.  Drawing  portfolios, 
berry  boxes,  crayon  boxes,  Christmas  boxes  and  baskets,  pen-wipers 
decorated  with  designs  made  with  compasses,  snap-shot  albums  covered 
with  wall-paper,  etc.  are  among  the  objects  constructed. 

To  the  Superintendent,  for  his  interest  and  support,  and  to  the  School 
Committee,  for  their  generosity  in  the  matter  of  Drawing  supplies,  I  de¬ 
sire  to  express  my  sincere  gratitude.

Evening  school  was  organized  October  9,  and  up  to  January  1  there 
had  been  an  enrollment  of  288,  employing  eleven  teachers.  As  usual  the 
heaviest  enrollment  was  in  the  English  language  classes  where  almost 
100%  are  men  and  women  of  foreign  birth,  fifteen  being  illiterate  minors. 
And  as  usual,  the  best  attendance  has  been  in  these  classes. 

Attendance  has  been  affected  very  unfavorably  during  December  and 
January  by  weather  conditions,  but  has  probably  been  as  good  as  in  pre¬ 
vious  years.  The  plan,  inaugurated  last  year  requiring  a  registration  fee 
of  $1.00,  apparently  has  not  produced  the  results  desired  and  aimed  at,  for 
the  usual  falling  off  in  attendance  began  after  the  first  few  enthusiastic 
evenings,  and  when  some  real  work  began  to  be  demanded.  The  me¬ 
chanical  drawing  class  was  discontinued  in  January  for  this  reason.  Pos¬ 
sibly  making  the  registration  fee  larger  would  induce  more  thought  before 
registration,  and  cause  more  hesitation  before  dropping  out,  if  it  was  to 
mean  the  loss  of  the  larger  fee. 

The  sewing  and  millinery  classes  were  the  only  ones  this  winter  to  be 
under  state  supervision.  Another  year  it  would  be  advisable  to  have  the 
English  language  classes,  at  least,  under  the  direction  of  the  State  depart- 

The  auto  repair  class,  which  had  the  largest  registration  of  any  single 
class  with  the  exception  of  the  beginning  English  division,  has  been  badly 
handicapped  in  its  work  by  lack  of  equipment.  Plenty  of  equipment  has 
been  available,  but  owing  to  the  size  of  the  doors  could  not  possibly  be 
taken  into  the  basement.  The  work  in  the  senior  high  school  classes  has 
been  retarded  for  the  same  reason.  It  would  seem  advisable,  if  this  work 
is  to  be  continued  in  either  or  both  schools,  that  an  opening  sufficiently 
large  to  admit  an  auto,  be  made  into  the  basement  of  the  building.  This 
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would  permit,  too,  of  a  much  easier  handling  of  heavy  packing  cases  and 
furniture  of  which  many  come  to  the  building  during  the  year.

Entrance  to  Grade  10— Satisfactory  completion  of  two  major  subjects 
(10  points)  in  Grade  9. 

Advancement  to  Grade  11 — Credit  of  31  points. 

Advancement  to  Grade  12  Credit  of  50  points. 

For  Graduation— Total  credit  of  72  points. 

» 

College  Preparatory  Course 

Only  pupils  of  good  mental  power  should  elect  these  courses.  The 
work  is  entirely  prescribed  by  the  colleges.  The  school  is  expected  to 
meet  these  requirements  and  only  good  mental  power  and  thorough  study 
on  the  part  of  the  pupil  will  satisfy.  Pupils  who  are  not  so  qualified  should 
not  elect  a  College  Preparatory  Course  for  only  disappointment  will  result. 

The  entrance  requirements  of  all  colleges  are  not  the  same.  The  advice 
of  the  Principal  may  be  obtained  at  any  time  to  assist  college  preparatory 
pupils  in  planning  their  courses. 

Because  of  the  great  demand  for  college  entrance  of  the  past  five  years, 
most  colleges  have  had  to  limit  their  registrations.  For  some  colleges  it  is 
necessary  to  make  application  for  entrance  four  years  in  advance. 

General  Course 

This  course  is  intended  for  pupils  who  are  undetermined  as  to  their 
future  education.  It  is  very  broad  in  scope  and  has  been  planned  to  afford  a 
pupil  a  good  general  high  school  training. 

Business  Course 

Abundant  opportunity  is  offered  in  this  course  for  the  acquisition  of 
expert  skill  and  thorough  knowledge  in  the  commercial  lines. 


Practical  Arts 

The  school  does  not  pretend  to  offer  a  Manual  and  Household  Arts 
Course  extending  over  four  years.  It  is  not  equipped  to  do  so  and  it  would 
seem  unwise  for  the  Town  of  Norwood  to  install  such  equipment  as  would 

be  necessary.  .  ,  , 

The  school  is,  however,  completely  and  excellently  equipped  with  W ood- 

working,  Mechanical  Drawing  and  Printing  Shops.  The  Household  Arts 
Department  is  completely  equipped  with  Cooking,  Sewing  and  Laundry 

rooms.  ,  , 

It  is  planned  that  pupils  especially  desiring  such  work  may  spend  a  major 

portion  of  their  time  in  these  branches  in  the  9th  and  10th  grades.  Be¬ 
yond  these  grades  special  work  of  advanced  nature  may  be  offered,  if  ad¬ 
ministration  permits. 
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State  Normal  School  Preparation 

For  most  pupils  planning  to  enter  a  State  Normal  School  the  General 
Course  is  recommended.  Plane  Geometry  and  one  Science  should  be 
elected.  As  in  preparing  for  college,  only  pupils  of  good  mental  power 
are  advised  to  make  Normal  School  an  objective.
